JENNY H E Title alone of this Hiſtory ſeems to recommend the ſame more 
UE PS than any Preface conld do 3 inaſmuch as, profeſſing to deduce things 
AAS from the Creation of the World,to reach as high as the Reign of Nero, 
, and to derive the greateſs part of its Relations from the Records of 
FIZ the Old Teſtament, it implies that us other can equal it, in Antiqui- 
Sex t), in Continnance, and in Authority. 
VN Rage ec W) But that which further renders it (after the Holy Scripture) pre- 
py xx ferable to all other Hiſtories, is, That whereas thoſe have no other 
ground-work, but the Ations of Men, this repreſents to us the Ati- 
ous of God himſelf. There is ſeen reſplendent everywhere in it bis Power, his Government, 
his Goodneſs, and his Juſtice. His Power opens Seas, and divides Rivers, to give a drypaſſage 
to whole Armies, and cauſe the Walls of the ſtrongeſt Cities to fall down without battery, His 
Government regulates all things,and gives ſuch Laws as may be ſtiFd the Fountain from which 
has bees drawn whatever wiſdom there is in theWorld: His Goodneſs makes to fall from 
Heaven, and to iſſue from the boſome of Rocks, wherewith to ſatisfie the Hunger, and allay the 
Thirſt of a great People in the drieſt Deſarts, And all the Elements being as the Miniſters of 
the Decrees which his Juſtice pronounces, the Water deſtroys by a Deluge thoſe which it con- 
demms, the Fire conſumes them, the Air overthrows them by its Tempeſts, and the Earth opens it 
ſelf to devour them, His Prophets foretel{ nothing,but they confirm the ſame by Miracles, They 
who command his Armies, undertake nothing but they atchieve it," And the Leaders of his Peo- 
ple, being fill'd with his Spirit, a@ like Angels rather than Men, * 

Moſes alone may be a Proof of all this. Newer did ſo many eminent Qualities meet to- 
gether in onePerſon; Nor did God ever ſhew in any Man under the Old Law, fince the Fall of 
the Firſt, how high the perfe@ion of a Creature may riſe, whom he vouchſafes ts accumulate with 
his favors. Wherefore, ſince a great part of this Hiſtory may in ſome ſort be ſaid to be the 
Work of that incomparable Lawgiver, becauſe the ſame is wholly taken out of him, it ought to 
beread not only with Eſteem, but alſo with Reſpe& 3 and the ſequel to the end of what is con« 
tained in the Bible deſerves no leſs, in regard it was di@ated by the ſame Spirit of God which 
gnided the Pen of Moſes when he writ the five firſt Books of the ſacred Hiſtory. | 

But moreover, what might not be ſaid of thoſe admirable Patriarths, Abraham, Ifaac, and 
Facob 3 of David that great both King and Prophet, who deſeru'd the unequal Elogium , of 
being a Man according to God's own heart; of Jonathan,#hat woft accompliſht Prince, whoſe 
ſoul the Scripture ſaith was inſeparably ty'd to that of that holy King 3 of the #Uſtrious Mac 
cabees, whoſe Piety, equal to their Courage, effeFed' an union of the Supreme Power" attending 
Royalty, with the moſt Sacred Funiions of the High-Prieſthood 3 and laſtly of Joſeph , of 
Toſhua, of Gideon, and of divers others, who may paſs for perfet# Models of Virtue , Con- 
du, and Valor. If the Heroes of Pagan Antiquity never atchiev'd anything comparable to 
theſe Heroes of God's People, whoſe AGions might paſs for Fables, if it were not impiety to re- 
Fuſe credit to them, there is no reaſon to wonder, fince thoſe Heathens had onely humane Force 3 
but the hands of thoſe whom God choſe to fight nder his Command, were arw'd with his invin- 
cible help : and the example of Deborah, ſhews that even a Worhat: may become, in a moment, 
a great General of an Army, 

Now if the Favors wherewith God cheriſhes thoſe that are his, ought to induce Monarchs not 
to truſt but in: his aſſiſtance, the dreadful Puniſhments whith he executes on thoſe that lean on 
their own ſtrength, oblige then to tremble ; andthe rejettion of Saul, and divers other great 
Princes, inſtruGs them, by the terrible repreſentation of their Fall, to have recourſe to God, that 
they may eſcape the liks misfortunes, ; ay $94 | 
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_ Tet not only Princes, but Princeſſes alſo may find in this; Book, examples both to avoid and to | 
imitate. @uten Jezabel is a diſmal one both of imptety and puniſhment. And Dneen 
Eſther 5s a rare one of all the perfe&ions, and of all the rewards which can render the virtue 
ard felicity of a great and holy Princeſs admir'd, 

If great Perſonages find ſo great Examples here to lead them to avoid Vice, and embrace Vir- 
tue, there is no perſon of any condition whatſoever but nidy profit likewiſe by ſo uſeful a Book, 
*Tis of general benefit for all, ſo proper to imprint a reſpe@ of the Divine Majeſty, by the view 
of ſo manyeſſe®s of his infinite Power, and of his adorable Providence, that his heart muſt be 
very hard that is not afſeFed therewith. 

And how can Chriſtians but be mov'd with ſuch a holy reſpe®, ſmce the ſame Hiſtory teaches 
#5, that thoſe illuſtrious and ſo celebrated Conquerors, Cyrus, Darius and Alexander, though 
Tdolaters, could not forbear having a Veneration for the Majeſty and the Ceremonies of that 
Temple which was but a Figure of the Chriſtian Church _ 

But if this Hiſtory be ſo excellent in it ſelf, it muſt be confeſs 'd that no man was ſo fit to 
write it, as he that gave it both to his own Age and to Poſterity, For who could be better inform'd 
of the Cuſtoms and Manners of the Jews, than a Jew ? Who could be better inſltruFed of all 
the Ceremonies and obſervations of the Law, than aPrieſt ? Who could better relate the Events 
of ſo many Wars, than a great Captain © And who could better comprehend things, and make 
Judicious RefleG@ions upon them, than a man of great Duality , and 4 great States-mans Now 
all theſe qualifications concenter in Joſephus. He was a Jew by birth. He was not only a 
Prieſt, but of the firſt of the four and twenty races of the Prieſts, who held the chief rank 
among ſt thoſe of their Nation, He was deſcended from the Aſmonzan Kings, His great 
Exploits iti War had made him admir'd even by the Romans. And the ſeveral great Employ- 
rents, of which he ſs worthily acquitted himfelf,leave no room to doubt of his experience in 
Ajjairs. S 

— His Life written by himſelf, join'd with his Hiſtory of the Jewiſh Wars, make hint 
ſufficiently known. And as for bis manner of writing, I think, it needleſs to commend it, ſince 
this Work, manifeſts it ſo excellent everywhere particularly in the Nineteenth Book, where he 
relates the AGFions and Death of the Emperor Caligula, which no Roman Author has done ſo 
accurately, T think 1 may ſay without fear, that there is not in Tacitus any Hiſtory which \ſur- 
paſſes that eloquent and judicious Narration, I know ſome will wonder, that after having 
mention'd the greateſt Miracles, he diminiſhes the belief of them, by ſaying, That he leaves 
every man at liberty to have ſuch opinion thereof as he thinks fir: But in my judement 
he does it onely on this account, That having compos'd this Hiſtory chiefly For the Greeks and 
Romans, 4s 'tis eaſie to gather, by his writing the ſame in Greek, and not in Hebrew he fear d 
their incredulity would reader it ſuſpeFed to them, if beaffirm'd poſutively the truth of things 
which ſeem'd to them impoſſible. | | 

But whatever Reaſon induc'd him to uſe that Cantion, Tpretend not to defend him either in 
thoſe places, or,any others, where he is not conformable to the Bible. This alone is the Divine 
Fountain of written Truths, which carinot be ſought elſewhere without hazard of Error 5 and 
one cannot excuſe himſelf from condemning whatever is found contrary thereunto. 7 do it 
with all my heart 3 and there is no perſon but ought to do it, in order to read this excellent 
Hiſtory with ſatis fa@ion, and without ſcruple. ' 

Neither yet do Tpretend to juſtifie this Author, in ſome places where he ſpeaks of the ſeveral 
ſorts of Government nor as to fome other particular ſentiments, which no body is oblig'd to 
follow, Nor do Tengage my ſelf in any matter of Criticiſm, the conteſts whereof* I leave to 
ſuch as are exercis'd in that ſort of ſtudy. 

If in ſome places, as amongſt others, in the deſcription of the Tabernacle, and of the Table 
of Shew-bread, ſome difference be found between this Tranſlation and the Greek, the cauſe 
thereof is, that thoſe paſſages are ſo corrupted in the Greek Text, that all Tcould do, was to 
bring them into the condition wherein they are, 


[T. Of the Hiſtory of the Jewiſh War againſt the Romans, Kee. 


If the Hiſtory of the Jews, advances its Author into the rank, of the beſt Hiſtorians, 'tis 
plain that in that of their War againſt the Romans, he has ſurpaſs d himſelf. Several reaſons 
have concurr'd to render this Hiſtory a Maſter-piecez the greatneſs of the Subjef 3 the ſenti- 

' ments excited in his breaſt, by the ruine of his Countrey ; andthe ſhare he had in the moſt cou- 
ſiderable Events of that bloody War. For what other Subjes can equal this great Siege, 
which manifeſted to all the Earth, that one City alone would have been the Rock of the Ro- 
man Glory, had not God, for puniſhment of its ſins, overthrown it by the ſtorms of his wrath? 
What ſextiments of Grief can be more lively, than thoſe of a Jew, and of « Prieſt, who ſaw 
ſubverted the Laws of his own Nation, whereof no otter was ever ſo jealows, and that magnifi- 
cent

, cent Temple, the obje@ of bis devotion and of his zeal, reduc'd toaſhes ? And what greater in- 
: tereſt can an Hiſtorian have in his Work,, than to be oblig'd to bring into it the priechpal AFj- 
ons of his own Life 3 and to labour for his own-Glory, by an unflattering advancement of that 
# | of the Conquerors 3 and by acquitting himſelf at the ſame time of what he ow'd to the genero« 
1 (ity of thoſe two excellent Princes Velſpaſian and Titus, to whom the bonour of having finiſh'd 
| this great War was due. 
But foraſmuch as there are ſo many remarkable Occurrences in this Hiſtory, I think to do the 
© Readers a pleaſure, in preſenting them here with an Abſtra@ thereof, from which general Tdea 
they "Rf afterwards proceed to the particulars depending thereupon, It is divided into ſeven 
Bo0RS. 

The firſt Book,, and the ſecond, to the twenty eighth Chapter, are an abridgment of the Jewiſh 

Hiſtory, fro: Antiochus Epiphanes King of Syria ( who ſpoiled the Temple,and went about 

to aboliſh Religion ) to Florus, Governor of Judea, whoſe avarice and cruelty were the chief oc- 
caſon of that War which they maintain'd againſt the Romans, This abridgment is ſo delight- 
fel, that Joſephus ſeems to have deſign'd to ſhew that he could, like excellent Painters repreſent 
the ſame obje@s in difſerent manners, with ſo much art, that it ſhould be hard to know to which 
to give the preference, For whereas theſe Hiſtories are ſometimes interrupted by the Narration 

_ of things hapned at the ſame time, they are here written in a continn'd ſeries, ard give the 
Readers the pleaſure to behold in one Table, what they ſaw before ſeparately in ſeyeral. From the 
twenty eighth Chapter of the ſecond Book, to the end, Joſephus relates what paſs'd in conſe- 
quence of the troubles rais'd by Florus, till the defeat of the Roman Army commanded by 
Ceſtius Gallus, Goverzor of Syria. 

Inthe beginning of the third Book,, Joſephus ſhews the conſternation of the Emperor Nero 
#pon this ill ſucceſs of his Arms, which was likely to be follow'd with a revolt of all the Eaſt; 
and how caſting his eyes on all ſides, he found only Veſpaſian fit to bear the weight of ſo impor- 
tant a War, and accordingly gave him the condu@ thereof, He relates afterwards in what man- 
ner this great Captain, accompany'd with Titus his ſon, enter d into Galilee, whereof our Aus 
thor himſelf was Governor, and beſteg'd hint in Jotapat 5 where, after the greateſt reſiſtance 
imaginable, he was taken and led Priſoner toVeſpalian : and how Titus took, divers other pla- 
c65, and perform'd ations of incredible valor: : I 

The fourth Book, brings in Veſpaſian conquering the reſt of Galilee 4 the Jews beginning to 
tumultuate in Jeruſalem, the FaGiows, who took the name of Zealots, becoming Maſher, of the 
Temple under the conduG of John of Giſcala, Ananus the High-Prieſt ſtirring up the people to 
beſtege them there 5 the [dumzans coming to their aſſiſtance, exerciſing horrible cruelties, and 
afterwards retiring ; Veſpaſian taking 5 a places in Judea, blocking up Jeruſalem, ix or- 

. der to beſiege it 5, and forbearing that deſign, by reaſon of the troubles riſen in the Empire, be- 

Fore and after the death of the Emperors Nero, Golba and Otho 5 Simon, ſor: of Gioras, 

another Head of the FaGons, receiv'd by the people into Jeraſalem 5 Vitellius, who had ſeiz'd 

upon the Empire after Otho's- death, -endring himſelf odious and contemptible for bis cruelty 

and debauchery ; the Army commanded by Veſpalian, declaring him Emperor s And laſtly, 
Vitellius aſſaſſinated at Rome, after the defeat of his Forces, by Antonius Primns, who had 

embrac'd Veſpalian's party, | 

The fifth Book relates how a third FaGion, of whichEleazar was Head, was form'din Jeru- 
ſalemz That afterwards thoſe three Faions were again reduc'd to two, and in what manner 
they made War one againſt another. ' It contains alſo the deſcription of Jeraſalem, of the 
Towers Hippicos, Phazael and Mariamne, of the Caſtle Antonia, of the Temple, of the High 
Prieſt, and of ſundry other remarkable things; the Siege of that great City form'd by Titus 
the incredible Works, and prodigious Exploits of Valor done on both ſtdes the grievous famine 
wherewith the City was afflifted, and the ſtrange Cruelties of the FaGioms, : 

The ſixth Book, repreſents the horrid miſeries whereinto Jeruſalem was reduc'd 5 the conti- 
uation of the Siege with the ſame ardor as before 3 and how, after many Fights, Titus having 
forc'd the firſt and ſecond wall of the City, tookand ruin'd the Caſtle of Antonia, and aſſault- 
ed the Temple which was burnt, notwithſtanding all this Prince could do toprevent it ; and how 
at laſt he became Maſter of all the reſt. | | | 

In the ſeventh and laſt of theſe Books,'tis ſhew d how Titus caus'd Jeruſalem to bedeſtroy'd, 

? ſaving only the Towers Hippicos,Phazael «nd Mariamne : In what manner he commended and 
; rewarded his Army; what SpeGacles he gave to theNations of Syria, what horrible Perſecuti- 
þ ons were exercis'd upon the { Yw in ſeveral Cities 3 with what incredible joy the Emperor Vel- 
paſian, aud Titus, who was declar'd Czar, were receiv'd into Rome 3 what a m__— 
Triumph they made 3 how the Caſtles of Herodion, Macheron, and Maſſada, the only places 
remaining tothe Jews in Judea, were taken and how thoſe that defended this laſt, all k;l'd

This is in general what this Hiſtory of the Jewiſh War againſt the Romans contains. ” Ard 
there are no ornaments wherewith this great perſon has not emrich'd it. He has omitted no-vc- 
caſion of embelliſhing it, by elegant deſcriptions of Provinces, Lakes Rivers,Fountains, Monn- 
tains, ſeveral Rarities, and Buildings, whoſe magnificence would ſeem fabulous, if what he re- 
lates thereof could be call 'd in doubt, when we ſee no perſon found that has dar d to contradi 
bim, though the excellence of his Hiſtory rais'd no ſmall envy againſt him. | 

It may be ſaid with truth, that whether he ſpeaks of the Romans Military Diſcipline , or | 
whether he repreſents Battels, Tempeſts, Shipwracks, a Famine or aTrinmph, every thing is ſo 
lively fet forth,that he charms the attention of his Reader's, And I fear not to add that no 
other,not excepting even Tacitus himſelf, has excel/ A more in orations 5 they are ſo noble,ftrong 
and perſuaſive, alwages reſtrain'd within their own ſubje&,and proportion'd both to the perſoxs 
zo ſpeak,, and tothoſe that are ſpoken unto. ; | . 2 

Moreqver, can the judgment and faithfulneſs of this Hiſtorian be too much commended, for 

the moderation which he uſes between the praiſes deſery'd by the Romans for finiſhing ſo ereat G 
@ War, and thoſe due to the Jews for having withſtood the ſame, although vanquiſh'd at laſt, - 
with invincible courage? ſo that neither his gratitude for the obligations he had to Veſpaſian 
and Titus, ner his love for his Conntrey, biaſs'd him contraryto Jnſtice more on the one ſide than 
the other. 
But that which T account moſt eſtimable- in him, is, that he never fails upon any occaſion to 
praiſe Virtue, to reprehend Vice,and to make excellent refle@ions upon the admirable Providence 
of God, and upon the fear which we ought to have of his dreadful judgments. 

It may be boldly affirm'd, That never was ſeen a greater example thereof, than the rujine of 
that ungrateful Nation, of that proud City, and of that venerable Temple 5 ſince although the 
Romans were Maſters of. the World, and that this Siege was the work, of one of the greateſt ] 
Princes they glory to have had for Emperors, the power of this vidtorious people, and the heroi- 4 
cal valor of Titus, would have in vain undertaken this deſign, if God had not choſen them to 
be the executioners of his Juſtice, The blood of his Sor ſhed, the moſt borrid of all crimes, : 
was the onely true cauſe of the ruine of that unhappy City, The heavy hand of God upon that - 
wretched people, caus'd that how terrible ſoever the War was that aſſaulted them without, it was 

yet much more dreadful within, by the cruelty of thoſe unnatural Jews, who more like Devils 
than Men, deſtroy'd by the Sword and the Famine, of which they were the Authors, 1100 000 
perſons 5 and reduc'd the remainder to that paſs, that they could hope for no ſafety but from 
their Enemies, by caſting themſelves into the arms of the Romans. Such prodigious efſets of 
wengeance for the death of a God, might paſs for incredible with thoſe who have not the happi- 
neſs to beenlightned with thelight of the Goſpel, if they were not related by a Man of that very 
ſame Nation as conſiderable as Joſephus was, for hzs Birth, for his quality of Prieſt,and for his 
Virtue. And methinks 'tis viſible, that God minding to make uſe of his teſtimony to authorize - ; 
ſuch important truths. preſeru'd him by a miracle, when after the taking of Joſaphart, of forty 
which were retir'd with him into a Cave, the lot being caſt ſo often 10 know who ſhould be ſlain 
firſt, he ouly and one other remain'd alive, 

This ſhews that this Hiſtorian is to be conſider'd with a different reſpe® from all others, ſiuce 
whereas they relate only bumane Events although dependent on the orders of the'Sypreme Provi- 
dence, it appears that God caſt his eye iipon him to make him ſubſervient to the greateſt of bis de- 
Ions. | 

fe For we #1uſt not only conſider the deſtruGion of the Jews as the moſt dreadful efſe@ that ever 

was of Gods Juſtice, and as the moſt diſmal image of the vengeance which he will exerciſe at 
the laſt day againſt the Reprobate 3 we muſt alſo behold it as one of the moſt illuſtrious proofs 
which it hathpleas'd him to give Men of the Divinity of his Sox 3 inaſmuch as this prodigious 
Event had b en foretold by our Saviour in preciſe and intelligible terms, He had ſaid to his 
Diſciples fhewing them the Temple of Jeruſalem, That all thoſegoodly buildings ſhould be 
ſo deſtroy'd, that there ſhould not be lett one ſtone upon another, S. Matth. 24. ver, 2. 
S, Mark 13. ver, 2. $, Luke 19, v,44. And alſo, That when they ſhould ſee Jeruſalem 
encompaſs d-with Armies, they ſhould know that its defolation was at hand, $8, Luke 21+ 
ver, 20. | ” 

He had mention'd particularly the dreadful circumſtances of this deſolation. He had ſaid 
to them, Woe to thole thar ſhall be with child or give ſuck in thoſe da, es 3 for there ſhall 
be great diſtreſs in the land, and wrath upon this people. And they ſhall fall bythe 
edge of rhe (word, and ſhall be led away captive into all Nations, and Jersſalezz ſhall be 
troden down by the Geztiles, $. Luke 21. ver. 23, 24. 

And laſtly he had declar'd, that the accompliſhment of theſe Propheſies was ready to come to 
paſs 3 That the time was drawing nigh that their houſe ſhould be lett unto them deſo- 
late : and that even Le were then living ſhould ſee it, Verily I ſay unto you, All theſe 
things ſhall come upoa this generation, S. Matth. 23. ver. 38, & 36, .

Al theſe things had been foretold by our Saviour, and written by the Evangeliſts before the 
__ of the-Jews, and at a time when there was not yet the leaſt appearance of ſo ſtrange a Re- 
DOtthon, | 
Now inaſmuch as Prophecy is the greateſt of miracles, and the moſt powerful way whereby 
\ God Almighty authorizes his do@rine, this Prophecy of Jeſus Chriſt, to which no other is COmpas 
rable, may be juſtly accounted the chief and moſt irrefragable evidence to mankind of his Divine 
Birth and Miſſzon. For as no other Prophecy was ever more clear, ſo neither was any more pitn- 
Gually accompliſht. Jeruſalem was deſtroy'dto the ground by the firſt Army that beſieg'd it 3 
2c there remain'd not the leaſt footſtep of that proud Temple, the wonder of the Univerſe,and the 
A objed of the Jews vanityz and the calamities which ruin'd them, anſwer d preciſely to that 
Y dreadful Predifion of our Saviour, 

But to the endſo great an Event might ſerve as well for the inſtruFion of thoſe that were to 
be born in after-times, as for thoſe that were ſpe@ators of it, it was neceſſary, as T have ſaid, 
that the Hiſtory ſhould be written by an irreprochable Witneſs, To which purpoſe 'twas fit the 
Writer ſhould be a Jew, and not aChriſtian, left he might be ſuſps&cd to have accommodated 
the Events to the Propheſtes. '1was fit he ſhould be a perſon of quality,to the end he might be 
fully inform'd of all things, *Twas fit he ſhould ſee with his own cyes the worderful things 
which he was to relate, to the end he might be capable of cr:dit, And laſtly 'iwas fit he ſhould 
be a Man, whoſe eloquence and judgment might be ſutable to the greatneſs of ſuch a ſuvje@, 

All which qualifications, ſo nec«ſjary to render this Hiſtory compleat in all points, mect ſo 
perfe&y in Jolephus, that 'tis evident God Almighty choſe him expreſly to perſuade all reaſuna- 
ble perſons of the truth of this marvellous occurrence, | 

'Tis certain, that having contributed 1n this manner to the confirmation of the Goſpel, it ap- 
- pears not that he made any benefit thereof for himſelf, or that he had any ſhare in the ble\jings ſo 
a plentifully poured down 1m his time upon all the earth. But if there be reaſon to commijcrate 
bis unhappineſs in this point, there is ſome alſo to bleſs the Providence of God, who has made 
1 his blindneſs ſerve to our advantage 5, ſince the things he writcs concerning his own N:tion, are, 
\ in reſpe of the incredulous, incomparably of more force for confirmation of the Chrijtian Re- 
ligzon, than if be had embrac'd Chriſtianity : ſo that we may apply to himin particular what the 
Apoſtle ſaith of all the Jews, 
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ITI. Foſephus's Anſwer. to Appion. 


: The next of theWorks of Jolephus, beſides his Life written by himſelf, is an Anſwer in two 
Books to what Appion and ſome others had written againſt his Hiſtory of the Jews, againſt the 
Antiquity of their Race, againſt the Purity of their Laws, and againſt the Condu@# of Moſes. 
Nothing can be more ſolid than this Anſwer, wherein Joſephus proves invincibly the Antiquity 
of his Nation by th: Egyptian, Chaldean, Phenician, and even by the Greek HiStorians them- 
ſelves. He ſhews that all which Appion and thoſe other Authors have alledg'd to the diſadoan- 
zage of the Jews, are ridiculous Fables, as well as the plurality of their Gods3, and he excellent- 
ly ſets forth the greatn:ſs of the attions of Moſes, and the ſanGity of the Laws which God gave 
the Jews by his intervention, 


I V. The Martyrdom of the Maccabees,

'Tis hardly any of its principal Lineaments z 
and if 1 miſtake not, nothing can more advance the reputation of Joſephus, than 10 ſee that 
ſo able a Man int-ynding to embelliſh bisWork,, has, on the contrary . ſo much. diminiſht the 
beauty of it, and thereby ſhew'd pow much Joſephus 3s to be eiteem'd for writing, not after the 
manner of moſt of the Greeks in a long-winded ſtyle, but cloſely and compendiouſly,as affeGing 
to ſay nothing but what is neceſſary. And I cannot ſufficiently wonder, that no perſon hitherto 
bas made a lranſlation of it from the Greek either into Latin or French, atleaſt to my knows 

ledge. For Genrbrard, inſtead of Tranſlating Joſephus, has only Tranſlated Eraſmus. For 
my part T have fanthfully adhered to the original Greek,, without following that Paraphraſe of 
Eraſmus any where, which invents names that are neither in Joſephus, nor the Bible, for the 
mother of the Maccabees. It ſhould ſeem Joſephus did not write this famous Martyrdom 
authors 4 by the Holy Scripture. bat to prove the truth of a diſcourſe which he makes it: the be- 
ginning. to ſew that Reaſon 1s the Miſtreſs of Paſſions; awd be attributes to it a power over 
them. which there would be reaſon 10 wonder at, if it were ſtrange that a Jew ſhould be ignorant

This #s a brief” account of all theWorks of Joſephus. Now becauſe Philo, although a Jew 


' &s well as be, writ alſo in Greek upon part of the ſame Subje@s, but handles the ſame rather 


as a Philoſopher, than an Hiſtorians and becauſe none amongſt all his Writings is ſo eſteem'd as 
that of his Embaſſage to the Emperor C. Caligula, of whom Jolephus ſpeaks particularly in 
the 1oth Chapter of the 18th Book, of the Jewiſh Antiquities, I conceiv'd that this Piece ha- 
wing ſo great affinity therewith, it would not be amiſs to ſhew by a Tranſlation of it , the dif- 
ferent manner of writing of theſe two great Perſons. That of Joſephus is undoubtedly more 
compendiows, and has nothing of the Aftatic ſtyle 3 ſo that he expreſſes that in ſew words, 
which Philo doth ſometimes in as many lines. The Hiſtory of that Emperaz#may be made up 
from the Writings of theſe two famous Authors, inaſmuch as Philo relates as particularly aud 
eloquently the Aions of his Life, as Joſephus has written nobly and excellently the paſſages of 
his Death. Both the one and the other were ſo extraordinary, that *tis an advantage there re- 
mains ſuch Images thereof to Poſterity, to animate good Princes to merit by their Virtue as great 
affeFion for their Memory, as People have horror for thoſe who have ſhew'd themſelves unwor- 
thy of the rank which they held in the World. / 

It remains only to add, That as this Volume comprehends all the ancient holy Hiſtory, ſo the 
Readers are deſar'd to peruſe it not only for Divertiſement or Curioſity, but alſo with an aizs to 
profit by the uſeful Conſiderations for which it affords ſo much matter.

7-ſe;b's uip- ſhip, wherein 1 ſailed, was wrackt in the midlt of the Adriatick, Sea, and about Six 
hundred of us wereforc't to {wim all Night long, and at Day-break, by God's Provi- 


dence, a Cyrenian ſhip came 1 ſight, and both I and certain others, to the number of 


Fourſcore, out-ſwimming the relt, were taken up into it, and ſaved. After-I had in 
this ſort eſcaped, I came to Dicarchia, which the Ttalians call at this day Puteoli, and 
grew acquainted with Aliturzs a Jew born, who was a Comedian, and in good repu- 
tation with Nero5 by whoſe means infinuating my felt into the Empereſs Poppea's 
knowledge, I determined to beſeech her to procure the liberty of thoſe Prieſts with 


1] expedition , which ſhe accordingly did 3 and being gratified likewiſe by her with 


many great gifts, returned into my Countrey. There I found: the Commonwealth 
much diſquieted with Faftions and Troubles, and divers too prone and ready to Re- 
bel, and withdraw their Allegiance from the Romans, I inforced my ſelf to repreſs 
the ſeditious, and exhorted them to change their opinions, repreſenting, before their 
eyes,thequality of thoſe, againſt whom they enterprized War, with whom they could 
neither compare in experience of War, nor in good Fortune: For this cauſeIadviſed 
them,not to hazard the overthrow of themſelves, their Children, and their Countrey, 
F*ſeph dehor- by their raſhneſs and rage, To this effe&tI ſpake to them, and inſtantly intreated them 
to defiſt from their unhappy reſolution, for that I foreſaw that the end of this War 


1d prove to our utter Ruine, but I prevailed nothing with them. The fury of 


deſperate and diſfolute men prevailed above reaſon : for which cauſe fearing leſt by 
continual inforcing of one thing, I ſhould grow into hatred and ſuſpition amongſt 
them; as if I favoured their enemies, and they ſhould put me to death ſeeing that 
the Fort of Antonia was already ſeized upon by the ſeditious, I retired my ſelf into 
the Sanftuary. From whence, after Manaherr, and the chiefeſt Revolters were put to 
death, I came out again, and join'd my ſelf with the Prieſts, and chiefeſt Phariſees 3 
whom I found ſurprized with great fear, when they ſaw the People in Arms, and un- 
certain what to do, wanting the means to pacifie theſe mutinies. But apparently per- 
ceiying the danger, both I and the Phariſces feign'd our ſelves of their mind, and 
counſelled themto contain themſelves in peace, and let the Roman Forces depart , in 
hope, that Geſſz#s would, with all expedition, draw out great Forces, and chaſtiſe theſe 


Peace-breakers. 


But as ſoon as he arrived, and fought with them, he was overcome, 


and a great number of his men flain z whereupon follow'd the utter ruine of our 


whole Nation.

But amongſt all the reſt, the Citizens of Scythopolzs, exceeded all other in 
For being befteged by certain of the Jews, they inforced 


thoſe Jews that inhabited amongſt them to take Arms, and fight againſt thoſe of their 
own Nation ( which is expreſly prohibited by. our Laws) and having overcome, by 
their aſſiſtance, thev, by a deteſtable perfidiouſneſs, forgot the obligation they had, 
the faith which they had engag'd to them, and {lew every one of them, to the number 


of many Thouſands.

The like misfortune alſo fell upon thoſe Jews that inhabited 
But of this we have more amply ſpoken in thoſe our Books, which we 


have written of the Wars of the Jews: and at this preſent I make mention hereof, 
The Jews con- Onely to ſignifie to the Reader, that our Nation became engaged in War with the go- 
ans, not out of voluntary intent and purpoſe, but in great part by neceſſity and con- 


ſtraint, 


After that Geſſizs was overcome (as is before declared ) the chiefeſt men of Feru- 
ſalem perceiving that the Seditious were ſtrongly armed and provided, they began to 
fear leſt if they ſhould be found diſarmed, they ſhould ſuddeniy be overthrown by 
their enemies {as in effett it fell our afterwards) and hearing that all Galilee wasnor 
as yet wholly revolted from the Romans 3 but that a part thereof as yet remained in 
peace, they ſent me with two other Prie(ts, Joazar and Judas, who were both virtuous 
and honourable men, to perſuade the mutinous to lay down their Arms,and tolet them 
know that it was more advantagious for the Nation, that ſuch Men as were in Autho- 
rity and Reputation, ſhould have the keeping thereof. The reſoJution that was taken 
by them was, that they had them always ready upon all occaſions, but that they expe&- 


ed until they were certified, what the Roar intended to do,

A © endeayored to perſuade them that their City wasalways one of the chief of Galilee; of $1ſtm, 
i * and that during the days of Herod the Tetrarch, who founded the ſame, it was the ok TO 
C © chiefeſt City, whoſe pleaſure it was that the City of Sephoris ſhould yield obedienceto mute. © 
| < that of Tiberias. That they had not loſt that preheminence in the time of King Agrippa 
i < the Father, but had continued the ſame,till F2/;x obtained the Government of Judea. 
H « But for the preſent ſince they had been given by Nero to the younger Agrippa, they 
<* had fallen from and loſt their Superiority; For the City of Sepkoris obtained the Sove- 
© reigaty of Galilee, after that ſhe acknowledged the Rozzan Government, which had re- 
* moved the Treaſure of the Charters and the Receiptsof the Kings Money. By theſe 
words, and others of like nature againſt King Agrippa, he incited the People toRebel- 
lion, ſignifying to them, © That an opportunity invited them to take Arms, to the end Fuflue incires 
© that being aſſociated with the Galileans, they might recover the advantages which the people ro 
D © they had loſt unjuſtly. To which purpoſe, all the Province would willingly join with RbVlien: 
* them, through the hatred they bare the Sephorites, on whom they would revenge - 
< themſelves with great power, becauſe they continued in their Allegiance, which they 
* promiſed to the Romans, T 
- By theſe words he won the Peoples hearts to him : for he was a Man very eloquent, 
and by his ſubtilty and politick diſcourſe, eafily overthrew all 'that which his Adverſa- eat 
ries produced againſt him. He was alſo skilful enough in the Greek Language, to at- Ring of War, 
tempt the writing of the Hiſtory of thoſe TranſaQtions, to the end to diſguiſe the truth 
thereof, Burt in the proceſs of this diſcourſe, I will ſhew more particularly what his ill 
deſigns were, and how by his and his Brothers means, he wanted little of utterly over- 
F, throwing his Countrey, When therefore this Juſtus had perſuaded the Citizens of Tibe- 
ri4s to take Arms, and had conſtrained divers Men likewiſe, who were of the contrary 
opinion, to do the like, he iſſued out with them, and burat the Villages of the Gadare- 
zians and Hippenians,that are ſcituateinthe Confines of Tiberias and Scythopolis. In this 
eſtate was Tiberias : And as for Giſchala, their Aﬀairs were brought to this paſs ;, Job» 
the Son of Levi ſeeing ſome of the Citizens reſolv'd upon a Revolt from the Romans, 
labqured to reſtrainthem, and required them to continue in their Allegiance : but not- 
withſtanding all his perſuaſion and diligence, he could not contain them, For the Na- 
tions round about them, as the Gadarenians, Gabarenians and Thrians, aſlembled a great 
Army, and with the ſame aflailed Giſchala, and took it by force : and after they had con- ya _ 
F ſumed by fire and utterly deſtroyed the ſame, they returned home, Joh being much ag 
diſpleaſed with this a&t, armed all thoſe that were with him, and ſet upon the above-na- 
med Nations; and having obtained the Vitory, he Re-edified Giſchals in better ſort 
than it was before, incloſing it with a Wall, to the intent it might be the better fortified 
againſt futureInvaſions. | | | 
But thoſe of Gamala perſevered in their faith towards the Romaxs, as I ſhall now de- gre frich- 
clare, Philipthe Son of Jacizs, who governed under King Agrippa, eſcaping beyond all ful to Rene, 
opinion, from the Royal Palace of Jeruſalem at ſuch a time as it was befieged, fell into \j* ©"s* 
another great danger, to wit,to be ſlain by Manahim,and thoſe Seditious that were with Philip, F«- 
him : but certain Babyloxians his Kinſmen being at that time in Jeruſalem, hindered the #175 97 v8 
G Revolters from executing their purpoſe atthat time. When therefore Philip had lay hid © ** 
therefor the ſpace of four days, on the fifth he fled away diſguiſed in a falſe hair, for 
fear he ſhould be diſcovered.

| him. Bur God,for Philip's greater good,croſſed the ſcope of his intent, which otherwiſe

But Farms accuſing his ſecond Meſſenger alſo after the 
ſame manner commanded him to be executed,as he had done the firſt; The $yriaxs that 
1nhabit Ceſarea, haci puffed him up, by telling him that Agrippe ſhould be put to death by 
the Romans, for the Rebellion of the Jews, and that he who was Royally deſcended; 
ſhould poſleſs his Government. And indeed YVarws was of the Blood-Royal,deriving his 
Pedigree from Sohemns Kivg of Libanes, For theſe cauſes,he retained Philip's Letters, ho- 
ping by theſe means that the King ſhould have no knowledge thereof; and he ſet watch 
1n every paſſage, for fear leſt any man ſhoyld flie, and certifie the King of what had hap- 
ned 3 and to give the Syrians the better content who dwelt in Czſarea, heputdivers of 
thoſe Jews that dwelt among themto death. He intended alſo toundertakea War againſt 
the Jews of Bathanea, who were called Babylonian Jews, by confederating himſelf with 
the Trachonites of Barthanea. For which cauſe, ſending for twelve of the Jews of moſt 
eſtimation amongſt the Inhabitants of C#2ſarea, he enjoined them to repair to Ecbatare, 
and fignifie tothoſeof their Nation there, that Yar#s underſtanding that they pretended 
to take Arms againſt their King, and ſcarcely believing it, had ſent them thither, to per- 
: ſuade them tolay downtheir Arms. And that this ſhould be a certain proof, by which

be ſent to him, Theſe twelve arriving in Ecbataze,and being entertained by thoſe of their 
Nation, found that they neither imagined nor intended any commotion: for which

Me this an{wer, that I ſhould remain where I was, and retain my Collegues that I had 
cil, r:»-cch with me, if they thought good to take charge of Galilee, But they,after they had ga- 
in 6-12 ther'd great Sums of Money for the Tenths and Tithes that were due to them, reſol- 
ved with themſelves toreturn to their own houſes. But for that I entreated them to 
remain with me, till ſuch time as we had ſetled affairs, they willingly conſented unto 
me.

A After he had thus ſpoken, and ſaw he was.approved by the acclamationg of. the peo» 
ple, he took ſome armed men with. him; and repaired to the houſe where lodg'd, with 
intent toput me to death, I ſuſpeCting nothing of all this Tumblt,and tired with Jabor, ,,,... 
was at reſt.z when ſuddenly Sim0z, one of my Guard, who at that tinie only remained goſephs guard, 
with me, ſeeing this furious Troop of people, canie and awakened me 3 and certifying »nketh him, 
me of the imminent peril, he counſel'd me rather generouſly to kill my ſelf, than ſhame- 
Fully die by mine Enemies hands. I recommended myſelf to God, and putting on a black . 
Garment to diſguiſe me,and having onely my Sword by my (ide;[ went forth,and paſs'd 
through the midſt of theſe people,and ſo went ſtrait tothe Hippodrome by a byway. There 
falling proſtrate on my face, in view of all. the people, I water'd th« earth with my tears, Soſes Pe EDED

- But once again the Authors of this Sedition, feafing leſt they ſhould be puniſhed for oſepb in ang © 
their offence, begirt my Lodging with ſix hundred armed men, intending to conſume it other danger. 
with fire. OF whoſe arrival, as ſoon as Thad intelligence, imagining with my ſelf that it 
would be muth diſhonor for me to flie, I reſolved to uſe valor and courage againſt them: 
for which cauſe, commanding the Gates to be ſhut, Irequired them from the top of the 
houſe, to ſend in ſome of them to me, to receive that money, for which they had been 
drawn into this mutiny : whereby they might have no further cauſe tobe incenſed againſt = 
£ me. Which done, laying hold of one of the moſt troubleſom Fellows,that with the reſt 72%" rad 
came into me, cauſed him to be beaten with many grievous ſtrokes, and his hand to be 
cut off,and hung about his neck;zand thus handled,wethruſt him out of doors,to return 
to thoſe that had ſent him, So bold anaCtion made them wonderouſly afraid,and ſuſpett= _ 
ing Thad a great number of armed Soldiers in my houſe, they ſuddenly all of them fled __ 2 
away: And thus by my reſolution and addreſs I eſcaped this ſecond danger. Yet wanted 
there not ſome, who incited the people once more againſt me 3 ſaying, that the two 
Lords, who fled to me for refuge, ought not to live, except they ſubmitted themſelves 
to their Laws and Cuſtoms, from whom they required proteCtion. They likewiſe accuſed 
them, that they were of the Romer Faction, and priſoners; and preſently the people be- 

F ganto wutiny, being deceived by their words, who laboured to flatter them, Which 
when 1 heard, T once more informed the people, that they ought not to perſecute thoſe 
who reſorted unto themfor ſuccor: that the poyſoning they ſpoke of, was a Facy, and 
a Chimera, and that the Romazs would not vainly nouriſh ſo many thouſands of $oldi- 
ers;if they pretended to make away their Enemies with poyſon, Being by theſe words 
ſomewhat pacified, they had ſcarcely withdrawn themſelves awhile, but that by certain 

; outcaſts and wicked men, they wereincited againſt the two-Lords,ſo that with ob g pra 
they went to their Lodging, intending to murther them, Which when I heard, I was 
afraid, that if this wickedneſs ſhould be committed, no man hereafter would dare ts

But indeed ittroubled 
me, that I was once more forced to expoſe thoſe men in the Enemies Countrey, who had 
committed. themſelves to my truſt: yet thinking, that if it ſhould ſo fall out, that they 
fell intothe Rowarrs hands, they would be ſafer, than if by ſutfering them to remain in 
my Countrey, Iſhould ſee them oppreſt : I adventured them thus. Yet were they ſaved, 
and the King pardon'd them, And this was the end of this Tumult. 

But 'they of Tiberias wrote to the King, deſiring him to ſend a Garriſon into their 
The Tiberians Countrey, on which condition they would ſubmit to him. As ſoon as I knew of it, I 
pay went to them,and they deſired ine that I would build them thoſe Walls which I had pro- 
tid fadia miſed them : for they had already heard that Tarichea was invironed with Walls. Where- I . 
makerh almoſt (neg T condeſcended,and gathering Materials,Iſet the Workmen to their task. But ſome 
ot. 1 mn three days after,departing from Tiberias toward Tarichea,which was thirty ſtades diſtant 

from thence, by chance a Troop of Komar Horſmen were diſcovered, not far from the 
City, which the Inhabitants beliey'd were the Kings Army: Whereupon they preſently

For I thought it not fit to call back 
berians fake. my Forces, becauſethe day was well nigh paſt; and although they ſhould have been with 
me the next morning,yet they might not have taken Arms, becauſe our Laws forbid the 
ſame,how great ſoever the occaſion be that is offered, And although I ſhould have drawn 
forth the Taricheans,and the ſtrangers that were retired thither, and,under hope of prey, 
have led them forth, yet I ſaw that they were too feeble to reſiſt the enemy.On the other 
fide, I already perceived, that if I ſtayed over-long, the Army which was ſent by the 
King, being already entred the City, would have excluded me, Itherefore determined to 
_ uſethis ſtratagem 3 I preſently ſet a Guardat the gates of the City,confiſting of my moſt 
truſty Friends, ſyffering no man to paſs out'of them: and aflembling the chief of every 
Family, I commanded themt6 lanch their Boats into the Lake, and to follow me with the 
Maſters of their ſhips. After which, both I and my Friends,and ſeven other Soldiers, be-' 
Foſ 6 faileth took us to a Bark; and ſailed toward Tiberias. But when the Tiberians ſaw that no Forces 
co 71%:714%0 were comefrom the King, and that the whole Lake was covered with Barks; amazed,' 
andfearing the ruine of their City, for that they ſuppoſed the ſhips to be full of Soldi- 
ers,they changed their ſentimeiits. And laying by their Weapons,themſelves with their 
Wives and Children came forth'to meet me, and receiv'd me with joyful acclamations, 
(for they thought I had had nonotice of their intents} beſeeching me that for the ſafety Ag.

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As ſoon asI returned to Tarichea, and the Tiberians underſtood what ſtratagem I had 
uſed with them, they were all amazed, ſeeing howT had puniſhed their ingratitude and 
diſobedience without any bloodſhed. Afterwards Ifent for ſuch of the people of T- 
berias as were in Priſon, amongſt whom was Juſizs and his father Piſtzs, and invited them 
to ſup with me: and during the repalt, I told them that I was not ignorant, that the Ro- 
man Army excelled all Men of the world in power and force : notwithſtanding, that I 
kept my ſelf ſilent, in the reſpect of the Seditious that were round about, and I coun- 
ſelled them that they alſo would do the like in expectation of better days; and yet that 
in the mean time they would not think amiſs of my Government, becauſe no other could 
treat them better.

bring an Accuſation againſt a Man, who could not be charged with any Miſdemeanor. 
When $7720 heard what Ananys ſaid, he pray'd him,and the reſt,at leaſt, to ſpeak nothing 
thereof, nor to make his motion known for he himſelf. would undertake the executi- 
on of it. And calling unto him the Brother of Job#, he charged him to tell his Brother 
that the way to accompliſh his deſign, was to ſend Prefents to Ananys, For ( ſaid he) 
they will work ſo much with him, that they will make him change his opinion, In the 
end, $i20n obtained that which he long time ſought after, For Ananws and his Adhe- 
rents being corrupted with Money, accorded to remove me from the Government of 
Galilee,without the conſent or allowance of any other of the Citizens.For which cauſe 
they thought good toſend certain perſons Noble in Birth, and no ways inferior to one 
| another in Learning, whereof two were of the common ſort, and Phariſees; the one 
<£7m0nc fecond Called Jonathas, the other Ananias 3 the third was Jozarws of the Tribe of Levi, who 
coaſt againſt Was al{O a Phariſee, and of the race of the Prieſts. To theſe they joined $5202, who was 
Foſeph. alſo deſcended of the High Prieſts, and the youngeſt of them all. Theſe they command- 
ed to call together a Council of the Galileans, and demand of them, why they loved me 

ſo well 2 If they anſwered that it was becauſe I was of Jeruſalem, they ſhould ſay that 

Jeruſalem was their Countrey ikewife, But if they ſaid it was becauſe of my know- 

ledge inthe Law, they were willed to ſay, that they underſtood the ſame as well as I. If 

Ambaſſadors they ſaid. it was in regard [ was a Prieſt that they loved me, they ſhould likewiſe averr, 
with Soldier that two of them were Prieſts. Being thus inſtrufted, and receiving forty thouſand fil-

And for that at the very ſame time a certain man called Jeſs, of Galilee, was come to 

Feruſalem with a band of fix hundred Soldiers,they ſent for him,and hired him,and gave 

him three Months pay,commanding him to follow Jonathan, and his Companions,and to 

do as they ſhould command them: and to theſe they adjoined three hundred Citizens, 

whom they hired with Rewards. With this preparation the Legates ſet forward, being 
accompanied with Simon, John's Brother, who had one hundred Soldiers with him, with 
Commiſſion from thoſe that ſent them, that if Iwillingly laid down Arms, they ſhould 

ſend mealive to Feryſalezz : andif Irefiſted, by their Authority,they might lawfully kill 

Foſepb's Fa- me. They had Lettersalſo directed to John, whichincited him to make War againſt me. 
her Moreover, they charged the Sephorites, Gabarites, and Tiberians,to maintain Jobn againſt 
"nto him, Mme. After ] had intelligence hereof, by my Fathers Letters, who had notice thereof by 
Jeſus the Son of Gamala, one of thoſe who were preſent at the deliberation, and who 

intirely Jovedme. I was much grieved, ſeeing with how much ingratitude my Coun- 

. treymen requited me, and of malice had decreed my death ; and for that my Father in- 

vited me by moſt affectionate Letters to draw my ſelf homeward, telling me how much 

he deſired to ſee me, who was hisSon, before he left this life. 1 imparted theſe things to 

my Friends, and certified them, that within three days I would forſake their Countrey, 

Foſph reſol- and retire my ſelf into mine own. Whereupon they were ſurprized with great ſadneſs, 

—_— and beſought me with tears, that I would not forſake them 3 for that they ſhould be ut- 

terly overthrown, if ſo be they were left deſtitute of my condudt. But whereas they 

could by no means perſuade me, and the care of mine own ſecurity prevailed very much 
with me; the Galileans fearing leſt Iſhould leave them, and by that means the Thieves 

ſhould beencouraged to ſet upon them,they ſent Meſſengers thorow all Galilee, tofignifie 
unto themthe reſolution of my departure, Whereupon divers undesſtanding the news, 
reſorted unto me from all parts, bringing with them their Wives and Children; not ſo 

much, as I ſuppoſe, for the ſorrow they conceived at my departure, as the fear that they 

had for themſelves. For they perſuaded themſelyes, that if I remained among them, 


' there could no miſchief befall them. They aſſembled therefore in a great Plain, called N

7-/}s admi- That night in my ſleepT had a ſtrange dream, For lying in my bed,and being wholly 
zable dream. diſconſolate and troubled with the News I had received, methought a certain Man from 
above ſpake unto me after this manner : Comfort thy ſelf, and fear not; For the diſtreſs 
in which thou art , ſhall be the cauſe to make thee great and happy, beyond thine expeFation. 
For not only theſe things ſhall turn to a fortunate iſſue, but alſo many other. Be not thou there- 
fore diſmayed, but remember the advice that Igive thee to make War againſt the Romans, Af- 
GEESE this dream, Iawak'd3 andasI prepared to godown into the Plain,the people of Ga- 
.lileans be. Jilee, with their Wives and Children, humbling themſelves to the earth, and weeping,be- 
ſoughe Foſepb ſought me that I would not leave them for a prey to their Enemies: or abanden their O

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A After I had heard theſe words, and ſeen the deſolation of the People, my heart. was  _.

gave my conſent to remain with them, and gave order that five thouſand of the beſt 
Soldiers, with fic proviſions, ſhould attend me: as for the reſt, I ſent them back to their.

The chief Men of Jeruſalem being in- — Jo- 
formed, that John of Giſchala hath oftentimes ſoueht to betray you, we are ſent to repreſs his. ſeph+ 
malice, and to exhort him hereafter to ſubmit himſelf unto you.' And being deſirous to tonfer. 
with you touching what concerneth the publick good,we pray youto reſort to us as ſoon as you can; 
with ſome few Attendants, becauſe the Borough is not able to entertain many. To this effe& 
they writ to me, hoping that one of theſe two things would fall out: either that coming 
diſarmed, I ſhould be eafily farprized by ther; or elſe bringing with me a great Com- 
pany,I ſhould be condemned for an Enemy tomy Countrey. Fhe gm ro brought 
me this Letter, wasa valiant young Man , mounted on Horſe-back, and had in times paſt __ 
born Arms for the King. The time at which he came to me, was two honrs within night,' 4 Horſeman 

D when I was banquetting with my Friends, and the chief Governors of Gable, Aﬀter:that, brought the 
one of my Houſhold Servants had certified me; that a certain Jew on Horſeback was © 
cometo ſpeak with me,[ commanded' he ſhould be brought in ; who ſaluted me but cold- 
ly, and delivering me the Letter,ſaid unto me, They that are come from Jeruſalem; ſend you 
this Letter 3 give them a ſpeedy anſwer: For I am commanded to wake a ſpeedy return: They

For they made no other account, but that by this means they might eaſily ſeize on me. But 
they weredeceiv'd of their hopes: For having notice beforehand of their intent, as 
ſoon as I came thither,I entred into a Lodging that was right over againſt theirs, and 
feigned that I went to take my reſt. Whereupon Jonathar's Soldiers ſuppoſing that I was 
B nnd aſleep,and ſafe, went forth in all haſte into the Plain, and labour'd to diſſuade my 
Soldiers from their fidelity, becauſe of my ill Governmerit. But all things fell out con- 
trary to what they hop'd: for as ſoonas they were diſcovered, the Galileans gave a great 
ſhout, teſtifying the good will they bare to me their Governor,and they blamed the Am- 
baſſadors, that without any cauſe of injury, they were come to diſturb the Publick 
peace, and requir'd them to be gone, for that they would admit no other Governor. 
When theſe things were ſignified unto me, I made no doubt to adventure my ſelf forth 
among them, to hear what theſe ques poor. to ſay againſt me.

get Tiberias them,and promiſed them to perſuade the People to entertain them, and to take their part 
into their, If they came: in which hope they retired thither, Sylas,who(asI declared )was left by me 
poſſeſſion, AS Agent in Tiberias,certitied me of all this by his Letters,adviſing me to return in all di- L 
ligence: in doing which, I was brought in danger of my life,upon this occafion that en- 
h ſueth;Jorathan and his Followers being come to Tiberias, perſuaded divers who were mine 
Fuſehh falletn Enemies to revolt from me 3 but after they were certified that I was there in perſon, they 
in danger. Were afraid,and came unto me; and(aluting me, told me, that they reputed me happy, in 
that I had ſo wiſely behaved myſelfin Galzlee:and they rejoyced allo in appearance,that I 
was returned with honor; telling me that they participated in that honor as being their

Tell me therefore Jaſtus (for thou deſtreſt to be held for the man of greateſt credit 
amongſt all other Hiſtorians ) tell me, T pray thee, in familiarity (for IT muſt ſo talk with 
thee as if thou wert preſent before me ) how T and the Galileans were the Authors of that 
Rebellion, which thy Countrey began both againſt the Romans, and their King. For before 1 
was choſen Governor of Galilee by the People of Jeruſalem, both thou and all the Tiberians 
were not only up in Arms, but had already made War againſt thoſe of Decapolis iz Syria. 
Thy ſelf hadſt burnt their Villages, and one of thy Servants dyed in that encounter, Tet I 
not T alone witneſsthis, but it is extant alſo in writing in the Records of the Emperor Veſpa- 
ſian, how the Inhabitants of Decapolis ſupplicated Veſpaſian ther in the City of Prolemais, 
that thou mighteſt be puniſhed, as the Author of their miſchiefs : and aſſuredly thou hadſt 
been puniſhed by the Emperor, had not Agrippa, who received Commiſſun to execute thee, up- 
on the inſtant requeſt of his Siſter Bernice, ſpared thy life, and kept thee bound in Priſon 

for a long time. But the ſequel of thy a&ions ſufficiently ſhews what the reſt of thy life hath 
been, and how thou didſt cauſe thy Countrey to rebel againſt the Romans: whereof I will pro- 
duce hereafter moſt evident Arguments, and for thy cauſe will I urge ſomewhat againſt thoſe 
other Tiberians, and will make it plain to ſuch as ſhall read theſe Hiſtories, that thou haſt 
Tiberias Fu- been 0 friend to Rome, mor faithful to thy King. And I firſt inſtance. in the greateſt K 
(frag Cities of Galilee, Sephoris and Tiberias, in which thou Juſtus wert borrm. The former is 
Tiberias two ſcituate in the heart of Galilee, having round about it a number of Villages, and being eaſe- 
org of Iy able to make a revolt at pleaſure 3 yet notwithſtanding the Citizens thereof reſolved to 
wa obſerve their faith to the Romans, and would not receive me, nor take Arms for the Jews. 
And through the fear they had of me, the Inhabitants ſurpriz'd me by their artifices, and 
oblig'd me to encompaſs their City with a wall : and that done, they willingly entertained a 
Gariſon which was ſent them from CeſtiusGallus, who was General of the Roman Legzons 
in Syria, and deny'd me entrance, becauſe at that time he had a great power, and terrifi d the 
Conntrey round about, Tea, when our great City of Jeruſalem was beſieged, and the Tem- 
ple common to all our Nation, was in danger to fall into the Enemies hands, the Sephorites L 
ſent no ſuccors, to the end it might not be ſaid that they took Arms againſt the Romans: 
But thy Conntrey, Juſtus, being feituate upon the Lake of Genazareth diſtant from Hippos 
thirty ſtades, from Gadara ſoxty, from Scythopolis ſrxſcore, in a Conntrey obedient to the 
King, having not any. City of the Jews round about it, might have very eaſily kept their faith 
to the Romans, if they had pleas d, For both theCity and People were furniſhed with Muni- 
tion in all abundance. But as thou ſayeſt , T was the cauſe at that time. And who after- 
wards 2 For thou knoweſt that before the ſiege of Jeruſalem, I was in the Romans hands 
and that Jotapara was taken by force, and divers other Caſiles 3 and that a great number of

But you falling at diſſention 
one with another, became the inftruments of jour own ruine 5 and not for the love you bare 
either to the King, or the Romans, but.of your own malice you flew an hundred eighty froc . 
Citizens, at ſuch time as Twas beſieged by the Romans i Jotapata. Nay more, is it not true, N 
that during the ſaid ſiege of Jeraſaletn, there were more than two thouſand Tiberians ſir, 
or taken Priſoners? But perbaps thou wilt alledge, that at that time thou wert n0 Enemy, be- 
cauſe thou wert fled to the Kilg « but 1'#ell thee that. thou feddeft thither for the fear thou 
hadft' of me. 1 am a wicked 'nan,as thin ſayeſt : but what art thous whom King Agriy- 
pa delivered from puniſhment, at ſuch times thou wert condemned by Veſpaſian to loſe thy

And Titus the Emperor himſelf was ſb deſirous that poſterity ſhould learn the truth of that 
Hiſtory owt of theſe Books, that heplared them in his Library, and cauſed them to be publiſhed, 
being ſubſcribed with his own hand, © As for King Agrippa, be ſeut me ſeventy two Epiſtles,

Now as ſoon as Thad pacified thefe troubles in Tiberias, and had eſtabliſhed a council 
of ſuch as were well affe&ted towards me, I bethought my ſelf of what concerned me 
to do in reſpeCt of Johzz, All they of Galilee were of the opinion, that T ſhould gather 
together allthe forces of my Government and march againſt Job, and do juſtice upon 

E him. as he that had been the Author of all this miſchief. Bur for mine own part, I 
miſliked their counſels, becauſe my defire was to extinguiſh theſe Troubles without 
blood-ſhed; and for that cauſe I injoyn'd them with all diligence poſlible, to learn 
the names of all thoſe who ſerved under him : which being done, I publiſhed a Procla- 
mation, by which I promiſed ſafety and pardon to all thoſe, that ſhould forſake Jobz, 
aſſigning them the term of twenty daies, to determine of that which ſeemed bett for 
their own ſecurity: and I threatned to ſet fire on their houſes, and confiſcate their 

Fe goods, except they quitted their Arms, They hearing theſe things, were greatly |. 4..c.4 

” troubled, and forſook John; and after theyhad laid down their Arms, they came unto of Fobn's 

meto the number of four thouſand: ſo that only about fifteen hundred Men remained Followers tor- 
F with Johr,, either of Citizens, or ſtrangers of Tyre. When John perceived that he was flow 
circumvented by this policy, he ever after remained quiet 1n his Countrey in great fear, Fo/ef4. 
At that time the Sephorites grew ſo bold, that they took Arms in confidence of the 
ſtrength of their walls, and for that they ſaw me diſtracted with other buſineſs, They 
{ent to Ceſtizs Gal/zs Governour of $yria, praying him to repair to them with all ex- 
pedition, and take poſleſlion of their City, or ſend them a Garriſon ar leaſt. Gallzs 
promiſed to come to them, but he ſet down no certain time of his approach. Where- 
bo of when I was advertiſed, I took the Men of War I had, and marched againſt the $e- 
: phorites, and took their City by force. The Galilears very glad of this opportunity, 

= and ſuppoſing the time was come wherein they might ſatisfy the inſatiable hatred 

| G they bare againſt that City, omitted nothing that might wholly ruine the City, with 
all the Inhabitants, Fhey ſet fire on the houſes which they found deſolate : forthe - — 
Inhabitants were fled away for fear, and retired into a Fortreſs. They plundred the 


Town, 
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Town, and left nothing unſpoiled; neither was there any kind of miſery which they H 


_— oi- ;nflicted not on their Countrymen, Which when I ſaw, I was much grieved, and 
; commanded them to give over; telling them it was inipiety in them, to ſhew them- 
ſelves ſo ſavage towards their Countreymen. And ſeeing that neither by any prayer 
or command I could draw them to obedience, for that their animoſity was ſo violent, 
I commanded thoſe that were about me, and whom I moſt truſted, to ſpread a rumot 
that the Romans were entring on the other ſide of the City with agreat Army. All 
which I did, to the end that by this rumor, I __ reſtrain the fury of the Galileans, 
and ſave the City of Sephoris. And this policy took good effect; For when they heard 
this news they were afraid, and forſook their pillage, to truſt to their heels, becauſe 
_ Iwho was their General did the like, For I made a ſhew,that Tbelieved the rumor tobe 
/ true, as well as they : and by this ſtratagem the City Sephoris was ſaved beyond all hope. 
iberias in » Tiberias alſo hardly eſcaped from being ſpoiled by the Galileans, through this oc- 
danger of ru- caſion which enſueth : The chiefeſt of their Council writ to the King, to defire him 
inc. to come and take poſſeſſion of their City. The King promiſed to ſatisfie them very 
ſhortly, and deliver his Letters to one of his chamber, called Criſpzs a Jew born, to 
carry the ſame to the T1beriaus, The Galileans took this meſſenger on the way, and 
brought him unto me: which when the common people underſtood, of meer ſpleen 
they fell to Arms, and the next day divers of them aſſembled themſelves from all 
parts, and came to the City of Aſoch where I made my abode, and made great ex- 
clamations, calling the Tiberiars traitors, and the Kings friends, and demanding of me 
liberty to repair to Tiberias, and raze it to the ground, being as much diſpleaſed 

againſt the Tiberians, as they were again(t the Sephorites. | 
Which when I heard, Iſtood in great doubt how to deliver the Tiberians from that 
diſpleaſure, which the Galileans had conceived againſt them : for I could not deny but 
that the Tiberians had written and ſent for the King : for the anſwer which he made 
#:#-pb con- Them, did evidently expreſs the ſame. Having along while debated the matter with 
fulech with Tpy ſelf, I ſaid unto them; I know as well as you that the T:beriars have offended; 
himſelf. neither will I hinder you from ſpoiling their City, but you muſt proceed to the exe- 
cution thereof with ſome prudence. For the Tiberians alone do not betray the publick 
liberty, but others alſo, who are more accounted of in the Countrey of Galzlze, Stay 


therefore until ſuch time as I am throughly informed, who they be that are Authors of 


this Treaſon; and then you ſhall have them all under your hands, with all ſuch you 
paticularly think worthy puniſhment, By this diſcourſe I appeas'd the People, who 
The Galiteen, 2Eparted from me contented. As for the meſſenger that was ſent by the King, I cauſed 
wrath pacified, H1m to be impriſoned, having reſpe@ to an urgentneceſfity of mine own,which conſtrai- 
conceived ned me to depart out of the Kingdom within a little while. And calling Criſp#s ſecretly 
Therians,* unto me, I charged him to make the Soldier drunk, who had the charge of him, to the 
| end that he might in all ſecurity flie back to the King. Thus T?beri25 being ready tobe 
deſtroyed the ſecond time, by my government and providence, avoided a great and

At the ſame time Juſt4s,the ſon of Piſtxs,fled to the King without my knowledge) the

Fuſtus deli- againſt the Jews, the Tiberians concluded to obey the King, and in noſort to rebel againſt 
ret coco, tNe Romans, But Juſtzs perſuaded them to take Arms, thirſtingafter alteration, and ho-

as ping touſurp the Government of Galilee, and of his own Countrey : but his hope failed 


him; for the Galileans wc, Yoder bent againſt the Tiberiazs, for thoſe injuries they 


had ſuffered at their hands before the War,would not allow J»ſt#s to be their Governor. 
My ſelf alſo, whom the People of Jernſalerz put in truſt with the Government of Galilee, 
was oftentimes ſo much moved,that I failed little of killing Jſt#»; ſo intolerable was 
his perfidiouſneſs, He therefore fearing leaſt my diſpleaſure ſhould ſhorten his days, went 
to the King,fuppoſing that he might live more freely and ſecurely with him. 

The Sephorites beyond their expeCation haying eſcaped this firlt danger, writ to Ce- 
lus Gallus the ſecond time; deſiring him to come to them, to the end he might ſeize 
their City ; or elſe ſend them Forces to withſtand the incurſions of their enemies. Agd 
they wrought ſo much,that Ga//us ſent them a Body of Horſemen,and after them Footmen, 
who came by night,and were receivedinto their City, But ſeeing that the Country round 
about was but in poor eſtate, by reaſon of the Roman Horſemen, I drew my Forces to- 
gether and came to Gariziz:,wherel encamped ſome twenty ſtades from Sephoris 3 and by

will afford them an Account of the Antiquity of our Nation, and the Form of our Common= 
wealth, Tranſlated out of Hebrew into their own Tongue. When Tbegan the Hiſtory of the 

E foreſaid War, Tpurpoſed to lay open to the World, How and whence the Jews had their firſt origi- 
al; What alterations in Fortune they bad fall*n into 5 By what Lawmaker they had been in» 

* ſtrufed in Piety, and incited to the exerciſe of Virtue 5 What Wars they ſuſtained through ſeve- 
ral Ages; and finally, How, againſt their will', they became engaged in this laſt againſt the 
Romans. But for that this Subje@ was too ample and copious, to be treated only in paſſing, 

a T thought fit to make a ſeparate Work after it, and accordingly ſet upon this Treatiſe, After= 
4 wards ( 45 it nſually hapneth to thoſe that attempt matters of great difficulty ) T fell into a 
certain ſlothfulneſs, which made me very backward to reſolve upon the Tranſlation of ſo long a 

Hiſtory, into a Foreign Language. Tet ſome there were, who inflamed with a deſire of knows 

ledge, animated me to this aGion and eſpecially Epaphroditus,a #2an enamor'd of all Learg- 

F ing,and particularly Hiſtory ; which is not to be wonder d at, fince himſelf bath had very conſi- 

derable Employments, and experienc'd ſeveral Accidents of Fortune in all which he hath ſhew- 

ed a marvellous magnanimity of courage, with an unmoveable reſolution to follow Virtue, Be- 

ing thus perſuaded by him, who is accuſtomed to enconrage thoſe whom he perceives diſpos'd to 

perform things profitable and honeſt ; and ( which is more) being aſhamed in my ſelf, that I 

ſhould rather take delight to follow idleneſs, than addit# my ſelf to ſo laudable an exerciſe; 1 

reſum'd my Work,, and with ſo much the greater cheerfulneſs, when I conſider'd with my ſelf, 

that our Anceſtors never made any difficulty to communicate matters of this nature to ſtiran- 

gers5 and that the moſt famous among the Greeks, have been curious to underſtand what paſe 

ſes amongſt us, For Ptolomy King of Egypt; the ſecond of the Name ( highly effe Fioned 

G to good Letters, and deſirous to ſtore and gather Books at incredible charge ) caus'd our Laws, 

and Cuſtoms, and manners of living, to be Tranſlated into the Greek Tongue. And our High 
Prieſt Eleazar ( who was not ſecond in virtue to any other gnrne 3 thought nos fit to 
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deny this ſatisfaFion to that Prince, as he would without doubt have done. had it not been the H 
ordinary conrſe of our Anceſtors, not to conteal from other men, ſuch things as are good and 
lindable. For which cauſe Thave held it a matter no ways undecent for me, to follow the 
goodneſs and generoſity of that worthy High Prieft 3 and the rather, for that cuex at this day T 
ſuppoſe many are no leſs well affe®ed to good Letters, than that great King. Tet the Copy of all 
the Holy Scripture was not givtt him: but thoſe Tranſlators who were ſent unto him to Alex- 
andria, did only communicate that unto him which belongs to our Law. But the things that 
are found written in the Sacred Books of Holy Scripture, are innumerable; being the Hiſtory 
of five thouſand years: in which divers extraordinary Events and Revolutions, ſundry great 
Wars, and many glorious Ations done by exceHent Captains are deſcribed, In ſum, if any one 
have a deſire to read this Hiſtory, he ſhall principally learn and obſerve, That all things fall out [ 
happily, and beyond their exped ation, tothoſe men who obſerve the Will of God, and are afraid 
to tranſgreſs bis Commandmcitts; and that God hath prepared for ſuch the crown and reward 
of Felicity: 4s on the contrary, that they who depart from the diligent obſervance thertof,, in- 
ſtead of ſucceeding in their deſtgns, ( how juſt ſoever the ſame may ſeem to themſelves) fall 
into all fort of misfortunes, audinto miſeries without recovery. For which cauſe I exhort all 
thoſe that ſhall read theſe Books, to conform themſelves to the Will of God, and to obſerve in 
Moſes our excellent Law-giver, how worthily he hath ſpoken of his Divine Nature, how he 
hath manifeſted that all his Works are proportiozab/e to his infinite Greatneſs ; and how his 
whole Narration #hercof is pare and free from the vanity of Fables, wherewith all other Hi- 
flories are poyſoned, For the Antiquity alone of his Hiſtory ſecures him ſrom the ſuſpition K 
that one might entertain of his having mingled any thing of fabulous in his writings ; inaſ- 
much as he was born more than two thouſand years ago, which is a continnance of Ages, to which 
the: Poets ncither durſt refer the original of their gods 5 neither the deeds or laws of men, 
whereof they tuake mention. But in parſuit of our Hiſtory, the ſequel of our Diſcourſe ſhall 
declare all thimes exadly, and inthe order which is obſerv'd in the Sacred Books. For in com- 
piling this Work ,.' have promiſed neither to add; nor to pretermit anything : And for that all 
whatſoever we fhall declare, doth almoſt wholly depend on the knowledge which the wiſdom of 
our-Lawmaker Moſes hath given ws thereof 5 it is neceſſary before all other things, that T ſpeak, 
ſomewbat of himfelf ;left perhaps any man ſhould wonder, that in a Hiſtory wherein it may 
ſeems that 1 ought to relate nothing but Ations paſs'd, and Precepts concerning manners, never- L 
theleſs T intermix ſo many things which concern the knowledge of Nature. Ie ought therefore 
70 know, that Moles thought it moſt cſpecially neceſſary, for hin that will either virtaouſly diſ- 
poſe $35 own life, or impoſe Laws to other men, 10 begin with the knowledge of God 3, and after 
having dttentively confuder d all his Works, to ſtrive as mach as in him lieth, to imitate his 
moſt perfe example, and follow hizz with all diligence. For it is impoſſible, that a Law- 
giver being void of this contemplation, ſhould have good ſenſe; or that his writings ſhould be of 
any moment to induce them unto virtue, who ſhould receive thoſe Laws, except before all things 
they learn, that God who 3s the Father, and Lord of all, and tha ſeeth all, giveth happy life un- 
to thoſe that follow him 3 and contrariwiſe invironeth them with great calamities, who forſake 
the way of virtue and righteouſneſs, Moſes therefore intending to inſtru@ his Citizens in M 
this do@rine, began not his Ordinances with the Treatiſe of Contra@s and Covenants, which 
we prattiſe one with another, as other Lawgivers are accuſtomed to do, but he hath raiſed their 
minds to the knowledge of God;tanght them in what manner this World was made by him,and 
ſhew'd them that the principal work among all thoſe things which God made in thepyorld , is 
Man. And after that he had wade them capable of things concerning Piety, then might he more 
eaftly pcrſuade them in the reſt. Whereas other Lawgivers, addi@ing themſelves unto Fables, 
have in their diſcourſe impoſed on their gods the infamy of ſins committed by men,and by that 
means have brought to paſs, that the wicked ſort are yet more wicked, and addifed to evil do- 
ing. But our admirable Lawgiver, after having declared that God is in himfelf all virtue 
pure and unſpotted, he ſhews that men alſo ought to endeavor to imitate the ſame 5 and on thoſe N 
that neither conceive nor believe thoſe things,be inflieth a grievous and inevitable puniſhment. 
T-exhort the Reader therefore to examine our Writings according to theſe Rules : for to thoſe 
that conſider after this manner, nothing ſhall ſeem either abſurd or unworthy the Majeſty of 
God, or of his love to men 5, by reaſon that all things have their diſpoſition conformable to the 
iniverſal nature, which our Lawgiver hath declared ſometimes obſcurely, ſometimes in conve= 
nent Allegories gravely; and elſewhere expreſſing that manifeſtly, and publiſhing that in plain 
words, which ought openly to be made known, The cauſes whereof, if any man would ſearch, 
he might find need of a moſt deep and philoſophical contemplation 5 which T overſlip at this 
preſent; without ſtaying longer thereon : but if God ſhall give me time, I will inforce my ſelf

out his expreſs command; it feem'd an honour done to the King,todo honour to: Joſeph.

goodneſs and clemency. We beſeech you therefore, that you will have compaſſion. of ws, andbe 
pleaſed to take counſel, not of your juſt indignation, but your native goodneſs 3 ſince 'tis proper 
to great minds, as yours is, to ſurmount thoſe paſſtons, to which ih onlgar Souls give way, 
and are wont to ſubmit, Conſider, I pray you, whether it ſtand with your dignity to kill thoſe, 
who preſent themſelves to be puniſhed, and deſire in no ſort to live, except it be by the benefit of 
your mercy £ Suffer not your ſelf to be deprived of this honour, after you have delivered ws 
from Famine, and liberally furniſhed ws with Corn to carry to our Family, labouring under the 
ſame calamity, For 'tis one and the ſame bounty to continue them in life , who are afflited 
with Famine 5 and not to take it from them, who have merited death: And you ſhall ſave 
thoſe whom you have fed 3 and that life which you would not ſuſſer to fail by Famine , reſtore 
and give again: whereby your clemency will be more commendable, whil jt you give both life; 
and thoſe things likewiſe whereby life is maintained. Moreover, T think that God himſelf hath 
given you this occaſion to declare your virtue, that it may appear that you ſet lighter bythe inju- 
ries offered unto you, than by your will to do good; and that you are not only liberal to them 


who are poor and innocent, but merciful to thoſe that are guilty. For although it be a glorious 


thing to yield ſuccor in adverſities 3 yet is a Prince no leſs honoured by his clemency, eſpecially 

in a cauſe that concerneth his particular intereſt 3 for if they that remit ſmall offences, are fol- 

lowed by deſerved praiſe; what is it to reſtrain a Man's anger in a capital Crime? Doth it not 

very near approach the Divine clemency? And had I not good experience by Joſeph's death, 

how grievouſly my Father taketh the want of his Children, T wonld not ſo earneſtly intreat for 

his ſafety who is ſo dear to him 5, or if T did, it ſhould be only to contribute to the ny of your

clemency: and were there not ſome to whom our death would bring both grief and diſcontent,

ſured hope of conquering Egypt, they enter'd the Countrey, and generally waſted the 
ſame: and having taſted of the ſweetneſs of pillage, without any temper or moderati- 
on in their Victory, they were encouraged to attempt greater matters. And whereas 
B they perceived, that having waſted all the Neighbor-regions, no man durſt ſally out, to 
encounter them in Arms, they marched forward toward Memphis, even to the Sea , arri- 
ving near no City that had the heart, or durſt make head againſt them, . By which cala- 
mities, the Fgyptians being much oppreſſed, they ſend one to ask counſel of the Oracle, 
by what means they might redreſs their miſcries3z and when an anſwer was given them, 
That they ſhould chooſe an Hebrew to aſſiſt them in the Wars , the King commanded his 
daughter to give them oſes z who, together with the Empire, might govern the whole 
Army. She taking an Oath of the King. that no injury or vialence ſhould be offered 
him, delivered him into his hands; eſteeming it tobe agreat good fortune for 17ſcs,that 
he was called tothe ſuccor of her Countrey : arid, onthe other (ide, blaming the Prieſts, 
C who were not aſhamed to demand his aid and afhiſtance, whom they had adjudged to be

ſlain as their common Enemy. But Moſes, exhorted by Thermnuthis, and the King , wil- 77 require 


lingly took the charge upon him, Whereat the Prieſts of both Nations were very joy- 
fal : for the Egyptians hoped, that when by his virtue and valor he had overcome their 
Enemies, they afterwards might more eaſily diſpatch and murther him, by ſome treaſon 
and ſiniſter means; and the Hebrews conceived an hope,that they might get out of Fe ypt, 
by reaſon that Moſes was the General of the Army. Moſes therefore making haſte, before 
ſuch time as the Enemies had any notice that he was diſlodged, he levied his Armv , and 
conducted them, not along the banks of the River, but through the main Land; where- 
in he made manifeſt his moſt admirable prudence, For the journey by Land being very 
Dn dangerous, by reaſon of the multitude of Serpents, (which the Countrey thereabouts 
breeds of all ſorts, and ſome of that kind, that the like thereof are not ſeen in anv other 
place, all different in mal;gnity, and horrible form, and ſome winged ones, who not only 
offend thoſe that they encounter on the earth very privily, but alſo towre very high in 
the Air, and hover about to hurt thoſe that are not aware of them; ) he, for che [ecu- 
rity of his Army,and to theend he might march without any inconvenience, invented this 
marvellous and admirable ſtratagem: He cauſed two Paniers of Sedge to be made , in 
form of Coffers, and filled them with certain Birds called 75s, who are mortal Enemies 
to Serpents, and before whom the Serpents flee; and ſometimes, in flying from them 
like Harts, they are laid hold of, and ſwallowed by them, Otherwiſe theſe Birds are ma* 
F naged and made tame, and are not harmful to any butto Serpents : of whom I will now 

ceaſe to write any further, becauſe the Greeks do already know what kind of Bird it is. 
When therefore he arrived in the Countrey of Serpents, he let flie his 1bzs againſt the 
venomous Beaſts, and made uſe of them to encounter the other. And having marched 
in this ſort, he ſurprized the Ethzopians, before they ſuſpeCted him; and ſuddenly charg- 
ing them, he overcame them in Battel, ſpoiling them of the hope they had to conquer 
Egypt : and entring the Towns of Ethiopia, he razed them, and madea great ſlaughter of 
the Inhabitants. The Fgyptian Army having taſted this happy ſucceſs under the conduct 
of Moſes, omitted not the purſuit; eſpecially, for that they ſaw that the ®thiopians were 
well nigh conquered, or rather wholly deſtroyed: and in the end having driven them 
þ even to Saba, the chief City of Ethiopia, ( which Cambyſes called Meroe, for the love

which he bore unto his ſiſter, who was ſo called) they beſieged them. The City was 85%. 
ſtrong, and very hard to be aſſailed. by reaſon of the River Nilas which environs it 
round about: on the other ſide, the Rivers of Aſtapxs arid Aſtaobora, flow in (o fiercely, 
that they could neither break the courſe of the water, nor wade over the ſtream : for 
the City is built in an Iſland, environed with a ſtrong wall round about, having great 
Ramparts betwixt theRivers and the walls built, to reſiſt the inundations of the warers : 
by reaſon whereof, that the City could be very hardly taken, although the oppoſite Ar- 


my had found means to paſsthe water. Now, when Moſes was much troubled that his 
Army profited nothing, by reaſon that the Enemy durſt not encounter them in openifield, 
G behold what achance hapned : Tharbis, the daughter of the King of Ethiopia, behold- 
ing Moſes as he approached with his Army near the walls of the City, and feeing how 
valiantly he fought, and behaved himſelf, and wondring ar the Exploits and Enterpriſes 
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vs tag eſtates and liberty, were grown deſperate ) and how the Ethzopiazs, ( not long before 


befire Chriſt's eſteemed the Conquerors,and happy in their warlike exploits and fortunate executions) 
1 were in the greateſt extremity of danger, ſhe was ſurprized with love of him,and for thac 
LA this paſſion augmented more and morein her, ſhe fent to him ſeven of her mot faithful 
houſhold ſervants. to offer him her love, Which he accepted, on condition that ſhe 
ſhould deliver the City into his handsz promiſing her, by a ſolemn Oath, That when he 
was Maſter thereof, he would take her to Wife, without falfifying, or breach of his pro- 
miſe. The matter was no ſooner motioned, but the effe(t followed, Having conquered 


the Ethiopians, and given thanks to God for the favors he had done him, Moſes accom- 


pliſhed the Marriage,and ſent the Egyptians back again into their Countrey. Who never- | 


theleſs conceived great hatred againlt him, the Author and cauſe of their ſafety and vi- 
The Egyptians Qories ; and began ſeriouſly to conſult and adviſe amongſt themſelves, how they might 
ſeck ro betray Qeſtrgy him 3 ſuſpetting leſt by reaſon of the happy ſucceſs he had had, ſhould begin to 
bat think of making himſelf Maſter of Fgypt. They accuſed him therefore of Murther be- 
fore the Kivg, who already of himſelf had him 1a ſuſpition, as well through the hatred 
he bare him forhis noble carriage and courage, whilſt he was General, as alſo through 
Exod.2.11. 04 (1c fear he had conceived of the deſtruction of Egypt, foretold by his Prieſts, who inceſ- 
the: ſantly incited him againſt Aoſes : ſo that the King was upon the point to lay hands on 
him, and murther him. 


- But he having intelligence of theſe praiſes, eſcaped, and fled ſecretly, flying from - 


| his preſence through the Deſart, by which theEnemies leaſt ſuſpected his flight 3 and al- 

though at no place in his journey he found viQuals to ſuſtain him, yet overcame he his

fins,cap.11. ſhore of the Red Sea, that was named by one of Abraham, and Chetura's ſons, heſat him 
pk 9:4: down near a Fountain, refreſhing himſclf,and taking his eaſe,after his laborious journey; 
the City of for it was about Noon, and the City already appeared in his fight. In this place an occa- 
Hadi. fjon befel, by which he both gave proof of his virtue, and found an opportunity to bet- 
ter hiseſtate, For whereas the Region is much troubled with want of water, the Shep- 


herds had a cuſtom, to ſtrive which of them ſhould firſt poſleſs the Pits, for fear leſt the 


water would be quite conſumed by others, before they and their Catttel had quenched L 


their thirſt. To this Fountain therefore there came ſeven Virgins, which were daugh- 

ters of Raguel, otherwiſe called Jethro, the Prieſt, (whom the Inhabitants of that place 

held in great eſtimation ) who had the charge to attend their Fathers flocks ; for that is 

the exerciſe wherein the Troglodites are wont to employ their Women. Theſe haſted to 

Av.16.4d19. dray ſufficient water for their flocks into the troughs, expreſly made to receive the wa- 
Moſes aſlifieth [3 and when in the mean time the ſhepherds came and ſurprized them, and drove awa

ghcers againii the Virgins, to the end they might be Maſters of the water, Moſes judging it a ſhame to 

the ſhepherds. hjmſelf to ſuffer this outrage, drove away the ſhepherds, who would have enjoyed that 

which appertained not unto them, and gave ajuſt aſliſtance to the diſmayed Maidens; 

who, as ſoon as they were returned into their Fathers prefence, told him the outrage 

that was done them by the ſhepherds, and the help that they found by the hands of a 

ſtranger, beſeeching him that the courteſte which he had ſhewn unto them, might not be 

forgotten, bur that he might receive ſome token of gratitude. The Father commending 

his daughters thankfulneſs rowards their BenefaCtor , commanded them to bring Moſes 

into his preſence,to the end he might thank him according as he deferved. As ſoon as 

he was come, Ragwel told him, That his daughters had given him to underſtand,how kind- 

ly he had afliſted them : andhaving his virtue in admiration, he ſaid,that he had not ad- 

Es ventured himſelf, nor done kindneſs to thoſe that were without ſenſe of the courteſies 

Raznel mirri- that were ſhewed unto them, but unto thoſe who were capable to give himthanks 3 yea, 

eh his daugh- ſo ready to requite him, that the greatneſs of their requital ſhould far ſurpaſs the mea- 

RO rho ſure of his humanity.

A little amazed art this unexpeRed ſpeCtacle, at laſt grew more and more ſo, when he heard END 
a-voice ifſuing out of the fire, which called him by his name 3 charging him with bold- World, Shag 
neſs, in that he was not afraid to tread upon that ground, which hitherto had been fre- *f r« rips 
vented by no Man 3 bidding him to depart afar off from the flame, and content 4p 
elf with that viſion 3 foralthough that he were a virtuous Man, yer that he ought not X 
to be curious to make further ſearch into the ſame. The ſame voice alſo told him, That boars woſe w6d 
the honour and glory which he obtained among(t Men, was by the afliſtance of God : the Iſraeiitcs 
charging him to. be of a good courage.and to repair into Feypt,for in that place he ſhould  Sqgtrgenl oa 
be Captain and Guide of the Hebrew Nation, and ſhould deliver the People which were migln pur cruit 
there, fromthe outrage and ſervitude which they ſuffered. For(ſaid the voice)they ſhall i* tis promiles 
B inhabit that happy Country wherein your Father Abraham dwelt, and they ſhall enjoy 
all ſorts of bleſſings, under the condud of thee and thy prudence. Moreover, it com- 
manded him, That having brought the Hebrews out of Eegpt, he ſhould offer ſacrifice of 
Thanksgiving, at ſuch time as he ſhould arrive again inthat place. And ſuch was the 
Oracle which he received out of the flame. Moſes altogether raviſhed at that which 
he had both heard and ſeen, ſpake thus: 0 Lord, it were madneſs in me, and no prudence, 
if I ſhould diſtruſt thy power, which T reverence, and which I know hath been manifeſted unto 
my Predeceſſors 3 notwithſtanding, T ſtand in doubt, how I, who am a Man of no eloquence, 
and of leſs force, ſhould perſuade my Brethren, by my words , to forſake the Conntrey wherein 
they inhabit, to fellow me intothat Countrey whither Twill condu@& them. And althoneh they 
C ſhowld be perſuaded, how can T force Pharaoh to permit them to depart from thence, by whoſe la- 
bours and travels the Egyptians are daily increaſed in goods and riches? Whereupon God 
commanded him to truſt in his aſſiſtance, and to be of good courage, and promiſed that <,, ». :,,. 
if he had nee: of eloquence, he would beſtow upon him the faculty of perſuaſion; or Moſes Rod 5s 
if he weredriven to a any thing, that he would redouble his forces; commanding, «7-6 » 
That in confrmation of thoſe promiſes he had made him, he ſhould let fall his ſtaff up- Td, 
on the ground.: which having done, a Dragon began to creepupon the ground, and in Moſes hand is 
turning and rowling himſelf, lifted up his Creſt on high, making ſembl:nce, to defend DN Wo Ce 
himſelf againſt thoſe that ſhould affail him, and then a little while after became a ſtaff Mejes pourech 


again. Afterwards he commanded him to put his hand into his boſom, and no ſooner 1, ins ic 


D had he obeyed, but he drew it out altogether white, and in colour reſembling Chalk ? turneth to 


and a little while after, it recovered its ordinary colour, Moreover, he further wil- Ow ofa 
led him to draw water out of the next Well, and to pour it on the ground, and heſaw avfes is ſent 
it turned into a bloody colour. Amazcd at theſe accidents, he was commanded to. be ino Expt, 
of good courage, and aſſured that he ſhould have great affiſtance. Moreover, that he 1! ic [- 
ſhould uſe theſe ſigns before all Men, to the end, (ſaith God) that all may believe, that 
being ſent by me, thou doeſt all this according to my Commandment. Furthermore, I 
enjoin thee, That without any further delay, thou haſte into Egypt 3 and that thou tra- 
vel day and night, without loſing time, without delaying any more, to ſuccor the poor 
Hebrews, grievouſly afflicted in Egypt. Moſes having no cauſe to diſtruſt that which God 
E had promiſed him, and being confirmed by theſe things, whereof he was both an eye- 
- witneſs and hearer, he prayed God, that if there were any occaſion to expreſs the like 
poWer in Egypt, he would vouchſafe to further the effect : beſeeching him further, thac 
he would not conceal his name from him, to whom he had participated the hearing of his 
voice, andthe fight of his preſence : that it might pleaſe him therefore to declare unto 
him his name, to the end, that when he ſhould offer ſacrifice unto him, he might call up- 
on the ſame. God declaredunto him his name, which before time had been concealed 
amongſt Men, and of which alſo it is not lawful for me ro ſpeak, Moſes wrought theſe 
ſigns not only at that time, but alſo when or whereſoever he thought it requiſite : by all 
which he gavefurther credit to the fire which had appeared unto him, and aflured him- 

F ſelf, that God would be his favourable Defender,that he would deliver his Rrethren,and #eiad Ruf- 
involve the Egyptians ingreat calamities. And after that he. underſtood, that Pharaoh nw cv. 23: 
King of Egypt was dead, (during whoſe life, he fled from thence) he requeſted Ragnel, © 
to give him teave to depart into Egypt, for the profit of thoſe of his Nation 3 and taking 
with him Sephora, ( who was Kaguels daughter, and his married wife ) and Gerſoz and 
Eleazar, t:is children, which he had by her, he departed into Egypt. Now this name of 
Gerſon, \n the Hebrew Tongue, ſignifieth Foreign: and Eleazar lignifieth favoured by God 3 
in memory, that 2oſes had eſcaped from amongſt the Prgnorguſe, the aſſiſtance of the 4. ,. ..:o. 
God of his Fathers, And as he approached near the Mountains, Aaroy, his Brother, by Moſes depart- 
the commandment of God, came forth to meet him 3 to whom he declared all that had © "9m 2ie- 

G hapned unto him in the Mountain, and that God had given him in charge. And as they «© £gy: 

patled onward of theit way, the Men of great eſtimation among the Hebrews ( having XN Wt 2 ons 

intelligence of his coming ) came out to meet him, before whom Moſes made uſe i the gleacur. 
| above- 
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aboveſaid power of doing Miracles, by reaſon he covld not perſuade them by words: H 


and they being aſtoniſhed at that which they had ſeen him do beyond their expeQation, 
orew confident, and conceived a good hope of all things, ſeeing that God had a care of 
their ſafety. Whenhe perceived that the Hebrews were ready to obey him, and that they 
proteſted to follow him in all that he ſhould command them, through the earneſt defire 


they had to be at liberty 3 he preſented himſelf before the King, who had newly under- 


taken the Government, and ſhewed him the great benefits he had done unto the Fg ypti- 
ans, at ſuchtime as they were deſpiſed by the Ethiopiuns, who had ſpoiled all their Coun- 
trey, and how ke had ſparedno travel, but ſuſtained all the charge of the War, as if it 
had been waged for his own proper Nation. On the other ſide, he opened unto him 
the dangers which he had unjuſtly ſuffered for his recompence. He afterwards diſcour- 
ſed nnto him that which had befallen him near the Fountain of $izaz, and the talk which 
God had in that place with him , and the ſigns in particular which had been ſhew'd unto 
him, in confirmation of thoſe things which were promiſed, exhorting the Kivg not to mi- 
ſtruſt orrefiſtthe Will of God. The King hearing this, began to mock him : but Moſes 
made him ſee,in effec, the ſigns which he had ſhewed near the Mountain of $i7a7. But 
the King. inſtead of being mov'd therewith, waxed angry, and grievoully reviled himz 
acculing him, for that in times paſt he fled away, for fear to be flain in Egypt, and at this 
prefent returned thither, under a ſubtile pretext, cloaking his Craft with Magick and In- 
chantment,the more to afright him. Andat the ſame inſtant he called into his prefence 
the Prieſts of Feypt, to let him ſee thoſe ſigns, and to make it manifelt, that the Egyptians 
were $kill'd in thoſe Sciences; and that he alone was not Maſter in thoſe things, the 
which he boaſted to perform by Gods power, but that they were deceits and ſhadows of | 
marvels, todeceive the multitude, Whereupon the Prieſts caſt down their Rods, and 
they became Serpents, Moſes being moved herewith, ſaid,0 King, I deſpiſe not the wiſ- 
dom of the Egyptians 3 but T proteſt, that that which T have done, doth ſo far ſurpaſs all their 
Magick, and Art, as there is difference between divine and humane things, T will therefore 
ſhew you, that that which I do,is not by Irchaniment, nor with a falſe appearance of werity, but 
by the providence and power of God, This ſaid, he caſt his Rod onthe ground,command- 
ing it to change it ſelf into a Serpent: whereupon it obeyed, and wandring here and 
there, it devoured all the Rods of the Egyptians, which ſeemed to be ſo many Serpents 3 
and that done, Moſes took his ſtaff into his hand again , and it re-aſſumed its priſtine 
form 3 but the King being never the more aſtoniſhed, ( but the rather incenſed at that 
which was done )) ſaid, That this wiſdom and ſubtilty of Moſes, which be uſed in diſgrace of 
t he Egyptiaiis, ſhould profit bizz nothing. He commanded therefore the Overſeer of the 
Works, who had the Government of the Hebrews, that he ſhould remit nothing of their 
labour, but that he ſhould oppreſs them with more tedious and grievous tasks than they 
werz wont to be put unto: whereupon ( where he was wont to allow them ſtraw , to 
make their Tyle with ) he forbare, after that time, to give them that allowance; and 
taxing them in the day-time to follow their work, he appointed them by night to ſeek 
their (ſtraw, doubling thereby the weight of their former labour, Notwithſtanding all M 
this, Moſes would neither deſiſt from his purpaſe, in regard of the Kings threatning , or 
the continual cry of his Countreymen, neither was in any ſort diſmayed thereat 3 but 
with a conſident and undaunted mind, he reſolutely proceeded to reſtore his Countrey- 
men to their deſired liberty. He therefore once again addreſs'd to the King,perſuading 
him to diſmiſs the Hebrews, to the end they might repair to Mount $73, and ſacrifice to 


eo diffs the God in that place : Fer no leſs ( faith he ) hath he commanded, neither can any reſiſt his

Will. That whilſt God was yet favourable to him, his own intereſt oblig'd him to grant the 
people the liberty which he demanded. That if he deny'd the ſame, be conld not accuſe him as 
the cauſe of the Calamities which he ſhould draw upon himſelf by his diſobedience,when he ſhould 
ſee himſelf without Children, the Air, Earth, and all the other Elements become Enemies to him, 
and Miniſters of the Divine vengeance. That nevertheleſs the people of the Hebrews ſhould 
( in deſpite of their reſiſtance ) depart out of their Conntrey 3 but the Egyptians ſhould not eſ- 
cape the pumſhment of their hardneſs of heart. The King deſpiſed theſe words of Moſes, 
and would not be prevailed upon, wherefore moſt grievous Plaguesfell upon the Land of 
Fe ypt 3 all which Iwill particularly ſet down, by reaſon that at that time the Egyptians ſut- 
tered thoſe things, which never before hapned to any other People; and likewiſe that [ 
may manifeſt, thac Moſes erred not in any of higPredictions: and beſides, for that it is 
expedient for Men to learn and do thoſe thihgs which are agreeable to Gods Will, for

Hereupon the King ( not knowing what to do, before Chriſt's 
and ſeeing this ſtrange accident, and being afraid, in behalf of his Subjeas ) permitted N99 

. the Hebrews to depart. But no ſooner was this Plague ceaſed, but he preſently changed LFNNg 
his mind, and would not permitthem liberty to go away. For which cauſe, God (lee- 
ing his ingratitude, and that he would not be warned, notwithſtanding he had delivered 
him from the former calamity ) inflicted another Plague upon the Egyptians. He ſent Exe. 9.6. 
an infinite number of Frogs among them, which cover'd the whole Countrey ; and the Another 
River was ſo ſtored with them, that they that drew water to drink, found it altogether 255 - 3 
B infected with the putrefaction of them, dying and rotting in the waters; ſo thar the ; --< 
"whole Countrey was full of filthy Mud, by reaſon of the Frogs that dyed on the ſame, "I 
They corrupted alſo their Meats, entring into their Houſes, amidſt their meat and drink, z 
and creeping in their Chambers ; from whence an odious ſtench exhaled,by reaſon of the 3 
multitude of Frogs that lay dead, Now when the Eg yptians ſaw themſelves ſo fore 
preſſed with theſe evils, the King commanded Moſes to depart with the Hebrews, whither 
he pleas'd. And as ſoon as he had ſpoken this, the multitude of F rogs vaniſhed , and 
appeared no more, neither on the earth, nor in the water, but they retained their ac- 
cuſtomed nature, No ſooner was the earth delivered from this curſe, but Pharaob for- 
got the cauſe thereof, and retained the Hebrews ſtill: and (as if he defir'd toexperiment 

CT yet greater miſeries ) he denied them that liberty which before he had granted them,ra- 
ther out of fear, than good will, For this cauſe, God once again puniſhed his falſhood, 
by ſending him another Plague : for a multitude of Lice {warmed on the bodies of the chad. 8.16 
Egyptians, by which the poor men were miſerably devoured; neither could they exter- The third 
minate that Race either by bathings or unions, The King troubled with this calami- Pl2gu-of lice.

and the water agitated and purifi'd, by often.drawing, became potable, and refreſh'd the 
weary multitude. Hereupon diſlodging from that place, they came to Helimr, a Coun- 
trey that afar off ſeem'd very: pleaſant, by reaſoy that-it. was planted with Palm-trees: 
bat the nearer they approchedit,, the, more tedjous they , found it, .( for there were no 
more than Seventy Palm-trees in that place, and they not very tall, or well-grown, by 
reaſon of the drineſs and barrenneſs of the Soil, ) They found alſo twelve Springs 
there, which were ſo ſmall, that they did not flow, but only drop. . Whereupon Ing 
to dig up theSand, they could light of .no Veins of 'Water.z and if. perhaps any little 
appear'd, it was ſe troubled by the Sand, that it became unfit to. betaſted : neither did 
the Trees bear any ſtore of _ Fruit; by reaſon of the, wan, of Water.. For which cauſe, 
the whole multitude began to. murmur againſt their' Guide, aſcribing all the cauſe of 
their calamities and miſeries upto him. For having marched for the ſpace of 3o days, 
they had conſum'd..all the proviſion which they brought with themz and conceiving 
that there wasno remedy, they were wholly overwhetm'd with deſpair, Conſidering 
therefore only the evil which was before their eyes, and. forgetting the marvels which 
God, by the miniſtry of Moſes, had made them both ſee and, partake, they conceiv'd-in- 
dignation againſt him,and. were ready to (tone him to death,as if he had been the Author 
of that calamity which oppreſſed them. But he perceiving the multitude fo enraged, 
and incenſed againſt him; ſtrengcthned himſelf_.in God 3,and, warranted by the teſtimony 
of a good Copfcience, and the uprightneſs:of his ations, he came out into the midſt of 
thoſe who rewil'd him,and had gather'd ſtonesto caſt at him, And for that he wasadorn'd 
with a ſingular grace and majeſtick countenance,and endued with pleaſing eloquence,he 
began to appeaſe their wrath.z. exhorting them to bear their preſent difficulties, by re- 
membring their forepaſſed bleſſings; and not to permit the Travel which they endur'd 
at that'time, to drive out of thew remembrance the graces and favors which they had 
receiv'd at God's hands. He willed them likewiſe diligently to expect their deliverance 
from that extremity, by the providenceof. God: who (as it ſeem'd) madetrial of their 
patience and gratitude. and-whether they kept in remembrance thoſe things which had 
hapned unto them; or whether forgetting their forepaſſed pleaſures, they would ſuffer 
themſelves to be {wallow'd with their preſent miſery, He willed them therefore to take 
heed, leſt through their impatience and ingratitude, they ſhould be found unworthy of 
God's favor, if. they negle&ted his Will, by whoſe direction they were brought our of 
Egypt, and threatned and hated him, who was God's Miniſter, eſpecially fince hitherto 
they could no ways complain of him in any thing which he had undertaken to execute 
by the Commandment of God, ; Then reckon'd he up particularly unto them, how the 
Egyptians were plagugpl and deſtroyed, whilſt contrary to God's Will, they endevor'd to 
detain them : how the ſame River, which of it ſelf was bloody and unprofitable to 
drink of, to themſelves became both ſweet and potable : likewiſe, how the Sea retir'd it 
ſelf; and further'd both their flight and paſſage, wherein they ſaw themſelves ſecure and 
free from danger3 and contrariwiſe,their Enemies deſtroy'd,overthrown, and drowned : 
and how, evenuntil that day, being diſarm'd, they were by God's providence both fur- 
niſh'd and fortified abundantly. Moreover, how often God had deliver'd them from 


apparent death and danger, befides all mens opinion 3 who always Omnipotent , gave 


them at that time not the leaſt cauſe to deſpair of his afſiſtance. For which cauſe,they 


ought to ſuffer all things patiently, and ro imagine with themſelves, that the ſuccor, al- 


though deferred, was never too late, which was receiv'd before ſuch time'as the danger 
had prevail'd: and ſo to think, that God contemn'd not their perils, but made trial of 
their fortitude and conſtancy, to ſee whether they were able and willing to endure the 
want of meat and drink : or rather, whether after the manner of brute Beaſts, they had 
rather return to the yoke of ſervitude, to be fed only to be made the better able to en- 
dure labour, As for himſelf, henothing fear his life (becauſe that being unjuſtly ſlain, 
no evil.could happen unto him ) but that he was careful of their ſafety, leſt lifting up 
their hands to ſtone him, they ſhould oppoſe themſelves againſt God and his Commands.

And not long after,a number of Quails (which 
about the gulf of Arabia multiply and encreaſe more than any ſort of Birds.) flew croſs © 16: 13+ 
the Seaz and being wearied in their flight, came and fell amidſt the Camp of the He- es: 
B brews; who canght them, as a proviſion prepar'd for them by God, and ſent to relieve tb< Hebrews 
their Famine, Whereupon Moſes once more addreſſed himſelf to call upon God, yield- *Y: 
ing him thanks for the preſent and future good he had promis'd him. The people be- 
ing after this manner fed and refreſhed, were ſoon after ſupplied with a new kind of 
food. For as Moſes ſtretched our his hands, and pray'd to.God, a dew deſcended from God feedeth 
Heaven, which thickned betwixt his hands: and for that he ſuppos'd itto be another we" 00-1 
kind of ſuſtenance ſent them, by God, he taſted the ſame, and found it very pleaſant. Yer.14. 
Then addrefling to the people, who knew not what it was, but thought it to be Snow DOT 
which fell in that place, according to the [eaſon of the year, he told them, that it wasno 
ordinary dew falling from Heaven, as they ſuppos'd, but that God had-ſent it them, for 
C the preſervation and nouriture of their bodies: and having eaten thereof before them, 
he gave them of it,tothe end he might ſtrengthen their belief; who taſting the ſame in 
like manner as he had done, were greatly refreſh'd with,the ſuſtenance : for in ſweet- 
neſs and pleaſure, it equal'd Hoey 3 in odor, Bdel/izm; and in form and greatneſs, the 
grain of Coriander : whereupon, every one gather'd of it, And Moſes commanded prey. rs, 
that every one of them ſhould particularly gather every day but the meaſure of an 4/- 4 Command- 
ſaron, which is the tenth part of an Epha; which was done, Jeſt the weaker ſhould want, jon. 
whil'ſt the ſtronger, through avarice, gather'd more than fuffic'd them. And if any one, ſhould be ga- 
contrary to the command, gather'd more than was permitted,although he toiled anditra- *b*r<4- 
velled more than any of them, yet was his portion no ways encreas'd by that means. 
D For whatſoever (beſide the appointed meaſure of the 4fſaro ) remained till the next 
morning, was of no value, but becamebitter and full of Worms. Sodivine and admi- | 
rable was this kind of food, and of that nature, that whoſo had ſufficient thereof, need- 
ed no ſort of ſuſtenance. Moreover, even in theſe our days, there falls in that Coun- 
treyadew like that, which God, infavor of 24oſes, ſent for the peoples ſuſtenance, The 
Fw call it Manua; for in our Tongue, Man 1s an Interrogation, fignifying, What 3s fenifierh, * 
that ?

E ſome few Springs, but afterward they found:the land wholly deſtitute of: water. They uo die Pe 
therefore once more were incens'd againſt 2oſes, But he withdrawing himſelf aparr pbidin , > 
from the fury of the people, betook himſelf to God in prayer; beſeeching him, that oy ns 
as he had given them food in their neceſſity, he would now allo give them drink, fince 3. 
they were ready to periſh with thirſt and:praying him to: provide them drink alſo, 
otherwiſe their meat was unprofitable to them.. God preſently granted his prayer; pro- 
miſing Moſes, that be would give him a Fountain, and abundance of Water, from that 
place from whence he leaſt expeQed it, To which end, he commanded him to ſtrike 
with his Rod the Rock which was there hard by, and promis'd to make the water-come 
forth immediately,ſo that the people ſhould have fufficient without taking pains ro 
F ſeek forit, Which command when Moſes had receiv'd, he return'd to the people, who 
expetedhim,and had their þ jo fix'd upon hum, with great impatience. 2s he deſcended 
from the Rock, where he had made his prayer. - No ſooner was he arriv'd, but hetold 
them that God would deliver them fromthe neceffity wherein they were,and would gra- 


ciouſly grant them anunexpetted relief, by cauſing a ſtreanr ſuddenly to break from that 2ſoſcs iriver 


Rock. But they being amaz'd at that which they heard, and doubting, leſt tyred with ti;roa, and 
thir(t, and ſpenc with journeys, they ſhould be enforc'd tor hew-and cleave the Rock z 449-. there iſſuerh 
ſes (track the ſame in ſuch ſort with his Rod,that it divided aſunder,and there iſſu'd out 
molt clear and pure water in great abundance. The people were greatly aſtoniſh'd at 
this ſo ſtrange accident, and no leſs rejoyced. They fell co. drink of the Water, and 
G and found it very (weet and pleaſant, as being 2 miraculous Water, anda Preſent of the 
goodneſs, divine bounty and power of God, For this cauſe they highly eſteem's 20- ,

8,9, Agents in this Expedition : whoſe Kings both encourag'd one atiother, and ſtir'd up the 
The Amiit- Neighbour Nations to the I/raelites deſtruftion 3 telling them, that a Foreign Army,fly- 
ink he ſ- ing from the thraldom of the Egypriazs, had invaded their Countrey, whofe multitudes 
raclits, * yyere not alittle to be ſuſpetted 3 counſelling them ( before they had gather'd head, 
and recover'd more means, and a Countrey to dwell in, and grew more confident, by 
their forbearance) tocharge them firſt, rather than to expect their increaſe, and ſo to 
oppreſs them eſteeming it a better point of wiſdom,to repreſs their infolency and for- K 
wardneſs in the Deſart, than to expe& whil'ſt they were poſſeſs'd of ſtrong and rich 
Cities, For this ( (aid they) is the part of wiſe men, to refiſt the beginningsof power , 
of their Adverſaries, and not to expe, rill by daily Exploits they more and more in- 
creaſe; and rather to As” at than deliver themſelves from peril. After 
theſe Ambaſlages, it was decreed by general Council, That they ſhould endevor to in- 
vadeand aſſault the Hebrews. Theſe determinations and deſigns of theirs, troubled 
Moſes very much, for that he expeQed no Hoſtility. When therefore he perceiv'd that 
the people were affrighted and amaz'd, to ſee themſelves (being wholly unprovided) 
to be charg'd by ſo ſtrong and well-furniſh'd an Army, he re-comforted them, and will'd 
them to bethink themſelves of God's promiſes, who by his power had ſet them at liber- L' 
ty 3 aſſuring them, that they ſhould overcome all thoſe that made head againſt them, to 
_ deſtroy themz wiſhing them to think, that though they were inferior to their Enemies 
Moſes encoa 311 Weapons, Wealth, and Munition, andthe likez yet fince they had God to friend,and 
rageth the ready to fight for themagainſt their Enemy, they ought to be of good courage,as being 
— furniſh'd with more than humane ſupplies. Alledging further, that they were not ig- 
but viory, norant how great an Aſſiſter God was, having had ſo often tryal of his goodneſs in 
their greateſt dangers, as an Enemy to their enemies, and favorable to their proceedings: 
which favor of his he moſt manifeſtly expreſs'd, by his miraculous deliverance of them 
from hunger and thirſt; by procuring them free eſcape,when they were ſhut in by the Sea 
and Mountains : And that which ſhould moſt animate them to the Fight and Viftory, M 
was, That if they came off vitorious, they ſhould want nothing that appertain'd to a 
more commodious and peaceable life. + Moſes thus having encourag'd the people by his 
words, call'd unto him the chicfeſt of the Tribes, and every one of them that had the 
charge of them, both in private and publick Aſſembly, commanding the younger to 
obey theelder, and the elders to be obedient to their General, Hereupon the people 
contemn'd their danger, and were deſirous of Fight, hoping that this Conflit would 
prove theend of their calamities. For which cauſe, they earneſtly defir'd Moſes tolead 
them forth againſt the Enemy, and not to dull the alacrity of the Soldiers by any un- 
y.r.o, Timely delay. Whereupon ( choofing out among the whole multitude ſuch as were 
Foſuch made molt fit for War ) he appointed the ſon of Navews the Ephramite, to lead them, a man N 
Kg" £1 valiantin Arms, and prudent in counſel, and of great piety, as having been trfin'd up 
* therein by Moſes his Maſter: He alſo in ſuch ſort diſpofed certain Bahds, that he might 
not becut off from water : he left ſo many as might guard the Camp and weaker com- 
pany. Thus ſtood they all Night long in Arms, expeCting only the Signal of their Ge- 
neral, and the Order of their Captaias,to attack their Enemies. On the other ſide Moſes 
ſlept not,but inſtructed Joſuab how he ſhould condu@ the Army. And as ſoon as theday 
appear'd, he encourag d Joſuah to ſhew himſelf ſuch an one in that Battel, as both the 
place wherewith he was honour'd, and the Cauſe for which they fought, requir'd ; wiſh- 
mg him, by his proweſs and good coridud, togive life and courage to hisSoldiers that 
follow'd him, He likewiſe exhorted the chiefeſt of the Hebrews in particular, and in O 
_ general heartned and emboldned all others that entred the Battel. 


And 
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A After he had thus diſpos'd the Army, and given all neceſſary orders, he, committing 75754, 
the Army to God's proteCtion, and Joſnah's conduR, retir'd upon a Mountdin. Then worid 2454. 
encountred the Armies on both fides, and every one fought moſt valiantly ; neither */* "40 
wanted there encouragement on either fide. And as long as Moſes lifted up his hands, 15:0. 
the Hebrews had the better againſt the Amalekites. But for that he was unable continu- 

ally toſupport the ſame, ( and becauſe he obſerv'd, that as often as he held down his 

hands, ſolong the Enemies drove the 7/7ael:#es to retreat ) he willed his brother Aaroz, 

and Uror: his filter aries husband; to ſtand on each fide of him, and ſuſtain his hands. 

Which when they had perform'd; the Hebrews by main force overcame the Amalekites; 

ſo that all of them had been {lain, if the Chaſe had continu'd, and had not been cur off 
B by the approach of the night. Thus our Anceſtots obtain'd a moſt happy and advan- 

tagious Victory : For beſides the glory they got in having overcome. to potent Ene- 

mies, and caſt a terror into the hearts of the Nations round about, to whom they have 

ever ſince been formidable, they became Maſters of the Enemies Camp, and both in ge- 

neral and in particular got Riches 3 whereas. before that time they had not neceſlary 

means to maintain themſelves. And this Victory of theirs, was the cauſe of their very. 
great good fortune, not only for the preſent, but alſo for: the. time to 'come: For not 

only had they their Enemies bodies under their ſubjection, but alſo their ſpirits,ſo as they. 
wete fear'd by all the Nations round about. . And they multiplied both in ſtrength and. 

riches; for there was a great quantity of gold and filver taken in the Camp, Divers ,,,, 
C Veſlels likewiſe, and Tables of Braſs were found therein : likewiſe great quantity of. The Iſractires 
Tifſue-work, and excellent Furniture for War, Moreover, they had all their Baggage, recoveragreac 
Tents, Harneſs, and Horſes, and generally,the'whole proviſion of an Army becametheir oy i 
prey. Thus ended this Battel.' [The ſucceſs whereof ſo exalted the courage of the Amalekiter. 
Iſraelites, that they thought henceforward nothing would be unpoflible to them. The go es ue 
next day, Moſes cauſed the Enemies that wereflain, to be rifled, and the ſcatter'd Arms and prey. 

of thoſe that fled to be gather'd up. He honour'd them alſo; that had bravely demean- 

ed themſelves inthe Battel, and praiſed the Captain Joſub in publick 3 whoſe honour 

was confirm'd by the applauſe af the whole Army. There was not one Hebrew that pe- 

riſhed that day :- though ſo many of the Enemies were there put to the Sword, as their 

number cannot be expreſs'd. He offer'd likewiſe a Sacrifice of Thankſgiving unto God, F 
and ereQed an Altar unto him, and dedicated it To God, theViGor. He propheſied more- wp ng 
over, that all the Amzalekztes ſhould beutterly extinguiſh'd;ſo-that none of themſhould 3 obs 
be left alive,in that they had aſſaulted the Hebrews, and that in the Deſart, and at ſuch 4malkites. 
time as they were inafflition, After which, he made a Feaſt for the General, to teſti- 

fie the joy he had for his Victory, This iſſue had this Battel, which was the firſt that 

they fought after their departure out of Egypt, But as ſoon as Moſes had celebrated a The 1ſraclires

Thorow the Rings «ht b Tons 
there paſs'd certain Cords of five Cubits length , which on the one fide faſtned. in [the dg eNe- 
ground with brazen Nails of a Cubits length, did faſten each of the Pillars,and defend- Thc: Court 
edthe Tabernacle againſt the force of winds, Then was there a Curtain of very fine ofthe Temple. 
Linnen drawn about the ſame, which hanging from the Chapters to the Baſes, and inclo- 
ſing all the place, ſeem'd todiffer in nothing from a Wall. And after this manner were 
the three ſides of the incloſure ſurrounded. Bur the fourth ſide, being of fifry Cubits, 
was the Front of the whole Frame 3 the Door whereof was 20 Cubits wide, having on 
both ſides double Pillars; and theſe alſo were of Braſs cover'd with Silver, except the 
Baſes3 and more inward there ſtood three Pillars well faſtned, which were alſo hung 
round about with a Curtain of fine Linnen 3 but at the Gate there hung a Veil of 20 
Cubits long, and five deep, woven of Purple and Violet, fine Linnen embroyder'd with 
divers figures, but none of any living creature : within the Gates there was a brazen Ew- 
er, with a foot of the ſame metal, wherein the Prieſts might waſh their hands and feet- 

After this manner was the Incloſure of the Court; in the midſt hereofhe plac'd the Ta- 
bernacle, turning it toward the Eaſt, that the riſing Sun might ſhine upon it : the length 
thereof was thirty Cubits, and the breadth twelve 3 one of the Walls thereof lookt to- 
wards the South, another towards the North, but the hinder part was towards the Weſt 3 
andit was ashigh as long 3 and on each fide there were 20 wooden Planks fourſquare, 
and join'd together four Fingersthick, and a Cubit and an half broad, lined both within 
and without, with plates of Gold 3' and every Board had two hinges, which were put . 
thorow the two Baſes that were'of Silver, and in their Sockets receiv'd the hinges of the 
Boards; the planks of the Weſt-wall were fix in number, and gilded both within and 
without 3 all of them ſocloſed together, as it ſeem'd to be but one Walt; But on both 

ſides there were certain Boards cloſe join'd together, which in breadth contain'd one Cu- 

bit and an half, and in thickneſs, the third part of an hands breadth, and ſo made up zo 

Cubits 3 but fix Boards made up the nine Cubits of the hinder Wall, to which were 

join'd other two Boards half a Cubit broad, which they plac'd in the corners in ſtead of 

whole ones: every Board had Rings of Gold faſtned to the outward Front thereof, ri- 

vetted in order, and anſwering one another on every fide.

Veſt is bordered with Fringes, to which are tied certain Pomegranates, and Golden 
Bells intermix'd 3 ſo that between two Pomegranates, there 1s placed a Bell, and be- 
tween two Bells one Pomegranate, This Coat is all of onepiece without ſeam, open 
B in the colar, not athwart, but long ways, from the Breaſt to the middeſt of the Back. 
To it is a Riband or Hem faſtned, leſt the opening ſhould be perceived : it is likewiſe 
open in that place where the Hands ſhould be put our, Beſides theſe veſtures, he hath Py 
a third called an Ephod ( reſembling the Grecian Garment call'd Eporris and made after ua * 
this manner,) Itis woven of divers colours, intermixed with Gold 3 in the midſt of © © 
the Breaſt there is a ſpace left open ( the ſleeyes, and all the reſt are in ſuch ſort com- 
poſed, that it ſeemeth to be a Coat ) in this void ſpace there is a piece enchaſed of 
the length of a ſpan, embroydred with the ſame colours,Gold and Flowers,as the Ephod 
is, This piece is called Eſer,which (ignifieth Rational (and wholly filleth the ſpace that Eſſen fu £4: 
was left void by them that wove the Ephod.) Andit is joyned with the Ephod, and gi. : 
C to every corner thereof, with Buckles of Gold, which are tyed with a Lace of Hyacinth 
applied to tie them together with theſe Buckles. And to the end the ſpace between the 
Buckles be not ſlack, the opening is filled with a Hyacinthine Riband: but on either 
ſhoulder are two Sardozix Stones enchaſed in Gold (inſtead of Buttons ) to tie the 
Hood or Ephod; in theſe are ingraven thenames of Jacob's Sons, in Hebrew Charadters, 
in either Stone fix: ſo that the elder of them [were placed on the right ſhoulder. 
Moreover twelve precious Stones diſtinguiſh the Zſex or Rational it ſelf, of excellent 
greatneſs and beauty, which for their ineſtimable price could not be bought by any 
private Man. They were enchaſed three and three in four ranks in certain Crowns 
of Gold, to the end they might not fallout: in the firft order was a Sardonyx, a Topaze, 
D and a Smaragd: in the fecond a Carbuncle, Jaſpis, and a Saphir : inthe third, a Lyncxrias, 
' an Amethiſt, and an Agate: in the fourth, a Chryſolite,an Onyx,and a BerilStone. In theſe ». 19111, &c. 
were the names of Jacob's Sons engraven , whom we elteem for the firſt Authors of 
our Tribes z every Stone being honoured with a ſeveral name according to the order 
of their Birth. Bur whereas theſe Rings(whereof before we haveſpoken ) were too 
weak, to ſuſtain the weight of the Precious Stones, they faſtned two greater in the 
top of the Rational toward the neck, being eminent above the texture, which might 
receive the Golden Chains which met at the topof the ſhoulders to befaſtned with the 
little Chains, the end whereof was crooked, and conveighed certain Pipes, put thoraw 
the Rings, and were more prominent than the brim behind the Ephod, to faſten the 
E &ational.to the end it ſhould nenther ſway this way nor that way, To the ſame Rational 
alſo was there a Girdleſewed,diſtinguiſhed with the ſaid colours and Gold; which com- 
paſſing the whole ; and again knitupon the ſeam,was ſuffered to hang downwards. And 
as touching the Fringes, they were faſtned to hollow loops of Gold from the on end co 
the other. Now his Hat was ſuch as the other Priefts uſed, on which there ſtood an- 
other ſewed thereto,and flouriſhed with Hyacizthine: this wasinvironed with a Golden 
Crown, in which there were divers Cups of Gold made after ſuch ſort as may be ſeen 
in that Herb which we call Daccar, and the Greciaz Herbaliſts, Heybave. And leſt any 
Man that hath not heretofore ſeen the ſame, ſhould be ignorant of the nature thereof, The High 
T have thought good to ſet down the deſcription in this place. This Herb is of the Prictt cciple 
F height of three ſpans, hath a root like a Turnep or Navew, and Leafes that reſemble ET ous. 
Smallage or Rocquet : out of the ſtemit putteth forth a certain bud cleaving to the 
branches of it, inveſted with a coat, which it caſteth off when the Fruit waxeth ripe. 
This bud is as big as the joynt of alittle finger, having a circumference like unto a Cupz 
which I will deſcribe more plainly, that the ignorant may the better comprehend it. 
In the lower part thereof about the bottom it reſembleth in roundneſs a half bowl- 
and according as it groweth up it is ſtreightned,until being again dilated in the extremi- 
ty or brim, it ends ina partition, not much unlike toa Pomegranate cur in the middeſt, 
to which there is annexed and groweth a round cover, as if turned and framed on 
purpoſe, having theſe eminent clefrs (as I ſaid) like to the middeſtof a Pomegranate, 
G reſembling the pointed and ſharp thorns, and pricking blades. Now it containeth a 
certain fruit under the cover,and the whole Copis like to the ſeed of the Herb $iderith 3 
its lower is not much ualike that which ſpringerh ona the Poppey.

veſſels which we ule in celebrating the Divine Service, he ſhall find, that our Law-giver 
was a Man of a Divine Spirit, and that we without any cauſe are injured by other Natia 
ons, For, if without partiality a Man will duely examine it, he ſhall find, that all 
things have been done to repreſent and figure the World. For the Tabernacle is of 
thirty Cubits, divided into three parts; whereof two are left for the Sactifices, as a. 
place prophane, and common,fignifying the Land and Sea,wherein all ſorts of Creatures 
are converſant; but the third part 1s ſequeſtred, and reſerved for God alone; in like 
ſort, as the Heaven is unacceſſible by Men, The Table on which the twalve Loaves 


7 were placed, ſignifieth the year divided into twelve months. The Candleſtick, made 


of ſeventy pieces, fignifieth the twelve Signs, thorow which every one of the ſeven 
Planets paſs : the ſeven Lamps that were therein, repreſent the ſeven Planets. The 
Veyls made of four ſeveral kinds of ſtuff, reſemble the four Elements : for the Lin- 
nen ſeews to repreſent the Earth, from whence it was drawn and derived: the Purple 
reſemble the Sea, becauſe the Purple colour is made of the blood of a ſhell-fiſh, called 
rex: the Hyacinth,ſignifieth the Air : and the 8carlet,denoteth the Fire, The Twicle 
Fewiſe of the High Prieſt typifies the Earth, for it ismade of Linnen. The Hyacinth 
which inclines to Azzre, ſhews the Heaven, the Pomegranats reſemble the Lightning, 
as the Bells the noiſe of the Thunder. The $»rcot ſheweth, that the whole World is 
compoſed of four Elements, reſembled by its four colours: to which Gold is annexed 
( as] interpret it ) for that Light is annexed to all things3 Eſer alſo is planted in the 
middle thereof, in ſuch ſort, as the Earth, obtainerth the middle place of the World. 
Likewiſe, the Girdle wherewith he is girt, reſembleth the Sea, which enfoldeth*and 
begirteth all things. The #wo Sardonix Stones (ſet as Buttons or Loops in the High 
Prieſts Garment ) ſignifieth the Sun and Moon. Thenumber of the Gems allude to 
the number of the Months, or the twelve Houſes, or the equal number of parts of that 
Circle, which the Grecians call the Zodiack. The Thiara or Mitre likewiſe hath an al- 
lufion to Heaven, by reaſon of its Azare or Hyacinthixe colour ; for otherwiſe the Name 
of God might not be placed therein : and the; Triple Crown of Gold, by its brightneſs, 
repreſents his glory and Soveraign Majeſty, Let this ſuffice for the preſent ; for that 
which we will diſcourſe hereafter, will furniſh us with ſufficient and ample matter, to 
ſhew and ſet out the Wiſdom of our Law. giver, .

Frer theſe things were thus order'd, and it remained onely to conſecrate the 
Tabernacle, God appeared to Moſes, commanding him to eſtabliſh Aaro#, his Bro-

all the reſt.) For which cauſe Moſes (aſſembling the congregation ) diſcourſed unto 
them his vertues, and diſcovered his good affeftion, and reckoned up unto them, how 
many dangers he had ſuffered in their behalf. Every one approved this choice, decla- 
ring the forward zeal and love they alwayes bare unto him. Whereupon he ſpake unto 
them after this manner: The work is now brought unto ſuch an end as it hath pleaſed 
God, and hath been poſlible for us: and for that you know we are to receive him into 
this Tabernacle, we ought above all things to have a ſpecial care in the eledion of 
ſuch an one, who is to make ſacrifice and ſupplication for us. Touching my ſelf, if the 
matter depended on my private choice, I ſhould eſteem no Man more worthy than my 
ſelf to execute this Funfion, both for that naturally Men love themſelves, and for that 
I am well aſſured, how many travels I have ſupported for your ſake. But God him- 
ſelf hath judged Aaron worthy of this honour,and hath choſen him for his High Prieſt, 
in that he excelleth all other in equity and juſtice; commanding, that he ſhould be in- 
veſted with the Sacred Robes, and take charge of the. Altars and Sacrifices. He ſhall 
make Prayers for you unto God, who will hear them willingly 3 by reaſon that he hath 
care of your Race, and will receive them, proceeding from a perſon whom he himſelf Q 
hath eleted. Theſe words of his were grateful unto the People,and they all approved 
the eleCtion which God had made, For Aaroz was more capable of that honour than any

together,according to the Art of Perfumers, and he made thereof a moſt Odoriferous 
Oyntmentz which he took, and anointed the Prieſt therewith, and all that which be- 
longed to the Tabernacle, to the intent to purifie them : offering many and ſundry ſorts... .: . 

C of Perfumes, of great price, upon the Altar of Gold, ( whereof I forbear to ſpeak * inSnoes 
any further. for fear I ſhould grow tedious to the Readers, ) , Twice a day before Sun- = 
riſe and Sun-ſet, they .were to burn Incenſe, and ſupply the Lamps of this purifi'd 0y/; The Sacrifices. 
whereof, three were to burn every day upon the ſacred Candleſtick,in hothour of God, 
and the reſt were lighted in the evening. Amongſt them that wrought and finiſhed 
theſe things, Beſelcel and Eliah were the moſt excellent and expert workmen; for what-. 
ſoever had been enterprized by others, they in their Art poliſhed and perfefted. And 
they found out many new things, of their own invention: yet was Beſeleel judged the , 
moſt excellent of the two, | .

Whilſt thus the. Sacrifices were upon the Altar, ſuddenly there iſſued a fire from: The ſacrifice is 
them, which kindled of it ſelf; the flame whereof reſembled the Light or: brightneſs 7nd 
of Lightnirig, and conſumed all that was upon the Altar. At that time, there hapned, 
an affliction to Aaron,the greateſt that could befall a Father, yet he ſupported it with - 
a conſtant and generous mind : for he was a Man of much conſtancy,and ſuch anone as 
knew, that nothing.could befall him without the preſcience and providence of God. 
OF his four Sons, the two eldeſt Nadab and 4bihs, bringing other ſacrifices to the Altar 

G than thoſe that were appointed by Moſes, were burnt = the violent flame that iſſued - 
from the Altar, ſcorching both their Breaſts and Faces, in ſuch ſort that they dyed 
without poſſibility of being ſuccoured. Moſes commanded their Father and Brothers, 
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to take their bodies, and carry them out of the Camp and bury them decently : All H 
—_ A_— the People wept, and were very much amazed at this their death, ſo ſtrange and un- 
—_— =T expeted, But Moſes forbad both the Father and his Sons to lament 3 to the end they 

before Cbrift's might make it appear that being honoured with the dignity of Prieſthood, they were 
Nativily, more ſenfible of Gods honour,than of their own misfortune, But as rouching Moſes, he 
23 refuſed all honours which were offered him by the People, neither applied he himſelf 
Nelab and WACO any Other thing but to the ſervice of God. He went up tothe Mountain of 8ira;, 
Abihu Arons and entred into the Tabernacle to take counſel of God concerning thoſe things, whereof 
Sons burned he needed to be informed. He demeaned himſelf like a prom Man, not onely in 
: -- 1;0jh >*> his apparel, but in all other things, continuing a familar and modeſt courſe of life, and 

«mb. 3. 3,4. challenging no priviledge above any Man, but onely in thoſe things which pertained I 

| to the adminiſtration of the Common-wealth.. 

He reduc'd into writing the Laws and ordinances touching policy, in due perfor- 
mance whereof if they liv'd they ſhould be both agreeable to God, aud live in union 
and peace amongſt themſelves. And all this he eſtabliſhed, following thoſe directions 
which God inſtructed him in. But now "__ return and bend my ſtile to ſpeak of that 
which I omitted in the ornaments of the High Prieſt; for this apparel of theirs leaveth 
not any occaſion to falſe Prophets, to excecute their wicked impoſtures: and if there 
be any ſuch, as dare intermeddle with that which appertaineth to Gods Majeſty, this 
habit maketh them know, that God never honoured their ſacrifices with his preſence; -- 

A n7:1:1e of but he gave vilible ſigns thereof not onely to the Hebrews, but to all thoſe ſtrangers, K 
the Stones in Who by any occurrence might be eye-witneſles of the ſame. For of thoſe Stones which 
the High the High Prieſt bare on his ſhoulders (which were Sardonixes, whole nature is ſo well 
ore? > Known to all Men, that it were unneceſſary to ſpeak of it ) that which was faſtned 
| on his right ſhoulder, ſhined very clearly at ſuchtime as God was preſent at the ſacri- 
fice, and caſt its rayes afar off, that it might be perceived by thoſe that beheld theſame, 
contrary to its nature and cuſtome: which truly deferveth admiration amongſt all Men, 
except thoſe wha through contempt of Religion,do hunt after an opinionof wiſdom. 
But that which I will now ſpeak of, is more to be admired at: which is, that by the 
twelve Stones which the High Prieſt bare, Enchaſed in his Rational in the 
midſt of his Breaſt, God was wont to fore-fignifie victory to thoſe that were prepared L 
for Battel, For ſuch brightneſs lightned out of them, even before ſuch time as the 
Army did diſlodge or enter skirmiſh, that it was manefeſtly known to the People, that 
God was preſent and ready to afliſt them: for which cauſe the Greeks that have no 
averſion for our myſteries, and are convinced by their own eyes of the truth of this 
miracle, call it Logon, i. e. oracle, which we term Efſer. This Rational and the Stone 
Sardoaix gave over to ſhine two hundred years before I began to write theſe An- 
tiquities,by reaſon'of Gods wrath which he had conceived againſt us for the breach of 
his Laws (of which at another time I will more fitly treat, and at this time continue 
and proſecute my intended diſcourſe and purpoſe, ) After the Tabernacle had been 
thus conſecrated,and that which appertained to the Prieſts was ſet in order,the People M 
tranſported with joy that God dwelt with them in his Tabernacle, began to ſacrifice 
The facrifices and to ſing Hymns of praiſes, asto him that had driven far. from them all fear of evil, 
-nd gis of . and from whom they expected in time to come, far better and more proſperous things, 
the Tribes, and both in general and in particular they offered gifts unto God according to their 
tribes: and the Qovernors of the tribes(aſlembling themſelves together two by two)pre- 
pared a Chariotand a yoak of Oxen,ſo thatthere were fix Chariots to bear the Taber- 
nacleby the way. Furthermore,every one of them offered a vial of the weight of 70 
Sicles, and a Cenſor containing 10 dariques, and a Coffer or Baſin, weighing 130 Sicles. 
The Cenſor was filled with odoriferous perfumes, and the coffer and vial ſerved to hold 
the Meal and Oyl, which they were wont to uſe at the Altar, at ſuch timeas they off- N 
red ſacrifice. They offered likewiſe a Calf and a Ram, with a Lamb of one year 
oe old', for a burnt-ſacrificez and a Goat for a fin-offering, All the other Governors 
likewiſe brought every one of them their ſacrifice called $alxtarie, for every day two 
Oxen and five Rams, with a Lamb and a Goat of a year old, and ſacrificed them 
during the term of twelve days, every one his day, But Moſes aſcended no more 
to the Mountain of $ijzai, but entred into the Tabernacle, where he was inſtruted 
God of that which he had to do, and what Laws he ought to make, which are 
Ie ſo. good and laudable as they ought not to be attributed to humane wiſdom: So that 
An our Anceſtors obſery'd them ſo religiouſly during ſome ages, that they thought that 
in the Taber- neither the pleaſures of Peace, nor the diſtreſſes of War could render them excuſable O 
"_ if they violated the ſame. ' But I will now ceaſe to ſpeak of theſe Laws, being re- 
ſolved to compole another Treatiſe touching them, | # fine 
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will here mention onely ſome few Laws touching Purifications and Sacrifices (in <4 V =. 
| that we have begun to ſheak of Sacrifices. ) Theſacrifices are of two ſorts : hon rom, To. ; 
particular, others publique; and theſe are made after two different manners for 13, 4:2. 
in the one, all is conſumed which is upon the Altar, which for that cauſe are called 73% of 
Holocaufts, that is to ſay, Burned. The other are of thankſgiving, and they ate made Holocauroma 3 
with banquets of thoſe that ſacrifice. But firſt of all I will ſpeak of the firſt kind, Ev: 5-410 
The particular perſon that offers a burnt-offering brings an Oxe, a Lamb, and a Goat 
of one year old, ( yet it is lawful to kill Oxen that are older.) But all thoſe Crea- 
tures which muſt be conſumed by fire, ought to be malesz and after their throats are 
cut, the Prieſts beſprinkle the Altar round about with the blood; then dreſs the Beaſt 
and cut it in pieces, and powder it with falt, and Jay it on the Altar already charg-, 
ed with cleft wood, already kindled: after they have well cleanſed the feet and 
entrails, they lay them with the reſt; and the Prieſts take the skins, Such is the man- 
ner of a burnt-offering or Holocauſt, They that offer ſacrifices of thankſgiving, Kill 
likewiſe ſuch ſort of beaſts without ſpot, and more than a year old, both male and A feerifice of 
female 3 and after they have cut their throats, they ſprinkle the blood on the Altar z Þ2nisiins 5 
then take they the rains, the caul, and all the fat, with the lobe of the liver, and the ©*** 
tail of the Lamb, andlay it on the Altar; but the breaſt and the left leg is left to 
the Prieſts: and as touching the reſt of the fleſh, the Prieſts banquet therewith for 
the ſpace of twodays; and if then there remain any thing thereof, it is burned. The 
ſame cuſtome and ceremonie likewiſe is obſervedin the ſacrifice for fins: but thoſe 
that are nor of ability to offer thegreater offerings,offer two Pigeons, or two Turtles, 
the one of which the Prieſts have to feaſt withal, and the other is conſumed with fire. 
We will treat more expreſly of the ſacrifice of ſuch beaſts, ar ſuch time as we ſhall 
diſcourſe of ſacrifices, For he that hath ſinned through ignorance,offereth a Lamb, 
and a ſhe-goat at the ſame time, The Prieſt beſprinkleth che Altar with the blood 
thereof, not in ſuch manner as is ſaid before, butthe Horns of the Altar only : and on 
the Altar they offer the kidneys, and the reſt of the far, with thelobe of the liver : che 
Prieſts carry away the skins,and eat the fleſh within the Temple the very ſame day; 
becauſe the Law permitteth chem not co reſerve any thing till the next morning, He, 
that hath ſinned voluntarily but ſecretly offereth a Lamb, according as the Law com- j;m chat huh 
mandeth, the fleſh whereof is in like ſort eaten by the Prieſts the ſame day, But if fnned witting- 
the Governors offer for their ſins, they ſacrifice in like manner as private Men do, and !/: a 
are different from them in that they bring a Bull, or a male-kid.

The Law likewiſe forbiddeth to offer the young of any Beaſt whatſoever with its Dam, 
if it hath not fed eight days at leaſt, There are alſo other ſacrifices made for de- 
liverance from ſickneſs, or for other cauſes; in which ſacrifice they imploy Wine to 
make cakes. which are eaten with the fleſh of the Beaſtsz of which it is not lawful to: 
reſerve any thing againſt thenext morning when the Prieſts have caken that portion 
which belongeth to and ſufficerh them. The Law commandeth, that on the common Nun. 28 
purſe there be every day killed a Lamb cf a year old,the one in the moraing,the orher OO 
at the ſhutting up of the eyening: andonthe ſeventh day, which is calledthe Sabbath, 
that two be offered in that manner as hath been declared And on the new 'Moon, 
befides their daily offerings.,they ſacrifice two Oxen,ſeven yearling Lambs,anda Wether 
and a Kid, for the abolition of thoſe ſins which are committed through forgerfulneſs.

The eighth day they ceaſe from 
The E'jter ** work, On this day. ( as we have ſaid) they ſacrifice a Calf, a Ram and feven Lambs, 
was. the 14, of anda Kid,for a ſin-offering, Theſe are the ceremonies of the Tabernacles which have 
Is been alwayes obſerv'd by thoſe of our Nation, In the month Xaztiqze (which we 
called Niſar ) which is the firſt month of the year, the fourteenth day after the new 

Moon, the Sun being in Ares, (for at that time were we delivered out of Egypt ) he 

ordained, that every year we ſhould renew the ſacrifice, which we call the Paſſover, 

and which ( as I ſaid, ). was celebrated the ſame . time that we departed out of zgypr. 

We celebrate this Feaſt according to our Tribes, without reſerving any thing of thar 

which is offered, till the next day 5 which is the fifteenth day of the month, and the 

firſt of the feaſt of unleavened bread which followeth that of the paſlover ; and during 

ſeven days, it 1s unlawful ro eat any unleavened bread: and every day are ſlain two 

Bulls, one Ram, 2nd ſeven Lambs, which are all conſumed with firez ro which there 

is added a Kid, for a ſin-offering which the Prieſts eat. The ſecond day of this feaſt 

of unleavened bread ( which 1s the ſixteenth of the month) they begin to enjoy the 

Fruits that arereaped,and till that time untouched. And for that itis very conveni- 

Lev 2.14» 4 ent, that God ſhould be honoured with the firſt-fruits, from whom we receive 
wg fruits ſuch abundance, they: offer the firſt-fruits of Barley after this manner : After they 
have dryed a handful of the ears, they beat or thraſh it, and cleanſe the Barley from

caſt a handful of the ſame on the Altar, they leave the reſt for the Prieſts uſe : and

In the mean 
while; Moſes and Aaron falling proſtrate. on their faces, beſought Gag, not for thei own 
fafety, but that it would pleaſe him to reſtore thedeſpairing multitude ta a better mind, 
who were troubled with-ſo many preſeac neceſiities, and vain apprehenſions of the fu- 

. re: Whereypan ſyddenlya Cloud appear'd on the Tabernacle, and gave teſtimony, 
that God was there.preſent, Which when Azofes perceiv'd, (being full of confidence ) 
he preſsd into. the midſt of the multitude, and told. them, That God was provoked ta takg 
prnyſbment of: the owtrage mbich they had commuted agairſh hims yet wet fa ſeverely, 45 the 
iniquity of their ſins deſerved, but in that diſcipline which fathers are accuſtomed to uſe, far 
the amendment of their childrey; For at ſuck: time 4s he ftood before Ged.its. the Tabernacle, 
and beſought him with tears for the ſafety of the multitude, God had reconnted unto him bow

A many benefits and favours they had received from him, and how ungrateful they ſhewed them- Foote #9 
ſelves towards him : and that at the preſent being tranſported with paſſeon and fear, they had Ne 
given more credit to the reports of the Spies, than to his promiſes. Notwithſtanding all which, before Chriſt's 
he would not utterly conſume them all, nor exterminate their whole Race, ( whors be had ho- yoga 
roured above all the Nations of the earth ) but for puniſhment of their ſin, they ſhould not poſ- EN 
ſeſs the Land of Canaan, wor taſte the ſweetneſs and plenty of its ſruits 3 but they ſhould live The 17.05..s 
in the Deſart, without Houſe or City, for the ſpace of forty years. Tet hath he promiſed (ſaid ſhould wander 
he) to give. the Conntrey to your children, whom be will ' make Lords of the moe and Heirs of * ** Defart 
thoſe Poſſeſſions of which you have render'd yoir ſelves unworthy by your nurmuring and diſ- © © 
obedience, | 
After Moſes had diſcours'd theſe things in this manner, the People were in great ſor- 
row and calamity, and beſought Moſes, that he would. appeaſe God's wrath conceiv'd {27 
againſt them, beſeeching him, that forgetcing their faults that were paſt in the Deſart,he people. 
would make good his promiſes to them 2oſes anſwer'd them, That God was nor incen- 
ſed againſt them according to the manner of humane weakneſs, but that he had given 2 
juſt ſentence againſt them. In this place it 1s not to beſuppos'd, that 3doſes ( who was 
bur a man only ) did appeaſe ſo many mnltitudes of diſpleaſed men, but that God afliſt- 4 
ed hirn, and Drought to paſs, that the People were wrought upon by hjs words ( having 
by divers diſobediences, and by the calamities whereinto they were fall'n, known,, thar 5-1 _ 
obedience was both good and profitable. ) But what greater proof can be deſir'd of _. DN 
the eminent virtue of this Lawgiver, and of the ſtrange Authority he acquir'd thereby, 
than that not only they who liv'd in his time, bur even at this day, there is not any one 
amongſt the Hebrews, but takes himſelf oblig'd co obey the Ordinances made by him, and 
regardshim as preſent and ready to puniſh the Tranſgrefſors of the ſame ? There are be- 
ſides divers great and evident ſigns of the more than humane virtue which was in him : 
and amongſt the reſi, this was not the leaſt, That of certain ſtrangers that have Tra- 
vel'd out of the Regions beyond Exphrates, a four months journey, to their great char- 
ges, and with no leſs peril, to honour our Temple, and offer Sacrifice; yet ſome have 
not obtain'd licence or permiſſion to offer, in that by our Laws it was not lawful for 
them to do it, and ſome other, without ſacrificing, (others the Sacrifice half finiſh'd, the 
reſt not permitted to enter the Temple ) have return'd back again to their homes,with- 
out finiſhing their. purpoſe, chooſing rather to ſubmit to Moſes's Law, than to ſarisfie 
their own wills; and that without the leaſt repining or complaint, - So much did the 
opinion once conceiv'd of this man prevail, that he is eſteem'd more than a man, out of 
the confideration that he had receiv'd Laws from God, and deliver'd them to men- Of 
late alſo, ( not long before the Wars of the Jews, during the Empire of Claudizs,when Thegrear ſear2 
1ſmael was High-Prieſt amongſt us ) ſo great a Famine oppreſs'd our Nation, that an 4 m 
Aſſar of Meal was ſold for four drams, and there was brought to the Feaſt of Azymes claudire 
the quantity of ſeventy Cores, ( which make 30 Sicilian a q 40 Athenian Medimni, al- 
moſt two Buſhels of ours) none of the Prieſts were ſo bold as to eat one grain of it, 
' notwithſtanding the Countrey was in that extremity ) fearing the Law, and God's diſ- 
pleaſure extended always againſt fins conceal'd. For which cauſe, we ought not to won- 
der at that which hapned at that time, conſidering, that the Writings left by Aoſes, are 
in ſuch force, even ar this day, that they themſelves who hate us, confeſs, that God inſti- 
tated our Government by the means and miniſtry of 2oſes, and his virtue, But of theſe 
things, let every man think as it pleaſeth him, 
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CHAP. I. 
The Fight of the Hebrews with the Canaanites, and their overthrow by them, 
without Moſes's knowledge, 


Hilſt thus the Hebrews paſſed their Lives in great penury and perplexi- 
ty in.the Defart, groaning under the burthen-of their grievous Af- 
flictions; there was nothing that more diſtracted and diſtemper'd 
them than'this, That God had forbidden them to fight with the Ca- 
naanites, They would nqw no longer give ear unto Moſes, (who 

perſuaded them to Peace) but growing confident in themſelves, that both without his 

condud and counfels, they might eafily obtain Viftory over their Enemies; they accu- 


ſed him,as if he'ſought afterna other thing, but that they being daily preſſed with great 


wants, might be enforc'd continaally to depend upon his counſels. Whereupon they re- 
folv'd upon a War againſt the Canaarites, preſurning with themſelves, that God would 
ſaccor them, not only in regard of Moſes, but alſo for that he had a general care of 
their Nation, ever fince the time of their Forefathers, wkom he had always held under 
his proteQion 3 and by reafon of whoſe virtues, he had already granted them liberty. 
They ſaid likewiſe, that if they fought valiantly, God would give them Viftory 3 that 
they were ſtrong enough to overcome their Enemies, though they were left to them-

ſelves 3 yea, though 2ſes ſhould endevor toeſtrange God from them, In a word, that jy 


it was more for their advantage to govern themſelves; and that being redeem'd from 
the ſervitude of Egypr, they ought not to ſuffer Moſes to Tyrannize over them, or to 


conform their Necks under his yoke; in a vain belief, that.God had only diſcover'd to 


Moſes, that which was good for them, by reaſon of the affetion which he bare him: As 
If all of them were not deriv'd from the loins of Abrahams, and that he onely were the 
Guide of all, in foreknowing the things that ſhould happen unto them, by particular 
inſtruction fromGod, That prudence oblig'd them to condemn his pride, and fix their 
truſt onely upon God, for conqueriag the Countrey which he had promis'd them, in 
ſpite of Moſes's contraditionz who for this cauſe hindred them, pretending the Autho- 


rity of God forit, Thar therefore conſidering their neceflity, and che Deſart , which yy 


daily more and more aggravated their miſery, they ſhould prepare themſelves couragi- 
ouſly to merch againſt the Enemy, the Caraanitesz hoping, that God would be their 
Guide; ſo as they needed not the aſliſtance of their Lawgiver, When this ſentence 
was approv'd by a general conſent, they flock out in multitudes againſt their Enemies : 
who neither affrighted by their boldneſs nor multitude, valiantly refiſted them,who deſ- 
perately charg'd them : ſo that ( the better part of the Hebrews being ſlain ) they pur- 
ſued the reſt ( enforced ſhamefully to turn their backs ) even unto their Camp, This 
overthrow ( hapning beſides all mens opinion ) wondroufly dejeted the minds of the 
multitude, ſo that they grew deſperate of all future good fortune 3 concluding , thar 


God had ſent and inflicted that plague upon them, becauſe without his counſel and order O 


they had enterpriz'd the Battel. Bur when Moſes ſaw that his Countreymen were diſ- 
may'd with the overthrow which they had recetv'd, and the Enemy grown proud with

C other but a lamentable iſſue, This Sedition, as alſo how Moſes governed theeſtate when

ſhould attempt further, he determined to retire his Forces back again into the Deſart, wu, 2455. 

And whereas the People prortiiſed thenceforward to be_obedient to him, (being taught _ re Gore's 
by their own miſery, that nothing would fall ont proſperouſly unto them; without the 1509. * 
counſel and condutt of their Guide ) they difincamping themſelves, retired'into the oY #64 
Defart with this reſolution, that they would no more attempt a Battel againſt the Cana» CRIT 
mites, till they received a ſign of their good ſucceſs from Heaven, But even as in a great 2 h<Defarr, 

Army it accuſtomably falleth out (eſpecially intime of trouble) that the common mul- 

titude wax head-ſtrong and diſobedient to their Governors, ſo did the like alſo happen 
amongftthe Jews. For whereas they were in number 600000, ahd even in their better 
Fortunes ſufficiently diſobedient to their Governors, ſo much the more were they exaf- 
perated by their wants and misfortunes, both amongſt themſelves, and againſt their Go- 
vernor. For which cauſe there aroſe ſo great a Sedition, as neither among the Greeks or 
Barbarians the like was ever heard, Which things, without doubt, had overthrown 
them, ( being brought into ſo deſperate an eſtate) had not Moſes ( forgetting the in- 
jury he had received, which was noleſs thana purpoſe to ſtone him to death) ſuccoured 
and relieved their diſtreſſed Fortunes, Neither did God utterly abandon the care of 
them: but although they were contumelious againſt their Lawgiver,and tranſgreſfed al- 
ſo againſt the Laws which he had delivered them by Moſes, yet delivered he them out of 
that danger; of which ( without his ſpecial Providence ) there could be expected no

The Sedition raiſed by Chote againit Moſes and bis Brother, for the Prieſthood. f 


Hore (a Man noble by Birth, and famous for his wealth amongſt the Hebrews, and Newb, 16. 17 
( | endowed with a cercain kind of popular Eloquence ) ſeeing Moſes placed in the ,4;4, 
higheſt place of Authority, was filled with jealoufie and envy thereat. For although he Chvre cndea-

were of the ſame Tribe and Kindred, yer he thought it a great indignity to himſelf, to ,.,c. ««

which cauſe, he began to murmur and complain to the Levites, ( which were of the ſame fer 


Tribe with him, and his Kinſmen) telling them, Tha? it was not to be ſufſered, that Moles, 
under a pretext of Communication with God, ſhould by ambitious policy (to other mens pre- 
Judice ) onely ſtudy his own glory; having of late, againſt all ſort of reaſon, given the Prieſi< 
hood to his Brother Aaron, and diſtributed other dignities,at his own pleaſure, like a King,with- 


dured, by reaſon that ſo covertly he had inſinuated himſelf into the Government 3 that before it 
conld be obſeru'd, the Peaple would be brought into ſervitude. For hethat knoweth himſelf to 
be worthy of a Government, endeavors io obtain the ſame by the couſent of the People, andnot 


ing abſtain from force, leſt they ſhould loſe the opinion of their goodneſs and honeſty ; yet endea-

not by his favor, but Gods elettion, he came into the Congregation; where he uttered 
not one word againſt the People, but addreſſing himſelf to Chore, he expoſtulated wit 
him, and accuſed him with great vehemency, being (beſides his-other qualities ) by 
nature eloquent and fit to ſpeak in publick Aſſemblies.

8. "ther doth Aaron therefore poſſeſs the Prieſthood, becauſe be is richer ( for thou haſt more ample 
poſſeſſnons thax either of us ) neither becauſe he is more noble, ( for God hath equally imparted 
the ſame unto #4 all, having given ws one andthe ſame Grandfather ) neither have I been moved 
thereunto by Brotherly afſe&ion, to beſtow that on him which was due nnto others. For had I 
conſider'd any thing but God, and the obedience Towe to him, T ſhould ratber have taken this ho- 
our to my ſelf, than have gives'it him z ſince there is no man more near to me than my ſelf. 
For what wiſdom had it been in me, to expoſe my ſelf to thoſe dangers which they incur, who 
commit an injuſtice, and ſuſſer another mait to reap the advantage of it £ But God forbid that 
my Conſcience ſhould be ſtained with any ſuch ſinzwere Iguilty of this fault,God would not leave

Ceaſe therefore to mutiny amongſt your ſelves, and to be tumultuous upon this occaſion 3 let 
every one of you that deſire the Prieſthood, to morrow bring each of you his Cenſer with per- 
fumes, and fire from his houſe.

Aﬀter Moſes had ſpoken in this manner, the People gave over murmuring, agd the ſuſ- 
tions which they had conceiv'd againſt: Moſes 3 approving inthemſelvesall that which 
w been ſpoken ; as being profitable for the Commonwealth. . $0-the Aﬀentlylope. 
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How the Awthors of the Sedition were ſlain by God's judgment, and the Prieſthood 
confirmed t6 Aaron dnil his Sons. 


He next day the People re-aſſembled, to aſſiſt at the ſacrifice, and to ſee the con- 
troverfie decided amongſt the Cotnpetitorsz neither was this Aſſembly withour 

B ſome tumult: for the whole multitude were in ſuſpence, in expeQation of the event; 
and ſome of them were deſirous that Aoſer might be convicted of deceit, But the 
© wiſer ſort, defired to ſee an end of the Sedition for they feared leſt the Common- 
wealth ſhould be utterly ruin'd, if the Tulle ſhould proceed any further, The 
multitude likewiſe ( being naturally defirous of novelty, arid prone to ſpeakevil of 
their Magiſtrates) were diverſly diſpoſed upon every occurrent. Moſes ſent his ſervants 
to Abiram and Dathaz, to ſummon them to appear ( according to the accord ) to at- 
tend the iſſue of the ſacrifice. But their anſwer was, that they would not obey him, 

' nor any longer, permit him to aſſume to himſelf a Soveraign authority over them, 
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Which when Moſes underſtood, he took divers of the Elders of the People with himz- 
and though he was eſtabliſh'd by God tocommand over all in general; yet he diſ- 
dained not to go in perſoh to theſe Revolters Now when D4than and thoſe of 
his fation underſtood that Xoſes with the Nobles were coming unto them, they, their 
Wives and Children came out of their Terits to wait for him reſolutely; having with 
them alſo their Servants, who were armed to oppoſe themſelves againſt Moſer, if ſo be 
he ſhould offer them any violence. He no ſooner drew near to them, bur lifting up 
his hands unto Heaven, he cried out with a loud voice in the hearing of the whole 
Multitude, and prayed after this manner: 0 God ( ſaid he) Thou Lord over all that 
which either Heaven or Earth, or Sea containeth ; thou art a ſufficient witneſs to me of all 
eine atFions, for that T have managed all things by thy will, and thou art he who haſt given 
me power to execute my purpoſes: thou that alwayes in commiſeration of the Hebrews baſt 
been my perpetual help and aſiſtance., hear this my Prayer. For nothing that is either done, 
or thought, is bidden from thee : for which cauſe I hope thon wilt not Eoin to teſtifie and 
' Juſtifie my truth, and manifeſt the ingratitude of theſe Men, Thou knoweſt Lord every 
thing that hath paſſed in the firſt years of my life 3 not for that thou haſt heard it, but for 
that thou haſt ſeen and been preſent at it; Thou knoweſt alſe all that hath hapned to me ſince, 
nor is this People ignorant thereof 3 But becauſe they malicionſly interpret #2y management of 
afſairs, be pleas'd, 0 my God, to give them a teſtimony of my innocence. At ſuch time as 1 
led a peaceable life, and that by thy help and my labour, and my Father-in-law Raguels favour, 
I liv'd quietly and happity, I forſook the poſeſeon of my goods, and the fruition of my peace, 
to ingage my ſelf in theſe miſeries which T have ſuſſered for theſe Men: and particularly for 
their liberty; and now likewiſe for their ſafety, Thave moſt readily undertaken grievows travels, 
Now therefore ſince 1 am grown into ſuſpition among thoſe Meu,who by my care and providence 
haveeſcaped ſo many miſchief s and miſeries;thou that appearedſt unto me in that fire on the Monn- 
tainof Sinai,aud vonchſafedſt both to ſpeak unto me,and to confirm me bythe ſight of miracles; 
who in thy Name didſt ſend me a meſſenger into Egyptzwho buſt abated thepride of the Egypti- 
ans, and haſt given ws means to eſcape from their Servitudez and haſt humbled Pharaohs 
power, when we were ignorant of our way, by giving #s a paſſage thorow the Sea, in whoſe 
bottom afterward the Egyptians were drowned; who gaveſt #s Arms, when we were naked 
thou madeſt the bitter water ſavory, and fit to be drunk, of 5 and in okr ſcarcity of water, 
enforcedſt drink for us out of the. bowels of the hard Rock; and when we found no meat 
on the Land, didſt ſend it #s from the Sea; Moreover ( 4s a thing never before heard of ) 
afſordedſt ws meat from Heaven, and haſt eſtabliſhed our eſtate with admirable and holy Laws : 
Be thou, O Lord, my Judge in all things, and my unpartial witneſs, that I haue not been 
corrupted by any brike any particular Hebrew, to favour injuſtice, nor: ſufſered a poor Man, 
in his juſt cauſe,to loſe bis right againſt arich adverſary, And now having adminiſtred the Com- 
aonwealth with all ſincerity, I am: called in queſtion for a crime whereof Tam altogether guiltleſs, 
4s if Thad conferredthy Prieſthood on my Brother for private afſeFion,and not by thy command: 
make it known that all things are diſpoſed by thy providence, and that nothing is brought to effe® 
by caſual hut by thy ſpecial ordinance : And to ſhew that thou haſt care of the Hebrews,teſtifie 
the ſame bythy juſt puniſhment infli®ed.os Dathan and Abiram,who accuſe thee to be inſenſible, 
and boaſt that thou art circumvented by my ſubtilties, But thou ſpalt meke thy revenge moſt no- 
toriows upon the. unbridled detraGors of thy glory, J they periſh after no: common T

toZambrigs's Tent, and at one ſtroak {lew both him and Chosbi, his wife. By this exam- 
ple,many.of the youth being animated by this worthy a@, to do juſtice on thoſe char 
fad committed the like offence , ſlew a great number of them with the Sword, and a 


Peſtilence, ( which was ſent by Gods judgment ) deſtroy'd not only all the reſt,butalſo 


thoſe, who when by reaſon of Confanguinity they ought to have reſtrained and difſua- 
ded their Kin{men from Lewdnefs, yet either diſſembled or encourag'd them. in their 
Luſt ; the number of thoſe that periſh'd on this manner, was 14000men, At the ſame 
time, Moſes ( being incenſed againſt the Madzanites ) ſent out an Army to deſtroy that 
Nation, of which Expedition we will preſently diſcourſe, after we have annex'd that 
which muſt not be omitted in this Hiſtory, as tending to the praiſe of our Lawgiver. 
Though Zalaam, ſent for by the Madianites, to curſe the Hebrews; which he could not 
do, being hindred by the Providence of God, had afterwards given that counſel to the 
Enemy, by means whereof, within a little ſpace, a great multitude, of the Hebrews were 


corrupted in their Religion 3 yet Moſes. hath done him che honour to inſert his Prophecy M 


in his Wri'ings: although it had been eaſie for him to have depriv'd him of the glory, 
and to have appropriated it to himſelf, by reaſon that there was not any Witael: thar 
might contradict. him 3 yet he hath not neglected to give teſtimony, and to make men- 
tion. of him in his Writings:. yet let every one think of this, according as it ſhall ſeem 
good unto him. But Moſes ? as I beganto ſay ) ſentan Army of 12000 Menagainſtthe

for he was moſt expertin all divine and humane knowledge, being therein inſtructed by X«nb.32.135, 
his Maſter Moſes. © About that tire, the two Tribes of Gad and Renben, with the half © -,0. bb 
Tribe of Manaſſes (being abundantly ſtored with Cattel,and all other manner of Riches) Reuter, Gad; 
by common conſent, requeſted Moſes to give and affign to them in particular the Country 7 apa 
of the Amorites, which not long ſince they had conquered by the Sword, for that it was qaled the land 
full of rich Paſtures, .But he (fufpeCting that through fear, they ſought to withdraw of the 4ne- 
themſelves from the War with the Caraazites', under pretext of care of their Catcel) oi 
ſharply reproved them, ſaying, that they-were fearfu] ; and that their defire was to poſ-. 
C ſeſsthat Land which was conquered by the Valor of the whole People, to the end they 
might lead their livesin idlenefs and pleaſure 3 and not to bear Arms with the reſt of 
the Hoſt,to help them to poſſeſs the Land beyond Jordar,which God had promiſed them, 
by overcoming thoſe Nations which he commanded them to account for their Enemies. 
Theſe Tribes, leſt he ſhould ſeem to be deſervedly incenſed againſt them; anſwered, that 
neither through fear.they fled danger, neitherthrough ſloth ſhinned labour, but onely 
defign'd toleave their ptey in commodious places, to the end: they might be more fit to 
follow the War : ſaying, that they were ready ( if ſo be.they might receive Cities for 
the defenceand receipt of their Wives, Children, and Subſtance) to follow the reſt of 
the Army whitherſoever they were condutted 3 and to adventure their lives with them, 
D for the. common intereſt.

; NET M T dear friends,and companions, in my Long Travels, with whom I have run through ſi 
_— | many dangers; ſince it is thought requiſite by God,and mine age(amonnting to the number 
 - yagos of one handred and twenty years ) requireth nd leſs that I muſt depart ont of this lifes and ſince 
cath. 


it ſeemeth not good in Gods ſight,that either I ſhould be agent or aſſiſtant in your _—_ beyond 
Jordan-T have reſolv'd to employ that little ſpace of life which remains to me,in order to eſtabliſh 
your felicity according to the Grace that is given me 3 and to provide that by laying openthe way = 
unto you that leadethto the ſame,T may oblige you toretain ſome afſeFionfor my memory,” Give 1 
therefore ear unto me, that when Thave firſt declared nnto you, wherein both your felicity and the: 
happineſs of your poſterity conſifteth,and have left this perpetual teſtimony and monumtht of my 
intire love towards you, I may willingly depart ont of this life: For well 1 kjwow that I deſerve 
to be credited by you, both for that hitherto I have inceſſantly ( in ſtudying for your profits) 
never deceived you, and becauſe the ſentiments of our ſouls are never ſo pure as when they are 
ready to be ſeparated from the body. Te ſons of Iſrael, there is but one onely way whereby 
men attain to felicity, to wit, the favonr of Gol, whith be onely gives to thoſe that deſerve it, 
d withdraws froxe thoſe that offend him, Towards hin if you continue dutiful ( according 
bs he requires, and itt ſuch manner as I by his 'dirt@ion have inſtrnGed you) you ſhall neved 
fail to encreaſe in virtue, and to draw all metre to envy your __ - and which is more, 
thoſe goods which you have now obtained, ſhall be perpetual; and that which you warit ſhall 
ſhortly be plentifully beſtowed on you. Only take heed tobe obedient 10 Gods Will, and Com- 
manaments : and never prefer any other Laws before thoſe T have giuex you, or through con- 
tempt innovate any thing in your Religion. Which if you ſhall performs, you ſhall excel all 
other Nations in war, and be invincible by your enemies: for by Gods aſſiftance all things are 
pojſable, Moreover there are great rewards ( in all the conrſe of life) propoſed unto virtne, 
which is alſo to it ſelf a preat rewarc.: beſides, by it all other bleſſings are eaſily obtained; 
and if you prattiſe it among your ſelves, you ſhall both lead a bheſſed life, and obtain #- 
mortal glory, not onely amongſt ſtraygers, but alſo to all poſterity. Theſe things are you to. 
hope for, if neither you your ſelves violate thoſe Laws, C which by Gods command, and my L 
wears ) are preſcrib'd to you, nor ſuffer any other to violate the ſame, but in your ſelves con- 
tinnally meditate upon the underſtanding and uſe thereof. As for my ſelf, 1 depart this life 
in fulneſs of joy, and the comfort to leave you in great proſperity, commending you all 
to the Laws of piety and prudence, and the virtue of your Guides and Magiſtrates, who here- 
after are to take care of your ſafety and felicity. God likewiſe, under whoſe conduG# you 
have lived, ( and to whoſe favour you owe whatſoever you have received by me) will 
not Fail to take care of you 3, but as long as yon ſhall honour both him and piety, ſo long ſhall 
you remain in ſecurity under his prote&ion : neither fhall you want ſuch men, who ſhall give 


* you excelent inſtruftions;, whoſe counſels if you obey, you ſhall be fortunate ( namely Eleazar 


the High Prieſt, and Jolua, with the Senate and Magiſtrates of the Tribes ) towards whom 
beware leſt you grow ſtifſ-necked; knowing and remembring this, that he that is inſtru#ed 
to obey well, will, when he ſhall attain unto dignity, govern well. Neither imagine to your 
ſelves that liberty conſiſteth in diſobeying your Superiors, 4s hitherto you bave done; from: 
which ſin if bereafter you ſhall keep your ſelves, you e-P your eſtate become ſtill more 
flouriſhing and fortunate: And God forbid that you ſhould ever be ſo exaſperated againſt 
them, 4s you have been ſometimes incenſed againſt me, For you may remember, that I have 
been more often in hazard of my life by your means, than by the enemy : Which 1 ſpeak not

God for your General, and Soveraign ConduCtor; and for his Lieutenant, him whom 
you your ſelves ſhall chuſe, ſurpaſſing all the reſt in Valor. For when there are divers 
Commanders, it falleth out, that that which ought readily to be executed,is hindered, 
and commonly the iſſue isunfortunate. Let your Army generally confiſt of men thar 
are ſtrong in body, and hardy in courage; and remove from your Army him that is 
fearful, leſt ſuch men hapning to fly when they ought to fight, give your Enemies the 
advantage. Let them alſo be free from. War, who having built a new houſe, have

When he was en- The Spies ſur- 
camped, the Spies returned again, and preſenting themſelves unto him, certifi'd him of 1&7 F*ti6%»-, 
the whole eſtate of the Canaanites, For being unknown andunſuſpeRed, upon the fit(t 
F arrival they obſerved and viewed the walls and ſtrength of the City at their pleaſure; 
ſearching which of them were more or leſs defended, and which of the gates were eaſi- 
eſt orhardeſt to aſſault; neither did any that met them, offer any offence unto them: for 
whiPſt they thus pryed into, and viewed every place, the Citizens rather interpreted 
their diligence to be the curioſity of ſtrangers, than ſuſpe&ed that they intended any 
hoſtile ſtratagem. About the ſhutringin of the Evening, they retired themſelves into a 
certain Hoſtry that joined to the walls, whither they had been directed to take theirre- 
paſt; and whilſt after Supper they conſulted about their return, the King advertis'd, that

City But Rehab,having gotten ſome private intelligence of it,hid the Spies under certain 
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ST? Packs of Linnen, which ſhe dryed near the walls, and told them that were ſent by H 
World, x Fro the King, that certain ſtrangersa little before Sun-ſer had ſupt in her houſe, but that 
before Cbriſt's they were departed3 and if they were ſuſpeed by the King as perſons that intended 
_ *  anydetriment to the City, they might with little labour and perſuit be overtaken in 
- Y. their way. They hearing the woman ſpeak afterthis manner,and imagining no ſubtlety 
Rebathideth or deceit in her, returned back without ſearching the Hoſtry, and went in purſiit and 
the Spics: "ſearch after them every way, tracking every path, where they might be ſuſpefted to 
travel towards Jorday. But having no tidings of them = defiſted any further to 
purſue them. No ſooner was the Tumult appeaſed, but Rahab call'd forth the Spies, 
and told them the datgers to which ſhe had expoſed her ſelf for their ſecurity ( fot 
had ſhe been cm to have concealed them,both ſhe and all her family had miſerab- 1 
ly periſhed. ) Shetherefore deſired therh, to ſware to her that when they ſhould take 
Jericho, and kill all the inhabitants with the Sword, (as God had told her they ſhould ) 
they would ſave the life .of her and her family as ſhe had ſaved theirs. = 
- This ſaid, ſhe diſmiſſed them, to the end they might return home again, Afﬀer 
they had with many thanks proteſted,and ſwore to her, to acknowledge her kindneſs 
not in words, but in deeds3z and had advis'd her that-when ſhe ſhould perceive the 
City ready to be ſurprized,ſhe ſhould retire all her ſabſtance, and all thoſe that appertain- 
ed unto her, into her houſe ; and that before the door thereof, ſhe ſhould hang a Red

preſently commanded him to ariſe, and purge the Army of that facriledge that had 
hapned therein, and of a Theft committed by one of the multitude, who was ſo hardy 
as to violate and conceal thoſe things which were conſecrated to him, aſſuring him, that 
that was the cauſe of the preſent calamity : but as ſoon as he had ſearched out, and 


puniſhed the ſacriledge, the 7#aelites ſhould become fortunate, and obrain the vitory, 


This Oracle Joſhna declared to the people,and calling for the High Prieſt and the Magi- 


ſtrates,he caſt lots upon the Tribesz and when the lot had fallen on the Tribe of Juda, 


it was again caſt by Families 3 and when again the Sacriledge was found to be com- 
mitted in Zacharias Family, they caſt the ſame once more man by man, and it fell upon 
Achar: who unable to hide what was diſcovered by God himſelf, confeſſed the fac, 
and brought forth thoſe things which he had concealed : whereupon being preſently 
put to death, he was oY night buried after an ignominious manner, according as he 
deſerved, Burt Joſhna having purified the people, led them forth againſt 4iz, and lay- 
ing Ambuſcado by night above the City, early in the morning he drew the Enemy out 
to fight, who boldly broke forth (being encouraged by their former viory; ) but 
Joſhua making aſhew of Retreat, drewthem farther off from their City,imagining that 
the Iſraelites fled, and that they ſhould'gain a ſecond viftory over them. But when 
Joſhua ſfaddenly made a ſtand, and charged them, and gave a ſignal unto thoſe that lay 
m ambuſh, they march all together towards the City, and eaſily entred the gates3 
where,and on the Walls, ſtood divers of rheinhabitants asſpeQators (as they thought) 
of their atchieved victory. In this manner was the City taken, and all that were there- 
in ſlain, Joa on the other fide preſſed thoſe in ſuch manner, with whom he maintain- 


- ed skirmiſh, thar they turned theirbacks, and fled towards the City, as if it had been 


in the ſame ſtate as they left it : but when they perceived that it was taken, and ſaw 
both it, their Wives and Children conſumed with fire, they ſcattered themſelves about 
the fields, not being able to rally, by reaſon of their diſorder. By this overthrow of

All which Joſhua upon his return to Gzlgal diſtributed amongſt the Soldiers, But the 
Gibeonites (who dwelt not far from Jeruſalem ) underſtanding what had hapned to 
them of Jericho and the Ainites,and fearing leſt the like misfortune might fall upon them- 
ſelves, thought it to no purpoſe to endevour to move him by their prayers, becauſe 
they knew that he warred with a reſolution, utterly to root out and extinguiſhthe 
Nation of the Canaanites from off the earth. They therefore perſuaded the Cepherites 
and Cathjerimites their neighbours to joyn with them, in order to contraCt an alliance 
with the Hebrews,as the only means to ſecure them(elves from the danger which threat- 
nedthem. Which counſel of theirs being accepted, they ſent Ambaſſadors to Joſhua, 
ſach men as they thought moſt capable and wiſeſt amongſt them in the affairs of the 
Common-wealth, to treat a peace betwixt them and the Iſraelites 3 and knowing thar ic 
would be very dangerous for them, if they ſhould ſay that they were Canaanites; and 
that on the contrary they ſhould avoid the danger, if they proteſted that they had no 
community or alliance with them,but dwelt far from them chey told Joſbxa,that ( being 
incited by his fame ) they had undertaken a long journey,the truth whereof he might

aſſurance of me, that for that time I ſhould not punifh him: T leave him to you to be puniſhed 


- according as you ſhall find an opportunity. 


After he had thus exhorted his Son,and had communicated with him all his affairs, 
both touching his friends, and thoſe whom he thought worthy of puniſhment, he gave up 
the ghoſt ( after he had lived ſeventy years, and Reigned in Hebron a City of Juda for: 
the ſpace of ſeven years and an half, and thirty three in Jeruſalem over the whole Nation,) 
He was a juſt man,adorned withall vertue, requiſite in a King that ſhould govern ſo many 
Nations, For he was valiant beyond compariſon, and in thoſe battels which he fought 
for his SubjeCts, he was the firſt that thruſt himſelf into danger, and exhorted his Souldiers 
tobehave themſelves valiantly,not commanding them like their Governour,but fighting 
with them as their fellow-ſoldier, He was very well qualified by his knowledg and ex- 
perience to make the beſt uſe of the preſent,and to manage his future occaſions: he was 
moderate and juſt,courteous and favourable to thoſe that were afflicted 5 which are thoſe 
ornaments which are worthy of a great Prince,and in this great authority wherein he was 
placed, he fteptnot any ways awry, but in the caſe of Uria's Wife. Heleft as much pr 
rather more riches behind him, than any other King of the Hebrews,or other Nations had F 
done. His Son Solozcor buried himmoſt Royally in Jeruſalem, withall thoſe ceremonies 
which were accuſtomed in Royal obſequies,and amongl(t other things, he buried a preat 
quantity of riches with him; the incredible eſtimare whereof may be conjectured by 
that which followeth, For one thouſand three hundred years after, the High Prieſt 
Hircanus being beſieged by Antiochas ſurnamed the Religious( who was Demetrins's Son) 
and willing to gratifie him with ſome ſumme of money ( tothe intent he mightraiſe the 
ſiege,and remove his Army ) and unable to levy money by any other means,he opened

But in ſpecial the wondred ar his Palace, conſidering the great- vs Ewe of 
neſs and beauty thereof; and, above all, at the rich furniture and curious architequre Ethiepe won- 
of* the ſame 3 wherein ſhe perceived the great wiſdomr'of the King: bur nothing more _ pe oa 
ſurprized her, than the beauty of one ſingle Room, called the Foreſt of Libanxs : but the 
magnificence of his ordinary Table, and the furniture and ſervice of the ſame, made her 
aſtoniſhed.

Ous ſtones to be made for the uſe of his Table, all curioufly wrought 3 the reſt of his 
neceſlaries alſo were of gold : for nothing was cither bought or ſold for filver, For the 
King had many ſhips upon the Sea of Tharſis, which upon his command carried divers 
merchandize into remote Countries,by vent whereof they brought him home much gold 
and filver, and much Tvory and Ethiopian Moors and Apes; and this Navigation inſail- 
ing to and fro, was finiſhed in three years. The renown and fame alfo of Soloxwons vit- K

F3 uT Aſa King of Jeruſalezz, was a man of an upright and honeſt life, and one that 
\ > feared God neither propoſed he to himſelf any other rule of his Ations.than the 
Divine Law. He corrected whatſoever was vicious and irregular in his Kingdom, purg- 
i172 it from all impiety. He had an Army of three hundred thouſand men of the Tribe 
of Jada. armed with Bucklers and Javelins, and two hundred and fifty thouſand of the 
Tribe of Benjamir, bearing Bucklers and Bowes. After he had reigned ten years, Zareus 
King of Fthjopia came out againſt him, with a great Army of nine hundred thouſand foot- 
men, and one hundred thoutand horſemen, with three hundred chariots, and deſtroyed 
all the Land as far as Aareſa, a City of Juda: in which place 4ſa met him, and ſet his 
Tie 7rbion; Army in aray againſt him, in the valley of Saphath. not tar from the City, Where

through famine, becauſe they had not any thing more lefr. Go, ſaid the Prophet, axd be 
of good conrage, and conceive better hopes; and when thou haſt prepared meat for me,bring it : 
for I tell thee, that thy flowre ſhall not fail. nor thy pot of ol be empty until God ſend rain up- 
on the earth. When the Prophet had ſpoken thus, ſhe approach'd untohim,and perform- 
ed that which he commanded, and ſhe herſelf had ſufficient to feed upon, and ſhe gave 
the reſt unto her ſon, and tothe Prophet : ſo that they wanted nothing , ſo long as the 
drought continued.” 

Menander maketh mention of this great drought, in the as of 7thobal King of the Ty- 


Month of O&ober, until 0@ober in the next year after ; whereupon 'the Prince cauſed 
prayers and ſupplications to be made, which were follow'd with great ſtore of Thunder. 
He built the City of Botris in Phenicia,and Auzate in Lybia. Doubtleſs he expreſſed 
hereby the drought that hapned in Achab'stime : for about that time, /thobal reignedover 
the Tyrians, as Menander teſtifieth in his Hiſtory. The woman (of whom we have ſpo- 
ken heretofore, thatentertained the Prophet ) ſeeing her ſon fallen fick, and Tying ſen- 
-fleſs, as if he had been already dead, or yielding up the ghoſt, wept, and brake out into 
ſogreat a paſſion, that ſhe forbore not toſay, that the cauſe of her misfortune was, in 
that the Prophet was come into her houſe, and had diſeover'd her finsz and that he had 
been the cauſe, that God for her puniſhment, had taken away her onely ſon. But he 
comforted her, and willed her to be of good courage,and commanded her to bring the 
child unto him, aſſuring her that he would reſtore him to life, 

Now when ſhe had brought him, he took the child, and carried himinto his lodging, 
and laid him on his bed, and cryed unto God, ſaying, That ſince the loſs of her onely ſort

' belongeth not to him, but to foreign gods, follow them, When Elias perceiv'd that the peo- 
ple replied nothing hereunto, he proceeded: For an undeniable proef whereby ye may be 

ſatisfied which is the moſt powerful, either that God which I worſhip, or thoſe falſe ones which 
M Je are perſuaded to follow 5 and which is the true Religion, that which I profeſs, or that which is 
profeſſed by theſe 400 Prophets, Twill take an Oxe and kill it, and lay it upon the wood, without 
putting any fire thereto to conſume the ſacrifice 3, and they alſo ſhall do the like,and call upon their 
gods, and beſeech them to ſend down fire to conſume their ſacrifice : whichif they ſhall do,and 
confirm the ſame by a miracle, then ſhall we know that they are true gods, 
This'propoſal of his was generally approved.

Whereupon Jezabel his wife, inquir'd after the cauſe of his diſcontent, 
and how it came to paſs, that he neither waſhr, nor eat : he told her of Neboths rude be- 
havior, and how having offer'd all juſt and reaſonable compoſition, he could not obtain 
what he requeſted. Hereupon Jezabel willed him to be of good cheer, adviſed him to 
continue his ordinary entertainment, becaufe ſhe herſelf would take upon her to re-

tance of another, whom he had put to death. As ſoon as the King perceived: that he came vengeGod will 
unto him, ſuppoſing it to be unſeemly for a King to be reproved, he firſt of all confeſſed take of _ 
his fault, and offer'd him to make reſtitution according as heſhould think fit. Then did ons th ha 
theProphet foretell, That in: the ſame place where Naboths Carcaſs was conſumed by Dogs, 
that both his and his Queens blood ſhould be ſhed, and that all his Race ſhould be deſtroyed 3 for 
that they durſt-commit ſuch an impiety, and ſo wickedly murder ( againſt all Law ) ſo good 
and innocent a man, Theſe words made ſo great an imprefſion upon Achab, that he re- 
pented him of the offence he had committed : ſo that apparelling himſelf in ſackcloth, ,;, .. .z. 
and walking barefoot, he taſted not any meat, but confeſled his fins, with hopes to appeaſe 4chat's re- 
Gods wrath, Whereupon God certified him by the Prophet, Tha# during his life-time, the P<nrance.

CHAP. VIII, | 
Adad King of Damaſcus and Syria, fighteth two ſeveral Battels with Achab, 
and is overthrown by hin, 


WW Hileſt Achabs affairs were after this manner diſpoſed, the ſon of Adad (that reign- » Kings 29. 1, 
ed over the $yrians,and thoſe of Damaſews ) aſſembled the Forces of his whole p HAY War. 
Countrey, and aſſociated with him two and thirty other Kings, with whom he came and againſt 4ch4b. 
made War againſt Achab. Who being far inferior to him in power, came not into the 
open field to bid him batte], but cloſing up his Soldiers in his ſtrongeſt Cities, he himſelf 
retired into S4maria, ( which was begirt with a very ſtrong wall, and very hard tobe ta- 
| ken. ) For which cauſe the Syrian (taking his Army with him) came to Samaria, and 
encamping before it, intended to batter the City, But firſt of all he ſent a Herald to DEN 
Achab,torequire him to give audienceto his Ambaſſadors which he would ſend unto him, . we Be _ 
by whom he ſhould be certified what his reſolution was: As ſoon as the King of 1/racl Ahab. 
had granted them free acceſs. the Ambaſſadors came, and ( according to the Kings di- 
rections) required that Achabs goods, his children and wife ſhould be at Adads com- 
mand : which if he would vield to, and ſuffer him to take ſo many as he pleaſed, he 
would raiſe the ſiege, and batter the City no more, Achab gave the Ambaſladors order 
M to certifie the King of $yri«, that both himſelf, and all whatſoever was his, was at his 
command, Upon which anſwer, the King fent a ſecond meſſage unto Achab, enjoining 
him the next day to admit ſuch of his ſervants as he ſhould ſend unto him, to ſearch his 
Royal Palace, and the houſes of his friends and kinſmen,and take from thence that which 
they liked beſt, | 

Achab amazed at this ſecond Embaſſage of the King of $yria,afſembled his People,and 
let them know, that he was ready to deliver up into the Enemies hands his wives and 
children, for their ſafety and repoſe, and to abandon all that likewiſe which.was in his 
poſlleſſionz (for the Syrian had demanded no leſs at his hands in his firſt Embaſlage : ) 
But that now he required that his Servants might be admitted to ranſack all their hou- 
 Tes, to the end they may leave nothing therein that was of any value, making it hereby 
appear to the World, that he had no intent to make Peace,ſince that after the Syrian was 
ſenſible that 4chabs tenderneſs for his Subjects ſecurity, had prevail'd (o far with him, as 
to grant him whatſoever belonged peculiarly to himſelf, heſought nevertheleſs an occa- 
fion of a breach, by demanding liberty to ſeize upon their Proprieties ; notwithſtanding 
that he would do whatſoever they ſhould think good of, Tothisthe People anſwer'd, 
That they conld not endure that any of his demands ſhould be liſtened unto, or reſpeFed 3 but 
that the King ſhould prepare for War, Wherenpon he called for the Ambaſladors,and diſs 
miſſed them with this anſwer, That they fhould report unto their Maſter, that Achab agreed y,, i, i;: 
wnto thoſe things which were required, ( becauſe he deſired the happineſs of his Subje@s : ) but His anſwer co 
O touching his ſecond demand, that he would no wayes condſcendyherent : and thus fent he *b< Legartss 
them away. When Adad heard this anſwer, he was moved, and ſent unto Achab the 
third time, threatning him, That hjs Soldiers ſhopld make l- bulwark higher thas the walls Che 
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__—_—__ them 3 ( which boaſt he uſed to terrifie him, and to expreſs thereby how great a multi- 
before Chrifi's tude of Men he had to oppoſe againſt him. ) But Achab anſwered, That be ought not to 
Nativity, glory in his Army, but in thoſe a@ions that ſhould determine the War, When the Ambaſla- 
LA dors were returned back, they found the King at Dinner with two and thirty Kings his 
Allies, ro whom they made report of Achabs anſwer, Hereupon Adad gave command- 

_ ber.12, mentto begirtthe City with Paliſadoes, and to raiſe bulwarks of earth.and to ſtreighten 
on the ſiege. Whil'ſt theſe things were in hand, Achab was grievouſly troubled.,and all the 
Soldiers, People with him : but at length he grew confident, and caſt off all his fear, through the 
arrival of a certain gh. 7" who ſaid unto him, That God promiſed to deliver all thoſe 

thouſands of Soldiers. and is Enemies, which he beheld, into his hands, Theſame Prophet 

being afterwards asked, By whoſe means this viFory might be gained? Heſaid, That it ſhould 

be by the Sons of the Governors, whom the King himſelf ſhould lead forth, Achab therefore 

calling unto him the Governors Sons, found that their number amounted to 232 3 and ha- 

y.13.14>0. ying notice that the Syrians intended nought elſe bur pleaſure and banquetring, he open- 
SI cen ed the City-gates, and ſent theſe young Men our againſt them, Now when the Centi- 
ſeth viddery nels of the adverſe part had diſcovered them, they certified Adad thereof, who ſent out 
againſt the cortain Soldiers againſt them, commanding them, That if they were come ont in warlike ſort 
a to bid the Battel, they ſhould bring them unto him faſt bound; and if they came in peace, they 
ſhould do the like, Now Achab had within the City ranged another Army,and kept them 

in a readineſs. When therefore the young men had charged the $zriaz guard, and ſlain 

a great number of them, and had purſued the reſt even unto their own Camp, Achab 

ſpying his preſent victory and advantage, cauſed his whole Army to ſally forth; who 

Per. 20, 21; giving an unexpected charge upon the enemies, diſcomfited the Syrians, (who little ex- 
Achab's vito- peed ſuch a ſtratagem from the Hebrews) and aſſailed them diſarmed and drunken 
A ng i" ſo that they left both armor and weapons behind them, and fled from their Camp ; and 
Ho their King likewiſe was ſo hotly purſued, that he ſcarcely had opportunity to ſave him- 
ſelf by the ſwiftneſs of his Horſe, Achab made a long chaſe in following the Syrians, 

and ſlaughtering them that fled; he ſpoiled their Camp likewiſe, and carried thence 


great riches, and an huge quantity of gold and filver, He took Adabs Chariots and Hor- 


ſes alſo, and with them returned back into the City. D 


But whereas by the advice of the ſaid Prophet, he was perſuaded to prepare and keep 
an Army in readineſs againſt the next year, (for thatthe Syrians were reſolved to aſſault 
him again) the King omitted no pfeparation that concerned the War, For 4dad (being 
eſcaped from the fight with thoſe few Forces that remained after the battel ) conſulted 
with his friends, how he might war againſt the 1ſraelztes. Who adviſed him from thence- 
forth, never more to fight with them in mountainous places, for that their God was pows 
erful upon the Mountains, and for that cauſe they had been overcome by them : but if he 
fought with them in the Plain, both he and his ſhould be aſſured to have the upper hand. 
Moreover they counſclled him, that he (ſbould difmiſs thoſe Kings that he had confedera- 
ted with him, to the end thateach of them might return into his own Countrey, and that 
in their ſtead he ſhould retain their Forces, over which he ſhould ordain Chieftains; be- 
ſides, toſupply their places that were loſt ) they adviſed him to levy Horſemen and Cha- 

= Tiots thorow all his Countrey, Adab ſuppoſing that they had diſcreetly counſelled him 
in this matter, ordered his Army according as they had adviſed. And as ſoon as the 


Per. 23,4127. Spring was come, he aſſembled his Army, and led them forth againſt the Iſraelites, and + 


oe gg coming near unto the City of Aphec, he encamped in a plain field, Bur Achab with his 


againſt the Forces'marching out to-meet him, pitched his Tents near unto him, although he were far 
Yraciier. inferiour both in force and number, To him the Prophet appeared again, telling him, 
That God would once more give him the vidory, to make it known, that his power was not only 
in the Mountains ( as the Syrians perſuaded themſelves ) but in the Plains alſo, Thus conti- 
nued both the Armies, and encamped the one againſt the other, for the ſpace of ſix dayes. 
On the ſeventh, when the Enemy forſook their Trenches early in themorning,and placed 
themſelves in battel-array, Achabdrew out his Army,and faced them and preſently charged 
them: where after a long and dangerous fight between them, the Enemies were 
put to flight, and many of them ſlain in the chaſe. For ſome of them were intangled 
with their own Chariots, others ſlew thoſe of their own party, and ſome few of them 
found the means to flie unto their City of Aphec, who periſhed likewiſe to the number 
of Seven and twenty thouſand ( being ſlain by the walls that fell upon them ) beſides 
One hundred thouſand men that periſhed in the fight, But A4dad, attended by ſome of 


preſenting unto him, that th& Kings of I#ae/ were merciful, and that there was hope of 
pardon to be had. ( if after the mannerof Supplianrs they ſent unto him ) A4dad permit- 
ted them. Whereapon they incontinently preſented themſelves to Achab cloathed in

to Damaſcus, as fo$amaria, After this Treaty confirmed by oath, Ach4b gave him many | 
worthy Preſents, and ſent him back into his kingdom. Thus ended the War betwixr /*r.35. ad fin; 
Adad and the King of the Iſraelites. After this, a certain Prophet called Micheas , came 

unto another Tſ-aclite, commanding him to wound him upon the head, aſſuring him, That 

God was ſo pleaſed, aud had ſo commanded him. When this Iſraclite would in no ſort con- 

deſcend hereunto, he propheſied unto him, That ſince he had diſobryed Gods commandment, 

K he ſhould meet with a Lyon. which ſhonld rent him in pieces, Which coming topaſs, accor- 

ding as it was foretold, the Prophet addreſſed himſelf again unto another, commanding 

him todo the like : and when he had wounded him in the head, he bound up the wound, 

and came unto'the King, telling him, That be bad been in the Wars, and had received a Pri= 4014 was r6« 
oner in charge from his Captains hands, and that ( his Priſoner being fled from him) he fea- provedfor diſs 
red leſt he that had committed him to his charge, ſhould for that cauſe take his life from him; miſſing Ad6b, 
the rather, for that he threatned noleſs. Achab anſwer'd him, That he was juſtly condemned. 
Whereupon Micheas diſcover'd his head, and made it known who he was. And tothis 
intentuſed the Prophet this artifice, that his words might be of greater force and value. 

For he told the King, That God would chaſtiſe him, becauſe be had permitted the blaſphemer 


' L Adgad to depart nnpuniſheds aſſuring him, That God would cauſe him to be ſlain by Adad, arid 


ſuffer the people of Iſrael to be ſlaughtered by the Syrian Army. The King diſpleaſed with The reward 
the liberty and free ſpeech of the Prophet, commanded him to be caſt into Priſon z of learned - 
and being vehemently affrighted with this his Prediction, he departed home unto his TE 
houſe.

Itherto have we ſpoken of A4chab, but now I muſt return unto Jehoſhaphat King of 
H Jeruſalem 5 who having enlarged his kingdom, and planted Garifons in thoſe Cities Seboſhaphati 
that were ſubject unto him, ( and in thoſe likewiſe which his Grandfather 4bah had poſ- piety. 
ſefled in the Tribe of Ephraizs,at ſuch time as Jeroboars reigned over the ten Tribes ) the * &bren.17.14 
King had perpetual aſſiſtance and favour at Cods hands, in that he was a juſt and vircu- 
ous Prince, ſtudying day and night for nothing more, than how he might pleaſe and ho- 
nour God, The Kings his Neighbors round about him, honour'd him with Preſents : ſo 
that his riches and reputation were very great, 

In the third year of his Reign, he aſſembled the Governors and Prieſts of his Coun- 
trey, enjoining them to ride their Circuit about the Provinces, and to teach the Inhabi- 
tants of every City the Law of Moſes, training them up in the obſervance thereof, and 
in the ſtudy of piety, Which all the Citizens embraced and entertained ſo willingly,that The peace in 
they ſeemed to emulate and ſtrive one with the other, which of them ſhould exceed the F*ho/b«pbard 
reſt in the ſervice of God, The Nations likewiſe that dwelt round about him, loved Fehoſhaphans 
Jehoſhaphat. and were at peace with him, The Philiſtines alſo payed thoſe Tributes which Army. | 
were impoſed on them. And the Arabians furniſh'd him every year with fix hundred ***- 53: 
and threeſcore Lambs, and the like number of Horſes. He forrified alſo other great 
Cities of importance, and made preparation of Munition of War and Arms againſt the 
O Enemy. _ He muſtered in the Tribe of Juda Three hundred thouſand Meng over whom:

King. As ſoon as he came before Achab, and was adjured to ſpeak the truth,he ſaid, That 
God had ſhewed him the Iſraelites put to flight, and diſperſed by the Syrians, that parſued them 
20 otherwiſe than ſheep without their ſhepherd, All} which ſtenifieth no leſs, (ſaid he ) bat 
that the reſt of the people returning home in ſafety, Achab only ſhould be ſlain in the battel. 
When 2:cheas had ſpoken after this manner, Achab turning himſelf towards Jehoſhaphaz, E 
ſaid unto him, 7 told you before, how this fellow was affeFed towards me. But Micheas 
conſtaritly avowed, That he propheſied nothing but that which God had commanded hin: to 
ſpeak, efjuring Achab' that he was ſolicited by the falſe Prophets unto War, under hope of vi- 
Gory, whereas he ſhonld aſſuredly periſh in the Battel, Theſe words of his made Achab much 
diſcomforted. But Sedechias,one of the falſe Prophets,ſtepped forth, and exhorted him 
to ſet light by Micheas's words, becauſe he ſpake untruly. And for confirmation of this, he 
appealed to Elias, ( who was a far more skztful Prophet in foreteling things to come, than 
Micheas was ) yet that the ſame Elias had foretold, that the Dogs ſhould lick Achabs blood in 
the City of Jezrael in the field of Naboth, becauſe Naboth had beer: ſtoned to death at the 
inſtance of Achab. Wherebyit appeared manifeſtly, that ſince be contradiGed a Prophet ſo 
excellent as be was, he lyed, in ſaying that the King ſhould dye within vhree dayes. Moreover, 
(ſaidhe) 7t ſhall appear mhether be be truly ſent from God or no, if as ſoon as he ſhall receive 
a buffet ſrom me, he cauſe my hand to wither, according as Jadon made Jeroboams hand 
ſhrink, at ſuch time as he thought to apprehend him, For I think ( (aidhe) 0 King, that 
thou art aſſuredly' informed hereof : which ſaid , he ſtruck him; and becauſe no incon- 
veniency fell upon him, by reaſon of that his audacious attempt, Achab aflured 
himſelf, and recovered his courage, and ſet forth againſt the Aſſyrian Army. For

At length, one of Adads ſervants called Amar, ſhot at ran- « by an ar:ow 
dom amongſt the Enemies, and hurt Achab in the breaſt, and (hot him thorow the lungs, i" the bare), 
K This hurt of his concealed he from his Soldiers, for fear leſt they ſhould be diſcomfort- Os 
ed. For which cauſe, he commanded his ſervant to drive his Chariot out of the battel, 
for that he felt himſelf mortally wounded : and although he were in much pzin, yer ſate 
he in his Chariot uanti: Sun-ſet, at which crime he gave up the ghoſt, When night came, _— ng , 
the Syrian Army withdrew themſelves into their Camp , and receiving tydings by an 4cþ:bs blood, 
Herald, that Achab was dead, every one retired homeunto his houſe: but Achabs body z<cording co 
was conveyed to Sararia, and interred in that place. As for his Chariot, it was waſhed TR TO 
in the fountain of Fezrael, becauſe it was bloody, by reaſon of the Kings hurt, where- 1 King. 22.28, 
by the truth of EZlz2s Prediction was ratified and confirmed, for the Dogs lickt his blood: BY bro. 10, 
and from rhat time forward, the common Women continually waſhed themſelvesin that the acl 
L fountain-: he dyed alſo in Ramath (according as Micheas had prophelied. ) Whereas the Prophers 
therefore all things fell unto Achab, according as two Prophets had foretold him, it ap- reices,, 
peareth that we ought to honour and magnifie the Majeſty of God, and toreverence his 
Prophelſies, and to aſcribe always more credit unto them, than to the vain and plauſible 
ſpeechof flatterersz and noleſs to reſpe& them, than things of infinite profic, ſince by 
them we are divinely admoniſhed what we ought to take heed of. Tt behoveth us alſo 
to confider what force the Decree of God is of, by examining thoſe things which befell 
Achab, For it is impoſſible ro avoid what God has fore-ordain'd, notwithſtanding that 
Men flatter themſelves with vain hopes, which inveigle them ſo far, that finally they are 
overtakenin the ſnaresthereof. For this careleſs inconſideration was fatal to King Achab, 
M in that he believed nor his death which was foretold him 3 but being deceived by the mult

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CHAP. I, 
Joram, Achabs Sor, overcometh the Moabites # baitel. 


S ſoon as King Fehoſaphat was returned back again to Jernſalemr (from the War 
wherein he had afliſted 4chab againſt 4dad the King of Syria, as we have 
before related) the Prophet 7ehu ( in his return ) came forth and met him, 
and reproved him, becauſe he had given Achab (who had been an impious 
man ) his aſliſtance,aſſuring him that God was difpleaſed with that his con- 
federacy; yet notwithſtanding that he of his goodneſs had delivered him from his 
Enemies, although he had provoked him to anger. Aﬀeer this admonition, Jehoſaphat 


eweſerviceof beganto offer ſacrifices,and thankſgivings,and peace offerings unto God : Whichdone, 
he rode in progreſs about thoſe Countries that were under his dominion, giving order: 


that the people ſhould be inſtrufted in thoſe ordinances which were delivered from God 
by the hands of AZoſes, aud exhorted his Subjects to the praftice of piety. He placed 


Judges likewiſe in every City, commanding them to execute juſtice without reſpe& of 


perſons. Hecharged them likewiſe, that they ſhould not be corrupted with rewards, 
or ſeduced by dignity, riches, or Nobility 3 but that they ſhould do juſtice indifferently 
to all men, knowing that God ſeeth all,things, how ſecretly ſoever they be carried or 
contrived, Having in this ſort ordered every thing in each City of the two Tribes, he 
returned again to Jeruſaltw, where he likewiſe choſe Judges from amongſt the Prieſts 
and Levites,and the Elders among the people 3 exhorting themin all things to give up- 
right and juſt judgement. Andif they of other Cities had any cauſes of greater con- 
{ſequence ( which ſhould be referred to their final determination ) he charged them in- 
duſtriouſly to decide them : for that it was very convenient that the moſt uncorrupt 
ſentences ſhould be delivered inthat City, where God had his Temple, and the King 
made his ordinary abode, Over all theſe he placed his two friends, Amaſias the Prieſt, 
_ Zabadias,of the Tribe of Juda, After this manner did the King order his 
affairs, 

About this time the Adoabites and Ammonites ( with their confederates,a great number 
of Arabiazs ) aſſaulted and aſſembled themſelves againſt him, and incawped themſelves 
(a City ſituate near unto, the Lake Aſphaltites, and diſtant from 
Jeruſalem three hundred furlongs ) in which pſace flouriſhed thoſe goodly and whole- 
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-and not to range themſelves in battel-array : he commanded the Prieſts to march before 


ſome Palme-trees, whence diſtilleth the pure and perfe& Baime. When Jehoſaphat had redo 
intelligence that the Egemies had paſt the Lake, and were already far entred into his World, 3048, 
Countrey,he wasafraid,and aſſembled the people of Jeryſalem in the Temple,and ſtand- fore Cbrifts 
iog up,and turning his face toward the Propitiatory,he beſought and requeſted God that 5 © Wy 

he would give him power to overcome his Enemies, For ſuch had been the form of their WW 
ſupplication, who in times paſt built the Temple : namely, that it might pleaſe him ro _ 4g 
fight for that City, and oppoſe himſelf againſt thoſe that durſt attempt or aſſault thar Febi/ipttrr> 
place, to diſpoſſeſs them of that Countrey which he himſelf had giventhemin poſſef- prayer in che 
fion; and in pronouncing this prayer he wept; and all the people likewiſe, both men, ow. wo or 
women, and children, made their requeſt unto God. Preſently upon this, a certain Pro- vietory, 
phet called Jazzel aroſe upin the midſt of the Congregation,and cryed out, and affured 

the people and the King,that God had heard their prayers, and promiſed them to fighr 

for them againit their enemies, enjoyning them the next day to fally out in Armes, and v.14, 15, &c; 
to make head againſt their adverſaries, whom they ſhould ericounter in the mountain J<v#'the 
ſituate betwixt Jernſalem and Ergaddi,in a place called the hillock of Sis ( which place je. yg 
in Hebrew, ſignifieth E-rirency ) willing them not to fight againſt them, bur only to ſtay vidory. 

in that place,and ſee how would God fight for them, When the Prophet had ſpoken theſe 

words, the King and all the people proſtrated themſelves upon their faces,giving thanks 

unto God; in the mean while the Levites ſung Hymnes. with inftruments and voyces. 7,* 7 . 


About the begining of the day,the King departed into the deſart that is under the City and weapons 


of. Thecoa, adviſing the people to believe all that which the Prophet had ſa1d unto them, pro hang

them with their Trumpets, and the Levites that they ſhould fing Hymnes of thankſgiving mics. 
unto God, as if their Counttey were already delivered from their enemies. 
This advice of the Kings pleaſed themall3 ſo rhat they performed whatſoever he 
counſelled them. But God ſent a great terror and diforder among the Barbarians: fo 
that ſuppoſing themſelves to be enemies one againſt the other, they ſlew one another in v. 22,94 24. 
ſuch ſort, that of ſo great an hoaſt,there was not one that eſcaped, But Jehoſaphat look- bag er: 
ing down into the vally ( wherein the enemies had pitcht their tents ) and ſeeing it full confegerates 
of dead men, rejoyced greatly at the unexpected ſuccours that God had (ent him, who Kill one ano: 
had given them the victory, not by the dint of their own ſwords, but by his provi- 
dence and power only, He therefore permitted his Army to pillage the enemies Camp, 
and to ſpoil the dead 3 and ſo great was the multitude of them that were ſlain, that they 
could ſcarcely take the ſpoils of them in three dayes ſpace. On the fourth day, the The ſpoiles of 
people aſſembled together in a valley, where they bleſſed God for the ſuccours he had je, 
ſent them,by reaſon whereof the place was called the valley of BenediGion, From thence 
the King led back his Army into Jerzſalemr, and for divers dayes he ſpent the time in of- 
fering ſacrifices and making feaſts. After this diſcomfiture of his enemies was publiſhed | _ .. 
amongſt foreign Nations they were all of them afraid,ſuppoſing that God did manifeſtly The Game and

But as touching Ochozzas, Achab's Son, who reigned over Jſrael, and reſided at $a- 
maria, he was a wicked man, and reſembled bis father and mother every way in his im- 
pieties, and was nothing inferiour to Jeroboam in wickedneſs, who firſt fell from God, 
and made the 1ſraelites revolt from him. The tenth year of his Reign,the King of the 
Moabites rebelled againſt him, and denied to pay him thoſe tributes which he was wont 
to pay unto Achab his Father. But it came to paſs that as Ochozias aſcended the ſtairs 
of his Palace, he fell down from the top thereof, and being indiſpoſed by the fall, he ....;, ac 
ſent to Accaroz unto the god called Myiodes,or the Flie, to enquire whether he ſhould re- 9choz3as ha- 
cover of that ſickneſs or no, But the God of the Hebrews appeared to Elias the Propher, £1 (Zhen.

red) they conceived a falfe opinion, that the three Kings being preſſed by thirſt, had 
K ſlain one another, and that the River flowed with their blood. Being in this ſort fedu- 
ced with this imagination, they beſought the King to give them leave to gather their Ene- 
mies ſpoils : which when they had obtained, they altogether inconfiderately marched 
Forth, asif toa Prey already prepar'd for them, and came unto the Kings Camps, with 
hope to find no Man to refiſt them.

his own hands, This Prince was a man fit for government, and well-beloved among 
the Syrians, and common People of Damaſcas,who even until this day honour 4dad and a 
Azael his Succeſſor as gods, by reaſon of their benefits, and thoſe Temples which were +4ran's im- 
built by them, which adorn the City of Damaſcas, For every day do they celebrate piety. 
feaſts in memory of theſe Kings, and honour of them, by reaſon of their antiquity, not 
knowing that they were modern, and ſuch as reigned not paſt 1100 years fince. But Jo- 
ram, King of 1/rael, hearing of the death of 4dad, began to give over his fear, and caſt 
off that ſuſpition which he had conceived of him, rejoycing that yet at laſt he might 
have liberty to live in peace. The other Foram, King of Feruſalez, ( for he likewiſe 
was ſo called, as we have heretofore declared) by murthering of his brethren and his 
fathers friends, who were Governors, obtained the Kingdom, and became fo wicked and 
impious,as he differed innothing from the Kings of 77ae/,who tranſgreſfled the firſt laws 
and ordinances of the Hebrews, and perverted the ſervice of God. For Athalia,Achabs 
daughter, (his Wife ) taught him toexecute divers miſchiefs, and, amongſt the reſt, to 
adore ſtrange gods. This notwithſtanding, God would not altogether aboliſh hisrace, 
by reaſon of his promiſe madeunto David: yet he omitted not daily to introduce new 
impieties, and corrupt the ancient laws of his forefathers, Mean-while it came to paſs, The 14un2 
that the /dumzarnsrevolted, and ſlew their King, who had been before-time ſubje& unto 4» revolr. 
Jehoſhaphat, Jorams father, and in his place eſtabliſhed another to their own liking. For **"**** 
which cauſe, Joram invaded 1dumea by Night with his Horſes and Chariots,and ſpoiled 
the Countrey round about his Kingdom, without paſling any further : yet proficed he 
nothing in ſo doing; for all of them revolted from him, and, amongſt the reſt; the Inha- 
bitants of the Countrey of Labia. But ſogreat was the fury of this Man, that he con- 
ſtrained the People to aſcend the high mountains, and adore ſtrange gods. Yet whilſt, ,,,,.,. , 
he behav'd himſelf in this manner, and utterly tooted out of his thoughts the laws of goran's wick-

| L fied him that God would do juſtice upon him, becauſe he had forſaken the wayes of his 1... 


forefathers, and followed the impietiesof the Kings of 7ſrael, conſtraining the Tribe of 
Juda, and the Inhabitants of Jeruſalem, to forſake the ſervice of their God, to ſerve 
Idols, as Achab had conſtrained the 7ſraelites todo : Furthermore, becauſe he had mur- 
thered his brethren, andſlain upright and virtuous men. The Prophet likewile certifi'd 
him by Letters, what puniſhment he ſhould ſuffer; namely, the ruine of his People , the 
death of his Wives and Children; and laſtly his own death : which ſhould happen unto 
him by a ſickneſs in his belly,wherewith he ſhould be ſo tormented, that his intrails ſtrang- 
ly rotting within him, ſhould drop out, and that he himſelf ſhould ſee his miſery, which 
 ſhouldbe ſuch, asneither might be recover'd by medicine,or ſhould ever leave him,uatil 
M he had finiſhed his days.

had hapned. Mean-while, Jeb#,attended by his choiceſt Horſemen,and mounted in his Cha- 
riot, marched towards Jezrael. And when he drew near unto the City ,the Centinel that 
was appointed by Joram to diſcover thoſe that repaired to the City, perceived Jehz re- 
ſorting thither with a multitude of attendants, and told Joraz: that a Troop of Horſe- 
men were at hand. Whereupon a Scout wasſent out to diſcover who they were 3 who 
drawing near unto Jeb#, asked him what News there was in the Army ? telling him,chat 

the King was deſirous to know the ſame, Jeb willed him to take no care thereof, but 

to fol'ow after him, The Centinel perceiving this, certified Jorazs, that the Meſſenger 

whom he had ſent, went along with them that came,and followed their General. Where- 

uponthe King ſent out a Meſlenger the ſecond time, and Jehz commanded him to attend 

him, as he did the firſt : which the C:ntinel ſignified to Joram likewiſe, who thereupon 

took his Chariot to meet them, accompanied with Ochozzas, King of Jeruſalem, who (as 

we have ſaid ) was come to the City, to ſee how the King was recovered of his hurr,be- 

cauſe he was allied unto him. But Jeh# marched on in good aray, till Joraz: meeting 

him inthe field of Naboth, asked him how the Army did? who inſtead of returning an 

anſwer, reviled him bitterly, and called him the ſor of a Poyſoner, and of an Harlot. For 

which cauſe, Jorams ( fearing his turbulent ſpirit, and ſuſpeCQting he deſigned ſome Trea- 

ſon againſt him) fled away as ſwiftly as his Chariot could be driven telling 0choz3as, 

that they were beth of them betrayed : but Jebu flung a Dart at him, and pierced him tho- 

row the heart, Whereupon Joram inſtantly fell on his Knees, and dyed, Hereupon Je-

K dren, to reign as King over them, becavſe they had a multitude of ftrong Chariots,horles, 
Armor, men, and ſtrong Cities ; to the end, that in fo doing, they might take revenge 
on thoſe that \lew their Lord and Maſter, ( This did he under a colour to ſound how 
the Samaritans were affected towards him, ) W hen the Governors and  T*tors had 
received theſe Letters, they were afraid, and made/account that they could prevail 
nothing againſt him, who had prevailed already againſt two mighty Kings, - For which 
cauſe they wrote back unto him, acknowledging him for their Sovereignz and offeriog 
themſelves in all duty. to be under his ſubjetion.

of Be.tz . ſcore Soldiers (whom he eſteemed to be moſt truſty ) commanding them to kill the 
Fricits, falſe Prophets, and to puniſh them according to the cuſtom of their forefathers, which 
had already toolong been negleCted ; dreadfully threatning all thoſe, who ſhould any 
wayes omit to root outthe name and memory of theſe wretches out of the world. They 
thereforeſlew all thoſe Prieſts, and guarded the Kings Palace 3 and in ſo doing, Clearei 
Samaria of forrain gods. This Baal was the god of the Tyrians (for whom Achab built 
a Temple in Samaria, intending thereby tocontent Jthobaal the King of the Tyrians 
ni 2% os and Sidonians ) to whom he aſſigned Prieſts, and honoured himwith all forts of ſacr'fice.

41:4 rz, Abour the ſeventh year', Jorada conferred with five Centurions, and perſwaded 
7.5 dy Fo14- them'to oppoſe themſclves with mutual conſent againft 4thalias proceedings, and to 
hows the ſecurethe Kingdom for little Jous. Whereupon giving and receiving promiſes of ſecrecy 
High Prieſt, is the:one-Unto the other,they confidently addreſfled themſelves to execute their intended 
crexced Kings purpoſes, after thismanner. They whom the High Prieſt had choſento execute this fatt, 
___ wentthorow all the Countrey, and gathered the Prieſts and Levites together, with all 
the Governours of the Tribes,and afterwards returned and brought them to Jeruſaler 
tothe High Prieft who made thein take anoath,thatthey would keep ſecret that which 
he ſhould inform them of, as a. thing that. required ſecrecy, and men of courage and 
reſo'ution to perform the ſame. As ſoon as he'had aſſured them by oath, he broughe 
forth the Intle child whom he had till that-time preſerved. and ſaid unto them : Behold

K Prieſt called Mathav, The charge and guard of the Temple, Joiadz committed to 

the Prieſts and Levites,according to the other eſtabliſht by David, with commandment », 1s; 
twice a day to offer their ordinary burnt offerings, and to make perfumes, according to Thereſtoring 
the Law. He appointed alfo certain of the Levites to be porters to guard the Pg a 
Temple, to the intent that no unclean thing ſhould enter the ſame uneſpied: and after 

he had ordained theſe things, with the Centurions and Governors, and with all the 

people, he took Joas and led him ont-of the Temple, and attended him to the Palace, 

and having placed himon the Royal Throne, all the people cried, God ſave the King , 

and banquetted and feaſted for divers dayes. Thus after the death of Athalia, the City 

was at quiet.

M Ty Ut Azae! King of. Syria making War againſt the 7/raelites, and againſt their King 

B Jehu, deſtroyed the Countrey on the other ſide of Jordan, and all the Eaſtern craft 2 King,r 2.18; 
inhabited by the Renberites, Gadites, and Manaſſites. Furthermore, he burnt and ſpoiled # nn Ref 
Galaad,and Bathanea,violating and outraging all thoſe that he met withall, For Jehx went The War be- 
not out againſt hinito refiſt him, but (being become a contemner of God,and his Laws) *vcn - > 
he died after he had reigned ſeven and twenty years over the 1/raelites : he was buried in nd qo 
Saxaria, and left behind him Joas his Son to ſucceed him in his Kingdom. Burt Joas 
King of Jernſalem was deſirous to repair the Temple: fot which ' cauſe, calling unto 
him Jozada the High Prieſt, he commanded him to ſend, thorow all the Countrey the 
Levites and Prieſts, and to levy upon every one of their heads half a ſicle of ſilver, for 
the building and reparation of the Temple, which was fallen to decay in Jorazr, Athalia, 
and her ſucceſſors times. But the High Prieſt would not obey him herein, knowing 2 cpon. 24.5; 
well no man would willingly disburs nioney, But 1n the threeand twentith year of his 4414 _ 
reign, the King ſent both for Jozade, and the Levites alſo, and expoſtulated with them ofche Temwie 
for diſobeying his commandment,enjoyning them from that time forth ro provide for the © 
bulding of the Temple, Whereupon the High Prieſt uſed preſent diſpatch in levying 
the money, wherewith the people were well pleaſed, He therefore made a cheft of 
wood cloſed on every ſide (except that oh the upper lid thereof, there was a little 
cranny left open ) which he placed neer unto the Altar, commanding that every one 
ſhould offer according to his devotion, and put in his offering thorow the ctanny into 
Q the coffer, to be imployed in the repairing of the Temple; whereunto all the people 
ſhewed themſelves affeCtionate: ſo that they gathered together a great quantity of Gold 
and Silver, with greatzealezand whenthe coffer was filled,it was emptied,and the account

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bod feb and afterwards was brought together into one place ; aſſigned for it, which order was 


before Chriſ's obſerved every day, And when it was ſuppoſed that there was ſufficient money gathered, 
Nativi)» the High Prieſt Joiada, and King Joas hired Maſons, and Carpenters, and prepared great 
NS beams of excellent Timber: 
After that the Temple was repaired, they employed the remainderof Gold and Silyer 
( which was of no ſmall quantity ) to make cups, pots, and vellels, and other utenſils: 
and every day offered they ſacrifice of great value upon the Altar,and this cuſtome was 
continued fo long as Jozada lived. But after his deceaſe ( which hapned in the hyadred 
and thirtieth year of his age, after he hadlived a juſt and upright life, and wag interred 
Sfrer Fojadas 3 FOE ſepulchre of David in Fernſalem, becauſe he had eſtabliſhed the Kingdom in 
death;and how Davids poſterity ) King Joas had no more care to ſerve God,and with him the reſt of the 
he was rePr9- Governours of the people were corrupted, fo that they broke the laws and ordinances 
Prophet. * their forefathers. For which cauſe God being provoked by this change,and incenſed 
2 Chror.24 againſt the King and the reſt, ſent his Prophets unto them, to proteſt againſt them, and 
17-44 29 expoſtulate with them for their offences,and to withdraw them from their iniquity. But 
they purſued (in the more amen © ſo that neither the puniſhments, by which they,

1, A Aaſras hisSon ſucceeded him in the Kingdom, Bur in the 21 year of Joas's reign, 
Tm [++ 7s A Toachas, theSon of Jehx,took poſicſhion of the Kingdom of 1ſrael in Semaria, and 
Amiſuu King rejgned for the ſpace of ſeventeen years. But he followed not his Fathers ſteps, but 
ot Feru[4e®. rather behaving himſelf impiouſly, according as his predeceſſors in the Kingdom, and 
The forces of contemners of God had done: For which cauſe the King of $yria ſubdued him, and 
Iractneakned cut off a great part of his dominions,and took his greateſt Cities from him,and defeated 
by God, his Armies: fo that at length he had but ten thouſand footmen, and five hundred harſ- 
men. All which hapned to the 1ſraelites according to the prophecy of Elizews, 
which he foretold unto Azael, at ſuch time as he prophecied unto him, that he ſhould 
reign over the Syrians, and them of Dameſcas, after that he had murthered his maſter. 
Toachas being in this extremity, had his recourſe to God in prayer and ſupplication, 
beſeeching him that it might pleaſe him to deliver him from the hands of Azae/,and not 

ſuffer kim to be under ſubjeQion and thraldom unto him. 
God ( that regardeth the penitent as if they had been innocent, and that gently 
chaſtiſeth thoſe whom he might utterly exterminate, if he ſopleaſed ) gave him aſſurance 
againſt the War and danger, ſo that the Countrey ( having obtained peace ) recovered

their children for their Fathers offences, ) He afterwards levied an Army of the Tribes © oo 
of Judz and Benjamin, and choſe ſuch as were in the flower of their years, and about 
tweaty years of age: the number of whieh amounted to three hundred thouſand men, 
whom he divided into Centuries. He ſent alſo tothe King of 7#4el,and hired an hundred 
thouſand of his armed men for an hundred talents of Silver, becauſe he intended to 
make War upon the Awzalechites, Idumeans and Gabelitess Now whileſt he made this 
preparation, and was 1n a readineſs to undertake this exploit,a certain Prophet counſel- 
ed him to diſmi(s the 1ſraclites that he had with him, becauſe they were wicked men, 


N ſignifying unto him from God, that if he were followed by them in that War, he 


ſhould be overcome: and on the other (ide, that he ſhould have the upper hand over 

his Enemies if he fought with a few men, according to Gods direQtion. Hereupon the 

King was maved ( becauſe he had already paid the Tſraelites their wages ) but the Prophet

to David and Solymon; threatning him, that if he refuſed to do him ſervice, he would 
enforce him todecidethe controverſy by Arms : to whom the Jſraelite replied thus. King 
Joas to King Amaſias. There was in the mountain of Libanus a Cypres Tree of great height, 
to whom alittle thiſtle wrote, demanding of him his Danghter in marriage for his Son." But G 
during this treaty, there came a'certain wild beaſt,that trod down the thiſile.

And although he were overcome 
reth the doors the ſecond time, yet he continued to worſhip the 4ſ{yrian gods 3 chooſing rather toreve- 
e Sap hong rence any, than the true God, whom his Forefathers worſhipped : yea, ſo far grew he in 
noureh — Contempt, and neglect of all true piety, that ar length he ſhut up the Temple-gates, and 
firange gods. - prohibited the ordinary Sacrifices, having before that, taken all the precious Preſents 
Achiz #ath, Out of the ſame. After he had in this ſort committed theſe outrages againſt God,he di- 
ed, when he was 36 years old, and after he had reigned 16 years, and left his ſon Ezechj- 
as to ſucceed him in the kingdom. At that very time died Phaceias King of the 1ſraclites, 
Ce by means of acertain conſpiracy, which oſees his intended friend wrought againſt him :

"pg The fourth year of the Reign of 0ſeas, Ezechias the ſon of Achaz, and Abiaa Citizen of 
EF Jeruſalem, reigned over the two Tribes. He was a man of a virtuous diſpoſition, 'and 
2 Chron. 29-1» One that loved juſtice and piety 3 for as ſoon as he came unto the kingdom, he reſolved 
wy with himſelf firſt of all, that there was nothing more neceſſary and advantagious,than 
the eſtabliſhment of the ſervice of God, When therefore he had afſembled the People, 
the Prieſts, and the Levites, he began to diſcourſe with them in theſe or ſuch like words : 
There is no one of you but knoweth, that for my fathers offences, and for your irreverence and 
diſregard to the ſervice of God, ye are fallen into many calamities,becauſe through your extreme 
madneſs, you have ſuffered your ſelves to be perſuaded to adore thoſe, whom he eſteemed to be no 
gods, Since therefore you have learnt ( to your own miſery ) how pernicious a thing impicty 
#s, Texhort you, that you parifie both your ſelves, your Prieſts, and your Levites, from your for= 
mer pollutions, that yet at length you may aſſemble together, and open the Temple, and cleanſe the 
ſame with ordinary Sacrifices, to the end it may be reſtored to the ancient honour which hereto- 
fore it enjoyed : for by this means God will be favourable unto us, when his wrath ſhall be ap- 
peaſed that was kindled againſt #s, Asſoon as the King had ſpoken after this manner, the 
Prieſts opened the Temple, and after they had gathered the ſacred veſſels, and caſt all E 
uncleanneſs out of it, they offered Sacrifices upon the Altar, according to the cuſtom. 
Afterwards the King ſent to all the Provinces under hisdominion, and gathered together 
the People of Jeruſalem, to celebrate the feaſt of unleavened bread ( which had been 
intermitted a long time, through the impiety of the Kings Predeceflors. ) He ſent alſo 
unto the Tſraelites, exhorting them to forſake the cuſtoms which of a long time they had 
wickedl|y obſerved, and to return to the true and ancient manner of ſerving God,certi- 
fying them, that he would permit them to repair to Jernſalew, to celebrate the feaſt of 
unleavened bread, promiſing them that he himſelf would ſolemnize the ſame with them 
alſo 3 proteſting that he did this, not in reſpect of his own profit, but through the deſire 

he had to promote their felicity, who ſhould be happy, if they obeyed this his counſel. 
robin When Ezechias Ambailadors came unto the Iſraelites, and had delivered unto them 
of 5/toos tha the meſſage that they had in charge : ſo far were they from complying with them, that 
were ſent to they mocked them, and eſteemed them tobe mad, and ſpit upon thoſe Prophets that ex- 
the 17i01® horted them to piety 3 and foretold them the evils they ſhould ſuffer, if they ſerved nor 
to celebrine the true God: and finally they laid hold on them, and put them to theſword.

taken by force, in the ninth year of oſzas, and the ſeventh of Ezechias's Reign, At which 2 Kinzs :5] 
time all the Kingdom of 7fael was deſtroy'd, and all the People tranſported into the *+ 
Countries of Media and Perſia 5 and, amongſt the reſt, King 0ſeas was taken Priſoner, 
The King of Aſjria cauſed certain Nations of a Countrey called Chxt, ſo ſtiled, from 
aRiver of that name, to remove their habitation, and to dwell in Samarza, and inhabir 
the Countrey of 7/rael.

But the Prophet encourag'd him, telling him, That his ſear was 
in vain 3 aſſuring bim, that he ſhould ſuffer no evil, if ſo be he yielded np the City ©* and that 
zeither his wife, nor children, nor the ſacred Temple ſhould ſuffer any miſchief. 

Upon theſe words the King diſmiſſed Jeremy, charging him to communicate the conn- 
ſel that was held between them to no one of the Citizens, nonot to the Princes, if they 
ſhould ask of him wherefore the King had ſent for him ? adviſing him to anſwer, if fo 
be they were inquiſitive, That he reſorted to the King, to requeſt him that he might be no more 
impriſoned : all which the Prophet performed ; but they preſſed him very much;,to know C 
for what cauſe the King had ſent for him.

Mean-while, the City was as vali- 
antly and couragiouſly defended by theInhabitants; for neither Peſtilence,nor Famine, 
plucked down their ſpirits: And although that within the City they were tormented 
with theſe ſcourges, yet were not their reſolutions broken, nor did the enemies inven- 
tionsaltoniſh them, nor-their engines afright them 3 ſo that all the battel betwixt the ga- 
bylonians and Jews, ſeem'd to be atryal both of valor and art, whilſt theſe do' afſuredly 
ver.5.57. hope to ſurprize the City 3 and the other thought their ſafety conſiſteth herein, if they 
gr ng 4 ceaſed not by new inventions to fruſtrate their enemies endeavors. And in this ſtate 
ind i; ſurgriz Continu'd they both, for the ſpace of 18 months, until they were cosſumed by Famine, E 
zed by the and by the darts that were ſhot againſt them by thoſe that ſhot from the Towers.

Now if 
any man be defirous to know the names of them that had command at ſuch time as Je- 
ruſalem was ſurpriz'd, theſe they be, Nergelear, Aremantws, Emegar, Naboſar, and Echaramp- 
ſor: The City being taken about midnight,the Princes of the Enemies Army entred in- 
tothe Temple 5 which when Zedechias underſtood, he took his wives and his children, 
with the Princes and his frieads,and fled thorow a. great valley by the deſart : which when 
the Babylonians underſtood by certain Jews that were revolted, and had ſubmitted them- þ 
ſelves unto them, they aroſe early in the morning to purſue them, and overtook and ſur- 
prized them near unto Jericho. Whereupon thoſe Princes and friends of Zedechias that 
had taken their flight with him, ſeeing the Enemies near unto them, forſook him ,- and 
ſcattering themſelves here and there, endeavour'd each of them to ſave himſelf, When 
therefore the Enemies had apprehended him, attended by a few followers only, and ac- 
companied by his children and wives, they brought him unto the Kings preſence 3 who 
no fooner beheld him, but he called him wicked and perfidious,and upbraided him with 
breach of his promiſe, and contempr of his Majeſty. Furthermore, he reproached him - 
for his ingratitude, in that having received the Royalty from his hands ( which he had 
taken from Joachiz, to beſtow on him ) he had, notwithſtanding, employed all his For- G 
ces againſt his BenefaQtor.

(a man that was both upright and noble) commanding them to till the Land, and to 
pay their aſſigned Tribute to the King.

When they were come to- 
gether, Godolias adviſed them to remain in that Countrey, without.any fear of the Ba- 
bylonians, promiſing that in ſnanuring their Land, they ſhould incurr no inconvenience. 
All which he confirmed untothem by an Oath ; adding further, thar if any diſturbance 


were offered to any man. he would readily afliſt him. He gave each one this advice 


likewiſe, toinhabitany City that they liked beſt: promiſing them to ſend them thi- 6 


ther, with ſuch things as appertained to them, to build them Houſes, and furniſh their 
Habitation 3 promiſing that when time ſerved, he would make provifion of Corn, Wine

Whither they were no ſooner come, but God told the 19m. a 
Prophet, that the Babylonian ſhould lead his Army into Fgypt 3 for which cauſe he wil- ie gg 
led him to foretell the people, that Egypt ſhould be deſtroyed, and that they ſhould part- nian Army, 
ly be ſlain in that place, and partly led captive to Babylov, Which camein like man- _— 
ner to paſs: for in thefifch year after the deſtruction of Jeruſalem (which was the three - 
and twentieth year of the Reign of Nabuchodonoſor) Nabachodonoſor in his own perſon 
L led his Army into Celoſyrza, and having conquered the ſame, he made War upon the 
Ammonites and Moabites. And after he had brought theſe Nationsunder his obeyſance, 

he went and fought againſt the King of Egypt, and overcame him: and after he had 

ſlain their King thar governed at that rime,and planted another in his place, he afterwards 

took the Jews that he found in that Countrey, and carried them priſoners into Babylon. 

By this means we have learned,that the eſtate of the Hebrews, hath been tranſlated twice 

to the other ſide of Exphrates. Forthe people of the ten Tribes, during the Reign of 

Oſcas, were carried away captive by Salmanazar, King of the 4ſſyrians, after he had ta- 

ken Sazzaria; andthe two Tribes by Nabzchodonoſor, King of the Babylonians and Chal- 
 dees, upon the taking in of Jeruſalem. True itis, that Salmanazar, after he had diſpleaſ- 

ed the Iſraelites, planted the Chutheans in their place, who before-time inhabited the in- 

nermolt of the Countreys of Perſia and Media, and were called Samaritanes, according 

to the name of the. place which they inhabited but the Babylonian having led the two 

Tribes priſoners, hath not planted any other people in their places. 

For this cauſe, Jadea, Jeruſalem, and the Temple, remained deſart for the ſpace of ſe- 

venty years: and all the rime that paſſed between the captivity of the 7ſraelites, until 
thedeſtruction of the two Tribes, was an hundred and thirty years, ſix moneths arid ten 

days; but Nabuchodonoſor choſe the nobleſt young men amongſt the Jews (and ſuch as 

were allied to King Zedechias, and eſteemed likewiſe for the good diſpoſition, and fair 
proportion of their Bodies and Faces) and committed themto Maſters to be inſtrutt- 

ed, commanding that every one of thetn ſhould be gelded, according as they were ac- 
-cultomed to deal with young Children of other Nations, whom he fubdued by force, 

He allowed them Victuals from his own Table, and they were taught and inſtrufted in 
the Diſcipline of the Countrey,and in the Chaldee Tongue.

pens dyed : he was a manof good Condutt, and more happy than any of his Predeceſlors. 
Beroſus maketh mention of his aCts, in the third Book of the Chaldaique Hiftory, where 

p ſpeakth thus. His Father Nabuchodonoſor, having notice that the Governowr whom ke 

ad appointed over Egypt, andthe neighboring parts of Cceloſyria avd Phcenicia; was re- 

volted from him (being at that time in himſelf unable to endure the troubles of War) commit- 

ted apart of his Forces unto his Son Nabuchodonoſor,, who was in the flower of bis age, 

Beroſuzof and ſent him forth againſt them, who enconntring the Rebels, and fighting with them, over- 
75% came them, and brought the Countrey under bis ſubjeFion. Mean while, Nabuchodonoſor 
Ruffinus chap the Father died of a ſickneſs in Babylon, after he had Reigued One and twenty years. Nabu- 
I3, chodonoſor the So, having notice of his Fathers death, gave order to the afſairs of Egypt, 


as I have found them written in Holy Books : for in theentrance. of my Hiſtory, I have A

and the reſt of the Conntrey : and committing the care and tranſportation of the Jews, Syrians, 


Egyptians, and Phoenicians to his friends, to bring them to Babylon with his Army and 
Carriage, he with a few Men, made haſty journeys thorow the Deſart. Andwhen he had ta- 
ken the adminiſtration of the Kingdomupon him (whichin his abſence, was in the hands of 
the Chaldees, and by their Chieftain was reſerved until his return, unto his uſe) he became 
Lord of all bis Fathers Empire. When his priſoners were arrived, he aſſigned them conve- 
nient dwelling places in the Countrey of Babylon and with the ſpoils of War, he magnifi- 
cently repaired and decked the Temple of Bell, and other places. Heenlarged the old City, and 
repaired and beantified it with other buildings 3, by means whereof, they that would beſtege 
the ſame, were hindred from cutting off the current of the River, to the prejudice of the 
Inhabitants, He invironed it within with a treble Wall , and outwardly with as. mighty 
and as many encloſures, and. made all of burnt Brick, The Walls were magaificently build- 
ed, and the Gates bravely adorned in manner of Temples. He canſed a Palace to be builded 
near nnto his Fathers antient Palace : the magnificence and ornaments whereof, Iam not a- 
ble toexpreſs3 onely this thing moſt memorable, T have thought good to note, that theſe 
great and pompoxs Buildings were finiſhed in fifteen days, In this Palace he had Vaults 
raiſed ſo high , that in outward appearance they ſeemed to be Mountains, on which all 
ſorts of Trees were planted, He deviſed and prepared alſo'  goodly Garden, and cal- 
led it the hanging Garden , becauſe (his Wife baving been brought up in the Conntrey 
Megaftienes Of Media) defired at Babylon, to ſee ſome reſemblance of her own Countrey,  Megaſthe- 
of Nabuche- nes, is the fourth Book, of his Indian Hiſtory, waketh mention of this Garden in that place, 
donoſor. where he enforced himſelf to prove, that this King ſurpaſſed Hercules in valour and execu-

Phitoflrama: tion of worthy afjons, For be ſaid, that Nabuchodonoſor overcame the chief City of 


Lybia, and a great part of Spain. Diocles iz the Second Book, of the Perſian Hiſtory, 
and Philoſtratus i» bis Phoenician and Indian Hiſtory, make mention of this King , ſay- 
ing, that he overcame the City of Tyre, at the end of thirteen years, at ſuch timg as Itho- 
bal Aeigned over the Tyrians. This 7s the ſum of all that which the Hiſtoriggraphers write, 
4 touching this King.

OE re Fter Nabuchodonoſors death, his Son Evilmerodech obtained the Kingdom, who in- 
xeleaſerh Fe® continently delivered Jechonias King .of Jeruſalem out of. priſon, and .held him 
chonias from 111 the number of his moſt eſteemed friends, and gave him Preſents , and committed 


viſoazem the Government of the Palace of Babylon into his hands. Forhis Father had nor 
: King 25.27: kept his promiſe with Fechovigs, when he ſurrendred himſelf, his: Wife, Children, and 
7/1613" Friendsinto his hands, in theþchalf ofhis Countrey, and tothe intent that the City of 
Niglilsr. YJernſalem ſhould notbe razed by thoſe that beſiege I it,; as we have heretofore declared. 
Tt _ Evilmerodach died in the eighteenth year of his Reign, and Nzgliſar his Son obtained the 
. Naboandel, Kingdom, which he poſſeſſed fourty years, and afterwards died. After him the ſac-

ion of the Kingdom came unto his Son, called Labophordach, which continued in him 
but for the ſpaceofnine moneths, and after his death. it came unto Balthaſer, who by 
the Babylonian was called Naboandel, Againſt whom Cyras, King of Perſia, and Darizs 
King of A/ediamade War; at ſuch time as he was beſieged in Babylon, there hapned G 
a marvellous and prodigious ſpectacle, 


Balthaſar 
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Balthaſar ſate upon a certain Feſtival day inaRoyal Chamber, where he was ſerved 
with great ſtore of Veſſels fit for his Majeſty; and with. him at the. Banquet there fate 
his Concubines, and moſtintimate friends. At. which time (to.ſhew his Magnificence) 
he cauſed thoſe Veſſels to be broughtout of the Temple of his God, which Nabnchodono- 
ſor his predeceſſor (fearing to employ to his own uſe) had ſtored vip in his Idols.Temple, 
But Balthaſar was ſo puffed with pride, that he drank out of them, and employed them 
to his own uſe. Now came it to paſs, that whileſt he: quaffed, and blaſphemed the 
Name of God,he ſaw a hand iſſuing from a Wall,which wrote-on the ſame certain words: 
by which. Viſion being ſomewhat terrified, he aſſembled his Magicians and Chaldees, and 
all that ſort of people (who amongſt thoſe barbarous Nations made cenkelllone bce- 
pret Prodigies and Dreams) to the intent they might ſignify unto him the meaning - and 


| ſignification of that Writing. Now when theſe Magicians. had told them that they 


could not give an interpretation of it, ' the King was ſore vexed and troubled at this 
unexpeCted Viſion: whereupon he cauſed it to be proclaimed thorow his Countrey, 
that whoſoever ſhould read that Writing, and declare the: meaning thereof, he would 
give him a Golden Chain, anda Purple Robe (ſuch as the King of the Chaldees wore) and 
beſides all this, the third part of his Empire: After this Proclamation the. Magicians af- 
ſembledtegether with a great concourſe,and werefar more diligent and inquilitiveto find 
out the ſignification of the Writing : but they advanted nothing more than at the firſt. 
Mean while, the Kings Grandmother ſeeing him wholly ecjeQted in mind, began to com- 


K fort him, andto tell him chat there wasa certain man amongſt the priſoners of Jada, letl 


thither at ſuch time as Nabnchodonoſor deſtroyed Jeruſalem, whoſe name was Daniel, a 
man wiſe and expert in ſearching out of things that were onely known urto God, who 
evidently expounded that which Nabuchodonoſor required; at ſuch time as no other man 
could ſatisfy his demand, Whereupon the King called him urito his Preſence, and tel- 
ling him what proofs he had heard of his Wiſdom, and of that Divine Spiric that -was 


; 1n him, and howhe onely was fit to interpret thoſe things which were.concealed from 


other mens knowledge; he prayed him to inform him what.that hand-writiog ſignified, 
promiſing him in rewatd thereof, a Purple Garinent, a Golden Chain; and. the chird-part 
of his Empire : to the end, that being honoured with theſe rewards for his wiſdom, 
he might grow famous amongſt all men, who demanding the reaſon; ſhould know.the 
intent why he was honoured, But Darzel (refuſing all theſe Preſents 'of his, in that the 
wiſdom that is given from above, is not corrupted thereby, but is freely imparted to 
thoſe that'have need thereof) told him that that Writing did foretell the. end of his 
life, becauſe he had not learned to fear God, neither to lift up his thoughts higher 
than humane nature, notwithſtanding he had' ſeen the chaſtiſement wherewith his pre- 
deceſſor had been puniſhed, for the outrages he committed agaiaſt God. For that Na- 
buckodonoſor having been driven to lead his life amongſt Beaſts, by reaſon of. his Impi- 
eties, after-divers requeſts and ſupplications, had obtained mercy, and was returned 
unto-humaneconverſation, and into his own Kingdom; for which cauſe all the time of 


M his life, he qr Almighty God, the Governour of all things: whereas he had omitted 


to do the like, and had blaſphemed the name of God, and had -debauched himſelf 
with his Concubines in the Veffels dedicated ro God : For this cauſe, God was diſpleaſ- 
ed with him, and certified him by his Writing, what end he ſhould expect. Where- 
upon he expounded the Writings after this manner: Aave ( which:is as:much to ſay, 
as number ) ſheweth that God hath numbred the days of thy Life. and Reign, which 
ſhall endure but a little while; Thekel. ſignifieth a balance z God therefore (ſaid: he ) 
weighing the government, ſheweth that it ſhall be overthrown : Phares, this word 
ſignifieth a fragment, God ſhall break thy Kingdom , and divide it,among the Medes 
and Perſians, When the King had heard this interpretation, he was, very ſorrowful (ac- 
cording as the nature of things ſo diſaſterous and ſo apparent required, (Notwith- 


ſtanding hedelayed not to beſtow thoſe Preſents which he had promiſed the Prophet, 


although (as he well perceived) the words boaded him ill, yet he gave him all that 
which he promiſed him, conſidering with himſelf, that it was his own deſtify that he 
ought to accuſe,” and not Dariel, who like an honeſt mari had declared the, Truth, 
-notwithſtanding it were very unwelcome to his ear. Not long after this, Balthaſar 
and the City were overthrown and taken by Cyrus King of Perſeand his Army 3, For 
this was that Balrhaſar, under whom, and in the ſeventeenth year of whoſe Reign, the 
ſurpriſal of Babylon hapened. This as far as I could gather,was the end of King Nebucho- 
donoſors poſterity, | |

He therefore 
Ruſfinus, chap, gave his maligners no manner of ground to detract from his reputation, But they till 
14 - +. , perſiſted in their malice, and allother attempts failing, they thought upon one at laſt, by B 
arts, © which they imagined they might deſtroy him, For they perceiving, that Davie! did 
thrice every day make hisPray'rs unto God, they ſuppoſed that they had found a juſt 
pretext to work his ruine. Whereupon they came unto Darizs, certifying him , that 
the Princes and Governours had concluded together, to this effe&: that for zo days. 
ſpace, anintermiſſion ſhould begrantred to thepeople3 during which time, it was neither 
lawful forthem todemand any thing,neither ofhimſelf,or ofany man or God whatſoever; 
and if any man ſhould attempt any thing againſt this common decree, it was ordered, that 
he ſhould be caſt into the Lions Den, But the King not perceiving the drift of their malice, 
nor how they ſought by this device toentrap Daniel, told them, that he liked of the de- 
Mo cree, and promiſed to confirm the ſame, and made a publick Edi&, wherein the Princes C 
LY reſolutions were ratified. Now whileſt all men endeavoured through fear, carefully and- 
L's. diligently to qbſerve this Edit; Darielfet light thereby, and according to his accuſtom- 
3 ed manner, ſtanding in all mens ſight, he worſhiped his God, and prayed unto him. 
Whereupon rhe Princes (having got that occaſion which they long expedted )came readi- 
ly untothe King, and accuſed Dariel, for that he onely amongſt the reſt, had preſumed 
to infringe their Decree : urging moreover, that he did it not for his Religion ſake, but 
in contempt of the Kings Edift, And becauſe they feared, leſt Darizs, by reaſon of the 
oreat affetion he bare unto Daxiel, ſhould beready to pardon him ( notwithſtanding 
he had tranſgreſſed their EdiQ) they prefſed him earneſtly to inflict the puniſhmenc 
which was threatened by the Law, and tocaſt him into the Lions Den,according to the (3 
formof the Edid, Darizs hoping that God would deliver Danze, and that no harm 
v.16. ſhould befall him by the jaws of wild Beaſts, exhorted him patiently to endure that 
Danic at” Trial, Now as ſoon as he was caſt intothe Den, the King ſealed up the Stone that cloſed 
Den, the month thereof,and deparred,ſpending all that night withoutrepaſt or repoſe,ſo much 
was he concerned in Daxjels behalf. And when the day was come, as ſoon as he aroſe, 
he came unto-the Den, and finding the Seal unbroken , wherewith he had marked the 
Stone, he opened theſame,and called unto David witha loud voice,asking him if he were 
in ſafety? He hearing the King ſpeak, anſwered, that he had received no hurt, Where- 
upon Dariws commanded that they ſhould draw him out of the Lions. Den. His adver- 
ſaries perceiving that Dezicl had eſcaped without harm ( becauſe that God had taken E 
.careof him) would not that he ſhould eſcape: and thereupon told the King, that the 
Lions did neither touch nor approach Daxiel, becauſe they had been fed and gorged be- 
fore, - For which cauſe the King difpleaſed with their injurious malice, commanded g 
 _ quantity of fleſh to be caſt unto. the Lions; and when they were glutted, he cam- 
D:nicl!ene- manded that Daniels enemies ſhould be caſt among them, to the intent he might know, 
"iccesby ee Whetherthe Lions would touchthem or no, when they weregorged, 4t which time Da- 
Lions, Tus ſaw very manifeſtly, that God had by bis power proteFed Daniel froze death, For as ſoou 
edn «lf: as the Nobles were-caſt into the Den, the Lions ſpared not one of them, but tore them all in 
; pieces, as if they'had been bungry and without meat. Tſnppoſe that theſe Lions having been 
a little before elutted with meat, did not ſlay theſe men 1o ſatiify their bunger, but 1 rather E 
judge that their crimes provoked the rage exdfaryof the Beaſts: for when God pleaſeth, be 
maketh even unteaſonable creatures to execute his vengeance againſt wicked men, Damels ad- 
verſaries being thus deſtroyed, Darias gave notice hereof to all the Subjects of his 
Provinces, praiſing that God whom Daniel had adored 3 ſaying that he was the only + 
true God, who had all power : he honoured Dariel likewiſe with eſpecial regard, 
eſteeming him amongſt the chiefeſt of his Familiars: He therefore being thus re- 
nowned -( becauſe he was beloved by God) built in Ecbataze in the Countrey of 
the Medes a magnificent Caſtle, and a marvellous Monument, that remaineth even 
unto this day , which ſeemeth to thoſe that look thereon , that it is but newly 
built, and made but that very day which they behold the ſame, the Beauty G 
thereof ſeemeth fo lively and perfe&t, as that continuance of time doth in no 
ſort deface it. For it fareth with Buildings as with Men, they wax old, and are 
infeebled by years, and loſe their Beauty, At this day, all the Kings of Media,

Daniel oritech that he ſaw theſe things in the field of $»ſa,and hath declared that God 
himſelf told him what that Viſion fignified 3 which was, that the Ram ſignified the 
Kingdoms of the Perſfans, and the Xedes : His Horns ſignified the Kings that were to 

*Reign inthoſe Ringdoms; and that the laſt Hornfſignified the laſt King, who ſhould 
ſurpaſs all the reſt in Riches and Glory. That the Goat ſignified, that there ſhould come 
a certain King among the Greeks, who ſhould fight at two ſeveral times with the Perſoar, 
and ſhould overcome him in War; and afterwards poſſeſs the whole Government : And 
that by the great Horn thatgrew in the forehead of the Goat, the firſt Ring was repre- 
ſented 3 and how thar after he was taken away, fourother ſhould ſpring out of it. And 
whereas every one of theſe turned themſelves towards the four corners of the World, 
it was a {igne, that after the death of the firſt, he fhould have four ſucceſſors, that 
ſhould part the Kingdom between them, who neither ſhould be his Allies or Children; 
yet ſuch notwithſtanding, as fhould-command the world for many years: That from 
them, rhere ſhould ariſe a certain King, that ſhould oppoſe himſelf againſt the Hebrew 
Nation, and their Laws, and ſhould overthrow their policy, ſpoil their Temple, and 
be a lett that for three years ſpace,the Sacrificesſhould not be ſolemnized, Now ſo hathit 
happened, that our Nation hath been ſo handled under 4rtiochus the famous, as Danicl 
had foreſeen, and hath written divers years before, all that which ſhould happen, 

At the ſame rime Danzel wrote concerning the Empire of the Romans , how it 
ſhould deſtroy our Nation : and hathlefc all theſe things in writing, according as God 
declared them unto bim3 fo that\they who read and confider thoſe things that have hap- 
pened, admire Daziel for the Honour God dignified him with, and find thereby, that 
the Epicireans are miſtaken, who exclude all Divine Providence from intermedling

Crr4,King of rity for 70 years, he would again reſtore them to their native Countrey, where they 
Pe [14. ſhould build a Temple, and enjoy their formes felicity, | 
For he awakened the Spirit of Czr#s, and put it into his heart to write Letters 
throughout all 4ſ/a, to this effe&t : 7h ſaith King Cyrus, ſince Almighty God bath made 
me King of the whole world, T am perſwaded that it is he whom the Jewiſh Nation do adore: 
for he hath declared my name by his Prophets, before T was born, and hath ſaid, that I ſhould 
build his Temple in Jeruſalem, which 7s inthe Countrey of Judea, Now Cyrus knew theſe 
Eſ:y.chap. things by Reading of a Book of Prophecies, written by Eſay, two hundred. and ten 
44. Ver, 5.4d years before his time, For ( heſaith) that God did ſecretly reveal theſe things unto

build the Temple,and deliver'd great ſums of money to the hewers of ſtone,and Maſons, 
and gave ſtrangers their ordinary diet, who brought them ſtone and timber. For it was 
an cafe matter for the $7d0z3ans, to bring woodand timber from Libanws, and binding it ,, ..__ 
up, and gathering it together in rafters, to ſhip it, and land it at the Port of Joppa. For began to be 
Cyr#4 had heretofore given them that commandmeat,and now the ſecond time they were builc; ver: 6: 
enjoined thereunto by Darizs. - | 
The ſecond year after their arrival in Jeruſalem, the Jews aſſembled together in the ſe- 
cond month, and began to build the Temple, having lajd the foundation thereof on 
the firſt day of December. Over this work, thoſe Levites, that were above 20 years of 
age, were overſeers: with them alſo was Jeſ#s, and his ſong and brothers joined, and Zo- 
limiel the brother of Judathe ſon of Aminadab.and his ſons. And through che diligence 
that theſe overſeers of the Tempie uſed, it was {ſooner finiſh'd, than it was expected. As 
ſoon as the SanQuary was built, the Prieſts, apparelled in their accuſtomed habits, and 
the Levites, and the ſons of 4ſaph aroſe, and with Trumpets praiſed God, and ſung ſe- 
veral Hymns and Pſalms compos'd by King David., The Prieſts and Levites, with the 
Elders of the Tribes, calling to mind how great and magnificent the firſt Temple was, 
and beholding that which was built at preſent,far inferior tothe former,and perceiving 
how muchthe ancient wealth and dignity of the Temple was abaſed ; they wereſo ſen- 
ſibly touched with the conſideration thereof, that they-equld not bur burſt forth into la- 
mentations and tears. But the people were contented with that which they beheld,and 
without any meation of the former Temple;zthey-troubled not. themſelves 1n comparing 
the one with the other ; neither thought they upon the difference berwixt the preſent, 
aud that which ſtood in times paſt : but the Elders lamented,and the Prieſts complain'd, 
that the new erefted Temple was far leſs than the former ; yet the noiſe of the Trum- 
pets drowned their lamentations, and the joyful applauſes of the people their mournings. — _ 
The $amaritans hearing the noiſe of the Trumpets,ran out to know the cauſe thereof, en 4" eg

Thoſe ſacred veſſels alſo which are given thee, thou ſhalt dedicate un- xy 
to thyGod, and if there be ought elſe requiſite in this behalf,that thou ſhalt think fit to provide, 
the charges ſhalt thou receive out of my treaſury. T have alſo commended thee to the Treaſurers 
of Syria and Phaenicia, and have written to them, that whatſoever E\dras the Prieſt, and Rea- 
der of the Law of God ſhall require, they ſhall preſently deliver it to him, And to the endl that 
God may be favourable to me and my poſterity, my will is, that an hundred meaſures of wheat 
be offer d unto God, according to the Law. Tcommand you alſo that are Magiſtrates, that you 
exad# nothing, neither impoſe any taxations on the Prieſts, Levites, Singing-men, Porters , or 
holy officers. But thouEſdras ( according to the wiſdom given thee from above ) ſhalt ap- 
point Fudges, who ſhall in Syria and Phaenicia execute juſtice unto the people, according to 
your Law, Teach thou likewiſe freely all ſuch as are ignorant, ſo that whoſoever violateth either pp 
Gods or the Kings Law, he may be fined, or elſe condemned to death, as not ſinning through ig- 
orance, but of contumacy.

When Eſdras had received this Letter, he was well-pleaſed, and gave thanks unto 
Fer. 16.1915 God,confeſſing that it was he, who was the Author of that fayour he had receiyed at 
« acre ma the Kings hand: And after he had read this Letter unto the Jews that were at that. time 
that dnelt in reſident in Babylon, he kept the original, but ſent a copy to all thoſe of his Nation,being 
Buty10). in the Countrey of the Medes : who being inform'd of the King's zeal to the ſervice of 
God, and his favour towards Eſdras, were very joyful 3 and divers amongſt them took 

their goods, and came unto Babyloz, deſiring to return to Jeruſalem : but the reſt of the F 
Iſraelites would not abandon or leave their dwelling, Whereupon it came to paſs, that 
two Tribes were under the obedience of the Rowans in Aſia and Evrope + but the ten 
Tribes were on the other ſide of Erphrates.even until this day 3 and it is incredible,how 
exceedingly they are there multiplied. With E/dras there departed a great number of 
Prieſts, Levites, Porters, Singing-men, and ſervants of the Temple, Now after he had 
aſlembled thoſe of the captivity, that inhabited on this ſide Exphrates, and ſojourned 
therethree days, he commanded them to ſolemnize a Faſt, and to pray unto God for his 
preſervation , that no evil might happen unto him; and that neither their enemies ,

vation of the people,72 Ramsand Lambs,and 12 Goats for a fin-offering, And afterward gibt precious 
he deliver'd the Kings Letters to his Princes and Governors in Celoſyria and Phenicia : 090005 
who being conſtrain'd to execute that which was enjoin'd them by the King, honour'd binds. 
the Nation of the Jews, and ſupplied them every ways in their neceflities. We owe unto 
Eſdras the honour of this Tranſmigration, for he not only laid the defign of it, but his 
virtueand piety were undoubtedly the cauſe that God gave him ſo good ſucceſs in the 
undertaking. | 

Not long after, there came certain Men unto him, complaining that ſome of the peo- 
ple, Prieſts and Levites, had tranſgreſſed againſt their Ordinances, and broken the Laws 
of the Countrey, in that they had eſpouſed certain ſtrange women, and corrupted the 
purity of the Sacerdoral race; requiring him, that he would hayea regard to Gods Or- 
dinances, for fear leſt he ( being diſpleaſed with them) ſhould caſt them again into that 
miſery from which he had ſo lately deliver'd them. Eſdras herenpon was ſo much afflict- : ; 
ed, that he rent his cloaths, and tore his hair, and pulled his beard, and caſt himſelf upon El os Lana 
the ground, becauſe the chief among the people were concern'd inthat offence, And be- that had mar- 
cauſe he feared leſt if heſhould command them to forſake their wives, and thoſe chil- -— Apap-" 
dren which they had begotten by them, he ſhould not be obey'd, he continu'd in grief, own, 
and lay continually upon the ground. Whereupon, all thoſe reſorted unto him who 
were not guilty, and wept and lamented with him, becauſe of that which had hapned. 
In this aMittion of mind, Eſdras (raiſing himſelf from the earth, and lifting up his hands 
to Heaven) ſaid, That he was aſhamed to look thereupon, becauſe the offences of the people 
were ſo heinows; and that they had ſo ſoon loſt the memory of thoſe calamities wherewith their 
Forefathers had been viſited for their ſims. Nevertheleſs, O Lord, (ſaid he) ſince thy mercy is 
7 finite, have pity, T beſeech thee, on the remnant that hath eſcaped that long captivity,and which 
thou baſt brought back into their native Countrey, Spare them, O Lord; and though they have 
deſerved death, yet let thy mercy appear, iz the ſparing of their tives, - Whil'ſt thus both he 
and thoſe'that came unto him, lamented with him, with their wives and children, a cer- 
tain mancalled Achorias, one of the principal men of Jer»ſaler, came to him, and ſaid, 
That they had ſinned, becauſe they had eſpouſed ſtrange women 3 and perſuaded Eſdras to com- 
mand them all, to baniſh both them and the children begotten by them 3 adviſing, that 
they who obey'd not the Law, might be puniſtyd. Eſdras ( perſuaded by theſe words) 
M made all thePrinces of the Prieſts, Levites, and Tribes of 1ſrael, ſwear, That they would 
diſmiſs their wives and children, according to the counſel of Achonias, And as ſoon as he 
had received their oaths, he departed from the Temple unto Johzs houſe the ſon of El3a- 
#/b,and there ſpent he all the day, without taſting any meat, by reaſon of the grief which 
he had conceiv'd. Hereupon an Editt was publiſh'd, That all they that were returned from 
the captivity, ſhould repair within two or three days to Jeruſalem ( under the penalty that they 
who defaulted, and came not within the prefixed time, ſhould be held as excommunicate , and 
their goods confiſcate to the publick treaſury of the Temple, by the ordinance of the Prieſts: ) 
They of the Tribes of Juda and Bexjamin came thither within three days,on the 20day 
of the ninth month, call'd by the Frebrews, Thebeth; and by the Macedorians, Apellzus, 
.. And as ſoon as they were ſeated in the upper part of the Temple in the preſence of the 
Elders, Eſ4ras aroſe and reprov'd them, becauſe they had tranſgreſs'd the Law, in taking 7{4r. to. v.73 
wives who were not of their Nation : For which cauſe he told chem,that if they would ***: 
do that which were agreeable unto Gad, and profitable for themſelves, they ſhould diſ- 
miſs ſuch wives. Whereupon; with aloud voice, they all cried, That they would doit 
willingly 3 but that there was no ſmall number of them, and that it was the winter-ſea- 
ſon, and the matter of that conſequence, as one or two days could not end it: For 
which cauſe they thought it very needfu], that the execution were deferred for a while ; 
and that at the length, ſome of the Princes who were free from that crime, with certain 
other choſen Elders of every place, ſhould make inquiſition after them that had married 


© O wives contrary to the preſcript of the Law. Which being approv'd by them,about the 


New Moon of the tenth month, this Inquiſition began, which continued until the New 
Moon of the month enſuing : and there were many of the family of Feſas the _ 
Prieſt,

42.2 tainRams fora peace-offeringunto God : whoſe names it were needleſs to reckon up in 
Wm this place, 

When Eſdras had in this manner reform'd the abuſe committed by ſuch marriages, he 
ſo corrected the evil cuſtom thereof, that this confirmation continued firm and irrevoca- 
ble for ever, In the ſeventh month, they ſolemniz'd the Feaſt of Tabernacles : where- 
to when all the people were reſorted,they all came together in an open place in the Tem- 

tine of PIE towards the gate that looketh Eaſtward, requiring Eſdrss, that he would read Moſer's 
—_ T:w Ordinances unto them : which he performed; and ſtanding up in the midſt of the mul- 
Neben.8. v.1. titude, heread the Law unto them, from the morning until noon. By which reading,nor 
EE only for the preſent, but for the time to come, they were informed of their duty ; and 
calling to mind that which was paſt, they were ſo ſorrowful, that the teors fell from their 
eyes, when they conſider'd, that if they had kept the Law, they had not ſuffer'd any of 
thoſe evils wherewith they had been afflicted. But Eſdras beholding them in that ſtate, 
advis'd them to repair home, and to weep no more, becauſe that day was a ſolemn and 
holy day, wherein they ought not to weep, becauſe it was forbidden. But he command- 
ed them rather to intend their feaſts and pleaſures, and to make this good uſe of their re- 
morſe for their former ſins, that they might not fall into the like for the time to come, 
They following Eſdras exhortation, began to celebrate the Solemnity, and continued 
their feaſt of Tabernacles eight days. After which time, they returned every one unto 
his houſe, praiſing God in hymns, and thanking Eſdras for the reformation of thoſe un- 
lawful marriages which had been contrafted with ſtrangers 3 after he had gotten greac 
honour among the people, he finiſh'd his days inan happy old age, and was buried hono- 
rably in Jeruſalezwy. About the ſame time alſo died Joacir: the High-Prieſt, whoſe. ſon 
Eliacim fucceeded in his place, 
Newn, 1.1, Aﬀerthis it came topaſs, that a certain man that was one of the captive Jews,and King 
als. . Xerxes Butler, called Nebemias, walking before the City of Szſa, (which was the Metro- 
politan City of Perſia) heard certain ſtrangers that came from far, upon their entrance 
into the City, talking with one another in the Hebrew Tonguez whereupon he drew 
-near unto them, and ask'd them, hence they came £ They anſwer'd, That they came from 
Jadza : which as ſoon as he knew, he inquir'd after the ſtate of Jeruſalem, their native 
City, and how the people fared. To whom they anſwer'd, That they were in very bad 
ſtate, and that their City-walls were demoliſhed, and that the Nations round about them, afftic- 
. ed the Jews with many ontrages, making inroads into their Countrey, and ſpoiling them daily, 
ſo that divers of them were led away Priſoners, yea, ſome Citizens of Jeruſalem : and that 
. the High-wayes were found full of dead bodies, Hereupon Nehemias began to weep, (tho- 
row the compaſſion he had of his diſtreſſed brethren) and looking up towards Heaven, 
How long ( ſaid he) 0 Lord, wilt thou ſee our Nation thus affiiGed,without taking care of use 
Behold how we are made a prey to all men! Whil't thus he walked before the gate, and E 
lamented bitterly, word was brought him, that the King was ready to => <q to his 
meat: whereupon he haſted away to give his attendance, according to his 6fffce. As ſoon 
asSupper was dons, the King grew pleaſant, and caſting his eyes upon Nehemias, (whom 
heperceiv'd to be heavy anddiſconſolate ) he ask'd him what he ailed ? Nehezrias (after 
he had beſought God to give him perſuaſive words to diſcourſe unto the King) anſwer'd, 
0 King, how is it poſſuble but that T ſhould be affiited,when T hear that the walls of Jeruſalem, 
( which is my native Countrey ) are levelled with the ground,and the Sepulchres and Monuments 
of my Predeceſſors are defaced, and the gates of the City are burned £ Do me therefore this grace, 
' that I may go thither, and repair it, and finiſh the reſt of the building of the Temple. 

The King gaveear to his requeſt, and promis'd him his Lettersgaſſuring him, That be 
would addreſs them to the Governors, commanding them to do him honour, and to furniſh hint 
with all things neceſſary, to accompliſh that which he intended, For which cauſe ( ſaid he ) 
ceaſe to be affiifFed, and give thy attendance chearfully, Hereupon Nehemias adored God, and 
thanked the King for the promiſe he had made him3 and therefore by the joy he concei- 

ved, he cleared that confuſion and ſorrow, that before he bare in his countenance. The 
next day the King called for him, and gave him Letters unto Sadeas the Governor of Sz- 
ria, Phenicia and Samaria, in which he commanded him to honour Nehemzas, and to fur- 
niſh him with all things neceſlary for that building which he intended, As ſoon as he 
came to Babylon, he took divers of his Countreymen with him, who willingly follow'd 
him, and went with him unto Jer»ſalerr, in the 25 year of the Reign of Xerxes 3 andafter 
he had deliver'd his Letters to Sadeas, and the other Governors, he aſſembled the people 
of Jeruſalem, and ſtanding up in the midſt of them, he ſpake unto the whole Congrega-

diſtribute the task among the people, according to the Burroughs and Towns , and to =. 
every mans ability : and after he had promiſed to employ both himſelf,and all his fami- "/ "data 
ly therein, he diſmiſſed the Aſſembly. Hereupon the Jews ( incited by his authority) 
addreſſed themſelves to the work, and then it was that they firſt began to give the name 
of Jews to thoſe of our Nation who returned from the Captivity 3 and to the Countrey 
the name of Judea, becauſe it had been heretofore inhabited by thoſe of the Tribe of 
uda.

J The Ammonites, Moabites, Samaritavs,and all theTnhibitants of Celoyria,underſtand- 
ing that the walls were raiſed with ſuch haſte and diligence, were much troubled,and re- neben, 4. 1. 
K ſolved with themſelves to lie in ambuſh, and to hinder them in the proſecution of their «4: 5- 
work 3 (othat they ſlew divers Fews, and ſought themeans likewiſe to murther Nehem;as 
himſelf : and having hired certain ſtrangers with money to commit the fat, they lay in 
wait for him. They endeavour'd alſo to terrifie the Jews with vain reports, andby ſpread- y. rs. al fin. 
ing certain rumors, that divers Nations intended to make War againſt them : by which The ardent | 
reports ( being much troubled ) they defiſted for a time from the proſecution of their wy © 
building. Yer none of theſe things could weaken Nehemie's diligence or reſolution,but of Feruſatem, 
chat ( keeping a guard round about him ) be diligently proſecuted his deſign , ſetting 
light by all occurrents : ſo great was his affection to accompliſh the work. And therefore 
| he carefully ſtood upon his guard, not that he fear'd death, but becauſe he was perſua- 
L ded, that his Fellow-Citizens would abate of their courage and reſolution, if he con- 
tinued not with them, to animate them to the proſecution of ſo holy an enterprize. He 
commanded likewiſe, that the Workmen while they wrought, ſhould have their Arms 
near them, ſo that both Maſons and Labourers carried their Swords, 
Moreover, he gave order that they ſhould have their Targets by them and heplaced 
certain Trumpetters, ſome 500 foot diſtant the one from the other, charging them, that 
as ſoon as they diſcover'd the Enemy from any part,they ſhould incontinently ſound the 
alarurn, and give notice unto the people to arm themſelves, and prepare for the fight, for 
fear they (hould be (urprized,and found unprovided. He himſelf alſo walked the round, 
about the City by night, with an indefatigable courage, and without either eating or The walls of 
M ſleeping, but only for neceſlity ſake 3 and this labour endured he for the ſpace of two F*rvſaten . 
years, and three months: for the Wall of Jerpſalezz was built again in that time, in the 
28 year of theReignof Xerxes, and in the ninth month. Aﬀeer the City was fortified, 
Nehemias and the people offered Sacrifices unto God, and ſpent eight dayes in feaſtiog. 
When the rumor was fpread abroad that this building was finiſhed, the Inhabitants of ?roviſion for 
$3ria were ſore dilpleaſed. But Nehemias perceiving that the City was weakly manned, tay 
beſought the Prieſts and Leyites to forſake their dwellings without the City, and to 
- come and dwell within, and to that intent he builc them houſes upon his own charge. He 
ordained likewiſe, that they. that intended their Husbandry, ſhould bring the Tenths of 
their fruits unto Jer»ſalezs, to theintent that the Prieſts and Levites by enjoying their con- 


. N tinual maintenance, might omit no time in the ſerviceof God: wherein he was readily : Eſ4ras 10,

Women and Children, were in danger to be utterly exterminated: the cauſe whereof, I p 
will hereafter declare. But firſt of all I muſt ſpeak ſomewhat of the King, and declare 
how it came to paſs, that he married an Hebrew Woman of the Blood Royal, by whoſe 
means ( as it is ſaid ) our Nation was preſerv'd, After that Artaxerxes had taken the 
Kingdom upon him, and eſtabliſh'd Governors over 127 Provinces, from 14a as far as 
Ethiopia: inthe third year of his Reign, he entertain'd and feaſted all his Friends with 
great magnificence, the Nations of Perſia likewiſe with their Governors for 180 days. 
He feaſted after this, for the ſpace of ſeven days, the Ambaſſadors of all Nations in the 
City of $#ſe, after this manner, There were ſeveral Pavilibns cre&ed, whoſe pillars 
were of gold and filver, cover'd with linnen and ſcarlet vails, which were of that ex- 
tent, that divers thouſands of Men might take their refe&ion therein, -All the enter- 
tainment was ſerv'd'up in veſſels of gold, enriched with precious ſtones, very glorious 
tobehold. The King likewiſe commanded his ſervants ( that attended the feaſt ) thar 
they ſhould enforce no man to drink, by filling continually, according to the manner. of 
the Perſians, but to permit every one of the gueſts to drink according to his diſcretion, 
He ſent alſo throughour all the Countrey, commanding a ceſſation from all labour , and 
that every one ſhould make Holy-day for many days, and think of nothing but rejoy- 
cing, and wiſhing him an happy Reign, The Queen 7Yaſhtz alſo made a banquet unto her 
women in the Royal Palace, Now whereas the King was deſirous to ſhew, that ſhe ſyr- 
paſſed all other women in beauty, he ſent unto her, commanding her to come to the ban- 
quet in more Royal manner than thereſt of her Attendants : but ſhe, too curiouſly tied 
to the obſervation of the law of the Perſtars, ( which forbiddeth women to be ſeen by 
ſtrangers )went not unto the King z and notwithſtanding he ſent his Eunuchs divers times 
unto her, yet perfiſted ſhe in her refuſal to come unto him. Whereupon the King ( mo- 
ved with difpleafure_) gave over his banquet, and ariſing, he call'd unto him his ſeven 
Counſeliers, to whom ( according to the cuſtom of the Perſians ) it belong'd to ex- 
pound the Lawsz and accus'd his wife, telling them how much he had been ſlighted by 
her, fince having ſcat for her divers times to accompany him at his banquet, ſhe had re- 
fus'd roobey him : he therefore commanded them to declare their opinion , what pu- 
niſhmeat appertain'd to her. One amongſt them, call'd 14uchexs, aniwer'd, That the in- 
jury was wot only offered unto him, but to all the Perſians,who ſhould likewiſe be all in danger of 
being aſter that manner deſpiſed by their wives z for that no one of them would acknowledge 
duty towards their husbands, taking their example from the Queens diſobedience , which ſhe 
ſhewed towards him, who was the Governor over all. Whereupor: he c oncluded, That ſhe that 
had thus diſhonoured him, ſhould be ſeverely puniſhed » which done, he thought fit that this or- 
dinance of the Kings, might be publiſhed thorow all Nations, that Queen Valhti ſbould. be ſepa- 
rated from his bed, and another woman choſen in her place, This determination, confirmed 
by the conſent of the reſt of the Magz, very much afflicted the King, becauſe on the one 
fide he was unwilling to act contrary to the Laws of his Countrey, and onthe other, he 
knew not how to put away his Queen, for whom.he had ſo grear apaſſhon, by reaſon of 
her beauty. Which whea his Friends perceiv'd, they counſel'd him to forget the memo- F 
ry and loveof a woman fo unprofitable, and to fend and ſeek out chorow all his Coua- 
tries for the faireſt woman among(t them, whom he might chooſe and rake to wife, that 
by theſociety of another woman, the great affe&tion which he bare unto Yaſht;,mighr be 
extinguiſh'd. The King approving of this counſel, ſent out certain Meſſengers and De- 
puties, commanding them to bring unto him the faireſt Virgins that were to be found 
in his Kingdom : when therefore they had aſſembled a great number of them,they found 
in Babylon a young Orphan, ( without either father or mother ) who was brought up 
under her Uncle ( whoſe name was Mardocheys ) of the Tribe of Benjamin, and one of 
the greateſt men among the Jews, The beauty and modeſty of this Virgin were ſo ex- - 
traorcinary, that ſhe rais'd the admiration of al! that beheld her. She therefore was de- G 
liver'd in charge unto one of the Eunuchs, who carefully attended her with all diligence, 
furniſhing her with odors and precious perfumes, according to the cultom of noble

Edidt, been publiſh'd againſt them, weeping and lamenting their miſeries, But when che News C 
- "gg +72» hereof was brought unto the Queen, that Mardochezs ſtood beltre the Palace-gate in a 
deplorable condition, ſhe was much troubled, and ſent certain of her ſervants unto him, 
to command him to change his attire, but they could not perſuade him topur off his ſack- 
cloth, for the cauſe of his ſorrow (till remaining, he could not think of laying afide 
the marks of it. She therefore called unto her her Eunuch Acrathexs, and ſent him un- 
to Afardochews, to know what accident had befaln him, that made him put on his mourn- 
ing habit, and to afflift himſelf after that manner, and not at herintreaty tolay afide 
thoſe marks of his ſorrow: Hereupon Mardochexs told the Eunuch of the Edi& 
made againſt theFews, and ſent by the King unto all his Provinces 3 the offer of the 
money that Hamar likewiſe had tender'd to the King, whereby he had bought the utter 
ruine of his Nation at the Kings hands; moreover,he gave him the Copy of that which 
had been proclaim'd in Syſaz,.tobedeliver'd unto Eſther : whom he intreated to beſcech 
the King, and toeſteem it no diſhonour to become a Suppliant, to ſave her Nation, and 
to preſerve the Jews from that death whereunto at that time they were expos'd : ſince 
Haman, the next in honour to the King, had accuſed the Jews, and incens'd his Majeſty 
againſt them. When Eſther underſtosd this, ſhe ſent again unto ardecbeas, giving him 
to underſtand, That ſbe was not called for by the King 3 and that whoſoever entered unto hint, 
and was not called, ſhould die, except the King would ſecure him, by ſtretching out his golden 
Scepter 3 for he, unto whom the King was pleaſed to grant that favor, although he were not cal- 
led unto him, yet ſuffered he not death, but obtained pardon. When theſe things were re- E 
ported by the Eunuch from Eſther unto Mardechexs, he commanded him to tell her, That 
ſhe ought not ſo much to tender the particular reſpe# of her life, as the lives of her whole Na- 
tion 5 aſſuring her, that if at that preſent ſhe had not care of them, their ſuccor ſhonld onely 
proceed from God by ſome other means than this : but ſhe and her fathers houſe ſhould be de- 
e1-1617- ſtrojed by them whom ſhe had contemned, Upon this reply, Eſther ſent the ſame meſſenger 
no unto back again unto Mardochexs, commanding him to repair unto Suſan, and to call a general 
God, for the Aſſembly of all the Jews that remained there, willing them for three days ſpace to faſt and ab- 
-- Ig he ſtain from all kind of meat for her ſafety, and that both her ſelf and her ſervants would do the 
| like; promiſing them, that at that time ſhe would preſent her ſelf unto the King, notwithſtand- 
ing his contrary Edi@ 3, and that if ſhe ws 4 zceds die, ſhe would willingly ſuffer it, FP 
Mardochexs obſerv'd her orders, cauſed the people tofaſt,and to pray unto God for 
her ſafety 3 he likewiſe himſelf beſought him, That t might pleaſe him at that preſent 'to 
have compaſſion on their deſolate and diſtreſſed Nation, as be had done oftentimes heretofore : 
and that as he had pardoned them at ſuch time as they had offended, ſo now alſo at this preſent be 
would deliver them from that perdition which was denounced againſt them. For that they 
were not in danger to die infamouſly for any offence of their own, but becauſe he onely had in- 
cenſed Haman, in that he would not adore him, or perfor that honour unto him, which is onely 
duc toGod: for which cauſe, in revenge, he had contrived this miſchief againſs them,who would 
not tranſgreſs the divine ordinances. The People likewiſe pray'd to the like effect , be- 
ſeeching God, That he would have care of their preſervation, aud. preſerve the l{raclites iz» G 
what place ſoever they were, from the miſery at hand, which was before their eyes, and already 
expeGed by them. Eſther alſo beſought God, (according to the manner of her Gruntey?

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H caſting her ſelf proſtrate on. the eatth, cloathed in ſackcloth, and abſtaining for three ALAN 
dayes ſpace from meat and drink, and what thing ſoever elſe was deleQable, eſeeching vgs o oy

. have words fit to perſuade and mollifie hint, and grace and beauty far more amiable than ever + i ; 
'ſhe had, to the end that by thoſe means ſhe _ be the better enabled to appeaſe the King, if ſo —v 
be he were diſpleaſed with her 5 and to ſuccor her brethren in extreme danger, whereby the King 2 
eight turn his anger againſt the enemies of 1 ews, and take compaſſion of their imminent ©5-"»:Oc- 
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danger, which, without his prevention, would ſurely fall upon thewr. . After ſhe had in this qc 


ſort for three dayes ſpace faſted and prayed, ſhe caſt off her mourning attire, and chan- to llicic bim 
; ged her habit, attiring herſelf as became the Majeſty of a Queen, having two of her ſer-"7 'Þ* oy 
I yants on whom ſhe leaned, andthe third that follow'd her, carried up her train, which : 

was large, and trailed on theground: andin this equipage came he: unto the King, ha- 

ving her checks ſtained with a modeſt bluſh, bringing. with her a Majeſty mixed with 

beauty, but her heart was not altogether free from fear, But when ſhe beheld the King 

ſitting aloft on his Throne, glorious in his garments embroider'd with gold, and adorn'd 

with precious ſtones, a fear ſuddenly fell upon her, ſince he lookt not on her perhaps 

at firſt with a favourable countenance 3 whereupon being aſtoniſhed, her limbs failed 

her, her colour faded.and ſhe fell berwixt her handmaids arms intoa wound, Hereu pon 

the King (by the will of God ) _— his affeQion., and ſuddenly leapt from his 
. Throne, and embracing her with both his arms, he raiſed her up,and kiſſed her,and ſpake 
K comfortably unto her, praying her to be of good conrage, and not to ſuſpe@ any misfortune, 

for that ſhe came unto him without any motion of 'his : That tht ordinance:was only made for 

bis SubjeGs, but that ſhe (who was equal with him) ſhould fear nothing.c whereupon he 

took his Scepter in his hand, and laid it on the Queens neck, whereby he deliver'd her 

from all fear 3, ſo that ſhe recovered her vigor and courage, and ſpake after this man- 

ner : O King, I cannot eaſily expreſs unto you the inconvenience that is ſuddenly fallen upon 

ze 3 for as ſoon 4s T beheld the great and redoubted Majeſty of jour perſon, my ſpirits forſook 

me, and my heart failed me.

L my Kingdom, Twill grant it thee, Bur. Eſtber only requeſted this at his hands,that only he Mr 


and his friend Hamay would vouchſafeto grate her with their preſence at her banquet: 
which the King readily granted her. . Now when they were come unto the banquet, and 
in the midſt of their cups, the King commanded Eſther to ask what ſhe would, . and he af 


would grant ither, aſſuring her, That he world refuſe her in nothing; yea, although fhe de- 
manded the half of bis Kingdoms. But ſhe deferred to diſcover her ſuit until the next 
day, requiring. him once moreto repair with Hamar unto her banquet. '- ... 
 Whea the King had promijlſed to viſit her again, Haman departed with great joy, for 
that he alone had the credit to banquet with the King and Ei7her, and no other had eyer 
. obtained the like honour amongſt any Kings. of thoſe Dominions; . But in. his return, 
M perceiving Merdochexs in the Court, he was moved, becauſe that (notwithſtanding bd 
had lookt upon him ) he had not done him konour: when therefore he came homeun- 
to his houſe, he called Zaraza his wife, and his friends, and. told them what honour not 
only the King, but the Queen alſo had done him 3 and how he only with the King had Meniaye haz 
ſuppedthar day with the Queen, and was invited the next day alſo to banquet with the 511,171; 
King : notwithſtanding he told them, that he was diſcontented, becauſe he ſaw 242rdo- 
chexs the Jew in the Court. . Zaraza his wife tald him, That he ſhould cauſe a gallows tro be * 
raiſed fifty cubits high, and that the next day he ſhould gemand licence of the King, that Mar- 
docheus #:ight be hanged on the gibbet.  Haman approving of his wives counſel, com- 
 manded his ſervants to prepare the Timber, andere the gallows in his Court, to hang . 
N Mardochews thereon: which they _y r= But God, who knew what Yer. 74:) 
would come to paſs; mocked at Ha#ays curſed hope 3 for the veryſame night he depri- 
ved the King of ſkep,who being not willing to ſpend the time idlely whilſt he was awake, 
but to employ it in ſamething that might be profitable for his Kingdom, he commanded 
his Secretary to bring him the Chronicles of the Kings his Predeceſſors, and of thoſe 
things that were done by himſelf, and to read them to him, When therefore they were 
brought and read, he found that a certain man whoſe name was there fer down, had re- 
ceived a great poſſeſſion for reward of his virtue. He read likewiſe of another, that Addis 
had obtained a recompence for his fidelity, and thelike 3 cill at laſt he came to the place ie... : 
where the Eunuchs Bagothexs and Theodeites, were noted down for a ſecret conſpiracy Efth.6.12; 
O againſt the perſon of the King, and how it was diſcover'd by Mardochews. Now when the 
Secretary ( having only recited this accident ) curned _ to another Hiſtory, _ King

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ſtayed him, and ask'd, If be found therein written, that he had given any recompence to Mar- A 
docheus? He anſwer'd, That he found nothing ſet down. Whereupon the King command-

Whea the officers had brought the King word that Haman was before the Palace,they 
were commanded preſently to call him in. As ſoon as he came into the Kings preſence, he

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prithee give me thy counſel, how T may condignly honour him, as becometh my ſelf, whom I do B 
moſt afje@ionately love £ Haman thinking the advice he ſhould give, ſhould be given for 
himſelf, ( becauſe he ſuppoſed that he only was beloved by the King more than all 
others ) counſelled him that which in his opinion was the beſt, after this manner: 7f 
your Majeſty ſhall think fit to expreſs the favors towards the man for whom youpretend an ex- 
traordinary kindneſs, cauſe him-to be mounted upon a brave Horſe, and let him be apparelled in 
& Royal habit, and put a chain of gold about his neck,, and let ſome one of thy chiefeſt friends 
march before him, and proclaim throughout the City, That thus is the man honoured, whom the 
King loveth, The King with great ſatisfaQtion received thiscounſel which Hamar thought 
he had given in favor of himſelf, and turning towards him, ſpake thus unto him : ' Take 
one of my Horſes,a garment of purple, and achain of gold, and ſeck ont the Few Mardocheus, C 
and give them unto him, and march thou before him, making proclamation after that manner 
which you lately propoſed : For .( ſaid he ) thou art my neareſt friend, and it is very fit that 
the execution of this thing be corrmitted to thy truſt, which thou haſt ſo faithfully counſeled. 
And this command Tto be done, becauſe Mardocheus hath beer the preſerver of my life. Ha- 
27141, upon the hearing of theſe words, beyond all expettation, was no leſs amazed, than 
if he had been Thunder-ſtruck 3 but finding a neceflity of giving obedience to a com- 
mand that was ſo poſitive and expreſs, he went out, having with him the horſe,the purple 
habit, and the chain of gold, and meeting with Mardochews before the Palace, who was 
cloathed in ſackcloth, he appointed him to lay his mourning habit aſide, and to cloath 
himſelf in purple. . But he (who was wholly ignorant of that which had hapned, and 
ſuppoſing that he mock'd him) ſaid, 0 thou moſt wicked amongſt men, doeft thou thas mock, 
at our affi&ions ? Notwithſtanding being afterwards inform'd, that the King had beſtow- 
ed this honour on him, for ſaving his life,and diſcovering the treachery of thoſe Eunuchs 
that would have flain him, he pur on the purple robe that the King wore ordinarily, and 
put the chain about his neck, and afterwards mounting on his Horfe,he went round about 
the City , Hamman walking before him, and crying, Thas ſhall it be done to the man whom 
the King ſhall think fit to hovour, Now after they had gone round the City, Mardochews 
eave his attendance on the-King, but Hamar came not intothe preſence, ſo much was he - 
aſhamed at that which had hapned : but going home, he told his wife and friends,with 
tears, all that which had hapned; who told him, That it was no ways pajibe for him tore- F 
verge himſelf as yet on Mardocheus, becauſe God did viſibly afford him bis aſſiſtance. 

_ Whil'lt they.were thus ſpeaking. Efhers Eunuchs came to haſten Haman to the banquet, 
and 'Sabuchadas, one of the Evnuchs, ſeeing the Gibbet erefted in Hamans lodging, 
(whereon he intended to execute Mardochews) demanded of one of theſervants,where- 


fore it was railed up? And underſtanding that it was for the Queens Uncle, whom H4- 


2141 would require at the Kings hands, to the end he might put him to death, for thar 
time, he held hispeace, But when the King being ſeated with 'Hamar at the banquet, re- 
quired the Queen to declare what ſhe would require that he might grant her, ſhe began 
to lament the danger of her people, ſaying, That ſhe, with her whole Nation, were made a 
prey to the ſword, and that for that cauſe ſhe brake out into that diſcourſe : For { ſaid ſhe) 7 F 
had not troubled your Majeſty, nor been ſo much grieved, if you had commanded that all the 
Jews ſhould be ſold, and led away Captives to extreme miſery 3 for that afflidtion might have 
been born : bat ſince the utter deſtruGion of our whole Nation is deſigned , I could not but in 
this caſe have recourſe to your Majeſties clemency. The King much ſurprized with this diſ- 
courſe, demanded who it was that formed that deſign ? whereupon ſhe began publickly co 
accuſe Hanan, ſaying, That he 'alone was that wretched and enviow man, who had contrived 
their tragedy, Hereupon the King was much troubled, and aroſe from the banquet, and 
went into the garden : then began Hamar to pray, and beſeech Eſther to forgive him his 
offence. And whil'ſt he was fallen upon her bed to beſeech her favor, the King entred, 
and grew the more diſpleaſed at that he ſaw, and ſaid, 0 thou curſed amongſt men, dareſt G 
theu attempt to violate my wife? Haman was wholly confounded with this queſtion, fo »

| Many men being puffed up withpride, by reaſon of the many benefits and honors which they A oo ning 

receive throgh the liberality of their benefa@ors, do not only excerciſe their pride towards their ine, he 

anferiours, but alſo are not afraid to wax inſolent againſt thoſe who are the authors 'of theip ſecurity of rhe 

benefits, extinguiſhing as much 4s in them lieth , all manner of gratitude atone ſt men, and 7" 
believing that it is in their power to deceive God himſelf, and rob him of his Juſtice: ſo 
that when the favor of their Princes hath given them power and authority in the Government 
of their affairs, in ſtead of applying themſelves to the benefit of the publick, they have given 
M1 place to the hatred they have conteived againſt ſome particular men, and deceived their Princes 
by falſe accuſations and detrattions,and provoked their wrath againſt thoſe who have not done 
amiſs : whence it cometh*o paſs, that they have been ſometimes in extream danger to loſe their 
life, The proof whereof appeareth not only in ancient Hiſtories ( the knowledg whereof we 
 bave only outained by hear-ſay) but by that likewiſe which hath been audaticuſly attempted 
before our eyes 3 ſo that hereafter we ought not to give credit to detrations and accuſations 
or to ſuch things as men inforce themſelves to perſwade : but it behoveth every man to judge 
according to the truth of that he knoweth, and to puniſh thoſe which are guilty, and to pardon 
the innocent, in conſidering their afs, and not the words that are ſpoken, For it is moſt no- 
torious unto all men,that Haman the Se of Amaeath (an Amalechite by Natioz, and by that 
N cans a ſtranger, and not of the Perſian blood, but entertained by ws ) hath in all things 
enjoyed the fruit of our bounty hitherto; ſo that he hath been called onr father, honoiired by 
all men, and obtained amongſt all men, and in all things, the ſecond place after as :yet could 
he not make a moderate uſe of his happineſs, nor prudently entertain the greatneſs of bis fe- 
licityz bnt hath ſought means to deprive Mardocheus of his life, whopreſervedmine; ſeeking 
by his fraud and malice to praGiſe the ruine of Eſther, the companion of our life and King- 
dome3 and by this means ſiriving to diſpoſſeſs me of my moſt faithfull friends, be determined 
to transfer the Kingdom unto others.

the Copy of this Letter be 7 any through all Countreys belonging to #s.t0 the intent that the 
Jews be ſuffered to live according to their own Laws, in peace; and that aſſiſtance may be 


given the, to the end they may revenge themſelves of thoſe who have offered them outrage 
in their adverſity. And I command that this be done the thirteenth day of the twelfth 
month called Adar, which is the day that God ordained for their preſervation ( when they 
were appointed tobe ſlain )which day I wiſh may be fortunate to thoſe that love us,and a monument 


of revenge 01 thoſe that intended our ruine, My pleaſure likewiſeis, that all men, Cities and 
Nations ſhould know, that whoſoever ſhall negle®, through obſtinacy, to fulfil the tenor 
of this my Mandate,heſhall be purſued with fire and ſword : and let theſe Coppies be ſet up B 
throughout all our Dominions ; and let each man of the Jews, upon the prefixed day, prepare 
kimſelf 10 be revenged on his enemies. 


As ſoon as the Poſts had received theſe Letters, they preſently mounted on horsback 
and rode each of them his appointed way ; and Mardochens being cloathed ina Royal 
habit, and adorned with a crown of Cold on his head, and a chain'of Gold about his 
neck. came forth : and the Jews of Suſan, ar greg honoured by the King, ſup- 
poſed that his good ſucceſs was an aſſurance of their own : and when the Kings Let- 
ters were publiſhed 3 The Jews lookt upon them as a favourable ray of light which 


| portended their deliverance, and their enemies were in ſo great fear that divers of other C 


Nations circumciſed themſelves, ſuppoſing in that ſo doing they ſhould be in ſecurity. 
For the thirteenth day of the twelfth month ( by the Hebrews called A4dar, and by the 
Mecedonians Diſtre)the poſts that carried theKingsletters certified them, that they ſhould 
exterminate their enemies on that very day whereon they themſelves were in danger 
to be exterminated, The Governors likewiſe of the Provinces, the Lords and: 
chief Magiſtrates, did honour to the Jews: for the fear they had of Mardocehns, and 
after the Kings Letters were publiſhed, it came to paſs that the Jews ſlew about five 
hundred of their enemies. Withinthe City of $4 the King declared unto Eſther the num- 
ber of the dead that periſhed in the City, and ſuſpeCting what might happen thorow the 
whole Countrey, he asked her if ſhe requeſted any further matter, promiſing her that pp 
he would ſee it executed : ſhe beſought him that it might be lawful for the Jews 
to revenge themſelves yet once more the next day upon their enemies, and to han 
Hamars ten Sons upon the gibbet : which the King(being loth to contradi@ Eſther )per- 
mitted,ſo that on the 14. day of the Month Diſtre,they ſlew about three hundred more 
of their enemies3 without taking the ſmalleſt portion of their goods. Furthermore 
the Fews ſlew in the Countrey, and in the Cities, about fixty five thouſand of their 
enemies, whomthey diſpatched the thirteenth day of the month,and ſolemnized the day 
following in mirth and feaſting, The Jews that were at $»ſaz aſſembled themſelves 
likewiſe on the fourteenth day of the month, and banquetted that wholeday, Whence 
it cometh topaſs, that all the Jews which arethroughout the world,keep and ſolemnize x 
this day for a feſtival, and ſend Preſents the one unto the other, Mardochexs alſo wrote 
unto.the Jews, who lived under the Empire of Artaxerxes, commanding them to ob- - 
ſerve thoſe dayes, and to ſolemnize them willing them to charge their Succeſſors to 
do the like, to the end that this feaſt might continue for ever. For fince on that day 
they ſhould have been deſtroyed by Haar, they ſhould do well if after they had eſca-- 
ped that danger, and taken revenge on their enemies, they ſhould obſerve the ſame day 
to give thanks to God: Forthis cauſe the Jews keep a ſolemn feaſt on theſe dayes, - 
and call it Purim, that is to ſay, Lotts, But Mardocheas was greatand powerfull with 
the King, Governing the whole Kingdom under him, and had alſo all the power that

One day theſe two Brethren being in the Temple. they fell out about the ſucceſſion, and 
the quarrel roſe ſo high, that Jobz ſlew his brother Jeſws in that holy place, It was a 
thing very ſtrange, that Job» being a Prieſt, ſhould commit ſuch an impiety againſt his 
brother 3 and yet far more ſtrange, in that fo cruel an aCt, and an offence ſo impious, 
hatch neither hapned amongſt Greeks nor Barbarians, Burt God left it not unpuniſhed, 
in that for the ſame ſin the people loſt their liberty, and the Temple was polluted by the 
Perſians, When Bagoſes had intelligence, that Johz ( the High- rieſt am:zng the —_— 
had (lain his brother Feſxs in the Temple, he came thither in all haite,and begin to break Faddu Highs 
K forth itito bitter threats againſt the Jews, Have you (ſaid he ) been ſo bold gs to commit ER 
zurther in your Temple © And when he attempted to enter, they hindered him. '\ here- naſſes marricth 
upon he replied, A 7 therefore more polluted than the body that lieth dead in the Temple & OS 
And having ſpoken thus, he entred thereinto, and for the ſpace of ſeven y ars Bagoſes as, ay 
being thus incenſed againſt the Jews, puniſh'd them for murthering Jeſus. After hat 
John was decealed, Jaddas his ſon was made High-Prieſt, who had a brother called 24> 
aſſes + Sanaballath lent by the late King Darizs ro govern Samaria, ( for he alſn was »f 
the race of the Chuteans, from whom came the Sawaritans ) knowing that Jeryſalex was 
a famous City, and that the Kings thereof wrought much trouble unto the Inhabitants of 
Aſjjria, and Celoſyriaz he willingly marriech his daughter Nicaſes to this Manaſſes, with

M Bout this time, Philip King of Macedon died in the City of Zgca,being traicerouſly | 
| ſtain by Pauſarias the ſon of Ceraſtes.of the race of Oreſtes, and his ſon Alexander 629k n 
ſucceeded him in the kingdom 3 who paſſing over the Helleſpont, gave battel unto the ws Phat Rk 
huge Army of Darizs near the River Granic, and there obtained a famous victory. And father King 6f 
hereupon alſo invading the Countrey of Lydia, ( after he had conquered Jorza, and 79449" 
over-run Cari2) he fell upon the quarters of Pamphilia, as is declared in another place, 
But the Elders of Jernſalez: were much diſpleaſed, that Jaddws's brother,who was at that 
time High: Prieſt, and had married a foreign Woman, ſhould be companion and aſſociate 
with him in the Prieſthood, ſo as they mutined againſt him. For they ſuppoſed that that 
Marriage would be but a means to animate thoſe who had a mind to profane Marriages, 
and prove an inducement to others to communicate in Marriage with ſtrangers: calling 
to mind, that the cauſe of* their evils, and firſt captivity was; becauſe ſome of them had 
fallen, and offended, by coupling themſelves with Women of foreign Nations. | 

They therefore commanded Aaraſſes either to forſake his Wife,or elſe never more to 
approach the Altar, The High-Prielt likewiſe being incenſed againſt his brother,as well 
as the People, drave him in like manner from the S:crifice. For which cauſe, Manaſſes 
( addreſſing himſelf to his Father-in-law Sanabal/ath ) told him, That although be loved his ,,. ies wh 
daughter Nicafis very iatirely, yet would he not condeſcend for _—_ e to be deprived of the der hope of 
Prieſthood (' which was the greateſt dignity that could be among their Nation, and which had gr for- 
. ever continued in his race,) Whereupon Sanaballath anſwer'd and promis'd him, That be ch che 
O would not only continue him inthe Pricſthood, but alſo wouldgive him the power and dignity of foreign wife 

the High-Prieſihood, and make him Governor of all places that be commanded, provided the * 
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ISTH Marriage ſolemnized betwixt his daughter and him, were continued. He furthermore aſſured A 
world, 3630. him; That he would build a Temple, reſembling that in Jerulalem, upon the Monntain of Gar- 
before Chriſt's zim, which was the higheſt in all the Countrey, permitting him to do the ſame with Darius's con- 
- <xp0gg ' ſent. Manaſſes puffed up by theſe promiſes, remaineth with Saaballath, and grew in 
—N>- hopes that he ſhould obtain the Prieſthood by Darizs's means : for $anaballath was very 
The Apoſtafie 01d, Whereas divers others, both Prieſts and common People, among the 7ſraelites,were 
of the Priells, intangled in ſuch Marriages, there aroſe no ſmall commotion in Jeruſalem. For all they 
of this condition retired themſelves to Manaſſes, whom Sanaballath furniſhed with mo- 
ney, and lands to till, and houſes to inhabit, to favour the ambition of his Son+- 
in-law, | 

At the ſame time Darizs underſtanding that Alexander having paſſed the HeZeſpont;had B 
overcome thoſe Governors, whom he had placed near unto the River Grazicns, and that 
he paſſedfurther, ſpoiling his Countrey 3 he gathered together his Horſemen and Foot- 
men, reſolving to make head againſt the Macedonians, before they ſhould gain all 4ſa - he 
therefore paſled Exphrates, and Mount Tawrus in Cilicie, to encounter his enemies.  $ana- 
ballath joyful at Darins's approach, incontinently told Maraſſes, that he would fulfill his 
promiſe, as ſoon as Darins ſhould return from the conquelt of his enemies, For not on- 
ly he, bur alſo all the Aſzars perſuaded themſelves molt aſſuredly, that the Macedonians 
Nexmder's would not abide the bartel againſt the Perſians, by reaſon of their great multitude 3 but

Jeft his Mother, Wife and Children Priſoners, he himſelf fled into Perſia. Alexander ar- 
riving in Syria, ſeized on Damaſcus,took Sidon,and beſieged Tyre : and by his letters ſend- 
Ingunto Jaddus the High-Pricſt of the Jews, he required him to ſend him ſome ſupplies, 
and tofell his Army vicuals for their money; aſſuring him, That if he deſired the friend- 
ſhip of the Macedonians, he would give him that tribute which he paid to Darius.,and be ſhould 
have no cauſe to repent of the choice which he ſhould make. The High- Frieſt anſwered A4lex- 
anders Meſſenger, That he had ſworn unto Darius never to bear Arms against him, during bis 
life-time , againsSt which oath of his, he could nota#, Which when Alexander heard, he 
was diſpleaſed,but reſolved notwithſtanding to continue che ſiege at Tyre,until ſuch time 
as it ſhould be taken3 yet threatned he, that as ſoon as he had taken it, he would lead H 
forth his Army againſt the High-Prieſt,to the end that all Men might know tro whom they 
ought to keep. their faith, For which caule, ſparing no labour, he overcame Tyre 3 and 
after he had given order for the ſettlement thereof, he came unto Gaza, and took it with 
Bahemeſes the Captain of the Gariſon that held it, But $araballath finding a fir oppor- 
tunity to make himſelf great, forſook Darius, and followed Alexander, leading with him 
eight thouſand of his Subjefts: and coming to himat the beginning of the ſiege of Tyre, 
he offered to ſurrenderto him all thoſe places wherein he commanded, acknowledging 
him for his Lord morewillingly than he had Darius Alexander received him graciouſly : 
whereupon, $azaballath informed him of his condition, and let him underſtand,that 2a- 
zaſſes ( who was brother to Jaddus the High-Prieſt of the Jews.) was his Son-in-law, F 
who with divers of the ſame Nation, were deſirous to build them a Temple in the Coun- 
tries under his dominion, aſſuring the King of much profit thereby, becauſe in ſo doing, 
the force of the Jews would be diſmembred into two parts, and they could not conſpire 
together to make any new inſurre&ion or trouble, as in tnmes paſt they had done during 
the Government of the Kings of Aſiria. 
When $araballath had permiſſion from Alexander to build his Temple, with thegreateſt 
ſpeed he might he finiſhed the ſame, and made Maxaſes the High-Prieſt thereof, ſuppo- 
iavaſer er” ſing that it was the greateſt advantage that mighr happen to his daughters children, 
Fe 2 "Seven months after the ſurrender of Tyre, and two after the taking of Gaza, Sanaballath 
died, Alexander alſo razed Gaza, and prepared himſelf to come ſuddenly upon Jeruſe- F 
lem. Which when the High-Prieſt Jaddzs underſtood, he was much grieved,and afraid, 
not knowing how to gain the favour of the Macedonians: and on the other fide, know- 
ing that the King was diſpleaſed with him, (becauſe hererofore he had diſobeyed him:) 
He commanded the people to make their prayers unto Gad, and he in his own perſon 
offered ſacrifice z beſeeching God that it would pleaſe him to be a ſhield of defence 
and ſuccor to their Nation, and to deliver them from thoſe imminent dangers where- 
with they were threatned, But the nexc night following, whil'(t he ſlepr,God appeared 
unto him, and commanded him to be of good courage, and that as ſoon as he had gone 
about the Wall, he ſhould open the Gates boldly, and command the reſt of che people 
t9 attire themſelves in white 3 and that accompanied with them, he ſhould march for- G

God whom the Prieſt worſhippeth : for in my ſleep I ſaw him in ſuch a habit, as T ſee him in at 
this preſent, at ſuch time as Twas in Dio aCity of Macedonia : and whileſt T confulted with 
my ſelf by what means I might attain to the conqueſt of Afia, he connſelled me to make no de- 
lay, but to march forward boldly, aſſuring me, that it would be he that would guide both me and 
mine Army, and would deliver the Empireof the Perſians into my hands, Since that time, 
T have not ſeen any one attired after the ſame manner : and at this pre ſent beholding this man, 
and calling to mind the viſion and exhortation that he gave me in my ſleep, T hope that mine 
Army being conduGed by divine providence, T ſhall overcome Darius, «nd diſcomfit the Perſi- 
ans, and that my deſigns ſhall have a happy iſſue. 

L Whenhehad thus anſwer'd Parmeno, he gave the High-Prieſt his hand, and went with 41cxindes's 
him into the City, being conducted by the Prieſts : after this, when he came into the ficrifice in the 
Temple, he offered ſacrifice, according to the High-Prieſts direQtion, whom he honoured ns 
likewiſe with very great reverence. And when Jaddys (hewed him the Prophecy of of hisconqueſt 
Dariel, wherein he declared that acertain man of the Nation of the Greeks, ſhould de- Y 7s 
ſtroy the Empire of the Perſians, and that in his opinion he was the man 3 Alexander was 40-58 to. the 
very joyful, and diſmiſſed the multicude that attended him, for that crime. The next day F*3*: 

. aſſembling the Jews, he commanded them to let him know, what favors they deſired at bis 
bands. Whereupon the High-Prieſt anſwer'd, That he deſtred that they might be permitted 
to live according to the Laws and Cuſtoms of their Forefathers,and that every ſeventh year they 

M might be exempted from tributes, Which was granted them fully, They befought him 
likewiſe, That by his permiſſzon, the Jews that were in the Countries of Babylon and Media, 
might live according to their laws, Andhe promis'd them willingly to do all that which 
they deſired, He made Proclamation alſo among the People, That if any one of therzz would 
bear Arms under him, ( and live according to the cuſtom of their Nation ) he was ready to rc- 
cerve them : Whereupon divers liſted themſelves under him in the Wars, 

After that Alexander had thus behaved himſelf at Jeruſalem, he marched with his Army 
againſt the neighbouring Cities 5 and whereſoever he went, he was received with great 
affetion, But the Samaritans, whoſe Metropolitan City at that time was $ichem (citu- 
ate near unto the Mountain of Garizim, in which there dwelt divers Jews alſo.that were 

N revolted from their Nation) ſeeing how favourably Alexander had received thoſe of 
Jeruſalem, they reſolved to profeſs themſelvesto be Jews. For ſuch is the nature of the 
Samaritans, (as we have declared heretofore) that when the Jews are in afflition, they 
renounce all alliance with them, ( wherein they confeſs the truth :) But when they per- 
ceive our Affairs to be in proſperous condition, they endeavour to perſuade the World The $4nirt- 
that we areboth ſprung fromthe ſame original, and are deſcended of the race of Ephraim !-ns be kinf- 
and Manaſſes, the ſons of Joſeph.

would be agreeable ro the King, who was very curious in his colle&tion of Books. D 
The Kings demanding one day how many thouſands of Volumes he had already gather - 

_ ed; heanfwered him. that he had already gott about two hundred thouſand Volums; 
but that ſhortly he hoped to have to. the number of five hundred thouſand. Beiides he 
told him, that he had been lately informed that there waredivers Volumes, among the 
Jews wherein many things touching their Laws and policies were written which were 
worthy to be known and deſerved a place in ſo memorable and famous a Liberary 
but that it would be very difficult to tranſlate them into the Greek tongue, for their 
characters ſeem to have (ome relation to the. $zriack, and their pronunciation likewiſe 
15nat much different fromit;notwithſtanding they have their phraſe proper and pecaliar 
unto themſelves, But nevertheleſs he believed it might be done, fince his Majeſty would E 
not think much of any charge 3 the King approved of this propoſal, and wrote unto 
the High Prieſt of the Fews to help him. to theſe books. In the mean time a certasn 
man called Ariſizxs, who was intirely beloved by the King by reaſon of his modeſty 
and had divers times reſolved with himſelf to ſolicit the King, to diſmiſſe all the Jews 
that were in his Kingdom, ſuppoſing that at that inſtant he had a fit oppertunity to 
make his requeſt, he ſpake unto Soebes to Terentin, and Andrew the chief Captain of the 
Kings guard, beſeeching them to favour him'in that which he intended to move to.the 
King. Having found how they ſtood inclined, he addreſſed himſelf unto the King, and 
ſpake unto him after this manner. Since your Majeſty hath reſolved not only to tranſcribe, 
but alſo to trayſlatethe laws of the Jews 1 ſhould not ſpeak, to your Majeſty with that free- © 
dom and hacer wit I ought to uſe, if I ſhould not inform you that T know not how this 
can be fairly done at the ſame time that detain as your ſlaves ſo great a number of Jews with- 
in your Kingdom of Egypt? Tou will therefore do a work,anſwerable to the greatneſs of your 
courage and benignity if you deliver them from their miſery,conſidering that he who gave thent 

their law is God, who governeth your Kingdom( as by diligent inquiry IT have certainly learnt) 

for both they and we adore one God,Creator of all things, whom we call by the name of Jupiter, 

for as much as he preſerveth our life and the lives of all men, For that honour therefore 

which you owe unto God, ſend back theſe people into their Countrey, and permit them to inhabit 

it, who among ſt all men are moſt ſingularly affeFed to their Religion. Neither hath your 

grace occaſion to ſuſpet, that I make this addreſs unto you, becauſe I am either allied or G 
deſrended of any of their Tribes 3 But only for this reaſon becanſe 1 am aſſured that 
there is but one God, who is the Maker of all men, and that he taketh pleaſure in wy he

The King being well-pleaſed to lee them ſo 
unanimous in their requeſt, promiſed that the Jews ſhould be ſer at liberty, and thar he 
would pay unto hisSoldiers 120drachmes for each Jew that was his flave: and touchin 
the requeſt made by them, he promis'd chem to diſpatch his Letters Patents, in moſt am- 
I plemanner, to bring an happy iſſue to Ariftexs ſuits or rather to [atisfie the Will of God; 
which was chiefly to be regarded, Hereupon he ſent out his Proclamation, declaring, 
That he not only ſet them at __ who had been brought thither by bis Father, or thoſe of bis 
Army who attended him; but thoſe alſo who heretofore had been in his Kingdom , or lately 
had becn brought thither : And notwithſtanding it was told him,that the money that would 
be required for their ranſom, would amount to more than 4oo Talents, yet ceaſed he not 
to confirmthat which he had promiſed, But that it may more plainty-appear how great 
his Royal magnificence was, I thought good to inſert in this place the Gopy of the Edidt, 
which he ſent abroad, to this effect: |

ours be publickly proclaimed three days after it ſhall come unto your hands ; and that thoſe who 
beld ſuch Priſoners in their poſſeſſson, declare how many Priſoners they have, Moreover, it ſhall 
be lawful for any man that will, to accuſe ſuch gs obey not this Edi& 3 and our pleaſure is that 
ſuch as ſhall not obſerve it, ſhall have their goods confiſcated to the Kings uſe, 


When this Edi& of the Kings, publiſhed to this effe&, was proclaimed abroad; and

After this extraordinary munificence, according to the Kings command, he appointed 
N Demetrins to make a Decree, touching the Tranſlation of the Books of the Jews, - For 
the King did nothing raſhly, but adminiſtred all things with great wiſdom and circum- 
ſpeftion 3 and therefore the Copy of Demetrizs Propoſal, and the Letters ſent to. this 
effed, are regiſtred; and recorded inwriting : the number likewiſe of the Preſents that 
were (ſent, and by whom they were offered. So that whoſoever ſhall. behold them, he 
will judge by the curious workmanſhip, the great skill of the Workman; and by the 
excellencies of the pieces, he will know by whom each of them was faſhioned, The 
Copy of the advice given by Demetrizz, is this :

Tranſlated, becauſe thoſe Laws proceeded from God himſ#If; and it is moſt certain , that of all 
other Laws in theWorld, they arc the wiſeſt and incorrupteſs, For which cauſe, Hecateus the 
Abderite ſaith, That neither Poets nor Hiſtorians have made any mention of them, nor of thoſe 
that have been governed under the ſame : becauſe in themſelves they are pure, and are not to be 
publiſhed by the month of the profane. May it therefore pleaſe your Majeſty to write unto the

When theXinghadin this manner been adviſed, he wrote unto #leazar the High- 
Re fy ha Prieſt of the Jews, touching this matter : letting him know what liberty was by him 
wards the grantedunto the Jews that were in his kingdom : He ſent him alſo 5o Talents of gold, 
Jour, tomakecups, ewers and veſlels, with an infivite number of precious ſtones, commanding 
his Cofferers, who had the charge of his Jewels, to ſuffer the Workmen to chooſe what 
ſtones they liked beſt. Furthermore, he appointed that a hundred Talents ſhould be 
given for the ſacrifices and oblations, and other uſes of the Temple, But after that I 
have declared. what was the Copy of the Letter ſent unto Eleazar the High-Prieft, and 
the manner how he obtained that Sacerdotal dignity, I will give an account of the tich 
Preſents, and their curious Workmanſhkip. |

Tow 
ſhall therefore do well, if you chooſe out ſix diſcreet and learned men of every Tribe among ſt 
you, and ſend thet# nnto me, ſuch as byreaſon of their 48 ſhall be well inſtruGed in your Laws, 
and'ſufficiently enablzd to expound the ſame. ' And T aonbt not but that ( the work ſucceeding 
9s I bope it will) T fhall thereby gain great glory. Wherefore T ſend unto yon Andrew the 
chiefeft Captain of my Guard, and Ariſteus b; o, (whom weeſpecially honour ) to confer with 
you: by whom Thave ſent you 100 Talents of ſikoer, as the firſt<frnits of . thoſe gifts and ſacri- 
fices, which we intend to offer in the Temple.

As ſoonasFleazar had received the Kings Letters, he returned him an anſwer full of 
reſpet, as followeth, . 
| The 
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The High Prieſt Zleazar to King Ptolomey, health, 
If your ſelf, your Queen Arſinoe, and your children be iz health, we do very much re- 


conſidered the contents thereof 5, we have alſo publiſhed them in the preſence of all the People, 
and have declared unto them your piety towards God, and have ſhewed them thoſe weſſelles 
which you ſent us, twenty of Gold, and thirty of ſilver ; with five veſſells,and a Table which 
you have ſent us as Preſents. We have likewiſe ſhewed them thoſe hundred talents which An- 
drew and Ariſteus ( vertuons and exceBently learned men,and honoured by you amongſt your 
deareſt friends) have bronght unto us,to be employed in ſacrifices and other uſes in theTemple 
Know therefore that whatſoever you are pleaſed to command we will readily obſerve, that we may 
acknowledge the benefits, which you have divers wayes beſtowed upon our Nation. Wehave 
therefore daily offered ſacrifice for you, your Queen Arſinoe, your children and friends: the 
people likewiſe have prayed that God would ſend you happy ſucceſs in whatſoever you deſire, 
that your Kingdom may be continued in peace, and that the tranſlation of our Law may be ac- 
compliſhed at your deſire, for our own ſatisfaion, To that intent we have chojcn ſix Elders 
ont of every Tribe, whom we ſend unto you, together with the original of our Law, Out re- 
queſt is, that according to your accuſtomed piety and juſtice, you return us both our 
Laws and theſe interpreters in ſafety, as ſoon as they have anſwered your expeFation. Fare 
you well. rn 

This is the anſwer which the High Prieſt ſent unto him, I have not thought it ne- 
ceſlary to ſet down the names of the ſeventy two Elders in particular,who were ſent by 
Eleazar together with the law, although they were all mentioned in the Letter {ent by 
the High Prieſt, Yet Ithink it not amiſs to recite the excellency of thoſe Preſents that 
were ſent by the King, and offered up unto God 5 to the end that all men may know 
how zealous he was towards the ſervice of God. For in performance thereof, he 
ſpared no expence, but continually affiſted the workemen and examined their work- 
manſhipz to the end that nothing might be careleſly finiſhed, or negligently performed, 
I will therefore ſet down (as near as I can) the excellency of every piece ( al- 


ſo doing, to let the Reader know how great the liberality and generoſity of the King 
hath been.

of it, tothe intent that he might make it far greater. And having certain notice how 
large it was, and that there was nolett but that he might make his far greater, he ſaid 
that he would have itfive times greater than theother : but that he feared leſt being ſo 
great it would be unfit to. offer ſacrifice thereupon 3 and his intention was, that the 
prefent which he offered, ſhould not only ſerve for ſhew, but that they might alſobe 
ſomewhat proper for the uſe and ſervice of the Temple, Wherefore concluding that 
the firſt was of a ſize large enough, he reſolved his ſhould not exceed the other in 
greatneſs3 but that equalling it in the quantity of Gold, it ſhould exceed itin the vari- 
ety andjbeauty of workmanſhip. For he was very skilful in all arts very ingenious 
in all new inventions fo that by his own judgement, he contrived ſuch things as were 
not before in uſe; and commanded them to make and finiſh them, having alwayes an 
eye to the model, which he had given them to worke by; He undertook therefore 
to make the Table of two Cubitsand a half in length, of one in breadth, and of one 
and a half in heigth all of maſſie Gold + about which there was made a border, of a 
hand bredth; enriched with moving waves, on which there was a figure graven with 
admirable art, appearing on three ſides : For being triangular, every angle preſented 
the ſame engraving 3. ſo that when it was turned, it ſeemed that one and the ſame 
figure, repreſented it ſelf, Within the inſide of this border it was inchaſed with di- 
vers goodly figures,but on the out-(ide it was far more excellently beaurified and wroughr 
becauſe in that part it was moſt open to the eye. For this cauſe the upper part 
of the Table appeared tobe of two parts, and of three angles, which ( as we ſaid ) 
were apparent at ſuch time as the Table was turned, each one ſeeming of equal mag- 
nitude with the other. Upon the graven bends there were precious ſtones inchaſed, 
diſtant by cqual proportion the one from the other, and faſtned by Golden buttons 
tyed by loopes, The fides of the borders ( which preſented themſelves tothe eye) 


G were beautified with rich ſtones, diſpoſed after the manner of an oval; and there was 


a border of golden twigs engraven round about the' Table : under the oyals there 
was a Crown garniſhed with cluſters of divers ſorts of fruits, the cluſters of grapes 
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FRLANLS hung down, the ears of Corn ſtood upright, and all was incloſed with Pomegranats, H

erld, 3584. and the precious ſtones were,inchaſcd in gold throw the whole circuit of the Table, 
before Chriſt's to preſent each ſort of fruit in their native colours, There was alſo a rank of ovals 
Nevis under the Crown, not unlike to the former, made of Gold'Jſo that on both ſides, 
> both the variety and delicacy of the work appeared, both in the bends and borders, 
as alſo in the Table, in which their appeared not any difference, on whatſoever ſide 
it was turned; and from the tope unto bottom one and the ſame workmanſhip appeared. 
For it had a plate of Gold four fingers broad,comprehending the breadth of the Table, 
on which the feet of the ſame were ſtaied, which were afterwards faſtned to the border 
by buttons and claſps of Gold, to the end that the excellent and curious workmanſhip _ 
might the better be ſeen, and on what fideſoever it were turned, it might alwayes ſeem 1 
the ſame, They engraved alſo on the ſame, a labyrinth, in the midſt whereof there 
were divers kindsof precious ſtones, ſhining like Stars: and amongſt the reſt there 
were Rubies and Emeralds of moſt orient brightneſs, as alſo all otherſorts of Stones that 
either are eſteemed for their beauty and price. Near unto this labytinth from the one 
end unto the other there were certain knots ingraven, the middle whereof was like to 
Twofilrer a Rhombus or Loſenge, upon which there were certain pieces of Chryſtal and Amber, 
— ©'P5 enchaced and placed one by the other in equal diſtance, and proportion: which gave 
Prolo2e;s A marvelous ſatisfation to the beholders, The Corniches of thefeet were made after 
charge and di- the forme of a Lilly 3 the leaves whereof bent themſelves under the Table, and the _ 
Boing of bi ſalke ſeemed to be ſtretehed out ſtraight, Thebaſe of the ſame was an hands breadth K 
preſents, Jarge, adorned with a Carbuncle inevery part, The breadth theregf waseight fingers, 
on which all the plate of the feet was ſtaiedz and one every one of them was there 
engraven by curious workmanſhipIvy and Vine branches loaden with cluſters of grapes, 
ſo made to the life, that they ſeemed to be grapes indeed. Forthe whole was fo ſub- | 
tile and dilicate, that when the wind blew, the workmanſhip waved and was carried ' | 
up and down; ſo that it ſeemed that theſe fruits were rather natural, than counter- 
feited by art, The work was made after a new faſhion, as if it conliſted of three 
pieces: and notwithſtanding it was ſo well ſhut and cloſed together, that the ſeames 
and joynts might not any wayes be ſeen: The thickneſs of the Table was noleſs 
than half a Cubit. | . 
See here what this was, which the King preſented : whereia the price of the ſtuff, 
the diverſity and beauty of the workmanſhip, and the excellency of the engraving 
was very excellent; ſo that the richneſs of the materials, and the great variety of or- 
naments of this magnificent preſent made it evident that though this great Prince: 
could not for the reaſons, before mentioned make this Table larger than the former, 
yet he ſpared no charges to make it ſurpaſs itin all other reſpe&ts. He gave beſides 
this, two veſlels of Gold, ſcaled from the bottom as far as the half part of the Cup; 
and beſides thar, inriched with divers precious Stones curiouſly enchaſed, And in 
the midſt of them there was a labyrinth a Cubit high, made of all ſorts of precioug 
Stones, and at the foot thereof were ingraven ſpires, after the manner of twigs, =, 
faſt by them a. certain fold like unto a net made in oval faſhion, that aſcended even , 
unto the brimes. The midſt thereof wasfilled with little targets, of the bigneſs of 
four fingers, made of precious Stones, and round about the edges thereof were Lillies, 
ivy flowers , and vines with their cluſters of grapes engraven round about. This 
was the beauty and excellency of thoſe two Cups, each of them containing twenty 
and four pints. There were alſo others made of Silver, ſo tranſparent as if they had 
been of the pureſt Chryſtal, thorow which all things that were put into them, were 
manifeſtly diſcovered. He cauſed alſo thirty ewers to be made, in which all the Gold 
that was not covered with precious ſtones, was ſhadowed with ivy leaves, and vine 
branches moſt curiouſly engraven : andall theſe things werenot only curiouſly wrought 
by the wonderfull cunning of the workemen 3; but were in like manner ſeconded by N 
an ambitious diligence of the King, who thinking it not enough that without ſparing 
for any thing he had undertaken the charge, did oftentimes ( forſaking his moſt ſeri- 
ous affairs) viſic the ſhops, and examine the workes 3 and that which more and 
more increaſed their diligence , was, becauſe they ſaw him ſo intent upon the

to whome he was accuſtomed to give audience every fifth day 3 as he uſed monthly 
to forrain Ambaſſadors, Having therefore for that time diſmiſſed them, he kept thoſe 
by him whom Eleazar had ſent unto him3 who coming to his preſence ( accompained 
with thoſe preſents which the High-Prieſt had delivered them to preſent unto him, 
with the Original where in the Law was written in Golden Letters ) he asked them 

I where their books were: and they diſcovering and opening them, ſhewed them: unto 
him. After the King had ſeen them, he was very much aſtoniſhed, to ſee the parch- 
ments ſo delicate, and to behold the whole form thereof ſo perfefly conjoyned, that 
it was impoſſible ro diſcover the ſeames: and he told them that he gave them thanks, 
that were come unto him, and unto hirg that had ſent them, but more eſpecially unco 
God, who was the Author of theſe laws. Whereupon the Elders and thoſe that aſ- 
ſiſted them, cried out altogether, and wiſhed that all good hap might befall the King :

honour the memory of that day, (and by good hap it was the very ſame day where- - 
in he overcame Artigonys by Sea.) His pleaſure was alſo, that they ſhould be his 
gueſts, and he cauſed divers goodly lodgings to be aſligned them under the Caſtle, 
Nicanor likewiſe, who had the charge to entertain ſtrangers, commanded Dorothes 
( who was ordinarily imployed in the = ) to prepare for every one of them ſuch 
things, as were neceſlary for their diet and entertainment, For ſo was it ordained 

L by the King, that in every City, there ſhould be a Commiſſary appointed to provide 
for forrainers that ſhould come to that place, to the intent they might be treated ac- 
cording to their own cuſtomes: intending thereby, that their entertainment ſhould be 
the more agreeable unto them,and that they might be the leſs tired with forrain novel- 
ties, This cuſtome of his was put in praQticeat this time by Dorothexsr's careand exact 
diligence, who in his own perſon diſpoſed all that which was neceſſary for that hoſ- 
pitality. He prepared two places to banquet in, in two ſeyeral parts ( according as 
the King had commanded him ) ſo that ſome of them might ſit oneither fide of him and 
the reſt might be placed near unto his Table,omitting nothing of that which concerned 

their honour. When they were in this manner placed, the King commanded Dorothens 

kg to entertain themas he was wont to dothoſe who repaired unto his Court from Jud ea, 
Hereupon he diſmiſlgd the Egyptian Prieſt, and others that were wont to make the or- 

- dinary prayers - which Flee commanded that one of the Elders called F/iſe#s ( who 
wasa Prieſt ) ſhould bleſsthe Table: whereupon he ſtanding upright in the midſt of them 
all, beſought God:ro-bleſs both the King and his SubjeQs with all happineſs, Where-

inviolable for ever. The King therefore was highly contented, ſeeing his endeavonrs 
and purpoſe in that behalf fo happily and profitably finiſhed; but aboveall things, he 
took pleaſure in reading the Law, admiring at the profound wifdom of the Law-maker, 
and began to queſtion with Demetrins, by what means it came to paſs,that neither any 


Poet nor Hiſtoriographer had made mention of that Law, notwithſtanding that in itſelf pp 
it was ſo admirable, To whom Demwetrins gave this anſwer: that ho man was fo hardy 


to touch that work, by reafon that it was Divine, and every way venerable : aſfaring

ed by God: piving him to underftand, how Theopompwe, intending to reduce ſome part

upon [thoſe ſome intermiſſion of his fit, he appeaſed God by prayer ; thereby eaſily covjeQurin 
Erbnicks tn what was the cauſe of his malady, Moreover, he was certified by a Viſton.that Sopeared 
wich the ſacred Unto him in his fleep, that this inconventence befel} him, becaufe he had too curiouſly 
Scriptures, fearched into facred and divine matters, and had intended to communicate the fame 


unto prophane and wicked men from which enterpriſe when he had defiſted, he recovered E 
his right wits again, He hkewiſe infinuated further, thattheodeſterthe Tragick Poet, in- 


tending tomake mentionfinſome of his Poems of a certain Hiſtory written in the ſacred 
Scriptures,was ſtrucken blind; and —— the caufe hereofto proceed from his 
audacious preſumption, he was reſtored to his fight after he had appeaſed Gods diſpleaſure.

whereby he told him, that he had obtained the Government over the people,and purcha- 
fed the High Prieſthood. And that if he were ſo bewitched with mony.that for thelove 
of it, he could have the patience to ſee his Countreymen 1 hazard, and behold his Citi- 
Zens ſuffer all that which cruelty could inflictupon them, he adviſed him to repair to the 
King, and to require him to beſtow the whole or the half of the Tributeupon him, Here- 
unto 0n7as anſwer'd,That he wonld no more execute theGovernment:;and that if it was poſſible 
for him, he was ready to give over the Prieſt hood,rather than repair unto the King, Whereupon 
| Joſeph asked him, If he would permit him, in the peoples behalf,to go Ambaſſador to Ptolomy. C 
 WhereuntoOnias anſwer'd;That be gave him leave. Upon this occaſion, Joſeph went up into 
the Temple, and ſummoned che people to a general Afembly, exhorting them.to:be no 
ways troubled,and toiconceive no fear through rhe negligence of his Uncle 0x7as,wiſhing 
them to be of good courage,and promiſing them that he himſelf would go Ambaſſador 
unto the King, and faithfully plead their Caufe before him, and perſuade him that they 
had committed no inſolent negle& or contempt againſt his Majeſtyzwhich when the peo- 
ple underſtood,they gave Joſeph hearty thanks. Whereupon he preſently came down from 
\1.the Temple, and honorably entertained the Ambaſladors that came from Prolomy., and 
> havingpreſented them with gifts of great value,and feaſted them magnificently for many 
_ dayes, he ſent:them back to their Prince 3 aſluring them, that he would in perſon follow D 
them. _ And the-rather was he incited to this journey, becauſe the Ambaflador had per- . . 
b ſuaded hirh to come into. Zeypt, under ſuch: affurance, that he would: obtain all his re-

BY | A As ſoon as the. Ambaſſador returned into Egypt, hecertified the King of 0niar's ingra- 
E encertained, titadez and Jefeph's humanity-: certifying him, that:Hhe would come in perſon to.entreat 
who vp rs patdon for the People for that offence they had committed againſt him and the rather, 
Pale hoe his for that he was im eſpecial authority among the People: and he fo fir enlarged himſelf 
return into bis yy; the praiſe of Foſeph, that both the King and Queen Cleopatra had a good opinion of 
Count'*Y- him, although he was as yet abſent. But Foſeph ſent unto Samaria to his Friends, and E 
borrow'd money, making preparation for his Voyage. Having therefore furniſhed him- 
ſe]f with Apparel, Veſſels and Horſes, and with almoſt twenty thouſand drachms, he ar- 
rived at Alexandria. 

At that time it hapned, that the Princes and Governors of Phenicia and Syria repaired 
thither to farm their Tribures 3 for the King was accuſtomed every yearto ſell them to 
the men of moſt reſpeCt in every City : theſe meeting with Joſeph on the way, began to 
mock at his baſeneſs and poverty. But when he came to Alexandria,and had intelligence 
that the King was at Memphis,he ſet forward, and went out to meet him. When therefore 
the King, accompanied with the Queen, and Athenion his Friend,who had diſcharged the 
place of Ambaſlador in Jeruſalem, came riding in his Chariot ; Athenioz ( who had been ©. 
honorably entertained by Joſeph ) perceiving him upon the way, certified the King that 
it was he of whom he had ſpoken upon his return from Jernſalem: proteſting on his be- 
half, that he was a virtuous and honorable young man, Whereupon Ptolomy received 
him with more kindneſs than the reſt, and made him comeup into his Chariot z where he 
was no ſooner ſeated, but the King began to accuſe 0#zas for what he had committed. 
Bur Joſeph (aid unto him, Pardon: þ:#z,0 King, and have reſpe@ to his old age. For you know 
that ordinarily old men and young children have ons and the ſame underſtanding; but from 
ary ſelves who are young, you ſhall have what you pleaſe to require, without any pretext or cauſe 
of diſcontent. 
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H This wiſeanſiver increaſed theaffeftion. which the King had allready conceived for 

him: whereupon he commanded that he ſhould be lodyed in his own Palace , and 
that daily he ſhould accompaty him . at his Table. ; 7 ooo: 
| As ſoon as the King came back to Alexandrie, the Lords of Syria ſeeing Joſeph ſitting 
nearunto the King, were diſpleaſed : and the day drawing near wherein they were to 
kgow what they ſhould pay for their tribute, they char were of the:greateſt quality in 
their countrey. farmed it3 ſo that the Tributes of Celoſyria , Phenicia., Jude, and 
Samaria, amounted together to N thoufand talents, Whereupon Joſeph ariſing, 
blamed the farmers, becauſe they had deſigned amongſt themſelyes to beat down the 
rice of the tributes, promiſing to give double; and that he would likewiſe return the 
F forfeitures that were levied upon the@oods of ſuchas offended; - which were farmed 
together with the tributes.: The King gaveear to this diſcourſe of his withgreatcontent 
aha ſaid, that be approved the ſale of theſe tributes unto Joſeph, who would hereby (6 con- 
fderably augment bis revenue. Whentherefore he was asked whether he could give ſuretie 2 
he made him anſwer with great confidence: 0 King ( faid he.) 7 will give thee ſuch 
pledges as are both worthy and honorable, and ſuch as you cannot miſtruſt.:.'When therefore 
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the King deſired him to produce them: 7 wil? (ſaid bw 0 King, preſet thee for ſureties, © 


thy ſelf and the Queen thy Wiſ'e, that one of you may be ſurety for me to the other. Ptolowey 
ſmiling hereat, greens himthe farm of thetribute, withour farther ſurety. This favor 
; of his diſpleaſed thoſe Governours .of the Cities that were come into Egypt, in that 
K they ſaw themſelves contemned and conſtrained to return with ſhame unto their 
houſes.. But Foſeph obtained 2000 footmen from the King 3 that he might by their 
aſſiſtance levy the tribute from thoſe Cities, who were negligent. in their payments: 
and after he had borrowed five hundred talents.of the Kings friends in Alexandria, he

| As ſoon as he cameto Aſcalov, he demanded the payment of the tribute at the Citi« 
zens hands, which they not only refuſed, but moreover upbraided him with injurious 
words. Whereupon laying hold on about twenty. of the principal.among them, he 
put them to death: and having gathered their ſubſtances together,tie ſent the King ſome 
, thouſand talents, certifying him of that which he had done. : Ptolomy admiring 
L at his wiſdom, and approving what he had done permitted him to diſpoſe of all things 
at his pleaſure, The Syrians when they heard this began to fear the like ſeyerity 3 and 
perceiving that the 4ſcalonites wereflain by Foſeph, they opened their gates,andreceiv- 
ed him willingly, and payed him their tributes, Whereas alſo the Scythopolitanes con- 
tumaciouſly refuſed to. lay down, according to order,their accuſtomed tributes, he ſlew 
the chiefeſt amongſt them: and ſent the confiſcation of their goods unto the King. 
When therefore he had gathered much filver and made great gains of the farming of 
the tributes, to the: intent he might eſtabliſh and make his power of longer continuance, 
he liberally employed his gains, conſidering with himſelf, that it wasa part of wiſdom 
to ſeccure his good fortune, by thoſe riches which he himſelf had gatten : For he ſeat 
M many preſents bothto the ws and Queen, and gave liberally to their friends and fayoe 
rites, and toallthoſe which had any authority or credit in 6 Court, that he might win 
and bind them unto him by his benevolence, And'in this felicity continued he twenty 
two years; during which time he was the fathet of ſeven children by one wife, and of 
another called Hircayrs,by.another Wife who was the Daughter of his Brother Solymins, 


whom he married upon this occafion, © wo ers be Ie. 
' Going once to Alexandria in the company of his brother ( who carried with him his 
daughter already marriageable,intending to beſtow her.upon ſome Jew of good quality 
whileſt he ſate at meat with the Ring, a fajr Damſel coming into the room danced ſo 
well that ſhe gained the heart of Joſeph, whereupon, hetold his brother of ic, praying 
N him fince by the laws of their Countrey it was forbidden to a Jew to marry a ſtranger, 
that he would hide his fault,andbe an afiſtant unto him,rhat he mighe procure herfor his 
Miſtriſs, His brother promiſed him his affiſtance and in the mean time he dreſs'd up his 
own daughter, and brought her, by nigtit, unto his bed: whereupon he lay with her 
(not knowing who ſhe was, becaufe he had drunk over much,) and had her company: 
His love ſtill increaſed, and'not knowing how to conquer his paſſion he told his brother 
that he feared the King would not beſiow this Damſel on him. His brother told him 
that he need not trouble himſelf, promiſing that he ſhould enjoy her whom he loved, 
and'that allready ſhe was his-wifez letting him know the whole contrivance, and how 
he had rather wrong his own daughter than to ſufferhis brother to fall into diſhonor, 
O After that Joſeph had commended the kind andnatural affeQion of his brother towards 
him, he took his daughter. to. Wife, who bare him a Son called Hircaxxc,as it hath been 
faid. Who keing thirteen years old, gave teſtunony of chat natural ſpirit, and dexeri- 
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poet f® , ty that was in him 3 by reaſon whereof his, brethren conceived an hatred againſt him A 
ded :550, and the rather becanſe he excelled them in all things, and thereby inſtead of gaining 
before Chriſt's their love he raiſed their jealouſy and-hatred: Whereas Joſeph was deſirous to know 
bs As * which of his children had the ripeſt Judgement, and underſtanding; he ſent them 
SL WD one after another to thoſe maſters, who were moſt renowned for Science in that time - 
but all of them returned back unto him rude,and illiterate, becauſe they were negligent 
and idle, Whereupon he ſent Hircarns the youngeſt of them 1ato adefart place diſtÞat 
from the high way ſome ſeven dayes journey, and gave him with him three hundred 
couple of Oxen, toſow theground in that barren place, concealing from him the yokes 
that ſhould couple them together.

Whentherefore he came unto the place, and gerceived that the yokes were miſſing 
he asked advice of ſome of the husbandmen: who counſelled him to ſend ſome one 
back untohis Father to fetch the couples, Burt he ſuppoſing he ought not to loſe fo 
much time as would be ſpent in ſending back a meſſenger, he made uſe of a contrivance 
which ſeemed much beyond his years, For he cauſed ten couple of the oxen to be ſlain, 
.and diſtributed the fleſh amongſt his workmen,and made them cut the Skins,and faſhion 
couples thereof,and having yoked his Oxen,he cauſed the land to be manured,accord- 
19g to his Fathers direCtion 3 and afterwards returned home unto him. Whereupon he 
Joved him the more intirely,by reaſonof his wiſdom and the ſubtlety of his underſtand- 
ing 3 and eſteemed him asif he had no other child bur him alone, but this increaſed the 
. malice and envy of his brothers. : | SY 
Yoſeph ſend: — When news was brought unto Joſepb, that about that.time King 7rolomey was bleſſed 
eth bis Son ,With a young Son, and how all the chiefeſt Lords of $zria, and the Countries under 
Hircanus © his obeyſance, repaired to Alexandria in great pomp to celebrate the birth-day of the 
"0019* Kings Son; hebeing of himſelf unable (by reaſon of his age) togothither,heasked 
his Children, whether any one of them would go and compliement the King, When 
therefore the eldeſt Sons had excuſed themſclves,and refuſed to undertake the journey, 
pretending they wereunfit to performe the meſſage, and underſtood not the manner of 
living at Court,all of them adviſing that their brother Hircanus might be ſent:Joſeph was 
well pleaſed thereat,and calling for Hircaxus asked himi f he would go to King Ptolomy: 
he promiſed to undertake the journey, and. told his Father he needed no great ſum of D 
6.0 money to perform it, becauſe he ſhould travel frugally, and content himſelf for the = 
whole expence with ten thouſand drachms. Foſeph was very glad to hear of his Sons 
prudence; and after Hircazws had kept ſilence for a, while he adviſed his Father, that 
heſhould not preſeat the King with any thing out of Jadea, but that he ſhould write un- 
to his factor in Alexardria, commanding him to deliver ſych ſummes of money as he 
thought convenient to buy that which he found to. be moſt magnificent and of beſt 
eſteem in the City, Joſeph imagining chat perhaps he would imploy about ten talents 
1n preſents and approving of. his Sons Counfel, wrote unto his factor 4rio» ( who had 
the uſe of almoſt three thoufand talents of his in Alexanaria, ).

him to give them licence to erect a place of Exerciſes inJernſalews, Which when A»tio- 
chus had granted them, they ſo behaved themſelves, that there appeared no more ſign of 
Circumciſion in them : ſo that at ſuch time as they were naked, there was no diffe. ence 
between them and the Greeks 3 and negleCting all the ordinances and cuſtoms of their 
own Countrey, they conformed themſelves to the behaviour and manners of other Na- 
tions. Antiochus having all things in his kingdom according to his hearts defire reſolved 
to make War upon Fg pt : he contemned Ptolomy's ſon age ( who were not as yet capa- 
' ble to manage their affairs. ) Arriving there near to Peluſqme with a great power, he cir- 
cumvented by a ſtratagem, the young Ptolomy Philometor, and ſubdued Egypt : for after 
1, he had beſieged Memphis, and taken it, he came to Alexandria, with an intent to beſiege Antiochu en2 
the City, and to lay hold of the King, who was therein. But he was driven, not only for<d co = 
from Alexandria, but alſo out of all Egypt, by the ſummons that were ſent him by the Þs, xr. 
Romans, who commanded himto deparc, and withdraw his Army out of that Countrey, The Hiſtory of 
as we have heretofore declared in another place. Now willI more largely and particu- + war | 
larly diſcourſe the afts of this King who overcame Judea, and ſpoiled the Temple : for bo.

| Fer that King Aztiochns was returned out of Egypt, and for the fear of the Ro- 
mans had forſaken that Countrey,he led his Army againſt Fer»ſalemr,andencamped,  _. 
- before the City, and took ic by ſarrender, the Gates of the City being ſer . open mu for 
unto him by thoſe of his FaCtion: which hapned in the 143 year fince the beginning of ten, ſpoilerh 
N the Reign of Selencus. When he ſaw himſelf Lord and Maſter of Jeruſalem, he flew *** T-nvlc, 
divers of the contrary FaQion; and after he had gather'd together many greatand rich 
ſpoils, he return'd back to A»tzoch. Two years after, in the 145 year of the Reign' of 
that Family, on the 25 day of that month which we call Chaſiex, and the Macedons Apel- 
Leys, the Romans December < in the 153 Olympiade, he returned again to Jernſalerr ; at 
which time, he ſpared not them who gave him peaceable entrance, and opened the 
Gates. But his inſatiable avarice tranſported him ſo far, that he feared not to violate 
the Temple, and to ſpoil it of all thoſe riches which heknew to be there laid up; being 
no leſs infolent towards his friend;than to the offender, he ſpared neither, For having 
feen what quantity of Gold was-in the Temple, and how great a number of Preſents 
O and precious Ornaments were there laid up, he was ſo covetous, that he brake and viola+ 
ted all covenants and conditions. Aﬀeer therefore he had ſpoiled the Temple, and car- 


ricd away the veſlels dedicated unto God, the golden Candleſtick, the golden Altar-, = 
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ALA Table of the Shew-bread, the Cenſers, and pulled down the Curtains made of fine linen A 


and ſcarlet. After he had emptied the treaſures that were hidden, and left nothing be- 


hind him of any value, to compleat the miſeries of the Jews, he forbade them to offer 
their uſual and daily ſacrifice unto God, according to the order of the Law: and after he 
had ſpoiled the whole City, he ſlew a great part of the Inhabitants, and carried away 
the reſt of theminto captivity, with their wives and children, to the number of 10000. 
Furthermore, he burnt the faireſt buildings of the City, and razed the walls, and raiſed 
a Fortreſs in the lower City. For the Temple was as it were a high Cittadel, command- 
ing the reſt. For this cauſe, having incloſed it with high walls and towers, he placed a 
Gariſon of Macedonians therein,with whom remained the rabble and ſcum of the wick- 
ed Apoſtate Jews, who were given over to all impieties, and who alſo afflicted their Fel- 
low-Citizens with many injuries, The King alſo commanded that an Altar ſhould be

the necks of their Parents, who were crucified: And if in any place they found any 
part of the ſacred Scripture, they defac'd and burnt it and they with whom it was 
found, were put to a molt cruel death,

nor, not #0 moleſt us any more, by Charging us with thoſe Accuſations which are peculiar to the 
Jews : who neither are tied to us by Aliance,zor agree with us in Cuſtoms, but that our Temple,

Ark: ; ing, Judas would not permit his Soldiers as yet to take the benefit of the ſpoil, becauſe 
they were to fight againſt Gorgias and his Army, aſluring them, That as ſoon as they ſhould 
have defeated him, they might take their booty, without fear, becanſe they ſhould have no more 
Enemies to expe@, | 
Whilſt he thus ſpake unto his Soldiers, they that were with Gorgias, perceived from 
the top of an hill, that the Army that was left behind them, was put to flight, and that 
their Camp was on fire: for although they were far off, yet did the ſmoke aſſure them 
of it. Which when they underſtood,and perceiv'd Jxdas and his fellowsin batrel aray, 
7x4as gacher- ©xPefting their coming, they feared, and berook themſelves to flight, When as therefore 
eh a huge Judas perceived that Gorgias Troops were diſcomfited, without ſtroke ſtrucken, he went ;-

{carlet, and purple, he returned to his quarters with joy, praifing God for their happy 
gx ſucceſs: for this victory did not a little advantage them,towards the attainment of their 
Lf..s once liberty, But Lyſas, to repair the diſhonour which he had ſuffer'd by this defeat, raiſed 
the the next year another Army of almoſt 60000 choſen Men, and 5000 Horſemen, to in- 
ſsth 5000 of vade Judea, Afﬀterhe had thereforemade his entry by the Mountains, he encamped in 
his Solaiers. = Berhſure, a village of Judea. : 
Judas having notice thereof, came forth againſt him, accompanied with 10 ooo Men 
and diſcovering the numberof his Enemies far to exceed his, ( after he had beſoughr 
God by Prayer, That it would pleaſe him to aſſiſt him in the battel ) he charged the Van- 
guard of the Enemy with ſogreat courage,that he diſcomfited them, and ſlew about 5000, 
leaving the reſt in great feas. Lyſtas knowing thereſolution of the Jews,and how they 
were reſolved to dye, except they-might enjoy their liberty ; and fearing their deſpera- 
tion, more than their force, he gather d together the reſt of his Army, and returned 
The Temple back to Aztioch: where he ſojourned, hiring many Foreign Soldiers, to make a greater 
oi Fernſuem. Army to invade Jewry. After that Aztiochws's Captains had been diſcomfited ſo many 
times, Judas aflembled the People together, and told them, That after they had obtained o 
many victories through the mercy of God, it behowed then: to go up to Jeruſalem, and to purific 
the Temple that was left deſolate, and to offer thoſe Sacrifices ordained by the Law, When he 
came thither witha multitude of people, he found the Temple like a Deſart, and the 
Gates thereof burnt,and Graſs growing within it 3 ſo great a deſolation drew ſighs from 
FA his heart, and he wept with all thoſe that accompanied him : And having choſen out cer- 
Ky tain of his beſt Soldiers, he commanded them to aſſault the Gariſon that were in the 
"3 Fortreſs, whiles he himſelf purged che Temple. Which command of his being exattly 
'Y and-reſolutely fulfilled, heſent for new Veſlels, a Candleſtick, a Table, an Altar of In- 
cenſe, all made of Gold. He put alſo veils or hangings to the doors, accuſtomed to be 
{pread abroad; and made Gates tothe Temple, And having thrown down the Altar of 
burnt-offerings, which had been prophaned by Amtiochxs, he built a new one of all ſorts 
of ſtones, neither hewen, nor hammered, according toart. The 25 day of the month 
of Chaſſeu, ( with us September ) there were lights ſet upon the Candleſticks, and per- 
fumes laid upon the Altar, and loaves upon the Table, and ſacrifices offer'd upon the 
The Temple new Altar, All which 'hapned the ſame day three years, wherein the ſacred Religion 
cr cel was changed into prophaneſsand impiety. For the Temple was ruinated and left deſo- 
vears ſpace. Jate by Antiochus, and remained inthart ſtate for the ſpace of three whole years. For this 
P48.

and treachery. On thoſe Judas made continual War, to hinder their incurfions, and to Fader pln 
make them partakers of thoſe evils they had inflited upon the Jews, So that invading continual War 
Acrabathan, he ſlew the Idumeans that were deſcended from Eſan, and brought away a vid 
great prey out of their Countrey, and ſhut up the fons of Baaz their Prince, who lay in Nations. 
wait for the Jews 3 and having belteg'd them, he overcame them, ſetting fire on their 
Towers, and killing all the men that were therein. After this, he departed from thence, 
and made War upon the Ammonites, who had a great and mighty Army, under the con- 
duct of Timothews: Theſehe encounter'd and overcame, and took their City of Jazor, 
and burnt it, and led away their wives and children into captivity, and afterwards retur- 
ned into Judea. The neighbouring Nations hearing of this, aſſembled themſelves to- 
oether in Galaad againſt the Jews, who inhabited the frontiers of Galaad ; who havin 
retired tothe Fort of Dathema,ſent Letters unto Judes,to let. him know,That Timotheus 
intended to ſurprize the place wherennto they were retreated,and requeſted hint to deliver them 
from this danger. And whil'lt he was reading of theſe Letters,certain meſſengers came

—_ 494 * Alexander, for fear leſt he capitulating with him firſt of all, ſhould obtain his affiſtance. 


And this did heeſpecially'for the fear he had of Jorathay, leſt remembring thoſe inju- 
rieshe had before received at his hands,he ſhould oppoſe himſelf againſt him. He there- 
fore ſentunto him, requiringihim to aſſemble his Forces,and to make preparation for the 
War: commanding likewile, rhat thoſe Jews ſhould be delivered into his poſſeſſion, 
whom Bacchides had ſhut up for hoſtages in the fortreſs of Jeruſalem. Aﬀter that Deme- 
irius had demeaned himſelf in this ſort, Jonathan came to Jeruſalexr, and in the preſence y 
of all the people, and of the gariſon that was-in the fortreſs, he read the Kings Letters; 
and after the reading thereof, the wicked and revolted Jews that were in the fortreſs 
were afraid, ſeeing that the King permitted. Jonathan to levy an Army, and to receive 
hoſtages. But he receiving them into his hands, reſtored each of them to their fathers 
and mothers : and by this means remained Jonathan in Jeruſalem, where he made divers 
reparations, and built according as he pleaſed. For he built the City-walls of hewen 
| ſtone, to make them more durable againſt the aſſaults of War. Which when they per- 
The 2/749 ceived who werein the Gariſons throughout all Judez, they forſook them all, andretired 
king their back to Antioch, except they that were in the City of Bethſura,and thoſe in the Fortreſs

Since you have obſerved the friendſhip that you bear unto #4, and have not engaged your ſelves 

K with our enemies, notwithſtanding their divers ſollicitations, we praiſe your fidelity, and pray 
you to perſevere in the ſame eſtate, aſſuring you, that you ſhall receive the like favors from us,in 
all integrity. For I am content to remit the greater part of the tributes and taxes that you have 
uſually paid, either to the Kings my Predeceſſors,or to me; and from this time forward, T ac- 
quit you from thoſe tributes you are to pay hereafter. And, moreover, I releaſe you of the prize 

of ſalt, and of the gold which you were wont to give unts us for our Crown. We likewiſe acquit 
you of the thirds of the fruit of your lands,and the half of the fruit of your trees which hereto- 
fore you have been accuſtomed to pay,that you may enjoy them peaceably from this time forward, 
 T acquit you alſo at this preſent, for ever,.of all that which the Inhabitants of Judea, and the 
three Provinces annexed thereunto, Samaria, Galilee, and Perza, are bound to pay me 5 wil- 

L ling and commanding that the City of Jeruſalem be held ſacred, and enjoy the priviledge of a 
SanFuary 3 and that it ſhall be exempt from the payment of tythes, and all manner of impoſi- 
tions. AndT commit the fortreſs in the ſame to the hands of Jonathan the High-Prieſt, per- 
mitting him to place ſuch a Gariſon therein, as be ſhall think fit, aud ſuch as will faithfully keep

Moreover, T acquit the Prieſts and Miniſters of the 
Temple, of the 10000 druchms of _ ( which the Kings levied on the Temple ) becauſe 
they appertain unto the Prieſts who ſerve in the Temple, as T have been rightly informed, I grant 

N alſo to «ll thoſe who ſhall repair unto the Temple of Jeruſalem for refuge, and within the pre- 
cm(t thereof, ( whether it be for money due unto the King, or for any other cauſe) that they 

be acquit thereof, and receive not any damage in their goods, Tpermit alſo, that the Temple be 
repaired wnd built at my charge. My will is alſo, that the walls of the City be re-edified , and 
that certain Towers be built about the ſame, at my expence. Furthermore, if there be any places 
fit to build fortreſſes and ſtrong bolds in, thorow dll the Countrey of Judea, and to place Gari- 
ſons in them, my will is, that all this be done and fortified, at the charges levied ont of mine 

own cofjers. Theſe arethe proniiſes and offers that Demetrias made unto the Jews.

on ſuch an occaſion, which is the cauſe that they agree not among themſelves : as alſo the like 
hath bapned among the Egyptians, through the multitude of Temples, and the great diverſity 
of Religions, And having found out a very convenient place near aCaſile called Bubaſtis is 
the Plaiz,where there is ſtore of all ſorts of materials for building, andCattel fit for ſacrifice 3 
T beſeech you that it may be lawful for me to purifie the Temple that is ruinated in that place, 
and dedicated to no ſacred power : and that in ſtead thereof ,to ere® a Temple in honour of 4l- 
mighty God, according to the form and dimenſions of that Temple which is at Jerafalem,where 8 
we ſhall pray for the preſervation and proſperity both of your Self, your Queen, axd Children. 
And this will certainly unite ali the Jews within the Kingdom of Egypt, for they will all in 
this place aſſemble to celebrate thepraiſes of God, according as it hath been foretold by the Pro- 
phot TCaias, There ſhall be ( ſaith he ) a Temple for our Lord God in Egypt: many other 
things alſo hath he foretold touching this place. 


This is the ſubſtance of that which 0n##s wrote unto King Ptolozzey. And by his an- 
{wer which he made hereunto, a man may eafily conjefure what piety was borh in him, 
and Cleopatra his fiſter, and wife, For they have returned the fin and tranſgrefſion of 
the Law, which through this means fell upon 0395's head, by this anſwer that enſuech.

They therefore beſought the Ring, Thar it :gixrroews 
would pleaſe him to fit in judgment, with the aſſiſtance of his friends, to hear their alle. ni Sanari- 
gations in this behalf, and to condemn the party unto death, who ſhould be found faulty china we - 
1n his proceſs. Now the advocates which pleaded for the Samaritans, were Sabbeas and Temple, 
Theodoſins + and Andronicus, the ſon of Meſſaler, defended the cauſe of thoſe of Jeruſa- 
lem, and the other Jews. And both of them ſwore both by God and the King, That they 
would bring their proofs accordihg tothe Law; beſceching Ptolomey toadjudge him to 
death, whom heſhould find to havefalſifi'd his oath. The King therefore ſat down with 
his friends, to hear the cauſe, and determine their differences. But the Jews of Alcx- 
andria were much diſpleaſed with them that had drawn the preheminence of the Tem- 
K pleat Jeruſalem into queſtion, and were highly diſcontent, that a Temple ſo ancient and 
famous, and ſo eſteemed and honoured through the whole World, ſhould be ſo diſpara- 
ged, When therefore the day of Audience was come, Sabbex# and Theodoſins ſuffered 
Andronicus to ſpeak firſt : who beganto prove the lawtulneſs, holineſs, and religion of 
the Temple in Jerxſalezz out of the Law3 and by the ſucceſſive government of the High 
Prieſts, who from father to ſon, and from hand to hand, had received this honour 5 there- 
in alledging, That all the Kings of 4ſia had honoured the Majeſty of that place with 
preſents and rich oblations :. whereas neither in:the record of men, nor courſe of anci- 
quity, the Temple of Gariziz: had been in any eſtimation, Hereunto he added ſuch other 
reaſons, as perſuaded the King, that the Temple of Feraſalezz: was built according to 
x, the ordinance of Moſes, and cauſed him to adjudge Sabbews and Theodoſizs todeath, This 
may ſuffice to have ſpoken concerning the differences of the Jews of Alexandria, and 
ſuch things as befell them during Prolomey Philometors time.

11nto him to that place, and there celebrate theNuptials, After he had written thele Letters, 
Ptolomey made haſte to Ptolomazs, and led with him his daughter Cleopatra, where meet- 
ing with Alexander, ( according to their appointment) he deliver'd him his daughter, 

N and gave her a dowry worthy of fo great a King, Unto the ſolemnizing of his mar- 
riage, Alexander, by Letters, invited the High-Prieſt Jonathan, commanding him to come 
tohim to Ptolomajs. He went thither, and preſented magnificent Preſents to both the 
Kings 3 he was highly honour'd by both, infomuch as Alexander conſtrained him to pur 
off his ordinary garments, and to put on a purple robe,and after that to fit upon a royal 
Throne : commanding his Captains to march before him through the City, and to com- 
mand by publick Editt, That no #an ſhould dare to ſpeak, anything againſt him,nor offer hinz 
any cauſe of diſcentent, All which the Captains performed; ſo that they, who purpoſe- 
ly and maliciouſly came thither to accuſe him, ſeeing the honour chat was done unto him 
by che King, fled away, leſt the miſchief which they deſigned for him, ſhould fall upon

lexander, and for refuſing Demetrixs to be his friend and confederate 3 ſo that he broke 
off the affinity that he had with him : and after he had withdrawn his daughter from him, 
he preſently ſent Ambaſſadors unto Demetrizs, to confirm a league of peace and amity 
with him, promiſing him to beſtow his daughter upon him in marriage, and to eftabliſh 

M him in his fathers kingdom, Demetrizs very joyful to hear of this Embaſſage, accepted 
both of the league and the marriage. There only remained one difficulty for Ptolomey to 
ſurmount, which was, how he might perſuade the Aztiochians to admit Demetrizs, againſt 
whom they were ſo much incenſed, for the indignities which hisfather Demetrizs had of- 
fered them 3. but this difficulty he overcame by this means. The Aztiochians hated Alex- 
ander, becauſe of Ammonixs ( as we have related before) and by that means were the 
more eaſily*drawn to drive him out of the City.

Demetrixs, firnamed Nicanor, having obrained the kingdom, quickly diſcover'd his ill 
nature, and treated Ptolomzes Army very unworthily, forgetting both the confederacy 
and affinity that he had contrafted with him, by Cleopatra his wife, who was Ptolomey's 
daughter. But the Men of War hating his ingratitude, fled into Alexundria,for their own 
ſecurity,notwithſtanding they left the ;y mir in his power and poſlefſion. | 


But the High-Prieſt Jozathan having aſſembled an Army of all the Countrey of Ju- 
dea, began to beſiege the Caſtle of Jersſalem, where. there was a Gariſon of the Macedo- 
2ians, and a great number of wicked Apoſtates that were fallen from the Fewiſh Reli- 
by Pre- gion, who, in the beginning, ſlighted the Engines that Jorathaz had raiſed to take that C 
/ place, in the ſtrength whereof they repoſed roo much confidence: But, in the end, ſome 

of them breaking out by night, came unto Demetrizs, and told him of the ſiege; at 
which he was diſplealed , and raking a ſtrong Army with him , he departed from 
Antioch, to make War upon Jonathan. When he came to Ptolomais, he wrote to Jora- 
than, and commanded him to come unto him : notwithſtanding Jozathar gave not over 
the fiege, but took the Elders and Prieſts with him, with gold and filver robes, and a 
great quantity of Preſents, intended for Demetrizs 3 and when he had deliver'd them'to 
him, he appeaſed his wrath: and after he had received many honours at his hands,he ob- 
tained the confirmation of his Prieſthood, in as ample manner as he enjoyed it during 
the time of his Predeceſſors; and although the wicked Jews accuſed him, yet did not xy 
Demetrixs give any credit to them, Moreover, Jonathan requiring , that for the whole 
Countrey of Jewry, and for the three governments of Samaria, Joppa, and Galilee , he 
might pay no more than zoo Talents for Tribute, he granted him a full exemption, and 
wrote his Letters Patents in theſe terms:

The Inhabitants percei- 

ving that they could not put out the fire, betook themſelves to flight, and the Jews cha- 

ſed them from houſe to houſe.

Demotrin, But after that Artiochas had granted him leave to Jevy a great Atmy out of Syria and 
Phenicia, to fight againſt Demetrizs, he went 1nto the neighbouring Cities , and was by 
them very kindly received 3 yet did they not afford him any Men of War, Coming 
from thence unto Aſcalor, the Citizens in honourable aray came out to meet him with 
Preſents ; whom together with the Cities of Celoſjria, he exhotted to forſake Demetri- 
zs's part, and to follow Atiochws, tothe end,that joining themſelves with him,they might 
all of them combine their Forces againſt Demetrizs, and take yengeance of thoſe miſ- 
chiefs which they had oftentimes endur'd by his means : and which if they prudently 
examin'd, they had many reaſons to proſecute their revenge. After he had perſuaded C 
theſe Cities to enter into confederation againſt Demeirizs,he came to Gaz4,to induce them 
likewiſe, and reconcile them to Aztioch#s, But he found the Gaze47s to be of afar con- 
trary diſpoſition than that which he expeCted, for they flatly reſiſted him : and although 
they were intended to forſake Demetrins, yet would they not join their Forces, or ſub- 
mit the City to his government, For which cauſe, Jo»athar belieged their City , and 
ſpoiled their Countrey : for with the one half of his Army he begirt Gaza, and with the 
other half he over-ran the Countrey, ſpoiling and burning the ſame. The Gagears ſee- 
ing theſe miſeries which they were conſtrain'd to endure, and perceiving that no ſuccors 
came unto them from Dewetrixs, but that their own overthrow was at hand, and their 
aſſiſtance far off: and that which was worſe, moſt uncertain; they thought ir to be the (3 
wiſeſt part for them, to forſake the one, and follow the other. Whereupon they ſent 
meſſengers _ OR proteſting that they would be both his friends and confederates. 
For men do unwillingly take knowledge of their profit, before they have biught it to their ſor- 
row; and that which they neglefed at firſt, and was moſt expedient for them to perform before 
they were afflided,that do they earneſtly hunt after,at ſuch time as they have been chaſtiſed, Up- 
on this ſubmiſſion of theirs, Jonathar receiv'dthem into favor,and took pledges of them, 
and ſentthem to Jeruſalem, and from thence marched he along the Countrey as far as Da- 
aſco. And whereas an huge Hoſt ſent by Demetrius, came out againſthim, as far asthe 
City Cedaſa, near unto Tyre and Galilee, making their reckoning to divert Joathax from 
Syria, by Ong and relieving thoſe of Galilee, who were their confederates : Jona- F 
thaz went out ſpeedily to meet with them,recommending the ſtate of Jxdea to the charge 
of his brother $iwo. Who aſſembling all the power that was poſſible to be gather'd 
Sins, Fe throughout all the Countrey, encamped before Bethſure, a ſtrong Fort in Judea, and be- 
tikerh inBeth- ſieg'd it ( for Demetrius being before-time ſeized thereof, kept Gariſon therein, as be- 
ſura. fore this we have declar'd. ) When as therefore $7#-0# raiſed his Bulwarks,and fitted his 
Engines to aſſault the City, and employ'd all his ſtudy to ſurprize the ſame, they thar 
were beſieged waxed afraid, leſt if he ſhould take the Town by force, they ſhould loſe 
their lives, For which cauſe, they ſent an Herald unto $:i#-ox, requeſting him, that he 
would permit them to depart out of Bethſura, with the ſafety of t heir lives and goods, and go 
unto Demetrius : who ſatisfying their demands, they preſently departed our of the City, F 
and heplanted a Gariſon therein of their own men, in place of the Macedonians, In the 
mean while Jonathan, who was in Galilee, cauſed his Army to diſlodge from a place called 
the waters of Genezareth, where he was encamped, and marched towards the Plain of 4- 
zot, without any ſuſpition that his Enemies had been planted thereabouts : When as 
therefore Demetrins's Soldiers had intelligence the day before,that Jozathan ſhould march 
forward againſt them, they laid an ambuſh for him, which they placed near the mountain, 
preparing the reſt of their Forces to bid him battel in thePlain, As ſoon as Jonathar

K Foraſmuch as heretofore we have received a Letter by the hands of Demotheles, writtex 
from Arius your King, to Onias our High Prieſt, making mention of that alliance which js be. 
tween you and us ( the Copy whercof we have here under inſerted ) we received thoſe Letters 
with great joy, and teſtified the ſame both to /Demotheles aud Arius, ( notwithſtanding we 
were not ignorant of this conſanguinity long before, becauſe we were informed thereof by our 
ſacred Scriptures :) And whereas we have not firſt of all acknowledged our alliance,it was for 
210 other reaſon, but that we might give you the opportunity of preventing #5. Since which time 
wherein we have contraGed friendſhip with you, we have on our ene ſelews days ſacrificed 
unto our God, beſeeching him to continue and keep you in proſperity; and foraſmuch as we have 
been environed with many Wars, cauſed by the inordinate deſires of our Neighbours,we have not 
thought it meet to be troubleſom unto you, or to any other of our Allies. But ſince we have ob- 
tained an bapyy iſſue of all theſe troubles, we have ſent Numenius, the ſox of Antimachus , 
and Antipater, the ſoz of Jaſon, Men honourable among ſt onr Counſellers,both to the Romans, 
and to you alſo; to whom we have given our Letters to be preſented unto you, in our behalf, to, 
the end they might renew the amity which is between you and us : you fhall therefore do well if 
you write back, unto us, and certifie us wherein we may ſerve you, there being no good office 
which we are not ready to perform: | 


Theſe Ambaſſadors were kindly entertained by the Laredemoniens, who made a pub- 
lick ordinance touching their aſſociation and amity with the Jews, Which they delivered 
unto them, 
At this time there were three Seqs among the Jews, who had different and contrary 
opinious touching humane affairs : the firſt was that of the Phariſees, the ſecond of the, .. "ag

thereby, but that all things depend upon our ſelves ; ſo that we are the Authors of all the good or 
evil that hapneth unto ws, according as we follow good or evil counſels, But hereof have I & we 
treated more exactly in my ſecond Book of the Wars of the Jews. | | Fewnenecaal 
Demetrizs's Captains being defirous to wipe off the diſhonour of their defeat , and ET 
recover the loſs that had lately befaln them,gather'd together a greater power than the 
former, and went out againſt Jozathan; who having intelligence of their coming, mar- 
ched ſpeedily to encounter them near unto the Plain of Amath : for he reſolved co pre- 
vent their incurſions into Judea, Whereupon he encamped about 50 Furlongs from 
the Enemy, and ſent out Spies to diſcover of what force they were, and how they were 
encamped, Who, when they had by a moſt diligent view knowa all that poſlibly they 
could, returning, took certain Priſoners, and brought them away by night with them: 
by whole confeſſion, the deſign of the Enemies was difcover'd to Jonathan 3 which was, 
to ſet upon him onthe ſudden.

Pompey, after a three months ſiege, took the Temple of Jeruſalem by aſſault, and forbeareth 
plundering of it, He leſſens the Jews power, He leaveth Scaurus to command his Army 3 
carrieth Ariſtobulus Priſoner to Rome, with Alexander and Antigonus his two ſons, and 
his two daughters. Alexander #zaketh his eſcape out of Priſon. | 


N the mean time the City of Jersſa/exz was divided, for ſome thought good to yield 
Feruſalem up the City to Pozzpey 3 others (that wereof Ariſtobulus's fattion) counſelled that 
Maps the gates ſhould be kept ſhut, and preparationfor War ſhould be made, becauſe the Ro- 
ſieve by Foee- mans detained Ariſtobulus Priſoner. The laſt prevailing, ſeized the Temple: and break- 
pey. ing down the bridge which was betwixt it and theCity, reſolved to ſtand on their de- 
fence, Butthe others not only deliver'd the City into Porzpey's hands, but the Royal 

Palace alſo, who ſent Piſo his Lieutenant thither with his Forces to take poſſeſſion thereof, 

and to plant his Gariſons therein, and to fortifie the houſes near the Temple. Firſt there- 

fore Pompey offer d the beſieged certain conditions of peace, which when they refus'd, he 

ſhut them 1n on every ſide, being in all theſe his endeavors affiſted by Hircanns. Pompey 

tar Front incamped with his Army on the North-fide of the Temple ( which wasthe eaſieſt to be 
rion to beſiege aſſaulted ) on this fide alſo there were certain high Towers, and a huge Trench, beſides a 
the Temple. Qeep Valley that begirt the Temple. For on the City-ſide there was ſuch Precipices, that 
there was no paflage, the bridge being broken, The Romans wrought vigorouſly in cut- 

tiog down of Trees to make Bulwarks, which being done, they planted great Machines 

and Engines that Powpey had cauſed them to bring from Tyre, they threw great ſtone Bul- 

lets with them to batter the Temple, The Romans had hardly got their Works accom- 

pliſhed, if the ſtrit keeping of the Sabbath had not hinder'd the beſieged to make any 
oppoſition that day. For the Law permitteth them to defend themſelves againſt their 

Enemies, being aſlaulted, bur not to aſffail them when they intend any other work. 

Which when the Romans underſtood, they neither gave aſſault, nor proffered skir- 

miſh on thoſe dayes which we call Sabbaths: but they built their Fortifications and 

Towers, atid planted their Engines, ſo that the next day they were ready to put them in 

The Soi bs execution againſt the Fews. And hereby it is cafie toconjeture, how incredible the piety 
termitted not Of our Nation is, and how ſtudious and induſtrious it is in obſerving the Divine Laws. 
their bcrivce, For notwithſtanding any preſent or imminent danger, they never deſiſted ro offer their 
_ "na ſolemn Sacrifices: twicea day, in the morning, and about the ninth hour, the Prieſts

T have ſens you the copy of an inſcription, regiſtred in favor of Hircanus, Alexan- 
ders ſon, High-Prieft, and Prince of the Jews, to the end it may be placed among publick g 
monuments: and my will is, that it be engraven in a table of braſs, both in Greek, and La- 
tine letters ; the Tenour whercof is this that followeth : Becauſe Hircanus, Alexanders ſox, 
the Jew, both at this preſent, as alſo heretofore, as well in Peace as in War, hath expreſſed 
bis fidelity towards ws and our eſtate, as divers Commanders of our Armies yield teſtimony 
of him, and for that in our laſt Alexandrine War, he ſeconded ws in the battel with F if- 
teew hundred Men and having been ſent byms to Mithridates, hath ſurmounted all thoſe 
of his Company in valor. For theſe cauſes my will is, That Hircanus, Alexanders ſon and 
A ſucceſſors , be Princes of the Jews: and further, that they continue always in the High- 
Priefthood, according to the ordinance and cuſtom of their Coumrey: and that both he and

derſtood the traiterous conſpiracy attempted againſt their Father, they were grievouſly tobe poiſoned, 
incenſed againſt Malichus, But he denied all, and eſpecial abjured the intent or practice 
of the murther. Thus died Artipater a juſt and virtuous man, and ſuch an one as dear- 
ly loved his Countrey, But Herod who was his youngerſon, immediately reſolved to 

1 revenge his fathers death, and came forth with an Army againſt Malichus; But Pha- 
ſelus, who was the elder, reſolved to circumvent him by policy, leſt he ſhould raiſe a 
Civil War, He therefore accepted of Malichns juſtifications, and made a ſhew that he 
ſappoſed that he had in no manner contrived Aztipater's death, and onely minded his 
Fathers Monument and Funerals. Mean while, Herod reſorting to Samaria, and find- 
ing it in adeſperate condition, reſtored the fame, and pacified the diſſentions that were 

' amongſt the Inhabitants. Not long after (by reaſon of a Feaſt) he came to Jeruſalem 
with his Soldiers. Malichus being afraid of his acceſs', perſwaded Hircanns that he 
ſhould not permit him to enter into the City : wherennto Hircanzs condeſcended, al- 
leadging, that amongſt the holy People it was not lawful to intermix a Troop of pol- 

K lnted Men, But Herod lighted them that brought him this news, and notwithſtan- 
ding his command, entred the City by night : whereat Malichus was much amazed. 
Whereupon, according to his erdinary diffimulation, he openly wept and bewai!ed 
the death of Artipatey his eſpecial friend 3 but under-hand he prepared a guard for his 
own ſafety, Notwithſtanding it was thought fit by Herod's friends,to takeno notice of 
his diflimulation 3 but to make fhew that they were well-affefted rowards Malichs. 


CHAP, XX. 


Caſſius at Herod's extreaty, ſends orders to the Commanders of the Roman Troops, torevenge 
L Antipater's death ; they ſtab Malichus, Felix who commands the Roman Gariſon ir: 
Jeruſalem, attecketh Phaſzlus, who reduceth him to capitulate. 


H*Y having aſſured Caſſzus of Antipater his fathers death, he knowing very well 

. & of what a wicked man Malichus was, wrote back unto Herod that he ſhould re- 
venge the death of his father : beſides, he ſent ſecret Letters tothe Captains that were 
in Tyre, commanding them to aid and afliſt Herod in that juſt execution which he inten- 
ded. Aﬀeer that Caſſws had taken Laodicea, and the Inhabitants of the Countrey came 
together, bringing with them Crowns and Silver to preſent him, Herod expeQing that 
Malichus (hould receive his puniſhment there, but Malichus miſtruſting their defigns 

M when he was drawing near to Tyre 1n Phenicia, he contriv'd a greater enterprize, For 
whereas his ſon was an hoſtage in Tyre, he entred the City to draw him thence, and 
afterwards return into Jadea 3 taking that opportunity by reaſon of Caſſzas's troubles 
(who marched tro meet with Anthony) he reſolved to draw the people to an inſurre- 
ction, and to make himfelf Lord of the Countrey : but God diſappointed his unjuſt 
purpoſes: For Herod being a man of a ripe judgment, immediately diſcovered his in- 
tention, and ſent one of his ſervants before, under the notion to prepare a banquet, 
becauſe he had told him formerly that he would entertein all his followers: bur in 
effet, he ſent him to the Captains, to command them to go out with their Daggers, 
and to meet Malichus, who marching forth, and meeting with him near the ſhore, he 

N {tabbed him. Which a& did ſo much aſtoniſh Hircarns, that through amaze he grew 
{peechleis: and being much moved, he demanded of Herod's men how this accident 
had hapned, and who it was that had killed Malichns; which having heard, and how 
nothing was done without Caſſzs's commannd : he anſwered thatall was well done, M4- 
lichus being a wicked Man,and a Traitor to his Countrey, See here how Malichus was 
juſtly puniſhed for the wickedneſs he committed againſt Antipater. 

When Caſſius was gone out of Syria, there aroſe a new tumult in Judea © for Felix, 
who was lett in Jeruſalezz with an Army . marched forth againſt Phaſelas, and all the 
people were in arms. For which cauſe Herod ſpeedily repaired to Fabixs, Governor 
of Damaſco, and intending to ſuccor his-brother, was prevented by a ſickneſs : ſo that 

O Phaiſzlus obtaining a victory by hisown forces againſt Felix, encloſed him up ina Tower, 
whence afterwards he diſmiſſed him under compoſition. W hereupon he grievoully x 
rebuked Hircans, that being forgetful of divers good offices which he had received 


by 
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by him, he had given aidunto his enemies. For Malichas's brother being at that time A 
revolted, planted Gariſons in divers Fortreſſes, and namely in Maſada, which was the 
ſtrongeſt of them all. As ſoon as Herod had recovered his health, he drew forth his 


i® forces againſt him, and dipoſſeſſed him of divers places that he held, and after ſuffered 


him to depart with his life and goods, 
CHAP. XXI,

He was alſo afliſted by 
Marion, whom Caſſins had made Governor of Tre and tyrannized over $yria, having 
put Gariſons in ſeveral placesof it, and had taken poſſeſſion of three places in Galilee, 
which bordered with his Countrey, Herod alſo marching forth againſt him,diſ poſleſſed- 
him of themall3 and graciouſly diſmiſſed thoſe Tyrians that had the keeping thereof, 
beſtowing Preſents on ſome of them, for the love he bare unto their City. And 
that done, he came and encountred with Antzgonns, and fought him, and overcame him 
before he had ſcarcely entred on the marches of Judea, and drove him from thence, 
Being come in triumph to Jeruſalem, Hircanus and all the People honoured him with w 
Crowns, For Hircanws look'd upon him as one of his Family, becauſe he was to mar- 
ry Mariana, daughter of Alexander, fon of Ariſtobulus, and of Alexandra, Hircanns's 
daughter: on whom he begat three ſons and two daughters, Before her alſo had he 
married a-Wife of his own Nation, who was called Doris, on whom he begat Amipater 
hiseldeſt ſon. 


CHAP AX 


After Caſſius's defeat near the City of Philippi, Antonius cometh into Aſia 3 Herod ol- R 
taineth his friend ſbip by great Preſents3 Antonius's EdiGs in favor of Hircanus azd of 
the Jewilh Nation, | 


" A Ntonizs and Ceſar having overcome Caſſzas, near unto the City of 7hilippi; Ce- 
/\ ſar went from thence into France, and Antonins into Aſia, And being in Bithy- 
7i4, Embaſſadorsreſorted to him from all parts: Thither alſo repaired certain prin- 
cipal Men among the Jews, to accuſe Phaſ&{ns and Herod; ſaying that Hircannus had one- 
ly the name, bur he the authority of the xingdom, But Artonins greatly honoured 
Herod, who came unto him, to anſwer thoſe accuſations that they had impoſed on 
him : for which cauſe, they that were his adverſaries could obtain no Audience: for 
Herod had bought that priviledge from them with his Money, As ſoon as Antonius was ar- 
rived in Fpheſus, Hircanus the High-Prieſt, andall our Nation preſently ſent an Emba(- 
ſador unto him,with a Crown of Gold 3 requiring him that he would write unto the Pro- 
vinices, that the Jews whom Caſſz#s had taken Priſoners {contrary to the Jaw of Arms) 
might be ſet at liberty, and rhat their Countrey, which was taken from them in Caſ- 
ſus's time) might be reſtored. Aztonins ſuppoling that the demands which the Jews 
"had propoſed,were reaſonable, wrote back preſently to the High-Prieſt Hircanns and 
the Jews; and ſent an EdiQ alſo to the rears, ta this effect: 


Marcus Antonius Emperor, to Hircanus High-Prieft and Prince of the Jews, Health - 


Lyſimachus ihe fonof Pauſanias, and Joſeph the ſon of Mennaus, and Alexander the 
ſon of Theodore, your Ambaſſadors came unto me to Epheſus, and have renewed the ſams 
Embaſſage which they beretof ore brought to Rome, and at this preſent likewiſe they have 
duly and faithfully acquitted themſelves of the Embaſſage which they preſent in the behalf 
of you, and your Nation, by giving usto nnderſland what affeFion you bear towards us +. jo 
that I eftecn you for our friend, ſince T underſtand how friendly you have behaved your 

If towards us, both in words and deeds, For when our adverſaries and enemies of the 
Roman Nation ſpoiled all the Conntrey of Ara, and without regard of their Oaths, ſpared 
nerther Cities nor Temples 5 we have oppoſed our ſelves againſt them, not onely for our pri- G 
wate reſpe&, but inthe quarrel of the Common-weal, to puniſh the authors of ſuch offences 
committed againſt Men, and of juch 1preties perpetrated againſt God : forwhich we ſup-

their deſperate reſoluticn, which made them enconntcy us near to Vhilippi , a City of Ma- 
cedonia, where we ſeized their places fortified by nature, and encleſid with mountains as if 
it were with walls, as far as the Sea, ſo that the paſſage was barred up, as it were with 4 
gate, had not the gods given us way by reſiſting their unjuſt exploits, and furthering ours. 

Brutus 7s likewiſe compeled to flieto Philippi, where being beſieged by us, be ſufſered with 
kzs Conſort Caſſius , and ſince they have been puniſhed as they deſerved ; we hope for the 
] jture to enjoy peace and tranquility, and that Atta ſhall be delivered ſrom all the miſcries 
of War, and as for your part, you may aſſure your ſelves, that both you and your Conntrey, 
(hall bave your ſhare in this happineſs, becanſe we have ſo great a kindneſs for you to hfe 
avy opportunity to procure your advantage, and all the body thereof ſeems to be rdieved from 
a grievous malady, by mcans of our victory + Wehave already ſent Letters from City to City, 
to the intent that if any one among you, either captive or free-m4n, have becy ſold to the ut- 
moſt by Caius Caflius, or any of that Army, they may be ſet at liberty. And our will is, 
that you reap the frmts of all the favors that weand Dolobella hawe granted you 3 forbid- 
ding the Tyrians to moleſt you, and commanding them to reſtore all that which they kave 

- taken from the Jews, in goods or poſſeſſions, As for the Crown which you ſent me, T accept 
of ith,

Miniſters of their impieties and injuſtice, But ſince they have been puniſhed according to their 

deſerts, we require that our Allies enjoy their own, without any hindrance: and i you hold 

any places at this preſent, which belong to Hircanus Prince of the Jews (that were ſ ized 

 frace the time that Caius Caſltus by an unjuſt War invaded our Provinces) reſtore them unto 
him, without offering to hinder him from the poſſeſſron of his own, And if you have,or pre- 
tend to have any right in them, when I ſhall repair to thoſe places, it ſhall be lawful for yo#ut 
to debate your right, and we will ſo judge, that our allies. ſhall receive no wrong. 

Marcus Antonius Emperor, to the Governors, Senate, and People of Tyre, Health : 
1 have ſent you my EdiG, my pleaſure is that you carefully conſider it, and that youregiſter 
it among your publick, Records, in Roman and Greek letters, and ſet it up in Writing in an 

M oper place, to the end that it may be read by all Men, 

Marcus Antonius Emperor and Triumvir, in the preſence of the Tyrians aſſembled for their 
publick affairs, hath declared, That Caius Caſſius during the troubles, by the aſſiſtance 0 
his Souldiers, hath uſurped another mans Province and hath in like ſort ſpoiled our Al- 
lies , and hath ranſackt the Nation of the Jews, who are friends to the people of Rome : 
and for that by our valor, we have repreſſed his inſolence, by our Edi&s and Judgments 
we will corre tis offerces, to the end that all things may be reſtored to our Allies, and that 
all whatſocucr hath been ſold, and' appertained to the Jews (whether they be Priſoners or 
Poſſejſzons ) be reſtored to their Maſters; to the end that each Man may be at liberty as he was 
before, and that each mans poſſeſſion may be reſtored to his firſt owner. And my pleaſure is,

42ined that the Embaſladors of the Fews ſhould be puniſhed, for that they had attemp- 
ae ont ted to make new diſturbances, and he confirmed Herod's Government, Atthat time Herod 
pur roflight. yyalking by the Sea ſide,came unto them, adviſing both them and Hircamns (who at that 
preſent was with them) to give over their appeal, leſt ſome misfortune ſhould befal 
them. Which they nor regarding, certain Jews and Inhabitants of that City , all at 
once ran upon them, killed ſome of them, and hurt others, and the reſt taking their D- 
flight towards their Counerey, ever afterwards contained themſelves and lived in quiet, 
throngh the fear the had conceived, But when the people ceaſed not ro exclaim and 
wool againſt Herod, Antonius was ſo diſpleeſed, that he commanded all thoſe whom 
he held priſoners to be put to death. 

The year after Pacorns the Kings fon, and Barzapharyes a Prince among the Parthians, 
invaded and ſeized Syria, About this time Ptolomey died, the ſon of Menners ; and his 
ſon Lyſas reigned in his ſtead, who plighted friendſhip with Antigonns the ſon of Ari- 
ſiobulus, who obtained his favor at his hands, by the councel and ſollicitation of a cer- 
tain Prince of great authority and credit with him. 


CHAP. XXIV. 


Antigonus beirg aſſiſted by the Parthians, beftegeth Phaſ#lus and Herod in the Palace of 
Jeruſalem, but in vain, Hircanus and Phaſzlus are perſwaded to repair to Barſaphar- 


nes.

3 madegood with a few Men of War, The Wall thereof Phaſe1#5 his Brother defended. 
Herod with a company of his followers allied out upon the Enmy, who were planted 
in the ſuburbs, and fighting valiantly againſt chem, he put divers thouſands of them 
to flight, whereof ſome retired intothe City 3 others into the Temple 3 the reſt intoa 
certain Bulwark near at hand. [In this battel Phaſelus ſhewed no little valor, 

Pacor#s Conductor of the Parthians, came into the City with ſome few Horſemen at PacorusChict- 
Antigonws's requeſt, making ſhew that he came to appeaſe the ſedition 3 but the ſcope of $9 ne 
his coming was,.to obtain the ſoveraignty for Antigonus. Afﬀter that Phaſelys was come rringthe City, 
out to meet him, and courteouſly entertain'd him in his houſe, Pacorns perſwaded him perfvatert 
to go Embaſlador with him to Barzapharnes, intending under this pretence to ſurpriſe 20 —_—_— 

K him. He ſuſfpeCing no treacheries, was eaſily perſwaded, notwithſtanding that Herod to Burtaphar- 
miſliked the courſe, who knowing the perfidious manner of the Barbarians, exhorted "*"* 
him rather to aſlail Pacorus, and to aſſault. and oppreſs his Forces, when they were 
come unto him, Nevertheleſs, Hircanus and Phaſe1us undertook this Embaſſage, and 
Pacorns (leaving with Herod T wo hundred Horſemen, and Ten of thoſe whom they call 
Free-men) conducted the Embaſſadors, Now as ſoon as they came into Galilee, the Go- 
vernors of the Cities in that Countrey, came forth armed to meer them : Barzapharnes 
alſo at the firſt gave them friendly entertainment, and honoured them with Preſents; 
but ſhortly after he began to praCtiſe treachery, For Phaſelas and his attendants were _ LE 
condutted to a lodging that adjoined the Seaz where hearing ridings that Antigonys I P-thian 
z had promiſed One thouſand Talents, and Five hundred Virgins to the Parihiars,he be- arkes apaial 
gan already toſuſpe& the Barbarians. For a certain friend of his had given him an ink- *b-/«. 
ling that there were treaſons intended againſt him that very night, and that his lodging 
was privily beſet with a Guard. And ſurely they had been ſurpriſed, had they not ex- 
peed that the Parthians (who were round about Jernſalem) ſhould have ſeized on He- 
r04, fearing leſt he having an inkling of their diſaſter , ſhould betake himſelftoflight. 
This was ſhortly confirmed to be true by the guards that arrived : For which cauſe 
there were ſome of 4; rag friends, who counſelled him, that without any more de- 
lay, he ſhould betake him to his Horſe, and fly from thence : and amongſt the reſt, 
Ofil;#s was moſt earneſt, who had diſcovered this plot, by Saramalla a rich Syrian (who 
M1 offered them his ſhips that road hard by, to further their flight.) Phaſelzs would neither 
forſake Hircanzs, nor leave his Brother Herod in danger, but repairing to Barzapharnes, 
he told him, that he did him wrong to uſe theſe ſiniſter praCtiſes againſt him. For that 
if he had need of money,he was more likely to receive it at his hands, than from Arti- 
gonns; and that it was an intollerable injuſtice to put Embaſſadors to death, who came 
unto him upon his honour, and had no ways offended him, But the Barbarian hearing 
theſe things proteſted, by an Oath, that not onepoint of that which he had ſuſpeRed 
was true z whereupon he preſently went to Pacorus.

behind him ſuch a man as would revenge his death, and puniſh his Enemies, Bur He- 
ro "was no ways diſcomfited with the greatneſs of thoſe adyerſities which invironed 
him round about, but was the more whetted on to find ont new inventions, and to ad- 
venture conſiderable attempts, For he went unto Malchxs King of the Arabians (to Herodflycth 
whom formerly he had ſhewed much courteſie) hoping to receive the like of him in 92/4707 
this time of his great neceſlity, and to draw ſome money from him, either by intereſt 5a, to borrvy 
or gift, For being ignorant of his brothers death, he endeavoured to redeem him =***Y 
ſpeedily from his Enemies,by paying his Ranſom (which amounted to Three hundred 
Talents) and for that cauſe he led with him the ſon of Phaſelus, who was only ſeven 
years old, toleave him in pledge amongſt the Arabzazs for the ſum that was deman-

Herod being returned from Rome, raiſeth an Army, taketh ſome places, and beſiegetl. 650i 
Jeruſalem, but cannot take it; he defeateth the enemy in a great battel; the art he uſed 35. 
to draw ſeveral of the Jews, who had hid themſelves in dens, from Antigonus party; 
he marched with ſome troops to find ont Antonius who was making war againſt the Par- 
thians. the five battels that he fought on the way 3, Joleph Herods brother is killed 
in a fight, and Antigonus cauſed his head to be cut off, The manner how Herod re- 
venged this death; he beſtegeth Jeruſalem where Softus -joyweth kim with a Roman 
I army; during this ſiege Herod Marrieth Mariamna. 


' A Fter that Herod was come from 7taly by Sea to Ptolomais, and that he had aſſembled 
A no ſmall number of Soldiers both ſtrangers and his own Country-men, he _ ; 
marched forward againſt Arntigomns, and palled thorow Galilee. Silo and Ventidias - hr y 
alſo gave him aſſiſtance in this ation, having received direCtion by Gellizs from An- \l. 16. pO 
10nixs, that they ſhould aſſiſt Herod to recover his Countrey, But Yentidins was em- ie ranger 
ployed in appeaſing the troubles that were raiſed in the Cities by the Parthians: and rely; feaderh 
as touching $21 he kept in Jadea,having been corrupted by Artigonys. But the further forth his army 
that Herod daily marched into the Countrey, the more his forces did increaſe; and all xr Ow 
Galilee ( except a very few) ſubmitted themſelves unto him, Whileſt he marched for- 1er01 affilt- 
K ward towards Maſſada, ( being moved thereunto, for to relieve his parents that were Rn pes and 
beſieged therein) the City of Joppe would not grant him paſſage : for the Citizens © © 
thereof were his Enemies : ſo that it behoved him firſt of all to ruinate the ſame, to 
the end he might leaveno retreat behind him for his Enemy,if he made toward Jeryſalem.

and King : yea, in far higher regard than he might any wayes be in his own Countrey, 
by reaſon of the maim he had in his body through Aztigonus's tyranny 3 alledging , thar 
Kings donot ordinarily call to their remembrancethoſe plealures that they have received 
intheir mean condition, becauſe that with their eſtates they change both their manners 
M and inclinations. But notwithſtanding all thele, or ſuch like Allegations, yet could not 
Hircanns be withdrawn fromthe deſire he had to repair homeward, Herod alſo wrote 
unto him, That he ſhould require Phraates, and the Jews that inhabited his Kingdom , in no 
ſort to envy his ſelicity, in that he ſhould partake with him both in dignity and royalty; alledg- 
ing that the time was now come, wherein he wight acknowledge the kindneſs he had received,by 
being heretofore nouriſhed and preſerved by him, With theſe Letters he ſent Samaral/a 5970974 
likewiſe, in quality of an Ambaſſador, to Phraates,furniſh'd with great and rich Preſents, bauor - 
endeavouringby that means to win him, that he 1n no wayes ſhould hinder his good in- Frets. 
tent towards one that had ſo highly deſerved it at his hands : yet his proteſtations were 
not anſwerable to his pretence. For inſomuch as he governed not with that uprightneſs 
N which became a jult King, he feared leſt ſome alteration might befall him, according to 
his demerits: for which cauſe he ſought to get Hircanus under his power, or at leaſt

Ereupon Herod took away the Prieſt-hood inſtantly from Anarel,who was not that 
I H Countrey-man born ( as we have heretofore declared ) but was born amongſt ; roger 
thoſe Jews that inhabit and were planted beyond Emphrates by the Aſſrians, Fordivers Herod tiketh 
thouſand Jews inhabited the Cuntrey of Babylon,and from thence took he his Original ny hoy 
alſo, being otherwiſe of therace of the Prieſts, and well aff<@ed toward Herod for a OO 
long time before, with whom he had familiar acquaintance, He had prefered him to 
this honor when he was made King, and degraded him likewiſe, to appeaſe the troubles 
| of his famiely : demeaning himſelf herein contrary to the law of the Countrey : for 

whereas any one hath once been inſtalled in that degree, he is never to be diſplaced. 

The firſt that tranſgreſſed this Ordinance, was Antiochus Epiphanes,who diſpoſſeſſed Joſub The Priet- 
and prefered his brother 0z7as to this place. The ſecond was Ariſtobulus, away from his h99d ren 
brother Hircanus, and uſurped it himſelf, Herod was the third, who gavethe Prieſt-hood PESRTRA 
to Ariſtobulus eſtabli(hing him in Azarels place before he was dead: and by this means 
ſuppoſing that he had found out a remedy to appeaſethe diſcords of his family, he not- 
withſtanding all this lived not without ſuſpition what event would follow after this re- 
conciliation : for he feared Alexandra, leſt demeaning her ſelf as ſhe had done, ſhe 
ſhould ſeek occaſion hereafter to raiſe new troubles, He commanded her therefore to 41:54 fi 
contain herſelf within tne royal Palace, and to do nothing of her own authority. ſpc&ed by | 
Beſides thar he had appointed certain intelligencers, who ſhould diligently obſerve that #74 i: pied 
nothing ſhould be done withour his knowledge, no not concerning her particular ex- and her ations 
pences and table. All which things exaſperated her againſt Herod, for being full of &r1c0- 

x, feminine pride, ſhe diſdained to ſee her ſelf thus wrongfully ſuſpeted deſiring rather 
to ſuffer any thing; than to be deprived of the liberty of free ſpeech, and under colour 
to be honoured, to-live continually in ſervitude and fear. Whereupon ſhe ſent ſome 
of her truſty friends to Cleopatra to. complain and lament the inſuportable miſeries of 
her preſent eſtate, entreating her according to her power, to give ſpeedy relief: Where- 
upon Cleopatra ſent her word, that both ſhe and her Son ſhould reſort unto her into 
Egypt with as great ſecrecie as might be poſſible. Upon which advice ſhe practiſed 
this policy. She cauſed two Coffins to be made, ſuch as men were woat to bury their ,..,,,, 
dead in, in which ſhe hid her felf and her fon, comanding thoſe ſervants of hers that pretending to 
were privy to her defign,to carry them out in thenight time, and to godiredly towards ns, 6 
. . . IS betraye y 
x1 the Sea, where there was a Bark n readineſs prepared io convoy them into Fgypt. But her ſervant, 
Eſop one of her houſhole ſervants declared this enterprize of hers to $abbiozx on of 
Alexandras friends, ſuppoſing that he had been made privy thereunto : who had no 
ſooner inkling thereof, but {for that beforetimes he was Herods enemy, by reaſon he 
was ſuſpe&ted to have been one of thoſe that ſought to poyſon Antipatar ) he reſolved 
by diſcovery of this ſecret flightto convert Herods hatred into friendſhip: and preſently 
di(covered Alexandras ſecret enterprize to the King, Who diſſembling the matter until 
ir was upon the point of exccution, ſurprized her at ſuch time as ſhe thought to fly, 
and yet notwithſtanding, he pardoned her that fault (in that he durſt not decree any 
puniſhment againſt her, though he could have found in his heart to have uſed ſeverity ) 
for that Cleopatra would not have contained her ſelf, had ſhe but had ſuch an occaſion 
offered her to expreſs her hatred againſt Herod. For which cauſe, under the colour o er hg 9 
a high and magnanimous ſpirit, he made ſhew to pardon her of his meere clemency : þyjus dexts. 
yet inwardly reſolved to deſtroy young Ariſtobulus; yet not raſhly upon the inſtant, |

Now the feaſt of Tabernacles was at hand, which was one of thoſe that was cere-

amiable countenance and good ſtature, ſurpaſſed thetenderneſs of his years)expreſfling

world, 3911 Of all the peopleunto him 3 ſo that they openly called to remembrance the noble ations 
Before Chriſt's of Ariſtobulus his Grand-Father, All the people being therefore ſurmounted by their 
4 '  affeQions, and at that preſent time being all of them overjoyed, they brake out by little 
— > and little into acclamations, mixt with wiſhes and prayers: ſo that the good will the 
people bare to Ariſtobulns diſcovered it ſelf openly, and they manifeſtly (although too 
haſtily in ſuch a Kingdom ) declared what evils they generaly endured : For all which 
cauſes Herod concluded to execute that which he had plotted againſt -Ariſtobulus. As 
ſoon therefore as the feaſt was over-paſſed , he went into Jericho, where Alexandra 
entertained him. In that place he uſed Ariſtobulus with all kindneſs to draw him 
to ſecure ſome place, playing with him, and counterfering to ſport, after the faſhion 
of the young men, to gratifie him. Now the place where they ſported being too 
hot they quickly wearied left their ſport, and went out together to take freſh air, and 
finding a pleaſant ſhade under certain Arbours, and near certain fiſh-pools, which were 
largely fpred round about, they beheld certain of their Servants and Friends that ſwom 
therein, with whom notlong after Ariſiobulus began to ſwim, being perſwaded there- 
unto by Herod, Whereupon Herods confederates ( who were deputed to execute the 
murther ) laid hands on him and thruſt him under the water pretending to duck him, 
in ſport, andnever gave him over untill ſuch time as they had ſtifled him in the water, 
This hapned about the evening, and after this manner died Ariſtobulzs, after he had 
lived inall for the ſpace of eighteen years, and adminiſtred the Prieſt-hood one whole C 
Ariſtebulusis year: and after this, Anarel preſently recovered his former dignity; 
Co When this accident was reported to the women, all of them burſt out in tears, 
cio. Ananct and were tranſported with ſtrange lamentations, which they uttered over the dead body, 
hen pee uy All the City alſo was mightily troubled,neither wasthere any private family that thought 
_-»* not itſelf touched by this inconvenience, but imagined the loſs in particular to concern 
himſelf andnoother. But above all, when Alexandra had notice of this wicked deed 
ſhe was more pafſionate and perplexed than any other, being ſo much the more diſcom- 
forted for that ſhe knew how all things had hapned. But the fear of a far greater 
miſchief conſtrained her to repreſs her paſſion, ſo that divers times ſhe was ready to 
Thelamenta- bereave her of her own life, and diſpatch her ſelf out of miſery with her own hands, x 
tioufor Ari= But ſhe contained her ſelf, to the end, that ſurviving, and living after her ſon, who 
jobulus death, as ſo fraudulently deſtroyed, and prolonging her own life, without giving any ſuſpiti- 
on or ſhadow, that ſhe might with more opportunity expe the occaſion to revenge 
her ſelf: For which cauſe ſhe diſſembled all things, concealed her grief, and made 
ſhew that ſhe knew nothing of that which was either intended, or had hapned. As for 
Herod, he laboured by allmeans to.-perſwade the ſtrangers, that this death had befallen 
Ariſtobulus without his knowledg; and did not only prepare that which was requiſite 
for the funeral,but made ſhew to be truly ſorrowful;and it may be, that in remembranee 
of Ariſtobulus beauty and flouriſhing young years, he was realy touched with compaſſion, 
Herods coun- notwithſtanding, that he imagined thar'his death ſhould be ameans of his own ſecurity, 
rezteition9®* demeaning himſelf in all things circumſpeRly, with intent to purge himſelf of that 
crime: But eſpecially, he ſhewed his great magnificence in the interring of his body, 
both in the furniſhing and preparation of the Herſe, as in the perfumes and other things 
thereunto belonging,in ſuch ſort, as the grief which the Ladies had conceived was pacified

God alfo, For withthoſe with whom juſtice is, with thoſe alſo is. God, and where God , there neither- 
wanteth multitude nor fortitude, But let #s wade further, and weigh our own own forces 
by themſelves, In the firſt Battel we bad the viGtory, inthe ſecond;upon the firſt charge we C 
put them to flight, and found them unable 'to muke their party yood againſt ws. Afterwaygs, 
whee the viGdory was ours, behold, Athenio, zot by lawful War, but by. ſabtil treachery aſ- 
ſanlted ws. But ſhall this be called their valour, or rather their fraudand ſecond iniquitie® 
why therefore ſbonld we have leſs courage, who onght to have the greater confidence > or why 
ſhould we fear them who are alwayes inferiours, if they fight openly, and without frand ; 
' and when they ſeem to overcome, they do it by unjuſtice £ 
Moreover, if any man ſuppoſe them to be valiant, this ſhould the rather incite them more 
and more unto vertue; for it is no honour for a generous and noble minde to overcome his 
inſtrionr, but to have meanes and might to conquer his ſuperiour, and if any one be terrified 
by our domeſtick, and homebred miſeries , and by our late earthquake, firſtsf at let him think D 
with himſelf, that he erreth it that which deceiveth the Arabians by nppoſin the ſame to 
be more grievous and terrible then indeed it was. And afterwards let him think, that it be- 
cometh them not to draw watter of. fear from thence whence the other took occaſion of courage. 
For as touching themſelves. they conceive not any hope thorow any good thatis in themſelves, 
hut only in the truſt they have that we are already dejefed by our calamities, But when they 
ſhall ſee us march forth apainſt thezs, their courage will be weakned, and onr confidence by this 
means ſhall be awakened, for that we are not at this time to encounter with deſperate men : 
For neither are we overmuch affliGed 5 neither ( as ſomethink,) hath this miſery befallen us 
through Gods diſpleaſnre,but theſe are the __— of fortune. Anil if by the will of God 
theſe things are come to paſs, it is marvel if by the ſane will our calamity ceaſe not 5 and that E 
our puniſhment ſhould not ſatisfie his diſpleaſure. But that this refent War is approved by 
him for juft, he bimſelf bath evidently declared, For whereas divers thorow the whole Nation 
have been oppreſſed by the earthquake, one of you that bear Arms huve incurred any miſchief5 
but all of you have been preſerved, which is a manifeſt token of thewill of God; ard if your 
Children and Wives bad gexerally followed the Wars as you do, none of you ſhould bave beer: 
wanting, When as therefore you ſhell have bethought your ſelves of theſe things, and more- 
over in regard that God hath'at all times az eſpecial care over you, fail not to purſue this in- 
jurious Nation with a juft war that neither reſpe@eth the laws of friendſhip nor keepeth the 
league of of covenant 3 valiant in murthering ſacred Ambaſſadors and abje@ and villanous,

Theſe perſwaſions of his didnot a little encourage the Jews to the battel, and made 
them more forward then before. As For Herod, after he had offered ſacrifice, according 
to the cuſtom, he drew his Army forth, and led them with great confidence againſt 
the Arabians, and paſling Jorden, he encamped near unto the Enemy, with an intent 
to ſurpriſe a Fort Situate between them both 3 making this account that it would 
further him much, either if preſently he ſhould be drawn forth to fight, or if it con- 
cerned him tomarch forward, for that this place ſhould ſerve him to encamp in with 
wore ſecurity, The ſame reſolution alſo had the Arabians, for which cauſe they fell 
The 4rehians £O Skirmiſh in that place, wherein the firſt on both fides thatgave the charge, and after- 
are overcome wards ſome other followers were killed : ſo that thoſe of the A4rabians (ide being G 
by Herod.  .gyercome betook them to retreat. This ſucceſs of theirs bred no little hope inthe

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H fight grew the more bold to aflail the Arabia in his. treaches, and beat. him from his Ny > of ihe 
camp. They being forced by. thele aſſaults. drew forward to. their defence in great wield 1914,” 
diſorder, bringing neither courage nor hope of! viftory with them : yet notwithſtand- before Criſt 
ing they defended themſelves,both in regard of their great number,as. alſo in.reſpe& - "oi " 
of that neceſlity whereunto they were inforced by the Jems, The skirmiſh on both ſides SNOW 
was hot, and divers on either party were put to the Sword : but in the end,the Arabiavs 
being put to the worſt, turned their backs. The ſlaughter was ſo great, that they not 
only periſhed by their Enemies Swords, but they themſelves murthered one another 
in the croud, and diſorderly flight, in which they were troden under foot, and lay 
murthered in a manner by their own weapons. So that,in that defeat there fell ſome five 

3 thouſand : the reſtfled on the other ſide of che Rampire : but being overpreſſed with 
want of viduals, and eſpecially with lack of water, they had not any ground or aſ- 
ſurance to eſcape. After them poſted the Jews, and being unable to recover the for- 
treſs with them, they begirt the camp with a ſiege, and ſhut up all the paſſages that no 
ſuccor could come unto them,and took from them all opportunity to eſcape, although 
they would have gone away. 

- When as therefore they ſaw themſelves reduced into ſuch extremity , they ſent 
Ambaſſadors unto Herod, firſt of all to demand a truce : andafterwardsfor that they 
were oppreſſed with thirſt, to crave {ame remedy for their pteſent neceſſities, But 
he neither reſpe&ted the Ambaſſadors, neither the proffered ranſome for the Captives, 

R nor any other whatſoever reaſonable demand, defifirg earneſtly ro revenge himſelf 
of thoſe injurious treacheries they had practiſed againſt his Ambaſſadors. Being 
therefore inforced by thirſt ( which amongſt other plagues moſt prievouſly af- The 4r4b5.ns 
flicted them ) many of them forſook their Trenches, and offered themſelves to bonds Fired ®y | 
and to be led away Captives ; ſo that within five dayes ſpace four thouſand of them engine 
yielded themſelves Priſoners. On the fixth day, all the reſt determined to ſally owt, and bands. 
aſlail the Enemy 3 rather making choyce of aſſured death, then thus lingringly and 
ignominiouſly to pine away, When as therefore they had all concluded hereupon, 
they incontinently brake out of their Trenches,but like unapt Soldiers for a skirmi(h, 
decayed not only in body, but in courage z reputing their death for advantagg, to 

L efcape thereby their extream misfortunes. For which cauſe upon the firſt onſet, 
about ſome ſeven thouſand of them were killed ; and thus the fierceneſs of this Nation 

being allaied by this overthrow, they ſubmitted themſelves to Herod, whom to their 

own ſorrow they had appraved to bea valiant Souldier.

Which when Doſithexs had diligently per- 
formed, the Arabian returned this anſwer, for that it neerly concerned him, if he knew C 
£ hisreſolution alſo. Which when Doſetheus had diligently performed, the Arabian returned 
Oneny this anſwer, that he was ready to entertain both himſelf and his whole family, and all 
mandsispur thoſe Jews likewiſe which were of this faCtion, promiſing toſend him a band of Soldiers, 
OT, who ſhovli be able to condudt him ſafely thither, and ſhould be obedient to his com- 
mand in all things, Nowas ſoon as Herod had ſeized ontheſe Letters, he called for 
Hircanus and demanded of him whether he had any confederacy with Aalchas: he de- 
nied it, but Herod proteſting and bringing forth his Letterinan open aſſembly,command- 
ed lymafterwards tobe put to death. Thus are theſe matters Regiſtred in Herods com- 
mentaries: for by ſome they are delivered otherwiſe, namely, that he was executed, not 
for this crime which he had committed, but for ſome Treaſons againſt the King. For D 
they Write to this effeCt, that Herod at a certain banquet ( diſlembling his ſuſpition ) 
demanded of Hircanns, whether he had received any Letters from Malchus : and that 
te anſwered, that -he had received Letters, but ſuch as contained nothing elſe but 
__ compliments, He asked him alſo whether he had. received any preſent : and when 
Hiemdith hehad anſwered, that he had received nothing but four Courſers for his Saddle: the 
Hircanus life King wreſted this to a Capitall offence of corruption and treaſon, and commanded 
him preſently to -be'led to death, Now that he died guiltleſs, they alledge this for a 
molt approved argument 3 namely, his gentle diſpoſition, who evenin his youthful years 
never gave ſign or appearance of raſhneſs, or pride, or fignification of audaciouſneſs, 
no not even then when he had the royal government in his hands, but in the freedome E 
of authority diſpoſed of the moſt things by Antipaters advice, But at that time he was 
more then foureſcoreyears old,and knew that Herods eſtate was ſecured : and that there 
3s no likelyhood that he would remove from beyond Exfrates where he lived in great 
repute, to live under Herods Juriſdiction, or to engage in any trouble contrary ta his 
humor, and ſo far different from his nature 3 ſo that all theſe things ſeem to befained

Tidal Hircanus life, after his variable and adverſe fortunes, wherewith dur- 
ing all his life time he was afflicted, For when his mother Alexandra lived he was cre- 
ated High Prieſt of the Jews, and obtainedthat honor for the ſpace of nine yeats: and 
after his mothers death, he had ſcarcely governed the Kingdom for the ſpace of three EF 
months, but that he was expulſed by his brother Ariſtobulzs; and afterwards reſtored by 
Pompeys aſſiſtance,and receiving all his former honours, he lived in full poſſeſſion of them 
forthe ſpace of fourty years, After this he was once more diſpoſleſſed by Antigonws; and 
being maimed in his body, lived certain years 1n captivity among the Parthzans: from 
whence not long after he returned home3 and though he had many things promiſed 
him by ZHerod, yet after ſo many alterations of fortune, he obtained nothing at his 
hands 3 and that which amongſt all the reſt is moſt of all to be lamented, as webave 
ſaid, he was unjuſtly put to death, aninnocent, and in hisold age. For he was a lover 
of juſtice, and an obſerver of perpetual modeſty, and governed his Kingdom for the 
mot parc by other mens direQtion, being only guilty in himſelf of ignorance and the love G 
of idleneſs. Truly, Antipater and Herod by this mans goodneſsobtained ſo great riches:

This man being Herod's corn, 
friend, .in that he defired the ſafety of his ſubjes, at ſuch time as divers of them retired 
themſelves unto him, by reaſon of their ncceſhty, he permitted them ro buy up corn, and 
aſſiſted themin all things, both in their bargains, and in their carriages: ſothar the greater 
or the whole ſum of their ſuccours was attributed co him. Bur after their return, Herod 
L did ſo much, that the care that was taken by him did not only change the affections of 
thoſe which were his enemics, but beſides all this, he purchaſed great praiſe and com- 
mendation for his liberality and fingular providence. For, firſt of all, he diſtributed a #4 dittribu- 
certain quantity of corn to all thoſe who were not able of themſelves to ſupply their own ;;.? "ogg 
wants, uſing herein both great care and diligence. After this, for that there were a great mong the peo- 
number of ſuch, who inregard of their age,or ſome other infirmicy, were unable topre- ?!* 
pare their vituals, hetook order for their relief, and appointed them certain Bikers, who 
ſhould furniſh chem wirh bread ſufficient for their ſabtſtance. He gave order alſo, that 
they ſhould nor paſs the winter without cloathiag , but provided for ſuch as were naked 
ſui]icient raiment, conſidering that the ſheep were partly dead, and partly devoured, and 
M that there was no wool to fer them awork,or other ſtuff ro make garments of, Now aſter 
he had {urniſhed his ſubje&s with theſe chings, he thought good alſo to ſhew kindneſs to 
the neighboring Cities,and fiored the Syrians with ſeed-corn to ſow their lands, which 
yielded bim no little profic : {or the earth incontinently gave him a large and plentitul 
tribute for thar ſhe had received,ſo that all of them had abundance of vicuals:and as ſoon 
as the ha:veſt was ready, he ſent fifly thouſand men intothat Country which he had re- 
lieved : and by this means he with ail diligence reſtored his afflited Kingdom, and Com- 
furted his neighbors, who were oppretied with the like calamity. For thre was not any 
man in neceſſity, that according to his quality was not aſſiſted and ſuccuutcd. 
The Villages likewiſe and the Cities, and thoſe of the common ſort who entertained

they had need of : ſothat to reckon up all the Corn which he gave unto thoſe who were

which they had conceived againſt him, for that he had aJtered certain cuſtows of their SINE for

For near it there is a certain ſteep hill made by 
Arr, after the manner of a round dug, environed with round Towers, with a ſteep aſcent 
of ewo hundred fteps cut out of hewed ſtone, Within the ſame there are divers places 
builded wich great and ſumptuous workmanſhip, made both for defence and delighr, 
Art the foot of this hill chere are two houſes worthy to be ſeen, for divers ſingularities, 
and namely, by reaſon of thoſe Conduits of water, which alchough they ſpring not in thar 


place, yer notwithſtanding they are brought from far with great coſt and expence. The D 


Plainthat adjoyneth upon ir, is all full of buildings, after the manner of a City, and the 
rop of the Caſtle commandeth all th: Plain. As ſoon as he had diſpoſed all his affairs, 
according to his hearts defire, he poſlefled the Kingdom in great quictneſs , for that he 
made his ſubje&s obedient unto him, both by fear, in ſhewing himſelf incxorable when 
it concerned him to puniſh; and by libercality, whereby he provided for their publick 
neceſſities : hetherefore rook an eſpecial care of bimſclt, as if the life and ſafery of his 
perſon had been the ſecurity of his people. He behaved himſelf officiouſly and favoura- 
bly cowards all foreign Cities ; he entertained the Princes with preſents, which ac- 
cording to his occaſions he ſent unto them, to infinuate himſelf into their favors, being

The ſupporter and 
ſtrength of all the circuit on the lefr hand, upon the entrance to the Port, was an amplc 
and huge Tower, to faſten it the more trongly and on the right hand were two huge Pil- 

Jars of Scone,higher thantheTower,that ſtood oppoſite againſt them,ereRed and faſtened 
rogether, All round about the Haven there were certain buildings all of a row,of poliſhed 
Marble, and inthe midft there was a little Mount, on which there was a Temple dedi- 
cated to Auguſtus, which preſented it ſelf to their fight who ſailed to the Port, there be- 
ing two Statues, the one repreſenting Rome, and the other Auguſtus Ceſare This City alſo 

L was called Ceſare, as much ro be wondred at for the matter whereof it wzs built, as for 
the Art. whereby it was erected: and no leſs cunning was thereſhewed in the Vaults and 
Conduirs under ground , then in thoſe buildings that were about them: ſome of them 
were conveyed toward the Port, and diſcharged themſelves into the Sea: but there was 
one that went athwatts all the reſt, to the end that thereby the rain- water, and the clean(- 
ings of the Ciry might be conveyed into the Sea, and that when the Sea ſhould flow, ix 
might waſh andcleaile all the City. 

He erected alſo a Theater of Stone,and behind the ſame, to the Southward,an Amphi- ,, 
theater, that was ableto receive a great number of men , and ſo plealanily and fitly ſci- and ampni- 
euated, that from thence a man mighrt diſcover Ships at a great diſtance on the Sea.

but it was necdleſs, becauſe Auguſtus gave them an appartment in his own Palace, This ery 
great Emperor received them with all the kindneſs and civility imaginable ; and gave 2ararza and 
their father the freedomto make choice of either of them to ſucceed himin his Kingdom, 4": 
enlirZing it with the additionof three Provinces, Trachona, Bar anca, and Auranita, on this 
occaſion that followeth. A certain man , called Zenodsras, had rented Lyſantas lands yz zwminuliveh 
N and nor contenting himſelf with thoſe revenues which he gathercd, bur deſirous to gather Þ»ip*il. 
more, he lived upon ſpoils and robberies in Trachona, which is a Country the inhabitants 
whereof commonly live by pillage and ſpoil, which they purchaſe from the Citizens and 
Merchants of Dawaſco. And ſo far was Zencdorus from prohibiting theſe robberies, that 
he himſelf alſo was partak«r of the booty: ſo that the Nations neighbouring abour, ſeeing 
themſelves thus abuſed, ſought for remedy at Yar hands, who was their Governor, re- 
quiring him to acquaint Ceſar with Zenodorys's proceedings, Which when he underſtood, 
he commanded that ſuch lawleſs ryoters ſhould be puniſhed, and chat the Country ſhould 
b: added to the JuriſdiRtion of Herod, to the intent that by his vigilancy, the inhabitants 
of Trachoaaſhould no more moleſt their neighbors. For it was hard to reſtrain them, con- 
O [idering thatthey were accuſtomed , and traded in ſuch theft , and could notlive other- 
waics, For they neither had Towns nor Lands, neither heritages nor any poſſeſſions, bur 
only certain retreats and caves under ground, and lived pell-mel like beaſts : and having 
made abundant proviſion of water and viRuals , they might cafily endure War a long

they grew diſcontented for that they were unjuſtly deprived of their eftates : and here- 
upon they made often ircurſtons, endeavoring ſometimes to recover the ſame by force z 
and otherwhile contending for the right of their poſſeſſion by courſe of juſtice, They 
drew alſo unto them certain needy Soulzieys ; Who according to the Cuſtom of wretched 
27t,expectcd their better fortunes by change and innovation: which though Herod knew, 
and Cconld have providently prevented thee, yer exhorted them to maintain their titles 
rather by good means than openviolence, being loth to give any occafion of new troubleor 
caſt comma diſculet, At length, in the ſeventeeth year of his reizn,Ceſar came into Syria : upon whoſe D 
cn prog oY arrival divers of the Gadareans began toexclaim againſt Herod, accuſing him of his ſeverity 
Gadarears ac- And 197 a7ny : Which accuſation they the rather attempted, becauſe they were chiefly inciced 
rs ot thercunto by the inſtigations and falſe ſuggeſtions of Zenodoriy , who bound himſelf by 
her rien ſelves, AN OAth, Char he Would never give over, until that delivering them from Herod's tyranny, 
they were reduced under Ceſar*s proteiZion. The Gadareans perſwaded by theſe his prote- 
ſtations began to Continue their exc/azations,and ſomewhar the more aud aciouſl y,ior that 
they perceived that they lived as yct unpuniſhed whom Agrippa had delivered into He- 
r04s hands : for Herod had fer them 2: liberty without any puniſhment, notwithſtanding 
that In regard of his own ſubjects he was inexorable as cyer man was z and moſt patient 
AL? in indvring thoſe trjuries that were offered him by ſtcangers, whom he alwayes diſmiſſed E 
wild, 3042, Withowt revenge. When therefore they accuſed him of violence and rapine, and for vio- 
b-fore the Nzti- Jating and razing doWn their Temples, Herod being nothing concerned thereat,preſented 
vi90f Giri, himſelf before the Emperor to jultifichis ations. Bur Ceſar entertained him very kind- 
WY ly,and diminiſhed cothing of the good afleRion which he bare unto him, notwithſtanding 
all the uprozrs and inſolent tumulcs of the people. Thus was the firſt day ſpent in audi- 
ence of their complaints, and in thoſe daycs that followed there were no further objeRi- 
Ons tO be heard of : for the Gadareays perceiving both Ceſar's diſpoſition and the inclina- 
tion of his Conncil, and fearing (as it was moſt likely) to be delivered into Herod's hands, 
thenext night after ſome of them killed themſelves $ others for fear of torments brake 
their own necks; and ſon: of them alſo drowned themſclves inthe river.

1 cence of the ſame, and ſurpaſſing thoſe in times palt for the coſt ; ſo that never any man 
before him ſo magnificently adorned the Temple, T wo of which were underpropped 
with very ſtrong walls, whoſe VWorkmanſhip was ſo exquiſite, that it is incredibleto re- 
Jate. There was a ſtony rilirg or hillock, and very ftre:ighr and high, the cop whereof 
towards the Exſtermoſt part of the City was ſumewhar ſmooth and bending. The firſt 
that encompailed it With 2 wall, was So/o,y0n uur King, who by Gods favour and labour 
of divers workmen, did fiſt of all build the higher part : Herod alſo incloſed the lower 
part thereof with another wail , under which to the Southward there licth a moſt deep 
valley. This wall was made of huge ſtones , cluſe faftned the one unto the other with 
Lead,ſhutting all within his encloſure, and cxrending it ſelt very deep : ſo that the great- 
K neſs and height of this four- ſquare-building was an incredible thing to be imagined, The 
greatneſs of the Stones appeared inthe Front , but on the inſide they wete faltned toge- 
ther with clapſes of Iron, which fortified and ftrengthned the building for ever againſt 
all i-juries oftimes. This work having been thus continued to therop, and the void 
ſpace berween the wall and the riſtng hillock filling up the floor above, was made leie!. 
The whole circuit of the Tower Contained about four ſtzdes or furlongs , a fade or 
furlong in length from augleto angle. On the inſide and ncar unto the top there was 
another wall of ſtone extended along the Eaſtern fide : having a double porch of equal 
greatneſs with that of the wall , and placed inthe midft of the Temple, and openeth 
right upon the gates thereof , which the Kings formerly had adorned, Round about the 
L Temple were planted thoſe ſpoils which were taken from the Barbarians , which King 
Herod had placed there, with all thoſe ſpoils which he had taken from the Arabians. 
In a corner on the North ſide there ſtood a very ſtrong Fortreſs , builded by the Aſme- 
mans; Who were Herods predecefours, and had bcen both Kings and High Prieſts, and 
had impoſed a r1me on that Tower which was Bari, in which they kept the Prieftly 
Veſture, wherewtith the High Prieſt was wont to be adorned art that time only, when he 
was to offer {2crifice.

<« nor Land any one in thoſe Wars deſerved more commendations than himſelf, I will 
< not repeat at this time how much good he did Czar in thoſe Wars, and what and how 
« great rewards he received ; but rather I ſhould tir(t of all put you in remembrance of 
< the Letters that the Emperour writ unto the Senate concerning this matter, wherewith 
< he obtained for Antipater the honours and privileges of the City. For this only argu- 
«© ment had been ſufficient to have declared that we did not obrain ſuch favour without 
< deſert,and requeſt thee now to confirm the ſame, of whom we might juſtly hope for 
C © new benefits, ſeeing ſuch friendſhip and familiarity between thee and our King. For 
' © ye have underſtood by our Nation that dwell in Jude4,how many offerings thou did{t 
c there ſacrifice unto our God, and with what vows thou honoured(t him ; how thou 
« feaſted(t the people, and waſt delighted in that mutual hoſpitality. All which was an 
« argument of the friendſhip contirmed between ſo great a Roman Prince and the Na- 
« tion of the Jews, even in Herod's houſe. By all theſe, we humbly requeſt in the pre- 
< ſence of the King, nothing but this only, that thou wouldeſt not permit us deceitful- 
< ]y to be defrauded of that, which you your ſelves have already granted unto the 
<« Nation of the Jews. | 
Now no one of the Greeks offered to oppoſe himſelf againſt that which Nicholaws 

D did ſpeak 3 for this was no contention to a Judge concerning their right, but only a de- 
precation and ſupplication to avoid injury.

to him to demand a reaſonable matter. Wherefore, though they had demanded a Jews privi- 
greater thing of him, he would have granted them whatſoever he might, without pre« '5*<- 
judicing the people of Rowe. And now, ſeeing they only demand of him that which 

F already the Romans had granted unto them, he would rarific andiconfirm unto them 
the benefit which they had already received at the Romans hands, ' and provide that 
henceforth no man ſhould moleſt them for living according to the inſtitution and ordi- 
nances of their Countrey. Having thus ſpoken, he diſmiſſed the Aſſembly. Then

to his Father, began thus to clear himſelf of the Crimes objected againſt them : 

Alexander Father, how well and friendly minded thou art towards 4s, this preſent judgment 
ſpeakethin his Jeclareth 3 for hadſt thou determined any heavy ſentence againſt ws, thou wouldeſt not 
ws Frog is. have brought us before him, who is the preſerver of us all : For thou mighteſt, being 
face. a King, or for thy authority over #4 as a Father, have puniſhed ws for our offence ac- 
cording to thy power : But in that thou haſt brought #s to Rome, and made Cxlar 

onr Ju4ges it is an argument that thou ſeekeſt to ſave us 3 for no man brings any one 

to the Temple, whom he purpoſeth to deſtroy 5 which greatly aggravateth our cauſe, 

who do cenſure our ſelves unworthy to live, rather than to incur an opinion of impie- 
ty committed againſt thee ſuch a Father. How far more expedient is it to die guilt-

leſs, than to live ſuſpeFed of ſo great an ingratitude £ giea-: git if God grants us ſo 


much ſucceſs in our defence, as to perſwade you of the truth, we ſhall not rejoyce ſo 
wmch for having eſcaped ſo great a danger, as to be found innocent by your judgment 
for we do not deſire to live with the ſuſpicion of thoſe Calumnies. It is a probable 
accuſation to accuſe our years, as having affeFed the Kingdom, and our unfortunate 
Mother's calamity maketh it ſeem more probable. But conſider, T beſeech thee, if the 
Same crime may not as well be ſramed againif any one whbomſoever , as againſt as. 
For any King having children by a Wife that is now dead, may if it pleaſe him, ſu- 
ſpeF them, as pradGiſing treaſon againſt him their father. But ſuſpicion is not ſuſ- 
ficient to prove 4 manu impious and guilty : Wherefore produce axy one that can bring 
ſufficient proof, that may induce any moderate Judge to believe, that we ever attempt- 
ed ſuch a horrid Crime. Can any man ſhew that poyſon was prepared by us for you, or that 
we conſpired with any, or that we corrupted any ſervants with money and gifts ; or that 
we writ any letters againſt thee © yet calumny may feign every one of theſe upon no occaſton. 
It is a grievous matter, for diſcord to be in a Princes Court 5 and the hope of Dominioz, 
which your Majeſty affirmed to be the reward of piety, doth often impel mens minds unto hai- 
nous offences.But although it be moſt certain that we cannot be convitted of any crime,zet how 
can we clear our ſelves from accuſations forged againſt us, before them that will not hear us £ 
But did we ſpeak, ſome inſolent words2yet were they not againſt thee,0 my father ( for a tov 
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A been ienpicty ) but againſt them who traduced'us. We bewailed our mothers misfortunes. \NASN

and Ariſftobulus : In the mean time every one of them ſhould honour him as King and 
Lord, notwithſtanding his old age, which for long experience was the fitter to govern, 
ſeeing there was nothing in him wanting to keep both his Subjects and Children 1n their 
obedience ; and that the ſouldiers alſo, if they only reſpeted him, ſhould live in all 
happineſs and felicity without moleſtation. Having thus ſpoken, he diſmiſſed the peo- 
ple ; ſome thinking he had ſpoken according to equity, others thinking clean contra- 
ry : For having now as it were cauſed an emulation amongſt his Children, there was

- AR this proviſion the King at his own coſt and charges provided to be brought from all 
crtamen. Places whatſoever, to ſhew the greatneſs of his magnificence. Julia, Ceſar's wife alfo 

beſtowed much of her own to the'furniſhing hereof, and ſent many precious things out 


of 1taly; ſo that the worth of them all amounted to five hundred talents. And a great 


compaay being gathered together to behold theſe ſports, he received all Embaſſadours 
ſent nnto him from other Nations, to thank him for the benefits he had beſtowed on 
them 3 and he lodged, feaſted and recreated them : and being all day long amongſt 
the people to ſee thoſe ſports, at night he received them with banquets, and ſhewing 
them his magnificence 3 and gained great praiſe and commendations for a worthy 
King. For, hein all things ſo provided, that the laſt was more plealing and'grateful 
than the firſt, and cauſcd him to be more admired. And it is reported that Ceſar

cay : So that by his-means there were more ſolemn ſacrifices, and all things more ſum- 9mprs. 
ptuous to pleaſe them that came to behald them : For which liberality he was declar- 

ed perpetual Maſter ang Maintainer of thoſe ſports. It is admirable to ſee in one man why Herod 
ſuch diverſity of minds : For on the one fide, if we conſider his liberality towards was liberal to 
all men, we mult needs ſay, he was of a molt free and bountitul nature z contrariwiſe, yomer p9i agg 
if we conſider the injuries and cruelty he ſhewed againſt his ſubje&s and deareſtfriends, oya nxion 
we muſt confeſs him to have been a hard man, and intractable, and who paſled all 
bounds of modeſty 3 fothat we would think him to have been of two contrary diſpo- 

fitions. But I am otherwiſe per(waded, and think that both theſe did proceed from 

one matter : For becauſe he thirſted after glory and honour, and wholly applied him- 

ſelf thereunto, he became liberal whereſoeyer he was, 1n hope, either to reap preſent 

thanks for his labour, or a future remembrance. Wherefore ſpending above his reve- 

nues for this matter, he was forced to be chargeable to his ſubjects ; for it was neceſſa- 

ry that he, that ſo laviſhly beſtowed ſuch huge ſumms of money upon others, ſhould 

ſome where get it, though with evil means. Laſtly, feeing himſelf for ſuch like inju- 

ries hated of his ſubjects, he thought it a hard matter to gett their good wills ; which 

he could do no wayselſe, but by remitting the tribute they paid him. Wherefore he 

abuſed the hatred of his people for his own commodity : For if any one of them did 

not tolerate that ſlavery wherein they lived, or did endeavour to ſhake off the yoke 

of his dominion, againſt ſuch he uſed a prodigious cruelty 3 and injured them no lels, 

than if they had been his enemies, without regarding friend(hipor kindred ; for that 

he deſired aloneto be honoured of all men. And how greedy of honour he was, we Ferod greedy 
may gueſs by the honours he did unto Ceſer, 4grippa and others of their friends : For % honour 
he delired to be an example to his ſubjects, that as he himſelf honoured men better 

than himſelf, ſo they ſhould all honour him likewiſe 3 thereby declaring what thing he 

did naturally moſt defire. But the Jews Religion.doth not permit them licenſe to ho- 

nour Potentates, who of neceſſity ought to have greater care and reſpedt of right and 

equity, than of ſuch officiouſneſs towards ſuperiours : for it was diſprofit enough unto 

the Jews, that they could not with Statues and Temples obtain the King's favour, 

and with like flatteries ſatisfie the fond appetites of a vain-glorious man. And this 

ſeemeth to me to bethe reaſon that Herod was unjuſt, and hard towards his friends, 

and to thoſe whom he made partakers of his counſels and enterprizes; and free and 
bountiful towards ſtrangers. 


CHAP, XxX, 


Teſtimonies of the Roman Emperonrs Aﬀe@ion towards the Jews, 


He Aftan and Cyrenian Jews were greatly afflicted by the Citizens of thoſe Coun- Hedio & Fuf- 
treys, who having had the ſame privileges granted unto them by the ancient {1's Tn, 
Kings that the Citizens had, were now greatly injured by the Grecians 3 as though OS 
they carried money out of the Countrey, and were prejudicial unto the reſt of the in- rene being af- 
habitants. And the Grecians making no end of their injuries, they were conſtrained fitee by tas 
by Embaſladours to complainof them unto Ceſar : who wrote unto every Province, - neg ray 5g 
that 1t was his pleaſure, that the Jews ſhould enjoy like privileges with the other inha- Embaſſage to 
bitants of the countrey. The copy of which writing we have here ſet down, that it Cſar, _— 
may the better appear how the Roman Emperours of ancient times were affe&ed unto 92m 0 
our Nation, | : 


Cziar Auguſtus Pont. Max. Trib. poteſtatis, thus decrecth, For as much as the Nati- 


G. 91 of the Jews hath always been truſly unto the Romans, not only at this day, but alſo in all 


former Ages, and eſpecially in the time of our father Cxlar the Emperour, under Hircanus 
their High Prieſt : T have ordained, that according to the common ſentence of the Senate, 


they. 
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they ſhall live after their Countrey-Laws, under which they lived in the time of Hircanus H 
The y-ar of the the High Prieſt of God 3 and that their Temple ſhall retain the right of a San@uary, and 
fee OL, that it ſhall be lawful for them to ſend votive money unto Jeruſalem by certain perſons5 and 
Ntiziry, 3. that they ſhall not be compelled to appear before any Judge upon their Sabbath days, or the 
\ day before their Sabbaths, after nine of the clock, upon the preparation day. And if any one 
be known to ſteal their holy books or holy money,laid up in their places appointed for Religi- 
on, he ſhall be guilty of Sacrilege 5 and his goods ſhall be confiſcate nnto the Treaſury of the 
people of Rome, T alſo decree, for the good will T bear unto all men, that their Memorial 
or requeſt offered unto me by C. Marcus Cenſorinus, ſhall together with this my Edid be pub- 
L;ſhed in the famous place, which all Aſia hath dedicated unto my name, to wit, Argyra. 
And if any ſhall be ſo bold as to do contrary to our Decree, he ſhall be puniſhed extraordina- I 
rily. This was engraven in a pillar in Ceſar's Temple. Czar wiſheth health unto Nor- 
banus Flaccus. Let it be lawful for all Fews whereſoever living.to carry their ſacred money to 
Jeruſalem, according to their ancient cuſtom, and that no man ſhould forbid them ſo to do: 
And this did Ceſar write in favour of the Jews. 
Acripps writ Agrippa alſo wrote in the Jews behalf, as followeth 3 Agrippa wiſheth health unto

He alſo wrote unto Syllanus the Magiſtrate, that the Jews K 
renia. might not be conſtrained upon their Sabbaths to appear before a Judge : M. Agrippa 
wiſheth health to the Cyrenian MagiStrates and Senate. The Jews inhabiting among you, 
for whom Auguſtus hath already written unto Flavius the Preſident of Lybia, and unto o- 
ther Magiſtrates of that Province, are not io be hindred from ſending their holy money to 
eraſalem, as their cuſtom is 3 and they have now complained unto me, that they are mo- 
lefted by the falſe accuſations of ſome bad people, and forbidden to do it under pretence of a 
certain Tribute, which notwithſtanding they are not to pay. Wherefore I command that they 
may be permitted to live after their cuſtom, and free in all ſuch matters : And if in any of 
your Cities any ſacred money of theirs be intercepted, that by certain perſons which you know 
tobe fit for that purpoſe, ye make choice of them, to ſend it again unto the Jews. Item C, F, 
Cine Nirtas Norbanus Flaccus Proconſul 5 Health unto the Magiſtrates of Sardinia 3 Czlar hath writ- 
ns Flaccus ten unto me, commanding that no man hinder the Jews, according to their cuſtom, to ſend 
was Ig ſacred money unto Jerulalemzwherefore I alſo write unto you of the ſame,that you may not be 
vin "Ir. ignorant both of my will and Czfar's alſo. Moreover Julius Antonins Proconſul, did al- 
ni Procon- ſo write to this effe&t : Health unto the Magiſtrates, Senate and people of Epheſus. The 
ſul, Jews of Aſia in the [des of February, I ſitting in the judicial ſeat at Epheſus, ſignified un- 
to we, that Cxſar Auguſtus and Agrippa have permitted them to uſe their Countrey-cu- 
ſtoms z and every one according as he thinketh good, to contribute his firſt fruits for Re- 
ligion ſake, to be carried without let or hinderance unto the Temple of the moſt mighty God ; 
and they deſired me to ratifie by my conſent, that which they had already granted them by M 
the above named Emperours. Wherefore I would have you to know, that T alſo, according 
unto Cxiar's and Agrippa's Decrees and Ordinances, do permit and grant ther alſo to do 
all things they pleaſe, according to their Countrey-cuſtoms, forbidding any man to hinder 
them therein. 
I have thought good toadd theſe Decrees, becauſe I know, that theſe my writings 
will come into the Grecians hands, that I may ſhew them, that in former ages we were 
{o eſteemed of the publick Magiſtrates, that none were permitted to hinder us from 
uliag our Countrey-rites aud Ceremonies, and that by their conſent we worſhipped 
God in our own Religion, which I do inculcate the oftner, that I may move ſtrange 
and forreign Nations, and take away their hatred conceived againſt us, which is with- N 
out all reaſonable cauſe. For no Nation doth always uſe the ſame cuſtoms, but almoſt 
whole Towns among them do ſometimes alter and differ from the reſt ; yet is juſtice 
equally to be diſtributed unto all men ; which is moſt profitable, as well to the Gre- 
cians, as to the other barbarous Nations, which is greatly obſerved in our Laws; which 
if we follow and violate not, are able to make all nations love us. Wherefore we re- 
queſt all men, not to deſpiſe us, for differing from them in Religion 3 but favour us 
in that we follow virtue. For this is common to all Nations, and without this, man's 
Iii muſt needs be unhappy. But I will now return unto my hiſtory, b,

B took out of it three thouſand Talents of Silver, and that there was left yet far more, == ne of 
able to defray any great charges whatſoever; he purpoſed to do the like. And at > 
this time, in the night ſeaſon, accompanied only with his moſt truſty friends ; being 
very wary that none of the people ſhould know of it, he entred into the Sepulchre 3 
but he found no money there, as Hircarws did 3 but he took from thence a great deal 
of Silver and Gold Plate, whereby he was enticed to make a more diligent ſearch : 
And he ſent two of his company on purpoſe into the inner part of the Sepulchre, 
where the bodies of Solomon and David were entombed, who were loſt ; and, as it 
1s reported, fire came out of thoſe places, and conſumed them. Whereat Herod be- Herod loft two

Wherein he fol- ?*** ©2963 
lowed this accuſtomed order ; for his Writings were to come to the ears of the King 
yet living, wherein he did only curry favour, mentioning only that, that might re- 
dound unto the King's credit : So that many of his open and wicked pranks, he did ei- 
ther colour under ſome other pretence, or elle all ways poſſible he endeavoured to 
hide them. For he doth, as it were, tell a tale of Herod's cruelty againſt Mariamne 
and his Sons, as though he did thereby deſerve credit and praiſe 3 accuſing her of A- 
D dultery, and them as Traitors unto their Father: and this he doth all along, too much 
extolling the King's good deeds, and too diligently exculing his iniquities. Burt as I Fez came 
have ſaid, we muſt pardon him who did not ſo much write to leave a memory of} ” _ 
things done unto after Ages, as to gratifie and pleaſe his King. ButI, who come of gone 
the lineage of the Aſmonian Kings, and execute the office of a Prieſt, account it a 
ſhame tolie 3 and do intend to relate the Hiſtory of all things that were ated and 
done, yet with a reverence for Herod's Poſterity, who do alſo now bear ſway and rule ; 
yet, with their pardon and leave, I muſt prefer the truth to their inclinations. 
After the Sepulchre was thus violated, Herod's houſe began to decay, whether re- A diſcord in 
venge lighting upon that part which was already ſcarce ſound, or whether by mere #245 hou 
p_ chance, ſuch calamity at that time befel him, as might juſtly be thought the reward of 
impiety. For there was a diſcord in the Court not unlike to Civil Wars, every one 
ſtriving againſt other with hatred and forged accuſations : But eſpecially Antipater's Anipater's 
politick practice againſt his Brethren was to be noted, who entangled them by other at;d rake 
men's forged accuſations ; himſelf oftentimes ſeemed to take upon him their defence, jC%rwn. 
that making a ſhew of good will unto them, he might ſecretly oppreſs them the ſoon- 
er; andhe did ſo craftily circumvent his Father, that his Father eſteemed him to be 
his only Conſerver. Wherefore the King commanded Ptolomens his chief Secretary 
of State, to conceal nothing of the affairs of the Kingdom from Arntipater, who im- 
parted all to his Mother, ſo that all things were done according as they pleaſed ; and 
pg they made him difpleaſed with thoſe, againſt whom they knew the King's diſpleaſure 
might redound unto their profit. 
But Aariamne's Children were every day more and more provoked, diſdaining to 
give place unto their 1nferiours z their Wives did the like : and Alexander's Wite Gla- 
phyra, who was the Daughter of 4rchelaus King of Cappadocia, did greatly envy and dil: ;: gifcord and 
dain Sulome, and (he allo her again, both for the love that ſhe bare unto her Huſband, variance. 
and for that ſhe diſdained(as women are wont)that her Daughter married unto Ariſto- 
bulzs, (hould be in equal honour with her. ' Pheroras alſo.the King's Brother had a hand 
in this contention, about a private cauſe of ſuſpicion and hatred. For he fell ſo far in = 
love with one of his maids, that he refuſed the Kings Daughter offered unto him, ra- ef Ts 
G ther making choice of his maid.

Pheroras underſtanding this counſel profitable for him. having obtained pardon at the 
King's hands, ſent away his maid, by whom he had a Son, and promiſed the King to 
marry this his other Daughter ; and appointed the thirteenth day after to celebrate 
his Marriage 3 making a ſolemn Oath unto the King, never after that time to uſe the 
company of that woman whom he.had put away. The time appointed being expired, xo 
he fell ſo far in love with the former woman, that he would not ſtand to his promiſe, 
but again accompanied with his maid. 

Then Hero4, not able any longer to contain himſelf, uſed many ſpeeches, whereby 
he evidently ſhewed his mind to be alienated from his Brother. . And there were ma- 
ny who taking this opportunity, did by forged calumnies encreaſe his averſion; fo that 
now there was no day nor hour paſt, wherein he did not {till hear fome new combu- 

Salome entic- [tions and ſtirs amongſt his deareſt friends. For Salome being fo offended at Mariam- 
 edherDangh- e's Children, . did not permit her Daughter married to Ariſtobalzs, to enjoy mutual 
alicia . love and comfort of her Huſband, enticing her to bewray her Huſband's ſecrets 3 and 
ſecrets, If there happened any ſmall occalions of offence (as often it falleth out) ſhe ſhould the x 
more aggravate them with ſuſpicions, whereby the alſo learned all their ſecrets, and 
made the young Princeſs hate her Huſband. And ſhe, to pleaſe her Mother, related, 
how that often when her Huſband and Alexander were alone, that they were wont to 
talk of Mariamne their Mother, and uſe reproachful words againſt their Father ; and 
threatning, that if they ever did obtain the Kingdom, they would make the Sons 
of the King, whom he had by other Wives, Notaries and Town-Clerks, and fo they 
might reap proiit of their Learning which they had attained to : and whenfoever they 
ſaw any of the Kings Wives wear any of Mariamne's apparel, that then they vowed in- 
{tead of that attire, to cloath them with Sack-cloth, and {hut them up where they 
ſhould never ſee the Sun.Salome preſently told all this to the Kingzwho,though he were L 
much grieved hereat, yet he choſe rather to ſeek to amend it, than to puniſh them : 
2nd thus, notwithſtanding he was daily more and more put out of humour, believing 
all reports whatſoever; yet he contented himſelf with chiding of them, and ſeemed ſa-

Syllzus doth ſo incenſe Auguſtus againſt Herod, that he refuſeth to give Audience to 
his Ambaſſadors, neither will hc admit thoſe whons Aretas King of the Arabians ſent. 
This Aretas ſucceeded'Obodas, whone Syllaus ranſed #0 be poyſoned, that he mieht 
get the Kingdom, Herod ſends the third Embaſfage to Auguſtus. 


—_ Arabians ſent meſſengers with all ſpeed to SyUzns at Rome, and informed him 77,7 i Ref. 
E {| otherwiſe, aggravating every thing according to their faſhion, SyZexs being finus chap. 10. 
a little before infinuated into Ceſar's acquaintance, by chance was then alſo about the 471 
Palace; and hearing theſe news, he preſently changed his apparel 5 and clothing py Hrid unto 
himſelf in black, .he went in this manner unto Ceſar, mforming him how Arabia was Caſar. . 
afflicted with Wars, and that the whole Kingdom was waſted by Herod, who had en- 
tred into the Countrey with an Army, and with tears complained that 2500 of the 
Arabian Nobility were killed, and amongſt then his friend and kinſman Nacebrs 3 
and great viches were taken away, which were laid up at Repta; and that all this was 
done in contempt of 0boday,' who had no Army ready, nor a fit Captain for his 
Forces, he being not there. 'Sy/exs havitg thus ſpoken; adding moreover, that he 
pF would not thave come to Rome; but that he was perſwaded that Ceſar would have 
had a care of the common peace and' tranquility of his Subje&s 3 and that had he 
been at home, Heros to his coſt ſhould have violated that Peace. Czſar hereat was 
greatly. moved, and enquired'of ſome of Herod's friends who were then preſent, and 
of. certain 'men- that were lately come out of $yria alſo, whether Herod had led an 
Avmy out of the limits of his own Kingdom. Which they not denying, and Ceſar not 
vouchſafing to-hear the cauſe why, his diſpleaſure againſt Herod was greatly encreafed, 
ſo that he writ threatning Letters unto him ; telling him, that hitherto he had uſed | 
him as a Friend, - but hereafter he would - uſe him as a Subje&t 3 which alſo Syll-eut on dar wo 
ſignified unto the Arabians. By which Letters they were made proud, and would ey oO,

Wherefore Herod being in this perplexity, greatly feared $U245 5 who being now 

at Rome, did eaſily perſwade Ceſar any thing 3 for Ceſar was very credulous ; and 

Obodas dying, $y[/2ns aimed at ſome greater matter. For 0bodas dying, Emeas ſucceeded him in the 

Aveas the- . Kingdom of Arabia, changing his name, called himſelf Aretas 3 whom Syleus, by 

the Arabian forged calumniations, did ſeek to depoſe from the Crown, and uſurp the Kingdom 

Kingdom. unto himſelf, giving great ſumms of money unto the Courtters, and promiſing great 

ſumms unto Ceſar 3 whom he now perceived to be angry againſt Aretas, for that, with- 

out his conſent, he preſumed to take upon him the government of the Kingdom. But 

at laſt he alſo ſent letters and gifts unto Ceſar, and amongſt the reſt a Crown of Gold 

worth many Talents; andin thoſe letters he accuſed Sy//zus, who as an impious and

But 224 Afets 
then greater misfortunes than all the reſt-befell the two Princes, falſe accuſations ne- * 
ver cealingto be forged againſt them 3 and every one as it were, ſtriving to accuſe 
them of ſome crime or other unto the King, pretending the care they had of his ſafe- 
ty. Herod had two Champions, Jucrandws and Tyrannw ; both acceptable nnto him, Fucundus and 
for their ſtrength, and tall ſtature, and bigneſs of body : Theſe two for ſome offence 7-5» con-

were baniſhed the Court, and received into Alexander's ſervice, and placed amongſt ,,*, 77:1 
D his Guards ; and for that they were very active, he beſtowed many gifts and much wlicite them 
money upon them. Whereat the King preſently conceiving ſuſpicion, began to tor- *9 kill Herod 
ture them 3 and after many torments, they confeſſed that Alexander had hired them re ogg 
to kill Herod, as he was a hunting wild Beaſts : for fo it might eaſily be bruited abroad, * 
that he falling off his horſe, fell upon his own Lance, and fo was killed ; which once 
before had almoſt happened unto him. They alſo declared unto him, that certain 
gold was hidden and buried in the ſtable : And they alfo accuſed Herod's chief Huntſ- 
man,that at Alexander's command he had given Alexander's Servants the King's Lances 
and his Armour. After them the Governour of the Caſtle of Alexandrium was taken, 
and examined upon tortures 3 and it was objedted againſt him, that he promiſed to res 
pF ceive them into the Caſtle, and deliver unto them the King's Treaſure there. But he 
denying it, his own Son affirmed all to be true, and brought forth Letters to teſtifie 
the ſame, reſembling Alexander's hand written to this effeft : So ſoon as by God's aſſeSF- How Alex- 
ance we have done that which weintend to do, we will preſently come unto you ; be careful __ boner 
therefore, that according to your promiſe you do receive us into your Caſtle. Herod hav- of _lexan- 
ing had a view of theſe Letters, did now without any doubt believe, that indeed 4riwn to re- 
ſome treacherous practice was plotted againſt him by his Sons. But Alexander af- _—_ 
firmed that Diophantas the Secretary had counterfeited his hand, and that the Letter robe 
was Antipater's device. For Diophantys was accounted cunning in ſuch matters, and doth counter- 
afterward being taken with the like, he was therefore put to death. And the King _— PE 
«> produced them that had been tortured at Jericho before the people to accule his Sons, 
where they were ſtoned to death 3 andthe people hereat moved, would alſo have 
killed Alexander and Ariſtobulys with the ſame death. But Herod, by the means of

by their own. One of them, to wit, Ariſtobulus, for grief inviting his Aunt, and warneth his 
Mother in Law, to compaſſionate his preſent calamity, and to hate him that was the >=erin 1a 
Author hereof 3 affirmed thatſhe alfo was in great danger, being accuſed in hope to 
G marry with Sy{/25, to havelignified unto him by Letters all that paſt in Herod's Court. 
Which words the woman preſently came and told to her Brother Herod. The King no 
longer able to bridle his fury, commanded them both to be bound, and kept in ſeveral

426 6-5 7 '* their Father : And being thus commanded, they wrote that they neither prepared 
befirs Cirif's Treaſon, nor yet thought of any Treaſon againſt him 3 only they purpoſed to fly, 
Nativity,4. becauſe they perceived that they could no longer live here, becauſe they were fo ſu- 
YON ſpeed, and in continual care.

And that he requeſted 
of Cappadoc;; that Tyrannus and the reſt might have been better examined, but Antipater prevented 
that 3 who, by his own forged rumours ſpred amongſt the people, did cauſe them to 
haſten their deaths. Which being ſaid, Herod commanded both him and la to be

The 
knew of any Young man's cheeks were alſo bedewed with tears 3 ſo that a long time after, thoſe that 
Treaſona- were preſent amazed, and moved to compaſſion at this miſerable fight, could neither 
gainft Herod, ſpeak nor do the King's command. At laſt Prolomens, to whoſe charge Alexander was 
committed, deſiring him to ſpeak, whether his Wife was privy to his intent ; he 
anſwered, How could it be otherwiſe, who 1s dearer unto me than mine own life, be- 
ing Mother of my Children ? then ſhe anſwered, crying out aloud, that ſhe was'privy 
tonothing that was any harm 3 yet (quoth ſhe) if 1t will avail you any thing, or help 
to ſaveyour life, I am ready to tell any he whatſoever, ſeeing I muſt die, and will deny 
nothing you would have me to ſay. Alexander anſwered, Neither did I purpoſeany 
impiety againſt my Father, as ſome ſuppoſe, who ought not to think ſo 3 neither doſt 
thou know of any one : this thou knowelt, that thou and [I purpoſed to fly unto Arche- 
lis thy Father, and that he promiſed to convey us to Rome 3 which ſhe alſo af- 
firmed. | 
Archeltns Herod now thinking that Archelaus was diſaffeFted towards him, delivered Letters 
*xcuſcth him- unto Oly-zpus and Yolumnius, commanding them in the way as they went, to paſs by 
I Cas Elenſa a Town of Cilicia, and deliver certain Letters unto Archelaus himſelf to the ſame 
effect;and that from thence they ſhould go to Kozze; and if ſo be when they came there, 
they found that Ceſar had been reconciled to him by Nicholans his means, that then 
they ſhould alſo deliver certain Letters unto him 3 declaring all that was paſt between 
him and his Sons, and the proofs alledged to convince the Princes. Archelaxs writ a- 
gain unto Herod, that indeed he would have entertained the young men, for fear that 
any greater miſchance ſhould befall them or their Father, by reaſon of the ſuſpicion a- 
gainſt them 3 yet was he not minded to ſend them to Ceſar, nor to have confirmed them 
Ceſrr and Fe- 11 any malicious courſe. The Meſlengers coming to Rowe, found Ceſar reconciled to 
rod made Herod, and delivered the Letters unto him, For Nicholaus his Embaſlage was to this 
friends. effect ; So ſoon as he came unto Roe, and had entred the Palace, beſide the charge he 
had given him, he did alſo undertake to accuſe Sy/exs. For he perceived the Ara- 
bians at variance among themſelves 3 and that ſome of them had declared all Sy/2ns 
his bad practices, and that by his means many of 0bodasr's Kinſmen were murthered, as 
his adverſaries manifeſtly proved by his Letters which they intercepted. 
Now Nicholans deſirous to reconcile Herod unto Ceſar, omitted not this occaſion by 
HRcdio © Fuf- chance offered him ; for he well knew that if he began with the King's defence, he 
firs, c2þ-12- ſhould then find a hard and heavy Judge againſt himzbut if he began to accuſe Sy/24s, 
N1ave 2c. he ſhould find alſo a fit eccaſion to plead bis King's cauſe. Wherefore Nicholazs taking 
cuſeth Sens, upon him to prove the accuſation againſt him at the day appointed,he converſed with 
2% aan King Aretas's Ambaſſadours, accuſed Sy25 as a murtherex of his Lord and King, and 
HO many other Arabians 3 and that he had borrowed much money, to trouble the peace 
of the Commonwealth ; and that he had corrupted many women and honeſt Matrons, 
both at Rome and in Arabia. He added hereunto a moſt grievous crime, to wit, that 
he, by his lies and falſe reports, had deceived Ceſar 3 whom in all things he had mil- 
informed, concerning that which Herod had done. Which when he once mentioned, 
Ceſar commanded him to omit the reſt 3 and only to relate the matter concerning He- 
rod, whether Herod did not enter into Arabia with an Army, and did kill two thou- 
ſand and five hundred men, and carry away Captives, and rob and ſpoil the Coun- 
trey ? Nicholazs anſwered, that to theſe demands himſelf was able to anſwer, that 


Herod did none of theſe ; and that he did not deſerve any diſpleaſure. Ceſar, contrary 
to 
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A to his expectation, hearing this, began to give diligent car to what Nicholas faid : FRAGLY 
And hereupon Nicholans related unto Ce/ar, how Herod had lent five hundred Talents, *** 2: * the 
and that he had a Writing in pawn, wherein he was permitted after the day appoint- ering er 
ed, if then it were not repayed him again, to prey upon all the whole Countrey, and Natiziry, 4. 
ſatisfie himſelf; and that this was no. hoſtile invaſion, but according to Law and EqQui- bY 
ty, a requiring of his right and debt due unto him. And that this was not raſhly done, ann. 
though by the writing he was ſo permitted to do 3 but by the conſent of Saturnizys an Wars, ard 
and Volumzins Preſidents of Syria z in whoſe preſence $y/2us ſwore by Ceſar's good *< borrowed 
fortune at Berytum, that within thirty days after, both the debt, and allo certain fugi- + 

tives fled from the King,ſhould be reſtored unto him ; and that $y//zvs performed none 

of theſe : And ſo Herod went again unto the Preſidents, and they permitted him to go 

and take pledges for his money 3 and that fo by their permiſſion he went into Arabia. 

| And this 1s the War that his adverſaries have fo tragically exaggerated ; and yet how 

can it be called a War ? ſeeing that it was done by the conſent of the Preſidents, and 

that by Covenant after Perjury, wherewith both God's andalſo Czſar's name was vio« 

lated, It now remaineth that I ſpeak ſomething concerning the Captives. There were The Thieves 
forty Thieves of Trachon, and afterward more that fled from Herod for fear of puniſh- ® 714%". 
ment, and fled into Arabia, whom Sy/zus protected and ſuccoured to the injury of 

all men, and gavethem ground to inhabit, and was partaker of their preys 3 notwith- 

ſtanding that by his foreſaid oath, he was bound to reſtore them, together with the 

borrowed money 3 neither can he name any man beſide them taken in Arabia, and 

carried away Captive, and ſome of them allo eſcaped. This his forged tale concern- 

ing the Captives being thus refuted, hear, O Sovereign C2/ar, the lying invention, 

which to provoke thee to wrath, himſelf deviſed. For I am well able to affirm this, 

that when the Arabian Army aſlaulted us, and one of two of our men were killed, 

then at laſt Herod forced to make reſiſtance, he killed Nacebxs, and with him five and 

twenty, and no more; for every one of which $y/zrs fallely told Ceſar a hundred, 

and fo told him that two thouſand and five hundred were killed. Ceſar hereat greatly 

moved, with an angry countenance looking upon Sy/lezus, he asked him how many 

Arabians were killed in the fight > He amazed, and knowing not what to reply, an- 

D ſwered, that heerred inthe number. Preſently Ceſar commanded the Writings to be 

read, containing the conditions between them 3 and the Writings of the Preſidents, 

and the Letters of the Cities containing the complaints of the Robberies. And fo the Sy!leuecon- 
matter was brought to paſs, that Ceſar was reconciled unto Herod, and condemned demnedro die 
Sylleus todiez and repenting himſelf to have written ſo threatning Letters to Herod, 

he objected that alſo unto Sy/lexs ; affirming, that by his falſe informations he had 

cauſed him to paſs the limits of friendſhip, in uſing his friend ſo hardly. And fo he ſent 

Sylleus into his Countrey, that after he had ſatisfied his creditors, he might be puniſh- 

ed according to the ſentence. But he ſtill continued angry with Aretas for that with- 

out his authority, he had uſurped the Crown and Kingdom : and he was minded alfo <;,, ws 
to beſtow Arabia upon Herod but the Letters which Herod ſent him, changed his mind. purpoſed to 
For Olympus and Volumnins, as ſoon as they underſtood that Ceſar's wrath towards He- 5'"* pe rl | 
rod was pacified, preſently they delivered unto him the Letters as they were command- met Fenr\f 
ed z wherein were contained the Arguments whereby his Sons were convicted of and was aJrer- 
Treaſon againſt him.

And yet I know not how it came to paſs, that 
he who in his proſperity was a hard Father, yet did ſhew himſelf not raſh in putting 
his Sons to death ; and though his affairs were in a very flouriſhing condition, yet he 
7crod affem- Was very moderate in his revenge. Wherefore by Letters he called together all thoſe I 
blethall that whom Ceſar appointed, only Archelazs excepted, either for that he hated the man, 
I or elſe for that he feared he would have withſtood his purpoſe: And when they were 
Jan, © all come together, as well the Preſidents as the reſt, who were called out of divers 
Cities, he would not bring his Sons into the Council, but kept them in a Village of 
the Sidonians, named Platan, not far diſtant from the City, to the intent, that if 
they were called for, he might bring them forth. Then Herod himſelf alone entring 
into the Council, before an hundred and fifty men there aſſembled for that pur-: 
poſe, began to accuſe his Sons before them 3 and uſed a ſpeech not only pitiful for 
his own calamitics, but alſo little becoming a Father. For he was very vehement in 
inveighing againſt their offence 3 neither did he ſufficiently expreſs his mind, ſhewing K 
£1.40 accuſes Many figns of fury and anger ; neither did he deliver in writing any proofs of the Ac- 
his Sons. —Ccuſations unto the Judges 3 but undecent]y himſelf alledged there, the Father againſt 
the Son 3 himſelf alſo reading before them certain Letters written by them, wherein 
was contained no impiety nor*Treaſon, but only a conſultation to flee away, and cer- 
tain hard ſpeeches whereby they ſhewed themſelves offended 3 which when he came 
unto, he exclaimed, as though hereby they confeſſed their treacherous practices; 
greatly exaggerating the. matter, and proteſting that he had rather die than hear 
ſuch ſpeeches. Laſtly, affirming that both Nature and Ceſar gave him authority a- 
gainſt them 5 and his Countrey Laws ſo commanded, that if any one being accul- 
ed, his Father or Mother ſhould lay their hands upon his head, and the ftanders. x, 
by muſt preſently ſtone him to death 3 which though he might eaſily do in his own 
Countrey and Kingdom, yet he thought good alſo to expect their cenſures. Yet 
he: came unto them, not for that they were to judge his Sons, who were taken 
in a manifeſt crime ; but that by this occaſion they might add their ſuffrages to 
the jult indignation of a Father offended, and that they might leave an exam- 
ple unto all poſterity, that ſuch Treaſons ought not to be left unpuniſhed. The 
King having thus ſpoken, and not permitting the young Princes to be brought in to 
anſwer ; all ſceing what the King intended, and that there was no hope to reconcile 
them unto their Father, or fave their lives; they all confirmed his authority. And 
firſt of all Saturinzs one that had been Conſul, and had been adorned with many M 
$4141  Ronours, pronounced an indifferent ſentence, limited with circumſtances, to wit, that 
doth pro- he condemned Herod's Sons, yet not to die 3 for (quoth he) my ſelf have Sons, andI 
MR $0 11- would not add this calamity to Herod's misfortune paſt. After him alſo his three Sons, 
anerentien- who were their Father's i.czates, pronounced the ſame ſentence. But Yolumnius pro- 
Foluznius nounced that they had deſerved death. who were ſo impitous towards thei; Father 3 
ang other of whoſeſentence after him the moſt part followed; ſo that it ſeemed that they were now 
-an6 nag ordained to be put to death. Preſently Herod carried them with him to Tyre, where he 
Herud's Sons Met Nicholaus who was there arrived, returning from Koxze 3 unto whom the King firſt 
to be behead- relating what was done at Berytum, he asked him what his friends at Rome thought of 
pr 9-7 his Sons ? He an(Wered that they judged the Princes intents impious, and that they N 
w what his Oughr to be bound and impriſoned;and then after due conſideration, if it were thought 
friendsat expedient, to be put to death ; leſt the King might be thought to have given more way 
_ _ to his anger than to reaſon; yet, if it might ſo pleaſe him,they thought it beſt to acquit 
' them, lelt otherwiſe he do that which hereafter he may repent when it 1s too late. And 
this was the opinion of moſt of his friends at Rowe. Then the King a long time pon- 
dered theſe words,and made noreply, but commanded him to go along in his company. 
At his arrival in Ceſarca all men were doubtful what would become of his Sons, ex- 
peCting an end of that Tragedy ; for they greatly feared that by reaſon of the old dil- 
cord, he would cut them off ; and notwithſtanding they were forry for them, yer it 
was dangerous either to ſpeak raſhly, or to hear any thing ſpoken freely cencerning Q 
them 3 but in their hearts compaſlionating them, they concealed their griefs. Only 
one amongſt all thereſt, an old Souldicr named Tyro, others diſlembling tEerr griet, 
pake 
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A {pake freely what he thought ; This Tyro had a Son of Alexander's age, and beloved WAA | 
of him, whom Alexander much accounted of. This fellow many times amidit the "AG a of "= 
multitudes exclaimed, that truth and equity were baniſhed out of the world, and that beſwe Olnſt's 

in their ſtead, malice and untruth reigned : Whereby there was ſuch a mitt and a fog Nativity, z.. 
cauſed over the whole world, that no man could fee his own errors. This his free 
Speech, though it was not without danger, yetall men hereat were moved; for that 
he had ſome reaſon to ſhew his fortitude in ſo dangerous a time, and every one was 
willing to hear his Speech : and though themſelves for fear were ſilent, yet did they 
not reprehend him for ſpeaking freely. For the expeQation of the event of fo great 
miſchief was able to have wreſted from every one of them words of commileration. 
B - Tyro with great audacity alſo came unto the King, and begged of him that he might 
talk with bim alone: which the King granting, he uſed theſe words with great la- Ws cates

Wilt thou put to death 
C the two young Princes born unto thee by the Queen thy Wife, who abound in all vertue, 
and commit thy ſelf now in thy old age unto one only Son, who nouriſheth impious 
Hopes and Deſigns ; and to thy Kindred, who by thy own cenſure have often dee 
ſerved death? Doſt thou not perceive that the people keeping themſelves quiet and 
ſill; do both condemn the errour of thy Friends, and alſo pity and compa(ſſionate the 
two Princes? Moreover, all thy Soldiers and the Captains themſelves have compaſſion on 
them, and curſe the Authors of this unfortunate calamity. | 
The King at firſt took theſe words of Tyro in good part as being admoniſhed of 
the perfidious dealing of them about him, and his own calamity. But Tyro immo- 
deſily and Soldier-like urging the King, and for his own ſimplicity not able to 
 D diſcern what fitted that time, the King at laſt thought this, rather a turbulent up- 
braiding him, than a friendly adomonition : and asking who thoſe Captains and 
Soldiers were, he commanded them all, and Thyro alſo, to be bound and kept in pri- 
ſon. Then one Tripho the Kings Barber, taking hereat occalion, told the King, that 
Tyro had often ſollicited him, as he ſhav'd the King to cut his throat with his razor, 7 is bs hi; 
promiling him for recompence great rewards, and that he ſhould be one of Alexander's Son and a 
chief Friends. Having ſpoken theſe words, the King commanded him to be appre- _ EA 
hended, and the Barber, and Tyro and his Son to be tortured. Tyro his Son ſeeing his gr2&iced 
Father in moſt miſerable torments, and that he ſtil! perſiſted in them (and by the Treaſon a- 
Kings diſpleaſure, conjeuring that there was no hope of lite ) told them that tor- pat oy 

x tured his Father, that he would confeſs all the truth, conditionally that his Father ” 
and himſelf might be no more tormented : and having his requeſt granted, he told 
them that it was agreed, that Tyro with his own hand ſhould have killed the King : 
for he could get opportunity to come unto the King when no man elle was with him, 
and ſo he would kill him, and for Alexander's fake endure any torments whatſoever. 

This ſpoken, he delivered himſelf and his Father from further tortures: but it is un- 

ceftain whether the tale he told was true, or whether he deviſed it to free them both 

from torments.

ment of the crimes laid unto their charge 3 yea, two young Princes of excellent feature 
of body, not only beloved of their own Nation, but alſo of ſtrangers ; they were dex- 
trous in all Exerciſes, and commendable in Military Aﬀeairs, and eloquent in Civil Dif 
courſes. For, in all theſe things they wereexcellent, and eſpecially Alexander the eld- 
eſt of them. It had been enough for him, ſuppoſe he had condemned them, either to 
have kept them in perpetual Priſon, or baniſhed them into ſome far Countrey ; ſeeing 
that he was aſſured of the Roman Power, under whoſe proteGtion he neither needed to 
have feared invaſion, nor ſecret Treaſon againſt him. For to put them to death, only 
to ſatisfie his own furious will, what elſe doth it argue, but only an impious liberty caſt- x 
ing off all Fatherly humanity and kindneſs ? eſpecially ſeeing that he was aged, whoſe 
years could neither plead ignorance, nor that he was deceived. For neither was he the 
more excuſed by the delay he uſed 3 nay, it had been a leſs offence, if amazed with. 
ſome ſudden news, he had been incited to ſo hainous an offence : But after fo long deli- 
beration, at laſt to «ffe& ſuch a matter, betokensa bloody mind, and hardened in wic- 
kednefs, as he ſhewed afterwards, not ſparing the reſt, whom before he held moſt 
dear : Who, though they were leſs to be pitied, in that they juſtly ſuffered ; yet was it 
an argument of his like cruelty, in that he abſtained not from their deaths alfo : But

from all Tributes, and payments of Cuſtoms. This Babylonian Jew was induced by 
theſe offers to come, and take poſleſlion of the place, where he builded a Borough, 
called Bathyra. This man oppoſing himſelf againſt the Trachonites, defended the Coun- 
trey, and thoſe Jews that came from Babylon to Jeruſalem to offer Sacrifice, from all 
Incurſions and Rovberies of the Trachonites 3 and divers that obſerved the Religion of 
the Jews, reforted unto him from all places 3 ſo that this Countrey was very well peo- 
pled, by reaſon of the exemption of the Tribute, which continued during Herod's 
life-time. | 
But Philip who ſucceeded him, exacted afterward ſome ſmall Tribute of them, and : 

that but for a little while. But Agrippa the Great, and his Son of the ſame name, charg- 
ed them with great Taxations 3 yet permitted them to enjoy their Liberty 3 whoſe 
Succeſlors, the Romans impoſed many grievous Tributes upon them, yet continued 
their Freedom ; of whom hereafter we will more particularly and largely diſcourſe in 
due place, and in proceſs of my Hiſtory. Now this Jew Zamaris, to whom Herod had 
given the Poſlz(hon of his Countrey, died, after he had lived virtuouſly, and left a 
virtuous Offt-ipring behind him 3 amongſt whom was Facime, renowned for his dexte- 
rity on Horſeback-3 who, with his Troop of Horſe, was of the King of Babylon's Guard, 
T his Jacim died when he was very old, and left his Son Philip ro ſucceed him ; a va- 
liant man, and additted to all ſorts of Virtue, as much as any one that hath been re- 
nowned in Hiſtory 3 for which cauſe King Agrippa loved him, and pur his rruſt in him, 
and committed the truſt and training of his Souldiers nnto him, who led them alſo 
forth, if occaſion of ſervice was proffered. |

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CHAP. IL 


Antipater, Pheroras and his Wife conſpire againſs Herod, Salome acquainteth hin 
with it, he cauſeth ſome Phariſees who were of this Conſpiracy, to be put to death © [, 
He endeauoureth to make Pheroras repudiate his Wife, but he cannot be perſwaded 
to tt, / 


Hilſt Herod's Afﬀairs were thus diſpoſed, all men's eyes were fixed upon Arti- 
pater, after that Herod had given him full power 3 which was granted him, in 
hopes that his Father had, that he would behave himſelf faithfully and affectionately 
towards him ; But he abuſed his Authority more audaciouſly than could be expected 3 
for he treacheroully coloured his conceived malice, and eafily drew his F ather to be- 
lieve him in whatſoever he ſaid. He was feared by all men, not only for his Authority, 
bur for his ſubtilties and policies. But above all thereſt, Pheroras reſpeCted him moſt, jp 
and was in like manner, as greatly eſteemed by him. For Aztipater circumvented him 
by the means of certain women, who favoured his Faction 3- for Pheroras was Come» 
manded by his Wife, his Mother, and Siſter-in-Law, notwithſtanding that he hated 
tham, by reaſon of the abuſe they had offered to his Daughters who were unmarried 3 
neFertheleſs he was enforced to diſſemble all things, becauſe he could do nothing but 
what they were always privy to, and had ſuch power of his Atfaire, that they obliged 
him to perform whatſoever they pleaſed. Antipater was alſo very intimate with them, 
both on his own account and his Mother's ; for theſe four women were of one mind in 
all things, and ſpake, as it were, by one mouth : Yet was Pheroras at odds with Anti- 
pater, upon ſome ſlight diſtaſtes 3 and ſhe that wrought this debate betwixt them, was jg 
the King's Silter Sa/ome, who had a long time ſpied all their drifts ; knowing well, 
that their mutual friendſhip tended to the overthrow of Herod, which ſhe was ready 
to acquaint him. And they knowing well that the King diſliked thistheir inward fami- 
liarity, and that he was privy to that which they pretended, which was his utter ruines , 
refolved between themſelves to refrain their publick familiarity, and to make a ſhew 
that they were at odds one with another 3 to which intent they reptoached one ana» 
ther, eſpecially at ſuch time as they were either in Herod's preſence, or there was any 
one with them, who (as they thought) would acquaint him with it. But in ſecret they 
intermitted not their accuſtomed friendſhip, and continued their correſpondence with 
more privy affability z yet was not Salozxe ignorant hereof, neither when they firſt de- 
'f:d this drift, neither afterwards when they put it in execution 3 for ſhe diligently

motions, and to rebel and offend their Princes at their pleaſures : Whereas therefore, 

all the Nation of the Jews had ſworn to be faithful unto Ceſar, and tothe eſtate of the .

fix thouſand For which cauſe the King having impoſed a penalty upon them, Pheroras's gear craa;.

had perſwaded Bagoas, that this new King whom they prognoſticated, would not only 

confider him as his BenefaQor and Father 3 but that he himſelf ſhould alſo marry, and 

find himſelf capable to beger Children. | 
DO But after that Herod had puniſhed thoſe amonglt the Phariſces, who were convited Hedio - Fef- 
to have been of the Conſpiracy, he aſſembled a Council of his friends 3 before whom _ wt 
he accuſed Pheroras's Wife, and ripped up the injuries that were done unto his Daugh- eth Pheroras's 
ters, as it hath been declared, aſcribing the ſame to the pride of this woman, objeting Wie, _ 
it for a crime againſt her, for having injured his Honour. Beſides this, he accuſed her ;;- vu het 
that ſhe had of ſet purpoſe, ſtirr'd up Mutinies, and by all means poſſible, both in words away. 

and deeds, contrary to all Law of Nature, ſtirred up debate betwixt him and his Bro» 

ther; and that the Fine that he had impoſed upon his Adverſaries, was ſatisfied at her 

charge 3 ſo that no jot of that Conſpiracy was contrived without her conſent. For 

which cauſes (ſaid he) Brother Pheroras, it ſhall not be amiſs for you of your own ac- 

cord, to drive ſuch a wretched woman from you, before you be requeſted, and the Sentence 

be pronounced againſt her 3 otherwiſe ſhe will be the cauſe to kindle a War betwixt you and 

me. For if you will continue the Friendſhip and Brotherhood betwixt you and me, ſeperate 

your ſelf from her : In ſo doing, I will account you for my Brother 5 and you ſhall loſe no- 

thing by the affeFion which T bear unto you. For the bond of Brotherly love cannot conti- 

nue ſafe and inviolable, unleſs you put her away. Now although Pheroras was moved with 

the importance and weight of this diſcourſe 3 yet he ſaid, that for the love he bare un» 23,4, ,-ef;

Herod ſendeth Ntipater ſuſpeCting his Father's diſtaſtes, and fearing leſt his hatred ſhould bring 
eAntipater to him into hazard, he wrote unto his friends in Rowe, requiring them to write their 
Ls Letters urito Herod, requeſting him to ſend Artipater unto Ceſar, withall expedition as 
was poſſible. Which being brought to paſs, Herod ſent him thither with divers Roy- 
al Preſents 3 and gave him his Teſtament and Will with him, wherein he had be- 
queathed the Kingdom to Artipater. And if it ſhould happen that Antipater ſhould 
die before him, then he bequeathed the ſame to his Soa Herod, whom he had by the 
High Prieſt's Daughter. About the ſame time Syz/2#5 the Arabian repaired to Rome, 
notwithſtanding he had neglefted thoſe things which Ceſar had commanded him.

_ —_— Nicholaus. SyUewsallo was accuſed by Aretas, for murthering divers of the beſt ac- 
Ceſur. ** countin the City of Petra, contrary to his mind 3 amongſt the which was Soheerxs (a 
Arctasaccuſ- man of much virtue and honour) and Probatxs, Ce/ar's Servant 3 of which Crimes 
eth SlewFor $y1leus was accuſed upon this occaſion which enſucth : There was a certain man of K 
1 and others, Corinthus, who was one of the King's Guard, and one he put very great truſt in : $yl- 
leus perſwaded him by ſtore of money and Bribes, to kill Herod ; which he promiſed 
to perform. Probatus made privy to $ylleus's mind, he preſently told it to the King 
ATraytor Who cauſed him to be apprehended and tortured, who confeſſed the whole matrer : 
chat ſoughe He laid hands alſo on two Arabians, perſwaded by this Corinthian's confeſſion; one 
Fades 5 of which wasa man of Command in his Countrey, and the other was Sy//zxs's chief 
prehended. friend. They being examined, confeſſed that they came thither to ſolicite, with many 
exhortations, the Corinthian to execute the murther 3 and to aſffliſt him, if he ſtood in 
need of them. Which being fully proved by Herod before Satarnine, he ſent them 
to Rome, there more amply to be proceeded againſt, and fo'to be puniſhed,

I Erod perceiving that his Brother Pheroras did conſtantly continue his affeCtion to- 
EF wards his Wife, he commanded him to retire himſelf into his own Dominions 
An Oath fo. WheEreupon he willingly departed to his Tetrarchy 3 proteſting by many ſolemn Oaths, 
lemaly ob- that he would never more return into the City, unlefs he were aſſured that Herod was 
ſerved, dead. Not long after it hapnel, that the King fell ſick, he was ſent for to receive cer- 
tain ſecret inſtructions, as from the mouth of a dying man 5 but Pheror4s would not o- 
bey him in regard of his Oath. Notwithſtanding, Herod dealt more kindly with him, 
Pbrrwacin his 30d continued his love and affetion towards him 3 for he came to Pheroras, as ſoon as 
Sickneſs is vi- Re heard of his firſt Sickneſs, without being ſent for : And after he was deceaſed, he 
fied byHered; ſent his body to Jeruſalem, and honourably entombed him in that place, and grievoul- 
us j7%, Mh ly lamented his death. This was the beginning of Antipater's miſ-baps, who at that 
nourtbly bu- time was gone to Rome, For it was God's pleaſure, that at laſt he ſhould be puniſhed 
ried by him. for the murther of his Brethren.

Whereupon they told him that Pheroras, the day before his unexpeted JAG 
ſickneſs, had ſupt with his Wife 3 and that having received an unaccuſtomed Poyſon eu of the 
with his meat, he was dead. That this Poyſon had been brought thither by a woman befers” Goup : 
of Arabia, who in her ſpeech proteſted that it was ſome Potion to encreaſe love, but Natiulty: ©; F 
in effect it wasto bring Pheroras to his end, For the women of Arabia amongſt all o- 
thers are skilful in Poyſons, and are great Sorcerersz and ſhe that was charged with 
this fact, was eſteemed a great friend and favourer of Sy/znr's beſt beloved. That 
Pheroras's Mother and his Wife's Siſter went into thoſe Quarters, on purpoſe to buy 
that Poyſon 3 and returned back, and brought this woman with them the day before 
the Supper.

Theſe words of hers made Herod the more eager and inquiſitive, ſo that by force of 
tortures he wrought out all the ſecrets of thele women 3 their Banquets, their ſecrer 
Aſſemblies, and thoſe very words that Herod had ſpoken apart betwixt his Son and 
himſelf, which had been reported unto the women that Pherorgs entertained ; namely; 
that he would give him one hundred Talents provided that he would uſe no confe- 
rence with Pheroras. Moreover, they reckoned up the hatred that Aztipater bare un- 
to his Father, the complaints that he made unto his Mother, of the too long life and 
continuance of his Father 3 for that inregard of himfelf, he was already grown old ;

made partakers of their Brother's miſerable deſtiny. Theſe things did Antipater's 
friends certifie Herod of, in that by many and mighty Preſents he wrought them there- 
unto. He himſelf alſo wrote unto his Father colourably, aftera manner excuſing 
the young men, and imputing their words unto their indiſcretion and young years. [ 
- Mean while, he buſted himſelf in accufing Sy/eus 3 and courted the chiefeſt Romans, 
buying divers Ornaments and Jewels to preſent them with, to the value of two hun- 
dred Talents. And it is to be wondred at, ' that ſo great matters being in agitation a- 
gainſt him, ſeven months at leaſt before his return into the Countrey of Judea, that no 
inkling thereof came unto his ears. But the cauſe partly was the diligent ſearch and 
watch that was kept upon the High-ways, and partly the hatred that all men had con- 


ceived againſt Artipater.. For there was not any that would put themſelves in hazard 
to procure his ſecurity.

who was baniſhed from the Court. The opinions of his friends in his behalf were va-

Abour the ſame time @nintilizs Varws, who was ſent to ſucceed Saturnine in the exp rg 
Government of Syria was at Jersſalemr, and drew thither at that inſtant upon Herods Quintilius Va- 
requeſt, to affiſt him with his Counſels in his preſent and weighty occaſions: Now EE F 
whileſt theſe two ſate and couſulted together, Aztipater came in before any man ex- Foy 
pected him, and in that purple garment and Royalty that he was accuſtomed to uſe, 
entered the Palace. The Guard of the Gates ſuffered him to enter in, but they ex- 
cluded all thoſe that were with him. This firſt of all affrighted and appaled his Spi- 
rits, in that he already perceived into what calamity he was fallen; and now alſo 

© When he drew near his Father, he thruſt him from him, accuſing him of the 'mur- 
der of his Brethren, and reproaching him with that intent he had to poyſon 
him, telling him that the next day YVarss ſhould both hear and judge all his miſde- 
meanours. 

He altogether daunted at the greatneſs of that unexpetted miſchief, which he both 
heard and ſaw, departed preſently from them wholly amazed, and in the way met 
with his Mother and his Wife ( which was 4ztigonw's daughter, who had been King of 
the Jews before Herod ) by whom he was advertiſed of all that which had happened, t 
and for that cauſe more diligently prepared himſelf for his trya].

D Were cited the Kings kindred and his filter Salome; and certain others, who could pyportet 

diſcover his ſecret praQicesz ſome of which had been tortured, and namely Antipe> us Varus. 
ters mothers ſervants, who a little before his arrival, had been apprehended with a 
letter to this effe& : That he ſhould take heed that he returned not into the Conntrey, be- 
canſe his Father was made privy to all his pra@ices, and that for the preſent he had no os 
ther refuge but only to Clar, and totake care likewiſe left he ſhould fall into his Fathers 
hands, | 

Hereupon Antipater humbling himſelf on his knees before the King his Father, beſougit 
him not to condemn him before his cauſe was heard, but to Juſpend his judgment until 

ſuch time as he had heard his juſtifications. But Herod after. be had commanded him to 

E Pithdraw himſelf into the midſt of the Court and Aſſembly, deplored bis infelicity in be- 
getting ſuch Children, and bewailed his miſhap, that in his old age he was reſerved for an 
Artipater. After this he reckoned np his cares in their education and inititntion, and . Jutipaicy 
how bountifully he had beit owed upon him as mach riches as he required : he added that accuſcd by 
rrone of all theſe favours conld preſerve him from falling into the hazard of loſing his life Heres. 
by their policy, that they might unjuſtly poſſeſs the Kingdom, before either the Law of Na- 
ture. or the will of their Father, or their own rights could challenge the ſame, But a- 
bove all the reft, be wondred at Anripater, with what hope he could poſſibly be puffed up 
$0 attempt ſo audacious and wicked an enterprize, For by his TeStament he had madc 
him the Heir of his Kingdom, and in his life time alſo had made him his equal in Digni- 

pF t,Glory and Power + That he received yearly fifty talents of revenne, and to furniſh his 
voyage for Rome had three hundred talents given him. Moreover, he accuſed him for his 
flanderoms accuſations againſt his murthered and ſlaughtered Brothers : Who if they had 
been wicked, why did he imitate them ? But if they were innocent, why withont cauſe 
produced he is flanderons accuſations againis thoſe, who were his natural Brethren £ For 
in his own reſpet# he had never found any thing againſt them, but by his report, neither 
bad he given Sentence againſt them, but by Antipaters adwice, who for the preſent were 
abſolved by hint, becauſe he was become the Author of their Parricide. tn uttering 
theſe words he began to weep, being unable ro inſiſt any further 3 for which 
cauſe he beſought Nicholaws Demaſcene, who was his dear friend, and converſed' or- 

6G dinarily with him, and was privy to all that which had paſted, to profecate the reſt 
of his Indictment. | | 

But 4rv5pater turning himſelf towards his Father, began to juſtific himſelf, urging 

rag 
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ALISA the fame Teſtimonies, and Favours that his Father had ſhewed unto him, and the 
The year of 198 honours he had received at his hands, which he would never have ſhewed him, if he 


had been unworthy of the ſame, and had not by his virtue deſerved theſe favours, He 
alledged alſo, that by bis virtue he had prevented all that which might have happened 3 
and that where the cauſe required his labour or diligence, he diſpatched all things with his. 
is 0w72 induſtry ; that it was unlikely that he, who had delivered his Father from thoſe 


Father's obje- Treaſons which were intended againſt him by other men, ſhould himſelf attempt the like : 


And as far from probability that he ſhould go to extinguiſh that virtue (whereof even until 
that day be had given teStimony ) to the end that always hereafter he might be defamed for 
ſuch baſencſs. For long before this time he was named and entitled to ſucceed him, and 
to enjoy thoſe very honours, whereof already he enjoyed no ſmall part ; whereby he proteSFed 
that it was unlikely, that he, who might enjoy the half of all that his Father had, in all 
ſecurity, vertue and honour, ſhould deſere the whole with infamy and danger yea, and 
with an uncertainty to obtain the ſame 3 that the puniſhment which had befallen his. Bro- 
thers (whom be had diſcloſed and accuſed at ſuch time as they were hidden ) was procured 
by him, who, if he had pleaſed, might have concealed them; and whoſe wickedneſs towards 
their Father (after it was proved) he himſelf had revenged upon them : Neither (as he 
ſaid) repented he himſelf of that which he had done ;, for that a@ion of his might be an 
argument to prove how incorruptly he loved his Father. And as touching that which he 
had dealt in at Rome, Cxlar himſelf was witneſs thereof, who could be no more deceived, 
than God himſelf whereof thoſe Letters bore record, which were written by him 5 which in 
equity, ſhould be of no leſs force, than the ſlanders of thoſe who ſought to ſet them at odds : 
The moSt part of which objeFions and reproaches had been complotted and deviſed by his 
enemies, who have had the leyſure to purſue the ſame during his abſence, which they could 
210t have performed in his preſence. At length he pleaded, that all thoſe Confeſſrons were 
falſe which were extorted by torture, in that it ordinarily falleth out, that ſuch as are put 
to the tryal, confeſs many things by force of torment, that are untrue, to ſatisfie them that 
put them thereto : Bricfiy, without all favour, he offered himſelf to the Rack in juſtifi- 
cation of his Innocency. '-Vpon theſe Proteſtations, all the Council and Afliſtants were 
confounded, For all of them had great compaſſion of Antipater, who was wholly 
drowned in his tears 3 ſo that his very enemies began to pity him. And Herod himſelf L 
made it appear, that he ſeemed in ſome fort to be altered in his opinion 3 notwith- 
ſtanding he endeavoured to conceal the ſame. 

But Nicholaws, according as he was requeſted, profecuted that Accuſation which 
the King had begun 3 unging all things to the uttermoſt, and producing all the Wit- 
nefles, . and thoſe manifelt Proofs, that were gathered from their Examinations that 
were tortured. Eſpecially he diſcourſed at large of the King's Virtue, which he had fa- 
therly expreſſed in the education and inſtrufion of his Children ; for which he had been 
fo unkindly and unnaturally requited. Moreover, that his firit Children's fooliſh raſh- 
neſs was not ſo much to he wondred at 5 for that being young, they had been corrupted 
by the malice of their Counſcllors, and had blotted out of their hearts all tue Laws of M 
Nature, rather through ambition of Rule, than deſire of Riches, But that Antipater's 
boldneſs was both wonderful and. wicked, who, more cruel than the crueleSt BeaSts (who 
towards their BenefaFfors acknowledge each good turn ) was nothing molliſied by his Fa- 
ther's ſo great indulgence, nor terrified by his Brother's calamity 3 but muſt needs emulate 
them in their cruelty. And thou thy ſelf (faid he) 0 Antipater, wert the Jadge of their 
attempted Treaſons, by thy inquiſution they were indiQed, thou didſt. execute the juſtice a- 
gainst them being convicted. Neither do we diſallow that thou didſt proſecute them with 
Juſt indignation, but rather admire thee for that thou imitateſt their intemperance : And 
we eaſily gather, that thoſe as of thine were not attempted for thy Father's ſecurity, but 
intended for thy Brother's overthrow, that by detefting their malice, thou mighteſt inſiugate 
thy ſelf into the favour of their Father and thine, that afterwards thou mighteſt more cun- 
zingly and ſecurely bring him to his end, which at length thou hait attempted to performs. 
For whilſt thou adjudgeſt thy guilty Brothers to death, and ſpareſt their Confederates, thou 
makeſt it manifeſt in all men's eyes, that thou hast a kindneſs for them, whoſe aſſiſtance 


— 


thou mighte$t -hereafter uſe in oppreſſung thy Father. Thou haſt therefore enjoyed a double 
pleaſure : the one openly, as if rejoycing and glorying, that by thy Brother's death thou 
haſt atchieved a matter of honour 3 the other ſecretly, with endeavouring by greater wic- 
khedneſs, but more ſecret fraud, to make an end of thy Father ; the revenger of whoſe in- 
juries thou pretendeſi tobe. For if thou hadſt truly deteſted their malice, thou hadſt never 
eſteemed the ſame to be worthy of thy imitation ; for thou hadſt not cut them off for com- 
mitting ſuch Capital offences as were auſwerable unto thine, but for that they had a more 
Juſt Titleto ſucceed in the Kingdom than thou haſh, And thou haſt thought good to mix =

ſuddenly convinced in thy conſpiracies againſt them, and to the end that the puniſhment 
that thou well deſerveſt 10 ſuffer, ſhould light upon thy infortunate Father, proje&ing with

your ſelf ſuch a parricide, and ſo unuſual and hainous a murther, that to this day the Ike Nativir 2, 


thereof hath not been heard of anne 
Treaſons, not only againit thy Father, but againſt him thit loved thee above meaſure; 
and did thee good beyond expe@ation, with whom thou haſt anal participation of the 
Government of the Kingdom, and who had appointed thee his Heir in the ſame, being no 
ways hindered, either for the preſent, or in times pait, to participate the pleaſure of Sos 
verionty, and being aſſured of the hope of Succeſſion, both by the will and writing of thy 
Father. But you have meajurcd the conrje of your affairs, not according to Herod's vir- 
ine, but according to your own appetite and malice, intending to deprive ſuch a Father of 
kis part, who granted you tie whole 5 and ſeckrng in effect 10 murther him, whom in words 
you pretended heretofore to proted from injury. And not content your ſelf to praiſe 
theſe treacherics, you have infected your Mother aiſo with no leff.corruption, and initcad 
of love* that ſhould have been amone I Brethren, you have filled your F amily with mutinies 
and hatreds : and beſides all theſe things, thou haſt been ſo audacious, as to call thy Fa» 
ther beast, being of thy ſelf more malignant than thoſe beaſts which are mot venomons, 
uſing thine own venom againſt thy deareſt friends, and ſuch as have beſt deſerved at thy 
hands, ſtrcngthening thy ſelf with his Guard, and divers treacheries both of men and 
women againſt one ola man, as if thy curſed mind alone were not ſufficient to ſatisfie thy ba- 
fred. And now after ſo many men and women, Slaves and Freemen tortured for thy 
cauſe, after the epen and manifet teſtimonics of thy parties in the conſpiracy, thou art jo 
impudent as yet to contradid the truth ; and thou that lately hoped to deprive thy Fa- 
ther of his life, doeſt now as much as in thee lieth, endeavour to aboliſh that Law that 
was inſtituted againſt Malefators in thy kind.and herewithal,0 Varus,equity,and all what 
ſoever is Juſtice in the world. Doft thou therefore accuſe them of falſhood, who were 
examined in torments, tothe end thou mightesSt endanger their credit, who were the pre- 
ſervers of thy Fathers life? Shall we believe thee more than them in their torments 2 Wilt 
thou not, O Varus, deliver the King fromthe injury of thoje, who are his own fleſh and 
blood? Wilt thou not put this wicked beaſt to death, who hath murthered his Brothers, to 
pretend a love towards his Father, and who hath, at laſt been diſcovered to be the moſt mor- 
tal enemy of them all, to the intent that at one inſtant he might ciabliſh the King- 


men. For thou being his Son haſt praTiſed theſe WON IJ 


dom in himſelf Thou knoweſt that Parricide is no private crime, but a publick injury parricide thit 

to life and nature, which 1s no leſs loathſome in the thought, than it is in the a + which +750 te poi 
iſheth not, is of hwmſelf euilty of an injury offered to our commo of life and na 

whoſo puniſheth not, is of himſelf guilty of jury off 0 ommon mother % 


naturc. 

After theſe Speeches, he added certain points concerning Aztipater's Mother, 
which through feminine frailty had been blabbed out by her,to wit, that ſhe had ask- 
ed counſel of Soothſayers and Conjurers, to whom the Kingdom ſhould befall : and 
that ſhe had offered Sacrifices, and made Prayers for the death of the King. And 
moreover, he declared what Jaſcivious pranks Artipater had played with Pheroras's 
women, in banqueting and amorous and wanton dalliances. The informations 
likewiſe that were preſented by fuch as were tortured, with ſundry teſtimonies of 
divers men; ſome ſuborned, the other found out to be immediately produced and 


confirmed. For each man ſeeing that Antipater was expoſed to the accuſations of 


thoſe men, who had the Government in their hands, and that the good fortune that 
had long accompanied him, had openly delivered him into the hands of his enemies, 
they immediately diſcovered the inſatiable hatred which they had conceived againſt 
him, whereas before the fear that they had of him enforced them to be filent : yet he 
was not ſo much burdened with other mens hatreds, as with his own wickedneſs; 
namely, his deadly hatred againſt his Father, his breach of amity amongſt his Bre- 
thren, whereby he filled the Kings Houſhold with ſeditions and murthers, of ſome 
complotted, and acted by others; neither giving place to hatred according to Ju- 
ſtice, nor to amity according to good affteQion, but according as it might ſtand with 
his profit. Which becauſe divers men perceived long before that time, they judged of 
events according as they had reaſon, and the rather becauſe that being void of hatred, 
they ſpake but their opinions. And whereas heretofore they had cried with a loud 
voice againſt him, at ſuch time as they were (hut up; at this time waen they were de- 
prived of their fear, they declared all things that they knew. And whereas there 
were produced divers of the miſchiefs committed by him, yet there ſeemed nothing 
to be feigned, for that the accuſers neither ſpake in favour of the King, neither con- 
cealed any thing for fear of danger, but condemned all Aztipater's wicked ations, and 
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judged him worthy of death and puniſhment, not ſo much for his Fathers ſecurity, as H 
for his own demerit. Neither did they only accuſe him, who were by juſtice tied 
thereunto, but divers voluntary witneſles alſo brought in their evidence ; fo that al- 
though he was a very cunning diſlembler, and colourer of his lies, and moſt im- 
—_ in their aſſertions, . yet he durſt not once open his mouth, or mutter againſt 
the lame. 

As ſoon as Nicholas had finiſhed his diſcourſe and accuſations, Farwys commanded 
Antipater to anſwer to thoſe crimes that were objected againſt him,if he had any thing 
to alledge, that he was not guilty of thoſe forfeits or haitnous crimes that were laid 
unto his charge. For of himſclt he defired nothing more, and knew well that Herod 
his Father defired no leſs, than that he ſhould juſtilie himſelf, and maintain his inno- J] 
cency. But he humbling himſelf upon his face. and lowly bending his body to'the 
ground, beſought Gad, who was the ſearcher of all hearts, to approve his innocency 
by ſome eminent ſign, how he never had attempted any thing to his Fathers preju- 
dice. For this is the cuſtom of all wicked men. that as often as they attempt any hai- 
nous a, they ingage themſclves in all wickedneſs, without any refpe& of Gods 
Juſticez and when as by their miſdeeds they are fallen into danger, then they call 
upon God, by whoſe invocation and teſtimony they defire to be delivered : making 
a (ſhew that they commit all things*to his determination. The like whereof in this 
time happened in Aztipater, who, whereas before he diſpoſed all his aftions ſo, as if 


there had been no God that had the overſway of humane affairs; at ſuch time as K 


Juſtice overtook him, and he was deprived of the benefit of the Law, had his re- 
courle to Gods power, alledging that he was reſerved by God to this end, that he 
might diligently intend his Fathers ſafety. Hereupon Varws, when as by often que- 
ſtionings he could wreſt nothing from him, but that he only cried upon God, ſeeing 
that otherwiſe there would be no end of theſe debates, he commanded the poyſon 
to be brought forth before them all, that he might make experience of what force it 
was: which being preſently brought unto him, and given to one that was condemned 
to die, it preſently killed the man. Which done, He aroſe and departed out of the 
Council, and the next day went unto Antioch, where for the moſt part he was wont 
to have his reſidence, for that it was the chief City of the Aſlyrians. But Herod pre- L 
ſently commanded his Son to be putin.bonds, no man knowing what talk had been 
between him and Var#s upon his departure, but all mens opinion was that the King 
did nothing in impriſoning him, but by his counſel. When as therefore he had faſt 
bound him, he ſent unto Ceſar, and wrote his Letters unto: him, as touching Antipa»- 
ter, ſending certain appointed Meſſengers, who by word of mouth might aſſure him of 
his curſed treaſons. 

At the very lame time there was a Letter intercepted, ſent by Aztiphilus to Antipa- 
ter, which Antiphilzs remained 1n Fgypt - which Letter being opened by the King, 
was written to this effe&t.: Thave ſent you Acme's Letter, hazarding thereby my own 


life: For you know that T am in danger of the diſpleaſure of two mighty Families, if T M4 


ſhould be diſcovered. As for your ſelf, bethink you well of your affairs in this reſpe@. 
Such were the Contents of this Letter. The King made diligent ſearch for others al- 
fo, but he could find none, for Antiphilas's ſervant, who had brought that which was 
read, denyed that he had any other. But while the King was in this doubt, one of 
his ſervants and friends perceived that the inſide of the Meiſengers under coat was 
newly ſewed : for he had twogarments the one upon the other: and conjecturing that 
the Letters might be hid in the foulds thereof, as indeed they were, he ripped the 
ſame, and found them, The Tenour whereof was this: Acme to Antipater, Health - 
I have written tre Lettcrs to your Father, according as you gave me inſtrudtions, and I 
have counterfeited the copy of my Letter, as if it had been ſent by Salome to my Miitreſs. I 
aſſure my ſelf, that when he hath read the ſame, he will punifh Salome as one that hath 
praiſed Treaſon againit him, But that Letter that was ſuppoſed to have been writ- 
ten by Salome to Acme, was of Antipater's invention, and in 4cme's ſtyle. The Con- 
tents were theſe: Acme to King Herod, Health : Whereas IT have an eſpecial care, that 
nothing be concealed from thee that concerneth thy ſecurity, having found a Letter of Sa- 
lomes written againſt thee unto my Lady, T have not without danger taken the copy there- 
of, and ſent it unto you in which ſhe required that ſhe might have licence to marry Syl- 
Ixus. Tear this copy, leaſt through the knowledge of the ſame, T come in danger of my 
life. Now in that which ſhe had written to Aztipater, ſhe diſcovered that ſhe had 
written theſe words to Herod, according to that order he had given her, as if Salome 
had conſpired to work ſome treaſon againſt him. She (ſent alſo the copy 'of thoſe 
counterfeit Letters in the name of Sa/ome, and ſent them unto her Miſtreſs to work 
treaſon. This 
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This Acme was a Jew born, and Chamber-maid to Jwlia, Ceſar's Wike, and did that which is above 
written, for the love which ſhe bare unto Amtipater, whom he had hired by great ſums of money.to the The year uf the 
end, that ſhe ſhould afliſt him to.execute the miſchief, which he praftiſed againſt his Father and againſt /orls, 3962, 
his Aunt. Herod made almoſt deſperate by the great miſchiefs of 4ntipater, was ſtirred up on the ſudden *99* rtf 
to ſhorten his days, for that he was the only means that ſtirred up theſe great Tempeſts of Sedition in phgnct <ha 
his Kingdom 3 and who not only pradtiſed againſt his Father and his Aunt, but againſt his Siſter alſo; 7.1.4 enfgm- 
and had in like manner corupted Ceſar's Family. Salome alſo incenſed him the more, beating her breaſts, ed with hatred 
and offering her («lf to alldeaths, if any ſuch like matter might be duly proved againli her. For which againft hisS«n 
cauſe Herod ſent for Antipater,commanding him to ſpeak freely all that which he had to ſay, without fear. 

But he having not one word to anſwer for his defence, Herod (aid unto him : Since that on all fides thbu 

art convicted and ſarpriſed in thy wickedneſs, delay not, but diſcover thoſe that are of thy Confedera- 

cy. Whereupon he laid all the fault 5 7 Antipbilus, and named none other. At that time Herod being <Antipater 
wounded with extreme grief, would have ſent Antipater to Rome unto Ceſar, that he might receive his layeth all che 
judgment from him 3 but afterwards he feared, lelt, by the interelt of his friends, he ſhould eſcape the fault upoa 
danger 3 for which cauſe he kept him bound and fettered in Priſon, as he had done before : And in the 2"##ph11rs. 
mean while he ſent certain Meſſengers with Letters to Ceſar, to accule his Son, and to declare wherein 

Acme had been his Confederate, producing the Copy of the Letters. Theſe Ambaſſadours therefore re- 

paired to Rome, inſtructed in thoſe things they were to anſwer to, thoſe Interrogatories that ſhould 

be offered them 3 and with them he ſent theſe Letters;

WY: Herod's Ambaſſadours were on their Journey to Rome with his Orders, he fell ſick, and made Hedio & Ref- 
his Will, appointed his youngeſt Son to ſucceed him in the Kingdom 3 for through Antipater's mx , ON; E. 
inſtigations,he had conceived a hatrcd againſt Archelaus and Philip. He ſent alſo athouſand Talents unto { wh; Eat 
Ceſar, and hve hundred to his Wite, and to his Children, Friends and Frec-men, He beſtowed alſo Mo- his will, and 
ney, Rents and Lands upon his own Children : He gave his Siſter Salome an ample Poſſe{ftion, becauſe leaverh the 
ſhe had always perſevercd in loving him, and had never offended him.

made thereof, except, to the great prejudice of his reputation, and hazard of his 

ſtate, 1n regard of the uncertainty of the time 3 that it was more expedient for him to 

ſtudy for the maintenance of peace, until ſuch time as being eſtabliſhed in the Kings. 

dom by Czſar's conſent, he ſhould return back again unto them, and that then he 

would conſult with them for the common profit, according to their demands ; wiſh- 

ing them for the preſent to contain themſelves, and to take heed leſt they ſtirred up 
edition. 

When he had thus inſtructed his General, he ſent him unto them, But they cried out 
with a loud voice, and would not ſuffer him to ſpeak ; but for fear of danger and death, 
they put him to filence. And if any other were ſo forward as to ſpeak unto them, and 
perſwade them to ſome moderation, and to alter their ſiniſter reſolutions, he was alſo 
in danger : For that they had this perſwaſion, that all things ought ratherSybe order- 
ed according to their pleaſures, than by the Authority of their Superiour FP ſuppoſing 
that although, during Herod's life time, they had been deprived of their deareſt friends, 
1t would be now a matter unworthy their courages, after his death to be cut off from 
their privilege todemand their revenge. For they were tranſported with their own 
opinions 3 and held all that for lawful and upright, which was in any fort conformable 
to their pleaſures, without fore-ſceing the danger that might happen thereby 3 they 
were ſo defirous to be revenged on thoſe, whom they reputed to be their enemies. 
Now, whereas divers were ſent by Archelaws to adviſethem, and divers came unto them 
not as meſlengers from him, but as friends and lovers of peace, of their own motion, 
with an intent to pacifie them, they would not permit any of them to ſpeak ; and 
through. their rage there aroſe a great tumult, which had growa to a further extremi- 
ty, if a great number of people had joyned with them. | 

At that time fell the Feaſt of Unleavened Bread, which is called Paſcha, which is a 
Memorial of their deliverance out of Egypt 3 at which time all men do moſt willingly 
preſent their Sactifices 3 and a greater number of Beaſts are killed at that Feaſt, than at x, 
any other time. To this Solemnity alſo, an infinite number of people aſſembled from 
all parts, to honour God 3 whereby the ſeditious (ſuppoſing that they had gotten fit 
opportunity) lamented Judas and Matthias, who were the Expoſitors of the Law, and 
kept themſelves within the Temple, whither they had gathered good ſtore of Victu- 
als, which they were not aſhamed impudently to beg for. But Archelazs, fearing leſt 
their rage ſhould produce ſome more grievous effect of miſchief, ſent out a Captain, 
with a Regiment of a thouſand men, to reprgſs their fury, before the reſt of-the people 
were infe&ted with their follies; and to bring them likewiſe unto him, whom they 
found to be the forwardeſt in that Commotion. Againſt thoſe the Seditious cried out 
with great clamours, and incenſed the people againſt them, fo that all of them ruſhed 


in upon the Soldiers, and killed divers of them. The reſt of them efcaped with their 


Captain 3 yet not without divers Wounds. That done, they which were within the 
Temple, returned again to their Divine Service. 

Now Archelaws ſuppoſing that his whole Fortune was endangered, except he repreſ- 
ſed the rage of the multitude he ſent out all his Foot, with a certain number of Horſe, 
to prevent, leſt they that were without ſhould yield affiſtance to thoſe who had taken 
up their lodging in the Temple 3 and to put thoſe to the ſword, who having eſcaped 
the violence of the Foot, ſuppoſed themſelves tobe in ſecurity. Theſe Horſemen ſlew 
about three thouſand men, the reſt retired themſelves into the Mountains that were 
near adjoyning. Hereupon Archelaws made Proclamation, that each one ſhould re- 
pair unto his own houſe. For which cauſe they departed, and abandoned the Feaſt, 
for fear of greater miſchief; notwithſtanding:they had ſpleen enough, as it is the or- 
dinary cuſtom of the ignorant multitude. | 

Aﬀer this, Archelaws, accompanied with his Mother, took his Voyage to Rowe, with 
Nicholaus and Ptolomey, and with divers other his Friends 3 committing the Govern» 
ment of all his Houſhold and Kingdom to his Brother Philip : Salome, Herod's Siſter 
went alfo, leading with her, her Children, There went alſo divers otherof his Kind- 
red, who faid that they would all of them endeayour for Archelaw, that he might ob- 
tain the Kingdom; but in effec, it was to hinder him with all their Power : and eſpeci- 
ally, to accufe him unanimouſly, for what was done in the Temple, Sabinws, Ceſar's 
Viceroy in $yrie, poſting into-Jewry to take charge of Herod's Money, met with Arche- 


laws in Ceſarea. But Varas arriving in the mean while, detained him from Lninog

nued the poſſeſſion in their accuſtomed manner, according to the King's dire&ion, pre Qu 
B tendingto keep the ſamein Czſar's behalf. At the ſame time Antipas Herod's Son travel- _4ntipas 
led\to Rome likewife,in hopes to be elefted King,in regard of Salowe's promiſes;and for in hope t9 
that he better deſerved the famethan A4rchelaws, confidering that in the firſt Teſtament, _—_— 
which ſhould be of more force than the later, he had been appointed King. He led his eh to Roe. 
Mother alſo with him, and Pzolomey the Brother of Nicholaws, who had been one of He- 
yod's moſteſteermed friends, and was well affeted to further his Title. But eſpecially 
he was ſtirrgd up to ſeek the Kingdom by Irezexs, a man very eloquent, and to whoſe + 
chatge,in regard of his ſufficiency,the Afﬀairs of the Kingdom had been committed.For 
which cauſe, although he was\perſwaded to give over the Kingdom unto his elder Bro» 
ther, 'who was cotifirmed it the Kingdom by his Father's Teſtament, yet he would not 
C giveearthereunto. But 4ztipas no ſooner arrived in Rowe, but all his Kinsfolk re- 
volted from Archelaws unto him, not ſo much for the love they bare to him, as for the 
hatred they conceived againſt Archelays 3 and above all, for the deſire they had to re- 
cover their liberty, and*to'draw themfelves under a Roman Governour, For they 
thought that if there were any contradiction, that Artipas, for whom they endeavour- 
ed to procure the Royalty, ſhould be more profitable tothem than Archelaus « Sabinxs 
alſo, by his Letters, accuſed Archelans to Ceſar 5 but Archelaus by Prolomey, exhibited 
unto Ceſer a Supplication, containing his Right and Title unto the Kaphom, his'B3- 
ther's Teſtaments, and the account of the Money which Herod his Father'had ſealed bp, 
together with mis Ring, and expected the iſſue, PLAYA yy 
D - But when he hadread theſe Letters, and thoſe which Yarns and Sabinus had ſent him, 
and-underſtood what fumms of money he had left, and-what the yearly Revenue was, 
and how Artipas challenged the Kingdom, and appropriated it to himſelf, according 
as his Letters mention, 3 he aſſembled all his friends, to have their advice thereupon. 
Amongſt them was Cains the Son of Agrippa; and his Daughter Julz2, adopted by him, 
whom he cauſed to fit in the chiefeſt place 3 which done, he commanded the Afliſtants 
tofpeak what they would concerning this matter. At that Antipater, Salome's Son, a 
man Very eloquent; and a great Adverſary to Archelaus, ſpake firſt, ſaying, That it was Antipatcr 
a mockery for him at that time to ſpeak of the Kingdom, conſidering that before Czſar had Stone's Son, 
granted it him, he had already ſeized the Forces of the State, when as upon @ Feſtival day, _— _ 
FE he had killed ſo many 5 who, although they had deſerved that puniſhment, yet ought the _AuuſuCe- 
Juſtice thereof to have been reſerved to a lawful Power, and not to have been uſurped by bins ; ſar. | | 
either being King with Czſar's prejudice, whoſe Anthority he had contemned ; or by being 
4 private man, which was a' great overſight. For which cauſe, he nndeſervedly at this time 
hoped for his approbation, whom already, as much as in him lay; he had deprived of the Ti- 
tle and Authority of his Alowance. Moreover, he objeFed againit him, that of his own 


Authority he had changed certain Officers of the Army, and that he had ſeated himſelf 'u —: \» * 
the Royal'Throxe 5" and like a King, had determined certain cauſes, and had granted certain ' 
demands of the people : That he had left nothing undone, which he might have performed, - y 
bad'Czlar confirmed his Title. He alledged alſo, that they who were encloſed in the Hip- | 

F podrome, were diſmiſſed by him 5 and divers other ai#s, partly true, partly probeble itt ves + 1 
gard of the ambition of young men, who, deſirous to govern, do ordinarily commit fue ev 


things : Beſides'this, his negle in mourning for his Father; and withal, his rare Banqiiets 

all night long at that very time his Father died ; whereat the people began to mutiny,-ſeeing 

the ſmall regard he had of his Father's death, from whom he had received ſo great Goods 

and Honours, How all the day long he made a ſhew of his ſorrow and tears in his Pavili- 

on, but all the night he took pleaſure like a King 3 and being ſuch, if Czlar ſhould grant 

him the Kingdom, he would behave himſelf no leſs unkindly towards him, than be had done 

to his moit kind Father. That it was no leſs than an odious crime in him, to delight him- : 

ſelf with Songs and Dances at his Father's death, as if he had been his enemy : That he FA 
G now came to Cafar's Preſence, tothe intent to obtain the Kingdom by his conſent, whereas 

already he had behaved himſelf no otherwiſe, than if he had already been eſtabliſhed King 

by his Authority. But -mn05F of all he exaggerated the Slaughter he had committed in the

Temple, and the Impiety perpetrated ſo near to the Feast of Eaſter 3 at which time divers, H 
both Strangers and Citizens had been killed after the manner of Sacrifices, and the Temple 
aſter Clrift« filled with Carcaſes, not by a ſtranger, but by him, who, under the colour of Religion, deſir- 
Nativity, 2- eth the Government of the Kingdom, to the end he might ſatisfie the 9 fog of his nature, 


in exerciſing each way his Tyranny towards all men ; for which cauſe bis Father never thought, 
nor ever dreamt to ſubſtitute him King in his place. For he knew both his life and diſpoſiti- 
on, and by his former Teitament ( and that of greateSt force ) had ordained his Adverſary 
Antipater to be King. For he had been allotted the Kingdom by his Father, not when his 
mind was dead before his body, but when both his Judgment was ſound, and his body in 
health. Tea, although at that time Archelaus's Father had ſuch a conceit of him, as in his 
later Teſtament he pretendeth ; yet, that he had already declared what kind of King be was 
like to be, who contemned Czlar's Authority in confirming the Kingdom; and being as get 
a private man, doubted not to murther the Citizens in the Temple, This ſaid, Antipater 
(to give greater credit to his words, bringing diversof his Kindred as Witneſles of that 
he had ſaid) ended his Orattion. [4 
Whereupon Nicholaus aroſe, and alledged 1n Archelaxs's behalf as touching the 
ſlaughter, that it was to be imputed to their impiety, who could not he reſtrained 
fram their Tumults and Uproars, before Archelaus was enforced to appeaſe them by 
force 3 alledging, That they were ſo much the more guilty, for that they had not only ex- 
erciſed their malice, but alſo had enforced others to attempt ſo great a revenge againſt them z 


for their inſolency ſeemed in appearance to concern Archelaus, yet in a ſort their contumacy K 


pertained to Czlar's ruine. For thoſe that had been ſent by him to appeaſe and redreſs their 


 ſedition, were, againſt all Law and right, charged and killed by them, without reſpe@ of 


God, or regard of the ſolemn Feaſt : Whoſe defence Antipater was not aſhamed of, with- 


out reſpef of equity, ſo that be might ſatisfie that hatred which he bare unto Archelaus, 


That therefore it was their fault, who firſt of all abſtained not ſrom injury, but whetted 
thoſe Swords which were drawn in maintenance of the peace, againſt their own boſoms. 
He enforced all other things alſo, whereof they had accuſed Archelays, againſt them- - 
ſelves, ſaying, that none of theſe things were done without their conſents 3 and that the 
offence was not ſo grievous, as they intended it ſhould be eſteemed, to the end they might diſ- 
credit Archelaus. So great 4 deſire was in them to hurt their Kinſman, a man both well L 
reſpeFed, and affeted by his Father 3 as alſo kind and officions towards them in all things 
that concerned them. As for the Teſtament, that it was made by the King when he 
was in perfed eftate of mind and body, and of greater force than the former, becauſe 
the Authority and confirmation thereof was aſcribed unto Cxlar, the Sovereign of the 
World. 

Further, that Cxſar would not imitate them in that wrong they did unto Herod, who 
(being, during his life-time, bountifully graced by him, by many benefits ) do now after his 
death, go about to violate his laſt and trueſt Teſtament 3 but that rather like a Friend and 
Confederate, he would confirm bis Will z who, like his faithful and ſworn well-willer had 
committed all things to his truſt. For that there muſt needs be a geeat difference between 
their Malice, and Cz(ar's Vertue and Faith, which was renowned thorough the whole world. 
For which cauſe he would not judge his Decree to be inconſiderately paſt, who left his Suc- 


 ceſſion to his well-deſerving Son, and referred all things to his truſt. For that it was un- 


likely that he ſhould err in the choice of his Succeſſour, who had ſo diſcreetly ſubmitted all 
things to Cziar's judgment. Aﬀer this manner Nzcholaus allo finiſhed his diſcourſe. Here- 
upon Ceſar courteoully raiſed Archelans,who lay proſtrate and humbled before his feet, 
telling him that he was moſt worthy to be King, by giving an apparent Teſtimony, that 
he was conſtant in his reſolutions;pretending that he would do nothing but that which 
ſhould be anſwerable to Herod's Teſtament, and Archelans's profitzand ſeeing the young 
man was confirmed in ſome good hope with this his promiſe, he determined nothing 
more for that time ; but diſmiſſing the Council, he debated with himſelf, whether he 
ſhould ratifie the Kingdom to Archelavs only, or divide it amongſt Herod's Kindred, 
eſpecially fince they all had need of his aſfiſtance.

Syria : They complain to him againſk Archelaus ,, and abhor the memory of 
Herod. | 


B Ut before Ceſar had determined any thing certainly in this behalf, Aarthalce, Ars 11,1151ce 
chelaus's Mother died of a Sickneſs 3 and Yarxs the Preſident of the Jews in Syria, Archclaus's 
had ſent Letters, which aſſured the Emperour of the Rebellion of the Jews. For af- a Ureth, 
ter Archelaxs's departure, all the Nation was in an Uproar. To pacitie which, Yarws ply 4.45-o kay 
reſorted thither, and puniſhed the Authors of the ſame : and after he had appeaſed at Ferrſuicm, 
all things, he returned to Antioch; leaving a Regiment of Soldiers in Jeruſalem, to re- 
ſtrain the fatious Innovations among(t the Jews 3 yet, he prevailed nothing by his po- 
licy. For as ſoon as YVar#s was gone, Sabinys, who was Overſeer of Ceſar's Aﬀairs, 
remaining in that place, grievouſly burthened the Jews, truſting to that power that ol orien pA 
was left him, -and ſuppoſing that he was already enabled to withſtand the multitude. yarice raiſeth 
C For he armed divers Souldiers, and made ule of them to opprels the Jews, and to pros» 2 great Sedi- 
voke them to Sedition. For he took upon him to ſurpriſe their Fortreſles, and by force 7 my ow 
to make ſearch after the King's Treaſures, for his private Lucre and Covetouſheſs rex} of Prnre- 
ſake, When therefore, the Feaſt of Whitſuntide was come (which is one of our Feſti- co. 
vals) divers thouſands from all parts repaired to Ferxſalem, not only for Religion's 
fake, but alſo for deſpite and hatred they had conceived againſt thoſe Violengies and 
Injuries, which $4bin45 had offered them. And not only were thoſe of J4dea griev- 
ouſly offended, but divers alſo reſorted out of Galilee and 1dumea, from Fericho and 
the Cities lituate on the other ſide Jordan, deiiring all of them to be revenged on $4- 
binzs. And dividing their Camp into three Bands after this manner 3 one part of 
D them took up the Hippodrome ; and of the other two, the one ſeized the Southern 
Quarter of the Temple, and the other the Eaſtern, and the third which were in the 
Hippodrome, were planted to the Weſtward, where the King's Palace ſtood 3 and thus 
prepared they all things that were neceſſary to ſet upon the Romans, whom they had 
beſieged on all ſides. At that time S$abi-rs fearing their number and reſolution, who 
were reſolved either to die or overcome 3 ſent preſent Letters unto Yarxs, requiring 
him with all expedition to ſend him a ſupply, becauſe the Regiment that was left by 
him, was in great danger 3 and muſt needs utterly periſh, without his ſpeedy reſcue : 
As for himſelf, he withdrew into the Tower and Dungeon of the Caſtle Phaſelus, which 
was a Fortreſs, ſo called in honour of Herod's Brother,who was killed by the Parthians; 
E and from the top thereof made a fign to the Romans, that they ſhould ſalley out upon 
the Jews;being afraid to truſt himſelf to his own Friends, expeting that the reſt ſhould 
expole their lives to danger in maintenance of his ſatety, which his extream Covetouſ- 
neſs had endangered, and their lives alſo. The Romans having made this Sally, there A moſt blood. 
aroſe a deſperate skirmiſh, wherein the Romans divers ways had the upper hand ; yet dy Battel 
the Jews were no ways diſcomforted, notwithſtanding they had loſt many men 3 but 12. 2,hagh _ 
wheeled about ſo long, till at laſt they ſeized the outward Galleries, and thoſe that en- mansand Jews 
compaſlled the Temple, and in that place there was a hot Aſſault ; for they flung down near unothe 
ſtones with their hands and {lings, and there were certain Archers mixed among them ; Tenpie. 
who having recovered a place of advantage, grievoully gauled the Romans which 
F were below, in that they had no means to avoid their ſhot, but were ſo expoſed there» 
unto, that their Enemies had the better. And with this diſadvantage the Romans 
fought a long time, till at length, being enraged to ſee their enemies have ſuch an ad- 
vantage, they ſecretly fired the Galleries and Porches, without any diſcovery of thoſe 
that were therein 3 which Fire, brought thither by many, and fed with ſuch matter 
as would ſpeedily flame, immediately took hold of the Roof, becauſe the Roof was 
covered with Pitch and Wax, gilded over 3 fo that theſe great and excellent Buildings 
were burnt down to nothing in a moment 3 and they that were reſorted thither, were Divers Jews 
all of them conſumed before they were aware. For ſome of them fell with the Roof heboer pr 
of the Galleries ; others ſhot at, and killed by thoſe that ſtood round about ; others Roof of the 
G deſpairing of their lives,and amazed at the miſchief, either caſt themſelves into the fire, Porches. 
or killed themſelves with their own Swords; and all thoſe that retired in hopes to fave SaeD 


themſelves by that way they aſcended, were encountred by the Romans, who killed 
them 
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AAL them all, becaule they were difarmed, though furiouſly deſperate: ſo that not one H 
"i; whplR of them that aſcended the Porches eſcaped with his life. Afterwards the Romans 
after #7, thruſting forward one another by thoſe ways where the fire was leaft, entred the 
Nativity, z. Trealure houſe where the ſacred money was kept, by which means a great part there- 
> of was (toln away by the Soldiers, and Sabin#5 to all mens knowledge carried away 
p- Ge; tour hundred Talents. But the Jews being afflicted with a double calamity, firſt of 
treaſure raken all with the loſs of their Friends in that fight: and laſtly. with the ſpoil of the trea- 
away by the fury 3 yet they aſſembled a Troop of the valiantelt Soldiers, and befieged the Palace, 
=p A threatning to burn the ſame, with Sabinys and all other the Romans that were there- 
belieged by 1N, except they ſpeedily departed 3 and inſo doing, they promiſed both them and 
the Jews Sabinus all allurance and ſecurity : whereby it came to pals, that divers of them that yt 
were in the Palace, iſſued out and ſubi:itted themſelves unto them. But Rufus and 
_ w_  Gratu#s having three thouſand of thoſe valiant Soldiers under their command, who 
Gale #. had ſerved Herod, joyped themſelves with the Ramans. The like did thoſe Horſe- 
-od's Army, men Which followed Rufus, who in like manner ſubmitted themſclves to their direQi- 
4-6xokqg ion: yet for all this, the Jews continued and intended their Siege, undermining their 
* walls, andexhorting the Romans to depart, and not to deprive them of their liberty, 
which they had Jong enjoyed under their Predecetlors. Sabin was willing to depart 
from thence with his Soldiers; yet dur{(t not truſt them in regard of their former at- 
tempt, and he ſuſpe&ed the too Jiberal offer his enemics had made him: but neglected 
it, becaule he expeQed Vargs. : K 
Ar the fame time infiuite other troubles were raiſed in divers other places of Judea, 
Hediv and = according as every onecither was incenſed with a defire of gain, or a will to revenge. 
ON, 2 For two thouſand Soldiers ( who had formerly ſerved under Herod, and being at that 
es calhicr'd, lived at home ) aſſembling themſelves together, aflailed thole of the 
mu'rs in Jew- Kings fatftion, who made head againſt them, under the conduct of Herod's Nephew 
 Ohouſng 4004045, Who never daring to encounter them in a place of equal advantage, in that 
of Herod's they were old Soldiers, and well exerciſed in war, deiended himſelf; in that he held 
Soldicrs afſail and kept himſelf as ncar as he could in the mountains and places of advantage. More- 
ON k1w35PC0- over, Judas the Son of Ezechias the Arch-thiet, whom Herod overcame with fo much 
=. F-. difficulty at Sephoris a City in Galilee, gathering unto him a band of deſperate men, L 
ch;2,"s Sonthe made incurſions upon the King's Dominions. And having taken all thoſe Arms and 
Arca-thicf. Weapons, which he might recover in that place, he armed from the firſt to the laſt, 
all thoſe Souldiers that were with him ; he took away all that money which was re-

For jt, 15 
a great company of people reſorted daily unto thern 3 the charge of whom was com- {vztinity, y., 
mitted unto his Brethren, at ſuch time as any occaſion of War was offered, and — V W 
he in the mean while wearing the Diadem on his head, ordered, counſelled and 
commanded all things. The Power of this Gallant endured a long time, who was 
not called King for nothing 3 for he diſpoſed all things according to his own plea- 
ſure 3 and both he and his Brethren werefle(h'd with the {laughter of the Ramans, and 
thoſe of the King's ſide, whom he hated alike 3 theſe, by reaſon of theinſolence they 

B had uſed during Herod's life-time 3 the other, 1n regard of thoſe injuries, which late- 
ly they ſuppoſed themſelves to have received by them. This hatred of theirs daily 
encreaſed more and more, and there was no man that could eſcape their hands, 
both in reſpect of the gain ſought, and for the cuſtom they had to ſhed Blood. 

They therefore at that time ſet upon the Romans, -and ſurprited them on the ſud- 
den near to Emmaus, at ſuch time as they carried Victuals and Munition unto their 
Camp, and having encloſed their Centurion Arizs, with forty of their moſt valiant 
Footmen, they ſhot him thorough with their Darts : Thereſt that expected nothing . 
leſs than death, were ſaved by Grat#s, who came in upon them with the King's Soul- 
diers 3 whereupon, leaving the dead bodies, they retired. Continuing their War 

' C after this manner a long time, according as occaſion was offered, they had done much 
miſchief to the Romans, and far more injury to the Nation of the Jews. At Jaſt;

But he chaſtiſed certain of Herod's Allies, and ſuch as bare 
fits; hay.1s Arms with them 3 for that neither 1n regard-of Kindred, nor reſped of Juſtice, they 
al. r7.. had abſtained from Infurrettion. After that YVerws had thus appealed all the trou- 
bles in Jewry, and left the firſt Legion in Garriſon in Jer»ſalezs, he returned to 
Antioch. 
| But Archelans was crofted in Rome by another Occurrent, that aroſe upon this occa- 
_— ben ſion : Certain Ambatladours of the Jews reſorted thither by Yaras's permiſſion, re- 
aſter Chriſ#', Quiring that it might be lawful for them to live according to their own Laws 3 theſe 
Nativity. 4. prefented themſelves to the number of fifty, and were back'd by eight thoufand Jews x 
The Ember, that inhabited the City. And when Cefar had affembled the Council of his Friends, 
ſage of the and chief Citizens in ApoVo's Temple, which he had builded to his mighty charge, thi- 
Jews toRome. ther reſorted the Ambaſſadours, who were followed by a Troop of Jews 3 and Ar- 
rang tas gg chelans alſo, attended by his Friends. But the King's Kindred neither ſtood by Ar- 
aoitrs of the Ebelans, 1n regard of the hate they bare him 3 and yet difdained to afhiſt the Ambal- 
Jews appear ſadours, for that they were aſhamed in Czſar's preſence to oppole themſelves a- 
OS: gainſt their neareſt Friend and Kinſman. Ph:lip allo was preſent at that time, who by 
Sond © * Varns's perfwaſion, relorted thither out of Syria 3 eſpecially to plead for his Brother, 
to whom Yarns wiſhed all good fortune : Beſides that, hoping not a little, that if the 
Jews ſhould obtain the'liberty toltve according to their Laws, it might come to pals, x, 
that the Kingdom being divided amongſt Herod's Children, he might alſo light on 
ſome part thereof. Therefore, after the Amballadours of the Jews had obtained Li- 
cence to propoſe their demands, pretending with themſelves wholly to exſtinguiſh the 
The Ambaſſi- Royalty : They began to rip up Herod's diſgraces 3 alledging how only in name he 
rk the had been a King, whereas otherwiſe he had ufed all the Tyrannons practices, that the 
par Wickedeſt perſon could have invented, towards the deſtruction of his Nation ; and 
Archclaws's that not content with theſe, he had of his own head practiſed and invented new. Net- 
wQuty. therthat it needed toreckon up how many he had deprived of life, when the eſtate 
of thoſe that were alive was far more deſperate 3 whom he not only frighted with per- 
petual terrour and ſeverity, butalfo with injurious hands had not abſtained from their 
Goods. By which means it came to paſs, that he not only builded, but beautified 
Foreign Cities, inhabited by Foreign Nations, to the end he might the rather utterly 
ſpoil thoſe by exation, which were ſituated and ſeated in his own Countrey : And that 
he enforced his Nation to extream Poverty, which he received in moſt happy Eſtate 
whilſt he ſpoiled thoſe Nobles of their Eſtates, who upon weak probabilities were con- 
demned todie; or granting them Life, deprived them of their Poſlefhons. And, 
whereas yearly Tributes were impoſed on every one, yet ſeverally were the ravenous 
and covetous deſires of his Friends and Courtiers to be ſatisfied 3 yea, and of his ſervants 
alſo, who had the Authority to exact theſe things 3 and by this means they might re- 
deem their injurious wickedneſs. As for the deflouring of Virgins, and the ſhameful be- py 
traying of a Matron's chaſtity, they covered them under filence 3 for that it is a great 
comfort to thoſe that ſuffer ſuch abuſes, if their diſgraces be but known to a few. In 
fhort,that Herod had no other ways governed, than as if the Government had been com- 
mitted toa moſt wild Beaſt, For which cauſe, whereas in times paſt that Nation had 
been afflicted with many Calamities and Murthers, yet that there is no example extant 
amongſt their Monuments of Antiquity, that may be compared with their preſent Ca- 
Jamity under Herod, ' For which cauſe, upon juſt reſpedts, they had with one con- 
fent, named Archelaus their King 3 ſuppoſing that whatſoever King might befall them, 
he would always demean himſelf more affably than Herod had done ; and that 
to honour Archelans, they had mourned with him for his Father, to gratifie him in © 
other things, to the intent they might obtain his good affetion. But he without de- 


Jay, and all at once, had made manifeſt to the whole Nation, what opinion they were 
= to 
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Temple it (elf he hath cauſed three thouſand of his Countrey-men to be killed in ſtead 
of Sacritices. And how can he chuſe but be juſtly hated, who beſides his other cruel- 
ties, objeCteth againſt us the Crime of Rebellion and Mutiny 2 The etteCt of their re- 
queſt therefore was this, that they might not any more be governed by a King, nor a- 
ny ſuch like Government 3 but that they might be united unto Syria, and ſubmit 


themſelves under their Governours that ſhould be ſent thither : That 1n fo doing, it 


ſhould truly appear whether they were ſedicious and addicted to changes, or whether 


they would live 1n peace, 
ſpoken to this effe&t, Nicholas diſcharged the Kings 
jeted againſt them, and namely Herod, who (as he ſaid) had never been accuſed all his ,, 


life-time 3 and that it was no reaſon that they who juſtly accuſing him, might have 
cauſed him to be puniſhed during his life-time, ſhould now addreſs their Accuſations 
againſt him after he was dead. And as touching thoſe things which were objected con- 
cerning Archelaxs's ations, it ought to be imputed to their inſolence ; for that engag- 
ing themſelves in matters contrary to Law 3 and having begun to murther thoſe who 
© ſought to appeaſe the tumult, they accuſed ſuch as had kept them in obedience. Be- 
fides this, he objected againſt them, that they were addicted to alterations, and tooix 
pleaſure to ſtir up Seditions, for that they knew not what thing it was to obey Juſtice 
and the Laws, and that there was no Nation in the World ſo head-ſtrong as that of the

Jews 3 for that they would have the upper hand overall. Thus ſpake Nicholas. 
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Czlar confirms Herod*s Teitament, and appointeth his Children to be bis Succeſſors. 


Hen C#ſar had heard theſe things, he diſmiſſed the Aſſembly. But ſome few days cf maketh 
after, deſirous to make an end of this matter, declared Archelaxs not King, but Arbors an 
Lord of halt that Government that appertained to Herod 3 promiſing him to beſtow a 
Royal Dignity upon him, if ſo be he behaved himſelf vertuoully, according as it be- half of che 
came him. As for the other Moyety, he divided it between two of Herod's Sons, Philip 


and Antipas, who debated with his Brother Archelazs for the whole Kingdom. The 
ſame Artipss alſo, had the Countrey on the other fide Fordar, and Galilee, with two 
hundred Talents of yearly Revenue. As for Philip, he had Bathanea, Trachonitis and 
Auranitis, and part of the Palace that was called by Zenodorws's name, with one hun- 
dred Talents. As for Archelaws, he had Idumaa, Judas and Samaria, which were dif 
charged of the fourth part of the Tributes by Ceſar, for that they had joyned themſelves 
with the relt of the people, during the time of the Sedition, Beſides that, Archelaus 
had the Tower of Straton, Sebaſte, Joppe and Jeruſalem. For Gaza, Gadara and Hippon 
were Cities of Greece, which Ceſar had ſeparated, and adjoyned to Syria. Archelays 
had five hundred Talents of yearly Rent out of his Countrey. Thus was the Patrimony 


divided among Herod's Sons. As for Salome, beſides that which her Brother had given $1, 


her in his Will, which were the Cities of Jamnia, Azot, Phaſelis and half a Million of 
money, Ceſar granted her a Royal houſe in 4/calon 3 ſo as ſhe received in the whole, 
fixty Talents of yearly Revenue, and had her houſe allotted her within the Dominion 
of Archelays. All Herod's Kindred received that which was bequeathed unto them by 
his Teſtament. Two of his Daughters that were unmarried, were endowed by Ceſar 
with a quarter of a Million of money which he gave them, beſides their Father's Porti- 


on, and they were married to Pheroras's Sons. Moreover, he gave Herod's Sons, all Eos two

and five hundred Talents z contentiog himſelf only to receive ſome few movables, not vins married 


which he had given him by the Teſtament, amounting to the ſumm of one thouſand 


ſo much for the value, as in remembrance of the King, who had given them, 
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An Impoitor counterfeits himſelf to be Alexander, Herod's Sox: 3 Auguſtus finds out his 
Cheat, and ſends him to the Galleys, 


ATCS having thus ordained Herod's Succeſſion, a young man, and a Jew born, 
brought up in the City of Sidoz, by a certain Roman Free man 3 intruded him- 
ſelf into Herod's Kindred , for all thoſe that beheld him, reported that he reſembled 
Alexander, Herod's Son, who was killed by him 3 and by this means he began to a- 
ſpire to the Kingdom : Whereupon, calling to him a Companion, who was his own 


. Countrey-man, and a long experienced Courtier, his Arts-maſter, and fit to make di- 


ſturbances 3 he, by his inſtruftions, feigned himlelf to be that Alexander, Herod's Son, 
who was delivered from death by the means of a certain friend, who had the charge 
to ſee him executed 3 who executing others in their ſteads, delivered both him and his 
Brother Ariſtobulas, and that they were both eſcaped in this manner. Being puffed up 
by theſe Toys, he failed not to deceive other men 3 and as foon as he came to Creet, 
as many Jews as he fell in conference with, he perſwaded them no leſs ; and getting 
much money from them, he ſailed into the Ifle of Melos 5 where he gathered a great 
Summ of Money, under pretext that he was of the Kings Blood. And now hoping 
that he ſhould recover his Father's Kingdom, and that he ſhould reward thoſe that 
were beneficial to him, he haſted rowards Rome, accompanied with his Friends in 
great pomp. And being arrived at Pateol, he was entertained there with no leſs fa- 
vour by thoſe Jews, whom he deceived by his colourable Title ; and divers others, 
who had been Herod's Friends and Familiars, came unto him, and entertained him as 
their King. The cauſe hereof was the natural diſpoſition of men, Who take pleaſure in 
falſe reports, together with the report of his reſemblance. For they that had frequent- 
ed very familiaciy with 4/ex4a»der, held it for a matter moſt affured, that he was the 
man, and none other 3 andatormed unto others upon their Oaths, that it was he, ſo 
that this rumour at laſt came to Rowe. And all the Jews that dwelt there came forth 
to meet him, ſaying, Thatit was God's handy-work, that he was after that manner 
preſerved beyond all men's expectation : And they greatly rejoyced in his Mother 
Miriamne's behalf, from whom he was deſcended 3 he was carried ina Litter through 
the Streets with all the Apparel of a King, the charge whereof was defrayed by thoſe 
who were his Friends. He was attended by a great multitude of men, and honoured 
with great applauſe, as it ordinarily falleth out at ſuch time as, beyond all expectati- 
on, any one is found to have been miraculouſly preſerved. When this News was 
brought to Ceſar's ears, he gave ſmall credit thereunto, perſwading himſelf that it 
was a hard matter to deceive Herod, 1na matter of ſo great importance : Notwith- 
ſtanding, conforming himſelf in ſome ſort to the opinions of men, he ſent a certain 
Free-man of his called Celadus, who had very familiarly converſed with Alexander 
and ArifFobulus during their Infancy 3 giving him charge to bring Alexander unto him 
to the end he might ſee him 5 which he did, and was never the wiſer 1n diſcovering 
him. Notwithſtandiuy, Ceſar was not fully deceived. For, although he reſembled 
him ſomewha! ; yt he was not ſo exaftly like him, that he could deceive thoſe who 
narrowly obſerved him. For this counterfeit Alexander had hard hands, in that he 
had been accuſtomed t-» labour, which the true Alexander could not have, 1n regard 
of his tend:r and delicste education 3 and likewiſe, this man was of a rough skin, and 
hard fleſh. Ceſar therefore, diſcovering the treachery both of the counterfeit Scho- 
lar, and lying Maſter, and how they agreed in their confident Juſtifications, he en- 
quired of them, what was become of Arifobnlas, who was ſecretly hidden with him z 
and for what cauſe he preſented nor himſelf, to enjoy the honour that appertained to 
thoſe who were ſo Nobly deſcended ? It was anſwered him, that he remained 1n the. 
Iſle of Cyprws, for fear of dangers, to which they are expoſed who ſail by Sea, to the 
end, that if any miſ-fortune ſhould befal him, all Mariamne's Race ſhould not be 
extinguiſhed, but that at lealt, Ariftobulus might be left alive. Whilſt he owned 
theſe things, and the Author of the Fable juſtified no leſs, Ceſar drawing the young 
man aſide, faid unto him : 44y friend, if thou wilt not deceive me, thou ſhalt have this 
recompence, that thou ſhalt not be puniſhed. Tell me therefore what thou art, and who 
hath emboldned thee to praFice this fraud ; for this malice is ſo great, that it ſurpaſſeth 
thine age. Whereupon, being unable to conceal the truth, he diſcovered the treache- 
ry to Ceſar, how and by whom it was contrived. At that time Czſar being loath to falſi-

D when Czſar underſtood, he was ſore diſpleaſed, and cauſed Archelaws's Agent tobe cal- 
led before him,who was then at Rome,and ſent for Archelaws allo; and eſteeming it too 
baſe an indignity for him to write unto him, Go(faid he)unto him with all expedition, 
and bring him unto me without delay.

Viſion preſaged ſome great matter. For which cauſe he ſent for certain Sooth-ſayers, 
who made it their profeſiton to interpret Dreams. Now, whilſt they were debating 
one with another (for they differed for the moſt part in their expoſition) a certain 
man called $7207, an Eilean, having firſt of all obtained ſecurity and licence to ſpeak, 5;,,,, the rc. 
ſaid, that the Viſion prognoſticated, that a great alteration ſhould befal in Archelaws's ſean interpre- 
Eſtate, to his prejudice. For the Oxen ſignified Afiictions, in reſpeCt that thoſe **2 —4rcbla- 
kind of creatures do ordinarily labour 3 and as for the change of Eſtate, it was figni- © FOO 
fied by this, in that the earth being laboured by the Oxen, altered its condition and 
(hape; and as touching the ten Ears of Corn, they ſignified the like number of years: 
F And therefore, when as one Summer ſhould be overpaſt, that then the time of Arche- 
laws's Sovereignty ſhould be at an end. Thus interpreted he this Dream. And the 
fifth day after the Viſion thereof, Archelaws's Agent, by Ceſar's Command, came 1n- 
to Fewry to ſummon him to Kowe. Some ſuch like matter happened to Glaphyra, his 
Wife alſo, the Daughter of King Archelans : She (as we have ſaid) married Alexander, 
Herod's Son, when ſhe was a Maid, and Brother to this Argbelanus 3 who being put to 
death by his Father, ſhe was married the ſecond time to Juba King of Mauritania; and 
he alſo being dead, ſhe living with her Father in Cappadocia, was married to Archelaus z 
who put away Mariamne his Wife, for the love he bare unto Glaphyra, She living with 
Archelaus, had ſuch a Dream : She thought ſhe ſaw Alexander by her, ſhe cheriſhing and G44, 
G embracing him, he checked her, ſaying, Glaphyra, Thou verittelt that Proverb, which Dream.

But he cauſed them to be encompaſſed by a great 
W1d, 3998. number of his Soldiers, attired in popular habit, with cudgels, as ſoon as they began 
after Chiif's tg exclaim againſt him, he gave a fign to his Soldiers ; they, as it was before command-

thoſe whom they had encompaſled ; and ſo unmerctfully laid on them, who werenaked

Be- 
fides this, ſhe was very rich, and with her Riches beautiful, and in her flouriſhing 
years 3 and notwithſtanding, a very Mirrour of chaſtity. She was married to a cer- 
tain Noble man called Satzrzine, that equalled her inall thoſe her excellent perfe&i- 
ons. A certain young man called Decivs Mundus, one of the Knights of greateſt ac- 
count at that time, fell in love with her. But ſhe was of that diſpoſition, that it was 
impoſlible for him to corrupt her by Preſents ; and the more ſhe refuſed thoſe infinite 
Preſents which he ſent unto her, the more was 14undus's heart enflamed with ardent af- 
fetion 3 lo that to enjoy her but one only night, he offered her two hundred thouſand 
| Drachmes,

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A Drachmes, amounting in our Engliſh money to ſome fix thouſand pound ; yet, for all wag 
this, he could not overcome her. For which cauſe, being unable to endure this violent Ne of _ 
paſſion, he thought beſt to pine himſelf away for want of food, thereby to deliver him- 4c Chi 
(elf from the Tyranny of that Paſſion, wherewith he was aiflicted. But there was a Nativity, 36:. 
certain Free-woman that belonged to Mundar's Father, whoſe name was 7144, expert ini\ =o 
all ſorts of ſubtilties.z who being ſore grieved to behold the young man's reſolution, 
whom ſhe ſaw wholly addicted to a deſperate death 3 ſhe addrefled her (elf unto him, 
and encouraged him with hope 3 promiling him to bring him to Paxlina's ſpeech, by 
ge means of a certain Bribe which ſhe intended to offer. He rejoycing very much at 
her motion, demanded what ſumm ſhould ſerve her : who, requiring nothing more 
p than fifty thouſand Drachmes, to obtain Pailina 5 he furniſhed her prefently, Wheti 
by this means ſhe had quickened the young man's ſpirit, and received all that which 
ſhe demanded, ſhe ſteered not the ſame courſe which others had kept, that had the ſo- 
licitation of the matter before, ſeeing ſhe ſaw that money would not tempt her ; but 
knowing that ſhe was deeply devoted to the ſervice of 1/s, ſhe pradtiſed this ſubtil 
and unexpected policy.. She addrefled herſelf to certain Prieſts of the Temple ; and 
upon great hopes, and offer of great Preſents, and paying them dowa at preſent twen- 
ty and five thouſand Drachmes, and promiſing them as much more upon the perform- 
ance of the bargain 3 ſhe diſcloſed unto them the paſſionate love which the young man 
bare unto Pazlina, exhorting them to work fo wiſely that he might enjoy her. They 
bewitched with this huge Preſent they had, and hoped to receive, promiſed her to 
work the feat. Whereupon, the eldeſt among them reſorted to Parlina 3 and having 
free accels unto her preſence, he required that he might have conference with her in fe- 
cret 3 which when he had obtained, he told her that he was ſent unto her by God 4- 
»ubis, in that the God wasſurpriſed with her love, and deſired that ſhe would come un- 
to him. Paulina took great pleaſure in this his diſcourſe, and:told her Familiars how 
ſhe had been honoured with the amorous ſolicitation of a God, and certified her Huſ- 
band, how God Ar-ubis would lie with her : Whereunto he conſented, knowing how 
great his Wife's chaſtity was. She therefore repaired tothe Temple; and after ſhe had 
fupt, and the time was come wherein ſhe was uſually accuſtomed to lay her down to 
D reſt, and the Gates were lockt up by the Prieſts that were within, and the lights hke- 
wiſe were taken away 3 Mundwys, who lay hid within, failed nat to accoſt her : who, 
thinking that it was God Anubis, ſatisfied his delites all the night long 5 and in the 
morning betimes before the Prieſts, who were privy to this Treachery, were ſtirring, 
he retired himſelf: Pazling allo, early in the morning repaired ta her Huſband; and ac- 
quainted him how 4-#bis appeared unto her 3 and boaſting among her Familiars, what 
conference he had uſed with her : But ſome of them believedher not, in regard of the 
manner of their entertainment 3 the reſt were altogether amazed, ſuppoſing thoſe 
things to be no ways incredible, when they bethought themſelves of the Ladies chaſti- 
ty. Some three days after this act was committed, Mundy meeting with Paxlina, ſaid 
unto her : You have ſaved me two hundred thouſand Drachmes, wherewith you might have 
augmented your Treaſure 5 and this notwithitanding, you have not failed to ſatisfie my re« 
weſt : Neither am T grieved that you have contemned me under the name of Mundus 
nce that undertaking Anubis's name, T have accompliſhed my deſire 3 and this ſaid, he 
departed. But (he, preſently amazed with the man's audacious impudence, tore her 
Garments and having told her Huſband of all this ſubtil circumvention, ſhe requeſt- 
ed earneſtly his aſſiſtance, and that he would not forſake her in the proſecution of her 
revenge; whopreſently acquainted the Emperoiir with every particular thereof. Now |

PEA 
tra; becauſe he that had the command of the Expedition, or he that obeyed his Or- Ccimoaiible 
dinance in conduQting the ſame, or he againſt whom the Army was conducted, ſhould forthe Army 
die. Vitel/ius therefore, retired to Antioch. A year before the death of Tiberins, 4- 2 <vmeto te- 
grippa, Ariftobulus's Son, came to Rome, to treat with the Emperour about certain 
Afﬀairs. But before I ſpeak any thing hereof, I will relate Herod's Progeny, both for 
that it is pertinent to this preſent Narration, and alſo, that the greatneſs of God's Pro- 
vidence may appear 3 to the end that a man may know, that neither the number of 
Children, nor any other humane force whatſoever it be, can be available without 
the fear of God 3 conſidering that within the ſpace of one hundred years, or ſome- 

E what leſs, it fell out, that all Herod's Line, which was very populous and fruitful, was 
extinguiſhed, a very few excepted. Whereby we are given to underſtand what the 
miſery of Mankind 1s, and learn to moderate our ſelves. It is alſo expedient to ſpeak 
ſomething of Agrippa 3 who, amongſt all other, deferveth admiration ; that being a 
man wholly in Obſcurity, and baſe in Birth, he was exalted to ſuch greatneſs, as no 
one of thoſe that knew him, would ever have thought his Fortune ſhould have ſuch 
ſucceſs and power. And although heretofore I have ſpoken ſomewhat of this matter, 
yet it is requiſite that I ſpeak ſomething more expreſly thereof in this place. Herod 
the Great had two Daughters born by by Mariamne, Hircanus's Daughter : The one 
of them which was called Sa/ampſo, was married by Herod to Phaſelus, the Son of Pha- 

F /2lus, Herod's Brother : The other called Cypros, was married to Antipater her Couſin, 
who was Salome's Son, who was Herod's Siſter. Phaſelus had five Children by Salam- 
pſo 3 three Sons, Antipater, Herod and Alexander 3 and two Daughters, Alexandria 
and Cypros, whom Agrippa the Son of Ariſtobulus married 3 and Alexandria was marri- 
ed to Timeus of Cyprus, who wasa man of great dignity, and with whom ſhe died 
without Ifſue. Cypros had by Agrippa her Huſband, two Sons, and three Daughters ; 

Bernice, Mariamne and Druſil/a 5 their two Sons were called Agrippe and Druſus : 
Druſus died very young 3 but Agrippa was Brought up by his Grandfather amongſt his 
other Brethren, Herod, Ariifobulus and Bernice. Theſe were Herod's Children, Son 
unto him who was ſurnamed the Great : Bernice was Coftobarus's Daughter, begotten 

G onSalome, Herod's Siſter : Ariſtobulus died, leaving his Children under age, under his 
Father's charge, with Alexander his Brother, as we have already related. Theſe at-

Afﬀer her birth, Herodias, in contempt 

of the Laws of the Countrey, married her ſelf with Herod, her Huſband's Brother, be- 

gotten of the ſame Father, being ſeparated from him during his life time, who was Te- 

trarch of Galilee. His Danghter Salome was married to Philip, the Tetrarch of Tracho- 

mitis, Herod's Son : Who dying without Children, Arifob»lus married her, who was 

Herod's Son, and Agrippa's Brother : They had three Sons, Herod, Agrippa and Ariito- 

bulus. See here the Poſterity of Phaſelws and Salampſon. Antipater, by Cypros, had a 

Daughter that likewiſe was called Cypros, which was married to Alexas Selcizs, the Son 

of Alexss ; of whom he begat a Daughter called likewiſe Cypros. As for Herod and 
Alexander, who (as I ſaid) were Antipater's Brothers, they died withour Iſſue, Alex- 

ander, Herod's Son, who was killed by his Father, begat Alexander and Tigranes on the 

Daughter of Archelazs,King of Cappadocia « Tigranes being King of Armenia, died with- 

out Iflue, after he had been accuſed at Rome : Alexander had 4 Son called Tigrazes, af-

(faid he) know, that that which I do, I do it not of mine own will, but for the neceſſity 1 
am preſſed with upon your requeſt : And having ſpoken thus, he commanded Macron, 


Sejanus's Succeſlor, to bring Extychus before him 3 which was performed with all ex- 
pedition, Whereupon Tiberius asked him what he had to ſay againſt him, who had 


made a Free-man of him ? 14 Sovereign ((aid he) Caius that zs here preſent, and Agrip- 


pa rode one day together in the ſame Coach, and 1 ſat at their feet 3, after divers diſcourſes 


held between them, Agrippa began to ſpeak, after this manner unto Caius O, ſaid be, 
would God the day were come, "wherein the old man, departing out of this world, would 
make you Governour thereof + For his Son Tiberius would be no hindrance unto you, for 
you might diſpatch him : Then ſhould the World be happy, and T likewiſe have my ſhare in 
the Felicity. Tiberins eſteeming this his Accuſation to be true, and having of long time 
conceived a grudge againſt Agrippa, for that notwithſtanding he had commanded him 
to honour Tiberius, who was his Nephew, and Draſus's Son 3 Agrippa had given ſmall 
regard to his Commandment, and had not honoured him, but was wholly addicted un- 
to Caius. For which cauſe he ſaid to Macros, bind me this fellow. He ſcarcely under- 
ſtanding that which he ſpake, and no ways ſuſpeCting that he ſhould give that Com- 
mand againſt Agrippa, deferred the performance, until ſuch time as he might more ex- 
atly underſtand his mind. When therefore Cz/ar turned into the Hippodrome, and by 
chance, met with Agrippain the teeth : This zs he (ſaid he) Macron, whom Thave come 
manded to bebound : And demanding of him once more, of whom he ſpake 3 7 x A- 
grippa, ſaid he. Then had Agrippa recourſe to ſubmiſfive and humble Prayers, refrcſh- 
ing the memory of his Son, with whom he had been brought up; alledging the edu- 
cation he had uſed towards his Nephew Tiberivs : but he prevailed nothing, but was 
led away bound in thoſe Purple Ornaments which he then wore. 

At that time it was very hot weather, and he was extreamly thirſty : Whereupon, 
eſpying Thaumaſt#4 one of Caius's Servants, who carried Water in a Pitcher, he requir- 
ed him to give him drink ; which, when he had willingly beſtowed on him, he drank

and afterwards faid unto him, This ſervice thou haſt done me in giving me drink, ſhall do rink, whom 


thee good one day : For as ſoon as Teſcape ont of theſe Bonds, it ſhall not be long before I ob- 
tain thy liberty at Caius's hands, for that thou haſt not negleFed to do me ſervice in this tny 
Impriſoument, more than whilſt 1was in my Proſperity, Neither deceived he the man's 
expeCtation of his promiſe, but rewarded and pratified him : For afterwards, when he 
had obtained the Kingdom, he begged Thaumaſtus's liberty at Cainss hands, and made 
him his Steward 3 and after his deceaſe, he gave order that he ſhould ſerve in the ſame 


place, with his Son Agrippe, and his Daughter Bernice ; ſo that hedied very old, and 
much honoured. But this happened afterward. But at that time Agrippa ſtood before 


the place bound with other Companions, who likewiſe were in Bonds ; and through 


the grief he conceived, he leaned againſt a certain Tree, on which there ſat an Owl, 
One of thoſe Priſoners, who was by Nation a German, beholding that Bird, asked the

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A Souldier that was fettered with him, who he was that wasapparelled in Purple; and H 
i rag thc underſtanding that his name was Agrippe, and that he was a Jew, and one of the Nobi- 
jos "Ori, lity of that Nation, he deſired the Soldier, who, to the end to guard him, was chained 
Natizity, 39, with him, to ſuffer him to draw near unto Agrippa, and to have alittle conference with 
him, for that he had a great dehire to ask him certain things concerning the Cuſtoms of 
his Countrey. Which when he had obtained, and having got near him, he told him by 
an Interpreter of that which followeth : Toung mar (laid he) the ſudden change that 
hath befallen thee at this preſent, affli®eth and oppreſſeth thee with great and grievous Tor- 
ment, .ncither wilt thou eaſily believe that thou ſhalt eſcape from thy miſery 3 et ſo doth the 
Acertain Ger- Divine Providence diſpoſe of all things, that thou ſhalt ſhortly be delivered, Know there- 
man foretel- fore, and I ſwear unto thee by the Gods, both thoſe of mine Anceſtors, and thoſe alſo, who 1 
= LAY P+ have reſidence and preſidence in this place, and who have procured us this Iron Chain, that 
Fortunes.” Twill tell thee all 5 not to yield thee pleaſure by my vain diſcourſe, or to entertain thee with 
come, and the frnirleſs Conſolation 3 knowing well, that when theſe Predi&ions ſhall happen to fail, they 
620g ot his wzll breed thee more ſorrow, than if thou hadſt never heard of them. But I have thought it 
good, yea, although it were with mine own danger, 'to declare unto thee the Preditions of 
the Gods. Tt cannot otherwiſe be, but that ſhortly thou ſhalt be delivered from theſe Bonds, 
and ſhalt be advanced to great honour and power 3, ſo that thoſe, who at this day have com- 
paſſion on thy Calamity, ſhall envy thy Glory 5 and thou ſhalt depart this life in great felicie 
ty, and ſhait leave thy Children mighty Poſſeſſrons. But bear this in thy remembrance, that 
when thou ſhalt ſee this Bird once more, thou muit needs die within five days after, Theſe 
are thoſe things which the Gods think, meet to foretell thee by this Bird. As for my ſelf, 1 K 
have ſuppoſed T ſhould do thee wrong, if 1 ſhould conceal this PrediFion from thee, hav- 
ing the fore-knowlede thereof. T have therefore thought good to impart this joy unto thee z 
whereby, thorough hope of thy future profit, thou mayzeſt more eaſily endure thy preſent miſ- 
fortune : for which canſe Thbeſeech thee, that as ſoon as thou ſhalt be partaker of this thy fe- 
licity, thou wilt endeavour thy ſelf to deliver us alſo from theſe Adverſities, 

This Preſage of the German's ſeemed as ridiculous to Agrippa, as admirable after- 
wards. But 4ztonia being ſore grieved at the young man's Calamity, thought it not 
only a difficult matter far her to entreat Tiberixs for him, but altogether unprofitable, 
in regard ſhe ſhould be repulſed 3 yet, ſhe prevailed ſo much with 2acroz, that he was L 
committed to the cuſtody of ſuch Soldiers, who were of a more mild behaviour, and 
had a Centurion appointed to keep him, that ſuffered him to uſe his daily Bathings, 
and gave his Friends and Servants leave to viſit him, by whoſe ſervice and kindneſs, 
his neceſſities might be relieved. His Friend $las alſo, was admitted to ſpeak with 
him 3 and amongſt his Free-men, Marſyas and Stichns, who brought him in ſuch meats 

| as he was delighted withal, and Coverings under colour to ſell them 3 which, by the 
permiſſion of the Soldiers, who had no leſs direction from Macros, they ſpread by night 
As:irpa liv- for him to take his reſt upon. See here the eſtate wherein Agripps lived in Priſon for 
a os the ſpace of ſix Months. But Tiberizs being returned to Capreas, began at firſt to be 
7. £1. attainted with a certain lingring diſeaſe 3 and for that his Sickneſsencreaſed more and 4 
Jeth fick, and more, he began to conceivea finiſter hope of himſelf 3 and commanded Exodus, whom 
ſenderhior us he moſt honoured amongſt all his Free-men, to bring him his Sons, becauſe he intend- 
os ed'to talk with them before he died. Bur the truth 1s, that he had not any Children of 
his own, but had adopted them : For Draſus, who was his only Child, was already 
Tiberius Ge- dead, and had left behind him a Son called Tiberizs, firnamed Gemellus, He had Cains 
melus,he Son alſo, his Brother Germanicus's Son 3 who was in the flower of his Age, and had been 
po _—_— very well bred. To himalſo the people aſcribed very much, in remembrance of the 
_ Germa- Virtue of his deceaſed Father 3 and asfor himſelf, he was of a ſweet converſation, and 
nicw's $08. ſo modeſt, that he was familiar and affable to all men, Whereby it came to paſs, that 
not only the people, but the Senate alſo, held him 1n great eſtimation 3 as alſo all the N 
Subjeds in every ſeveral Province : For they that ſpake with him, were drawn, part- 
ly by his affability, partly by the fidelity they ſaw in him 3 ſo that when he was dead, 
all of them mourned, not counterfeitly lamenting his loſs, but with unfeigned ſorrow 3 
for that there was not any one, that ſuppoſed not his death to be every man's particu- 
larloſs. He therefore demeaned himſelf ſo modeſtly towards all men, that his Son af- 
ter his death, was highly advanced thereby : For, amongſt the reſt, the Soldiers made 
their reckoning, that although it ſhould coſt them their lives, to get him the Empire, 
they would not refuſe the hazard. 

Aﬀer that Tiberius had charged Exodus, to bring him the two young men the next 
morrow, by break of day ; he beſought the Gods of that place, to give him an evi- Q 
dent ſign, whereby he might know who ſhould ſucceed him ; For although he deſired 
to leave the Empire to his Grand-child, yet he made more account of that m7 God 

ou 
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A ſhould make manifeſt unto him. Therefore he conceived a preſage,that he, who the next "Jn FY 
day ſhould enter firſt to ſalute him, it ſhould be he, who in the Empire ſhould necefla- The "*pi of the 
rily ſucceed him. And having ſetled this thing in his fanſie, he ſent unto his little Son's oh "Criſp 
Maſter, charging him to bring him unto him by break of day, ſuppoſing that God had Natvirs-39. 
ordained that the Empire ſhould be his 4 but the matter fell out quite contrary to his \ 
expeQation. For being in this thought, he commanded Exodys, that as ſoon as he 
cauld, in the morning, he fhould ſuffer him, of the two young Princes, to enter in unto 
hin, who ſhould arrive the firſt. He walking out, met with Caizs before the Chamber 
door (for Tiberizs was not there 5 who being ignorant of that which his Grand-father 
thought, was buſie about his Breakfaſt) and ſaid unto him, that the Emperour his Fa- 

B ther called for him z and withal, ſuffered him to enter. When Tiberius beheld Cains, 
he ſuddenly began to conſider the Power of God, who deprived him of the means to 
diſpoſe of the Empire, according as he had determined with himſelf, for that it lay not 
in his power 5 and he lamented greatly, not ſo much for that he ſaw his deſign could 
not be brought to effec, as that his Son Tiberivs was in danger of his life 3 ſeeing that 
in all appearance, Cairns would be Maſter 3 who being ſo near a Relation, would prove 
the more dangerous to young Tiberius, becauſe Sovereignty defireth no ſharer : And 
C4ins would be always jealous, and never think himſelf ſure, ſolong as young Tiberius 
was alive. In a word, Tiberins was very much addicted to Aſtrological PrediQions z 7:%crius ad- 
ſo that the greater part of thoſe things which he executed all his life time, was order- matre'N 
ed thereby. 

” He ſeeing Gelba one day coming towards him, ſpoke this of him to his Familiars, He foretclletk 
Behold the man that ſhall be one day honoured with the Roman Empire, And amongſt all __ w_— 
the Emperours, he gave greateſt credit to Divination, for that in certain things, he Tinſbe: D 
had found the Conjectures correſpondent to truth. But at that time he was griev- 
ouſly diſquieted by reaſon of the misfortune that had happened 3 yea, he was ſogriev- 
ed, as if his Grand-child had been already loſt 3 and he blamed himſelf, becauſe he 
had fought theſe Prefages 3 for that he might have died, without falling into that diſ- 
aſter,in being ignorant of that which was to come 3 whereas, now he ſhould die in the 
knowledge of their miſ-fortunes, whom he loved moſt entirely. Being thus troubled 

D fo ſee that the Sovereignty of the Empire ſhould, contrary to his iatention, fall into 
their hands, who by his will ſhould not enjoy the ſame 3 although it were with hearts 
aricf, and contrary to his will, yet he ſpake to Cains after this manner which enſueth ?

of ſo much happineſs which hath befallen you, you return me the like good will and affei-

you onght to know, that Tiberius ſerveth you for a Bulwark to maintain your Empire, and 
your own lifes, and if he die, it will be the beginning of your miſ-fortune. For it is a dane 
gerous matter for thoſe who are raiſed to high Dignities, to be ſole, and without Allies. 
Moreover, the Gods do never leave them unpuniſhed, who attempt and at any thing againſt 
the Laws of Conſanguinity. Theſe were the laſt words which Tiberius ſpake to Caius 5 
who promiſed him to perform all that which he required, notwithſtanding he meant a 
nothing leſs : For immediately after he was enſtalled in the Empire, he cauſed Tjbe- Caiu killeth 
rins to be killed, according to his Grand-father's PrediQions ; as alſo the ſame Cains 299" 
died ſoon after by a Conſpiracy that was practiſed againſt him. When that Tiberius 
g had declared Cais his Succeſſor in the Empire, he lived not many days after, and died 
after he had governed twenty years, five months, and three days. Thus Caivs was the cu Caligul4

The Romans having intelligence of Tiberins's death, greatly rejoyced at the good 9 Emperers 
news, yet they durſt not aſſure themſctves 3 and though they deſired nothing more, 
yet they feared, leſt the news ſhould be falſe 3 andleſt, if they ſhewed themſelves too 
thgent in expreſling their figns of joy, they ſhould afterwards be accuſed for it, and 
loſe their lives thereby.

CHAP. AL 


Caius commands Petronius Governonr of Syria, to compel the Jews by force of Arms, 
to receive his Statue in the Temple 3 but Petronius wollified by their Prayers, writ- 
ethto Caius iz the Jews behalf. 


Re gs Ut Cai#s, being ſore diſpleaſed that the Jews only deſpiſed his Ordinances, ſent 
Caſe Catoch Petronins into Syria, to ſucceed Yitellins, charging him with a ſtrong Army toin- 
Perronius into vade Judea 3 andif they willingly admitted his Statue, that then he ſhould placeitin 
ore oi the Temple of God 3 but if they denied it, then, that overcoming them by force, he 
him in ſpight ſhould compel them to condilcend thereunto. As ſoon as Petrommw came into Syrza, 
of the Jews,to he endeavoured to fatisfie Ceſar's Command 3 and having aſſembled as great an Army 
cnet HH as he could poſſibly levy, and leading forth with him two Legions of Roman Soldiers, 
Temple. he wintred at Ptolemais, intending at Spring to invade Jadea : All which he lignified 
The Jews re- tO Ceſar by his Letters 3 who commending him for his induſtry, adviſed him touſeall 
pairto P'22le- expedition therein, and to make War againſt thoſe who ſhould dilobey his Commands. 
5 nee Mean while divers thouſands of the Jews reſorted to Petronivs, who was quartered at 
he wauld not Prolemrais 3 beſeeching him not to conſtrain them todo that thing which was contrary 
bring his St2- tg their Laws, or totranſgreſs the Ordinances of their Fore-fathers.

' Laws 3 or to ſuffer ſuch Impiety, in regard of that honour which we owe unto our Law-maks 
er, and our Predeceſſors, who have ratified our Laws, to the intent we ſhonld encreaſe in 
Virtue, Petronins anſwered thus, If I were Emperonr, or if the Emperour would be ruled 
by my advice, your reaſons might prevail with me 5 but T am enforced to obey him, otherwiſe 
my Life and Fortune is at Stake, Hereunto the Jews anſwered 5 My Lord (faid they) 
ſince you are reſolyed, not totranſgreſs, by any means, the Commands and Contents of Cz- 
ſar's Letters, neither will we any ways violate or infringe the Preſcript of our Law, under 
hope of Divine Aſſiſtance, and in imitation of the Virtue of our Anceſtors : For we are not 
ſo faint-hearted, that for the hope of a vain and untimely deſire of life, we ſhould break the 
Laws which Almighty God hath propoſed unto us, under the reward of Eternal Felicity : For 
which cauſe, we will endure all Fortunes whatſoever, ſo that our Conntrey Law and Religion 
may remain inviolate and we are ready to encounter any miſ-fortune, under hope that God 
will aſſi5t us 5, for whoſe honour, we fear not to adventure on any danger. This had we ra- 
ther do, than by obeying thee through Cowardice, to incurr perpetual Ignominy 3 and that 
wliich is more, God's wrath in negle& of his Laws, whoſe Authority, even in thine own

ed. For this thought he, that although it altered not hisreſolution, but haply enforc'd 

his diſpleaſure againſt him, in that he ſpeedily executed not his Command ; yet, thac 

it was the duty of a good man, not to refufe an aſtured death, if fo be it might ſave fo 

guiltleſs and huge a multitude. When therefore, he had aſſembled the Jews together 

E in Tiberiss (when many thouſands of them reſorted thither) and diſpoſed all thole wat- 
like Forces, that at that time gave attendance on him, round about him ; he told the 
Jews firſt of all, not his own, but the Emperour's intent, who would ſhortly have them 
raſte his diſpleaſure, and enforce them to bear the burthen of his indignation, who were E 
ſo bold as to contradict him : For himſelf, it neceſfarily concerned him, that ſince, by 3 
the Emperour's favour hehad received fo great honour, he ſhould riot commit any thing

beſtowed on thee, are of no reckoning. . My will is, that thy merits ſhould at this time be 
requited, by ſuch means as might for ever make thee happy. Now heſpake after this man-

ezin place,and their occupation , beat them one day, for that they came ſomewhat late unto their 
grear ompt- work. They taking this chaſtiſement of his as if a great injury had been done unto 
ana EVO them, betook themſelves to thetr weapons, whereof there were great ſtore 1n that 
; houſe,and retired themſelves into a place where the River divideth it felffnto two parts, 
which naturally aboundeth with excellent paſtures, and ſach fruits as were reſerved 

for the winter. To theſe men there flocked a number of needy perſons, whom they 

armed, and becamethetr Captains, and no man oppofed himſelf againſt their inſolent 
proceedings. Being by this means grown abſolute and impregnable, for that they 

had builded themſelves a ſtrong Fortreſs, they ſent unto the Inhabitants, command» 

ing them to pay them Tribute for their Cattle which they paſtured 3 ſo that this Tri- 

bute was ſufficient to entertain them, promiſing to thoſe who obeyed them, all friend- 

ſhip, and that they would maintain them againſt all thoſe that ſhould wrong them, 


of what place foever they were : but if they did not that which they commanded 


them, they threatned them that they would kill all their Catte), The Inhabitants 
of the Countrey, knowing themſelves unable to oppote them, obeyed them, and ſent 
them the number of Cattel which they required; ſo that greater Forces daily joyn- 
ed themſelves with them, and they grew to that power, that they could make their 
excurſions againſt thoſe whom they intended to hure, Every one reſpected them, 
and they were feared by all men, fo that their renown came at laſt to the ears of the 

King of Parthia. | 
The' Governour of Babylon.likewiſe intending to cut off this miſchief before it 
grew to greater head, aſlembled as many men as he could poſſible, both Parthians 2nd 
Aſineus and Babylomians, and marched forth againſt them 3 with an intent to root them out, bee 
hus pag fore they (ſhould have any inkling thereof to prepare themſelves for their defence. Ha- 
%e Governozz Ving therefore prepared his Army, he lay in ambuſh neer unto a Mariſh, and the next 
and Princes of day followtng ( which was the Sabbath, in which the Jews farbear all kind of work, 
Babyloa. he making his account that the Enemy durſt not make head againſt him, but withour 
fight he ſhould lead them away captives) he march'd eaſily, thinking to charge them 
unaware. Aſinens, Who at that time ſat idly with his fellows, having his Arms by 
him : Ye men (ſaid-he) methinks I hear the neighing of Horſes, not fuch as when 
they are in their heat, but as when they are backt by men, Moreover, .F hear the 
noiſe of their Bridles, and I fear leſt the Enemies feeretly ſtealing upon us, ſhould 


circumvent us : let therefore fome one of us go and diſcover what the matter is, and M 


bring us word : I would I were found a lyarin that which I havetold you. This ſaid , 
one of them went out to eſfpte what the noiſe intended 3 who running haſtily back a- 
gain,told him,that be had not falſly conjefturedas touching the intent of the Enemy ,for 
that they were at hand, and would not ſuffer themſelves any longer to be out-braved by 
them. He alſo declared, that there was a mighty number of Horſemen, who were 
allembled like a drove of Beaſts, fufficient and able utterly to overcome 4ſinens and 
all his Company, foraſmuch as they were not in a readinefs to defend themſelves : 
and our Law forbiddeth us to doany manner of work on the Sabbath. Afiners reſol- 
ved with himſelf not to do that which the Spy had ſaid, but thought that 1t was better 
for them to behave themſelves valiantly in their neceſſity wherein they were plunged, 
and that if they mult needs die, it better became them to make breach of their Law, 
\ Aſmeus, af. than to hearten their Enemies by their ſubmiſſion. He therefore preſently betook 
er he had en- himſelf to his weapons, and encouraged all thoſe that were about him, to make it 


couraged his Known in effe&t what their valour was. Whereupon all of them at once marched:

for friendſhip underſtand , that although King Artabanus had been injured by them., in that they 
had invaded his Conntrey 5 nowwithſlanding , ſaid this. Ambaſſadour:, he. making 
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A leſs account of the \diſpleaſure be hath conceived againit you, than of your Virtue, hath ſent CYAN 
me mnnto'you, togive you my hand and troth in Þis name, for a ſafe condu@ and ſecurity in Hy OY x 
your Voyage, requiring you to be his friends 3 he treateth therefore with you without any ;jje, 'Obriſts 
Deceit or Fraud, promiſing you Gifts and Honours, and reſolveth to encreaſe your Dignity -xdiagk 
by his Power. Aſinens refuled to eriterprize this Voyage, but ſent his Brother Anileuws WV 
with certain Preſents, ſuch as he could poſſibly find. He therefore departed with the 
Meſſenger, andpreſented hiinſelf before Ariabanxs ; who ſeeing Anilews come alone, 
asked him how it happened that 4ſ-exs came not with him : And underſtanding that 
heſtayed inhis Mariſh, through the fear that he had of him 3 heſwore by the Gods of 
his Anceſtors, that he would do him no wrong, wiſhing them to give credit to his pro- 
B miſe, and he-ſtretched ot his hand, which is the greateſt ſign with which the Kings of 
that Countrey ule to aſſure thoſe that parley with them, For after they have mutu- 
ally given one another their hands, there is no liniſter praQtice to be feared, and they, 
from whom-a-man expeCteth atiy harm, afe no more to be feared, at ſuch time as they 
have given this teſtimony of aſlurance. This done, Artabanxs ſent back Anilews, to 
petſiwade his Brother Afinew tb come to Court, Artabanus did this, ſuppoſing that 
this his Amity with the two Brothers, would be a bridle for the Jews, who otherwiſe 
might encroach upon his Governments. For he feared, leſt if any Rebellion ſhould 
happen, and he ſhould be troubled in that War, 4ſ7e4 and they of Babylon ſhould 
grow more ({trong, as well by the voluntary ſubmiſtion of the Jews, as by force 3 and 
C thereby ſhould do him the more miſchief. Upon this deliberation he ſent Anilew, 
who eaſily perſwaded his Brother, giving him to underſtand among other things, 
what good will the King bare him, and the Oath that he had ſworn 3 ſo that both of 
thetn reſorted to Artabarys, who received them very graciouſly, admiring Aſinew's 
Virtue, who had ſo great a courage in all his Enterpriſes 3 conſidering eſpecially, 
that he was a man of low ſtature, and who, to look on, ſeemed to be contemptible : 
and he told his Friends, that without compariſon, he had a greater heart, than his 
body.

thou haſt no need to make me forſwear my ſelf ; but when his Brother and he ſhall depart 
from hence, aſſail him, and overcome him by thy valour, provided that T be not privy 10 
thy attempt. And afterwards, calling 4f1e44 to him in the morning 3 7t 3s tizze ((aid 
he) that thou return homeward, for fear thou provoke divers of the Captains of my Court, 
which, contrary to my will, willendeavour to kill thee, I commit the Countrey of Babylon Artabanuw 
E ?o thy prote@ion and guard 3 which by thy care and vigilancy, ſhall remain exempt ſrom þ Fomnerners 
Robberies, and other ſuch Calamities. Reaſon it is, that I procure thy good, becauſe I have ex of Baby- 
engaged mine Honour and Faith irrevocably unto thee 5 not upon any light matter, but fdp/lon to Aſme- 
things that importune thee as nearly as thy life. This ſaid, he gave him certain Preſeats, at _ 0 
and preſently diſmiſſed him: Now, as ſoon as he returned home to his own Fortreſs, jj widiGigs 
he fortified'the places, both thoſe which were already ſecured. and the other, which 
as yet no man had attempted to fortifie : And in ſhort time he grew to that greatneſs, 
that no man, of ſo obſcure Fortune and beginning, attained before him. Neither 
contented with the Honours of the Babylonians, he was alſo held in great account 
by the Captains of the Parthians, who were ſent 'to governin the neighbouring Pro- 
p vinces3 yea, ſo much encreaſed his' Authority with his Power, that all Meſopotamis 
was at his Command. In this Felicity and encreafing Glory of his, he continued 
for the ſpace of fifteen years 3 which never began to'decay, until ſuch time as negle&- 
ing the ancient Study of Virtue, and contemning the Laws of his Fore-fathers, 
both he and his fa&ious followers being drowned' m pleaſure, yielded themſelves 
Captive to Foreign Luſt. It fortuned that a certain. Governour of thoſe Parthians 
came into that Countrey, accompanied with his Wife, not only endowed with 
other PerfeCtions, but alſo admired for her incomparable Comlineſs and Beauty ; 
whom, without ever ſeeing her, only by report of her Beauty, Anilzus, Aſinem's das 
Brother, loved entirely z and when as' by no one of his' allurements he could ob- [cya noble 
G tain her favour, neither had any other hope to enjoy the Lady, he could not bridle man of the 
his unruly Luſt, but he made War againſt he?

Nativity, 41. Iy eſteemed, according as it was the cuſtom of thoſe that inhabited that place, 
to have their Gods whom they adore in their houſes, whom, when they travel in- 
to a Foreign Countrey, they carry about with them. She therefore brought them 
with her, and uſed them according to the faſhion of her Countrey, at the firſt ſecret- 
ly 3 but after ſhe was known for An;/eus's Wife, then ſhe 'adored them according to 
the cuſtom, and with the ſame ſervice which (he uſed during her firſt Huſband's days, 
ſacrificing to her Gods, | 
Anilewbe- Their chiefeſt friends ſeeing this, firſt of all reproved them, for that 4»ile2xs conmit- 3 
ing reproved ted ſuch things that were no ways uſed among the Hebrews, and altogether repugnant 
1d odds hy to their Laws, for that he had married a woman of a Foreign Nation, that contradicted 
Feth _ of his and violated their accuſtomed Religion 3 for which cauſe they adviſed him to beware, 
Friends. leſt, in ſubmitting themſelves too much to their unbridled pleaſures, they ſhould loſe 
the honour and power they had received from God, evenuntil that preſent. But ſeeing 
thetr perſwaſions profited nothing, and that Azilews likewiſe had villanouſly killed one 
of his deareſt Friends, who had ſomewhat tao freely reproved him (who, at ſuch time 
as he lay a dying, being touched with the zeal of the Laws of his Anceſtors, and with 
pricf againſt his Murtherer, wiſhed that Aſi»exs and 4nilexs, and all their Aſſociates 
might die the like death 3 they, for that they were tranſgreſfors of the Law; the o- K.

the maintenance of their Laws.) They were ſore diſpleaſed ; yet notwithſtanding they 
contained themſelves, calling to their remembrance that their felicity proceeded from 
no other cauſe, but from the valour of thoſe Brethren, 

But when they underſtood that the Parthian Gods were adored by this woman, 
they bethought them that it behoved them not any more to bear with A4nilens in con- 
rempt of their Laws 3 for which caufe, addreſſing themſelves to Aſinens in great Aſ- 
femblies, they exclaimed againſt A»ilens 3 ſaying, that he ought, although at firſt

Now when Anilexs 
had gotten the Government into- his own hands, he drew out his Forces againſt cer- 
tain Villages belonging to Mithridates, one of the chiefeft among the Parthians, and 
Artabanus's Son in Law 3 which Villages he ſpoiled, and carried away men, ſheep, 
and other riches. When Mithridates, who at that time was reſident in thoſe Quar- 
ters, underſtood of the ſpoil of his Villages, he was very much difpleaſed, and the 
rather, for that without any occaſion or proffer of injury, Anilexs had aflailed him 
in contempt of his Eſtate, who was a chief Peer of the Countrey : For which cauſe N

Mithridates; unable to endure theſe uſual reproaches, and on the other (ide appree« 
heyding his wives haughty courage, from whom he feared to be ſeparated, he aſſembl- 
ed the greatelt power of men that he could poſhible, notwithſtanding it were again(t 
his will,and led chem forth; ſuppoſing himſelf to be unworthy of life,if he, who by Na- 
tion was a Parthian, ſhould be put to, the worlt by the Jews, When A4ni/zws underſtood 
that Mithridates came forth againſt him witha great force, he thought that it would 

 redound greatly to his indignity, it he ſhould helurking amid(t his Marſhes, and ho- 
ping that be ſhould have no worle fortune againſt kis enemies, than he had at firſt,and 

D building much upon his Soldiers, who were ever want to get the upper hand in their 
encounters, he likewiſe drew forth his Army : to them allo others adjoyned themſelves, 
who ſought nothing elſe but pillage, and hoped that with their only preſence they 
might diſcourage their enemy. 

But after they had marched about ninety ſtades, and paſſed thorow a County that 
was ſcant of water, and were about the heatof the mid day burned up with thirſt ; 
Mithridates Army came in ſight, and charged them even at that time, when they faint- 
ed for want of drink, and through the extremity of heat, fo as they could ſcarcely 
handle their weapons. At that time Anilex5's Soldiers encountring with Mithridates's 
freſh men, were ſhamefully put to flight : whereby it came to paſs that a great number 

p of them were killed. But Anil245 himfelf, and all thoſe of his Company, retired them- 
ſelves in great haſte into a Forreſt, leaving Mithridates Lord and Maſter of the Field, 
whereof he was very joyful. Notwithſtanding this diſaſter, an infinite number of A great nun 
lawleſs men reſorted to Anilexs, who ſet little by their lives, provided there might 9 of diffo- 
no limit be propoſed to their unbridled licentiouſneſs3 ſo that he gathered a greater nog ol 
number of men than thoſe he had loſt 3 yet they were far different in valour from the 1aus, with 
former : for they were wholly ignorant of warlike diſcipline. Notwithſtanding, he wg Re pat 
being accompanied with theſe men, went and ſet upon divers Burroughs of the Baby- ndactage 
lonians,: which were totally deſtroyed by his rapine and violence.

- Fepairro Se- tion 5 and that removing of theirs into the City of Seleucia, was the cauſe likewiſe, of 
Keucrs. their further miſchief, as I will make manifeſt. The Greeks who dwelt in Selexcia, are 
ordinarily at debate with the Syrians, and have always the upper hand 3 but after that 
the Jews came to inhabit that place, in a certain Sedition that aroſe among them, the x 
Syrians had the upper hand, by the means of the Jews, who joyned their Forces with 
theirs, who of themſelves were valiant and good Soldiers. 

The Greeks being repulſed in this Tumult, and having no other means left them 
to maintain their former honour, but to break that League of Friendſhip, which 
was between the Syrians and the Jews 3 deviſed in private, each one with thoſe Sy- 
rians with whom they were acquainted, promiſing to live tn peace and amity with 
them 5 whereunto they condeſcended willingly. For the chiefeſt of theſe two Nati- 
ons concluded the Peace, which preſently after followed, to the end that on both parts 

Fifty thouſand they ſhould joyn in hatred againſt the Jews : So that altogether charging them at una- 
Jews lain in Wares, they killed more than fifty thouſand of them 3 they were all put to the Sword, K 
Seleucia, except ſome few, who through the mercy of their Friends, and affiſtance of their Neigh-

The cauſe that moved them to 
areas. An- Combine thus altogether 1n hatred againft Cajus, was, that in reſpeCt of Regalns, he was 
mus Minucius. lyy nature a deteſter of all iniquity: for he was a very generous man,and fo free; that he 
dilſembled not any of his defigns, but communicated them with many, who were either 

his friends, or valiant men fit for execution. And as touching A4:zuciarns, he was in- 

duced to ſeek his revenge, through the defire he had to do juſtice to Lepidirs, RESINS

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A been one ofhis eſpecial friends, and one ofthe rarelt men that were ever tpund among CLAH 
the Roman Citizens (whom Caizs had put to death through the fear he had conceived *#*3%ar of 152 
of him ) knowing wel! that all they, againſt whom Cazus was incenſed, could not e- jms ang 
. ſcape with leſs puniſhment than loſs of life. As for the third man Chereas, he could Naw. AX 
not endure the ſhame and reproach of cowardiſe that Caius had objected againſt him, WV Wu 
but feared beſides, that his friend{hip and inward familiarity with Caizs would draw 
him into manifeſt dangers : for which cauſe, and his own ſecurity and honours ſake, 
he reſolved to diſpach him. Generally all of them were reſolved to rid the world of 
Cains, and bring an end to his pride and tyrannical power, for their hope was that : 
their attempt having good ſucceſs : their Countrey and Common-weal ſhould reap the 
B fruits thereof, for whoſe ſecurity and ſafety, it became them to hazard themſelves, 
though it were with loſs of their lives. But above all the reſt, Chereas was egged on 
with a deſire he had to grow famous, and through the facility and convenient means 
he had todoit, becaule his Colonels room gave him moſt ſecure acceſs unto him. A» 4. mg 
bout that time the Circenlian Games were ſolemnized, which 1s a kind of Paſtime gn Games. 
which the Romans very willingly behold, and to this intent they reſort to the place of Gains crulert 
theſe exerciſes, and the common people is wont to demand ſomewhat from the Em- wrt 
perour, which they deſire to obtainz and after having examined their requeſts, do iy requet 
never refuſe them. Now they required with inſtant and importunate ſupplications, mitigation of 
that Caius would diſcharge them of their taxations, and moderate the exccſlive tri- £32 
C butes which they payed: but he would give no ear unto them, and cauſed thoſe to _ 
apprehended, who called upon the matter moſt earneſtly 3 ſending his Guard, ſome 
of them one way, ſome of them another, to put them to the ſword. After he had gi- 
ven this order, and they who received it had fully executed it, a great number of 
men were killed. The people ſeeing this, ceaſed to exclaim any more, preferring 
their lives to their goods. This horrid light incited Chereas the more to execute his 
enterprize, to the end he might finiſh his turious and tyrannical life, whoſe pleaſure Cres for 
was all mens deſtrution. He had often reſolved to kill him at Table , yet he 3 nes 
deferred to do it , not that he fainted 1a his reſolution, but becauſe he expeted an Eli 
ſome better opportunity, He had been Captain of Cains Guard a long 
time. | | 
= Caius having appointed him to gather in his Tributes, in the execution whereof he 
followed his own nature, rather than Ceſars command, and ſpared thoſe of whom 
he ought to have compaſſion for their poverty ſake. Cains was fo diſpleaſed here- 
with, that he objected againſt him, that the cauſe why he delayed the bringing in of 
his money, was his cowardiſe and negligence : And among other injuries that he of- 
fered him, as oft as he gave him the Watci-word,” as he ufually went to fetch it once 
a day upon his watch-day, he gave him the names of women, and others that were ig- 
nominious perſons, notwithſtanding that he himſelf was no leſs remarkable, for his et- 
feminate daintineſs. In thoſe Ceremonies which he himſelf had eſtabliſhed, he attired 
iy himſelf like a woman,and was diſguiſed with certain veils,whereby he might the better 
counterfeit that ſex, and yet notwithſtanding he could objet this diſhonour to Cheres. 
- whom he vexed conſtantly when he gave him the watchword, and ſo much the more 
becauſe his companions jeared him with it.For when it was his turn to receive the word 
from Ceſars mouth, he ordinarily fitted him with ſuch an one as might move laughter; 
which made him the bolder to conſpire with his Confederates, in that he had juſt oc- 
caſion to be diſpleaſed - among theſe was a Senator, called Popedins, and one that 
had paſt through al! honours and offices, otherwiſe an Epicure and lover of delights. 
Timidius accuſed him (in that he was his enemy) that he had uttered certain injurious 
ſpeeches againſt Caz#s : and for proof hereof, he alledged @xiztilia for his witneſs, a Potedins is ac- 
x woman among all Stage-players dearly beloved of many, but in eſpecial, by Pope- evi 7 I 
dins, by reaſon of her incomparable beauty : and for that ſhe refuſed to bear witneſs ,,;3;us unto 
in a matter falſely objected againſt him, whom ſhe entirely loved, Timidizs required, Ce/ar. 
that ſhe might be examined by torture. Caizs importuned herewith, commanded 
Chereas With all expedition and diligence to ſee 9»intilia tortured : and the rather

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which he rather performed by conſtraint, than of his own free will. And ſeeing he H 
could enforce nothing out of her, he brought her back to Caixs in ſo pitiful an eſtate, 
that all they that beheld her, had compaſſion on her. Caizs likewiſe himſelf was: 
moved, and bethinking him of thoſe pains ſhe had endured he deſiſted from the inqueſt * 
and accuſation which was proſecuted againſt Popedizs and £3intilis and gave her a 
certain ſum of money, to comfort her againſt the indiſpoſition that might follow by 
reaſon of her torments, which ſhe had fo couragiouſly endured, 

This diſpleaſed Chereas very much, as if he had been the cauſe of all thoſe evils that 
had hapned to thoſe two perſons, whom the crueleſt of men did bemoan. He con- 
ſulted therefore with Clement, who was Captain of the foot, and Papizizs who had the 
command of the Guard, and ſpake unto them to this effe&t. © We have (ſaid he) O Cle- 
<« 2zent, employed our ſelves to the uttermoſt for the Emperours ſafety : for by our di- 
« ligence and care we have done ſo much,that of all thoſe, who have conſpired againſt 
< him, ſome of them have been killed : the reſt in ſuch ſort tormented and martyred, 
< that Cai#s himſelf had compaſſion on them. But what reward or honour receive we 


| ©for all theſe ſervices ? Clexrert hearing theſe words, held his peace, giving manifeſt 


teſtimony by his looks, and the change of his colour, that he was greatly aſhamed he 
had ſo long time obeyed the Emperours commands : and whilſt he thought with him- 
ſelf that it was no policy for him to open his mouth againſt Caizs cruelty, Chereas em- 


| boldned himſelf to diſcover the calamities and dangers wherein both the City and the 


whole Empire were plunged;telling him,that the common report was,that Caizs was the 
cauſe of them : 

But (ſaid he) thoſe that will narrowly examine the truth, will judge that T and Papini- 
us that ſtandeth by me, and you, Clement, more than-we, have cauſed the Romans torment, 
and the World's miſery, for that of our own will we have been Miniſters of Caius's Com- 
mands ; and although the means lieth in us to make an end of thoſe Violences that are com- 
mitted againſt the Citizens, and injuries to the whole World; yet we ſerve him for his 
Guard and Hang-men, in ſtead of Soldiers. And we bear Arms, notto maintain our Li- 
berty, and the Romau Empire, but to preſerve him who keeps their bodies and minds jn ſla- 
very's And every day are we ſoiled in their blood who are killed and tortured, until ſuch 
time as ſome one ſerve us with the ſame ſauce, to ſatisfie Caius's Cruelty, For it is not for 
the good will he beareth us, that he maketh uſe of us; but that which is more, we are ſuſpeQ- 
ed by him,and he will cauſe us to be put to death, as be hath done others. For bis diſpleaſure i 
not limited by juitice, but by his will : IWe alſo ſhall ſerve him for a mark to aimat. For 
which cauſe, it behoveth us to provide for the ſecurity and liberty of all men z andeſpecially, 
to warrant our ſelves againſt all thoſe dangers that threaten us. 

Clement declared by apparent figns, that he thought well of Chereas reſolution, 
but he counſelled him to make no words of it, for fear the rumour thereof ſhould be 
ſpread among the people, and the ſecret ſhould be diſcovered before the execution : 
and leſt that Caizs getting am inkling thereof, they ſhould all of them be drawn into 


danger of death ; and in the mean while, it behoved them to hope that ſome good py 


fortune would fall out to their fartherance : and that for himſelf, his age had taken 
from him the neceſſary courage that belonged to ſuch enterprizes. © It may be (faid 
<« he) that may furniſh you with ſome advice more ſecure than yours 1s, Chereas , for 
a more honeſter than it is, who is he that can propoſe ? This ſaid, Clexert returned to 
hishouſe, ruminating with himfelf upon thoſe words which he had both heard and 
ſpoken. But Chereas grew fearful, and conferred with the Colonel Cornelivs Sabin, 
whom he knew to be a nian of reputation, a lover of liberty, and greatly difcontent- 
ed with the. eſtate for the miſeries of the Common-weal ;z and ſeeing it was ne- 
ceſfary to attempt that with all expedition which he had intended, he thought good 
to impart the matter to him; fearing leſt C/s-zent ſhould difcover all the Conſpiracy, 

confidering that delay and procraſtination would be but an occaſion to hinder the 1- 
&ion. When therefore he perceiv'd him to give ear to all that which he intended, 
and that already he was confirmed with no leſs reſolution than himfelf was; butin that 
he knew not with whom he might familiarly communicate the fame, he ſaid [nothing + 
whereas otherwiſe he was ready, not only to conceal that which he had heard; but alſo 
declared that which he had in his heart, he was ſo much the more encouraged. For 
which cauſe, without further delay they went to Minuciarns, who was conformable 
unto them in virtue, good affeCtion, and great courage 3 and who beſides that, was 
ſuſpe&ted by Cains by reaſon of Lepidus death; For, AMinucianus and Lepides were 


very great friends, and had been affociates in the ſame dangers. For Caivs was feared © 


by all thoſe who had any publick Office,, ſparing none of them in particular or general, 
but made them all groan under the burthen of his fury. = 
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Now they knew well one another, that all of them were diſpleaſed to ſce the Com:

manifeſt the hatred that each of them bare to Caixs, although their ſecret CMNCENt aftcy Chriſt's 


rogether, they were accuſtomed to eſteem* 2/inucianes for the moſt honourable man 


of the Company, as in truth, among all the Citizens of Rome he was the moſt fa- 


mous, valiant and beſt eſteemed among them : being therefore aſſembled at that time. 


he was firſt of all requeſted to ſpeak his opinion. For which caule he asked Chereas 


what the watch-word was he had received that day (for all the City knew very well 
what mockery Caizs uſually uſed in giving Chereas the Watch-word : ) Chereas, nat< 


withſtanding this diſgrace, failed not to anſwer him, relying on the wiſdom of 245- 
aucianus, and ſaid unto him 3 


But give you me for the Watch-word, Liberty; mean while T give you thanks for that 


you have awakened me more ſpeedily, than of my ſelf I have accuſtomed to be. Tou need 


20t now any ſurther enforce your ſelf to incite me by your words, ſith both you and I have 
undertaken the ſame reſolution. Before we were aſſembled in this place, our thoughts were 


united. Behold here my ſword that is girt unto my ſide; this ſhall ſuffice for us both. , And 


if you'pleaſe you ſhall be my Captain, and I will march nnder your Command, and will fol- 
low you under aſſurance of your aſſiſtance and wiſdom. They, who have valiant hearts, nee 
ver want Arms : forit is a confident courage that makes the weapon do execution. That 
which kindleth me thus to this aFion, is not the conſideration of my particular intereſt » 


for T have not the ley(ure to think on thoſe dangers that threaten me, through the grief 


that T conceive, to ſee the Liberty of my Countrey changed into ſlavery; and the force of 
the Laws wholly aboliſhed, and all ſorts of men condemned to death by Caius crnelty. 1t 
3s I that deſerve to be truſted in this execution, and I make you ty Judge, [ince you have 
the like intention that I have. | 
Minucianus , perceiving with what affeQtion Chzreas ſpake, embraced him with 
all love; and after he had praiſed him, he exhorted him to continue his conſtancy : 
then departed they one from the other, with prayers and wiſhes; and at that time 


| there hapned a preſage that confirmed them the more. For as Chzreas entred into 


the Senate, ſome one among. the people caſt out a word, that redoubled his courage. 
Diſpatch (ſaid he) that which thou haſt todo ; for God will afliſt thee. . Chereas was 
ſomewhat afraid, leſt ſome one of his Aſſociates had betrai'd him. But at laſt, he 
thought it was ſome one of thoſe, who, being privy to his refolution, gave him a 
Watch-word to animate him the more; or that it was God, who, governing and ob- 
ſerving humane affairs, puſhed him forward. After he had imparted this his delibera- 
tion to diversz ſundry Senators, Knights, and Souldiers being advertiſed hereof were 
in Arms. For,there was not any one that ſuppoſed not that Caizs death was the great- 
eſt good hap the Common-wealth could expe&t. For which cauſe,all of them enforced 
themſelves as much as they could, to afliſt the execution with couragious and virtu- 
ousreſolution : and as forward were they 1 affection as in power 3 in words as jn ef- 
fe, deſiring each of them to be partakers in the diſpatch of a Tyrant. For Caliſthus 
alſo, who was Caizs freeman, and raiſed by him to great Authority, yea, ſuch as almoſt 
equal'd him, adjoyned himſelf to them for the fear he apprehended of all men, and 
for thoſe great rickes which he had gathered together, for that he was a man of a cor- 
rupt conſcience, and eaſily won by bribes and preſents, doing wrong to all men, and 
abuſing the power he had,againſt whomſoever he pleas'd, contrary to all right and rea- 
ſon. Beſides, for that he knew the unbridled nature of Caz#4,who having once conceiv- 
ed anill opinion of any man, could never afterwards be diſlwaded or reconciled. A- 
monglt divers other dangers that he had to apprehend, . the greatneſs of the danger 
of his riches was not the leaſt, which was the cauſe that made him ſerve Claudine, 
and ſecretly to follow him, under hope, that after Cais death, he ſhould be his Suc- 
cellour in the Empire, and that at that time he ſhould by him be maintained in the 
ſame eſtate, which he enjoyed : and by this means he thought to obtain his amity and 
good liking, by giving him to underſtand how Cai#s had commanded him to poyſon 
him, and how he had invented infinite delays to defer this execution. As for mine 
own part, I think that Caliſthas forged this matter. For if Caizs had pretended to 
kill Claydizs, he had not been diſſwaded by Caliſthzs allegations, who had preſent- 
ly received his reward, if he had deferred to execute his Maſters command, with all 
expedition in a matter ſo acceptable to him. So it is, that the Providence of God 


G would not permit Cai## to execute that rage againſt Claydias 3 and Caliſthua was there-

For, 
no man ſuſpeCted Chereas, ſo diſcreetly had he behaved himſelf in all things: and he 
perſwaded himſelf that no man would have thought that he ſhould lay violent hands 
on Cains. And although he had'done nothing toany effect 3 yet ſoit is, that the pow- 
er of the Gods was ſufficient to give him force, and to kill him without drawing 
weapon. Chereas was ſore diſpleaſed againſt his companions , in reſpe& that he 
feared that they would let {lip their occaſion 3 and although they perfectly 
knew that he intended it for the maintenance of the Laws, and for the good of them 
all: yet did they requeſt him to delay a little, for fear leſt- in the execution he 
ſhould 1n ſome ſort miſcarry, and for that cauſe the City might be brought in trouble 
by the informations that would be made of that at ; and that at length when Caivs 
ſhould be ſo much the better provided againſt them, they ſhould not know how to 
ſhew their virtue, when the time required that they ſhould affault and ſet upon him. 
They therefore thought it good that the opportunity to ſet forward this buſineſs, 
ſhould be the time in which the Games of the Palace were celebrated, which were 
ſolemnized in honour of Ceſar, who firſt of all difanulled the Peoples Authority, and 
appropriated it to himſelf. This Solemnity 1s celebrated in a Tent before the Palace, 
where the noble Citizens, with their wives and children remained to behold the 
ſport, and Ceſar himſelf likewiſe. At that time they concluded that it would be an 
eaſte matter for them, when ſo many thouſands of people ſhould be ſhut up in ſo 
narrow a place; ſo that he, who would ſtep formoſt to give the ſtroke, might very 
eaſily be ſuccoured, for that he could have no affiſtance, although his Guard ſhould 


have the courage and defire to defend him. Chereas reſolved upon this, and it was 


concluded that the firſt day of thoſe ſports that were next at hand, the deed ſhould 
be done : but their adventure was greater than their concluſion. For the delay was 
fuch, as the third day was almoſt paſt, and hardly could they be drawn to attempt 
the matter onthe third day. At which time Chereas aſſembled all the Confederates, 


and told them that the opportunity of time had overſlipt them, accuſed and reproach- 


ed them of flackneſs in that execution, which had been ſo virtuouſly reſolved a- 
mong them : and that it was to be feared, leſt if any ſhould bedifcovered, the whole 
matter ſhould be fruſtrate: by which means Caizs might grow more cruel than 
he was before, See we not (ſaid he) that by how much liberty we take from our ſelves, 
by ſo much we augment Caius tyranny ? whereas we ought firſt of all to obtain ſecurity for 
our ſelves, and afterwards purchaſe perpetual felicity to others, the greateſt glory whereof 


ſhall redound unto our ſelves. Now they having nothing to reply againſt ſo honourable 


a refolution, and yet notwithſtanding no ways enforcing themſelves towards the aCti- 
on, but remaining altogether amazed without one word ſpeaking, Chereas ſpake 
thus: 

Moſt noble and generous Gentlemen , what is the cauſe that we linger and delay in 
this manner £ See you not that this day is the laſt day of the Games, and that Caius is 


ready to go to Sea £ for he hath determined to ſail into Alexandria, and to ſee Egypt : 


iruly it will be a ſmall honour for us, if we ſuffer him to eſcape out of our hands, to the 
end that both by land and Sea , he may triumph over the Romans negligence, How 
can we chuſe but condemn our ſelves juſtly, and challenge nothing but diſhonour, if ſome 
Egyptian ſuppoſing that men of free condition could not any longer endure his inſo- 
lence, ſhould put the matter in execution £ For mine own part, T will dream no longer 
#pon your conſultations, but this very day will IT hazard my ſelf 5 and betide me what 
can, I will ſuſtain all fortunes with pleaſure and courage. For TI am a man of that 
mind, that no danger can be ſo great or grievous to daunt me, or draw me from ſo 
worthy an exterprize which ſome other will put in execution if T delay , depriving 
me of the greateſt honour and glory that the world can afford for its deliverance, This 
ſaid he departed with an intent to attempt and end the matter, and encouraged the 
reſt to do the like ; fo that all of them were deſirous to ſet hand to the enterprize, 
without any further delay. The cuſtom was, that the Captains of the Guard entred 
the Palace with their ſwords by their ſides, and in ſuch equipage they asked the Em- 
peror the Watch-word. At that time it fortuned that it was Chereas turn to fetch the 
Watch-word, a great number of people had flocked to the Palace, to take up 
their places to behold the Games with great preſs and noiſe 3 wherein Cairs wy 
greatly 
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A greatly delighted : for there was no diſtinCtion of place either for Senators or Knights, FRAY 
but each one fate together coufuſedly, men and women, ſlaves and freemen. Caius, er of the 
arriving there firſt, had offered ſacrifice in honour of Ceſar Auguſtus, in whoſe ho- of ' Clriſs 
nour likewiſe thoſe ſports were ſulemnized. It came to paſs that whileſt thoſe Beaſts Nqnziry, 42. 
were embovelled, that were appointed for ſacrifice, 4ſprenas Gown, who at that 
-time was Senator, was beſprinkled with blood : whereat Cazxs began to laugh ; yet £#w ſacrifi 
notwithſtanding, this was a preſage for Aſprenas. For he was {lain that very day ES 
that Caius was. It is reported that Caixs at that time, contrary to his own nature, CAſprenas- 
behaved himſelf moſt affably towards all men, ſo that all the afliſtance were aſtoniſh- 

ed to behold the courteſie that he uſed. After the ſacrifice was done, he fate hin 

down to behold the Paſtimes, and had about him the moſt noble of his friends and - 
familiarss Now was there every year a Theatre builded, according to this form and The Theatre! 
faſhion that enſueth : It had two gates, the one towards the open yard; the 6- 
ther opening upon the porch , by which the aGtors had their epreſs arid regrels; 
without diſturbance of thoſe who ſate to behold the paſtime. There was within the 
ſame a certain room, ſeparated from the reſt, where the Players and Muſicians 
kept. When the people were ſeated, and Chereas, with the Captains were near a- 
bout Ceſar, who fate on the right ſide of the Theatre : Batibins one of the Senators; 
a man very expert in feats of Arms, asked Cluvitus privily in his ear, who fate by 
him and had in like ſort been Conſul, whether he heard any news? who anſivering 
C him, that he had heard nothing. 0 this day (ſaid Batibius ) ſhall the tragedy be plaid of 

a Tyrants death. Cluvitzs made him this reply in Homers words, oy 


Whiſt : leſt ſome Greek, ſhould lifter to our talk: 


Battbue, 
Clunitus. 


Now whileſt ſome one darted certain apples and rare and precious Birds at the 
people, Cains took great pleaſure to behold how they {trove one with ariother round 
about him, buffeting one another to ſee who ſhould get the ſame : but at that pres 
ſent there chanced two preſages: for the ſport that was repreſented, was of a Judg, 
who was appreherided and crucified, and in the Dance they repreſented Cyzers, who 
was killed with Myrrba her Daughter : and there was a great quantity of blood ga- 
thered to counterfeit both the .murther of the Judge that was crucified, as alſo of 
Cynera. It is affirmed likewiſe, that the day was the very ſame, whereon Philip the 
Son of Amyntas King of Macedon, had been killed by Payſenias one of his familiars; 
at ſuch time as he entred the Theatre. Whilſt Cains was incertain with himſelf whe- 
ther he ſhould remain until the ſports were finiſhed, for that it was the laſt day of 
' them, or rather ſhould reſort to the Bath, and after he had refreſhed. himſelf, return 
back again thither as he had done before 3 2inntianns fitting next unto hirh, 
fearing leſt the occaſion ſhould be overſlipt, becauſe he had ſeeni Chereas go out 
of doors, with an intent to go and encourage him. But Caizs catcht him by the 
E Gown, ſaying, Whither go you, my friend ? At which time for the reverence fake 
* that he bare unto Czſer, he ſat himdown again: but the fear that he had, grew ſo 
forcible, that he aroſe again; ſs that Cains could not detain him, ſuppoſing that 
he had gone thence to diſpatch ſome important buſineſs. At that tide 'did 4ſ- 
prenas counſel, Ceſar to repair to the Bath, telling him that after his refreſhment he 
caight teturn thithet again all which hedid, being defirous that the reſolution mighe 
take effect, They that were with Chzreas wete ready diſpoſed to take advantage 
of the time, and were agreed each of them to ſtand prepared and in a readineſs, in a 
place appointed, to the intent to a the Tragedy : and the delay ſeemed very tedious 
to them, for it was already three a clock afternoon. So that Chereas ſeeing that Caius 
F lingred fo long, intended to go in unto him arid aſlail hin if his ſeat : but he con- 
ceived that he could not bririg that to-pafs without great loſs and nuirther of the Se- 
riators, and Knights that were preſent. Now although he had this apprehenſion, 
yet addreſſed he himſelf to the execution thereof, ſuppoſing that the lols that might 
happen by the death of ſome one, would be well reconipenſed by the ſecurity and li- 
berty, that would redoufd unto all men. Wheh as therefore they were in a readi-. 
neſs to enter the Theatre, news was brought them, that Cains was riſen to come forth 3 
by means whereof there aroſe ſome noiſe. For which cauſe the Confedesates turned 
back into the Theatre, and appeaſed the people, telling them that they diſpleaſed 
and annoyed the Emperor : but the effe& was, to draw him aſide from all thoſe, 
who might yield him any aſſiſtance; and fo to ſet upon him. Before Caius marched 
Clandius his Uncle, and 14, Minucianus his Siſters Husband and Yalerizs who at that 
time was Proconſal, who might not by any means be drawn from their place, al- 
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PRLALPNY though they had the will, by realon of the Place and Dignity which they held. Caz- H 
ries / # us followed after them, accompanied with Paulas Aurnniizs, Now when he was en- 
aſicr 0%,” tred into the Palace, heleft the ready way where his Officers were, and Clandius and 
Natizicv, 43 his Aſſociates held : and turned aſide by an unfrequented way to the Baths, on pur- 
APN pofe to ſee certain young Boys, who were come out of 4/#:, and were ſent him out 
of that Countrey, partly to ling in thoſe Ceremonies that were inſtituted by him, 
and partly to dance in Arms about the Theater and in that place Chereas came and 
encountred him, a:king him the Watch-word : which Caizs gave him very reproach- 
fully according to his cuſtom. For which cauſe without any further delay, Chereas 
aſlailing him both in word and a&, drew his ſword and gave him a great wound, 

which notwithſtanding was not mortal: ſome ſay that Cherezs purpoſely wounded 1 
Ciins ſain, himafter that manner, becauſe he would not kill him at once, but to his greater tor- 
ment increaſe the number of his wounds : but I connot believe it, for that in ſuch ex- 
ecutions a man hath no leyſure to determine how to ſtrike. And if Chereas had ſuch 
an intention, I account him the verieſt fool that might be, for he rather took plea- 
ſure to content his deſpite, than readily to deliver both himſclf and others, who, by 
his delay, in being of his Confederacy might be drawn into hazard. For, if Caius had 
not been ſuddenly killed, he could not have wanted reſcue, and it ſhould ſeem that 
Chereas had not pretended to do fo much mifchief to Cains, as to himſelf and his Fel- 
low-confederates. And being 1n this uncertainty, whether his enterprize ſhould have 

fallen out happily or no, he had without reaſon both undone himſelf and loſt the oc- K 
calton, whereas having happily hit home, he might without a word ſpeaking ſecure 
himſelf againſt thoſe who would offend him But let every man think what beſt pleaſe 
cth him, Cains feeling the grief of the wound ( for he was ſtricken between the ſhoul- 
der and the neck, and his ſword could not pierce further, by reaſon that it hit upon 
the b6r{t bone of the breaſt) he cried not at all, neither called for any of his friends, 
whether it were that he diſtruſted. them all, or that he had ſome other thoughts; and 
' inlamenting himſelf he paſſed forward. But he was met by Cornelius Sabinus who 
was already prepared to encounter him, who thruſt him down upon his knees : 
+ 07% a whereupon all of them environed him round about, and with mutual exhortations 

i:+-wo:ng: ENCOUraged One another to do their utmoſt in murthering him. At length in all L 
but Chereas mens opinion they agreed on this, that it was Aquila that gave him the deadly 
y = :2- - Wound, thatſevered his foul from his body. But this a&t ought to be attributed to 
aQorof the Chereas : For though divers ſet to their hands in the ation, yet was he the firſt 
tragedy, Who had bethought him of the ation, having a long time before any of them pre- 
meditated the ſame, after what ſort it ſhould be attempted : and he alfo was the firſt 
that durſt boldly impart it unto others, and who after they had allowed of his reſo- 
lation, aſſembled them: and when every one was to ſpeak his opinion, he conclu- 
ded the ſame very diſcreetly, and had always done far more than the reſt ; ſo that 
by his earneſt and honourable perſwaſtons, he encouraged thoſe that were faint- 

hearted, ſince at ſuch time as the opportunity preſented it ſelf, to ſet hand to the exe- M 
\ cution, he was the firſt that attempted it, and who valiantly ſtruck and made an eafie 
way to the reſt, who found Caizs calm enough, for he was almoſt dead. For which 
caule, it is neceſlary that all which others have done, ſhould be aſcribed to Chereas 

advice, vertue and diligence. 

Thus died Caixs, being ſtruck with many mortal wounds, Now when Chereas and 
his Companions had diſpatched him, they percerved well that it would be impoſſible 
for them to ſave themſelves, if ſo be they ſhould return by the way that they came; fo 
much were they raviſhed with that which they had done : For they drew themſelves 
into no ſmall danger by murthering an Emperour, who was cheriſhed and beloved 
through the folly of the common people, and whoſe death the Soldiers would not N 
leave unpuniſhed, Now in that the ways were narrow where the murther was done, 
and they themſelves allo were hindred by reaſon of the great number of people, and 
Officers and Soldiers that gave their attendance that day in guarding the Emperour 5 

Chez with they took another way, and retired themſelves into Germaricus's lodging, who was 
Ns Contec” Cains's Father, whom they had lately killed. This houfe adjoyned unto the Palace. 
ne; For although the Palace was but one, yet confiſted it of divers lodgings which were 
cs houſe. builded by ſeveral Emperours whoſe names, whether they had begun or finiſhed the 
works, were impoſed upon the ſame Buildings, When therefore they had eſcaped 
from the preſs, they were in ſafety as long as the inconvenience that had befallen 
the Emperour was yet hidden. The firſt report of his death came to the Ger- oO 
mans who were of his Guard, being a Company choſen out of that Nation named * 
the Celtique Band , for the preſervation of the Emperours Perſon. Theſe men 
are 
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are very prone unto wrath, and amongſt all other Barbarians, it is a rare thing in CYAN 
them to examine the cauſes of their execution : otherwiſe they ore men ſtrong in bo- apr ca 
dy, and who in the Wars alwaysgive the firſt onſet, yielding great advantage to thoſe ,j;., * Chris 
on whoſe {ide they. fight. They having notice of Cairns murther, were vehemently Nativir, 43. 
orieved thereat, for that it is their manner to cenſure all things not according 
to right, but as they were anſwerable to their own profits : Cains eſpecially 
was dearly beloved by them, for he had obtained their favour by beſtowing much 
money upon them. Their Captain was one called $abirrs, who was notadvanced to 
that dignity, cither for his virtue or for the Nobility of his Anceſtors (for he was but 
a Fencer) but for his mighty ſtrength and huge body. They therefore ran about with 
their naked ſwords ſearching for Ceſars murtherers from houle to houſe ; and meets g,;;,. Þ.1. 
ing with Aſprenas at firſt, whoſe Gown (as we have faid) was bebloodied with the bs German 
blood of the ſacrifice, which was a preſage that boded him but little good for- Souldeers 
tune, they hewed him in pieces. The ſecond was Norbanzs (who for his Nobility _—_ 
and Anceſtors might derive his Titles from the nobleſt Citizens, amongſt whom were flew ciizs. 
divers Generals of Armies) who ſeeing they made no reckoning of his Dignity, and Aſprenas cut 
being of himſelf endowed with great force and ſtrength, he took a ſword from one ' "ar er 
of them which firſt aſſailed him 3 with whom he grapled , and made them know 
that he intended they ſhould buy his blood very dearly; nnd indeed ſo had he 
done, but that, being environed by divers, who affailed him at once, he was beaten _ 
down, and ſtruck with many deadly wounds. The third was Amtciirs, one of the , Arrcins. 
number of the Senators, who with ſome others met not with theſe men by chance; | 
as the two other had done; but to ſhew the hatred that he bare unto Caizs, and 
the pleaſure that he took to ſee him lye dead, was come out of his houſe, being eg- 
ged on with envy to feed his eyes with that ſpectacle, For Caizs had baniſhed A+ 
feins Father, whoſe name likewiſe was Arteins, and not content therewith, he had 
ſent his Souldiers to kill him, He therefore with great pleaſure beheld the car- 
caſe of this Tyrant; but hearing the uproar that was raiſed in every part of the houſe, 
he thought good to hide himſelf : yet could he not avoid the narrow ſearch of the 
Germans, who were ſo diſpleaſed, that they killed all they met, whether they were 
guilty or guiltleſs of the fact - Thus were theſe three made away. | 

But after the rumour of Caizs death was heard in the Theatre, every one was ama- , _ 
zed, and could ſcarcely believe it. For although divers of them were very glad that arg Wan 
he was taken out of the world, perſwading themſelves that it would highly profit dogs ny ne ih 
them; yet'did their fear hinder their belief. On the other fide, there were ſome, mented Cias 
who defiring not that any ſuch miſhap ſhould befal Ceſar, and conceiving in their 
thoughts, that it was impoſlible to be done, for that there was no men ſo bold, as 
to attempt it 3 they ſuppoſed the report to be altogether falſe. Of this mind were 
certain women and children, flaves and ſouldiers. Theſe by reaſon they received 
wages at his hand, tyrannized with him, being his miniſters 1n all thoſe abuſes that he 
offered to many good Citizens, in partaking the booty, and other advantages that 
Cains drew unto him. As for the Women and Children, they were of that opinton, by 
reaſon that ſuch kind of people take delight in Plays, Jelts, Donations of fleſh, and 
other ſuch Paſtimes, which Cains in word pretended to do to gratifie the common 
people, but in effect it was to have means to ſatisfie his rage and cruelty. He was al- 
fo gracious among the fervants and flaves, for that by him they had liberty to ac- 
cuſe and contemn their Maſters, and were therein countenanced by Caius. For when 
they falſly accuſed their Maſters, they were eaſily believed; and when they diſcover- 
ed their Maſters treaſures, 1n recompenſe of their diſcovery they were not only made 
free by him, but alſo ſent home with rich and ample rewards. For the reward that 
was a{ligned them, was the eighth part of thoſe goods that were confiſcated. As for 
certain of the Nobility, although the matter ſeemed true to ſome of them, for that 
before they were privy to that which the reſt intended, and notwithſtanding they, 
deſired that the enterprize ſhould be effefted ; yet kept they all things cloſe, and 
gave no fign of joy, nor made any ſhew that they heard that which was reported. 
For ſome of them feared leſt if they ſhould be fruſtrated of their hope, they 
ſhould bring themſelves in danger of puniſhment , for having diſcovered their 
intent fooner than they ſhould have done. They likewiſe who knew the enter- ;;;.......... 
prize and were Confederates with the Acors; yet did they more cloſely conceal & cars _ 
it the one from the other, fearing leſt if they ſhould diſcover the matter to any one of death. * 
thoſe, who drew any commodity from Caius tyranny, they might bewray them : 
whereby if Caius (hould be yet alive, they might incur the danger of puniſhment. 
For the report was, that he had been wounded in certain placesz yet that he was not

The year of the No man therefore durſt freely diſcover the ſecrets of his heart to his Neighbour ; for 
_ Chriſt * they that ſpread thoſe reports, were either friends (and for that cauſe were ſuſpeted as. 
Nativity, 4z. favourers of his Tyranny) or enemies, and by that means, 1n that they were but fini-. 
| 


ſterly affected towards Caius, there was no certainty to be gathered of that which they 
ſaid, There aroſe alſo another report, which daunted and beat down the hearts and 
hopes of the Nobility 3 namely, that Cazzs ſetting light by the danger wherein he was, 
and as little alſo by the wounds he had received, was come into the Market-place all 
bloody as he was, and after this manner declaimed before the people : See here, how 
they that ſpread theſe rumours, preferred their conjedures, which were void of all reaſon < 
which diſtracted thoſe that heard it, according as they were affected. Notwithſtande 7 
ing all this, noman removed from his place, for fear leſt they ſhould be ſuddenly ace 
cuſed 3 knowing well that they ſhould be accuſed, not according to their thoughts and 
affections, but according to the diſpoſition of their Judges and Accuſers. 


The German But after that the Germans had environed the Theatre with their naked Swords, all 


Soldiers 1e- that were preſent expetted nothing but death 3 and as ſoon asany man entred they 
ſort to the x : ; 2 
Theatre, Were ſeized with ſuch an amazement, as if they had already felt the ſtrokes 3 fo that 


they knew not what to do, having no heart to depart from thence 3 and otherwiſe 
perſwading themſelves, that if they ſtayed there any longer, it would breed them fur- 
ther danger. At length, when the Soldiers were entred into the Theatre by force, all 
the Aſſembly cried out, proteſting that whatſoever was done, it -was beſides their K 
knowledg, whether it were either attempted by Conſpiracy, or any other means. They 
therefore moſt humbly entreated them, that they would ſpare them, and not inflict 
the penalty of the guilty on thoſe that were innocent : For their own parts, they pray» 
ed them to ſearch out thoſe who had committed the ad, if any ſuch thing were com- 
mitted. And thus ſpake they with tears, beating their breaſts, and calling the Gods to 
witneſs 3 alledging that which the preſent danger ſuggeſted them with, and as much as 
ſuch as pleaded for their lives could ſay. By theſe perſwafions of theirs the Soldiers fus - 
ty was abated, ſo that they began to repent for what they had executed in the Thea- 
tre; forthis alſo was a cruelty, as they themſelves (notwithſtanding their barbarous 
incivility ) ſuppoſed it to be, which was, that the heads of Aſpreras and others that were L 
killed, were carried and ſet upon an Altar. Whereat all the Aſſiſtants were moſt griev- 
ouſly diſcontented, remembring themſelves of the dignity of the men, and having com- 
paſſion of that which had befallenthem 3; conſidering alſo, that they themſelves were 
not far off from dangers, being uncertain whether they ſhould fave themſelves : where- 
by it came to pals, that ſme of thoſe who had caule to hate Caius, durſt not freely re- 
joyce at his death, becauſe they were upon the point to loſe their own lives, having as 
yet no appearance of any ſafety. 

Atlength Auruntius, a man who was gracious among the people, and was one of the 


Rome, and in great eſteem amongſt all men in that behalf, entred the Theatre in a 
mourning Habit, and after a lamentable manner : And although he inwardly hated Ca- 
ins, yet for the fear he conceived leſt he ſhould loſe his goods, and in conſideration of 
the preſent danger, he diſſembled his joy 3 wearing all thoſe Garments of mourning, 
and uſing no leſs lamentation, than if he had bemoaned the death of his deareſt friend. 
After this manner he came into the Theatre, publiſhing Caizs's death, to the intent that 


The Germans the people might not be ignorant of that which had hapned : After this, he began to 
ny Sora repreſs the rage of the Germans, and commanded their Captains and Tribunes to put 
death ofCaiue, UP their Swords, aſſuring them of the Emperour's death z which a of his did manifeſt- 


is pacitied. Ty fave the lives of all thoſe who were aſſembled in the Theatre, and all them likewiſe, N 


whom they could have met with. For if they had had but the leaſt ſurmiſe, that Caius 
had as yet been alive, there was not any ſort of cruelty which they had not commit- 
ted : For they bare him ſo great love and affeftion, that to ſecure him from that miſ- 
fortune, they would have redeemed him with the loſs of their own lives. But as ſoon 
as they underſtood he was dead, they repreſſed their furious rage, which egged them 
forward to revenge 3 knowing that it availed them nothing, to diſcover ther affe&i- 
ons towards him, im that he could yield them no requital. Belides, the fear they had, 
leſt, that in purſuit of their Tyrannous Murthers, the Senate ſhould be incenſed againſt 
them, if ſo be the Government of the Eſtate ſhould be returned into their hands, made 
them contain themſelves. Thus was the fury of thoſe Germans appeaſed for the death O 
of Caius. | 


Mean-while Chereas (who feared very much, leſt Minncianus ſhould fall into the 
Germans 
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A Germans hands, and in their fury be murthered by them) ſought for him among the f JA 
Soldiers; enquiring of every one, whether they knew if he were killed or no. Where- "=o Spa 
upon 4ſinucianmns and Clement were brought unto him, who in his preſence commended aficy . Chriji's 
Chzrear's exploit, and gave him thanks in the name of the whole Senate 3 who witnel- WIS 
ſed that it was tothe general benefit, and good of the Commonweal ; and that the 7...

"rule, it finally (as being hated by all good men) determined and ended in miſery, as ; 
*manifeſtly appeared in that which had befallen Caizs 3 who, before any thing was ei- 
'B ither deviſed, '-praCtiſed or executed againſt him, was already hateful to all men; and 
-had in ſach ſort violated all Laws, that his greateſt friends were refolved to take Arms 
'againſt him, whoin appearance had deprived him of life, whea both 1n truth and in et+ 
Fe it was he himſelf, who was the Author of his own ruine. | | 
Hereupon all they aroſe who were in the Theatre, and raiſed great noiſe and trouble OI rrp 
in ſeeking to ſave themſelves. The occaſion was, that a certain Phyſician called Arcion, $2 7th 
being called out to go and dreſs cerain'men that were wounded 3 making a ſhew as if fone, 
he went to go and prepare ſuch things as were neceſſary for thoſe that were wounded; 
made thoſe iſſue out with him who fate neareſt unto him 3 but the truth was, he did it 
to the end to draw them out of the preſent danger. Mean-while the Senate aſſembled 
2 themſelves in the Palace, and the people flocked together to make enquiry after thoſe de 65" my 
who had murthered Cains : The people with an entire and fimple intent, the Senate Se . 
only to uſe ſome formal proceeding. For Yalerius Aftaticns, who had formerly been thoſe that flew 
Conſul, came forth among the people, who were in an uproar 3 and ſuppoſing it a ſtrange —_ F alert- 
matter that no man knew who had killed the Emperour, whilſt every one enquired 5-27 
who it was that had done thedeed; O, ſaid he, would it had been I that had done it. hid beeathe 
But the Conſuls publiſhed an Edi&, containing the Accuſations that were preſented a- Author. 
gainlſt Caius 3; commanding the people and Soldiers, who were as yet inthe Theatre, to 
retire themſelves to their Lodgings. And the people were put in great hope, that they 
ſhould be eaſed of thoſe Taxations, wherewith they had been burthened » And the 
D Soldiers were promiſed Honours and Dignities, if they would contain themſelves 1n. 
their accuſtomed order, and ſtir up no further trouble. For it was to be feared, leſt if 
they had been further fleſhed in Murthers, the City ſhould have fallen into ſome great 
danger, through Rapines and Spoils both of Houſes and Temples. But by this time all 
the whole Senate was aſſembled, eſpecially thoſe who were Confederates in Caius's 
murther 3 who ſeemed to gather courage, and to ſpeak boldly, as if the Government 


of the Eſtate had been fallen into their hands. 


CHAP. Il. 


The Soldiers reſolve to promote Claudius, Caius's Vnkle, to the Imperial Dagnity. Sa- 
| turninus's Speech in the Senate, for Liberty. Chxreas ſends to kill the Empreſs Ce- 
ſonia, Caiuss Wife, and her Daughter. Caius's good and evil Eualities, The Sol- 
diers carry Claudius into the Camp, to make him Emperour : The Senate ſents to 
 bim, to pray him to forbear. 


W/ Hit the Eſtate of the Empire was thus diſtratted, Claudius was ſuddenly fetcht Hedio & 731. 
out of his houſe : for the Soldiers aſſembling themſelves together, and confer- ow; chap 2. 

ring among themſelves what was requiſite to be done, perceived that it was impoſlible Oey, 
that ſo many, and ſo weighty affairs of the Commonweal, ſhould be well managed by a Emperour. 
Popular Government 3 and grant it could be poſſible, that it would yield them little 
or no profit : On the other ſide, if it ſhould happen that one of the chiefeſt of the Se- 
nate were choſen, that he would prove their enemy, for not having contributed to his 
Election. Whilſt therefore, the Sovereign Authority remained as yet undiſpoſed of, 
they thought fit to eleCt Claudius, who was Cains's Unkle,for their Emperour ; who was 
a man of that reputation, that none of thoſe who were aſſembled in the Senate, was more 
capable than he was, both in regard of his Birth, and alſo of his good Education; who 
likewiſe being by ther exalted to the Dignity of the Empire, would honour them and 
Withallanſiverable bounty acknowledg their good deſerts. Wherefore they reſolved to 
C go to his Lodging,and take him out to declare him EmperourzCn2#4s SentiusSaturninus, 
hearing of it and conceiving that there was no time to be loſt,to witneſs both his worth 
and his courage 3 he got up (as if he had been compelled, but in effe&, of his own - 
cord )

know what Virtue is, it is no ſmall felicity to live one honr in freedom of mind, and in a 
free Conntrey, and governed by ſuch Laws, which in times pait have made our Common- 
weal to flouriſh. For mine own part, I cannot remember our. ancient Liberty, for that I 
was born after the ſubverſton thereof : But T infinitely deſire to have the happy fruition of 
that which we enjoy at this preſent. And I think them alſo very happy, who are born and 
brought up in virtuous Studies, T likewiſe ſuppoſe that a ſecond honour next to the immor=« 
tal Gods, is to be aſcribed tothem, by whoſe Virtue at laſt, though very late, even in this 
our Age, we have obtained the felicity to enjoy the ſame 5 which happineſs would God, with 
our Tnheritances, we might bequeath to our Poſterity. For inregard of our ſelves, this day 
ſufficeth us both,as well all thoſe that are young, as they alſo who are old. For the Aged ſhall 


_ forſake this life with more pleaſure, in that they have had the knowledge of that Bleſſing, 


which is joyned to their Liberty : And the younger ſhall be furniſhed with a Royal Exams- 
ple, in admiring and knowing their Virtues, by whom. we enjoy this benefit of Freedom. 
For in regard of the preſent time, there is not any thing that we ought more earneſtly to af- 
feit, thanto live virtuouſly 3 for only Virtue is the thing that confirmeth men in their Li- 
berty. I cannot ſpeak of the time paſt, but only by hear-ſay ; but for what I have ſeen with 
mine eyes, and perceived by my obſervation, I know how great miſchiefs Tyrannies do ordi= 
zarily breed in a Politick Eſtate : For they utterly exſtinguiſh all Virtue, and deprive Free 
men of all that perfet magnanimity that may be in them 3, ant teach both to flatter, and to 
fear, for that the Commonweal is abandoned, not to the wiſdom of the Laws, but to the 
fury of intemperate Governours, For ſince Julius Cxſar bent his thoughts to overthrow the 
Popular Government in Rome, and violated the happy conrſe of Law, whereby our State 
flouriſhed, the Commonweal hath been overthrown, For in ſubjeFing the Law to his good 
liking, and himſelf to his particular deſires, there is not any kind of miſery and miſchief, 
that hath not overthrown our City 3 ſo that his Succeſſors have employed themſelves to the 
uttermoſt, and with a certain emulation, to aboliſh the Laws of our Countrey z, ſtriving 
which of them might diprive our Commonweal of her Nobleſt Citizens : For that they 
have made their account, that their ſecurity conſiſted in communicating their ſecrets with 
ſuch as were baſe and abje@ 3 abaſing, not only the great Courages of thoſe men, who were 
famons for their Nobility and Virtue ; but alſo by murthering a great number of them by all 
ſorts of Puniſhments : And whilſt all of them endeavoured to be abſolute in their Command, 
they made it their buſineſs to oppreſs the Commonwealth. 

But amongſt all the res, Caius, who this day hath loſt the benefit of life, hath wrought 
greater miſchiefs himſelf alone, than any other, by diſcharging his brutiſh and beaſily wrath, 
not only against the common Citizens, but aljo againit his own Parents and Friends ;, dee 

2cening himſelf alike towards all men; and manifeiting his injuſtice, in that he purſued 
them mot, who were moſt innocent ; and by this means grew hateful, not only to men, but 
alſo to the Immortal Gods. For it is not enongh for Tyrants to ſatisfie their Concupiſcence, 
to uſe all ſorts of Injuries, to raviſh both mens Wealth and their Wives 5 but alſo, they glo« 
ry, whey they may utterly ruine both their Fortunes and Families, who are their enemies. 
For all Liberty is oppoſed againit Tyranny, and it is impoſſible ( notwithſtanding all the mi- 
ſeries that may be imagined or offered ) that Free-men fhould agree with Tyrants, bow lit- 
ile tire ſoever it be that they have exerciſed their Tyranny. They alſo know too well, with 
how 11any miſchieſs they have entangled their Subje&s ( although they have not the ſpirits to 
revenge themſelves of thoſe wrongs that are done unto them) and being well aſſured into 
what incumbrances they have drawn them, perſwade themſelves, that they have but one on- 
ly means left them to ſecure themſelves ſrom ſuſpitions, and to procure their own ſecurity 5 


An Exhortati- Which is, to put them to death, if they may poſſibly do it. Since therefore at this time 
onto maintain yoxt are delivered fron ſo many miſchiefs, and are no more ſubje@, except to one another 


Liberty. 


(which is a Pledge of Concord for the preſent, and of ſecurity in time to come, and Glory 
unto him that hath redreſſed the EState ) you ſhall deal very well and wiſely in my opinion, 
to provide for the Commonweal ; foreſeeing very diligently, all that which concerneth the 
good and profit thereof. Itis ſree for any man to ſpeak, his opinion of that which diſpleaſeth 
him, for that there is no Superiour to countermand their ſayings, or that is exempt fron 
reproof,, if he offend againit the Commonweal, or that may threaten with the Authority of 
an Emperour, for that ſhall be ſaid. For what elſe, in theſe later times, hath encreaſed 
and furthered our over-topping Tyranny, than their ſiothful fear,who durſt in no __ ne 
themſelves 
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A themſelves against his Luit 2 For being entangled by a certain kind of pleaſure of a quiet PANAMA 
life, and accuſtomed to live after the manner of Slaves, and being afraid alſo to die wir- FH of th; 
tnonſly, and deſtrows to live with ſhame, we are fallen into theſe ſcarce ſuſferable Calami- ng } 
ties, and into ſuch miſchiefs as have concerned us too nearly. Firt of all therefore, you Nativity. 43. 
ought to honour thoſe who have killed the Tyrant, by dignifying them with as great honours * V2 
&s may be imagined, and eſpecially Chereas. For he only hath been the man, who by the onion ag 
power of the Gods, and through his great wiſdom and valour, hath given you your Libers his Noble Ac: 
ty. Neither ought you to forget him, but to heap Honours on his head 3 yea, ſpecial favours, *mpt, 
as to the man who firſt of all conſulted, and firſt of all hazerded himſelf againſt a Tyrant, 
for your liberty. It is an honeſt, and well-beſeeming a&ion of men of free hearts, to re« 
B ſtore and repay ſuitable kindneſs for the benefits they have received : Such is this man in 
your behalf 3 not like to Brutus azd Caflius, who murthered Cxſar 3 for they were the Ori. 
ginals of Seditions and Civil Wars in this City « And this man, by the death of a Tyrant, 
hath not only at once delivered you of him, but alſo hath cut off thoſe miſchiefs that aroſe by 
him. 
Thus ſpake Sertizs, and his advice was entertained with great applauſe, not only by 
the Senators, but the Knights alſo that were there preſent. Whereupon, a Senator, cal- 
led Trebellins Maximus, aroſe z and ſtepping to him, pulled off the Ring which Sentins 
had on his finger, wherein was inchaſed a Stone with Cazzs's Pifture in it, which Sex» 
tins had forgot to pull off; ſointent was he about that which he both ſaid and did ; 
C and by this means the engraved Image was broken. Now, in regard it was late, Che-- 
reas demanded ye Watch-word from the Conſul 3 who gave him the word, Liberty. Cerca re. 
They were all aſtoniſhed at this change, and could ſcarcely believe that which hapned. quietha 
For ſince the Popular Government had been aboliſhed, the Conſuls had never given ,"**< _ 
the Watch-word, until that preſent time : For before the City was oppreſſed by Ty- hands. 
ranny, the Conſuls commanded the Soldiers. After that Chereas had received the | 
Word, hegave it his Soldiers, who ſubſcribed to the Senate's Authority : Of theſe 
there wereabout four Companies, which preferred the Lawful Government before a 
Tyranny 3 who alſo retired themſelves to theirqOfficers, As for the people, they re- 
turned to their reſpeQive homes, full of joy, hope and courage, for that they had re- 
D gained the Government of the State, which belonged unto them, and not to any parti- 
cular Governour. In a word, Chereas was their only hope : He foreſeeing that there 
would ſome -miſchief follow, if Caizs's Wife and Daughter ſhould remain alive ; and 
that if all his Friends and Family ſhould not be utterly extinguiſhed, all thoſe who 
ſhould be ſpared, would ſerve to no other end, but to the ruine of the Commonweal, 
and the Laws :. And on the other fide, deſiring to ſee an end of that which he had be- 
gun, and to fatisfie that hatred he had conceived againſt Caivs 3 heſent Julizs Lupus, Chercas ſend- 
one of the Captains of the Guard, to kill both his Wife and Daughterz which he did, & FuliuLu- 
And the cauſe why he gave this charge chiefly to Lupus, was, for that Lupus was Cle- mere _ 
»:ent's Kinſman, who was a Confederate in the execution of Caizs 3 to the end, that Daughter. 
& partaking after this manner in the death ofthe Tyrant,he might be known to have dealt 
as forwardly for the Commonweal, as if, from the beginning, he had been a Counſeller 
and Agentin the Conſpiracy. Notwithſtanding there were ſome of his Companions of 
that opinion, that it ſhould be but a cruelty to deal with a woman 1n that ſort, for that 
Cains had offended through the corruption of his own Nature, and not by the counſel 
of his Wife 3 and that all thoſe evils which he committed in the Commonweal, by de- 
ſolating the Flower thereof, was his own offence, not hers. 
There were others that accuſed her to be the cauſe of all that which Caius had com< 
mitted z alledging that. ſhe had given him an Amorous Drink, by which he was ti- 
ed and entangled in ſuch ſort unto her, and fo led and tranſported by her love, that * 
-Þ ſhe governed all that which concerned the Eſtate of Rome, and the World ſubjelt to 
Rohre : But her Defenders prevailed nothing. For at length it was reſolved ſhe ſhould 
loſe her life. 
To finiſh this Tragedy L»pus was diſpatcht, wholoſt no time in the accompliſhment 
of their intent who had ſent him, for fear he might have been blamed, and accounted 
but coldly affeftionate towards the goud of the Commonweal, Therefore, as ſoon as 
he came into the Palace, hefound Ceſoria, Cains's Widow, lying by the body of her 
murthered Huſband, deſtitute of all that which the Law gratifieth thoſe that are dead 
with ; altogether bloody, and greatly afflicted ; having her Daughter lying by her : c:{nia2Guſ 
being in this condition, fhe was heard to utter no other words, but that ſhe blamed ct C:iw, for 
G Cains, for that he had not given credit to that counſel which ſhe had given him fo of- 0h ieturg 
ten 3 Which words of hers, were by ſome interpreted two ways 3 for ſome thought git to ker = 
that ſhe meant, that ſhe had counſelled her Huſband to give over his —_— = Counſels, 
urthers 
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murthers which he exerciſed againſt his Citizens 3 and that in his Government, he H 
ſhould uſe a tempered meaſure with virtue, for fear, leſt his Subjects miſliking of his 
 afies Chic; Manners, ſhould ſeek his deſtrution. Others took it, asif ſhe had encouraged Caius 


to ſet upon the Confſpirators, and kill them without any delay 3 yea, before they had 
committed any offence, and by that means provide for his ſecurity. They therefore 
ſaid, that Ceſonia blamed Caizs, for that he had behaved himſelf too careleſly, in that 
wherein ſhe had counſelled him, Such were the words which Ceſonia ſpake, and ſuch 
was the expoſition, as divers men interpreted them. | 

She ſeeing Lyps coming, ſhewed him Caixs's body, and prayed him with tears and 
complaints tocome nearer : But perceiving that he made no anſwer,then ſhe knew the 
cauſe of his arrival, and offered her naked throat unto him with a great courage, uſing 
ſuch expreflions as they ordinarily do, who deſpair of their lives ; ſhe defired him to 
defer no longer to finzſh that Tragedy which his Companions had begun 3 and fo died 
couragioully, by the hand of Lapxs : and after her, was her Daughter killed, which 
was very young. This did Laps allure Chereas of with all expedition. This was Caizs's 


c:imawickd end, after he had reigned four years wanting four months. Before ſuch time as he ob- 


man.

tained the Empire, he was an intemperate and wicked man, and addicted to his plea- 
ſure, a favourer of Tale-bearers, exceeding fearful 3 and for that cauſe, when he got 
the upper hand of any man, he was ready to kill him. He eſteemed this the only fruit 
of his power, to abuſe it againſt Innocents ; and to gather and heap up great ſpoils and 


. Booties, by wicked and unjuſt Murthers, Rapines and Oppreſſtons ; lifting himſelf a- 


bove all Humane Authority, and affeQting to be eſteemed as a Gody, ſuffering himſelf 
to be tranſported by the people's Praiſes 3 All that which the LaWcondemned and 
puniſhed, as a thing moſt deteſtable, that made he uſe of topuniſh Virtue with. He ne- 
ver remembred any friendſhip that had been done him, how great ſoever it either was 
or had been, when he was in his paſſion 3 and was apt to inflict puniſhments in his rage, 
on juſt and upright men; All that which was anſwerable to Virtue, was odious in his 
eyes. Inall things that pleaſed him, he had fo violent Appetites, that it was impoſſi- 
ble to contradit him 3 ſo that he wagnot aſhamed to uſe theunlawful company of his 
own Siſter : Whereby it came to paſs, that the Citizens of Rowe began to hate him ex- 
treamly, for that the like had not been ſeen or heard of 3 of a long time men could not 
believe it, notwithſtanding they ſufficiently expreſled the hatred they bare againſt the 
fat he had committed. It cannot be ſaid of.him, that he builded any work beſeeming 


C:ivs builded his Royal Magnificence, worthy the mentioning, or profitable either to the preſent or 


a Hayen, 


future world 3 except ſome Ports that he made near to Khegium and Sicilia, for Har- 
bour of ſuch Ships as came and went into Egypt for Corn 3 which doubtleſs, is a ſtately 
work, and very profitable for ſuch as travel by Sea. True it is, that it wasnot brought 
to perfeCtion, but only half finiſhed, becauſe the Work-men wrought (lowly. But the 
chief cauſe thereof was, that he ſpent his ſtudy in unprofitable matters, and loved ra- 
ther to conſume his Subſtance. to feed his own private Luſts, wherein he took great de- 
light, than to ereCt and build any goodly and famous Work, which might have re- jj 


C:ir-2nexcel- dounded to the profit of the Common-weal. Otherwiſe, he was an eloquent man, and 


lent Orator,

very expert in the Greek and Vulgar Roman Tongues,  apprehending preſently that 
which others ſaid 3 and although they had been tedious in their expreſſions, yet he 
anſwered them in an inſtant 3 and in Afﬀairsof Conſequence, he had ſuch a moving per- 
ſwaſton and power, that no man could exceed him, both in regard of his quick Wit, 
and eafie apprehenſion, becauſe he had taken pains,and had exerciſed himſelt'in Learns 
ing. For being Tiberi#s's Brother's Son, whole Succeilor he alſo was, he was enforced 
to be {tudious;; ſeeing that Tiberi#s, who was of the ſame years, was in like manner ex- 
ccllently learned. Caizs therefore enforced himſelf to imitate the Emperour Tiberizz, 
whoſe near KinE-man he was z and ſurpaſſed all thoſe that were in Rome at that time; 
Yet, notwithſtanding all theſe great advantages, which his good inſtrufjon had bred 
in him, could not hinder the misfortune that befell him, by the abuſe of his Authority. 
So rare a thing it 1s to.ſee them who have liberty, to do what they liſt without puniſh- 
ment, to govern themſelves with modeſty. In. the beginning he took delight in the 
friendſhip of very honeſt men, to get credit and reputation, thinking to outſtrip the 
moſt excellent : But after he was given over to licentiouſneſs, the affection that he bare 
them was changed and inſtead thereof, he grew more averſe from them daily z where- 
by they were enforced to conſpire againſt him, and ſeek his ruine. 


Now, asI have heretofore declared, Clandins underſtanding of that which had be- 


jmw,chap. 3. fallen Cains his Nephew, and ſeeing all his houſe wholly troubled for this occaſion, 


was in fuch diſtreſs, that he knew not what to do to fave himſelf; but went and hid 
himſelf 1na certain corner, where he was ſurprized, having no other cauſe to apprehend 
, his 
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A his danger, except his Nobility. For during the time that he lived a private man, he Aw==n 
behaved himſelf modeſtly, kindly, and favourably unto all men, being well ſeen in ry of the 
the Sciences, and principally in the Greek tongue, ſhunning as much as in him lay, he” - Wb 
all tumult and train that might breed trouble. When as therefore the people at that Na:vivy, on, 
time were wholly amazed at the trouble, and the Palace was full of fury and fear, "vw 
and nothing reigned more in general than confuſion and diforderz, the Souldiers of 
the Guard, who were the moſt experienced and bold, conſulted amongſt themſelves 
what courſe they were to take.Neither were they much diſcontented with Caizs death, 
in-that they ſuppoſed that upon jult occaſion, he was put to death,for which cauſe they 
rather bethought themſelves on that which concerned their fortunes, and how they 

B might aſſure themſelves in thoſe dangers,ſceing the Germans were wholly bent againſt 
thoſe, who had killed Cairs 3 rather incited thereunto of their own cruel natures,than 
of any good affeQtion they had towards the welfare of the Common weal. All which 
thiogs troubled Claydins,and put him in fear of his life,the rather for that he ſaw Aſpre- 
as head and thereſt of the Nobility that were maſlacred, carried about to be ſcen - 
for this cauſe he kept himſelf in a certain place, which was only acceſſible by 
certain ſteps or ſtairs, and hid himſelf therein , becauſe it was obſcure. In 
that place one of the Souldiers of the Palace called Gratzs, being unable to diſcern 
who he was, in regard of the obſcurity of the place, and ſuppoſing him to. be ſome 
one that deſired to be concealed, he drew near unto him to the intent he might the 

C better know him < and when Claudius beſought him, that he would depart and leaye 
him, he paſſed the more onwards, and laying hold of him and drawing him into the 
light, knew him crying out to thoſe that followed him : This is Germanicvs, let us 
take hold of him, and create him Emperour. Claudizs perceiving that he was ready 
to be attached, and fearing leſt they ſhould put him to death as they had done 
Caius, beſought them that they would pardon him, proteſting unto. them his inno- 
cency, and how he had no ways been either acceſlary or agent in that which had been 
done. Whereupon Gratzs beginning to (mile, took him by the hand, ſaying, that 
he had no caule to ſuſpect his lite : © For (ſaid he) it behoveth thee to rouſe up thy 
« ſpirits, and to bethink thee how to govern an Empire, of which the gods (who 

D © have the careof the whole world) have deprived Cairns, to reward thy virtue with. 
<« Ariſe therefore, and take poſſeſſion of the Throne of thine Anceſtors. This ſaid, 
he lifted him on his ſhoulders, for that Claudixs could not walk on foot, through the 
fear and joy that he had conceived of that which had been told him, 
Upon theſe ſpeeches divers of the Souldiers of the Guard allembled about Gratus 
and perceiving that it was Claudius,” whom they ſuppoſed tobe dragged to his death, 
they had compaſſion of him as on an innocent, for that they knew him to be a man 
of a milde nature, who all the time of his life intermedled with nothing, and whoin 
like ſort had been often in great danger during Caizs life. There were others of them 
that ſaid, that the judgment of this matter belonged to the Conſuls : whereupon, ,,, ;.... 

E althougha great number of Souldiers flocked about him, and the ſimple people that ond ts with 
were unarmed fled from them 3 yet could not Claudius go on his way 3 fo weak and drawn unto 
feeble felt he himſelf in his whole body.

his litter, perceiving his plight, fled away for fear, and left him, fo little hope had 
they that their Maſter ſhould eſcape with his life, whom they ſaw to be thus drawn 
by the Souldiers. Now when Gratzs and his Aſſociates were arrived in the Court 
of the Palace, which (as 1t is reported) is the place which was firſt of all inhabited 
in Roxze, they began to think upon that which was to be done: thither alſo there 
flocked a great number of other Souldiers unto them, who took pleaſure to behold The cauſe 
Claudius, enforcing themſelves to place him in the Imperial Dignity, in regard of *Þit induceth 

F.that good afte&ion which they bare to Germanicus his Brother, whoſe memory was my = Fog 
much honoured among all thoſe, who had converſed with him. Moreover, they « Emperor, 
ripped up how many avaritious aGts the Senate hag committed, and how great errors 
the chiefeſt Senators had been guilty of, beſore the Publick Government was changed. 
Moreover, they conſidered the danger and difficulty of their a&tions then in hand, 
for that the Government being adminiſtred by one only man, would be dangerous 
for them, if he ſhould obtain the ſame by any other meansz whereas if Clazdins ſhould 
enjoy the ſame by their permiſſion and good will, he woud have themin remembrance 
who had favoured him, and would recompence them according to their merits. This 
was the effe& of their diſcourſe, which they held among themſelves, or when they met Claudius car- 

G with one another. All of them at length concluded upon this advice, and environed <9 92 mens 
Claudius, and lifting him up upon their ſhoulders, they carried him into the At- | Sr yuas 
my, tothe intent that no man might hinder them to finiſh that which they intended.

« dangers he himſelf had alſo ſuffered with them, during the reign of Caizs their late 
« Emperour. That it ſhould ill become him, who had deteſted the fury of others ty- 
« ranny, now willingly to be drawn to oppoſe himſelf againſt his Countrey, That if 
© he would obey them, and continue to expreſs the virtue and conſtancy of his life, 
© which in times paſt he led with commendation, he ſhould obtain thoſe Honors which 
< free Citizens could afford him, and in ſuffering himſelf to be governed by Laws, to 
© theend he might have part in the command, and to be commanded in his turn, he 
«(ſhould obtain the praiſe of virtue. That if he would not be diſlwaded by the death 
«© of Caius, which was freſh in memory, for their own parts they would hinder his 
<« proceedings as. much as in them lay. They alſo alledged , that they were 
© provided with Souldiers, and ſtore of Armour, and a great number of domeſtick 
< ſervants, all which they would: employ againſt him : But over and above theſe 
« things, they had far greater helps, namely their hope, and good fortune, and 
«the gods, who are wont to fight for thoſe who maintain virtue and goodneſs. 
<« They ſolemnly proteſted alſo for their own parts, that they were of that mind, that 
<there was nothing more honeſt and juſt,than to fight for their liberty and Countrey. 
The Embaſſadours that brought this meſſage were Yeranins and Broccus,who both of 
them were Tribunes of the people. They proſtrating themſelves on their knees before 
him, humbly beſought him that he would not engage the Common- weal in a Givil war, 
And ſeeing that Claudizs was incloſed with a great number of Souldters, in reſpeCt of 
whom the Conſuls were-of noforce,they beſought him that it would pleaſe him to.dee 
mand the Government at the Senates hands, and receive it from them if he were reſol- 
ved to be Emperour ; for that it would be an a& more holy, and juſt, if he ſhould 
obtain the ſame with their good will, and not in deſpight of thoſe, who would vouch- 
lafe it him willingly.

<« Claudius, conſiſteth of ſuch men, who have been long time trained up in Feats of

« and ſuch. as you joyn them with, are the very ſcum of your Slaves, who are both 
© © untraftable and untrained. We ſhall therefore enter fight againſt expert Soldiers,and

To this effe& ſpake Agrippa 3 and hereunto the Senators agreed, and ſent him to Agipps with 
Claudius, appointing him others to accompany him. As ſoon as he came to Claudins, vip 
he ſecretly diſcovered unto him in what perplexity the Senate was, and gave him in- 1. 
ſtructions to anſwer and carry himſelf like an Emperour, and to ſhew his Dignity and Claudiz's an- 
Power. Whereupon Claudius gave the Ambaſladours this aniwer ; © That he won- __— 
D © dred not that the Senate were ſo unwilling to be commanded by a Sovereign, in ; 
' © regard of that cruelty which the fore-paſled Emperours had uſed to their deſtructi- 
© on. But for the preſent they ſhould taſte of his mercy, and feel his moderate 
« Rule; and they ſhould live under the Government of ſuch an one, whoalthough in 
© name he had the Imperial Authority, yet that in effect he would govern all things 
<« by their diſpoſition. For which cauſe, he wiſhed them in no ſort to diſtruſt him, 
« whom, as they themſelves could witneſs, they had ſeen and known to have dealt 
<« yirtuoully and juſtly in many Affairs, although the ſtate of times had been far 
« different. Thoſe that were ſent from the Senate hearing theſe words, returned back —__. 
again. But Claudirs inſtantly aſſembled his Army, and exafted an Oath of Fidelity The Soldier's 
g from them; beſtowing on every one of them who were bf his Guard in way of Largeſs, 9*> 2: 
| five thouſand Drachma's, amounting toſome twenty five Pound a man, of our ſterling 
money. He preſented their Captains alſo with Preſents anſwerable to their Qualities, 
promiſing to perform no leſs bounty to all the reſt, in what place ſoever they were. 
Hereupon the Conſuls aſſembled the Senate in the Temple of Jupiter the Victorious, 
before day, and ſome of them hid themſelves through the fear they had of that which 
ſhould be ſpoken : Others departed out of the City, and reſorted to their Countrey 
Farms, foreſeeing with themſelves the ifſue of all theſe things 3 and perceiving that 
their hope of Liberty was loſt, they thought it ſar better for them to be exempt from 
danger, and to pals their life in quietneſs, though it were with SubjeQion, than to be 
F altogether uncertain of their ſecurity and ſafety, by maintaining the Dignity of the Se» 
nators : Yet, about a hundred of them drew themſelves together, and no more. Now - 
whilſt they were conſulting upon that which they were to do, they ſudden!y heard a The Soldiers 
ſhout of Soldiers that were aſſembled round about them, requiring the Senate to chuſe require 2 Mo- 
them an Emperour, and not to ſuffer their State to be loſt through a multitude of Go- 39425the, 
vernours; and to this effeCt ſpake they, leſt the Government ſhould be givea to divers, 
and not to one. This courſe of theirs gave little content to the Senators, both in re- 
oard of the lols of that Liberty which they expected, as through the good liking they 
had of Claudixs 3 notwithſtanding, there were ſome that pretended ſome hope to be Some ae 
advanced, both in reſpect of the Nobility of their Race, 2s in regard of their Alliance ** Empire.

Naizity, a3* (ſelves againſt Claudius. For amongſt others, the Fencers, who were of no ſmall number, 
they of the Watch, and the Saylers, joyned themſelves together with the Army. They 
therefore, that pretended todemand the Empire, gave over their Suit, partly in the 
Cities behalf, partly for their own private ſecurity. 

About break of day Chzreas and his Companions went forth to debate the matter 
with the Soldiers 3 and made ſigns to them, that he would ſpeak with them, but 
they made a great noiſe to cut them'off from proceeding any farther, for all of them 
were earneſtly bent to have an Emperour and Sovereign Lord ; and required with all 
expeditton, that they might have one proclaimed and known. So the Senate nnder- 
ſtood; by the Soldiers difdaining its Authority, that it was impoſlible to re-eſcabliſh 
the Republick 3 and on the other ſide, the Soldiers miſ-regarding fo worthy an Af- 

' ſembly, was unſufferable to Chereas and his Confederates againſt Cains. Art length, 

Chereas being unable to conceal his Paſſion, and hearing that they asked for a Mo- 

narch, promiſed that he would give them one, if they would bring him a Token 

from Eutzchax, who was the Wagoner to the Green Band, whom Caizs had loved 
extreamly 5 in ſo much as he employed his Soldiers in ſervile Labours, as to build 

him Stables for his Horſes, beſides ſeveral other reproaches, threatning them that he 

would bring them' Claudius's head 3 and told them that it was a ſhame, after having 

taken the Empirefrom a Fool and a Mad man, to give it toa Block-head. Yet none 

The Soldiers of theſe words could divert them from their purpoſe 3 but all of them drew their 
we 6,2 Swords, and with diſplayed Colours, marched towards Claudizs, to unite themſelves 
_ with thoſe, who had already bound themſelves by an Oath, to ſerve him faithſul- 
ly. Sothat the Senate was abandoned, and deſtitute of all defence 3 and there was 

no difference betwixt private men and Conſuls. All of them were aſtoniſhed and 

confuſed, not knowing what to do, becauſe they had thus provoked Claudins's diſ- 

pleaſure againſt them. And now fell they to reviling one another, in teſtimony of 

the repentance they conceived for their proceedings. Whereupon Sabizxs, one of 

Sabinus rather thoſe who had murthered Caius, aroſe, and proteſted, that he would ſooner cut his 
oy ang own throat, than conſent to the eſtabliſhment of Claudius, or behold with his eyes, 
of Claudins, the miſery and thraldom of his Countrey : He likewiſe encouraged Chereas ; telling 
him that he deſerved very little by cutting off Caizs, 1f he thought to live without 

the Liberty of his Countrey. To which he anſwered, that he made no account of 

kis life ; yet that he intended to ſound Claydins's mind, and with this reſolution they 

2 7orpcins concluded, Mean while ſome of the Senators thought on every ſide to break through 
TI, the midſt and thickeſt of the Soldiers, to go and do reverence and homage to Clau- 
reſort toC/au- Aus + amongſt whom was ©; Pompeins one of the Conſuls, whom the Soldiers accuſ- 
64s, ed to be one of the principal Actors to incite the Senate to recover their Liberty 3 
and they drew their Swords againſt him 3 and if Claxdius had not reſtrained them, 4 

they had ſurely diſpatched him : But he made him fit down by him, and by that 

means delivered him from the danger. The other Senators, who accompanied him, 

were not entertained thus honourably z but ſome of them were wounded, even then 

when they preſſed forth to ſalute Claudius : Aporwns retired himſelt fore wounded, 

Clauliuis and the re(t were ih great danger to loſe their lives. But King Agrippe drawing near 
perſvaded by Unto Clandins, deſired him to uſe as much lenity as was poſſible in him towards the 
Azipp1:0 Senators 3 for that if any miſchief ſhould betide them, he ſhould have no other per- 
-apetegy ſons to command, To the which Counſel of his Claxdins gave place, and aſſembled 
mildly. the Senate in the Palace, cauſing himſelf to be carried thorough the City in the com- 
pany of his Soldiers, who marched before him, keeping back the common people, px 

But amongſt thoſe that killed Caius, Chereas and Sabinus were come out into the ſtreets, 
notwithſtanding, they were forbidden by Pollo, whom not long before, Claudius had 

made Captain of his Guard. And as ſoon as Claudixs came into the Palace, whither 

he. aſl:mbled his friends, he pronounced ſentence againſt Chereas. For although 

his action was accounted both generous and noble, yet he was condemned for this, be- 

cauſe he was perfidious 3 whereupon he was adjudged to die, to give example to o- 

thers, to the end that Princes and Emperours may hereafter live in ſafety. He was 

Thom th4e therefore ledto his death with Lupus, and divers other Romans. It is ſatd of Chereas, 
mucthe:ed that he endured this accident with a great courage, which he expreſled, not only 1n 
C:/:272eX- that he changed not his countenance, bur alſo by the reproaches which he gave Lupus, 
Elite, who wept. For when Lzpys was putting off his Cloaths, and complained of the cold that 


he felt,he taunted him thus,alluding to his name, which was Lypxs 3 That never any on 
I 
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did harm to a \Wolf, Furthermore, when he came to the place of Execution, where FAAYY 
a great number of people were gathered together to behold the fpeRacle, he asked 23% of the

the Soldier that was appointed to b<hcad him, if he werea cunining headſman, and Re pag 
whether he had a new Sword 5 wiſhing him to uſe that wherewith he murthered Caine, Naniity, 4 
His death was happy, for he received but one ſtroke 5 whereas Lypys was faint-hearted 

and received divers, becauſe he ſtretched not out his neck freely, . Some tew days. af- 

ter, at ſuch time as the Romans ſolemnized thetr Expiations, and that every one ho- 

noured the memory of his dear Friend, they gave Chereas a part of that honour, and 

caſt his portion into the fire 3 ſaying, That was to deface and purge their ingratitude 

whereof they were guilty towards him. Thus ended Chereas his Life. But for Sabinus, 

although Claudixs had not only abſolved him, but alſo ſuffered him to exerciſe his OE 

fice, as he had done before 3 yet he thought that he ſhould do amiſs, and againſt Ju- Srbinu kit- 
ſtice, if he falſified his Faith to his Aſſociates and Confederates 3 for which cauſe he !eth himle!f, 


ſhortned his own days, thruſting his Sword through his own body, to the very hilts. 


CHAP. IV. 


Claudius the Emperonr confirmeth Agrippa in his Kingdom, adding Judza and Sama- 
ria thereunto.: He giveth the Kingdom of Chalcis to Herod, Agrippa's Brother 3 
and maketh Edi@s infavour of the Jews. 


C\Ne of the firſt things that Claudine did after his eſtabliſhment in the Empire, was 

to diſband thoſe Soldiers whom he ſuſpeCted 3 and publiſhed anEdi@, by which #4 © %#- 
he confirmed the Kingdom to Agrippa, that Caizs had given him, accompanying has FT 4 
bounty with many Praiſes 3 adding moreover unto his Government all that which his Claudi giv- 
Grandfather had poſleſled ; towit, Jadea and Samaria, which in that they were as one © Agr7pa, 
Lawful Inheritance, appertained unto him. He gave him alſo out of his own Dominions, ”; vs jr 
Abela,and all the Countrey about Libarus,that in times paſt appertained toLy/arias. And nizs's Coun- 


D he cauſed the Alliance that was paſt betwixt them, to be engraven and regiſtred in an *y- 


open place of the City of Kome. He took from Antiochus the Kingdom that he had, and Aniivchus 
gave him in exchange a portion of Cilicia and Comagena. He ſet Alexander Lyſimachns ps. Gs 
Alebarchaat liberty, who had been his old Friend, and ſometimes Governour in Ara- 4txander 
bia, and once his Mother Aztonia's Steward 3 who had been committed Priſoner Zy/imachus 
through Caizs's diſpleaſure, and eſpouſed Bernice, Agrippa's Daughter, to his Son Elborchs, 
Marcus 3 which after the death of Marcus, who died before he was married, was after- 
wards married with her Father Agrippa's allowance, to Herod his Brother, for whom A- Hc:od, .4- 
grippa begg'd of Claudins the Kingdom of Chalcis. At that very time, the Jews that 8772's Bro- 
were inthe City of Alexandria, mutined againſt the Greeks : For after Cains's death, * Sg 
the Nation of the Jews which had been oppreſſed during his Reign, and injuriouſly .* © 
dealt withal by the Alexandrines, recovered their former courage. For which caule Scdiion in 
Claudius gave Commiſſion to the Governour of Egypt, to pacific and appeaſe that Up- s yg ng 
roar. He ſent alſohis Letters Patents into Alexandria and Syria, at the requeſt of the Cs _ 
two Kings, Agrippa and Herod, to this effeR : Jews. 
Tiberius Claudius Czfar Auguſtus Germanicus, Father of the people, (ignifieth this roar E- 
that followeth : Underſtanding that the Jews Inhabitants in Alexandria, and for that ofobe few bu 
cauſe called Alexandrines, have at all times enjoyed the ſelf ſame Privileges of the City, Alexandria, 
which the ancient and firit Alexandrines have had : Which Favours they have obtained by 
the Leave of thoſe Princes that were our Predeceſſors, as it hath been plainly made known 
unto ws, as well by Letters which have been written unto ws, as by confirmed Decrees : And 
that ſince Alexandria hath been united to our Empire by Cxzſar Auguſtus, their Privileges 
have continued in force during the ſeveral Succeſſions of many of our Governours 5 which 
Rights of theirs have never been called in queſtion, no not in that time when Aquila was 
Governour in Alexandria : Since in like ſort Cxſar Auguſtus hath not letted them, but 
when the Governour of their Nation was dead, they might eſtabliſh other Subſtitutes and 
Governours in his place commanding that all of them ſhould yield him obedience in obſer- 
vation of their Laws and Cuſtoms, without conſtraint or impulſion to do any thing contra- 
ry to their Religion. Tet notwithſtanding, the Alexandrines have mutined againſt the 
ews, being inthe City of Alexandria, 3 the time of the Emperour Caius, by reaſoz: of the 
G folly ani frenzy of Caius, who diſgraced and oppreſſed the Nation of the Jews, becauſe 
they would not violate their Religion, nor acknowledge the ſaid Caius for a God. Our 
Wil and Pleaſure is, that no one of the Privileges of = Nation of the Jews be aboliſhed by

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FAA reaſon of Caius's frenzy 3 but my mind is to maintain thoſe which heretofore have been H 
NEE ”— given them, to the end they may continue and live according to their ancient Laws and 
iv Chriſt's Cuſtom s 7 Commanding you and every one of you very carefully to provide, that after the 
Nativity, 43. publication of this eur Ordinance, they be in no ways troubled. This was the Tenour of 
that Ordinance which was made in favour of the Jews 1n Alexandria. 
Clans 3F- But that which was generally made in favour of thoſe, who were diſperſed thorough 
diftin thebe- the whole World, was to this cftect : Tiberius Claudius Czlar Auguſtus Germanicus, 
;=ob nt High Prieit, Father of the people, eleFed Conſul the ſecond time, fignifieth that which en- 
ed thorough ſuecth, Our well-beloved Friends, the Kings, Agrippa and Herod, have required us, that 
the wholcEm- re will permit all thoſe Fews that live under the Roman Empire, to uſe the ſame Laws and 
FEY Privileges which they have uſed heretofore, as we have granted to the Jews that dwellin A- y 
lexandria. Which Suit of theirs we have willingly granted 3 not only in favour of thoſe 
that require the ſame, but alſo for that T think them worthy of ſuch a favour 3 for whom I 
have been entreated, in regard of the fidelity and friendſhip they have always expreſſed to» 
wards the Romans. My pleaſure therefore is, that no City, either Grecian or otherwiſe, 
ſpall deny any privilege, from whence they ſhall be excluded z for that ſince the Emperour 
Auguſtus, they have never been exempted from them. Tt ſlandeth with reaſon therefore, 
that henceforth the Jews that live under our Empire, of what place ſoever they be, may ob- 
ſerve their ancient Cuſtoms without any contradidion : Giving them to underStand, that 
hereafter they uſe our Clemency ſo much th: more moderately, without negleFing the Re- 
ligion of other Netions, in retaining their own. And our will js, that this preſent Or- K

Asſoon as he came to Fernſalezr, he of- 
fered his Sacrifices of Thankſgiving which he had vowed, without omitting any thing 
that was commanded by the Law, He cauſed alſo divers Nazarites to cut off their 
Agripps Hair, and offered in Gift that Chain of Gold that Cai#s had given him ; which was of 
as, ws frm the ſame weight the Iron Chain wasof, Wherewith his Royal hands were manacled, in 
oerthe Trex. MEMOTY of the Adverlity he had paſt, and the Teſtimony of the exchange thereof into 
ſury Chamber better Fortune 53 commanding that it ſhould be hanged up in the Temple, and over 
ia theTemple. the Chamber of the Treaſury, to teſtifie unto thoſe that ſhould behold it, that the 
higheſt Eſtates are ſubject toalterations 3 and that God can raiſe men again, from Ob- 
ſcurity, to happy Fortune.

For he ſuppoſed that ſuch breach of Religion, was the 
meaus to further Impiety, and for that cauſe he wrote to thole which had attemoted 
this [nnovation, ſomewhat ſharply to this effect following. 


CHAP Vh 


Petronius, Governour of Syria's Letter to the Dorites, concerning the Emperonr's 
Statue, which they cauſed to be erefed in the Jews Synagogue. Kine Apgrippa 
bei5Foweth the High Prie5thood on Matthias, Maritus is made Governour of Syria. 


Ublius Petronius, Liexterant to Tiberius Claudius Cxlar Auguſtus Germanicus, to 

k&* the Magiſtrates of the Countrey of Doria, health : Whereas Czlar hath publiſhed an 
EdiG, by which he permitteth the Jews to live according to their Laws and Cuſtoms, ſome 
one amoneſt you have been ſo preſumptuonus as to contradi@ the ſame in effe# (although in 
words you proteſt that you obey him ) and do all that which you can, to hinder the Jews from 
enjoying their Synagogue, in ſo much as in the ſame you have ſet up Cxlar*s Image 5 not only 
thereby oppoſing your ſelves againſt the Jews, but alſo againſt the Emperour himſelf ; whoſe 
Image might have beer better placed in his own Temple, than in a Foreign Temple : And 
you-have placed it in their Synagogue, whereas by right, cvery one ought to be maſter of his 
place, according to Czlar's Judgment : For it ſhould be very ridiculous in me to alledge 
miutYywn judgment after that of Czſar's, who hath granted the Jews the liberty to live ac- 
cording to their own Laws and Cuſtoms, and hath commanded that they ſhould converſe 
in equal freedom among the Greeks, For theſe canſes I command you, that they who have 
been ſo bold as to contemn Auguſtus's Decree (againſt whom their own Magiſtrates have 
been diſpleaſed 5 excuſing themſelves that this accident happened not by their motion, but 
by the fury of the common people ) be brought before me by the Captain Proculus Vitellius, 
10 yield a reaſon of that which they have done; exhorting the Magiſtrates, that if they 
will not be accounted Parties in this Contempt, they endeavour to diſcover thoſe that are 
guilty to Proculus, and give order that no Sedition or Violence be offered thereupon. Which 
notwithitanding it ſeemeth that they effe@, although we and the moſt honoured King A- 
grippa, whom T take for my good and ſpecial Friend, endeavour nothing more, than that 
the Nation of the Jews ſhould not aſſemble, and take Arms, under colour of their defence. 
And tothe end, that whatſoever Auguſtus hath ordained concerning this matter, may be 
the better known unto all men, I have added his Edi which he publiſhed in Alexandria : 
And although they are ſufficiently known unto all men, yet hath the moſt honoured King A- 
orippa read them unto me, when T ſate in my Tribunal Seat 3, concluding, according to 
right, that the Jews ought not to be excluded nor hindred from enjoying thoſe benefits, 
pF which are granted unto them by Czlar : T therefore charge all men, that henceforward they 
take heed let they ſeek any occaſion of Mutiny or Sedition, and that every one live accord- 
ing to his Religion. See here how Petronius proceeded in this matter, both to amend 
that which was paſt, and alſo to prevent that which was to come, that none ſhould be 
ſo bold to attempt the like. After this, Agrippa took the Prieſthood from Simox Carn- 
thara, and gave 1t again to Jonathan the Son of Ananus, whom he eſteemed to bemore 
worthy than the other. But Jozathar declared that he was not deſirous of this Dig- 
nity, for in effect he refuſed it ; ſaying, 0 King, I moi? willingly acknowledze the honour 


which it pleaſeth you to beſtow upon me 5 and know well that it is a Dignity, which of your n 


own free will you beitow upon me 5, notwithſtanding that, God judgeth me unworthy, It 
G ſufficeth me, that T have once been inveſted with the Sacred Habit : For at that time 


wore it with more holineſs, than T can now receive it at this preſent z yet notwithitand- 
ing, if it pleaſe you to know one that is more worthy of this honour than my ſelf,

So that his whole plea- Meck 3 
ſure and delight was, to ſhew courtefie-unto all men, and to purchaſe good eſteem, after cries 
being every way different in nature and diſpolition-from King Herod his Predeceflor. Ntzty 43 
For Herod was naturally malicious, extream in puniſhing, and- irreconcileable to 7,4: 
thoſe with whom he was diſpleaſed, manifeſtly expreſſing that he loved the Grecians rn: the 
better than the Jews, For he beautified thoſe Cities that belonged to ſtrangers, and Jews more 
gave them money, and ere&ed them Baths, and ſamptuons Theatres, and Temples, romgpeeets 
and in ſome of them Galleries : but as for the Cities of the Jews, ' he beſtowed not this 
bounty on any of them, no not the leaſt reparation or gift that was worthy the ſpeaking. 

B of. Contrariwiſe King Agripge was very courteous andaftable, and equally imparted 
his bounty unto all men. ' He was courteous unto ſtrangers, any teſtified no leſs by the 
bounty he beſtowed on them. To his:Countrey-men he behaved himſelf affably, and 
eſpecially he was merciful to all thoſe that were in mifery. For which canſe his ordi- 
nary Court, and the place' he took molt pleaſure in, was Jern/alexy. ' He: was a dili- 
gent obſerver of the Laws of his Conntrey, and lived religiouſly, and with as great 
piety as was poſiible : Neither paſſed there one day, wherein he offered not Sacrifice.

Theſe words he pronounced with tears, and with looks fixed upon the ground, 
When Izates had heard Artabanws's name, and ſaw his humble and ſubmiſſive condi» N 
ates com- tion, he leapt immediatly from his Horlſe, and faid unto him, King, be of good courage, 
forteth .Ar- and let not thy preſent and perplexed condition dishearten thee, as if thy misfortunes 
—_ were irrecoverable. For this ſorrow of thine ſhall be ſuddenly changed.and thou ſhalt 
his 293tance, find a better friend and ally, than thou hopeſt for at this time : For either I will re- 
poſleſs thee of thy Kingdom of Parthza, or I will loſe mine own. This ſaid, he cauſed 
Artabanus to get on Horſback, and walked by him on foot, yielding him this honour, 
astoa greater King than himſelf. Which when Artabanws ſaw, he was diſcontented, 
and ſware by his Honour and Fortune to come, that he would fet foot on ground, if 
he would not get up on horſback and ride before him: whereunto he obeyed, and

She was firſt married to Domitins Xnobarbus, one 
of the greateſt men of Roxzez after whoſe death and long Widowhood, ſhe was at 
Agrippina, length married to Claudius, into whoſe houſe ſhe brought her Son called Domitins, by 
pr aan his own Fathers name. Claudius had put Meſſalina his wife to death,for the jealouſie 
Cru, he hadof her; although he had had children by her, namely Britannicnus and Ofa- 
Wives. via : And for his daughter Antonia, who was the eldeſt of all his children and begot- 
ten on P#tina one of his former Wives, ſhe was married to Nero, whom Claudius fo 
named, and adopted for his Son. Agrippina, fearing leſt Britanicus, growing to mans 
eſtate, ſhould ſucceed his Father in the Empire, and deſirous to make her own Son 
Emperour, as is reported 3 ſhe left nothing unattempted that might bring her Huſ- 
band to his death; and preſently ſent Burrus, who was General of the Army, with 
; ſome other Captains, and thoſe of the greateſt power among his free-men, to bring 
mo Empe- Nero into the field, and to proclaim him Emperour. He being thus eſtabliſhed in the 
Empire, cauſed Britarnicns to be ſecretly poyſoned 3 and not long after this, he open- 
ly cauſed his Mother to be put to death, yielding her this recompence, not only for 
FAYALSA that ſhe had born him in her womb, but alſo becauſe by her means he had obtained 
1. 2c of the the Empire, He likewiſe murthered 0Favia his wife, the Emperor Claudins's daugh- 
pron 7 ter, and divers other Noble men, under colour of ſome Conſpiracy intended againſt 
Natizity,;7. him. © But will not proſecute this matter, for that there are divers who have writ Ne- 
EOS oo Hiſtory 3 of whom ſome have no regard of the truth, but have ſpoken at their 
Patron pleaſure, for that he had been their Benefactor : others tranſported with hatred and 
ny. deſpite againſt him, having not been aſhamed to publiſh ſuch impudeat lies againſt his 
renown, that they deſerve to be condemned. Neither do I wonder that they have 
invented ſo many lyes againſt Nero, conſidering that in thoſe Hiſtories which they 
' wrote of the farmer Emperours, they have not ſtudied to ſpeak truth, although 
they had not any occalion to hate them, conlidering that they lived a long time 
after their death. For my own part I am reſolved never to deviate from the

truth, contenting my ſelf to touch only by the way thoſe things that concern my 1, 


purpoſe ; neither will I treat in particular but of what relateth to my Country, 
without diſſembling our own - faults any more- than the afflictions that they 
brought upon us.

There were certain Thieves that 
came up to Fern/alezz, under colour of Devotion 3 who carrying their Swords cloſe 
hidden under their Garments, accoſted Jonathan, and killed him. Now, for that this 
Murther was let {lip. and not puniſhed ; from that day forward, the Thieves reſorted 
boldly to ſolemn Feaſts, having their weapons hidden under their garments, and 
thronging in among the people, killed ſome of thoſe who were their Adverſaries and 
others, topleaſure thoſe who had hired them with ready money to rid them of thoſe 
they mil-liked. And they did fo, not only up and down the City, but in the Temple 
likewiſe 3 where they killed ſome who little ſuſpected that any impiety ſhould be com- 
mitted in that place. For my own part, I think that God hath deſtroyed our City, in 

C deteſtation of that Impiety : and for that he accounted the Temple impure, he hath 
ſent us the Romans, who have ſet it on fire to purge the City, and make us\laves, with 
our Wivesand Children ; intending thereby to teach us Wiſdom by our own milſeries, 

Thus was the City filled with theſe Thefts and Murthers. And as for the Enchanters 
and Deceivers, they perſwaded the common people to follow them into the Deſart, The deceirful 
promiſing them to (ſhew them ſigns and miracles done by the Power of God 3 where- Magician. 
unto divers gave ear, and at laſt ſuffered the penalty of their folly : For Felix recal- 
ling them back again, puniſhed them.

Alias, 19. Fter that Portius Fei7us had been ſent by Nero to ſucceed Felix in the Govern. K 
Felix accuſed ment of Judea, the chiefeſt of thoſe Jews that inhabited Czſarea, repaired to 


Rome to accuſe Felix; and without all doubt he had been puniſhed for the injuries 
he had committed againſt the Jews, if Nero had not pardoned him upon his Brother 
Palas's ſubmiſſion and entreaty, who importuned him, and was at that time in great 
Hediv © Ruf- reputation with him. Furthermore, two of the chiefelt amongſt the Syrians wrought 
#imus, cap.14. Berillys, who had ſometimes been Nero's Maſter, and at that time was Secretary of 
Eſtate in the Greek Tongue, by mighty Bribes, - to beg of Nero the revocation of the 
Right and Title which the Jews enjoyed in the Government and Adminiſtration of 
the Commonweal. For which cauſe Beri/us ſolicited the Emperour, and obtained a 
Letter from him, which was the cauſe of thoſe miſchiefs that afterwards happened in our 
Nation 3 for the Jews of Czſerea, underſtanding what Commiſſion the Syrians had got- 
ten, were ſo much the more encouraged to make War. 
The Cur- Therefore, as ſoon as Feit#4 was arrived in Judea, he found the Countrey griev- 
trot amo} ouſly atflicted with Robberies, and the whole Countrey was ruined with Fire and 
6/095 Sword. The Thieves likewiſe at that time encreaſed mightily 3 they uſed ſhort

G Atthat time King 4grippa enlarged the City of Ceſarea, ſurnamed Philippi 3 and in ns receive _ 
hohtour of Nero, called it Nerovias. He builded alſo to his great charge, a Theatre in ed HUE = 
favour of the Berytians: He diſtributed Oyl and Cora for every one of the people, and Arab 
Aaa adorned 
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FRAN adorned all the City with moſt antick and fine Portraitures upon the Porches. In H 
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ſhort, he tranſported into that City almoſt all the Ornaments of thereſt of the King- 
dom: For which cauſe his Subjetts began to hate him, ſeeing he deprived them of their 
rare Ornaments, to adornone (trange City. Jeſs the Son of Gamaliel ſucceeded in the 
Prieſthood, which the King had given him,and taken away from Jeſas the Son of Danes 
£5 53 who reſigned him his place againſt his will, Whereupon, there aroſe a diſcord 
between them ; for having aſſembled their reſoluteſt followers, they came from bitter 
words, to blows and ſtones. But amongſt all the reſt, 4nanias was the richeſt in wealth, 
and by his bounty reconciled the more unto him. Coſtobarns allo, and Saul, gathered 
each of them a'Band of Raſcals, and deſperate men. Theſe two were of the Blood- 
Royal ; and by reaſon of their affinity and alliance with Agrippe, they were well be- 
loved : For which cauſe they were inſolent and violent, oppreffing always the weaker 
fort. From this time forward the eſtate of our City grew deſperate, encreaſing daily 
more and more in wickedneſs. 

When 41b;nus underſtood that Geſſius Florus came to ſucceed him, deſiring that they 
of Jeruſalem (ſhould acknowledge ſome of his good deeds, he called before him all thoſe 
Priſoners that were notoriouſly guilty of Murther, and cauſed them to be executed. As 
for thoſe that were impriſoned upon any ſmall or ſlight cauſe, upon payment of their 
Fines, he delivered them; and info doing, the Priſon was cleanſed of Malefators ; and 
from that time, the Countrey remained full of Thieves and Robbers. 

The Levites, who were ordained to ſing Hymns to God, ſolicited the King to afſem- 
ble the Council, and thereby to permit them to wear the Linnen Robe, which the 
Prieſts were accuſtomed to uſe 3 telling him that ſuch an Ordinance would dignifie his 
Eſtate very much, in that he would bealways famous in memory of this new Eſtabliſh- 
ment, This Suit of theirs was eaſily granted ; for the King, after he had conſulted with 
thoſe who were his Aſſiſtants, ſuffered the Levites that ſung the Hymns, to lay afide 
their ordinary Robe, and toapparel themſelves in Linnen, as beſt liked them. He per- 
mitted alſo, that another part of the Levites, who intended the ſervice of the Temple, 
ſhould learn to (ing the Hymns and Pſalms, as they had required : All which he did, 
contrary to the Ordinances of the Countrey 3 which being broken, there was nothing 
elſe to be expected but Puniſhment. 

At that time the building of the Temple was finiſhed. And the people perceiving 
that more than eighteen thouſand Work-men ſhould be idle, and deprived of Wages, 
whereupon they were accuſtomed to live by the building of the Temple : on the o- 
ther (ide, being loath to reſerve their money through the fear they had of the Romans 
to provide for thoſe Workmen (in the entertatament of whom they reſolved to em- 
ploy their Treaſure, for if any one of them wrought but one hour of the day, he was 
ſuddenly paid his wages) they requeſted the King, that it would pleaſe him to re- 
pair the Eaſtern Gate, on the outward part of the Temple, fcituate in a Deſceat, 
the Walls whereof were in height four hundred Cubits 3 made of ſquare Stones of 
white Marble, from the top to the bottom ; and every ſtone tweaty foot long, and fix 
foot thick, | 

This Work was firſt builded by King Solomon, who was the firſt that builded our 
Temple. But Agrippa, to whom Clandins Ceſar had given the Commiſion of build- 
ing of the Temple 3 thinking with himſelf, that it was very cafie to break it down, 
but very hard to build it up ; and that to re-edifie the Porch, it would coſt much time 
and expence, he denied their requeſt ; permitting them nevertheleſs, to pave their Ci- 
ty with broad Stone. He took the Prieſthood from Jeſus the Son of Gamaliel, and gave 
it to Matthias, the Son of Theophilus 3 in whoſe time, the Wars betwixt the Romans 
and the Jews began. 


But I think it not amiſs, but very anſiverable to the courſe of this preſent Hiſtory, | 


to ſpeak of the High Prieſts, and toſhew how they had their beginning, and to whom 
this honour may be lawfully communicated, and how many. they were in number un- 
til the end of the War. The firlt of them was Aaron, Moſes's Worher, after whoſe 
death, his Children ſucceeded him 3 and from that time forward, the honour hath con- 
tinued with their Succeſſors. For 1t is a Law obſerved by our Anceſtors, that no man 
ſhould be admitted to the Prieſthood, except he be of Aaron's Poſterity : for albeit 
he were a King, if ſo be that he were of another Line, it was impoſlible for him to ob- 
tain the Prieſthood. All the Prieſts after Aaroz, who (as we have ſaid) was the firſt, 
until Phanaſus, whom the Seditious created Prieſt in the time of the War, have been in 
number eighty three, whereof thirteen have executed the Office, from the time that 
Moſes erefed God's Tabernacle in the Deſart, until ſuch time as arriving in J#dea, Kin 
Solomon builded a Temple to God, For in the beginning,the High Prieſthood ata” 
wit 
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A with the Poſſeilors for term of life 5 but afterwards, although the Prieſts were yet a» CYALS1 
live, yet were there other Succeſlors put in their rooms. Thefe thirteen were of Aa- = w— Y = 
ron's Poſterity, and obtained this degree in ſucceſſion, the one after the other. Their je 'Obviffs 
firſt Government was Ariſtocracy, which is the Government. of the Nobility 3 after- Nativity, 64. 
wardsa Monarchy ; and at laſt a Royal Government. The number of years wherein 
theſe thirteen flouriſhed, were fix hundred and twelve years, from the day that our Fa- 
thers departed out of Egypt, under the conduCt of Moſes, until the building of the Tem- 
ple in Jeruſalem by King Solomon. 

After theſe thirteen High Prieſts, there were eighteen others 3 who after Solomon's 
time ſucceeded one after another, until the time that Nabuchodonozor King of Babylon 

B having encamped before the City, took it, and burned the Temple, and cranſported 
our Nation into Babylon, and led away the High Prieſt Joſedech Priſoner, The time 
of the Prieſthood and continuance of theſe eighteen, was four hundred ſixty years, 
fix months and ten days ; fo long as the Jews have had the Royal Government. After 
the ſurprizal of Jerxſalem by the Babylonians, until ſuch time as Cyras, King of Perſsa, 
diſmiſſed the Jews, and gave them leave to return from Babyloz, into their own Coun- 
trey, with permiſſion to re-edife their Temple, there are ſeventy two years 3 'and at 
that time the Captives being returned, Feſzs, the Son of Foſedech, took upen him the 
High Prieſthood 3 who, with thoſe of his Poſterity, to the.number of fifteen, have 
governed in a Democracy, or Popular Government, until the time of Aztiochns, ſur- 

C named Fupator, for the ſpace of four hundred and fourteen years. This Antiochns was 
the firſt, who, with his General Lyſas, diſplaced 0nias, ſurnamed Merelans, of his 
Prieſthood, commanding him to be killed at Berith ; and after he had driven his Son 
out of the Succeſſion, he eſtabliſhed Jacim: High Prieſt ; who notwithſtanding, was of 
Aaron's Race, but not of his Family. For this cauſe 0x3as, the Son of 0:ias, and Ne- 
phew to the deceaſed 0zzas, retired himſelf into Egypt : Where growing familiar with 
Prolomey, Philometor and Cleopatra his Wite, he perſwaded them to build a Temple in 
the Confines of Hel:opolis, not unlike to that of Jeruſalem, and to create a High Prieſt 
in the ſame ; of which Temple in Egypt, we have made very oftentimes mention. Af- 
ter that Jaciz: had held the Prieſthood for the ſpace of three years, he died without 

D Succeſſor 5 ſo the City remained ſeven years without a High Prieſt. Again, the Af- 
moneans recovered the Government of their Nation, and after they had made War a- 
gainſt the Macedonians, they eſtabliſhed TI High Prieſt, who exerciſed the Of 

fice ſeven years 3 ,but afterwards he was killed in an Ambuſh, and Treaſon conſpired 
againſt him by Tryphor, as we have declared elſewhere. After him, $i##0z his Bro- 
ther undertook the Prieſthood, who was, not long after, killed treacherouſly by his 
Son-in-Law at a Banquet. After him ſucceeded his Son Hircarns 5 who enjoying this 
Dignity for the ſpace of thirty one years, died when he was very old, leaving behind 
him Jadas, ſurnamed Ariitobulus 3 who dying, left his Brother Alexander his Heir, 
both of the Kingdom and High Prieſthood. After that Ariſtobulus had obtained the 

FE Royal Government, he enjoyed both Dignities one whole year. For this Jadas ſur- 
named Ariſtobulus, was the firſt that ſet the Diadem on his head, cauſing himſelf to be 
called a King 3 the which Alexander did continue ; for he alſo joyned the Kingdom 
with the High Prieſthood, and reigned twenty ſeven years : And feeling himſelf draw 
near to his death, he left in Alexandras his Wife's hands, to diſpoſe of the Prieſthood 
as ſhe pleaſed : She therefore beſtowed it on Hircarus ;z and as for the Kingdom, ſhe 
kept it in her own hands nine years, and afterwards died. Her Son Hircanns was 
High Prieſt for ſo long time : For after Alexendra's death, his Brother AriStobulns 
made War againſt him 3 and having overcome him, he took the Kingdom from him 5 
and not only ſeized on the Crown, but the Prieſthood. After he had reigned three 

p years, and as many months, Pompey repaired to Jernſalexs, and took it perforce 3 and 
laying hold of Arii#obulus, ſent him bound unto Kome with his Children. Aﬀer 
which, he reſtored the Prieſthood once more to Hircanus 3 committing the Govern» 
ment of the Nation unto his hands, forbidding him in themean ſpace to wear the Dia» 
dem. Befides the firſt nine years, Hircanus governed twenty and four : But Barza- 
pharnes and Pacorns, Princes of the Parthians, paſſed Exphrates, and made war againſt 
Hircanus, and took him alive Priſoner, and made Antigonus, Ariitobulus's Son, King. 
But after he had governed three years and three months, Soſius and Herod took him a- 
live perforce, and Aztonins ſent him to Antioch, where he was beheaded. After that 
Herod was created King by the Romans, there was never any High Prieſt created of 

G the Poſterity of the Aſmoneans (for he gave the High Prieſthood to certain men of ob- 
ſcure and baſe extraction, who were of the Order of Prieſts) Ariſtobulus only except- 
£d. This 4riftobulius was Hircanus's Nephew, who was a Priſoner among the Parthians 5 
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SWAN and having given him the Prieſthood, he married 2ariazne his Siſter, to the intent H 
” pſ6 - to continue himſclt in the good liking of the people, in remembrance of Hircanns ; 
aſter Chrifs But afterwards fearing, leſt all of them ſhould turn to Ariſtobulus's fide, he cauſed him 
Nativity,64. | to be killed, by f6nding out a means to caule him to be ſtifled, at ſuch time as he bath- 
N19, Ed himſelf in a Filh-pond near to Fericho, as we have declared before this. After him, 
Main byZerod, Be beſtowed the Prieſthood no more on any of the Line of the Aſmoneans. Archelaus 
ſupra l 15..3- his Son, followed his Father's ſteps in reſpect of the Prieſthood ; and from that time 
forward, the Romans have enjoyed the Sovereignty over Jewry. All they then, that 
have exerciſed the Prieſtood from Herod's time, until the day that Titus took the City 
and the Temple, have been 1n all, twenty and eight : All the continuance of their Go- 
vernment was one hundred and ſeven years. Some of theſe governed during Herod's [ 
life, and in the days of Archelaxs his Son : But after theſe two were dead, the Govern- 
ment was Ariſtocratical, or of the Nobility, wherein the Pricſts had the Government 
over the whole Nation. Thus much have we thought fit to ſpeak at this time concern- 
ing the High Prieſts. 
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CHAP, IX. 


How Florus, Albinus's Succeſſor, offered many injuries to the Jews, which conſtrained 
them to take Arms againſt the Romans. 


Eſſius Florus being ſent by Nero, to ſucceed Albings, filled all Judea with many 
The year of the miſchiefs and miferies. He was a Clazomenian born, and was married to a cer- 
 Oet tain Woman called Cleopatra, no leſs miſchievous than himſelt ; who, being beloved 
\ Nativity, 66. by Poppea, Nero's Wife, obtained this Dignity for him. He behaved himſelf fo inſo- 
V lently and violently in all his Government, that through the great injuſtice he com- 
> eg mitted, the. Jews praiſed 41bizs,. as if he had been their Benefaftor. For he con- 
Fud.ca cealed his milchicf, taking care leſt it ſhould be diſcovered : But Geſſzus Florus behav- 
Ge/Jius Florus ed himſelf fo, as if he had been ſent to make open ſhew and lale of his Villanies, pub- 
(+ cnn liſhed his injuſtice 1n the ears of our Nation, without omitting any injuſtice in execut- L 
" © ing and inflicting puniſhment on the innocent. For he was pitileſs and covetous, and 
madeno difference berween Noble and Ignoble, and was not aſhamed to be partak- 
er with Thievesz of whom there were divers, who made it their profeſſion to ſteal, 
without any fear, in that they were aſſured of their ſafety, becauſe he was partaker 
QUAN with them. And, ina word, there was no moderation in him ; ſothat the poor Jews 
_—_ _ being unable to endure ſuch inſolence, were conſtrained to abandon their own houſes, 
after Chriſs and to fly their Countrey, and remain in ſome more commodious place of ſecurity 3

For ſuch as, in times paſt, publiſhed 
any worthy Hiſtory, endeavoured to write that which they themſelves had ſeen, and 
they were Eye-witneſſes of thoſe Aﬀairs they committed to writing 5 they more effeFu- 
ally performed all that they promiſed, becauſe they accounted it an a# of diſhoneſty, to 
report aud publiſh Lyes in ſtead of Hiſtory. And truly, in my opinion, that man is 
worthy commendation, who ſtriveth by his ſtudious endeavours, to Regiſter, not only 
the Occurrences of times paſt, but alſo thoſe memorable events that have happened in 
his own days : And he only and truly, is to be accounted induſtrious, not that al- 
tereth and pruneth at his pleaſure another man's Works, but he that of himſelf com- 
pileth an HiStory whereof no man hath before writte». For my own part (being a 
ſtranger.) I have ſpared no labour and expence , to declare the truth of theſe events 
in the ears of the Greeks and Romans. For, as touching their own learned men, their 
mouths are always open where their own intereſt, puvlick, or private, 3s concerned 5

on have before my time written an exa& Hiſtory of the aftipns of our Anceſtors :

without much deviating from the truth. I will therefore begin my Hiſtory in that 
time where theſe Writers, and our own Prophets have ended theirs, and ſet down 
at large all thoſe Wars that happened in my time. As for thoſe things that precede 
my particular knowledge, TI will only touch them briefly, and in a word or two, Firſt, 
I will relate how Antiochus, ſurnamed Epiphanes, took, the City of Jeruſalem, 4rd Antixchus E- 
poſſeſſed the ſame for the ſpace of three years and ſix months ; and how he was dri- Opn, the 
ven ont of that Conntrey at laſt, by the Aſmoneans.

C likewiſe happened in Celſtius's time; and what Warlike Exploits the Jews perform- 
cd in their firſt Attempts and Revolts ; how they ſtrengthened the Cities and Forts 
about them 5 and how Nero (hearing of the great Overthrow, which his Army re- 
ceived under Ceſtius their General, and fearing leſt he ſhould loſe all ) made Titus 
Veſpalian Gereral of his Army 5 who being attended by his eld:ſk Son, came into 
Judza, accompanied with as great a number of Romans as he could poſſibly gather 5 
how a great wumber of his Allies were defeated in Galilee 3 what Cities they took. 
in that Province, either by Aſſault, or by Compoſition. Beſides all theſe things, I will 
expreſs what Order and Diſcipline the Romans obſerve in+ their Wars, and how they 
are accuſtomed to exerciſe their Soldiers. IT will deſcribe alſo the places and nature 
of the Countrey of Galilee and Judza , together with the Mountains , Lakes and 
Fountains thereof, with all the Properties of the ſame; not forgetting thoſe miſeries 
which the Captive Cities ſuſfered; and how they were ſurprized.

In this Occurrence there happened a thing which cannot be too mueh admired : #das the 
D One Judas, who was of the Set of the Eſſeans, had ſo certain a knowledge of the Fu- Prophet fore® 
ture, that his Predictions were never found falſe. This man beholding Aztigonus paſs ellech Ami 
thorough the Temple, cried out to his familtars, who attended him in no ſmall aum-* : 
ber (as ordinarily, divers of his Diſciples did : ). 4h, how happy were it for me at this 
preſent, if I were dead, ſince truth is dead before me, and one of my PrediGions is found 
faulty ! For behold Antigonus yet liveth, who ſhould this day have died in the Tower of 
Straton, which is diftaut from this place ſix hundred furlongs, and 'tis now the fourth 
bour of the day 5 now therefore is the time, wherein my Divination ſhall be falſified. 
Having ſpoken to this effect, the old man ſat down, being altogether diſconſolate and

tained the Victory : But retiring himſelf into the -Countrey of Feypt, by reaſon that 
his Mother Cleopatra purſued him with open War 3 Alexander forcibly entred the City 
of Gadara, and the Fort of Amath (one of the greateſt of all thoſe that were beyond 
Alexander 18 Jordan) in which place Theodore, Zeno's Son, had hoarded up his chiefelt and moſt 
nay or precious moveables, which he took, but enjoyed not long 3 for Theodore, ſud- 
©  denly ſetting upon him, recovered all that which was his; and furthermore, laid 
hands on the King's Carriage 3 in ſeizing which, he ſlaughtered many Jews, tothe 
number of ten thouſand. But Alexander, after he had recovered this loſs, invaded the 
Frontire Towns upon the Sea-coaſt, -and won Rapha, Gaza and Anthedon, which af- 
The Scdition terwards by King Herod was called Agrippias. But after he had conquered theſe places, 
of rne Jews 2- the common ſort of the Jews raiſed a mutiny againſt him, during a certain ſolemn and 
=— upp holy Feaſt 3 (as Mutintes and Seditions are commonly raiſed at Banquets) and it is 
Feltivalday, thought that he could not have prevailed againſt thofe Rebels, had he not been aſffiſt- 
ed by the Piſidians and Cilicians, whom he hired to help him ; for the Syrians he re- 
fuſed to hire, by reaſon of their hatural Hatred they bare againſt the Jews, Having 
therefore ſlain eight thouſand of the Rebels, he warred upon Arabia 3 and overcom- 
pm ing the Galaadites'and Moabites (and impoſing upon them a Tribute) he returned to 
Caſtle of A- befiege Amath. But Theodorns, daunted with his proſperous ſucceſs, and finding the 
math, andraz- Caſtle without any to defend it, razed it to the ground. ' After this, he aſſaulted 0bo- 
PF. das King of the Arabians z who having laid Ambuſhmeants . in the Countrey of Galaad, 
in a place fit for ſuch a purpoſe, diſcomfitted him and his whole Army, being driven in- 
toa deep Valley, where they were peſtered with a multitude of Camels, 
But Alexander eſcaped to Jeraſalews, where the people who had conceived a hatred 
againſt him, being encouraged by his great loſs and {laughter of men, began again to 
rebel 3 but then alſo he overcame them : and in fix years ſpace, in ſundry Battels, ſlew 
above fifty thouſand Jews : Notwithſtanding, he never rejoyced in his Victory, be- 
cauſe the ſtrength of his Countrey was conſumed thereby. For which cauſe, giving o- 
ver his Wars, he began to feek the people's favour by ſweet and mild courſes 3 but 
they ſo much hated his inconſtant and variable manners, that when he demanded: of 
them what he ſhould do to win their favours, they anſwered, that he ſhould die, and 
that ſcarcely they could pardon him if ſo be he were dead, who had done them fo - 
much miſchief, 'The Jews ſent to Demetrius, ſurnamed Fucerns, for help; who, in 
Demetrinn Hope of great rewards, came and joyned his Forces with the Jews about S$7chems, being 
cometh to help three thouſand Horſe, and forty thouſand Foot : A4lexayder met them both with a

Pompey at the North fide filled the Ditch and Valley with earth, which 
his Soldiers carried 3 though by reaſon of the great depth, and for that the Jews made 
reſiſtance, it wasa hard thing to be done; and it had been left undone, had not Pox- 
pep (obſerving the ſeventh day, wherein the Jews Religion obliged them to abſtain 
from all labour) cauſed it to be filled up thoſe days 3 forbidding the Soldiers to fight 
at that time, to the intent he might fill the Ditch more conveniently (for it was lawful 
for the Jews only to do what was neceſſary to ſuſtain and defend their lives upon the 
Sabbath.) Arlaſt, when the Ditch was filled, and the Towers were built upon the 
Rampire, he batter'd the Walls with thoſe Engines that he brought from Tyre ; but 
they were beaten back by thoſe who reliſted from the top of the Walls, who rouled 
ſtones at them : Apainſt the violent power whereof, the Towers that were built in 
that Quarter, being of a great and goodly building, reſiſted extreamly well. But the 
Romans found hard work in this place, and Pompey admired the valour of the Jews; 
that being amongſt the thickeſt of their enemies Darts, they omitted no Ceremony of 
their Religion 3 but (as though they had had firm Peace) they every day obſerved 
their Ceremonies, offered Sacrifices, and moſt diligently performed the Divine Ser- 
vice ; yea, though every day they were killed at the Altar, they ceaſed not from the 
Lawful Rites of their Religion, At laſt, in the third Month of the Siegs, during which, 
ſcarcely one Tower was beaten down, they brake into the Temple 3; and the firlt that 
attempted to climb over the Wall, was Cornelius Fanitus, SyUa's Son 3 and after him 
two Centurions, Fxriws and Fabins, with their Regiments 3 who compaſling the Tem- 
ple about (while ſome ſought to hide themſelves, and others reſiſted) they flew them 
all. There were many Prieſts alſo among the reſt z who, although they ſaw the ene- 
mies with naked Swords ruſhing upon them, yet being nothing at all diſmayed thereat, 
continued (till their Sacrifices, and were ſlain even whilſt they offered and incenſed in 
the Temple ; preferring the duty they ow'd to their Religion, even before their own 
ſafety. Many alſo were ſlain by their own Countrey-men that favoured the adverſe 
part, and many caſt themſelves down headlong upon the Rocks 3 others in their fury, 
having deſperately fired all things upon the Walls, burnt themſelves for company. So

And ſending before three Companies of Foot, and one 
Erch is Troop of Horſe intoa Village called Arbcla, himſelf forty days after came thither with 
the Thieves. the whole Army. For all this the Thieves feared him not, but arming themſelves, 

came to meet him, truſting to their experience in Warlike affairs, and their own def- 
perate courage. The Battel being joyned, the Right Wing of their Party put the 
Left Wing of Herod's to flight 3 but he with his Right Wing preſently fuccoured them, 
and recalled his men that fled 3 and ruſhing violemly upon his enemies, he a little 
ſtopped their career ; till at laſt the Fore-front of their Battel, not able to ſtand any 
Jonger, fled : Herod purſued them even unto Prem, and killed many of them 3 thoſe 
that eſcaped fled over the River. And thus he freed Galilee from that fear, fave that 
yet there were left ſome lurking in the Caves, by whom he was conſtrained to make a 
longer ſtay. Wherefore, firſt of all he gave the Soldiers ſome fruit of their labours, 
diſtributing to every one of them an hundred and fifty Drachmes of Silver, and unto 
the Captains more, and ſo he ſent them where they ſhould paſs the Winter. Alſo he 
writ unto his youngeſt Brother Pheroras, to provide neceſlaries for them, and to build 

a Wall about the Caſtle of Alexandrium 3 which he performed.

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A that came 3 and thoſe that were forced, choſerather to kill themſelves than be his Cap- EASY 
tives: So that an old man having ſeven-Sons and a Wife, who all requeſted him that 7**2*-* of he 
they might go forth to the King and ſave their lives, killed them all after this manner : Ms es 
Himſelf ſtood before the door of the Cave, and bad them come forth one by one, and Natvity.36: 
always asone of them came forth, he killed him. And Herod being in a place where - 
he might behold this ſpeacle, being moved with compaſſion, ſtretched forth his hand 
and requeſted him to ſpare his Children : But he being nothing moved to compaſſion 
by Herod's words, upbraided Herod's meanneſs of mind 3 and having butchered his Sons, 
he alſo killed his Wife 3 and caſting the dead bodies down into the Valleys, at laſt he 
caſt himſelf likewiſe down headlong. 

B, Herod having thus taken the Caves, and ſlain thoſe that were in them, left ſuch a 

art of his Army, as he thought might ſuffice to repreſs any that ſhould attempt a Re- 
þellion under the Command of Ptolomey, and returned to Samaria, carrying with him 
three thouſand Foot, and fix hundred Horle againſt Artigonus. Aﬀer his departure, P:olomey Cap- 
thoſe that were accuſtomed to trouble Galilee, having now (as they thought) opportu- — 
nity, aſſaulted Prolomey at unawares, and killed him 3 and having waſted the Countrey, a) 
retired into Mariſh Grounds, and Strong Holds. Which when Herod underſtood, he 
prefently came to ſuccour the Countrey, and killed moſt part of the enemies 3 and 
having taken all the Caſtles by force, he exaCted an hundred Talents for a puniſhment of 
that revolt, to be paid by the Cities. In the mean time the Parthians being put to 

C flight, and Pacorus\lain, Yentidins, in obedience to Letters from Antonius, ſent Mache» 
ra to Herod with a thouſand Horſe, and two Legions of Foot, to afliſt him againſt 4»- 
tigonus. Antigonus writ Letters to Machera, deliring him to help him and complain- 
ing that Herod had injured him, promiſed him a great ſumm of money : But he think- 
ing it not beſt to forſake him he was ſent toſuccour, eſpecially ſeeing that Herod would 
give more, would not be ſabborned by him 3; yet counterfeiting himſelf to be 4Artigo- 
us his friend, under that pretence to diſcover what Forces he had, contrary to Herod's 
counſel, he went to him. But Aztigorus diſtruſting his intent, kept him out of the Ci- 
ty, and like an enemy drave him away from the Walls : achzra aſhamed of what he Macters's i- 
had done, returned to Emmans unto Herod 3 and being in a rage that things fell out a- 2quiy- 

D gainſt his expectation, he killed all the Jews he found, not reſpe&ing whether they fa- 

' voured Herod or Antigonus. Herod hereat was moved, and purpoſed to be revenged F 
upon Machera, asan enemy 3 yet he bridled himſelf, and haſted to Antonins, to let _—_— of = 
him underſtand Acachere's cruelty ; Machera remembring how he had offended, fol- before Obrifi's 
lowed the King, and with many entreaties beſought him to be reconciled, and obtain- Naiwiy,zs.

># VM the news; forafter Samoſale was taken, Antonius made Sofins Governour of Syria, 
6 of his 6-0. 1Eaving order with him to help Herod againſt Antigonus, and fo he departed into Fgypr. 
ther's death Sofzus ſent two Legions with Herod into Judeato help him, and he himſelf with the reſt 
a Drcam. of the Army followed. When Herod was at Antiochia, near Daphne, his Brother's 
deathwas (ſhewed him in a Dream 3 and being troubled at it, he leaped our of his bed, 
even at the ſame inſtant that the Meſſengers who brought tidings of his death, entred 
into the houſe. He could not forbear ſome expreſſions of grief; but he check'd his I 
ſorrow, to haſten to revenge it upon his enemies with incredible ſpeed. When he 
£ came to Libanns, he took eight hundred Inhabitants of that Mountain to help him, and 
I joyned unto them one of the Roman Legions 3 and not expeting the day, with them 
he entred into Galilee 5 where meeting with ſome enemies, he forced them to flee to the 
place from whence they came, and beſieged their Caſtle ; but before he could take it, 
he was conſtrained by hard weather, to lead his Army into the next Village. With- 
ina few days his number being encreafſed with another Legion which Antonius ſent, 
he pur his enemics in ſuch fear, that in the night time they forſook the Caſtle. Then 
Herod's Din- he haſted to Jericho to be revenged on thoſe that had killed his Brother 5 where there 
ing-room tell hefel him a moſt ſtrange accident, from which being againſt all hope delivered, he per- x 
ov Fur ſvaded himiclf that God bare a particular love to him : For when many Nobles that 
and cone to night had ſupped with him, and Supper being ended, every one was gone forth, in- 
bed. continently the houſe wherein he ſupped fell down, Herod took this as a Prefage, 
both of the dangers, and proſperous ſucceſs he was to have in his Wars. And the next 
morning early he removed from thence, and about ſix thouſand of the enemies de- 
ſcending from the Mountains, charged his Vanguard 3 yet they durſt not joyn Battel 
with the Romans, but moleſted them with ſtones and darts, with which they wound- 
ed many 3 ſo that Herod himſelf paſting along, was wounded in the fide with a Dart. 
Antigonns deſirous to (hew himſelf the ſtronger, as well in multitude of men, as in cou- 
rage, ſent Pappus a friend of his, with ſome Forces to Samaria, witha deſign to fight 
and defeat Machera, Herod, on the other fide, went about the enemies Countrey, 
and took five Towns, and deſtroyed two thouſand of the Inhabitants 3 and firing the 
houſes, returned to his Army near a Village called Car. 

Every day there came flocking to him a very great number of Jews, both from Jeri- 
cho and other parts of the Countrey 3 ſome out of hatred to Antigonns, and others out 
of love of change, and an eſteem of Herod. Whilſt thus he haſted to fight, Pappu, 
with his men, neither fearing the multitude nor ſtrength of their enemies, came fiercely 
upon them, . and offered Batte] : Which being begun, thoſe that were not engaged a- 
gainſt Herod, reſiſted a while 3 but Herod remembring his Brother's death, ventured 
more than therel(t, to the end, to be revenged upon them that were the Authors there- M 
of, and ſo he eaſily overcame the enemies 3 and (till aſſaulting the freſh men, put them 
all to flight, There was a mighty ſlaughter; for many being forced to flee into the Vil- 
lage from whence they came, he purſued them, and ſlew an infinite number, though 
all the houſes and houſe-tops were full of armed men to defend it : After he had ſhain 
thoſe that wereabroad, he overthrew the houſes, and ſo forced them that were within 
tocome forth. Others he killed in Companies with the ruines of the houſes wherein 

.* they were; and if any one chanced to eſcape, the Soldiers without killed them : So 
The munber - that the heaps of dead bodies were ſo great, that they who had the Vidory, could not 
of the ©21©- paſs thorough the ſtreets for them. Thoſe of the Countrey were ſo diſmayed with this 
Soldiers paſ. overthrow, that the whole multitude of them fled away 3 and Herod by the benefit of N 
ſage. his good fortune had even then come to Jeruſalem, had not a great ſtorm hindred him, 
which was the only cauſe that at that time he got not a full Conqueſt, and Antigonus 
was not utterly overthrown 3 who, through fear and deſperation, was preparing to 
leave the City. But Herod, towards night having given his friends leave to depart to 
refreſh themſelves, being himſelf heated with his Armour, after the manner of Soldiers, 
entred into a Bath, accompanied only with one Page : And as he was there, three of 
his enemies that had eſcaped out of the Battel, and came to the Bath to hide them- 
ſelves 3 ſeeing,the King there, were ſo terrified with the King's Preſence, although at 
that time he wasnaked and weaponlels, that they thought of nothing but flight 3 and 
being no body was preſent there to ſurprize them, they eſcaped 3 and Herod was very ©

But thoſe 
who were hardieſt among them, joyning themſelves together, robbed and took away 
what they could, eſpecially Victuals, from thoſe places that were next the City 3 fo 
that they neither left meat for Horſes nor Men : And the valianteſt of them all being 
ſet to defend the Walls againſt thoſe that belieged them, hindred the Adverſaries from 
ereCting their Batteries by ſome new device : Neither did they any ways prevail ſo 

much as by their Mines. The King fought to repreſs the Excurſions of the Plunderers, 

by placing an Ambulh of men to intercept them 3 and relieved the want and ſcarcity 

of Victuals, by ferching Proviſion from places far diſtant. But notwithſtanding they 

in fight failed not to expreſs incredible valour, yet did the military experience of the 
DO Romans ſurpaſs them.

Now when Herod had conquered his enemies, he endeavoured to the utmoſt to re- 
preſs the infolence of his Auxiliary Strangers, who thronged to ſee the Temple, and 
F the Holy Veſlels that were therein 3 but he withheld them, not only by threatnings 
and entreaties, but alſo by force 3 believing himſelf leſs unhappy to be conquered, 
than by obtaining the Victory, to miniſter a means whereby thoſe things which were 
not lawful to be revealed, ſhould be expoſed to the eyes of prophane Strangers. He 
allo reſtrained the Soldiers from ſacking the City 3 and told Sofiur, that if the Romans 
would deſolate the City both of men and money, they would leave him King of a 
Defart : Adding further, that he eſteemed not the Empire of the whole World, to be 
a recompence for ſuch a Maſſacre of his Subje&ts. Hereunto Soſexs anſwering, that the 
Soldiers ought to have the ſacking of the Town, in recompence of that labour they had 
ſpent in the Stege : Herod replyed, that he had rather recompence them out of his

Afterwards her covetous mind thought to 
eftcct the ſame againſt the Arabians, and the Jews alſo 3 inſomuch that ſhe ſecretly went 
about to caule the Kings of thoſe places, Malichus and Herod, to be put todeath : Ar- 
tonins made a (hew as though he would have granted her requeſt ; yet he thought it 
great Impiety to kill good men, and fo great Kings : Notwithſtanding, he no more ac- 
counted them his friends 3 but took a great quantity of ground from the limits of both 
their Countreys, and a Vineyard in Jericho where Balm grew 3 and gave her all the 
C'copzira's Cities on this ide the River Eleutherns (Tyre and Sidon only excepted.)

B Foras report always encreaſes a miſchief, the Arabians, making account that all Judges 
was deſtroyed, and that there was no man left alive to refiſt them, entred into the 
Countrey, alluring themſelves to conquer it 3 having firſt (ſain the Ambaſladours of 
the Jews that were ſent to them. Herod ſeeing his people terrified at the ſuddain ap- 
proach of their enemies, and diſheartned with the continuance of their calamitics, 
rowzed up their drooping ſpirits by ſpeaking to them on this wiſe : T ſee no ſuch ercat j1,.41% Or. 
reaſon of your preſent fear 3 for though there be cauſe for you to be troubled at the evils tionto his diC- 
which God's indignation makes us ſuffer, yet none but cowardly minds are daunted by the 33yed Sol- 
coming of their enemies, who are but men, whoſe violence, if your ſelves pleaſe, ye may 
repreſs. For mine own part, T am ſo far ſrom being diſcouraged by the approach of mine e- 
C nemics, that T rather think that God hath, by bis Providence, ſent this Earthquake as a 
ſnare to incite the Arabians to invade us, to the end, that by our means he may puniſh them : 
For the cauſe that moveth them to aſſault us, is not the truſt they repoſe in their own valour 
and great Army, but our miſery : Tet, who knows not that that hope is deceitful, that is not 
founded upon.our own courage, but upon others miſ-fortunes 5, there is nothing aſſured in 
bumane affairs, in reſpe@ either of proſperous ſucceſs, or adverſe fortune, which a man may 
perceive to alter upon all Occurrents, as we our ſelves can witneſs by our own experience, 
For in the firſt Conflict ye were Vi@ors, in the ſecond ye were overcome, and now the third 
time (ſo far as IT can conjeFure ) they, thinking themſelves ſure of the Viory, ſhall by us 
be overcome. For they who miſdoubt nothing, areraſh in their proceedings ; whereas they 
D that are fearful and timorbus, providently ſeck to prevent their dangers : ſo that T am en- ter; pivert 
conraged to hope for ViFory, even by your fear. For when you were too confident, and a- Confidence, 
gainſt my will and direFion yz encountered your enemies, Athento found opportunity to 
ſurprize you + But now, your prudent caution, and diſcreet moderation, is an evident to» 
ken to me of aſſured Victory. It behoveth you therefore, before the Confli®, to keep this 
mind ; but in the Conflidt, ye cannot ſhew too much ardour and courage, to make our impi« 
' ons enemies ſee, that no calamities, whence ſoever they come, whether ſrom Heaven or 
from Earth, can daunt the courage of the fews, whilit their breath is in their bodies : and 
that never a one of you will ſuffer the Arabians to domineer over your Goods and Poſſeſſions, 
whom many times you have almosSt made your ſlaves. Be not therefore terrified with this 
E motion of an inanimate thing 3, neither yet perſwade your ſelves, that the Earthquake por- 
tends any miſ-fortune, for even tbe Elements themſelves by their own nature are ſubject to 
ſuch defeFs 5 and portend no other miſhap, but that which they bring with them. Perhaps 
the Plague, and Famine, and Earthquake bave ſome tokens demonſtrating them before they 
come 5 but when they are once come, they ſignifie nothing elſe 3, but at laſt, end and ceaſe of 
themſelves. But ſay we ſhould be overcome ;, can we ſuffer more harm than we have ſuſfer- 
ed by the Earthquake 2 On the contrary, what fear ought not our enemies to be poſſeſſed with 
for the crime, whereby, contrary to the Law of all Nations, they have butchered our Ambaſ- 
ſadours, and offered to God ſuch a Sacrifice for the good ſucceſs of their War ? Think, you 
they can hide themſelves from the ſight of God, and from his mighty arm 2 or that they ſhall 
F not be puniſhed for their offence, if, filled with the couragions ſpirit of our Nation, we ſtir 
up our ſelves to revenge that impious violating the Law of all Nations 3 and ſo every one 
march on to fight, not for his Wife and Children, or Countrey, but to revenge the murther 
of our Ambaſſadours ; who will lead our Army, and know better than we that are alive, to 
dire@ the ſame. For my own part (if you will be ruled by me) I will be the firit that 
| will lead you, and will hazard my ſelf for you : For you know full well, that if your 
walour be not prejudiced by ſome headlong raſhneſs, there is no enemy that can bear your 
charge. | 
After he had by theſe perſwafions animated his Soldiers, and found them in ſome ſort nod facri- 
encouraged thereby, he offered Sacrifice to God. And preſently after, with all his ficth to God 
G Army, he paſled over Jordan 3 and pitching his Tents at Philadelphia, not far from the -amxy ms 
enemies, he made a ſhew to aſſault a Caſtle that was between them and him, and fo 
skirmiſhed with them afar off, deſirous to draw them to the Battel. The Arabians had 
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C>—A.q (ent ſome Troops to ietze uponit 3 but Herod's Forces gave the repullſe, and in deſpight H 
dv yin of them kept the hill. There patled no day, but he put his Army in Battalia, and 
before Cries braved the Arabians 3 and ſeeing they would not come to the ſhock (for they were in 
Natizity,z%. great fear, and E!themus their General more than any) he aſfaulted them in their 
\SNN) Trenches, and calt down their Rampier, fo that they were conſtrained to come forth 
to Batte] without any order 3 and their Horſe and Foor were confuſedly mixt toge- 
ther : And although the Jews were in number interior to them, yet they were inferior 
to the Jews in courage 3 neverthelels, they became now more hardy, becauſe they 
deſpaired of the Victory 3 and ſo long as they ſtoodtoit, they had no great loſs ; but 
when they turned their backs, then many were ſlain by the Jews, and many periſhed, 
being trodden on by their fellows. , Thoſe that eſcaped, were forced to retire into 1 
their Camp, where Herod beſieged them 3 and there was ſuch penury of water, that 
for drink they were all like to periſh. For which cauſe, they ſent Ambaſladours to 
the King, offering him fifty Talents to let them go; but he contemned them, and 
The Arabians would not hear them. At length, their want of water was ſo great, that coming out 
wok Ford by companies of their own accord, they offered themſelves to the Jews; fo that in this 
are enforced ſort there came forth four thouſand in five days, whom the Jews put in chains ; and 
ro yield tothe the ſixth day the whole multitude (deſpairing of their lives) came forth to fight, with 
Jews. whom Herod conflicting {lew about ſeven thouſand. So great a Defeat ſatisfied Herod's 
revenge, and ſo abated the pride of the Arabians, that they took him for their Pro- . 
tector. |

Artib. ry. je He joy of this profperous ſucceſs, was foon abated by the news of the Victory of 
Cap. 7. 1 Anugnitis over Antonius at Altium; and his love for the latter made him appre- 
hend the wertft thar could be imagined from the former : Yet was he more afraid than E 
hurt by this his fu{picion 3 for Cer counted not Antorizs fully conquered, fo long as 
'% Herod kept to his Varty, Wheretore, the King timely foreſceing thoſe dangers that 
; might enſue, went to Rhodes, where at that time Ceſar reſided ; and in the habit of a 
private man, Without a Crown, but with a Kingly Majeſty, he preſented himſelf be- 
Prod's Ora- fore him. and with great conſtancy ſpake to him in this manner : Twas, O Cxſar, made 
tion £0 yo King of Judza by Antonius þis means 5 and I cannot deny, but that (had not the Arabi- 
ones lt ans hindred me) I had, with all the Power I could have made, ſeconded and aſſefted Anto- 
nius against thee : Tea, although perſonally I could not go, yet did I what 1 could to help 
Herod fpeaks bim, and ſent him many thouſand Meaſures of Corn, Nay, though he had the Overthrow at 
freely before Atium, yet did not T forſake bin, who had deſerved well at my hands : and although 1 M 
Mo was not able to a(ſiit himwith force of Arms, yet T gave him the bet counſel I could ;, in- 
culcating oftentimes unto him, that the only way to redreſs his affairs was, to put Cleopa- 
tra to death ; which if he would do, T promiſed him to aſfiit him with money, Strong holds, 
and an Army , yea, and with mine own perſon, against thee : But the love of Cleopatra, 
and God, who had already deſigned the Empire of the World to thee, ſtopped his ears. By 
this means, O Czlar, T find my ſelf conquered with Antonius, ard have forſaken my Crown 
and Dignity with his Fortunes and Tam come unto thee, without grounding the hope of my 
ſafety upon any thing but my own Veriue, and the experience which thou mayeſt make of my 
Caſa's An- fidelity to my Friends. Herod having {(poken in this manner, Ceſar anſwered : Live 37 
Fwer to Herod: (afoty, and reign now with greater ſecurity than before 3 for thou deſerveſt to rule others, N 
who with ſuch conſtancy didft defend and maintain thy friendſhip. Hence forward endea- 
wour to continue faithful towards them that are more fortunate than Antonius 3 for, for 
my part, T have conceived a great hope and expeGation of thy Valour and Proweſs. T cannot 
blame Antonius, in that be rather hearkened to Cleopatra than to thee , ſince, by his im- 
prudence, I have obtained thy friendſhip. That thou haſt begun 1+ 4 well, it hereby ap- 
peareth, becauſe Ventidius hath ſignified unto me, that thou haſt jc 11 him ſuccours againſt 
his enemies, For which cauſe, by this my preſent Decree, be thou eftavliſhed in thy King- 
dom 3 and I will ſhortly give thee ſuch proofs of my Amity, that thou ſhalt have no cauſe to 
bewail the loſs of Antonius. After this ſpeech, Arguſtus put the Crown upon Herod's 
head ; and made a Decree and ſealed it, teſtifying how he had remitted all things © 
done by Herod, and confirmed him in his Kingdom, and rehearfing many things great- 
ly tending to Herod's praiſe, After that Herod had made great Preſents to = 
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A requeſted him to pardon Alexander, one of Antorizaghis friends 5 who earneſtly, and 
in humble manner defired the ſame : But Ceſar being much incenſed againſt him, an- 
ſwered, that he for whom he entreated, had greatly and many times offended ; and fo 
he repelled Herod with this anſwer. | CRF He, 
When Ceſar travelled into Egypt through Syria, he was entertained by Herod with all 
Royal Pomp poſlible : And that was the firſt time that he ſhewed himſelf to take part 
with Ceſar, when near Ptolſemzazs he took a view of the Soldiers with Ceſar, and made 
a Banquet for him and all his friends, and feaſted the whole Army. Andin as much as 
he travelled to Peluſium thorough a dry Countrey, when they returned again, he pro- 
vided water for them, and furniſhed the Army with all neceflaries ; ſo that both Ceſar 
and the Soldiers thought the Kingdom a ſthall recompence for his deſerts. For which 
cauſe, after he came into Egypt, and that Artorims and Cleopatra were now dead, he did 
not only encreaſe his honour, but alſo reſtored to him that portion of his Countrey 
which was taken away by Antonize, and given to Cleopatra : And beſides that, Gadara, 
and Hippon, and Samaria, and other Cities about the Sea-coaſt 3 to wit, Gaza, and Au- 
thedon, and Joppa, and Straton's Tower 3 and moreover, gave him four hundred Gala- 
tians, which before were Cleopatra's Guard. Nor did Ceſar's Liberality ſtop here, but 
toſhew how far his eſteem of this Prince's merit proceeded, he added to his Domini- 
on, Trachonitis, and Batanea, and Auranitis, upon this occaſion ; Zenodorus (who for 
money had hired the Lands of Lyſarias) continually ſeat people out of Trachonitis, to 
rob the people of Damaſcws 3 who in humble manner went to Yar#s {who was at that 
time Governour of Syrza ) entreating him to inform C#/ar of their calamity : Cz2/ar un- 
derſtanding the ſame, writ back again, commanding him to exterminate thoſe Thieves. 
Whereupon Yarzs with an Army, went to thoſe places which were moſt infeſted, and 
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rid the Countrey of the Thieves, and confiſcated the Territory from Zenodorss : which Herod made | 


Ceſar (leſt it ſhould again be a refuge for Thieves to ſpoil Dama(ces ) gave to Herod, and 
made him Ruler over all Syria. Ten years after, Czſar returning to this Countrey, 
commanded the Governours to do nothing without Herod's counſel : And after Zemo- 
dorws's death, he gave him all the Countrey between Trachonitis and Galilee, But that 
which Herod eſteemed above all the reſt was, that Ceſar loved him beſt of all next to 
Agrippa 3 and that Agrippa loved him moſt of all men next to Ceſar. When he was ar- 
rived to this pitch of Felicity, he ſhewed the greatneſs of his Soul, by the greateſt and 
moſt holy enterprize that can beimagined. |

N the fifteenth year of his Reign he repaired the Temple, and encloſed twice as much 
ground as was before about the Temple with a ſtrong Wall, whereon he beſtowed

about the Temple, and the Caſtle on the North part thereunto adjoyning, which he 
built even from the foundation. The Caſtle was fo rich and ſumptuous, that it was equal

to the King's Palace 3 and in honour of Artorizs, he named it Antonia. He built him- 44.15. 


ſelf alſoa Palace in the upper part of the City, and in it two very great Apartments, ſo

rich and admirable, that no Temple was to be compared to them : He termed one puildings. 


of them Czſarea, and the other Agrippias, in honour of AuguStus and Agrippa. But it 
was not only by Palaces that he would preſerve his Name to Poſterity, and immortalize 
his memory 3 butin the Countrey of Samaria he built a fair City with a Wall, which 
was about twenty ſtades in circuit, and called it Sebaſte 3 and he ſent thither (ix thou- 
ſand Inhabitants, giving them a moſt fertile Soil and ſundry Privileges. There alſo a- 
mongſ(t other Buildings, he erected a very fair Temple, and dedicated it to Ceſar. A- 
bout this Temple there was a piece of ground containing three ſtades and an half, For 
this Teſtimony of Herod's affe&tion, Ceſar added to his Dominion another Countrey : 
In gratitude for which, Herod ere&ed another Temple of White Marble to him, near 
the head of Jordar, in a place called Paninm, where there is a Mountain riling very high 
into the air 3 at theſide whereof is an obſcure Valley, where there are high Rocks, that 
(by ſpouts of water falling on them) are made hollow 3 ſo that the water, ſtanding in 
their concavity till they run over, falleth down with a [tream of ſuch a depth as is admt- 
rable. At the foot of this Valley, on the outſide, ſpring certain Fountains, which many 
think to be the head of the River Jordan 3 -which, whether it be true or no, we will de- 
clare hereafter. D dd 3 
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At Jericho alſo (between theCaſtle of Cyprus, and the other ancient Palaccs) he e- H 
rected other Buildings fairer and more commodious than the former, calling them at- 
ter the names of Angniius and Agrippa. Finally, there was no convenient place in the 


Natizity,15, Whole Kingdom, wherein he erected not ſomething in honour of Ceſar : and having 
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incevery place of his own Kingdom deviſed and dedicated Temples unto him, in Syr:4 
alſo where he ruled he did the like 3 founding in many Cites, Temples, which he cal- 
led by the name of Ceſar. Aud perceiving, that among(t the Cities of the Sea-coaſt, 
there was one called $traton's Tower 3 which being very old and ruinated, and for 
the ſcituation thereof deſerving reparation and colt, he repaired it with White Stone, 
and built a very Royal Palace therein 3 in which work, more than 1n any other, he 
hewed how great and high his mind was. For this ſtands in the midſt between Dora [ 
and Joppa, in a Coaſt where there was no Port or Haven 3 ſo that they who fail from 
Phenicia tato Feypt, are in great danger, by reaſon of the violent Winds that blow 
from Africa z whoſe blaſts enforce the water with ſuch violence againſt the Rocks on 
the ſhore, that the waves, rebounding back again a good way within the Sea, make 
the whole Sea tempeſtuous. But the King, by his liberality and coſt, overcoming na- 
ture, builr Stations for Ships. And ajthough the nature of the place was altogether 
contrary to his intent, yet he ſo overcame: all dithculty, that the Sea could do that 
Building no harm : Andit was ſo goodly and beautiful to behold, that one would 
have thought there had been no difficulty 1n this admirable work. For having mea- 
ſured out a fit place for the Port, he laid a Foundation twenty ells deep of Stone, K 
whereof moſt of them were fifty foot long, nine foot thick, and ten foot broad, and 
ſome bigger 3 andall the bottom of the Haven, where the water came, was laid with 
theſe ſtones. Which done, he raiſed a Mole of two hundred foot 5 whereof one hun- 
dred foot lerved to break the violence of the waves, the other hundred foot ſerved 
for a Foundation of the Wall, wherewith the Haven was compalſled ; and on which 
were built many goodly Towers, the greateſt and faireſt whereof he called Druſas, af- 
ter the name of Drnſs, the Son of the Empreſs Livia, Wife of Augaſizz, Within the 
Port there were very many Vaults alfo, to ſtore ſuch Merchandize as was brought into 
the Haven 3 and divers other Vaults for Sca men to lodg in. A very pleaſant De- 
ſcent, which might ſerve for a Walk,encompaſled the whole Port : The entrance here- E 
unto was on the North fide ; for by reaſon of the ſcituation of the place, the North 
Wind there is the calmelt, 

On either (tde of the entrance were three great Coloſles ſet on Pilaſters 3 thoſe on 
the left hand are propped up by a Tower, being a ſolid Rock of Stone. But at the en- 
trance on the right hand were two huge ſtones jJoyned together, which make a great- 
er Tower than the other, There is allo a houſe adjoyning to the Haven built of white 
Stone. The Streets of the City leading to this place, are of one bigneſs and propor- 
tion, Upon a Hill oppoſite to the mouth of the Haven, .he built a Temple very beau- 
tiful, and exceeding great, which he dedicated to Ceſar, wherein was placed Czſar's 
Statue, full as great as that of Jupiter at Olympas (for it was made after that Model) arid 4 
another of Rome, like that of Juzo at Argos. The City he built for the benefit of the 
Inhabitants of the Province, -and the Port or Haven for Commerce., All this he did 
in honour of Ceſar 3 after whoſe name he called it Ceſarea. And that nothing might 
be wanting to render it worthy ſo glorious a name, he added to ſo many great works, 
the faireſt Market-place in the World ; beſides a Theatre, and an Amphitheatre, not: 
infcriour to the reſt, He alſo appointed Games and Spectacles to be celebrated every; 
fifth year, in honour of A»gaſinus : And himſelf firſt began them in the 192 Olympiadez 
and he propoſed great rewards, not only to. the Vidtors, but alſo to the ſecond and 
third after them. Moreover, he repaired Azthedon, which was deſtroyed by the 
Wars, and called it Agrippina, in honour of A4grippa 3 whoſe name he cauſed to be en- N 
graven over the Portal he built tothe Temple. Nether was he unmindful of his Pa+ 
rents ; forin the richeſtSoil of the whole Kingdom he built a City in memory of his. 
Father, and by his name called it Antipatris, being in a very rich Sal, both for Woods 
and Rivers. At Jericho alſo, he built a very goodly and ſtrong Caſtle, and called it' 
Cyprus, in honour of his Mother. He likewiſe built a Tower in memory of his Brother 
Phaſelus, at Jeruſalem, and called it Pha(#lns his Tower 3 of the ſtrength and beauty 
of which, we ſhall ſpeak hereafter. He alſo cajled another City Phaſelrs, which is {ct- 
tuate ina Valley beyond Jericho, towards the North. 

Having thus eternized the memory of his Friends and Kindred, he did not forgetto 
do the like for himſelf, for he built a Caſtle on a Mountain near Arabis, having on one Q 
fide a ſtrong place of defence ; and this Caſtle he called Herodinm, after his own name. 


By the ſame name alſo he called a Mount, ſixty. ſtades from Jeruſalem, artificially made

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A in manner of a woman's Dug, which he adorned on the top with round Turrets 3 and YVAGPGY

round about it he built Princely houfes, gallantly adorned both within and withour. "sf of the 
He alſo brought water from a great diſtance, with great coſt and charges 3 and made rt '- 6h 
a pair of ſtairs of pure White Marble, to go up, which had two hundred ſteps. For Natzity,1g, 
the whole Hill was made by Art, and was of an exceeding height. At the foot there- \-v>—-. 
of likewiſe, he built another Palace, and houſes to receive his Friends and their Car- 

riages 3 ſo that this Caſtle, for the abundance of all neccflary Lodgings, ſeemed a Ci- ce {ma 
ty; and yet was all the King's Palace, Having ereCted thus many Buildings, he ſhew- Ng 
ed his great mind in ſtrange Cities likewile 3 for at Tripolis, and Damaſens, and Ptoles City, © 
14is, he built publick Colledges for inſtructing Youth. He built the Wall of Byblis z Hrvd's bour- 
and Seats, Porches, Temples and Markets at Beryizs and 1yre « At Sidon and Damaſe * © na 
cas he built a Theatre 3 and a Water-conduit at Laodicea, a Sea-town. At Aſcalon he 

built Fountains or Lakes very ſumptuous 3 and Baths with Pillars, that for greatneſs 

and good work, were miraculous. To other places he gave Forreſts and Ports 5 and 

to many Cities added Fields, as though they had been Fellow-cities of his Kingdom, 

And to others. as to Coos, he gave Annual Revenues for ever; to the'end, they 

might never loſe the remembrance of the obligation they had to him. Moreover, he 

gaveall poor people Corn ; and he often, andin ſundry places, lent the Rhodians 

money to build a Navy of Ships. At his own proper coſt he repaired the Temple of Herod famous 
Apollo Pythins, which had been burnt. Whar ſhall I ſay of his liberality towards them ey 
ot Lyciz and Samos, or his magnificent Gifts towards all the people of Jonia 2 Nay, any 
and the Athenians, Lacedemonians, Nicopolites, and the Citizens of Pergamns and My- Th year of the 


ſea, received very many benefits at his hands. He paved alſo a large Street in Antioch, is, 2554 


of Syria, which was in length twenty ſ[tades, and that with fair Marble. This Street be- rv a ogg 
fore that time was ſofull of dirt, that no man could go thorough it : And all along it yg 
he built Galleries, that people might go dry thorough it in rainy weather. 

Some may ſay, that theſe benefits thus beſtowed, were for the proper uſe of thole 
people on whom he beltowed them 3 but no man can deny, but that which he did for 
the Citizens of E/js, was not only common to thoſe of A4chaia, but to all the World, 
where the Games, called O0lyzpica Certamina, were ſolemnized. For Herod ſeeing 
them decay only for want of maintenance, and that this was the only remainder of all 
the ancient Monuments of Greece 3 he, not only in his perſon at that time became one 
of the propoſers of rewards in that Olymplade, in which he went to Rome 3 but allo, 
gave a yearly ſtipend to maintain the ſame, leſt, for want, they ſhould be left off. It 
1s not to be told what Debts and Tributes heremitted ; for he delivered the Phaſz- 
lites and Balaneotes.and other Towns of Cilicza,from the payment of a yearly Tribute: 
yet was he not ſo liberal to them as he would have been, fearing leſt the envy of ſome 
might accuſe him of ſome further meaning, 1f he ſhould be more bountiful to the Cittes 
than thoſe that were the owners thereof. He exerciſed his body likewile in exerciſes Herod a great 
fit for ſo valiant a mind ; forhe was a very skilful hunter, wherein he had always his 
purpoſe, by reaſon of his skill in riding 3 ſo thatin one day hekilled forty Wild Beaſts, 
That Countrey hath many Boars, but it hath more ſtore of Harts and Wild Aﬀes. He 
was ſuch a Warrier, that no man was able to encounter with him ; ſo that many were 
altoniſhed to ſee him, with what force and exactneſs he caſt the Dart, and drew the 
Bow. Beſides the Vertue, both of his mind and body, he had alſo good Fortune ; rod, belides 
for very ſeldom the event of War was otherwiſe than he expected ; if it ſometimes fel] rac: pr hay 
out-contrary, it was not through his fault, but through the raſhneſs of his Soldiers, or dy, had the

ſelf. For being now made King, he put away his Wife which he firſt married (a Lady

For Aztipater ſtill perſiſted 
to make Herod hate his other two Sons, though for fear of him that reconciled them, 
he durſt not openly ſhew himſelf an enemy to them, Afterward Herod failed by Ci- 
licza, and arrived at Flexſa, where Archelans received him very courteouſly, thank- . 4,chetuus 
ing him for the ſafety of his Son-in-law, and declaring himſelf very joyful that they Kindly errer- 
were made friends : for he had writ to his friends at Rome with all ſpeed poflible., ——_—— 
that they ſhould be favourable to Alexander, when he came to plead his cauſe, And © 
after this entertainment, he conducted Herod to Zephyria, and made him a preſent of 
thirty talents, and ſo took his leave of him. Herod as ſoon as he came to Jeruſalem, 
allembled the people together, and in the preſence of his three ſons, he ſhewed them 
the cauſe of his going to Rexze, and bleſſed God and thanked Ceſar, who had ap- 
peaſed the diſcord of his family, and made his Sons friends 3 which he eſteemed 
more than his Kingdom: And 7 ( ſaith he) will make their friendſhip firm, For Ca Hero's wor- 
ſar hath not only given me an abſolute power in my State, but lieve alſo to chuſe whom I oy th —_ 
pleaſe of my Sons for my Succeſſor. And now TI declare my intention to divide my King- CES *YUg 
dom amongſt my three Sons: which purpoſe of mine, firſt T beſeech Almighty God, and diſtributeth 
ſecondly you to favour : for one of thera for his years, the other for their Nobility of Birth, ng 4 his 
F have right to the Kingdom, which is ſo large that it may ſuffice them all. Wherefore OO OT” 
honour thoſe whom Czlar hath conjoyned , and I their father ordained my ſucceſ- 
ſors : Give them the reſpeFs and duty according to their age which they have reaſon 
to expe from their Charge not the order eſtabliſht by nature. For a man cannot do a 
greater pleaſure io the younger when he honoureth hin above his years, than he ſhall give 
diſcontent to the elder.

Antpater friends were either corrupted by money, or flattering ſpeeches, wherewith Antipater 
CREE "7 overcame all, and made them thieves and proditors of ſuch things as were either 
7-<111's done or ipoken againſt him. But of all the means he employed to ruine his Brothers 
Friends, withthe King, the molt crafty and powerful was, that inſtead of declaring himſelf yp

The Nobility alſo were in- 
clined after the ſame manner ; ſome of their own inclination, and others out of com- 
pliance : ſo did Ptolemens the chieteſt of all the Nobility, and the Kings Brethren 
and all his kindred; for all mens expectation was upon Aztipater. And that which N 
orieved Alexander the more, was,that all theſe conſpiracies defign'd for his overthrow 
were made by the counſel of Aztipater's Mother : for ſhe being Step-mother to him 
and his Brother, was the more cruel againſt them, becauſe ſhe could not endure their 
having the advantage above her Son of being born of ſo great a Queen. And although 
many followed Aztipater, for the hope they had of him, yet were they alſo compel- 
led thereunto by the King's command, who gave ſpecial charge to his deareſt friends, 
not to follow Alexander or his Brother. And this Prince was a terrour not only to 
thoſe of his own Kingdom, but alſo to foreign Nations, becauſe Ceſar had given him ſo 
great authority : for he gave him licenſe to take any one that was a fugitive from him, 
out of any City, although it were not under his Dominions.

by the Parthians : Yet, after ſome time, he pardoned Pheroras's offence. Divers for- 
merly were of opinion that in the life time of the Queen, he would have poyſoned 
Herod z and Herod, although he loved his Brother very well, yet becauſe many who 
had acceſs unto him, told him ſo, he began to miſdoubt : And therefore, examining 
by Torture many that were ſuſpeCted, at laſt he came to ſome of Pheroras's Friends 3 
but none of them confeſled the Poyſon, but only, that he was determined to flee tothe 
Parthians with her whom he was ſo in love with, and that Coſtabarus, Salome's Hul- 
band, was privy thereunto, unto whom the King had married her, after her firſt Huſ- 
band, for ſuſpicion of Adultery, was put to death.

Treaſon againſt their Father, and that they expected their time till he went a hunt- 
ing z reſolving with themſelves, that having killed him, they would preſently flee to 
Rome. Although thele and ſuch like Calumniations were no ways probable, yet ex» 
tremity of pain forced men to invent them 3 and the King willingly believed them, as 
it were comforting himſelf thereby, that he might not be thought to have impriſoned 
his Son unjuſtly. Alexander perceiving that it was impoffible for him to remove his 
Alexander Father's ſuſpicion, thought it beſt to yield himſelf guilty : and ſo he made four Writ- 
during his im- ings, wherein he confeſſed the Treaſon, and nominated his partakers therein, namely, 
pritonment, Pheroras and Salome, who were the chief 3 which later he ſaid had been ſo impudents 
wrote four , : : : , pans £ 
Rooks a92inft Iy unchaſte, as to- come in the night to him without his conſent, and lie in his bed. 
his enemies. Theſe Writings, which charged the greateſt amongſt the Nobility with moſt heinous 
matters, were in Herod's hands when Archelaus, fearing his Son-in-law and Daughter 
to be in great danger, ſpeedily came into Judea, and by his prudence appeaſed the 
King's wrath : For ſo ſoon as he came to Herod, he cryed, here is that wicked Son-in- 
law of mine, or where may T ſee the face of that wretch that goeth about to murther his Fa- 
ther, that I may tear him in pieces with mine own hands, and marry my Daughter to a bet- 
ter Husband 2 For although ſhe be not privy to his counſel, yet 'tis enough to make her infa- 
mous, that ſhe is Wife to ſuch a man. Nay, I admire your patience, who are in ſuch dan- 
Archelans, ger, and ſuffer Alexander yet to live : For I came thus baſtily out of Cappadocia, think- 
king of Cap- ing he had becn put to death, to talk with you concerning my Daughter, whom I married to 
padociz., him for your ſake. Wherefore now let us take counſel what to do with them both ;, and ſee- 
ing you are too Father-like, and not able to puniſh your Son, your treacherous Son 3 let us 
change rooms, and let me be in your place to revenge you. How great ſoever Herod's cho- 
ler was, this diſcourſe of Archelars diſarmed it : And Herod ſhewed him the Books 


Archelaus that Alexander had writ : And upon reading every Chapter with deliberation, Arche- 
and Herold Iaus took occaſion fit for his purpoſe 3 and by little and little laid all the fault on Phe- 
I roras, and thoſe that were accuſed in the Book. And perceiving the King to give ear 
Rooks -unto him ; Let #5 (ſaid he) conſider whether the young man hath not been circumvented 
by the treachery of ſo many malicious perſons, and not of himſelf, formed a deſign againit N 
you « For there appears no cauſe why he ſhould fall into ſuch wickedneſs, who already en« 
Jjojed the honours of the Kingdom, and hoped to ſucceed you therein, had he not been per- 
ſwaded thereto by other men z, who ſeeing him a young man, enticed him to ſuch an at- 
tempt. For we ſee, that by ſuch perſons, not only young men, but alſo old men, and moſt 
Hed isin- Noble Families 3 yea, and whole Kingdoms are ruinated. Herod, upon theſe ſpeeches, 


cenſed againit 
his Brother 
Þheroras, 


began ſomewhat to relent, and abate his animoſity againſt Alexander, but encreafed it 
towards Pheroras 3 for he was the SubjeCt of the whole Book. Pheroras perceiving the 
King fo to truſt to 4rchelans's friendſhip, that he was led by him to do what he pleal- 
ed z hein humble manner cameto Archelaxs, ſeeking humbly for ſuccour at his hands, 
of whom he had not deſerved any favour. © Archelaus anſwered him, that he knew 
© no ways.to obtain his Pardon, who was guilty of ſo heinous Crimes 3 and convicted, 
* manifeſtly to havepraQtiſed High Trealon againſt the King's own Perſon 3 and 
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6c the cauſe of all theſe miſeries that had now befallen the young man 5 except that he A A jor

againſt himſelf, Archelans endeavoured to mitigate Herod's wrath towards him, and don.

matters againſt him whom notwithſtanding, for Relation's ſake, he had: pardoned : means, pacith 
Adding that in every Kingdom, as in mighty bodies, frequently fome part begins to tb #2. 
inflame, which notwithſtanding, is not preſently to be cut off, but to be cured by ea- 
ſte means. | | 
Archelaus uſing many ſpeeches to Herod to this purpoſe, at laſt quite appealed his 
wrath towards Pheroras, but ſtill counterfeited himſelf angry with Alexander, aftirm- Archelaus 
ing that he would take his Daughter away with him 3; till, at Jaſt, he brought Herod OY 
of his own accord to intercede for the young man, not to break the Marriage, Ar- gig tbr 
cbelaus aſter much entreaty anſwered, that he was willing that the King (hould be- beentreared 
ſtow his Daughter upon any, ſave Alexazder, for he greatly eſteemed his attinity, Hee for Atcxan- 
rod replyed, that'if he would not divorce his Daughter from Alexander, he ſhould ©" 
think that he had beſtowed his Son upon him again : For they had no Children, and 
his Daughter was dearly loved by the young man 3 ſo that iff he would permit her to 
ſtay (till there, for her ſake he would pardon all Alexander's offences; Hereto Arche- 
laws with much ado agreed, and ſo was reconciled to his Son-tn-law, and he to his 
Father. Yer Herod affirmed that he mult needs be fent to Rome, to ſpeak with C2ſar, 
for he had written the whole matter to Ceſar. Thus Archelaws craftily delivered his 
Son-in-law from danger 3 and after this reconciliation was made, they ſpent the time 
in Feaſting and Mirth. Upon Archelaws's departure, Herod gave him ſeventy Talents, Ho difnic. 
and a Throne of pure Gold, adorned with Precious Stones ; and Eunuchs, and a Con- fb Arche 
cubine named Pavichis 3 and rewarded every one of his Friends according to their (179 
deſerts. And all the King's Kindred,. by his appointmemy/ beſtowed rich Gitts uport grexÞretens; 
Archelaus ; and both he, and all his Nobility accompanied him to Antioch, Ant. 1b. 16, 
Not long after, there came one into Judea far more ſubtil than Archclans 5 who 5717 , 
both diſannulled the reconciliation made for Alexander, arid cauſed his death alſo: pr doarf 
This man, named Eurycles, was a Lacedemonian born 3 and brought to Herod tich an fecretly ac+ 
Gifts,as it were for a bait of that he intended.He had ſo behaved himſelf in Greece.that gy ge on 
it could no longer tolerate his exceſs : And Herod again rewarded him with far great- Pale, nd is 
er Gifts than thoſe were that he gave him : But he eſteemed his liberality as nothing, the cauſe of 
except it were accompanied with the blood of the; Princes. For which cauſe he cir. 25 6cxh- 
cumvented the King, partly by flattering him, partly by praiſing him feignedly, and 
eſpecially by his own craft and ſudtilty : And quickly perceiving his inclination, he 
bothin word and deed fought to pleaſe him 3 ſo that the King accounted him among 
his chiefeſt friends. And both the King and all the Court honoured him the more for 
his Countrey-ſake, becauſe he was a Lacedemonian. But he percerving the diſtrati- 
ons of Herod's Houſe, and the hatred between the Brethren, and how the King was 
affected towards each of them, he firſt of all lodged at Amntipater*s houſe ; making a Furctes by 


ſhew, in the mean while, of good will towards Alexander 3 pretending, that in times feignedfriend- 


F paſt he had been much beloved by King Archelaus, his Father-in-law : And by this ſhip deceiveth

means he quickly infinuated into favour with him, and was conlidercd as a friend, and na 


a faithful friend, Alexander preſently likewiſe, brought him into friendſhip with 4- 
ritobulus 5 and he having gained their affetions, accommodated himſelf to their hu- 
mours, 1n order to com} aſs his deſign of adhering to Artipater, and betraying Alexe 
ander, And he often uſed incenfing words to Aztipater, as it were chiding him, that 
being eldeſt of the Brethren, he fo flenderly looked after them, who pretended to 
put him belides the Crown which was his right. Many times likewiſe, he uſed the 
like words to Alexander 3 admiring that he who was born of a Queen; and Huſband 
toa Queen, would permit one deſcended of a private woman, to ſucceed in the King- 
dom ; eſpecially, ſceing he had ſuch a fair opportunity and means to effe& the con- 
trary 3 for he might aflure himſelf of Archelaus's help in any thing. Alexander ſup- 
poſed he ſpoke as he thought, becauſe he counterfeited friendſhip with 4rchelans , fo

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PAOADPYA that wiſdoubting nothing, he diſcloſed to him all his mind concerning Antipater, fay- H 


ir tic ing, that it wasno wonder though Herod dif-inherited them of the Kingdom, fince he 
ay , had (lain their Mother formerly. 
Nativity, 6. Eurycles, counterfeiting pity for them, and ſorrow for their miſ-fortune ; enticed 
WYYN 4riftobulus to ſpeak to the like effet : And having animated them both to complainin 
this ſort againſt their Father, he preſently went to Aztipater, and diſcloſed to him all 
their ſecrets, falſely adding alſo, a ſtory of ſome Treachery which thoſe two Bre- 
thren intended againſt him 3 which was to diſpatch him with their Swords. Artipa- 
ter rewarded him with a great Summ of Money for this advice, and commended him 
to his Father. And thus he, being hired to effect the death of Alexander and Ariſtobu- 
lus, became himſelf their accuſer : Whereupon, he came to Herod, and told him, that 
in regard of thoſe benefits he had received at his hand, he would now venture his life 
for him, by giving him notice of a thing which concerned his own 3; which was, that 
Alexander and Ariftobulus had long (ince reſolved together to kill him, and that he 
only was the cauſe that they performed it not, by promifing them to aſſiſt them in the 
matter : That Alexander uſed theſe ſpeeches, that Herod was not contented to enjoy 
a Kingdom which was another's right, nor yet to have put Queen Mariamne todeath, 
but he would alſo leave the Kingdom belonging to their Anceſtors, to a pernicious 
Baſtard, Antipater, But for this cauſe, he woyld revenge Hircanus and Mariamne's 
death : And that 1t was not fit that ſuch a man as Artipater ſhould. receive the Kings 
dom without blood : And every day, he had occaſion given him to perſiſt in this re- 
ſolution, for he could ſpeak nothing without being calumniated 3 for if any mention 
were made at any time of any ones Nobility, preſently he was upbraided without 
cauſe 3 for his Father would preſently ſay, There is none Noble but Alexander, whoſe 
Father's baſe Birth is a ſhame and diſcredit unto him. And that going a hunting, if 
he held his peace, his Father was offended 3 if he praiſed him then it was ſaid, he 
mocked : So that in every thing, he found his Father's affeftion, turned from him, and 
that he was only favourable to 4ztipater 3 ſo that he would die with all his heart, if 
he failed of his purpoſe : If he killed him, his Father-in-law Archelaws would afford 
him ſafety, to whom he might eaſily flee. And after, he would go to Ceſar (who, as 
yet, knewnot Herod's manners) and he would not ſtand before him then, as he did 
before, terrified becauſe his Father was preſent 3 neither would he only ſpeak of his 
own wrongs, but of the wrongs of the whole Nation, who were oppreſſed by exaQi- 
; Ons, even to the death, --And then he would lay open on what pleaſures, and after 
' what ſort, the money gotten with Blood was conſumed 3 and who, and what 
kind of men they were, that were thereby enriched : and what was the cauſe of the 
affliction of the City : and there he would bewail the death of his Unkle, and his Mo- 
ther, and unfold all Herod's wickedneſs 3 which being once, made manifeſt to the 
World, no man would account hima Murtherer of his Father. Eurycles having falſly 
reported this of Alexander, to Herod, fell preſently to praiſe and extol Antipater 5 af- 
firmivg that he only loved his Father, and hindred ſuch practices. 
Another _ The King, yet not throughly appeaſed for that which was paſt, grew into exceed- 
A—_— ing fury 3 and Aztipater again ſuborned other falſe Witneſſes againſt him, who affirm- 
and his Bro- ed that they were wont to have ſecret talk with Jucundus and Tyrannxs, who fome-

dlonaren. had committed. Whereupon, Herod being very angry, preſently tortured them: and 


Duphantu, they affirmed, that they were ignorant of all that which was laid to their charge. But 
the King"sNo- there was found, and brought to the King a Letter, pretended to be written by 4- 
oy lexander, to the Governour of the Caſtle of Alexandrium 3 requeſting him, that he 
ters in _Alcx- Would receive him and his Brother Ariſtobalas into the Caſtle, when he had killed his 
and:r's name Father 5 and to aſſiſt them both with Arms, and other Neceſlaries. Alexazder affirm- 
ed that this Letter was counterfeited by Dzophantzs, the King's Secretary; who was 
. both malicious, and could counterfeit any one's hand ; and who afterwards having 
counterfeited many, was at laſt for the ſame put to death. 

Herod cauſed the Governour of the Caſtle to be tortured, but he confeſſed nothing 
that was Jaid againſt him : and although he had no good proof of any thing, yet he 
commanded his two Sons to be kept in hold. He likewiſe termed Eurycles (who was 
the Incendiary of his houſe, and the breeder of all the miſchief) Author of his ſafety, 
and onz who had well deſerved at his hands, and gave him fifty Talents : Who, de- 
parting from Judea before matters were well known, went to Archelays, and feigning 
that he had reconciled Alexander and Herod, he received there a piece of money. 
From thence he went into Achaia, and ſpent that which he had evilly got, in as bad 
manner as he had got it. Laſtly, he was accuſed to Ceſar, that he had cauſed diflenfion 
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A- in all 4chaia, and ſpoiled the Cities 3 for which cauſe he was baniſhed. And this was WALP>

Moreover, Salome encreaſed his rage againſt his Sons 3 for Ariifobulus minding to Arr 13b.1s, 
B engage her to aſſiſt him, being his Mother-in law and his Aunt, ſent to her, to look ©: 22. 
to her ſelf, as though the King was minded to put her to death, becauſe it was report- 
ed to him, that ſhe purpoſed to marry with the King's enemy, Sy/2x: the Arabian, to 
whom ſhe privily revealed the King's Secrets : This was the utter ruine 'of the young 
men, wherewith they were overthrown,as it were with a violent Tempeſt. For preſent» 
ly Salome went to the King,and told him of what Ari37obulus had admoniſhed her: And Herod, by 5:- 
he becoming outrageous, cauſed both his Sons to be bound, and impriſoned in ſeveral nbownoragg 
places. Then he he ſent Yolumniwz,General of his Army,and 0lympxs,one of his familiar his Sons. 
Friends, toCeſar, to carry the Informations againſt his Sons in writing 5 who failing YAY 
to Rome, after their arrival, delivered the King's Letters.

which they had committed againſt him,: which he affirmed to be more unſafferable

E Art laſt (when no man contradicted him) he began to complain of their ſilence; 

which ſeemed to condemn him 3 and thereupon, requeſted every one to give their Hcrod's ſen- 

verdict, And firſt of all, Setwrminus condemned his Sons, but not to die ; ſaying, roy +296 

that he had three Sons preſent, and he could not be ſo ſevere, as to judge other men's ;

Ant .lib.17, Ntipater now hoped without all controverſie to ſucceed in the Kingdom, but he 
eap.z1. A became generally hated of the whole Nation ; for it was openly known, that 
he, by falſe calumniations, had cauſed his Brethren's death. And on the other fide, 

he (ſtood [in no little fear of their Children, whom he perceived to begin to grow to 

years: For Alexander had by. Glaphyra two Sons, Tygrenes and Alexander : and Ari- 

ftobulus had by Bernice, Daughter to Salome, five Children 3 to wit, three Sons, He- 

rod, Agrippa and Ariſtobulus 3- and two Daughters, Herodias and Mariamne. Herod, 

after he had put Alexander to death; ſent away Glaphyra with her Dowry into Cappas 

docia.z and married Bernice, Ariftobulus's Wite, to 4ntipater's Uncle 3 for A4ntipater 

had deviſed this Match to Become friends with Salome, whom before he hated and en+ 

Antipaty vied. He alfo, by his great Gifts, ſought to get Pheroras's favour, and the Friend- 
oy ſhip of ſuch as were Friends to Ceſar, ſending to that end great ſumms of money to 
Bribes, o Rome. He pave Satarrinus, andall the reſt, great Riches in Syria. But the more he 
creepinto gave, the more he was hated of all men 3 for every one confidered his Preſents, not 
mers favoits.- 25 proofs of his Liberality, but as effe&s of his Fear ; ſo that he got not the love of 
them, upon whom he beſtowed them 3 and they. to whom he;gave nothing, were fo 

much:the more his enemies.

This is my will and pleaſure, 
touching t:5is matter," and let no man who loveth me ſeek, to'\alter it, Aud I\beſeerh Al- 
mighty God to proſper theſe Marriages to the good of my Conmtrey, and of theſe: neyNephews3 
and to look upon theſe Children with a more favourable. eye than\he did upon-their Fathers, 
Having thus ſpoken, he wept, and joyned the'Children's hands, aud courceonſly fatut- 


ing every one, diſmiſſed the Council.

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A At this atjon Artipater was ſo amazed, that all the Orphans well perceived it. RK 
For now he thought himſelf diſhonoured by his Father, and that he ſtood in great _ of the 
danger, ſeing that Alexander's Son was like to have both Archelavs and Pheroras the before Ces 
Tetrach to prote& him. Moreover, he conlidered how he was hated, and how the Natwy, r. 
people compaſſtonated the children that were fatherlefs ; and look'd upon him as the WW 
murtherer of their fathers. Wherefore he reſolved by all means poflible to break 
theſe Marriages. Yet he feared to infinuate any thing to his father cunningly , who 
was now very ſuſpicious and miſtruſttulz and therefore went openly unto him to 
make his humble ſute and requeſt to him, that he would not leave him without ho- 
| Nour, nor deprive him of that Succeſſion, which before he had judged him worthy 
B of, by giving him only the bare Title of King, arid leaving the authority of the 
Kingdom in other mens power. For it would be impoſlible for him to obtain the 
Kingdom, if Alexander's Son were (beſides Archelays his favour) made Son-in-law | 
to Pheroras. Wherefore he earneſtly pray'd him, that ſeing he had many daughters, Hoo7 civil 
he would change theſe Mariages: for the King had nine Wives, and by ſeven of &<* by his 
them he had childrenz Amtipater by Doris, Hewod by Mariamne daughter of Simon © W* 
the High Prieſt, Archelaus by Malthace the Samaritan, and a Daughter call'd Olpm- 
pias, whom his brother foſeph married : and by Cleopatra of Jeruſalem, Herod and 
Philip, and by Pallas, Phaſelns 5 he had two other Daughters alſo, Roxane and Salome 3 
one of them by Phedre, and the other by Elpzs, He had likewiſe two wives, by whom 
c be had no iſſue, his Couſin and Niece; and beſide theſe he had two Daughters by 
Mariamne, Siſters to Alexander and Ariftobulus. Wherefore Antipater ſeeing his Fa- 
ther had ſuch choice of Daughters, requeſted the marriages to be altered. 5 7 
The King, well perceiving his mind and purpoſe towards the Orphans, and call- Herodis per. 
ing to remembrance the misfortune of his Sons, whom he had put to death, he judg'd ſwadedby 
that if ever hefound occaſion, he would be as induſtrious to deſttoy the children by mon; poly 
calumnies, as he had done their fathersz and fo falling into great anger with ſharp break oF lic 
words he drove him out of his preſence yet afterward, he ſo flattered Herod, that he marriages, 
gat the marriages to be altered, And firlt of all he joyned Ariſtobulus's Daughter 
with Antipatcr himſelf, and: his Son to Pherorac's Daughter. Here one may ſee what 
D Aztipater could do by flattering ſpeeches: for Salozze in the like matter could not 
ſpeed, although ſhe was his Siſter , and procured many times the Emperours Wife 
to ſpeak for her, that ſhe might marry with Sy/exs the Arabian, yet was ſhe not per- 
mitted ſo todo. But Herod ſwore that he would account her as an utter enemy, ex- 
cept ſhe would deſiſt from that purpoſe 3 and afterward, againſt her will, he married 
her to Alexas, a friend of his; and one of her Daughters to Alexander's ſon, and the os | 
ther to Antipater's maternal Uncle. | | 
' As for Mariammes Daughters, one of them was married to Aptipater, his Siſters Sori, Aut.1.i; .c.;; 
the other to Phaſelys, his Brother's Son. When Aztipater had quite overthrown the Ariparer © | 
hope of the Orphans, and joyned affinity as he thought good, he now held himſelfon wayward rag 
E fure ground : and adding confidence to his malice, he became intolerable to all ME, 
men. And ſcing he could not avoid their hatred, he now ſought by fear to work 
his own ſafety 3 and ſo much the more, becauſe Pheroras now afliſted him, as one 
that was confirmed and eſtabliſhed for King. Alſo the women in the Courr fell at A debate be- 
variance, and raiſed anew broil: for Pheroras's Wife with her Mother and her Siſter, FRE 2 La- 
and the mother of Aztipater did behave themſelves very inſolently in many things, -<wfgs 
towards two of the Kings daughters z of which Antipater, who hated them, was very 
olad, none of the other women except Salome daring to oppoſe this Cabal. But $4- 
lome went to the King, and told him that their meetings were not for his 
ſervice, 
F Thewomenunderſtanding how ſhe had informed the King, arid that he was of- 
fended thereat, they met no more together openly, but abſtained from their wont- 
ed familiarity ; and in the Kings hearing feigned to fall out one with another. Are 
tipater allo made the ſame ſhew, ſothat he ſtuck not openly to affront Pheroras : note 
withſtanding they had meetings and banquets in the night; and the unity was the- 
more confirmed, the more they perceived themſelves to be noted 3 for Salome knew 
all this and told it to the King. The King was very angry, and eſpecially againſt 
Pheroras's wife, whom chiefly Salome blamed : and having called together all his kin- 
dred and friends, he accuſed her before them amongſt other things, that ſhe had be» 4m. ib, £-: 
haved her ſe] contumelioutly towards his daughters, and that ſhe affiſted the Phari- c2-4. 
G ſees againſt him, and that by a poyſonous drink ſhe had made his Brother hate him. 
And turning himſelf unto Pheroras, he asked him whether he had rather renoance 
the friendſhip of him his King and Brother, or abandon his Wife: And he anſwering,

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FRA that he had rather die than loſe his Wife 3 Herod doubtful what to do, turned him to H 
= of the Aztipater , and commanded him to have no commerce with Pheroras, or his wife, 
"P-4 Chit”; or any one belonging to them after that time. He obeyed this command openly in 
Nativity, 1. ſhew, but ſecretly went to their houſe : and fearing that &/ome might perceive it, 
of by A he by his friends 1n 7taly procured himſe!f to be ſent for to Rowe, by Letters brought 
Adidiver of to Herod, wherein it was commanded, that ſhortly after the receit thereof, Antipater 
his Brothers ſhould be ſent toCeſar. Wherefore Herod uſing no delay, ſent him preſently, fur- 
company, 07 niſhing him with all things neceſlary, and a great ſum of money 3 giving him like- 
to have con- . ; : ; . . . 
ference with Wiſe his Jaſt Will and Teſtament to carry with him to Ceſar 3 wherein was written: 
his wife. that Artipater ſhould be King, and after him Herod, the Son of Mariamne, Daugh- 
ter of the High Prieſt. But Sy/l[ews the Arabian, negleCting Ceſar's commandment, at 1 
the ſame time ſailed to Rowe, there to contend with Artipater, about matters which 
were before in controverſie between him and Nicholavs, He had alſo a great con- 
tention with Aretas his King, whoſe friends he had ſlain, and amongſt others, Sobe- 
us, the moſt wealthy man in all the Country of Petra 3 and Fabatus, Ceſar's Pro- 
curator, whom he had corrupted, affilted him againſt Herod, But Herod afterwards 
giving Fabatus a greater ſum of money, alienated him from Sy![z45,and by this means 
diſpatched that which Ceſar commanded: and becauſe Fabatys reſtored nothing, he 
+£:3:4; Ce. Accuſed him that he was Procurator, not for C/ar but for Herod : wherewith Faba- 
ſar's Gover- tus was moved; and being as yet in great eſtimation with Herod, he diſcloſed $y/l#- 
nour, diſco- 4's his ſecrets, and ſignified tothe King, how that Syll2ns had corrupted Corinthus K 
--45npg_gs one of his Guard, whom he adviſed to be taken and kept in hold. The King more 
4 eaſily hearkned to his counſel, becauſe Corzzthxs, though always brought up inthe 
Kings Court, yet was bornin Arabia, Wherefore he preſently took him, and two 
other Arabians that were found with him; one of them was Sy/l2xs's friend, and the 
other Phylarchus. Upon their examination they confeſled, that Corinthus for a great 
ſum of money was hired to kill the King. After this they were ſent to Saturnius,Go- - 
vernour of Syria, and by him to Rome.

CHAP, XIX,

How Herod ſhould have been poyſoned, and how the treaſon was diſcovered. | 


OF WE ® He ſtill urged Pheroras to forſake his Wife: for he knew not how elſe to pu- 
eth his Bro- niſh her, having many matters againſt her : which becauſe he would not yield 
ther Pheroras tO, at laſt he was ſo moved, that he baniih'd them both, Pheroras taking this injury 
and his WE. patiently, departed to his Tetrarchy, taking an Oath that his baniſhment ſhould en- 
dure aslong as Herod lived 3 and that whileſt he lived, he would never come any 
more to him: And accordingly he would not come to viſit him when he was fick, 
notwithſtanding he was often ſent for, when (as he thought) he lay on his death- jg 
bed, and would gladly have imparted ſomething to him : but contrary to all hope 
he recovered, and afterwards Pheroras fell iick. At which time Herod ſhewed his 
patient and humble mind 3 for he went to him, and very kind)y fought help for him; 
5,404: dies but he was too far ſpent, and a few days after died : and although Herod loved him 
and was buri- until his dying day, yet was it bruted abroad, that he poyſoned him. Herod cauſ- 
edin F:ruſs- ed his body to be brought to Jeruſalem, and commanded all the Nation to mourn 
and buried him with a ſumptuous funeral, Thus one of the Murtherers of Alexander 
and Ariſtobulus came to this end : but ſhortly after, the revenge of that wicked fat 
fell upon Antipater, who was the chief Author thereof. For certain freed men that 
belonged to Pheroras came in mournful manner to Herod,and complained to him, that N 
his Brother Pheroras was poyſoned, and that his own Wife had given him a drink, 
which as ſoon as he had drunk, he preſently fell ſick 3 that two days before his fick- 
AWitchof neſs, there came a Witch out of Arabia, ſent for by his Mother and Siſter, to give 
Araba. him a Love-potion 5 and that ſhee in ſtead thereof, through 8y!lzus's inducements 
had given him poyſon; tor ſhe was of Sylleus's acquaintance. | 
The King moved with this diſcourſe cauſed divers of Pheroras freed men and freed 
women to be put to torture 3 and one of them impatient of the pain , ex-

of the women Claimed in this wiſe : O God, ruler of heaven and earth, revenge us upon Artipa-

tipater's Mothers intelligence with Pheroras and the other women, and their ſecret 
mectings 3 and that when Pheroras and Antipater came from the Palace, they _ -

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ſpend all the night in feaſting, not ſuffering any ſervant or domelſtick to be in the FLAP 
room with them and one of the Libertines wives reveiled this. , And when every 2 9 a 
one of the women were tortured apart all their examinations agreed; fo that now before Che ifs 


it was evident whcrefore Aztipater had complotted to go to Rowe, and Pherorgs bes Nativity, x. 


yond the River Jordav, For they were often wont to fay, that Herod having killed 
Alexander and Ariſtobulus, would next come to us and our wives: and that it was 
unlike that he would ſpare any one, who ſpared not Mariamne and her Sons; and 
therefore it was beſt to flee as far as poſſible from ſuch a wild beaſt. They alſo de- 
pos'd that Artipater was often wont to complain to his Mother, that now he grew 
gray-haired, his Father became young and luſty z that himſelf might die perhaps 
before him, and that though his Father died firſt, yet he ſhould enjoy the pleaſure 


. of the Kingdom but a ſhort time. That moreover, the heads of Hydra, that is to 


ſay, Alexander and Ariſtobulue's Sane, hegan to ſpring up again : and that he could 
not reaſonably hope co leave the Kingdom to his Sons, {ince Herod had declar'd 
that he would have it go after him to Herod the Son of Mariamne : wherein he was 

ſwaded that he doated, if ſo be he thought his Will ſhould be of force 3 for he 


. would take ſuch an order, that he would have none of all his Progeny alive 3 and 


that Herod was the greateſt hater of his Sons of any Father in the World : and was 
not therewithal contented, bur he alſo hated his own Brethren. A proof whereof 
was, that he not long ago gave him a hundred talents, that he ſhould have no more 


C commerce with Pheroras - and that when Pheroras asked wherein he had hurt him, 


Artipater anſwered, I would to God that he would take away all from us to our 
ſhirts, and leave us only our lives ; but faid he, it is impoſſible to eſcape this dan- 
gerous Beaſt, who will not not fuffer men openly to ſhew friendſhip to one another. 
Thus we are reduc'd to that paſs that we cannot meet but in ſecret : yet if we bear 
the hearts and hands of men, the time will be when we may talk and meet openly. 
The women in torments diſcloſed theſe ſpeeches, and that Pheroras was determined 
to flee with the reſt to Petra, Herod believed all theſe ſayings, and the rather becauſe 
of that which was ſaid concerning the hundred talents : For he ſaid nothing of the 
ſame to any one, but to Aztipater. | 


D Now firſt of all he turn'd his fury upon Doris, Antipater's Mother : and taking from 


her all the Jewels which he had beſtowed upon her, of the value of many talents , 
he baniſh'd her. When his wrath was ſomewhat appeaſed, he releaſed Pheroras's wo- 
men from torments 3 yet he became ſo prone to ſuſpicion, that he tortured many 
that were innocent, leſt he fhould let any eſcape that were guilty, Amongſt others 
Antipater the Samaritan, 'who was Steward to his Son Artipater, through torments 
confeſſed, that his Son Antipater had procured poyſon out of Egypt to kill him, by 
means of a friend of Aztiphilys 5 which poyſon Theudion, Antipater's Uncle took of 
him, and delivered to Pheroras, whom Aztipater charged to diſpatch Herod whilſt 
he was at Rozee, far from ſuſpicionz and that Pheroras gave his Wife the poyſon to 


E keep. Whereupon the King calling for her, commanded her to bring forth the poy- 


ſon : and ſhe, making as though ſhe went forth to fetch it, caſt her (elf headlong 
down from a Gallery, thereby to prevent the torments which, if ſhe were convit- 
ed, they would inflict upon her. But by the providence of God (as it ſhould ſeem) 
it came to paſs that ſhe fell not on her head, but on her ſide, and fo eſcaped death, to 
the end that God might inflit puniſhment upon Aztipater. And being brought to 
the King, as ſoon as ſhe was come to her ſelf (for ſhe was amazed with the fall) the 


' King demanded of her, wherefore ſhe had done fo, and ſwore unto her, if that ſhe 


would truly diſcloſe all, he would pardon her ; but ifſhe told an untruth, her body 
ſhould be torn in pieces with torment, and not be buried. She a while held her

who cannot be deceived, be witneſs of the truth of what I ſhall ſay : When I fate n what bir 
weeping by Pheroras as helay a dying, he called me to him, aud ſaid, See, wife, how ne. ; 


much I was deceived concerning my Brothers love towards me 3; for I hated and 
ſought to kill him, who thus loveth me, and forroweth ſo much for me, though 
am not yet dead - but truly Iam juſtly rewarded for my intquity. And now (wife) 
bring me hither the poyſon which was left by Artipeterin your keeping for my Bro- 
ther, and makeit away before my face, that I carry not with me to Hell a guilty 
Conſcience for that crime. Sol brought it as he deſired me, and the moſt part of 
it I caſt into the fire, where it was conſumed, and kept a little thereof, for fear of 
miſchances, and of you. And having thus ſaid, ſhe brought forth a box which had 
in it a very little of the poyſon, Hereupon the King tortured the brother and mother 
of 
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of Antiphilks; and they alſo confeſſed that Artiphilus had brought a box out of Egypt, H 
_—_ of - and that he received it from his brother, who practiſed Phylick at Alexandria. Thus 
bifme Obſt it ſeem'd that. the Ghoſts of Alexander and Ariſtob#lus went about the whole King- 
Nativity, z. dom, to diſcover the moſt hidden things, and to draw teſtimonies and proofs from 

the mouths of thoſe that were furtheſt from all ſuſpicion. For the Brothers of Mariamne, 

daughter of $i-z0» the High Prieſt, being put to the rack, confeſs d that ſhe was 
Gods jaſlice acquainted with this conſpiracy. Wherefore the King puniſh'd the mothers fault 
leaveth 29- ypon her child: for having writ in his Will, that Herod her ſon ſhould ſucceed Anzz- 


ting unpu- 


riſhed, pater 1n the Kingdom, now for her fault, he raz'd him out. 
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CH A P. XX. 


How Antipaters malicious praFices againſt Herod, were diſcvocr'd ang puniſh d. 


He arrival of Bathy/us was the laſt proof of Artipater's Crime, and confirm*d 
all the reſt. This Bathyllus was one of his freed men, and brought from Kowe 
another ſort of poyſon, compos'd of that of Alps and other Serpents; to the end 
that if the firſt proved too weak, and took not ettect, then Pheroras and his wife 
might make an end of the King with this. And for the height of Aztipater's wick- 
edneſs, he alſo had given this man Letters, which he had written to Herod againſt 
cAnipater's Arebelaus and Philip his Brethren, who were at that time brought up at Rome to ſtu- 
reatons 3 > dy, being very hopeful young men : and for that Aztipater feared they might be 
gamlt Arche- lc .

”. 21dÞ;:7;, OMe hindrance to himin that which he expeced, he devisd all means poſlible to 
his brothers. make them away. And the better to effe&t this purpoſe, he counterfeited Letters in 
his friends name that were at Koxze, and for money got others to write, that theſe 
two young men u(ed in taunting wiſe to rail againſt their Father, and openly to 
complain of the death of Alexander and Ariſtobulus : and that they took it ill that 
they were ſent for home (for their Father had ſent word that they ſhould come as» 
way) at which alſo Amtipatey was much troubled. For before his departure from 
Judea to Rome, he procured ſuch like Letters to be forged againſt them at Kome ; L 
and ſo delivering them to his Father, to avoid all ſuſpicion, he ſeemed to excuſe 
his Brethren 3 affirming ſomethings that were written to be lyes, other things to be 
- 4111110 gi. Offences whereunto young men were prone. At the ſame time he gave great ſums

vethacrear Of money to themin whole name he had written the Letters againſt his Brethren : 
ſum of 6g hereby as it were hiring them to be ſecret.” For the concealment of which ſuborna- 
to noſe 193 tion from Hered's knowledge, he bought much rich Houſholdſtuff and Tapiſtry of 
Jeters acain? Curious work, and Plate; and many things more, amounting by his account to the 
his Brothers. fam of two hundred Talents, which he pretended was to be employed in preſents 
in proſecuting the buſineſs againſt $z/2x5. But the miſchief which he provided a- 


gainſt was inconfiderable in compariſon of thoſe which he had more reaſon to fear ; 4 


and it cannot belufficiently admired, that though all thoſe that had been tortured 
gaveevidence againlt him, how that he ptadtiſed his Faihers death, and the Letters 
witneſſed how again he went about to make away ovther two of his Brethren 3 yet 
for all this, none of them who went out of J«dea to Rowe, bare him ſo much good 
will as togive him intelligence what troubles were 1n the Court at home, although 
it was ſeven months before he return'd to Judea from Rome. Peradventure they who 
were minded to tell him all, were forced to hold their peace, by conſideration of the 

blood of Alexander and Ariſtobaulus which cried for vengeance againſt him. 
| At laſt he ſen+ Letters from Rozzeto his Father, that now he would ſhortly return 
An. 15. 18. home, and that Ceſar had treated him very honourably. The King deſired greatly N 
cap-8 to have the Traytor in his power : and fearing that if he had inkling of matters he 
ix ur would look to himſelf, feigned great kindneſs towards him, and ſent back again unto 
Herod with him very loving Letters, willing him to haſten his return : which if he did, poſlibly 
many kind he might obtain pardon for his Mothers offence : for Antipater had underſtood that

2 = Antipater received a Letter at Tareztum, whereby he underſtood the death of Ph:- 
roras, and greatly lamented it 3 which divers that knew nothing thought well of. 
Yetas far as one may conjcefure, the cauis of his grick was, that his treaſon had not 
zone forward as he wiſhed, and that he feared left that which had paſſed might 
come to light, and leſt the poyfon ſhould bs found. Yet when he came to Cilicia, Q 
and there received his Fathers Letters before mentioned, he then made great haſte

give occaſion to malignant people to raiſe (landers : For, ſaid they, it any thing 
had palled againſt you, it was1n your abſence; and were you in prefence no man 
durſt do or ſpeak againſt you 3 and it were a very unwiſe part, for uncertain ſuſpici- 
B ons, todeprive himlelf of certain felicity, and not to return ſpeedily to his Father, 
and receive a Crown from his hands, which he could place upon no other head but 
his. This counſel (as his ill fortune would have it) Aztipater followed, and ſo ar- 


rived in the in the Haven of Czſarea, having paſled Sebaſtez where contrary to his Antipater 


expectation, he was much furpriz'd that all men eſchewed his company, and no man 
came near him.For although he was always hated,yet before they durſt not ſhew their 
hatred. But now they abſitained from coming to him for fear of the King ; becauſe 
the rumour of thoſe things which Aztipater had done was known in every City, and 
to every man, only Aztipater himſelf was ignorant thereof. For there was never a- 
ny man brought thither with greater pomp than he, when he was to fail to Rowe; 
\ and never man more baſely entertained at his return. And now apprehending the 
danger at home, he craftily made himſelf ignorant thereof 3 and notwithſtanding 
that he was almoſt dead for fear, yet in his countenance he counterfeited confidence, 
For he could not now poſſibly make any eſcape, nor rid himſelf out of the preſent 
danger: and yet he heard no certain news of matters at Court, becauſe the King by 
an Edit had forbidden all men to give him notice thereof : So that many times he 
comfortef{ himſelf thus ; that either all matters concerning him were yet ſecret 3 or 
if any thing was come to light, that he by policy and impudence could acquit him- 
{elf thereof; - for thoſe two were his only weapons. Being thus determined, he went 
to the Kings Palace alone, without any of his friends and followers, who at the very 


D firſt gate were moſt contumeliouſly repulſed. By chance Yarzs the Ruler of Syria 


was there 3 and then boldly going into his Father's preſence, he advanced bold- 
ly near him , to falute him. But Herod putting him back with his hands, and 
ſhaking his head, cried out, What thou that haſt attempted to murther thy Father, dareſt

thou yet preſume to offer to embrace me, being guilty of ſo many treaſons! Mayeit thou ac his Fathers 
periſh, wretch, as thy crimes deſerve.

all that is laid to thy charge ; for thou ſhalt have jJuitice, and Varus ſhall be thy Judge, 
who is by good fortune now here. Go and premeditate how to acquit thee again(t to mor- 
row, which is all the time I will give thee to do it. 

Hereat Aztipater was ſo aſtoniſhed with fear, that he was not able to reply any 
thing, but filently went away. Preſently his Mother and his Wife came to him and 
told him all the proofs of treaſons againſt him 3 then he confidered with himſelf how 
to anſwer every point. - The next day the King called an aſſembly of his friends and 
kindred, and'tothem admitted Artipater's friends: and he and Yar litting in judg- 
ment, commanded all proofsto brought, and the witneſles to appear : amongſt whom 
were certain of Aztipater's Mothers ſervants lately apprehended, who had Letters 
from her tocarry to him, tothis effe&:' Forafmuch'as all'things are known to thy Fa-

Which if you ſay T did feignedly, is it probable that I wonld be ſo circumſpet# 
in other affairs and at other times, and now in ſo weighty a matter play the part of a ſenſ- 
les man £ How could I think, that ſuch a deſign, though kept ſecret from men , could be 
hidden from God, whoſeeth all things ? Was I ignorant what befel my Brethren, whos 
God ſo puniſh'd for their wicked conſpiracy againit you £ Or what ſhould cauſe me to aim 
at their life ?

Theſe Letters which ſhe affirmed to be 
Salomes, contained many invectives againſt Herod, and many accuſations, But theſe FAS be 
Letters ie feigned by Artipater, who for money had perſwaded Acme to write them proof again(E 
in her oWname 3 as the Letter thatſhe writ to Artipater evidently ſhewed ; for ſhe Anpairr. 
writ as followeth. _ "bY. ls ERC. EE 
T have writ to your Father as you requeſted me, and ſent alſo other Letters 5 and I aſſure 
#by ſelf he will not ſpare his ſiſter, if he do but read the Letters. Tou may do well, ſeeing 
I have performed all your requeſts.to be mindfal of your promiſe. This Letter againſtSalome 
and others, being found to be counterfeited, the King began to doubt that Alexar- 
der was made away by ſuch counterfeited Letters 3 and he remember'd that he had 
almoſt put his Siſter to death, through Antipater's device. Wherefore he reſolved 
no longer to delay to puniſh him for all z yet was he hindred by a great ſickneſs from TT 
accompliſhing his purpoſe. He only ſent Letters to Ceſar concerning Acme's treache-' Herod intend- 
ry and falſe accuſation of Salome 5 and changed his Teſtament, and blotted out the <th 4niipo- 
name of Antipater, and in his room writ Aztipas, leaving out Archelaus and Philippas, adbd grv

This was no ſooner read, but preſently the Skies were filled with the voices and cries cArchelaus 
of the people, who congratulated Archelaus 3 and the Soldiers and the People promil- mags rag F 
ed to ſerve him faithfully, and wiſhed him a happy Reign.

promiling Sabizw and the Legion lieve to depart, if he ſ@ liked, Part of the King's 
Soldiers, who of their own accord fled to them, affiſted them. But the moſt Warlike 
and valiant amongſt them, were three thouſand men of Herod's Army, whoſe Leads 
ers were Rufus 0, Gratws; one of the Foot;/and the other of the Horſez both which, 
although they had had no Soldiers'with them, might yet for their Valour and Coun» 
ſel, have been conſiderable to the Party of the Romans. The Jews earneſtly conti4 
nued the Siege, and aſſaulted the Caſtle- Walls, crying upon Sabinxs todepart, and not 
to hinder them now, after ſo long time, to'recover their Countrey's Liberty.

At this time a Shepherd, named Athron- 
gens, pretended to make himſelf King : His Birth was ſo low, that formerly he had 
been but a ſimple Shepherd ; and he had no other merit, but that he was very large, 
and ſtrong of body, and deſpiſed death. With this reſolution he armed his four Bre- 
thren, each of which had a Company armed, and they were as his Lieutenants, to 
make Incurfions 3 whilſt he, like a King, meddled only with great Affairs, and wore a 
Crown upon his head : And thus he continued a long time waſting the Countrey, and 
killing, not only the Romans, and King's Soldiers 3 but alſo the Jews, if there was 
hope to gain any thing by them.

Fter that Archelans's Dominions were reduced into a Province, a certain Roman 
'\ Knight called Coporzizs, was made Governour thereof. During his Adminiſtra- 
tion, a certain Galilean named Jzdas, incited his Countrey-men to revolt 3 reproach- 
ing them for paying Tribute to the Romans, and for being ſubjec to any but to God, 
This Judas was Author of a new Se& of his own-deviſing, nothing like other Sets. 
For there are three Secs of Philoſophers amongſt the Jews 3 one is that of the Phari- L 
ſees, another of the'Sadducees, and the third of the Efſeans, which is the moſt fa- 
mous of all the three. © The Eiteans are Jews born, but livein the greateſt union to- 
gether imaginable : They conſider all Pleaſures, as Vices that are to be avoided ; 
and eſteem Continence and Vicory over the Paſſions, as the greateſt Vertues. The 
reje&t Marriage, and account other men's Children, put to them to be taught whilſt 
young, as their own Kink-men, whom they diligently inſtru& in their Manners and 
Opinions 3 not for that they condemn Marriage and Propagation of Mankind, but to 
avoid women's incontinence 3 for they think that none of them keep themſelves true 
to one man. Alſo, they contemn Riches, and all things with them are common, 
And they have a Law amongſt them- 
ſelves, that whoſoever will embrace their Sect, he muſt make his Goods common 3 
for ſo, neither any amongſt them ſeems abject for Poverty, nor any great for Riches 5 
but they have, as it were, all equal Patrimonies like Brethren. They account it a 
ſhame to anoint the body with Oyl 3 and if any man, though againſt his Will, be a- 
nointed therewith, they ule all diligence to wipe it away : And they account them- 
ſelves fine enough, if their Cloaths be white, They have among(t them Stewards, 
to overſee all things for their common benefit 3 who are choſen from amongſt them, 
by a common conſent. Their Revenue is diſtributed according to the need that eve- 
ry one hath. They have not one certain City, but are diſperſed in many Cities 3 and 
if any of theirSc&, though a ſtranger, come to them from another place, they give 
him any thing they have, as1if he were their ancient Acquaintance. In like manner, 
they go boldly to thoſe, whom they never 1n their lives ſaw before, as though they 
were familiarly acquainted with them : And therefore, when they take a journey, 
they only arm themſelves againſt Thieves, and carry nothing with them elſe. In e- 
very City there is oye appointed, whoſe Office is to receive and lodge thoſe of their 
Sect that come thither 3 and to ſee that they neither want Cloaths, nor any thing 
elſe neceflary for them. All Children under Government, brought up by them, go 
apparelled alike 3 and they never change their Apparel nor Shooes, except they have 
worn out their firſt Apparel. Among themſelves they neither buy nor ſell ; but eve- 


ry man that hath any thing which another wanteth, giveth him it, and taketh that of © 


him which himſelf needeth 3 yea, every one of them may take any thing he hath 
need of from whom he plcaſeth, without any change.  Aboveall, gowards God they

gently laboured till eleven a clock, they all meet together again, and being covered -: off pf 
with linen cloaths, they waſh their bodies with cold water : and having thus purged ad labote 
themſelves, they go to their Cells, into which no man that 1s not of their Sect is ad- 
mitted : And then they come to the Refettory, as into a holy Temple ; where all (it- 
ting down with ſilence, there is ſet before every man in order,a loaf, and a little mels of 
pottage, all of one fort. Before they cat a Prielt giveth thanks, and no man may eat 
B any meat till this Prayer be made to God. Likewiſe, when dinner is ended they pray 
again 3 for both before and after, they give thanks to God, the Giver of all : And 
then putting off that Apparel as Sacred, they apply themſelves to their work till eve- 
ning. At ſupper they do as before, cauſing their Gueſts to ſup with them, it by for- 
tune any come. Their houſe is never troubled with cries or tumults, for every one is 
appointed to ſpeak in his turn 3 ſo that their ſilence produces reſpect in ſtrangers. The 
cauſe of this moderation is their continual ſobriety, and that every one is limited how — _ 
much to eat ordrink. and although, that in all other matters they are ruled by their 1"* gs 
Superior, yet in theſe two, to wit, compaſſionating and helping, they may do as they ;,q pow 
think good : for every one may when he pleaſeth, help thoſe whom he thinketh de- others have 
c ſerve help; and when he pleaſeth, give meatto them thatare inneed. Yet may not _ wr 2p 
they give any thing to their Kindred, without the lieve of their Superior. They take jj... 2h 
great care to ſuppreſs their anger 3 they keep their promiſe, and maintain peace; and by their Go- 
people account every word they ſpeak of as much force, as if they had bound it with nd 
an oath : and they ſhun oaths worſe than perjury 3 for they eſteem him a liar, who is gue FOe® 
not to be believed, without he call God to witneſs. They ſtudy diligently ancient 
Writers, chiefly gathering out of their Writings, what is moſt convenient for the ſoul 
and the body. Out of them they learn Remedies for Diſeaſes, and the Vertues of 
Herbs, Stones and Mettals. Thoſe who are deſirous to be of their Order, do not 
ſtraightway converſe with them 5 but for a year before, live out of the Colledge, and 
D Þavetheſamediet, a little hatchet, and ſuch a girdle as is before ſpoken of, and a white 
garment. But at the years end, if they perceive ſuch a perſon to be continent, they 
give him a diet more agreeing with their own, and he is permitted to waſh himſelf in 
cold water, to the end, to purifie himſelf; yet is he not admitted in common among(t 
them, till for two years more, they have obſerved his life and manners : And at laſt, 
when he is thought worthy, he is admitted to their common company. But before he agar A 
is received to the common Table, firſt he is to proteſt ſolemnly to honour and ſerve yenans.

any ſtrangers, although he ſhould be thereto threatned by death. Adding moreover, 
that he will never deliver any DoQtrine, fave that which he hath received 3; and dili- 
gently preſerve the Books, as well as the Names, of thoſe from whom they received it. 
heſe Proteſtations they oblige thoſe to take ſolemnly, who enter into their Order, to 
F- the end, to fortifie them againſt Vices. Thoſe of the Soctety who tranſgreſs notorioul> 
ly, they thruſt out of their company : and whoſoever is ſo puniſhed, for the molt part 
dicth a miſerable death 3 for, it being not lawful for him to eat with any ſtranger, he 
1s reduced to feed on graſs like beaſts, and ſo he periſheth through Farhine. For which 
cauſe oftentimes they are moved with compaſſion, to receive many into their Order 
again, when ready by Famine, to yield up the ghoſt z judging them to have endured 
pennance enough for their offences, who with famine were almoſt bronght to death's 
door. They are very ſevere and juſt in their Judgments 3 and to decide any matter, 
there is never fewer of them than an hundred ; and that which is by them agreed up- 
on, is irrevocable. Next after God, they reverence their Law-giver,inſomuch that if a- 
G ny one revile him, they forthwith condemn him to death. They take it for a great duty 
fo obey their Elders, and what is appointed by many 3 ſo that if ten of ther fit roge-

Upon other days they dig a pit a foot deepin the ground with 
the hatchet, which (as we before ſaid) every one, at his entrance into their Order, 
hath given him ; and then covering themſelves diligently with their garment, as if 
they feared to be irreverent to the light of Heaven, in that pit they eaſe themſelves ; 
and then cover their ordure with the earth they took out of the pit : And this they 
do in molt ſecret places. And although this purging of their bodies benatural, yet do 
they by waſhing purihe themſelves after it, as after great uncleanneſs. Furthermore, 1 
amovglt themſelves-they are divided into four Orders, according to the time which 
they have continued this exerciſe of life 3 and they that are Juniors bear ſuch reſpe& 
to the Seniors, that if they do but touch one of them, they are obliged to purifie them- 
ſelves. as though they had touched a ſtranger. They are long-liv'd, fo that moſt of 
them live an hundred years, whichlI judge ts by reaſon of their well ordered diet, and 
their temperance. They contemn adverinty, and by conſtancy and fortitude triumph 
over torments. They prefer an honourable death before life. The Wars which the 
Jews made againſt the Romans, ſhewed what invincible courage and hardineſs they 
have inall things 3 for they ſuffered the breaking of the members of their bodies, fire 
and Sword.and all kind of Tortures, rather than be brought to ſpeak the leaſt word a- 
They could not be forced to any of 
theſe, neither would they entreat the Torturers, nor ſhew any ſorrow amidſt their 
torments : Yea, in the midlt of their painsthey ſcoffed at their Tormentors 3 and joy- 
fully yielded up their ſouls, as though they hoped to pals to a. better life. For it isan 
Opinion amongſt them, that the body is mortal and corruptible, but the ſouls remain 
ever immortal ; and being of a moſt Pure and Etherial Subſtance, wrap themſelves in 
bodies as in prilons, being drawn thereunto by ſome natural inclination : But when 
they are delivered out of theſe Carnal Bonds, then preſently, as freed from a long 
Bondage, they joyfully mount into the Air. And of the good ſouls they ſay, as did

For 
I judge that the Greeks are of this opinion, when they ſay there is an Iſle for the ver- 
tuous, whom they call Heroes and halt-gods 3 and that the ſouls of the wicked go to a 
place in Hel], where it is fetgned, that ſome are tormented, as Syſiphws, Tantalus, Ixion 
and Titins, Thele Eſfeans alſo believe that they are created immortal, that they may 
be induced to Virtue, and averted from Vice 3 that the good are rendred better in 
this life, by the hope of being happy after death 3 and that the wicked, who imagine 


they can hide their evil actions in this world, are puniſhed for them in the other with M 


eternal torments, This 1s the Efſeans Opinion, touching the excellency of the ſoul ; 
from which we (ce very few of thoſe depart, who have once embraced it. There are alſo 
ſome among them, who promiſe to foretel things to come 3 which faculty is obtained 
as well by the ſtudying of Holy Books and Ancient Prophecies, as by the care they 
take of ſanftifying themſelves : And their prediQtions (ſeldom fail. 

There is another ſort of Eſſeans, agreeing with the former, both in apparel, diet 
and kind of life, and obfervance of the ſame Laws and Ordinances ; only they differ 
in the matter of Marriage : Affirming, that to abſtain from Marriage, tends to aboliſh 
mankind. For (ſay they) if all men ſhould follow this opinion, preſently all mankind 
would periſh. Notwithſtanding, theſe people uſe ſuch moderation, that for three

When their Wives walh themſelves, they are covered with a Gar- 
ment, as the men are, and this is the manner and cuſtom of this Set. Of the two for- 
mer Sets, the Phariſees are ſaid to be moſt skilful in Interpreting the Laws. The 
chief Article of their belief is; that all things are to be attributed to God, and Fate 5 
yet ſo, that every man may in many things, of his own power, do good or ill; though 
deſtiny may help much therein : And that the ſouls of men are all incorruptible 3 but 
only the ſouls of good men go into other bodies, and the ſouls of wicked men are ſent 
into everlaſting pain.

fifty years, {1x months, and two days) was made Emperour of Rowe, Philip built a City 
nearthe head of Jordan in the Country of Paxeade, and called it Cejarea; and ari- 
other he built 1n the lower part of Gazlanitzs, and named [it T:berzas, and another in 
Perea on this ſide Fordar, which he named Julias. Pilate being ſent by Tiberins to be 
Governour over the Jews, cauſed in the night ſome Enfign on which was the Image 
of Cjar to be brought into Feryſalem; which thing, within three days after, cauſed 
a great tumult among the Jews: for they who beheld this ation were aſtoniſhed, 
and conſider'd it as a violation of the Law of their Country, which forbids exprefſly, 
any Picture or Image of men or other creatures to be brought into the City. Ar their _ 
lamentation who were in the City,there was gathered together a great multitude out whe! 0M 
of the villages adjoyning, and they went preſently to P:{ate then at C2/area, beleech- geicendto 2: 
ing him earneſtly that the Images might be taken away out of Jern/alezz, and that 7:r-toalter 
the Laws of their Countrey might remain inviolated. When Plate denied their ſuit, _— CO 
they proſtrated themſelves before his houſe,and there remained lying upon their'faces, 7 © 
for five days and nights, without moving. Oa the ſixth day P/ate fitting in his Tri- 
bunal-ſeat, call'd all the Jews together before him, as though there he would have 
given them an anſwer: but on the ſudden a company. of armed Soldiers (for lo it 
was provided) compalled the Jews about on all ſides: The Jews were hereat ama- 
zed, ſeeing that which they expeted not. Then Plate told them, that except they 
would receive the Images of Ceſar he would kill them all; and to that end made a P#ate admir- 
fign unto the Soldiers to draw their ſwords.

rea, whereof there were two Legions. Having thus alſembled the Jews together to | 
po meet the Soldiers; he alſo ſent and commanded the Centurions not to ſalute the 
Jews who came to meet them - and if therefore the Jews were offended, and gave 
any hard ſpeeches, they ſhould fall upon them with their weapons. The high Prieſts 
aſſembling themſelves together in the Temple, deſired them to go, and ſolemnly meet 


and entertain the Saldiers, for fear of a greater inconvenience.

thers for grief of them that were ſlain, took part with the ſeditious. 


Then all the Prieſts and Levites brought forth the holy veſlels and ornaments of 
the Temple, and with Harps, ſongs, and muſical inſtruments came before the mul- 
titude, and on their knees conjur'd them by the care, that they ought to have of K 
the honour and preſervation of the Temple, not to provoke the Romans through 
contumelious words, leſt they ſhould ſack the Temple. There might you have ſeen 


the chief of the Prieſts with aſhes upon their heads, and their cloaths rent, ſo that 


their naked breaſts were perceived 3 calling every Nobleman by his name, and ſpeak- 
ing to all the multitude, requeſting them not for a ſmall offence, to betray their 
whole Country to them, who (till gaped after the deſtruQtion thereof. For what 
thanks ſhall ye have from the Romans for your former ſaJutations, if now in hope of 
amendment of your miſcries you go not forth to meet them ? contrariwiſe, if you 
would go to them in ſolemn manner, then you take from Flor all occaſion of vio- 
lence, and ſave your Country from ruine, and; your ſelves from further calamities. L 
Adding that it was a great ſhame that ſuch a multitude ſhould be led away with a few 
ſeditious perſons 3 and that it was more fit that ſo many ſhould force thoſe few ſedi- 


tious people to obey them, and joyn with them in opinion. 


With theſe perſwaſtons they mollified the obſtinacy of the Jews, and alſo perſwa- 
ded many of the ſeditious people, ſome with threats, and ſome with reverence of 
themſelves to be pacified. - And ſo they going before, all the people. followed, and 
went out to meet the Roman Soldiers. At their coming near them they ſaluted them 3 
who anſwering nothing again, thoſe of the Jews that were ſeditious, began to rail 
againſt Florxs, by whole order this was done: whom preſently the Soldiers appre- 
hending, beat them with clubs; and the reſt flying, the Roman horſemen purſued M 
them, and trode upon them with their horſes. Many were ſlain, by the Romans, and 
The ſlaughter more were killed inthe throng, one tumbling upon another. There was a great 
of the JeW*. throng in-the gates of the City 3 for every one haſting and ſtriving to get in, hin» 
dred themſelves and others. Many died moſt miſerably in the throng, and ſome 
were ſtifled, and ſome preſt to death and trodden upon 3 ſo that their neighbours 
coming to bury them, could not know them. The Soldiers alſo cruelly affaulted 
them, killing all that they could come to, and hindred the people from going in by 
the gate called Bezetha, becauſe they deſired firſt to recover the Temple and the 


Caſtle called Antonia. 


At the ſame time Florzs coming with a party of Soldiers out of the Palace purſu- N 
ed them thither, ſtriving to get the Caſtle 3 yet hedid not prevail : for the people 
made reſi{tance, and threw down ſtones from the houſes tops, and killed many of the 
Romans z who being pelter'd with ſtones and darts caſt from aloft, could not reſiſt 
the people, who on every lide came againſt them, but retired themſelves to the reſt 
the Temple. OF the army at the King's Palace. Thoſe that were ſeditious, fearing that Florws 
would again aſlault them, and by the Caſtle Antonia get entrance into the Temple 
got upon the Galleries that reached from the Porch of the Temple to Antonia, and 
beat them down, hereby to defeat the covetouſneſs of Floryr, who. greedily gaped 
ſurceaſeth his after the ſacred Treaſure, and ſtrived to enter by Antonia into th2 Temple td take 


it : but ſeeing the Porches beaten down, he offered no more violence.

_ Ceitins that the Jews were revolted, impudent]y belying them to have commit- 
ted that which inteed they-endured at his hands. The Nobles of Jeruſalem and 
Bernice certified Ceſtizs of all that Florus had done. He receiving Letters from both c://1,, aus, 
parties, deliberated with his Officers what todo. Some counſelled Cetius to go into - as Py | 
Judea with an army, and puniſh the Jews, if they were revolted ; and if they were {2757 
not, then to confirm them in their obedience. Yet it pleaſed him better to fend irrinces wha 
ſome about him thither before, to bring him true news of their eſtate, and what had were belt to 
hapned, So he ſent Politzanns the Tribune, who in his way met with Agrippe in 95.000 
" Jamnia as he was returning from A4lexandrie, and told him all, for what, and trom gary 4 ge; 
whom he was ſent. Here alſo were preſent the Prieſts and the chiet of the Jews, /- and moe: 
to welcome Agrippa 3 and having ſaluted him as courteouſly as they could, they pre- V5! 
ſently bewayled the miſery which had befaln their Nation, and the cruelty of Flo- 
745. Which although Agrippa compaiſitonated, yet he made as if he were angry 
with the Jews whom he greatly pitted 3 purpoling hereby to allay their paſtions in 
ſtead of further irritating them by teſtifying the ſame ſentiments to revenge. All the

hilling Jews, becauſe of your offence. But if you think the Romans will not execute all this 

Outrage after your Rebellion, then conſider how impious a thing it is, torebel againſt ſo 

mild Governours. Take compaſſion, if not of your Children and Wives, yet, at the leaſt, 

of this City, which is the Mother-city of all your Nation. Have ſome regard to theſe Holy 

Walls,and the San@uary,and your Holy Laws: Aſſure your ſelves, that if the Romans again

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A Siſter Bernice, (ſtanding by him, accompanied with her tears : And theſe reaſoos and Nuv FY - 
teſtimonies of atfe&tion touched the hearts of the people ; ſo that their fury being -x 76 j ti's 
ſomewhat allayed, they cryed out, that they meant not to take Arqs again(t the Ro- ie Criffs 
mans and Ceſar 3 but againſt Florus, for the injuries he had done them. To this, A- Natizity, 68, 
grippa anſwered 3 But your deeds ſhew that you mean War againſt the Romans ; for you © 

have not paid your Tribute to Cxlar, and you have beat down the Gallery which jozns the 

Temple to the Caſile of Antonia © But if you would ſtop your Rebellion, repair with ſpeed 

the Gallery, and pay your Tribute 3 for this Fort belongeth not to Florus, nor the Money, 

Herewith the people were content 5 and aſcending into the Temple with Agrippa and 

Bernice, they began to re-editie the Gallery ;z and the Officers went about and gather- 

ed the Tribute in every Village, and quickly brought forty Talents (for ſo much mo- 

ney was behind.) And thus Agrippe ſtifled the beginning of the War., After this, he 

began to perſwade the people to obey Florys, till ſuch time as another were ſent to | 
ſupply his place. Herewith the multitude was ſo moved, that they contumeliouſly <4: ri 
reviled the King, and threw ſtones at him, and drave him out of the City, The King ok yoftng 
ſeeing that their Sedition would not be quieted, complaining of the injury done to wy ofthe City 
him, he ſent ſome perſons of the beſt rank to Floras, who was at Ceſarea 3 that he might with tones. 
chuſe whom he would among(t them, to gather the Tribute thorough the: whole 
Countrey. And fo he departed into his own Kingdom.

T this time, ſome of the chief Incendiaries, aſſembled together, ſuddenly aſſaulted 
a Caſtle called Mafada, which they took by ſurpriſe, and killed all the Romans 
and 1n their places put a Guard of their own Company. In the Temple alſo, Eleazar, The Jews re- 
Son of the High Prieſt 4747725, a bold and deſperate young man, Captain of the Sol- file C:ſar's

diers perſwaded them who offered Sacrifices, not to offer any, but thoſe that were the profyeriry 


D givenby Jews. And this was the ground and cauſe of the War chat enſued : For they ofthe Romans 


rejected thoſe Sacrifices that were wont to be offered in the name of the Emperour: 
And although the High Prieſts, and People of Account, requeſted them not to omit 
that Cuſtom of ſacrificing for their Kings and Governours 3: yet they refuſed fo to do, 
rruſting greatly to their Fadion : All thoſe of the City that delired alteration, were 

of thismind, and eſpecially Eleazar, who at that time was General, as is before ſaid. 
Wherefore all the chief men, High Prieſts, and Principal of the Phariſees, aſſembled 
themſelves; and perceiving into how great danger thoſe Rebels brought the City, 
they determined to make tryal of the courage of the ſeditious people : Wherefore, 
they aſſembled them together before the Brazen Gate, which was in the inner part of 

the Temple, towards the Eaſt, © And firſt of all, they greatly complained of their 

* raſh and unadviſed Rebellion, and that they ſought to ſtir up ſo great a War againſt 

5 their Countrey 3 inveighing againſt the cauſe that moved them thereto, as being 

* without reaſon : Telling them, that their Anceſtors, for the molt part, adorned-the 

« Temple with the Gifts of Gentiles, never refuſing the Offerings of Strangers z and 

* not only not refuſed their Offerings (for that were an impious fa&,) but alſo placed 

* 1n the Temple the Gifts that they ſent, which were yet to be ſeen. And that it was 

< {trange,that now only they thought to provoke the Romans to War, by making new 

* Laws: And beſides other danger alſo, to make the City guilty of a great Crime in 

* matter of Religion, as though it wereſuch, wherein none might offer Sacrifice but 

* Jews, nor any but they adore God. If we ſhould make ſuch a Law againſt any pri- Agzinft thoſe 
* vate perſon, he had juſt cauſe to accuſe us of Inhumanity. But now the Romans are #0 refuſe 


* deſpiſed, and Ceſar himſelf accounted prophane 3 and it was to be feared, that if the COLE $4

* Jews diſdained to accept of Cſar's Offerings, Ceſar would hinder them from offer- 5g 
* 1ng any : Andthe City of Jeruſalem would preſently be accounted as an enemy to 
* the Empire, unleſs they preſently accepted Cefar's Sacrifice 3 and before ſuch timeas \.. c.,.. 
* they heard theſe news, againſt whom this outrage was attempted. Having thus ſpo- Seditiowgave 
ken, they brought forth the moſt learned amongſt the Prieſts, rorecount from time to car to thoſe 
time how their Anceſtors had always accepted of the Sacrifices of Strangers. eo be ” 

But none of the Mutineers gave ear to any thing that was ſaid, and the Levites came ambaſſadors 
not toſerve at the Altar, as now preparing. for War, When the Nobility ſaw that fentto Flu 
they could not appeaſe this Sedition, and that they themſelves (hould firſt feel the Ro- pea 
mans power, they deviſed al! means to pacific the Tumult, and fent ſome Deputies to girious. 
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FUNAA Floris 3 the chief whereof was Simon, the Son of Ananias 3 others alſo, were ſent to 
Ibeyear »f the 4grippa, of which the chief were Saul, Antipas and Coſtobarns (who were alla kinn to 
hs: the King) requeſting them both to come with an Army to the City, and ſuppreſs the 
Natizity.68, Sedition which was ratied, before it went further. Floras was glad of theſe tidings 3 
dns and deſiring nothing more than War, gave no anſwer to the Deputies. But Agrippa, 
ſolew ah willing to ſpare both parts, as well the Good as the Rebels ; and to preferve Judea to 
the Seditious the Romans, and the Temple to the Jews ; thought it not meet for him to buſie him- 
actor that ſelf in ſuch affairs, but ſent three thouſand Horſe to aid the people againſt the Rebels ; 
Pace, Which Horſe were of Auranitz, Batanga'and Trachvnitis 5 and he made Darixs their 

Captain, and Philip, Son of Joakim, General of all the Army. Theſe coming into the 
City, the Nobility, with the High Prieſts, and the reſt of the people that defired Peace, 
received this ſuccour in good part, and quartered them in the higher part of the City z 


for the Rebels kept the lower part, and the Temple. The War began inſtantly with

Darts and Slings, and ſhooting of Arrows 3 and ſometimes they encounter'd one anos . 


ther hand to hand. The Seditious were more valiant, but the King's Soldiers were 

more skilful in War, and chiefly endeavoured to get the Temple, and expel out of it 

thoſe who thus prophaned it. The Rebels, with Eleazar, endeavoured, beſides that 

which they had already, to get alſo into their hands the higher part of the City. 

Wherefore, during the ſpace of ſeven days, there continued a great Conflict betwixt 

them, andeither part kept what they had. When the Celebration of the Feaſt cal- 
Xylphraa Jed Xylophoria was come, wherein every one carrieth Wood tothe Temple, to keep a 
fire continually upon the Altar 3 the Rebels would not ſuffer their enemies to do their 
Devotion. 

Now many of the Sicariz or Thieves, who carried ſhort Poyniards under their 
Coats, went amongſt the weaker multitude, and boldly followed their old practice. 
The King's By which, thofe of the King's [ide were forced to leave the higher part of the City ; 
Soldiers are which the Rebels preſently entring, ſet the Palaces of Ananias, Agrippa and Bernice, on 
mon fire; and forthwith went to the place where all Charters were kept, purpoſing there 

to burn all Bonds and Obligations of Debtors, thereby to defraud the Creditors ; and 
ſo to joyn all the Debtors to their Faction, and ſtir upall the poor people againſt the 
rich. The Keepers of theſe publick Writings fleeing, the ſeditious perſons ſet all on 
fire: And fo having deſtroyed thoſe Records, which were in a manner the publick E- 
ſtate of the City, they addreſſed themſelves againſt ſuch as refuſed their Proceedings. 


Some of the High Prieſts and Nobles hid themſelves in Vaults ; others fleeing with the 


King's Soldiers into the higher Palace, locked up the doors after them 3 amongſt whom 
was Ananias the High Prieſt, and Ezechzas his Brother, and they who (as is before ſpo- 
ken) were ſent Deputtes to 4grippe - And fo the Seditious were ſatisfied that day with 
the Victory, and firing of the houſes aforeſaid, 

TheTewstake The next day, which was the fifteenth of Auguſ?, they aſſaulted the Caſtle Antonia 3 

Antonia,and having beſieged it two days, they took all that guarded it and killed them, and placed 

MN, in it a Garriſon of their own company. This done, they went to the King's Palace, whi- 
ther Agrippa's Soldiers were fled 3 and dividing their Company into four parts, they 
began to pull down the Walls; none of them that were within durſt come out for fear 
of the multitude, but went up to the Turrets of the Palace, and killed all thoſe that 
offered to come up, and many of the Thieves under the Walls, with things that they 
caſt down. This Confli& continued day and night, for the Rebels thought that thoſe 
within could not hold out long for want of Victuals 3 and they within thought that 
the Seditious being wearied, would {Qoon give over. In the mean ſeaſon, one Mana- 
hem, the Son of Jadas of Galilee (that moſt crafty ſubtil Sophiſter, whoreproached the 
Jews in Cyrenins's time for paying Tribute, and for being ſubje& to any but to God) 
taking with him certain Nobles, went to Maſſada, where King Herod's Armory was 3 
and breakinginto 1t, he armed the common people, and the other Thieves ; and hav- 
ing them for his Guard, he returned again to Jer/alem as King : And being thus made 
Head of the Rebellion, he prepared the Battery againſt the King's Palace. But they 
wanted Engines, and could not openly undermine the Walls, by reaſon of the enemies, 
who continually caſt down Darts upon them. Wherefore they began a Mine a great 
way off, till it came under one of the Towers, which then they ſupported with Poſts 
of wood ; and they ſet fire on the Wood ſupporting it, and went their way 3 fo the 
Supporters being conſumed with fire, the Tower preſently fell down. But thoſe with- 
in, foreſeeing their Adverſaries intent, perhaps by the ſhaking of the Tower 3 had 
built a Wall behind it, to keep out the Rebels, between them and it. The Seditious 
verily thinking that with the fall of the Tower they ſhould be Vidors, when they ſaw 
another Wall, were amazed.

"2 next day following, 4n4n:as the High Prieſt was taken in one of the Water- 
F conduits of the King's Palace, where he had hid himſelf,and was there killed with The death of 
his Brother Ezechias, by the Seditious : And the Rebels beſieged all the Towers round ap" Eons 
about,and kept diligent watch,leſt any ofthe Romans (ſhould eſcape. But 2/anabem,both of -:cchi.us 
upon his good ſucceſs in deſtroying the ſtrong Holds, and upon the death of 4ranzas, bis Brother, 
the High Prieſt,became ſo proud and infolent,that he thought none ſo capable as himſelf 
for Governmentzand became an intolerable Tyrant.Now Eleazar atid ſome of his Com- 
panions aſſembled together, ſaid, that it would be ſhameful for them that had revolted 
from the Romans, only to recover their liberty, to receive for maſter one of their 
own Nation, who, although he were not ſo violent as Mananerr, yet was fo inferiour 
to them, And if it were ſo, that it were expedient to have one Ruler over all the 
reſt, Manaher ought to be the laſt that ſhould be choſen to command them. Being 
thus agreed, they ſet upon him in the Temple, where. he was praying with great 
pomp. apparrelled like a King, and having about him a guard of his friends in ar- 
mour, Now when Elcazar his followers (et upon Maraberr, the people all took up 
ſtones to ſtone him, hoping that by his death the ſedition would be extinguiſhed. #:2car his 
The guard of Munahber at firlt made ſome reſiſtance ; but when they perceived the - 7 he Ile 
whole multitude againſt them, every one ſhifted for himſelf as he could ; and thoſe VETO 
that were taken were put to death, and they that efſcaped were afterwards ſought Temple, 
for : only a few of them fled to Maſſada, amongſt whom was Elcazar, the ſon of 
Fairs, Manahem's kinſman, who afterward became a Tyrant there.

The people indeed with many intreaties beſought them to let the Romans a- | 
lone, whom they beſieged 3 but they were fo much the more earneſt againſt them * The Romans

Captain, and fome other of more Authority, they ſent to Eleazar, requelting him gg7yield 
to give them licence to depart with their lives, and leave their baggage to the themſclves. 
Jews. He accepting their offer, ſent to them Gorioz, the ſon of Nicodemus, and 
Ananias the Sadducee, and Judas the Son of Jorathas, to confirm the promiſe of 
their lives, Which done, Metilius led away the Soldiers: and whilſt the Romans 
had their weapons, none of the Rebels durſt attempt any of their treachery againſt 


them: but ſo ſoon as, according to covenant, they had laid down their ſhields and 


Swords, and ſodeparted miſtruſting nothing, Eleazar's Guard ſet upon them, and kill'd 

them 3 they neither made reſiſtance, nor any entreaty for their lives; only put them 

in mind of their Promiſe and Oath. So they were all lain, fave only. 24rtilins:3 who, The Romans, 

greatly entreating for his life, and promiſing that he would become a Jew in Religton, _—— 1 

and be circumciſed, they ſpared him. Though this was a {mall loſs to the Romans, ry ana 

becauſe there were but a very few (lain of their great, and almoſt infinite Army 3 yet flaio;fave Me- 

it was eaſie to judge, that it would cauſe the Ruine and Captivity of the Jews. Polrus., 
When they ſaw themſelves to have given ſufficient cauſe of a War, and that the Ci- 

ty was now lo filled with iniquity, that the wrath of God hung over it ; though there

CH AP. XIX. 


Of the great Maſſacre of the Jews at Czſarea, andin all Syria, 


FT the ſame hour, on the ſelf ſame day, it happened, as it were, by God's Provi- 
dence, that the Inhabitants of Ce/area maſſacred the Jews that dwelt among 
them ; ſo that at one time above twenty thouſand were {lain, and not one Jew left a- 
livein all Ceſarea : For thoſe that eſcaped, Florus took, and brought them forth bound 
to the people. After this Maſſacre done at Czeſarea, the whole Nation of the Jews 
was enraged : Anddividing themſelves iuto Companies, they waſted and deſtroyed in 
(hort time all the borders of Syria, and the Cities thereabout 3 to wit, Philadelphia 
and Geboritis, Geraſa, Pella and Scythopolis : Alſo, they took by force Gadara, Hippor 
and Garlanitis 3 pulling down ſome places, and firing others. From thence they 
marched towards Ceda/a, a City of the Tyrians, and Ptolemais, Gaza and Ceſarea 3 
and neither Sebaſte nor Aſcalon could refilt them, but they alſo were conſumed with 
fire. Likewiſe they deſtroyed Anthedor, with Gazu : And moſt places belonging to K 
thete Cities were ſacked, to wit, the Fields and Villages 3 and a mighty ſlaughter was 
made of them that were taken in theſe Towns. The Syrians made as great a Maſlacre 
of the Jews as this, among them 3 for all the Jews inhabiting among them were mur- 
thered, not only for an old grudge, but alſo, to render their own danger leſs, by di- 
minilhiog the number of their enemies. By this means all Syria was in a moſt deplora- 
ble condition, and every City was expoſed to the diſorders and violences of two le» 
veral Armies, each of which placed their ſafety in making a great Effuſion of Blood : 
The days were ſpent in blood-ſhed, and the nights in fear, worſe than death it (elf. 
For though they only pretended to deſtroy the Jews, yet were they drawn to ſuſpe& 
other Nations, that followed the Jews Religion 3 and becauſe they were, as it were, 
Neuters, the Syrians thought it not good to deſtroy them 3 but, on the other ſide, for 
their agreeing in Religion with the Jews, they were conſtrained to hold them as ene- 
mies, Many of the contrary part, who before ſeemed modeſt, were now through A- 
varice incited to meddle in this Murther 3 ſo that every one took the Goods of them

nowned that had ſtolen moſt, or killed moſt. There might you ſee in ſeveral Cities, 
the dead bodies of all Ages unburied 3 old men, and children, and women, lying in 
molt ſhameful manner, their ſecret parts being uncovered, Briefly, all the Countrey 
was filled with exceeding great calamity 3 and the fear of yet greater miſery to come, 

was unſpeakable. | 
Theſe were the Conflicts between the Jews and Strangers. But afterwards, mak- 
ing incurſions upon the Borders of Scythopolis, the Jews there dwelling, became their 
enemies. For they conſpiring with the Citizens of Sythopolis, and preferring their own 
Commodity and Security before Kindred and Conſanguinity, joyned with the Gen- 
tiles againſt the Jews 3 and yet, for all that, they were ſuſpected for their forwardneſs. 
For the Scythopolitans fearing that they would aſſault the City by night, and excuſe 
their revolting by their great miſery, commanded all the Jews, that if they would 
ſhew themſelves truſty to the Gentiles, they, with all their Children, ſhould go into a 
Wood hard by. The Jews forthwith did as they were required, ſuſpeCting nothing z 
and the Scythopolitans were quiet for two days after, and did nothing : But the third N 
night they ſent forth Scouts to ſee what they were doing 3 who finding moſt of them 
aſleep, they ſurprized them in a moment, and killed them all, who were in number 
thirteen thouſand 3 and afterwards, took their Goods, Here think it not amiſs to 
ſpeak of the death of $i-10”, who was the Son of Saul, whoſe Race was very Noble : 
He was a man of great courage, and (ſtrength of body, both which he uſed tothe great 
hurt of his own Nation 3 for he daily killed many Jews who dwelt near Scythopolis, 
and often ſcattered divers Companies, and put whole Armies to flight ; but ar length 
he had an end worthy of his deeds, and the murther of his Countrey-men. For when 
the Scythopolitans had compaſled the Wood about, ſo that none could eſcape their 
hands, they killed the Jews in every part thereof. $7402 not drawing his Sword, made 
no reſiſtance to any of his enemies 3 for he ſaw that it was bootleſs to ſtrive againſt ſuch

the Jews, roſe up againſt them. Only they of Antioch, Sidon and Apamea, ſpared 
thoſe that dwelt with them, and neither killed nor impriſoned any of them 3 perhaps 
they ſtood in no fear of themif they ſhould have riſen, becauſe their City was fo pa- 
pulous 3 yetl think they ſpared them only for pity ſake, becauſe ihey ſaw they were 
quiet, and not ſeditious. The Inhabitants, alſo, of Geraſa did np harm to the Jews a- 
mongſt them 3 but when they deſired to depart, they conducted them ſafely to the 
end of their Borders. In the Kingdom, allo, of Agrippa much cruelty was ſhewed a- 
gainſt the Jews 3 for he being 7 goo to CeStivs Gallia at Antioch, left the Rule of his 
Countrey to one of his Friends named Yarxs, Kinſman to King Sohemws ; to whom

At theſame time a multitude of Jews laid Siege before the Caſtle of The Romans 

Macheron, and perſwaded the Soldiers left in Garriſon, to yield the Caſtle 3 who, fear- yield up theie 
ing that if they denyed, they ſhould be compelled thereto, delivered it to them, upon Cm hag: 
condition, that they might quietly depart : Which done, the Jews placed a ſtrong Jews.

C H A P. XXL, 


Fifty thouſand Jews ſlain at Alexandria. 


T1 Citizens of Alexandria had always a quarrel againſt the Jews that lived with 
them, ſince the time that Alexander the Great, for their help againſt the Egyp- 
tians, permitted them to inhabit 4/exandria, and to have the ſame Privileges with the 
Grecians. This Honour and Privilege was alfo continued to them by the Succetlors of 
Alexander 5 who allo gave them a certain place in the City to dwell in, that they 


G might live more commodiouſly, and not be mingled with the Gentiles : And permit- 


ted themalſo to call themſelves Macedonians. Afterwards, when Egypt was brought 
under the rule of the Romans, neither Czſar, nor the following Emperors, diminiſhed 
the 
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FAALN the Jews Privileges which Alexander had given them. But there were daily conteſts H 
OY # between them and the Greeks 3 and although the Judges on both parts ſti]! puniſhed 
after Griff thoſe that were in fault, yet the Sedition more and more encreaſed 3 and though all 
Nativity,68. Cities elſe were filled with Troubles, yet here the Tumult was moſt vehement. For 
"YYÞ when the Alexandrians had called together the people, to determine of an Embaſſage 
—_ to Nero, certain Jews mingled themſelves amongſt the Greeks, and ſo went into the 
between the Amphitheatre : Who being eſpyed by their Adverfaries, the Greeks cryed out, that 
Greeks and the Jews were enemies, and came as Spies 3 and (o they laid violent hands upon them. 
_ Some of them fled, only three of them were taken by the Greeks, whom they drew 
toaplace to burn them alive. All the Jews of the City came to ſuccour them 3 and 
firſt they threw ſtones at them, and then taking fire-brands, they ran 1na rage into the 
Amphitheatre, and threatned to burn all the people there aſſembled 3 whichthey had 
ziberius A- done, if Tiberius Alexander, Governour of the City, had not appeaſed their fury 5 who 
texander ex- did not at firſt uſe Force of Arms againſt them, but ſent ſome of their chief men to 
OO wg perſwade them to ceaſe, and not to incite the Roman Army againſt them. But the 
to keep peace. ſeditious Jews refuſed this advice, and mocked Tiberizs : Who ſeeing that they would 
not otherwiſe be appeaſed, ſent two Legions of Romans, and five thouſand other Sol- 
diers, who by chance came out of Lybia 3 and gave them charge, not only to kill them, 
but alſo to fire their houſes, and take their Goods. The Soldiers preſently went into 
the place called Delta (where the Jews were gathered together) and did as they were 
commanded, though not without a bloody Victory. For the Jews gathering them- 
ſelves together, placed thoſe amongſt them that were beſt armed, in the Front, who 
held out for a long time : But when they began to flee, they were maſlacred like 
Beaſts 3; ſome of them were killed in the field, ſome were burnt in their houſes 3 the 
Romans firſt taking what they found, and ſparing neither Infants nor Old men, but 
Acruelvifto- killing all Ages and Sexes. $0 that all that place flowed with blood, for there were 
PA wacren (}zin fifty thouſand Jews 3 and all the reſt had been extinguiſhed, had nat Alexander 
iftty thouſand , . ; 
ſews were (moved to compaſlion by their entreaties) commanded the Soldiers to leave oft; wha 
ſlain, being obedient to him, preſently departed : But the people of Alexandria were hard- 
ly withdrawn from the Maſlacre, becauſe of the hatred which they had conceived a- 
gainſt the Jews; and with much ado, they were withheld from tyrannizing over the L 
dead bodies.

wards Ptolemais, Many joyned themſelves to them out of every City, who, though 
they were not ſo skiltul in War as the Romans, yet their hatred was more than theirs. 
Zabulon, 2 Agrippa himſelf was there with Ceſtz#9, commanding thoſe he brought. There Ceitizs

When the Jews ſaw the War draw near their "> hy 
D capital City, they left their ſolemnity, and run to their arms: and having got to- from#er1y.- 
gether a great multitude, they went to fight with the Romans, obſerving no order, oe GS 
nor regarding the Sabbath, which formerly they held in ſo grezt eſtimation : and ,,j,a.., 4 
the ſame fury that made them leave their devotion, made them alſo viforious the Jews 4. 
in the battel ; for they aſſaulted the Romans with ſuch courage, that they brake gait hs 
their body, and killing all that reſiſted, preſſed into the midſt thereof: and if a freſh *2Y 
ſupply bath of Horſe and Foot had not come in in time, all Ceſt;#4's Army had been 
in danger. There were ſlain five hundred and fifteen Romans, whereof four hun- 
dred were Foot, and the reſt Horſe 3 but of the Jews only two and twenty. The 
moſt valiant in this combat were Monobazns and Cexelzus, Kinſmen to Monobazns King 
E of Adiabena; and next to them Paraides Niger, and Silas a Babylonian, who had 
fled to the Jews from King Agrippa, whom he had lately ſerved. But at length the 
Jews being repulſed, returned to Jeruſalem ; and Simon the Son of Gioras attacqued The couragy

Of the Siege of - Jeruſalem by Ceſtius, and of the Maſſacre, 


Grippe perceiving the Romans to be 1n great danger, becauſe all the Mountains 

were covered with infinite numbers of Jews, he purpoſed to try, if with gentle 
words he could perſwade them to deſiſt from war ; or if ſome refuſed, to receive thoſe 
that were willing. Wherefore he ſent unto them Borcexs and Phebus, two of his 
Captains, whom they well knew, with charge to promiſe them pardon in the name 
of Ceſtius, and of the Romans, for all that they had already done , if they would The Rebels 
lay down their Arms and return to their duty.

n that were the authors of this fact. Ceſtizs perceiving them divided H 
among themleIves, thought that he had now a fit opportunity to aſſault them, and 
ſo came upon them with his whole Army : and putting them to flight, he purſu- 
ed them to Jeruſalem. And when he had pitched his Tents in the place called Sco- 
pas, ſeven furlongs from the City, he did nothing againſt it for three days ſpace 3 
perhaps hoping that they within would relent 3 and in the mean time he ſent a great 
many Soldiers into the Vilages adjoyning to fetch Corn, The fourth day, which 
was the thirteenth of 0Fober, he came againſt the City with his Army 1n battel ar- 
ray. The Jews were ſo ſurpriz'd and terrified to behold the Roman Diſcipline, that 
they furſook the outmolt parts of the City, and retir'd into the Temple. Ceſtias 
pailing Betheza, burnt Scenopolis, and the place called the new Market ; and coming 
to the higher part of the City, he took up his quarters near the King's Palace : and 
if at any time he had violently given the aſſault, he had taken the City, and ended 
the War. But Tyrannus Priſcus General of the Foot, and many other Rulers and 
Captains of the Horſe, being corrupted with money by Florus, hindred that his pur- 
pole; whereby the War was prolonged, and a thouſand Calamities befel the Jews. 
In the mean time many of the chiefeſt among the Jews, and Azanns the Son of Jona- 
thas made an offer to CeStins to open the Gates tohim : but either through anger or 
dittidence, he contemned the offer. The Rebels underſtanding this Treaſon, with 


readed ro open ſtanes conſtrained Ananus and his complices to throw themſelves over the wall for

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their ſafety. Which done, they retired thmſelves to the Towers, from whence 
they beat back thoſe that ſcaled the walls. The Romans for five days ſpace aſſaulted 
the walls on every (ide, but all invain; and the (ſixth day, Ceſtizs with many choſen Sol- 
diersand Bowmen aſlaulted theTemple on the North-fide. The Jews valiantly made re- 
liſtance out of the Porches,and often repulſed the Romans.as they approach'd theWalſ: 
yet at laſt by the multitude of their adverſaries darts, they were forced to give back. 
Fhen the formoſt of the Romans holding their ſhields over their heads, and leaning 
againlt the wall, they in the ſecond rank allo held their Shields againſt thoſe in the 
firſt, and ſo in order until the laſt, thereby making a Tortoiſe, as the Romans call it, 
or defence, that all their (hot and darts could do them no harm ; fo that the Soldiers 
ſafely undermined the walls, and attempted to fire the Gates of the Temple. 

The (editious were hereat greatly amazed, and many fled out of the City as if it 
would preſently be taken. Butthe people were as glad of it as the Rebels were dil- 
maied, and came to the Gates to open them to Ceſtizs, as one who had well deſferv- 
ed at their hands. And truly if he had buta little longer continued the liege, he had 
taken the City. But I think that God being angry with theſe wicked perſons, 
would not ſuffer the War to be ended at that time. For Ceſtizs neither regarding 
the good willof the people, nor the deſperation of the Rebels, removed his Army 
from thence; and having received no loſs, very unadviſedly departed from the Ci- 
ty : at whoſe unlooked for flight, the Rebels took heart; and making atter him, 
CeStins quarter'd that day inthe Camp 
which he had fortified near Scopionu. The next day he went. further into the Coun- 
try, whereby he more encouraged the Rebels; who following, killed many of his 
Rere, becaule the place thorough which the Romans march'd was narrow, the Jews 
aflaulted them on theflank, and the laſt durſt not caſt any darts againſt them who 
wounded them on *heir backs, thinking that an infinite multitude had followed 
them; and they were not able to reſiſt them that aſſaulted them on each ide, being 
heavy arm'd and notdaring to break their order z whilſt on the contrary the Jews 
were active and light : ſo thatthe Romans endured much harm at the hands of their 
Enemies, and did them none. And thus were they beaten all the way long, and ma- 
ny of them killed 3 amongſt whom was Priſcus Captain of the ſixth Legion, and 
Longinus the Tribune, and Zmilins Jucundus Campmaſter of a Regiment of Horle, 
And ſo with much ado, they came to Gabioz where they firſt pitch'd their Tents, 
caſting away-much of their baggage, which might any way hinder th2ni, Cejtiirs 
ſtaied there two days, doubtful what to do. The third day he perceived his cne- 
mies increaſed, and all places about filled with Jews : whereby he ſaw that his fJow- 
neſs was to his diſadvantage, and the number of his enemies would ſtill i;creaſe, if 
he made any longer abode there. Wherefore that he might flee ſpeedily, hc cauſed 
the Soldiers to caſt away all thoſe things that might be a hindrance to them, and ta 
kill their Mules and Ales, and Cattel, ſaving only thoſe that carried munition 3 
fearing that if he ſhould not deſtroy them, the Jews might make ule of them agaioſt 
him and ſo heled his Army toward Bethorov.

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poor, and unable to put his Villanies in practice. He could lic at his plealure, and der long of 
thought deceit a Virtue, which he uſed even towards his dearelt friends , he was alſo a 3": 


B great Counterfeiter of Humanity 3 and yet for the hope of gain became a cruel Maur- 
therer. He always aimed at high matters, with an aſpiring mind, and at firſt nourith- 
ed his hope with ſmall Villanies. For firſt he was a PFhiet alone, and lived in Woods 
and ſolitary places 3 at laſt he got to him a company of audacious people like him(elt, 
at firſt ſmall, but afterwards he greatly encreaſed it. He: allo had a great care to chuſe 
no weak perſons 3 but ſuch as were {trong of body, valtant of mind, and skilful in 
Martial Affairs : Of theſe he gathered four hundred, moſt of them out of Tyre, and 
the Villages thereabout 3 and with ttzem he walted all Galilee, and killed many of 
thoſe whom the fear of War had driventhither. This man, long time before, had de- 
fired to be General of a formed Army, and aſpired to greater matters, only the want 
-» of money hindred him : And perceiving that Jojeph confidered him as a lerviceable 
man, he perſwaded him to ſuffer him to build the Walls of that place where he was 
born, and which was now deſolate ; and to accompliſh this, he gathered great ſumms 
of money of the richer ſort. After which, having perlwaded Joſeph to give order to 
all the Jews that were diſperſed over all Syria, that they ſhould ſend no Oyl to the 
neighbouring places, ſave only that which was made by their own Nation, hecaufed 
great quantities of Oyl to be brought to the Contines of Galilee, and buying four Bar- 
rels for a piece of Tyrian money (which amounted to four Attick Groats) he ſold them 
again to the Syrian Jews 3 the half of one Barrel for as much as all four coſt him. And 
for that Galilee abounded with Oyls, and eſpecially at that time, he conveyed it to 
D ſuch places where there was great want,and none was brought but by himſelf. By this 
means he gathered an infinite maſs of Money, which preſently he turned to the preju- 
dice of him who had given him licence to get it. And thinking that if he could depoſc 
Joſeph, he might come to be Ruler over Galilee, he commanded his followers to rob 
and ſpoil more than they did before z and fo to trouble the Countrey, that he might 
either kill the Governour treacheroully, if he ſought to redrefs it ; or if he neglected 
it, to accuſe him of {lathfulneſs, and ſo make him odious to the people. Moreover, 
he had already given out ſpeeches, that Foſeph went about to betray Galrlee to the 
Romans ; and he deviſed many things to this eftect, to work Joſeph's Overthrow. lt 
happened that at that time, ſome of the Village of Dabarita, who watched in the 
E field, ſet upon Ptolomey, who was Steward to Kiag Agrippz, and his Siſter Bernice, and 
plundered all his Carriages, wherein was much coſtly Apparel, and many Silver Vc. 
ſels, and fix hundred pieces of Gold. And for that they could not carry this ſecret- 
ly, they brought all the whole Booty to Foſeph, at Tarichea - who, reproving them 
for offering violence to the King's Servants, commanded the things to be kept at the 
houſe of #neas, who was one of the richeſt men in the Town, and ſhould reſtore them 
to the owner when time ſerved 3 wherein, thinking to do himſelf great good, he 
brought himſelf into much danger. For the Thieves being offended that they receiv- 
ed no part thereof, and ſeeing that Joſeph would reſtore to Agripps and his Siſter Ber- 
nice that which they had laboured for, they went round about the Villages in the 
night, and pred this falſe report in every place, that Joſeph was a Traytor to his Coun- 
trey 3 and with the ſame rumour alſo, they filled the Cities thereabout. So that ear- 
ly in thenext morning, ten thouſand men armed aſſembled themſelves together in the 
Theatre at Tarichea 3 the greatelt part of them cryed out in their fury, that the Tray- 
tor Joſeph ought to be ſtoned, others that he ought to be burned ? and Fohz himſelf, 
with one Jews the Son of Sapphias, who at that time was a Magiſtrate in Trberias, omit- 
ted nothing to animate the people yet more againſt him. All the Friends of Joſeph, 
and his Guards, being terrified with ſuch a multitude, fled, four only excepted. Jo- 
ſeph in the mean while was aſleep 3 and had he {lept a little longer, they had ſet his 
houſe on fire. The Tumult awakened him, and the four that remained with him, 
G counſelled him to flee : But he not diſmayed for that he was left alone, nor that fo 
great a multitude came againſt him, went boldly towards them with his Garment all 
torn, and Aſhes upon his head, holding his hands _ him, and his Sword upon his 
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en. AG neck, At this fight they that bare him good will, eſpecially the people of Tarichea, H

#,ſ;p's Ora- Matter : And having obtained licence to ſpeak, he ſaid : I was never minded to ſend 
tion tothe Se- back that money to Agrippa, mor to keep it to my private uſe. For (God forbid ) that T 
ditious, fhonld ever bold him for my ſiiend, who is your open Enemy 3 or that I ſhould ſo ſeek, my 
own profit, as thereby to damnifie you all, But (0 ye men of Tarichea) for as much as IT 
perceived that your City eſpecially had great need to be fortified, and that you were not able 
io build the Walls, and for that I feared the people of Tiberias, and others adjoyning, who , 
 ftill gaped aſter this Prey and Wealih that was taken from Agrippa 3 I determined to get 
il ofe Spoils for you, to re-edifie your Walls, If ye miſlike this, T will bring out the Trea-' 
ſure, and give 1t tobe divided amongit you 5 But if you like thereof, then you are obliged 
to defend me. | 
This Speech of his well pleaſed the people of Tarichea, who gave him great Praiſes, 
and difpleated them of 7ibcrizs, fo that they breathed out threatnings againſt him. 
Thus they both left Fojepy, and comelted one againſt another. Joſeph now having ma- 
ny partakers (for the people of Tarichea were almoſt forty thouſand} ſpake more bold- 
ly to the multitude, and rebuked their temerity 3 telling them, that it was neceſſary 
to {trengthen Tarichea with that preſent money, and that he would alſo provide to 
ſtrengthen other Cities 3 and that they ſhould not want money, 1f they would agree 
and confpire together againſt thoſe from whom they might get it, and not offer vio- 
lence to him, who could procureit for them. The multitude being thus deceived, 
though they were angry, yet departed : Yet two thouſand of thoſe that were anima- 
ted againſt him, offered to {ct upon him : but he being already retired into his houſe,

Another fra. they there belieged him. Wherefore Joſeph uſed another device likewiſe to repreſs 
tigemof#- thele : and getting tothe top of the houſe, he beckned unto them with his hand, to 
- og keep filence 3 and then faid, that he was ignorant what they requeſted at his hands 3 


for he could not hear one for another, becaute their voices were confounded with 
their number z butif they would ſend ſome into the houle to talk friendly with him, 
he would do whatſoever they requeſted, - The Nobles and Magiſtrates hearing this, 
preſently entred into the houſe 3 whom, when he had led into the innermoſt part of 
the houſe, and ſhut the doors, he caufed to be beaten fo long, till that their ribs ap- 
peared. The doors inthe mean time being faſt, the people ſtayed before the houle, 
thinking that the cauſe of their long tarrying was to debate reaſons to and fro : But 
preſently Joſeph opening the doors, put them forth amongſt the people all bloody as 
they were 3 whereat they were ſo daunted, that leaving their Weapons behind them, 
4's Ewy they ran away. Hereat Joh» took occaſion to encreaſe his hatred and jealoufie againſt 
and Treaſon Joſeph 5 and having ill ſucceſs 1n this policy, he (till attempted other plots to bring Jo- 
agunlt 7eſ®. ſeph in danger. Firſt he counterfeited himſelf fick, and requeſted Joſeph to permit him 
to go to Tiberias, and uſe the hot Baths, in order to recover his health. Joſeph, not 

having yet perceived his Treaſon, writ Letters in his behalf to the Governour of the 

Town, to provide fobz with good accommodation, and to let him want nothing that 

fubnperſwad- he needed. T'wo days after his arrival there, he went about the buſineſs which he 
eth the Tibe- deligned 3 and enticed lome with money, others with flatteries, to revolt from Joſeph. 
from Faſcph. Silas, whom Joſeph had made Governour of the City, underſtanding this, preſently by 

oſeph. 5p ; : 

Letters gave notice thereof to Joſeph 3 who receiving the ſame in the night, went to 

Tiberias very early in the morning. All the people, except thoſe that John had cor- 

rupted, went out to meet him : but John, notwithſtanding he judged that he came a- 

gainſt him, ſtill counterfeited himſelf fick in bed, and ſent a man of his acquaintance 

Fbnſendeth to excule his abſence for not coming to meet Joſeph. Then Joſeph allembled the Tibe- 
2+ Sas om rians together in a place to ſpeak to them, concerning that which was written to him : 
F-ſcph. And John ſent armed men thither with Commandment to kill Joſeph. The people per- 
ceiving them to draw their Swords, cryed out 3 and Joſeph at their cry looking about 

him, and perceiving their Swords even almoſt at his throat, he leaped down a little 

Hill upon the Shore, which was fix cubits high, upon which he ſtood to ſpeak to the

ing, fled to Gijcale, where he was born. In the mean while, all Galilee came 3nd Fs, 


joyned with Joſeph 3 and there were many thouſands of Armed men gathered toge- wey Giſcals. 


ther, aitirming that they came againſt Jobz, and to fire that City which had received The Galilears 

him. Joſeph thanked them for their good will, ſaying, that he had rather conquer nrne 2x 

his enemies by moderation, than by fire and Sword ; and therefore requeſted them to a 
B be content. Healſo publiſhed an Edit, wherein he declared, that all thoſe that had 

rebelled with Johz, and did not forſake him within five days next following, ſhould 

loſe all their Eſtates, and their houſes ſhould be ſacked and ſet on fire. Hereupon, 

three thouſand preſently forfook Joh, and came and laid down their weapons at Jo- 

ſeph's feet, proſtrating themſelves before him 3 ſo that there remained with Job» but 

two thouſand fugitive Syrians. By whom being afiſted, he again went ſecretly to Furs Trea: 

work, having had ſo 1ll ſucceſs by open dealing 3 and ſo he privily ſent meſſengers to > as E 

Jeruſalem, to accuſe Joſeph that he had gathered a great Army, and that except he © 

were quickly prevented, he would come and ufurp Dominion over the Mother-city. 

But the people underſtanding before of Jobz's hatred, did not regard it ; yet divers G 
T rich men and Magiſtrates who envied Joſeph, ſecretly ſent money to Jobs, to hire For- 

reign Soldiers, that he might make War againſt Joſeph ; whom they determined a- 

mongſt themſelves to difplace : And thinking that their order was not ſufficient to ef- 

fe it, they ſent moreover two thouſand five hundred men, and four of their Princi- 

pal Nobility with them, to wit, Joazar the Lawyer, and Ananias the Saducee, and 

Simon and Judas, the Sons of Jonathas 3 all very eloquent men, and learned in our 

Laws, to withdraw the people's minds from Joſeph 3 giving them charge, that if he of 

his own accord came to them, then they ſhould permit him to ſpeak for himſelf ; but 

if he refuſed ſo to do, then they ſhould hold him asan enemy. Joſeph's Friends at Je- 

ruſalem gave him intelligence that an Army was coming againſt him, but for what cauſe 
D they knew not, becaule it was Kept ſecret. And hereupon, before he could prevent it, 

four Cities revolted from him, to wit, Sephoris, Gamala, Giſcala and Tiberias, which nes Four Cities of 

vertheleſs he ſoon after eaſily recovered, without Force of Arms : And having taken &/l:e fubmic 

the four Captains and Counſellors of his enemies, he ſent them to Jeruſalem 3 againſt pe ago 

whom the people being incenſed, would have killed them, and thole that ſent them, Vl 
had they not fled in good time.

FRE, Ananus the high Prieſt, with all ſpeed renewed and repaired the Walls, and made all 


ſorts of Inſtruments for war, Arrows and other weapons 3 fo that all the City was 
buſied herein, and trained their men in warlike diſcipline. All places were filled 
with agitation and tumult; but the graver ſort were very penfive, and many as it 
were foreſceing the calamity that after enſued, could not refrain from tears : they 
that deſired peace, received no comfort in any thing: all things were done at their 
beck who were cauſe of all this War. And the Eſtate of the City, even then before 
the Romans came, was like a City to be deſtroyed, But Ananns negleted that 
which was neceſſary for War, and laboured to reconcile the ſeditious faftion of 
thoſe that were called Zelous : but how he was overcome, and what his end was, we 
Simon the SON ili declare hereafter. In the mean time one S320 the Son of Gioras in the To- 


of G4 c07- parchy of Acrabatene, having gathered together a multitude of ſeditious people, 


rapines, and robbed and fpoled every where; and he not only broke into rich mens houſes, but 


— in alſo beat them grievouſly, openly exercifing his Tyranny. But when Azazxs and the

aud Ilunz a, 


reſtſcnt an army againſt him, he fled to his fellow-thieves of Maſſada, and there 
fraid till Amanus and the reſt of his Enemies were ſlain : and then he waſted Ndumes 
with the reſt ; ſo that the Governours of that place were fain to put a Garriſon. in 
every Village : ſo great was the number of them that were ſlain by theſe Thieves, And 
thus ſtood the affairs of the Jews.

\ Jews, he was ſeized with fear and aſtoniſhment; yet he diſſembled it as at the valiant 
much as neceflity would permit him. In the mean-while he ſet a good face on the jo * 
matter, and made as though he were of more courage; ſaying,That that which hapned, 

was rather by the fault of his General Ce/zzs, than the valour of their Adverſaries: 

thinking thar ir behoved him, who was Emperor, not to ſhew himſelf moved with a 

little bad news ; and that the greatneſs of his Empire ought to ſecure his mind from 

the apprehenſion of conſiderable misfortunes. Yet 1t appeared by the vexation of his 

ſpirit that he was much moved,and in great care to whom he ſhould commit the charge 

of the Eaſt, which had rebelled ; who might both reduce the Jews, and hinder the In- 

habitants of other Countries from the like attempts. Art laſt,he pircht upon Veſpaſtan, Nero ſendeth 
whom he thought only meet for that purpoſe ; a man who from his Infancy had been/Ypeſ-" Fug 
trained up in War, even until he was gray-headed ; who had appeaſed the people of 7 and direct | 
the Weſt, and helped them being troubled by the Germans, and recovered it for the Was: 
Romans : as alſo he did Britain, which was unknown before; and for that cauſe made 

his Father Claudius triumph, without taking any pains for it, Nero conlidered all 

theſe things, and his prudence grounded on old Age and Expenence , and that alſo he 

had Sons im the flower of their Age, to be pledges for his fidelity, who might aſfiſt their 


G Father by their Courage. Wherefore God, as it ſhould ſcem, even then diſpoling it

great Foe? The Jews atter Ceſtizs unfortunate ſucgeſs, became proud of their Victory, and could 
Jews, not contain themſelves ; but like men vncapable of moderation, they {till gave more 
occaGon of War : and gathering all their Forces together, they went to Aſca/on, which 
is an old City ſeven hundred and twenty fturlongs diſtant from Feruſalem, which the 
Jews had always hated,for which cauſe they alſo firſt aſſaulted it. The Commanders [ 
1n this expedition, were three men excellent above the reſt for Conduct and Yalour, to 
Zoe Jon wit,\iger of Perea, Silas the Babylonian, and Fohn the Eſſean. Now the City of 4ſca- 
9 bn had very ſtrong Walls, but few men todetendit, for it had only one Company of 
Foot, and one Band of Horſe, whom Aztonirs commanded. The Jews made ſuch haſte 
Surboryhght- as. though they had dwelt hard by, Antonius perſwading himſelt that they woul# 
Jews. .wB, aſſault him, cauſed his Horſe to iſſue forth of the City : and neither tearing the mul- 
titude, nor the malice of his adverſaries, he valiantly received the firſt aſſault of the 
Enemies, and beat them back that attempted to aſſault the Wall. So the Jews who 
were unskilful, having to do with them that were expert ; and fighting on foot againſt 
Horſemen ; without order, againſt thoſe thac were in good order ; lightly armed, a- K 
eainſt their adverſaries who were well provided; they were eaſily detcated. Indeed, 
they were more lcd by rage and fury than good Counſel; and they againſt whom they 
fought were obedient, and would do nothing without the commandment of their Lead- 
er. Wherefore their firſt ranks being broken, they were forced by the Horſe to turn 
their backs; and retiring themſelves to their own. Company who turned toward the 
Wall, they became as it were'Enemies to themſelves. So that ſeeking to avoid the 


Horſemen, they were all diſperſed about the field, which was in every place for the ad-

vantage of the Horſe. This greatly helped the Romans to kill ſo many Jews : for 
they that fled were eaſily overtaken by the Romans, and killed; and others compaf- 
ſing divers of the Jews about, ſlew them with Darts ; ſo that the Jews were in a great L 
deſperation for all their great multitude, as if they had been alone. The Jews willing 
to overcome their misfortunes, were aſhamed to flie, and fo fled not haſtily, in hope that 
Fortune would change. But the Romans not wearied with that which they did with 
creat dexterity, continued the fight the moſt part of the day ; ſo that there were ſlain

of many were wounded, followcd their General Niger, who fled into a little Town of 
Idumea, named Salis : Of the Romans only ſome were wounded in that fight. Yet 
the Jews were not daunted with this misfortune ; but the grief thereof much increaſed 
their Courage : neither were they diſmayed with the former loſs of ſo many men within 
ſo ſhort time; but rather calling to mind the great Victory they had got before, they M 
drew upon themſelves another defeat, For before their mens wounds were healed, 
they gathered together all their Forces, and went again to Aſcha/oz in great number 
and fury, but with the ſame ſucceſs and diſadvantages in warlike affairs which they 
had before. For Aztonizs having notice which way they meant to come.: placed an 
ambuſh in the way ; aud the Horſe ſetting upon them at unawares, killed above eight

I Have ſpoken of Fudza as briefly as might be, and with what Countries it is envi- 


roned. Now V/eſpaſtan ſent help to the Inhabitants of Sephoris, to wit, one thou- 


ſand Horſe, and fix thouſand foot, Placidus the Tribune being their Leader, The 


and fire Horſemen divided themſelves into two Companies,and lodped in a great Plain; and the 
Footmen were in Garriſon in the City to defend it, as the Horſemen did without. Theſe I 
Horſemen made excurſions one every fide, and greatly moleſted Foſeph although he 
committed no act of hoſtility ; and alſo ſpoiled all that was without-the Cities, and 
always repulſed the Inhabirants, if at any time rhey took courage: to.revenge them- 
ſelves. Foſeph ſeeing things in this poſture aſſaulted the Ciry Sephoris, in hope to 
take it;bur before ſuch time as it revolted unto-the Romans,he had compaſled it withſo 
ſtrong Walls, that the Romans themſelyes' could not have taken ir, and fo his hope 
was truſtrate :. for neither by force nor fair.means would the Sephoreres yield to him. 
Hereat the Romans being angry, troubled the Country more than before : they now 
neither night hor day ceaſed from deſtroying it, but robbed and ſpoiled all.chey found z 
and all men able to bear Arms they flew, and made the reſt their ſlaves.. Thus all Ga- K

L 
The Princes that were Allies alſo brought great Aid : for  Aztivchus, - Agrippa, and 
Sohemus, brought each of them two thouſand Bowmen, and a thouſand Horſe : and 
Malchus King of Arabia, brought five thouſand Foot, and one thouſand Horſe , the 
moſt of his Foot were Archers, ſo that the whole Army, together with the Kings 
A1d, amountedto the number of threeſcore thouſand, Horſe and Foot together ; be- 
ſides them that followed the camp, who werea great multitude, and inferiour to none 
but their Maſters in warlike diſcipline : for.one cannot too much admire the Romans, 
who ſo train up their ſervants intime of Peace, that they are very fit for War. So thar 
whoſoever well beholdeth their Military Diſciplin, he ſhall perceive that they gained 
not this their goodly Empire by chance .andfortune, but by their valour : for they do M 
not only then begin to uſe weapons when they come to fight, but they practiſe milita- 
ry diſcipline before they need: and they are not idle_in time of peace, but always 
practiſe themſelves therein without ceaſing.

Eſpatian went firſt to Gadara, and took it eaſily at the firſt aſſault : for all the 
V able men and fit for War were fled out of the City. The Romans entring the 
place putall-to death without mercy, partly for the hatred they had conceived againſt 
the Fews, and partly in revenge of that which had befaln Gef/ius, And they burnt the 
City, and all Towns and Villages adjoining : ſome of which were already deſolate, and 
B the inhabitants of the reſt were made ſlaves, Joſeph's preſence in the City, which he had 
made choice of for his ſafeguard, filled it with fear, For the People ofTiberias thought he 
would never have fled if there had been any hope of withſtanding the Romaxs : where- 
in they judged nor amiſs : for he foreſaw what event the War would have, and that 
their ſafety conſiſted only in changing their rebellious minds, He himſelf, though he © 
hoped to obtain pardon of the Romans, yet had much rather have died, then lived 
pleaſantly: with them againſt whom he was ſent, and ſo become a Traytor to the 
Country comitted to his charge. Wherefore he determined faithfully to writea true

CHAP. VII 
D Of the Seige of Jotapata, © 


Eſpatian was very deſirous to take Jotapata, becauſe he knew many of his enemies 
| were fled thither , and this was the ſtrongeſt Refuge they had, So he ſent be- 
fore ſome Foot and Horſe, with Pioneers to plain the ways, which were full of ragged 
ſtones, ſo that it was hard for Footmento paſs, and alrogether unpoſlible for Horſe- 
men. Within four dayes they effected that which they were commanded, and made 
a large way for the Army to paſs. On the fifth day, which was the one and twentieth 
of March, Joſeph before they came, entred into the City, coming thither from Tibe- 5:/3h comes - 
7445 to encourage the Jews who were diſmayed. A certain run-away told Veſpatian lg. 

E that Joſeph was come thither, and adviſed him to haſten thither ; for if he coal _ 
Joſeph, he might ealily take all Fudea, Hereat Veſpatian was very glad, and took it 
as a good fortune that the moſt prudent and potent of his enemies, ſhould ( God fo 
diſpoſing ) put himſelf as it were in hold. And fo preſently he ſent Placidus before 
with a thouſand Horſemen,and with him Ebuti5,a man both valiant and prudent ;and 
commanded them to inveſt the City on all ſides, leſt Joſeph ſhould privily eſcape from 
thence. The day after he himſelf followed with the whole Army, and about noon 
came to Fotapata; and leading his Army to the North fide of the Town, he pitched da” 
his Tents upon a Hill ſeven ſtades diſtant from the City : purpoſely placing himſelf 
within the view of his Enemies, that the very ſight of his Army might terrifie them : 
F as it alſo did; for preſently all were in ſuch a fear, that none durſt go out of the City. 
The Romans being wearied that day, would not aſſault the City : but they beſet the 
Gates with two Squadrons of Horſe ; and a third, that conſiſted of Foot, was placed 
without to intercept all paſſages,that none of the Jews could paſs any-whither, Here- 
upon the Jews now in deſperation took heart ; for in War nothing is more forcible 
then neceſſity, The next day began the Battery, and the Jews kept themſelves in —« 
order, and reſiſted the Romans A a their Walls. But when Yeſpaſian ſent all the Novingis |

ealieſt to beentred, He ſent his whole Army to provide wood to do it, who cut much 
on the Mountains near the Town : and great ſtore of wood and ſtone being brought, 
and having ſet hurdles before them to bear off the Darts and Arrows, he began to raiſe 
a Mount; ſo that they received little or no harm by Darts caſt from off the Walls ; 
whilſt others brought earth from places thereabouts, and no nian was idle. The Fews 
caſt continually great ſtones, and all kind of Darts upon that which defended them 5 
which though they pierced not thorow, yet they tnade a great noiſe and terrified the 
Workmen., Which Veſpatian — cauſed all Engines that caſt ſtones and darts, 
which were in number an hundred and threeſcore,to be placed againſt the Walls to beat 
the Fews from thence. And ſo they caſt Stones, Darts, Fire and Arrows in great D 
abundance : ſo that they not only bear the Fews from off the Walls, but alſo out of 
the reach of their ſhot ;, for both the Arabian Archers, and thoſe that uſed Slings and 
Darts, and all the Engines continually played upon them. For all this the Fews reſt- 

The Jews , CA not, but running out in Companies, they pull'd down the Sheds which defended the

The 
General of the Romans thought good to ale. this:-means to-take the City by force, for 
that the Siege was dangerous,by reaſon that the Jews never reſted, to whichend the Ro- 
mans with all kind of ſhot endeavoured to beat the Jews from'off the Walls that made 
any reſiſtance; and the Archers and they who uſed {lings; were hard by ; and when 
they ſaw that none ofthe Jews durſt come upon the Walls, they applied the Ram to 
them; and covered it above with Hurdlts-and Skins, both for to defend themſelves 
and the Engine. At the firſt iroke the Walls were ſhaken, ſo thar the Citizens cried 


as though the Town had been already taken. _Foſeph ſeeing them ſtill bear one place, 


and that preſently the Wall would fall, deviſed a way to reſiſt the force of, the Ram, 


he filled facks with chaff, and let them down .off the Wall [juſt againſt that place 
where the Ram ſtruck ordinarily,and ſo bxake the force of the blows;the looſneſs of the 
chaff making no reſiſtance, but drowning or abating the violence of the ſtroke, By 
this invention the Romans wete retarded : for whitherſoever they brought the Ram, 
thither did they upon the walls alſo remove cheSacks ofChaft,and brake the force there- 
of ; till at laſt the Romans alſo deviſed a way to cut the Sacks, by taking long Poles, 
and binding Sithes to the end of them, and ſo they cut theſe Sacks of Chaff. And the 
Ram ſhook the Wall, which-being newly built was not ſtrong enough to refiſt, Then 
Joſeph and his Souldiers ſoughr to help themſelves by fire, and ſo they fired all that 
was made of dry wood in three ſeveral places; and withal the Engines, and Mounts 
of the Romans, who now had enough to defend themſelyes, - becauſe they were aſtoniſht 
at the valour of the Jews: every one having work enough to ſecure himſelf againſt the 
fire, which ſeizing upon dry matter with Brimſtone and Pitch wonderfully increaſed, 
ſo that in one hours ſpace, it conſumed all the works that the Romans had made with 
ſo great labour. There was an action of a Jew one Samſon of Eleazar,which deſerves 
eternal memory : the man was born at Saab in Galilee, He took up a great ſtone, 
and caſt it down with ſuch force upon theRam;that he brake off the head thereof;and no- 
thing fearing leapt down amongſt the midſt of his Enemies,and brought the head away to 
the toot of the Wall, where being unarmed,and as it were a mark for his enemies to {hoot 
at,he received in his body fiveArrows;and as though he had not felt themhe got up tne 
Wall again, where, that all might ſee him, he boldly ſtood ſtill, till through grief of his 
wounds, having the head of theRamin his arms, he fel down.

But Veſpaſian preſently * {oe of ts 
treed the Army trom all perturbation, and his Son Titus trom fear, For the COS Arrow. 
grief of the wound, he ſhewed himſelf to all that were ſorrowful for him, and incite 
them to fight againſt the Jews more earneſtly thay before. W hereupon every one as it 
were to revenge their General, deſpiſed all danger, and affaulted the Walls, exhort- 
ing one another. Joſeph and his aſſociates, notwithſtanding many of them were kil- Tiz war re- 
led with Shot, Darts and Arrows ; yet forſook not the Walls, but with Fire and hg "0G 
Sword, and Stones fiercely afſaulted them, that being defended with Hurdles batter- : 
ed the Walls with the Ram: but to little purpoſe z for they were continually killed 
by their Enemies, becauſe they could not ſee them : But their Fire made ſuch a light, 
as though it had been day, ſo that the Romans eaſily perceived whither to direct 
their ſhot. And for that their Engines were not perceived afar off, the Jews could 
not defend themſelves from the Arrows and Stones that were ſhot againſt them, by 
which means many of them were ſlain, and the tops and corners of the Towers bea- 
ten down, And many that were behind were ſlain by force of thoſe ſtones ; ſo that 
any man may know of what force that Engine is, by that which hapned that night. 

For one that ſtood neer Foſeph upon the Wall, was ſtruck with a Stone, and his head 

carried from his body by violence of the blow rhree furlongs off, as though it had been 

caſt out of a ſling : and the next day a Woman great with Child was ſtruck on the bel- 

ly with one of thoſe ſtones, and the Child carried forth of her from the place where 

ſhe was ſtruck three furlongs ; ſo great was the force of this Engine, Thus. the vio- 

lence of the Engines was moſt terrible, and likewiſe the noiſe ot Darts, Arrows and ,,, . __ , 
\ other ſhot. Many were lain on every fide, and the bodies of thoſe that were killed, the noman

+beiviid) manded Archers to follow with their Arrows ready in their hands, and them that uſed 
gg cn ſlings alſo and other Engines for ſhot, And he cauſed others to ſcale the Walls, 
of Chrift, 69: where they were not battered, to the intent that the Townſmen, buſicd in reſiſting 
them, might leave the breach unmanned ; and the reſt being wearied and oppreſt with 
the thickneſs of the ſhot, might be forc'd to forſake their ſtanding. Bur Foſeph, per- 
ceiving his intent, placed the old Men and Children, and thoſe that were alread 
wearied, upon thoſe parts ofthe Walls that were not battered : and himſelf with the 
ſtouteſt of the City went to defend the breach, and he placed ſix men before them 
whom he choſe out, himſelf being one of them to ſuſtain the firſt brunt of the enemies 
aſſault : commanding them likewiſe to ſtop their Ears to the end that they might not 

be terrified with the cries of the Army, and to cover themſelves with their ſhields a- 

gainſt the Darts and Arrows ; and give back a little, till ſuch time as the Archers 

Quivers were emptied ; and ifſo be that the Romans ſhould offer to make bridges, 

then they employ all their courage to repel them : and now fight, not to defend but as 

it were to revenge their Country, being in a manner already loſt ; and make thoſe feel 
the effects of their juſt tury,whoſe cruelty would doubtleſs after the taking of the 

The cries of place ſhed the blood of their Fathers,Children,and Wives: ſuch were the orders which 

Childrenin Joſeph gave. In the mean time, the weaker multitude, Women and Children, ſee- 

the Battle. jng the City compalled about with three ranks of Horſemen, and the Romans with 
their Swords drawn prefling againſt the breach, and all the Mountains about ſhining 
with their enemies weapons, and the Arabiars ready to let fly a Shower of Arrows : 
they criedour as though the City were already taken ; ſo thata man would have judg- 
ed them already under their Enemies Swords, and not only in danger to fall into their 
hands. Wherefore Foſeph commanded the Women to their houſes, leſt their cries 
ſhould diſmay his Souldiers ; willing them likewiſe to keep ſilence, and threatned 
them if they did not: and ſo he marched to the breach, which place fell to his lot : 
Hegave not much heed to them that ſought to ſcale the Walls, but only minded what 
effe& the terrible Storme of the Enemies Arrows would produce. 

As ſoon as the Trumpets began to ſound, the Air became obſcured with the multitude 
of Arrows, Joſephs Companions remembring the charge given them, ſtopped their

This 

device broke the body of the Romans fo that through great pains they fell from the 

Wall : for the Scalding Oyl cafily got between their fleſh and Armour, and ſcorched 

chem like fire, being eaſily heated, and long continuing hot by reaſon of the fatneſs. 

The Romans being loaden with Helmets and Breaſt-plates, could not retire ſo nimbly 

as was requiſite : ſo that ſome leapt down off the bridg, and others died of the pain ; 

others would fain have retired themſelves, but could not, becauſe their Enemies fol- 
lowed them ſo hard. But neither the Romans wanted vertue and valour in adverſe for- 
tune, nor the Jews prudence. For the Romans, notwithſtanding they were in intolera- 
ble pain, being Scalded with hot Oyl, yet they freſhly aſſaulted them that hurt them, 
defirous to ſhew their courage. Then the Jews uſed another device to make them re- 
tixe : for they poured boyled Fenigreek upon the bridge, ſo that they flid down : and 
neither they that would have fled, nor they who ſtrove to aſſault the Jews, could ſtand 
upon their feet, it was ſo ſlippery ; and many falling down upon the bridge, were by 
their own Company trodden to death ; others {lid down upon the Rampier ; and al- 
ways as they fell, the Jews ſtruck them : and when the Romans were retired from the 
place, ſo that now they were not forced to handy blowes, they had leiſure to ſhoot Ar-

Feſpafucs be X_J Efpaſian departed from Tiberias, and encamped near Tariches, and fortifi'd his 
-- iniogs \ Camp: foreſeeing that the Siege of this place would coſt much time: for all Re- 
rg bels that had deſired War were got thither,, truſting both to the ſtrength of the City, 
and the Lake adjoyning ro it,called Geneſareth, For this City was built like Tibertas, 
upon a Mountain: and Joſeph had incloſed it with a Wall where it was not compaſled 
by the Lake. But the Wall, though gi yet was not ſo ſtrong as that of Tiberizs : K 
for Joſeph built that in the beginning of the Revolt, having men: and money at will ; 
but that of Tarichea was built only, by the remainder of his liberality. The T, aricheaps 
had great ſtore of Ships in the Lake adjoyning, to the end that if they were over- 
come by Land, they might flie. by Water :' to which end they had prepared their 
Ships for Battel by Water, if need ſhould be. Whilſt the Romans entrenched them- 
ſelves, Jeſus and{ his followers not diſmayed either with the multitude or Military Di- 
ſcipline of his Enemies, iſſued out of the City, and ſlew rhe Workmen, and deſtroyed 
The Romans part of the Work ;; till peretiving the Romans aſſembled together againſt him, he fled 
" A againto his Company without aty loſs or harm received. But the Romans purſued them 
{o faſt, that they forced them to take their ' Ships: and ſ6 being gone ſo far from the L 
ſhore, as that yet they might eaſily reach them with the ſhot ot an Arrow, they caſt 
Anchor and diſpoſed their Ships-in' Warlike-manner, and fought againſt the Romans 
who were on Shore. Veſpaſian underſtanding at the ſame time that a great multitude of 
them were gathered together in a place meer the City, ſent his Son Titus againſt them

The Deſcription of the Lake of Genezareth, and the Fountain of Jordan. 


HE Lake of Gerezareth taketh its name from the Country adjoyning to it ; the 
T breadth thereof is fourty furlongs, the length a hundred. The Water of this 
Lakeis ſweet and good to drink, and more ſubtil than ordinarily the Waters of other 
places are ; and it is very clear near the ſhoar, and more cool to drink, than either that 
of the River or Fountain ; yea it is always more cold than one would judge ſuch a Lake 
to be of that largeneſs : for the Water being ſet in the Sun, doth not loſe its coldneſs, 
when the Inhabitants expoſe it to the Sun in Summer to allay the natural coldneſs 
thereof, There are in it many ſorts of Fiſhes, nothing like the Fiſhes of other places, 
cither in ſhape or taſte, The River Fordan paſſeth through the midſt of it. Itis 
thoughtthat Panium: is the head and Fountain of it, but in truth it hath ics Original 
from Phjals, from whence it paſſeth under ground a hundred and thirty Furlongs from 
CeſareaNowards that way which leads unto Trachonitis on the right-hand. This Source 
is called Phial/a, by reaſon of its roundneſs, for it is as round as a Wheel, and the 
Water ſtill keepeth within the brink of Phiala, never encreaſing nor diminiſhing. No 
man knew that this was the head of Jordan, till Philip the Tetrarch of Traconirts found 
ittobe ſo; for he caſting ſtraws into Phiala, found them afterward carried to Panium, 
which before that time was thought to be the Fountain of Fordav. Paninm, though 
it be naturally beautified, yet by Agripps's coſt and charges it was much more adorned.

which of all Trees eſpecially require a cold ſoil : there are alſo abundance of Palms, 
whichdefire great heat : likewiſe great tore of Figs and Olives, which require a tempe- 
rate Air : ſo that one may juſtly ſay, that through the bounty of Nature, ſo differ- 
ent and oppoſite qualities are here together united ; and at one time, as it were, all dif- 
ference of ſeaſons of the year conjoyn tor good purpoſe. And it doth not only nouriſh 
theſe Fruits, but alſo conſerveth tor ten whole Moneths Figs, Grapes, and all other 
Fruits all the year long. Beſides the temperature of the Air, it is alſo watered by a

The Taricheans could not poſſibly make 
any eſcape by Land, although they would ; and they were not able to fight hand to 
hand with the Romans, for their ſmall Pyrace Boats could not withſtand their Enemies 
great Veſſels ; and beſides they were not ſufficiently manned, ſo that they feared 
to encounter the Romans, who preſfed altogether upon them : yet notuiielencing 
ſometime they came about the Roman Ships, and caſt Stones at the Romans afar off, 
and ſometimes alſo they came near, and skirmiſhed with them : yet they themſelves 
always had more harm than the Romans ;for their Stones which they caſt did only rattle 
againſt the Romans Armour, but hurt them not, and they were killed by me pamoes

The Fight being ended; :Veſpaſian ſate in a 
Tribunal Seat, and ſeparated the Strangers from the Inhabitants, for that the former 
ſeem'd to be the Authors of that, War': Yet he deliberated with the.Captains and Go- 
vernours, whether he ſhould likewiſe pardon them : .but they told -himthat their lives 
K might endamage him; for, ſaid they, if; you 'ſend thoſe men away and let them liye, 
they cannot live peaceably, becauſe they want abiding places, and they are able to 
diſturb and diſquiet thoſe to whom they ſhall fly. Yepafiaz for this cauſe judged them 
unworthy to live, preſuming that it they were let go, they would fight againſt them 
who pardoned their Lives ; it remained to conſider what death to put them to. But he 
thought with himſelf, the Inhabitants would not patiently abide ſo many to be maſſa- 
cred, who had fled to them for ſuccour; wherefore he ſgught to uſe no violence to them, 
becauſe he had promiſed them ſecurity. But at laſt he was overcome by the perſwaſion 
of his Friends, who told him that all things againſt the Jews were lawful, and that pro- 
fit was to be preferred before honeſty, ſeeing both could not be had : ſo Licence being 
L grantedto them to depart, they ann nothing, were commanded to take only that 
way that leadeth to Tiberias. They willingly obeyed as they were commanded, not 
miſdoubting the ſafety of cheir goods or money : But, the Romans had placed them- 
ſelves on every {ide the way even to T:berias, to the intent that none, might eſcape, and 
ſo ſhut them all in the City, Preſently after came Yeſpafiaz and encloſed them all in 
an Amphitheater, and ſo killed 1200 perſons; who were all old men, or young and un- 
able for ſervice, Of the reſt, that wereall ſtrong young men, he ſent 6000 to Neroto The Defiruli.

went out. ( for it was in the night-time.) Theſe Souldiers being wary leſt any noiſe

,N Part of the Inhabitants whereof deſired Peace, for that they were Husbandmen, 
and their riches conſiſted in the Fruits of the Earth; but there were many factious Free- 
Fohn «oe booters in the City, and amongſt them many of the natural Inhabitants. Theſe peo- 
x {hang ple were incited to Revolt by one Fohy, a very wicked and deceitful perſon, Son to one [ 
Ste Levias ; he was of ill manners, bold to attempt any thing, and making no conſcience 
Cifedle io of any thing he took in hand; and he was known to all men for one that defired War, 
Rebel, to make himſelf mighty. This man was a gs mo ot the Seditious perſons in Giſ- 
cals : andforfear of him, the People, who perhaps otherwiſe would have ſent Legats 
to the Romans to requeſt peace, were hindred-and forced to ſtay till the Romans came 
ro fight againſt them, . Againſt theſe People Yeſpa/ian ſent Tits, and with him a thou- 
ſand Horſemen , and the tenth Legion towards Scythopoizs : Himſelf with the reſt went 
to Czſarea, to refrefh them after their great labour, at the charge of the Towns adjoyn- 
ing ; judging it neceſſary to fit them to ſuſtain manfully the'toyls that were'to enſue :

None of the Townſ- 
men were admitted to make anfwer, nor co come to the Walls ; for the Seditious were 
Malſters of them : and-a Guard was placed at every Gate, leſt any ſhould-go out to 
Joins an\**1 ſabmit themſelves, orany Horſemen ſhould be received into the City. Fohn made an- 
hotarion. ſwer for all, That he'liked well of che conditions offered, and that he would cither 
perſwade or compel the Inhabitants to accept them : but he requeſted that*that day 
might be granted tothe Jews; being the Seventh day, wherein it was not lawful for 
them to treat of Peace, or make War. For ( as the Romans knew ) the Jews every 
ſeventh day ceaſe fromall work : and if they profaned it, they who cauſed them to do N 
ſc, were guilty of impiety, Moreover, ſo ſhort time could not prejudice the Romans, 
being but one nights ſpace : for nothing he could effe@ in that time toendamage them, 
except only by fleeing out of the City ( which Tzt#s might prevent by placing a ſtrong 
Guard and Watch in every place about it, ) That Tizws might make advantage of it, 
ſince it being his defign to offer them Peace and Safety, it was an action noleſs worthy 
of him, to have regard to the obſervation of their Law, than a duty indiſpenſable in 
thera not to violate it, 
Wirh.cheſe and ſuch like ſpeeches Fohz ſought to delude T4, being not ſo religious

For every one thought himſelf as ncar his Enemies, .as he was 
B far from the City and his friends : and ſtill every ſtep they thought their Enemies at 
hand, ready to take them ; and frequently they lookt back; as though their Enemies 
heard the noiſe they made as they went, and were coming againſt them ; inſomuch that 
many crowded forwards in heaps, and were killed in the way with the preſs of them The fear of 
that followed : ſo that the Women and Infants periſhed miſerably : and if they po win 
ſpake any thing, it was only to entreat their Parents or their Kindred to ſtay for ; 

But Fohys exhortation took effe&t, who cried to them to ſave themſelves, and haſten 
to ſuch a place where they might be ſafe, and revenge themſelves of the Romans, tor 
the out-rages which they that remained behind were like to endure : and ſo the multi- 
tude that fled, every one as he was able, diſperſed themſelves, | ES: 

Titus early in the morning came to the Walls to know whether they accepted of his 
Offer. Then the people ſet open the Gates, and with their Wives and Children came 
- to meet him, all crying that he was their Benefactor and Deliverer : Alſo they told The Citizens 
him that Fohz was fled, and beſought him to pardon them, and execute Juſtice upon of 5/4! cn- 
thoſe Malefactors that remained in the City, T##s, at their requeſt, ſent certain Horſe- __ All bali. 
men to purſue Fohz, but they could not take him, tor before they came, he had gotten ce: 
to Feruſalem ; yetthey flew almoſt two thouſand of them that fled wich him, and brought 
back again 3000 Women and Children. - Titas was angry that Fohz by deccit had 
eſcaped unpuniſhed : yet his anger was ſomething appeaſed, when he perceived Johns 
D purpoſe prevented, in that ſo many of his Company were lain, and ſo many brought Titurmercy to 
back Captives. Thus he peaceably entred the City, commanding the Soutdiers to ju; 4mm 
break down a little piece of the Wall, as it were to take poſlefſion of it, and fo puniſht leave an tne- 
the Seditious rather with Threats than Torments.

CHAP. Y. 
Of the beginning of the Deſtruition of Jeruſalem. 


A ſoon as Fohn was entred into Feruſalem, all the People flocked about him, and 

thoſe that came with him, enquiring what new Calamities had betallen their 

Þ Nation. Some of them being yet out of breath, and not able to ſpeak, thereby diſco- 

vered their diſtreſs. Yet amidſt theſe their miſeries ſome boaſted that it was not the 

Roman power that forced them to flic, but that of their own accotd they fled thirher ro 

fight againſt the Romans in a ſafer place, than that from whence. they fled was ; for 

none but unadviſed and raſh-headed men would fight for ſuch a City as Giſcala, and 

other places that were not able to refiſt ; and that it behoved them all to reſerve their 

Vigour and ſtrength to defend their Metropolitan City. They alſo told them how Giſ- 
cala was taken by the Romans, and that they departed in good fſott away, though ſome TE Te ny 
reported that they fled. The People of Feruſalem hearing what theſe men reported, thoſ: that fled 
and how many were Priſoners to the Romans, fell into a grear fear, as though rhar ie reg 
G whicl1 had hapned portended their own ruine, | But Fohn, nothing aſhamed he had ſo make war 
ſh:mefully forſaken them of Giſcala who fled with him, went firſt to one, and then to (60m

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AAL, another, inciting them all to War, with vain hopes, alledging the weakneſs of the Ro- H 
Warld, LES mans , and extolling their own Puiſſance, deceiving the {imple ; and perſwading 
af tir mw them, that though the Romans ſought revenge, yet could they never enter the Walls of 
"a we *Jeruſalem, having had ſo much ado, and endured ſuch difhculties in entering the little 
CFV WBourgs and Villages of Galilee, againſt whoſe Walls they had broken all their Engines. 
Theſediſcourſes of his incited many young men to Sedition , but all the wiſer ſort 
foreſaw what was like to enſue, and already mourned for the loſs of the City. In this 
Inteſtine diſ- caſe were they of Jeruſalem : yet betore this Sedition in the City, the Country Peo- 
_ cordinFew'9. ple began to be at diſcord among themſelves. For Titus departed from Giſcala to Ce- 
ſarea, and Veſpaſian went from Ceſarea to Jamnia and Azotus, and took them both : 
and leaving there Garriſons, he returned to Ceſare, bringing with him a great multi- I 
The Jews torn tude of thoſe that had yielded to him, All the Cities had Civil diſcords among them- 
thcirweapons ſelves, {0 that when the Romans did not ſet upon them, one part of the Jews in every 
Chas Cars City fought againſt another, and there was a great diſſention between thoſe that 
deſired peace, and the Seditious People. At fiirſt, this Diſcord began only in private 
houſes z but in the end, thoſe of one mind united, and began in Companies to 
Rebel openly. Thus every place was troubled with civil diſcord : and every where 
raſh young men, who defired War, prevailed againſt grave and wiſe old men, who fore- 
ſeeing the calamity like to enſue, defired Peace. At firſt, the Inhabitants one by one 
The Thieves robb'd and ſpoil'd what they could ; but at laft in whole Troops they joyned together 
ther in Fers/s. 2nd robb'd openly, and waſted all the Country about : and in their Robberies they K 
lem ſpoilthe ſhewed ſuch cruelty, that the harm and injury they did to their own Country-men, 
Country. was equal to the miſeries which befel them by the Romans ; and they who by theſe 
miſcreants were ſpoiled, wiſh'd rather to have fallen into the Romans hands, But the 
Gariſons in theſe Cities, either becauſe they were loth to trouble themſelves, or elſe 
for that they cared not for their Country-men, did nothing, or very little, ſuccour them 
that fell into theſe Thieves hands. Act laſt the Thieves affembled themſelves together 
from all places, and joyning Companies brake into Jeruſalew. This City had no Go- 
vernour, and according to the ancient Cuſtom of their Anceſtors, was open to all that 
came thither that were their Country-men ; and ſo much more willingly at that time, 
becauſe they thought they that came thirher, came of good will to help them : which L 
was afterward the only cauſe that the City was deſtroyed, and of the more civil difſen- 
tion, For a great multitude of people unapt to fight being there, conſumed the Vidtu- 
als that would have ſufficed for the fighting men : and befides the War, they brought 
upon it Famine and Civil difſention, Then other Thieves came out of the fields there- 
about, and joyning themſelves with thoſe that were within the City, omicted no kind 
Rapins and of Villany : for not content to rob and ſpoil, they alſo attempted to commit Murders, 
ca ny og not only privily, or in the night upon mean men, but even in the day time they pub- 
lickly fet upon thoſe of the chieteſt quality. For firſt of all they rook Artipzs, who 
The Notiliry Was Of the blood Royal, a man ſo eminent amongſt them, that the publick Treaſure 
of the Ciry are waS Committed to his charge, and put him in Priſon : and after him they took Sepha a M 
ay he" ns: worthy man Son to Ragwel, and Levias, both of them of the Kings Houſhold ; and af- 

: ter them all that ſeemed to bear any ſway or Authority amongſt the People. Great 
fear fell upon the Inhabitants, and every one provided to ſave himſelf, as though the Ci- 
ty were already ſurprized by the Enemies. But theſe people were not content thus to 
have impriſoned theſe great men, they thought it not ſafe for themſelves any longer to 
keep them alive : for many went daily to viſit them , who were able to revenge 
their injuries ; and moreover they feared that the People would make head againſt them, 
being moved with their Infolencies. Wherefore they determined to kill them : and 
to cticct their purpoſe they ſent one Fohz a cruel Murderer, who was the Son of Dorcas : 
he accompanied with ten more, all having ſwords went to the Priſon, and flew as ma- N 
ny as they found there, To excuſe this cruel tac of theirs, they alledged, Thar all 
they who were lain in Priſon had conference with the Romans concerning the betray- 
ing of the Citv into their hands ; and that for this Cauſe they had ſlain them as Tray- 
tors to their Country : They alſo boaſted that this Fact of theirs had preſerved the 

The Thieves City, and that therefore they had deſerved well by it. The People were brought to 
at th:irplea- ſuch ſlavery and terrour, that the chooſing the High Prieſt was in their hands, to cle& 
hizh Prieft, WHOM they pleaſed ; ſo much was their Inſolence increaſed. Thus they not reſpe&- 
wm the Families, out of which it was only lawful to chooſe the high Prieſt, they elected 
choſen by Strangers and baſe perſons to that ſacred Dignity, and ſuch as would be partakers of 
the: oorrary their Villanics and Impieties ; for they, who not deſerving it, attained to ſuch digni- O 
Cuttom. ty, were bound in all things to the Will of thoſe by whom they were ſo cxalted, They

Fe 
ple were incited againſt them by the perſwalion of 4zazus, who was one of the Prieſts, v4 W NS 
and the moſt ancient and wiſeſt of them all, who perhaps had ſaved the City, had he 

eſcaped the hands of theſe Miſcreants. But they uſed the Temple as a Caftle and de- 

fence for themſelves againſt the People, and made the Sanctuary a place for them to 

exerciſe Tyranny in. And that which increaſed the ſorrow of the Citizens, was, that 

amidſt theſe Calamities, their Religion was alſo contumeliouſly abuſed : for theſe 

Thieves, to try of what ſtrength and courage the People were, and their own Forces, 

elected by Lot a high Prieſt contrary to their Law : which, as we have already faid, 

requireth that the Office of high Prieſt be by Succeſſion. This deed of theirs they co- 

loured with an ancient Cuſtom , alledging that in time paſt the high Prieſt was choſen 

by Lot ; but indeed this their fa& was a violation of the moſt firm Cuſtom that was 

amongſt the People ; and was only a device to get all Government into their hands,by 
eſtabliſhing Magiſtrates ar their pleaſure. 

Then calling one of the holy Tribes, named Exiachiz, they caſt Lots, and the Lot »,,,e; a 
tell upon one, whereby their iniquity was diſcovered, This man whoſe Lot it was to Country ; 
be high Prieſt was named Phanias, who was the Son of Samuel, a man not only un- 2 high Prieſt | 
worthy of that Dignity, but who had been ſo ill brought up, that he never knew what 
the high Prieſt meant, This Phanias was born in a Village called Aprhaſis, Him, 
apainſt his will. they fetcht out of the field, and as'it had been ina Stage-Play, they 
ny him with the Sacerdotal habit, and gave him inſtructions how he thould behave 
uimſelf, as though ſo ru impierty had been but a ſport. The reſt of the Prieſts, be- 
holding a far off the holy Laws thus ſcorned, ſcarcely contained themſelves from tears, 
and groaned for ſorrow, that their ſacred Dignities were ſo abuſed. The People could 
no longer endure this their Tyranny, bur every one bethought himſelf how to ſuppreſs 


theſe Tyrants, And thoſe that were moſt earneſt herein, were Gorioy, Foſephs Son, The beſt Citi-

and Simeon the Son of Gamalie! ; who firſt went abour the City in private, and after- the people to 


wards in a publick Aſſembly exhorted the People to be revenged upon thoſe Tyrants, revenge: 


who took from them their Liberty ; and to addreſs themſelves to purge the holy Tem- 
ple from ſuch vile and unclean Perſons, Likewiſe the beſt diſpoſed among the Prieſts, 
to wit, Feſus the Son of Gamala, and 4nanu, che Son of Ananus, often in publick Ser- 


mons reprehended and upbraided the People with their ſloth, that they made no more 
haſte to deſtroy thoſe Zealous , for ſo thoſe wretches termed themſelves, as though they 
had been devout promoters of God's Glory, and not impious malefactors, 

The people being all aſſembled together, grieved to ſee the holy place ſo made a 
Den of Thicves, and ſuch Robberies and Murthers committed openly ; yet did they 
not go about revenge, thinking themſelves too weak to deal with theſe Zealots,as indeed 
they were, Whercupon the high Prieſt 4-azus ſtood up among them : and having 
often turned his Eycsro.the Temple, and beheld ic with tears in his Eyes ; Oh, ſaid he, the zeatous 
How far better were it for m2 todie, than live to ſee the Houſe of God thus filled with Inpie- the mo :

Fews, tremble not to walk in the Sanitary, having their hands bathed in the blood of their 
Conntry-mer and brethren, Who will now fear forreign Wars, ſecing theſe; civil 
broils are ſuch Much better were it for ws to fall into our Enemies hands , yea, if you will 
call every thing by ſuch a name as it deſerveth, we ſhall find that the Romans have not vi- 
olated our Laws, but have been the Protedtors thereof; and they within our Walls are the 

An anfiver to Violators of them. What puniſhment is there that thiſe that have thus tyrannized over us 

chaſe cy deſerve not ? yea, what puniſhment can be deviſed great enough for their offence * 1 know 

cieltthe ' that all of you were ſo perſwaded before I ſpoke, and you were incited againſt them by that 
number and yphich you have endured at their hands : but yet ſome fear their multitude azd their courage, 
apooniyg ofthe ed moreover that they are in a higher place than you : yet as all this came by your negligence 
; and ſuffering, ſo by your delaying they will grow ſtronger. For their number daily increaſes, 
and every wicked perſon flyeth to his like ; and they are ſo: much the more emboldened, for 

that as yet no man hath once offered to reſiſt their enterprizes : and be ſure that if they 

' have time, they will make uſe of the higher place, and that to your dammage. But 

( believe me ) if you would but once offer to go againſt them, their very conſciences would a- 

bate their haughty minas, and the remembrance of their miſdeeds would put them ſo far 

out of heart that they will not make any benefit of that higher place, Perhaps God in his 


vengeance will turn their own darts avainſt them for their impiety, and conſume them

Let us but only ſhew our ſelves, and we ſhall diſmay them, Yet it is an 


m_— the honour for us, if need be to ſacrifice our lives for the defence of the holy Temple. My ſelf will 


aſſiſt you with the beſt advice I can ; and youſhall ſee that I ſhall not oaly aſſiſt you with words, 
but expoſe my ſelf to the greateſt dangers, and endeavour to animate you by my own example. 
Ananus thus exhorted the people againſt the Zealots ; yet he knew well that it was 
oreat difficulty to overcome them, being luſty young men, many in number, of great 
courage, and the more deſperate by the remorſe of Conſcience for the horrible crimes 
and execrable deeds which they had committed ; for they deſpaired of all hope of 
pardon for their miſdeeds. Yet 4zanus thought it altogether intolerable that the 
Common-wealth ſhould be ſo over-ruled. After this exhortation the people cryed 
out, that they were ready to go againſt the Thieves, and todo as they were cxhorted. 
Whilſt that A4nazrs ſelefted. out the moſt able men for War, and ſet them in order, 
| the 
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A the Zealots iſſued out upon him, ( having intelligence of all his intents and proceed- > 
ings by certain Spies which they had appointed on purpoſe ) and they ſallied out bi eb 
ſometimes in companies,ſometimes all at once,other times in Ambuſhes ; ſparing none 4032. after 
that they met with. Axanus quickly gathered together the people, who were more in of Chrifros 
number than the Thieves, but not ſo armed as they ; but what they wanted in arms, > 
their courage ſupply'd, For the Citizens were armed with fury , ſtronger then th bie Souldia 
Arms ; and they which were gone out.of the Temple, with a more deſperate boldneſs ©* —_ 
than all the multitude how great ſoever. For the Citizens thought it no abiding for gr” 
them in the City, except they could drive away the Zealots : and the Zealots 
thought they could not eſcape torments and death it ſelf, except they were Vidtors. 

B Soat laſt they joyned battel, each party under their Captains and Leaders; and firſt 
of all both parties caſt- ſtones one againſt another : and if any fled, the Conquerours 
purſued them with ſwords, and many were wounded and lain on both ſides. Thoſe 
Townſmen that were wounded, were by their friends carried into their houſes ; bur 
the Zealots that were hurt, went into the Temple, and polluted the ſacred pavements 
with their bloud : ſo thar their Religion was prophaned by bloudſhed. Alwayes the 
Thieves in-making excurſions got the upper hand. Whereat the Citizens being angry, 
ſeeing their number every day decreaſed, reproved the cowards : ſo that it any of 
their company offered to flie from the Zealots, they made him ſtand and reſiſt whether 
he would or no, not permiting him to paſs away: and thus they bent all their forces 

C againſt their Enemies, - At laſt, the Thieves not able to make any longer reſiſtance, 
by little and little retired themſelves into the Temple, and Ananus with his Company Tight of 
entred the Temple by force with them, and brake the body of his Enemies. Then they and Zealors in 
in the outer Temple were in great fear, and fled into the inner Temple, and (hut the **< Temple. 
Gates with all ſpeed. Az4nus would not offer violence to the ſacred Gates; and beſides 
the Enemies caſt Darts from above : for he thought ir a great offence againſt God, 
although he might have got the victory, to introduce the people not being purified. 
Wherefore he elected fix thouſand of the chief of all his men well armed, and appoint- 
ed them to keep the Porches, and others to ſucceed in their places while they took reſt. 

And many of the better ſort of the Citizens being placed to keep watch there, hired 

D other poor.people to-watch in their ſteads. But Fohn, who as before we declar'd, _ 

' fled from Giſcals, wrought the ruine of them all, This man being full of deceit, and wiggle 
above all meaſure defirous of rule, long ago intended to overthrow the Common. betrayer of 

' wealth, Towhich end,: from that time he counterfeited himſelf to be againſt the ** == 
Thieves, and ſo day and night accompanied Anarxs and the reſt, both in their Conſul. 
tations, and when they went to viſit the Watch ; and he diſcloſed all their Counſels 
to the Zealots: and there was nothing decreed by the people, but he gave the Thieves 
intelligence thereof before it was put in practice ; yet he ſeemed to be very reſpe&tful 
to Ananus, and the reſt of the Nobility, hereby hoping to conceal his Treachery. 
But ir fell out contrary to his expectation ; for this his too much reverence cauſed him 

E to be ſuſpected, becauſe they noted him to play the Paraſite: and for that uncalled, 
he daily intruded himſelf into their Conſultations, he was miſdoubted to betray their 
ſecrets, For Aman perceived that the Enemies knew all their defigns 3 and though 
Johns deeds carried ſuſpicion of Treaſon, yet could they noteafily remove him, his 
craft was ſuch: beſides this,he was upheld by many noble-men who were imployed in 
theſe affairs. Wherefore they thought good to requeſt of him an oath of friendſhip ; 7h» fveneh 
which he denied not, butadded moreover that he would þe true ro the people, and 2b fitbiul 
neither diſcloſe any deed or ſecret Counſel of theirs to the Enemies, but with heart * PP 
and hand would truly endeavour to ſuppreſs the Rebels. So A4nazus did no more 
miſtruſt him becauſe of his oath, and admitted him afterward to all rheir Counſezls, 

F nothing ſuſpe&ing him. Nay, they now truſted him ſo far, that they ſent him as 

nt to the Zealots, to perſwade them to peace : for they were very careful leſt the 
Temple through their deeds ſhould be detiled and prophaned, or that any of the Jews 
ſhould there be ſlain. Bur he, as though he had ſworn to the Zealots and not to the 
Citizens, entred boldly amongſt them : and ſtanding in the mid(t of them he recount- 
ed to them that he had often for their ſakes undergone great danger, by ſuffering 
none of the 'Townſmens ſecrets to be concealed from them, but declared unto them Fobs contrary | 
al] that ever 4nanus and his Confederates determined againſt them ; and that even trot an Toy 
now he was like: together with them to fall into extream Danger, except it pleaſed ſecrets rorhs 
God as it were miraculouſly to affit them. For,ſaid he,nowAzazus without delay will rave 
ſend ro Yeſpaſian,who will come with his Army in all haſte and take the City : and that

that have been injured, will nor forget and forgive ſo ſoon, as he that injured them is 
ſorry for his fact, Nay, many times the repentance of malefators maketh them 1 
more hated than before, and the wrath of men that are injured, is increaſedby Autho- 
rity, and licence to do what they pleaſe. And they might-be ſure thar the friends 
and kindred of them that were ſlain, would always lay wait to requite the injuries'; 
and that all the people were incenſed agaitſt them for breaking the Laws : fo that al- 
though ſome few would take pity upon them, yet the greater number would prevail. 
With theſe and ſuch like ſpeeches Johr terrified the Zealots ; yet durſt he not open- 
ly tell them what he meant by forreign help, notwithſtanding he meant the Idureens, 
And that he might more enflame the Thieves, he went to: the chiefeſt of them,and 
ſecretly told them that Anas was cruelly bent againſt them, and breathed out ma- 
ny threatnings againſt ſome in particular. +.

Yer 
The Zealots at laſt they determined to call: the Idumears to aid them, and ſo they write a ſhort E- 
cquienp. piſtle to them, letring them underſtand how 4»anus, having ſeduced the people, meat 
FICANS: ro betray the Mother-City of their Nation to the Romays ; and that they fighting for 4 
their liberty, were by him beſieged in the Temple ; that the time wherein they expe&- 
ed ſafety was very ſhort;and that if they were nor prefently ſuccour'd;they were like to 
fall into4-anus and their enemies hands, and theCity tobe brought in ſubjecion tothe 
Romans : they alſo order'd many things to be ſpoken by word of mouth to the Rulers 
of Idumea.

LL the Idumeans aſſented with a loud cry to theſe ſpeeches of Simon, And Jeſus 
departed ſorrowful, ſeeing that the Idwmears would agree to no reaſon, and that 

thereby their City ſhould ſuffer a double War. For the Idymearns were no leſs diſqui- 
eted, who took the matter in great diſdain that they were not permitted to enter into 
the City, and alſo becauſe they thought the Zealots ſo ſtrong as they had believed, 
and they themſelves were aſhamed that they could not help them ; ſo that many re- 
pented that they were come hither, Yet would rhey not for ſhame return, nothing be. The /dmers 
ing done by them : and fo raſhly placing their Tabernacles near the City walls, they bernacles near 
deterinined to ſtay there, But that night there aroſe a moſt furious Tempeſt ; for there *< Wal- 
was a great ſtormy Wind,and an exceeding great Rain,mixt with fearful Thunder and A huge Storm; 
horrible Lightning, and an Earthquake, with ſtrange Noiſes ; ſo that all men thoughr 
this motion of the Earth would overturn the whole order of Nature, or at leaſt portend 
ſome great Calamity. The [dumeans and Townſmen were both of one mind : For 
they thought that God was angry with chem for bearing Arms againſt their Metropolis, 
and perſwaded themſelves that they could not eſcape death if they continued in their 
purpoſe. - 4nan and his followers perſwaded themſelves that they had now overcome 
them without War, and that God had fought for them againft the Idumeans. But 
they were falſe Prophets, and what they judged would befall their Enemies, fell upon 
themſelves. In the mean while the Idumzcans lay as cloſe together as they could, and 
covered their heads with their Shields, by which means the Rain did them not ſo much 
harm. |. The Zealots were 'concern'd for the Idawmears more than for chemſelves, and 
deviſed which way they might ſuccdur them, The boldeſt amongſt them adviſed the T*7-as 
reſt, by force to ſet upon the Guard, and ſo roger into the City, and open the Gates to break open the 


the Idumeans that wete'tome to help them : for it was cafie to ſurprize the Watch, by » gy ure 


D zcaſon that many of. them-were unarmed, and unfic for War ; and the Citizens could le in the 


not eaſily be allembled together, ſecing every man, becauſe of the Tempeſt kept his ——— 
houſe, And though there were dangerin the attempt, yer were it better co endure all 
miſchiefs that rai enſue, than to permit ſuch an' Army ſhamefully to periſh, who 
came' at their 'requeſt-to-help them. But-the wiſer ſort diſſwaded the reſt from this, 
ſeeing both a ſtronger Watch placed to keep them in, and the City Walls diligently 
ouarded becauſe of the Idunmeans : and moreover they could not think that Aran was 
careleſs; but went up and'down, firſt from one Watch, and then to another ; yet this 
night hedid'nor ſo;'not for ſlothfulneſs,” but becauſe thar the Deſtinies had ſo decreed The watchmen 
rhat chereby both he ind the Watchmen ſhould periſh. For about midnight the ſtorm 7x oppreſſed 
 increafing; the Watehmicn fell into a deep fleep. 4 

"Then the Zealots Uetermined to file the Bars and Bolts of the Gates aſunder, to effe& 
which,” thiey took the Taftruments which were conſecrated to the Temple ; and this 
atrempt was much fartheted by the great Wind and Thunder, which made ſuch a noiſe 
that they could-not be. heard : So ifſting out of the Temple, they went privily to the 
Walls, andopencd that Gate near which the Iawmeans lay : and ſuſpeCting that Ane-,, , 
#45 would make ſome relitance, they firft of all drew their Swords, and then together by the means 
withthe liumeans catne in': andif at that time they had aſſaulted the Ciry, they had * wap Tg gr 9 
without aty-let or hindrance deſtroyed all the People therein ; ſo great was their rage ©" 2) Met: 
at that time. Burt firſt of all they haſtened to afhiſt cheir fellows, whom they left be- 
Þ lieged, andirequeſfed the Ianmeans not to leave them in A for whoſe ſuccour they 

were com2, nor permit them to incur greater damage : for having firſt ſurpriſed the 
Watchmen, it would be more eafie for them to aſſault the Ciry ; which if chey did nor, 
bur firſt ſet upon the Citizens, they would preſently aſſemble together, and oppoſe 
themſelves againſt them, and not permir them to aſcend up into the Temple, The Ihe /4«ncanr 
Idumeans confentedto this - and ſo they paſſed thorow the City into the Temple : and Tk the Zea- 
the Zeators remaining inthe Temple impatiently expected their coming , at whoſe les in rhe 
arrival they took Courage, and joyning with the ſdumeans, came out of the inner _ 
Temple, and ſer upon the Watch : and ſome being ſlain who were faſt aſleep, the reſt 
were awak'd by the cries of others, and ſo berook themſelves to their Arms to defend 
G themſelves, beivg yet amazed. And at firſt, thinking that they were only the Zealots 
that gave the Alarm, they hoped only by their multicude to ſuppreſs chem ; bur ſeeing

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FAA A others without the Temple alſo afſailing them, they judg'd that the Idumears were bro- H 
"13 kenin: ſothe orcater part of them being diſmayd laid down their Weapons, and cryed 
4032..fter the gut; and only a few of them, young men, well armed, and of good courage, en- 
a yo f countred with the Idumeans, and for a good ſpace defended their idle fellows ; others 
WY WV went and advertiſed the Inhabitants what was done, yet none durſt come to help them, 
becauſe they now knew that the Idumeans were got in, but every one lamented their 
hard fortune, and the Women made great lamentation when the Watchmen were ſlain, 
The immanity The - Lealcts alſo anſwered their cries with the like, and the Tempeſt and Thunder 
ct the 44-590 made all more dreadful, The Idumears ſpared none, becauſe they were naturally cru- 
"wu prey el and fierce to ſhed blood, and angry that they were fo beaten with the Tempeſt, they 
the Citizeas of yſed them moſt cruclly, by whoſe means they were ſhut out of the City, ſparing neither 
Jero/u. thoſe who requeſted favour, nor thoſe who made reliſtance, for they ſlew many as they 
were intreating them to remember that they were of their own blood, and requeſting 
them to ſpare them for reverence of the Temple. There was no way to flie, nor any 
hope of eſcape : and being driven up in a narrow room, they hurt themſelves more than 
the Enemics did, by crouding and treading one upon another ; torthere was no place to 
flic, and. their Enemies ceaſed not to kili them. Being in this deſperate eſtate, not 
knowing what todo, they caſt themſelves headlong into the City, and ſo died a more 
miſerable death than thoſe that died by the Enemies ſword. The next day there was 
found ſlain eight thouſand and five hundred ; and all the outer Temple flowed with 
blood, | Yet this Maſſacre ſufficed not the Idwmeans rage ; ' but turning themſelves 
againſt the City, they robbed and ſpoiled all Houſes, and kill'd all they met, making 
Anau ard NO account of the lives of the multitude. They made diligent ſearch for the. Prieſts, 
Feſ: be bigh and many laid violent hands upon them, and killed them : and ſtanding upon. their 
v0 exec dead bodies, ſometime they upbraided 4»a7us with the Peoples favour towards him, 
ſometime Feſus with the words he ſpake upon, the Wall to them ; and they were ſoim- 
pious, that they caſt.away their dead Bodies, unburied ; notwithſtanding the Fews in 
this point are ſo rcligious, that after Sun-ſet they take down the dead bodies of Male- 
© factors, who by ſentence have been adjudged to the Croſs, and bury them, 
Arz.cxvrdexwb  T think 1 ſhall not greatly miſs the mark if I affirm Anas his death-to have been 
re The beginning of the deſtruction of: the City, that the Walls of Feruſaler: were over- 
fionot the thrown, and the.

1 doubt not bur if Azazvs had lived, he had;ſaceeeded in his [defign, For'he was an 
cloquent Orator, and could perſwade admirably ; and he had alxeady reduced to ex- 4 
tremity thoſe falſe Zelots who [cauſed the, War: ; and. if the Jews had had him for 
their Captain again{t che Romans, it had not;been ſo,,cafe for the Romans, to! have 
Conquered them. He was ſeconded. by Jeſs, . who.next him.gxcelled all the reſt. But 
I think Almighty God having decreed the total ruine of the City,' which was now pol- 
lued.and filled with Iniquiry, and meaning by fire as it were, to,purifie the holy Tem- 
ple, which was prophancd, he firſt took up the Detenders t SP and thoſe that loved 
at moſt dearly, So they who a little before were cloathed with the ſacred apparel, and 
xcverenced of all, chat trom the furtheſt parts of the, World came ro Feruſalexs, now lay 
murthered and naked in the open ſtreets, left as it were a prey to be torn in pieces by 
Doggs and wild Beaſts. Was Virtue ever more inſolently; outraged! And could ſhe yy 
wirhout ſhedding Tears, behold Vice thus triumph over her £. .

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CHAP. I. 


Of another Maſſacre ;, and of the Return of the Idumeans, and the Cruelty of 
the Zealots. 


Uch was the end of Ananus and Feſus : After whoſe death the Idumeans and 
the Zealots maſſacred the People, as though they had been a flock of per- 
nitious Beaſts, and very few eſcaped the Burchery, The Nobility and 
chief ſort of men were put in Priſon, in hope that by deferring their death, 
ſome of them would become partakers with them ; Yet none was hereby 


theſe Wretches againſt their own Country : Whereupon they were moſt cruelly whip- 
ped before they were put to Death, their Bodies being made as it were one ſore place 
by Whipping and Stripes : and when they could not endure theſe Torments any lon- 
ger, they were killed, Who ſo was taken in the day time, was in the night carried to 
Priſon 5; and thoſe that died in Prifon and Torments, they caſt their dead Bodies out, 
FE thac they might have place to impriſon others in their room, The People were ſo ter- 
rificd, that none durſt weep openly for his Friend, nor bury the dead Body of his Kinſ- 
man ; yea thoſe that were in Priſon durſt not openly weep, but ſecretly , looking about 
chem, leſt any of their Enemies ſhould ſee them. For whoſoever mourned for any that 
was aitlicted, was preſcntly himſelf uſed in the ſame manner,as he had been for whom 
he lamented. Yet ſometimes ſome in the night ſcraped up alitcle earth with their hands, 
and therewithal covered the dead body of their Friend ; and ſome bolder than the reſt 
add the like in the day-time. And in this general ſlaughter were twelve thouſand young 
Noblemen {lain in this manner, After which, being hated for theſe Maſlacres, they 
mocked and flouted the Magiſtrates, and made no account of their Judgments, So that 
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another Maſſacre ; and of the Returs of the Idumeans, axd the Crueltyof the

30. . mon-wealth to the Romans, and for that intent had ſcnt to Feſpaſian : but they neither 
 * >ſhewed any evidence or proof thereof, but only affirmed it to be ſo ; and therefore 
would have credit given to their words. 
PT RENTY: When Zacharie Rr that under pretence of being called to Judgement, he was 
dmnedro WJuſtly caſt into Priſon ; though he had no hope of Life, yet he ſpared not to ſpeak 
death by the freely his mind, and began to ſcorn the rage and pretence of his Enemies, and purged 
Fees himſelf of the crimes whereof he was accuſed; and converting his ſpeech againſt his 
Accuſers, he laid open all their Iniquities, and much lamented the miſeries and trou- 
bles of the Ciry. | 

In the mean-while the Zealots gnaſhed their teeth, and could ſcarcely contain them- 
ſelves from drawing their Swords, and were deſirous that their pretended Accuſation 
and Judgment might be ended. He alſo requeſted them, who by theſe Miſcreants 

Seventy Judges WETE' appointed his Judges, to remember Juſtice , notwithſtanding the danger they 
abſolre s: 2 might incurby it. The ſeventy Judges ai! pronounced that he was to be abſolved 
by _ *andfreed as guiltleſs, and rather choſe to die, than to cauſe his death who was Inno- 
cent, 
This Sentence being pronounced,the Zealots began to ſhour and cry with a loud voice; 
Zacharie flain 39d they all were angry at theJudges,who did not underſtand to what end that counter- K 
in the midſt of feit Authority was given them. Then two of the boldeſt amongſt thera ſet upon +" x aka 
he Temple. and killed himin the midfſt of the Tetnple, and inſulted over him ſaying, Thou haſt now 
our Sentence and Abſolution, far more certain than the other was : And preſently the 
caſt him down from the Temple into the Valley below : and then contumeliouſly wich 
the Hilts of theiz Swords they beat the Judges out of the Temple , yet they did nor 
kill them, to the end that being diſperſed thorow the whole City, they might tell the 
People, as Meſſengers from them, of their miſerable condition, 
The Idumeans were now ſorrowful for their coming, for they miſliked theſe proceed- 
Oncof the .. IngS : and being aſſembled together, one of the Zealots ſecretly told them all that their 
\ereth cheir Faction had done from the beginning ; that it was true the Idumears had taken Arms, L 
cruelty and. becauſe they were informed that the Metropolitan City was by the Prieſts betray'dto 
dealingtothe the Romans : but they might perceive, there.was no proof nor ſign of any ſuch matter; 
1dumears. and that indeed the Zealots who pretended themſelves Defenders of the Liberty 
of the City , were indeed Enemies , and had exerciſed Tyranny over the Citi- 
zens even fromthe beginnitig. © And though they had aſſociated themſelves with ſuch 
wicked perſons, and made themſelves partakers of ſo many Murthers, yet they ought 
now to ceaſe from ſuch wickedneſs, and not affiſt men ſo impious to deſtroy their Coun- 
try and Religion.” For though they took it in bad part, that the City Gates were ſhut 
upon them, -yet now they were ſufficiently revenged of thoſe that were the cauſe there- 
of. That Azanns himſelf was lain, and almoſt all the People in one night ( whereof M 
many of them ere long would -repent ) and that they might now themſelves perceive 
the cruelty of thoſe who requeſted their aid, to be more than barbarous, had nor bluſht 
to commit ſach Villanies openly, in che ſight of them who had ſaved their lives : and 
rhat their miſdemeanours and impieties would be imputed to the Idumeans, becauſe 
they neither hindred their miſchievous Practices,nor forſook their Society. That chere- 
fore it was their part (ſeeing it was now evident that the report of Treaſon was only 
Calumny, and that no aſſault by the Romans was to be feared ; and that the City was 
41mpregnable, provided there were no domeſtick diviſions ) to depart home, and by for- 
ſaking the Society of the Impious, to acquit themſelves of their Impiety, as being by _ 
them deceived, and ſo againſt their Wills made partakers thereof, N 
The 1dwm-4#s * The Idumeans were hereby perſwaded, and firſt of all they freed thoſe that were in 
08 nh Priſon, in number two thouſand of the Vulgar ; and preſently leaving the City, they 
went to Simon, (of whom we will ſpeak hereafter ) and ſo they departed home, 

Their ſudden departure was againſt the expectation of both parts : tor the People 
not knowing that the Idzmeans were ſorry for what they had done, rejoyced as now 
diliveted from their Enemies : and the Zealots grew more inſolent and proud, as 
though they never had needed help, and now were delivered from thoſe, in conſiderati- 
on of whom they abſtained from ſome Villanies, Whereupon they uſed no delay to 
effect all their Villany : for they ſpent not much time in taking advice ; but whatſo. 
ever ſeemed belt to them, preſently without any delay they put it in practice. But O 


eſpecially they murthered thoſe men that were wiſe and valiant ; for they —__

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A Nobility for their Victue : they thought it a principal point firſt ty be effe&tcd, notro ALY 
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leave any one man of account alive, Wheretore they flew amongſt the reft Gorto, A 1c irow:!!, 
Noble-man of great Birth and Dignity, who loved his Country, was very bountitul, 4933 9/7er 
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and a lover of Liberty ; fo that there was none amongſt the Jews like him ; but tor of chris, 40. 

his defire of Liberty, and his other Virtues he was put to death. Neither could Niger LN DS 

Peraita eſcape their hands, a man who in War againſt the Romans had ſhewed himſclf Sd iter Pe 

valiant : and although he ofren cried our and ſhewed the ſcars of his Wounds received 744 

in defence of his Country ; yet they ceaſed not tor all this moſt ſhametully to drag him 

thorow the City : and being led out of the City, deſpairing of lite, he entreated that 

he might be buried. But the barbarous People denicd his requeſt and flew him. At his X4e-sPray- 

death he beſought God that the Romans might come and revenge it upon them, and - x ago wa 

that Plague, Famine and C vil Diſcord might light upon their Ciry, teltifieth, 
God heard his Prayers, and ſent upon them all which he imprecated and firſt of all, 

they were plagued with Civil Wars amongſt themſelves. Niger being thus {lain, they 

were freed from the tear they had of him, that he would reſiſt their wickedneſs. Many 

of the Common People were by ſome forged! tale or other put to death. Some were 

{lain,becauſe they had formerly born Arms againſt them ; and they who were innocent in 

all points, were put to death for ſome occaſion deviſed in the time of peace : and they 

who did not converſe with them, were murdered as thoſe that contemned them ; and they 

that freely and friendly converſed with them, wereſlain as thoſe that ſought to betray 

chem. In ſhort, the greateſt offenders and the leaſt were all puniſhed alike , to wit, with 


death : for noman eſcaped, except he were either poor, or of very baſe condition. 


. CHAP. 1. 
The Civil Diſcords among#t the Jews, 


N the mean while the Roman Officers had their Eyes open upon what paſſed in tht The Souldiers 
City of Feruſalem ; and ſeeing the Citizens at great variance among themſelves, ;,:, Cy” 
they thought this to be for their great advantage, Wherefore they preſſed Veſpaſian Feroſalem: 
their General not to loſe this opportunity, affirming that it was Gods providence (who 
fought for them) that the Jews ſhould be at Civil Diſcord among themſelves ; and 
that therefore he ſhould not overſl;p ſo good an occaſion, leſt the Jews thould quickly 
be friends again one with another, either by the wearineſs of Civil War, or elſe rc- 
penting themſelves of that which they had done. To whom Veſpaſtan anſwered, That 
they were ignorant what was to be done, and defirous rather as it were in a Theater to ſhew reſpiſian ec- 
their forces and ſtrength, than with him to conſider what was profitable and expedient. For Ps che el 
( ſaid he) if we preſently aſſault them, our coming will make concord amone#t our Enemies, diff-ntion of 
and ſo we ſhall bring upon our ſetves their forces yet firm and ſtrong ;, but by expecting a little "* Evens. 
while, we ſhall have leſs ado to conquer them, their chiefeſt forces being deſtroyed by their own 
Civil War. God is more our friend than you are aware of, who without our l:bour and pain 
will deliver the Fews into our hands, and will give us th? Vidory without endangering our 
Army. Wherefore it is rather our part to be beholders of the Tragedy, than to fight againſt 
men deſirous of death, and troubled with the greateſt evil poſſible, ro wit, demeſtical Seaition, 
and Civil War. And if any think that the Vidory is not gloriousb:cauſe gotten without fight, 
let him know and conſider the uncertain events of Way : and that it is better, if it be poſſible, 
to get a Viitory without bloodſhed, then therewith to hazard a D:feat. For they who by 
Counſel and: Advice do any worthy Act, deſerve no leſs praiſe thaw they who by force of Arms 
atchirve aViddory, Moreover, in.the meantime that th: Enemies deſtroy one another, cur 
Souldiers may take reſt, and ſo be ſlronger and better able io fiaht whe need jhall require.  Be- 
ſides, it ſeems not that there is much haſte required to get the Victery © for th? Fews neither 
prepare Arms nor Engines of War, nor levie any Forces, moy ſeek: for Aid ; and ſo by delay no 
damage can enſue ; but they will Plague one another more by Civil War, than our Army car 
by attacquing their City. Ard therefore whether we conſider Prudence or Glory, we have 0- 
thing to ao but let them ruine themſelves ; for in caſe we ſhould even at this preſent make our 
ſelves Maſters of that great City ; ſo it would be juſtly ſaid, that theVilory was not uo be im- 
puted to us, but to their diſcord. _ 
The Captains all conſented,and thought this advice of Feſpaſaz beſt : and preſently Mmy nizens | 
it appeared how profitable this Counſel was. For every day many Jews fled to him 9 lous, r. forced 
eſcape the hands of the Zealots ; though it was dangerous to flie, becauſe all the ways 27 474m: 
Nnn 3 were 
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CSNL, were guarded with Watch-men. And if any man upon any occaſion whatſyever were H 
walk hs taken upon the way,he was preſently killed,as one who intended to have ficd to the Ro- 
after the X4- mans : Yer if any one fee'd the Watch-men with money, he eſcaped away ſafcly ; 
yg 74% and he that did not, was counted as a Traitor : ſo that only rich men could eſcape, and 
LW YN the poor were left to the ſlaughter. The multitude of the dead bodies that lay on heaps 
rogether was innumerable, and through the horror of which ſight, many of thoſe who 
had fled to the Romans, returned again into the City, chooſing rather to dic there : 
The Zealors for the hope they had to be buried in their native ſoil, made death there ſeem more to- 
ar 4; lerable, But the Zealots became ſo gruel,that they neither permitted thera who were 
living and the ſlain within, nor them without the City to be buried. But like men that had now de- 
"_ termined together, with their County-Laws to aboliſh the Law of Nature, yea and by 
their impiety to defy God himſelf, let the dead Bodies rot above ground ; and who- 
ſoever attempted to bury any of them that were ſlain, whether Friend or Kinſman, he 
was preſently put to death, and left unburied ; and to give Sepulchre to another,was 
crime enough to deſerve it. 
To be brief, nothing ſo much increaſed'their indignation as. Mercy : for the wicked 
People were herewith provoked to wrath ; their diſpleaſure and cruelty was extended 
from the living to the dead,and from the dead to the living. And ſuch fear fell upon the 
whole City, that thoſe that were left alive, deemed them happy, that being dead, were 
at reſt, and free from thoſe miſeries : and they that were in Priſon, in reſpe& of the 
rorments they endured, thought.themſelves niore unhappy than they who lay unburi- 
ed. All humane Juſtice was perverted, and they ſcorned and mocked at all divine and 
holy things, and proudly derided the Oracles of the Prophets,eſteeming them as Fables 
and Jeſts, But having now contemned all Laws, eſtabliſhed by their fore-fathers for 
the puniſhment of Vice and increaſing of Virtue, at laſt they found that true which 
was fore-told, concerning the Deſtruction of themſelves and theic Country : For there 
was an old Propheſic, that when Sedition reigned amongſt them, and their own hands 
had violated the Temple of God and holy things ; then their City ſhould be deſtroyed 
by War, and their holy Places burned with fire, according to the manner and cuſtom 
of War, 7 


CHAP. HI. 
How Gadara was yielded : and of the Maſſacre there. 


Pt Fohn who long ago aſpired to be Tyrant over all the reſt, could not endure 
Fokw:Pride that others ſhould partake in Authority with him ; wherefore by little and little 
and Ambition he divided himſelf from their union and fellowſhip , after he had drawn to himſelf 
ſuch as by their impious lite were capable of the greateſt crimes, ſo that now every 4 

one perceived (in that he always neglected what others commanded, and imperioufly 
commanded what himſelf thought good ) that he affected Principality, Many joyn- 

cd to him for fear, ſome for favour ( for he had a ſmooth tongue, able to perſwade to 

what he would ); many alſo followed him, thinking it better that all the impiety 

before committed were laid to one mans charge in particular, than upon them all, 

Moreover, being a valiant man of his hands, and one able to give politick counſel, 

he wanted not followers, not withſtanding that many of the contrary faction left him, 

envying that he,who before was their equal, ſhould now be their Maſter and Command- 

ae ene Ef» Fear alſo terrified them from living under the Goyernment of one man ; for they 
part f the thought that if he once prevailed, he could not eafily, be overcome : and again, if he 
contr1ty fati- were depoſed, that he would pick quarrels againſt them in the end, becauſe that they 
ohm. reſiſted him in the beginning, So every man determined rather to ſuffer all miſery in 
War, then to ſubmit himſelf, and become a Slave. Thus the parties were divided, 

and Fohn was chief of one Faction : ſo between them they appointed Guards in every 

place ; and if by chance they combated tcgether, they did little or no hurt to one 

anotner: but the chick contention was, who ſhould bear moſt ſway amongſt the Peo- 

ple, and who ſhould have the greateſt part of the Spoil, Thus the Ciry at one time 

Tic renner of W2S Vexed with three intolerable miſchiets and evils, to wit, War, Tyranny, and Se- 
of the: miſa- dition: and yet the War ſeemed a leſs evil than the reſt to the Commonalty. Where- 

| te _ fore many leaving their native ſoil, fled to ſtrangers for ſuccour, and found among the 
ouces Romans ſafety, who with their own Nation lived in continual danger. There "ms 

s alſo 
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A alſo added a fourth evil,which wrought the ruine of the whole Nation. Not far from FNAL 
the City there was a Caſtle called Maſſada,built by the ancient Kings of Feruſalemgvery vx pn 
ſtrong, to lay up their treaſure and munition for War, and to retire themſelves there- 4 er theNatt- 
unto in time of nced, for the ſafety of their perſons, This Caſtle was taken and 2%? « Sportak 
kept by that ſort of Thieves that were called S;cari7, by reaſon of their ſmal number CV 
durſt Rob no more openly, Theſe Thieves ſeeing the Roman Army now idle,and the 
people in Jeruſalem at civil War and Sedition among themſelves, took courage, and 
again fell ro their Villanies. And ſo on that day, which is the Fealt of unleavened "eB ogedax 
Bread ( which the Jews keep holy, in memory of their deliverance from the "I nog Bang 
gyptian Captivity ) deceiving the Watchmen, they ſeized upon a Fort, called Exgad- -" >papghanc 

B 4: and before tne Townſmen could arm and unite themſelves rogether, they were” 
by theſe perſons driven out of the Town ; who alſo killed them that could not flie, to 
wit, Women and Children, to the number of more than ſeven hundred ; and ſo ſack- 
ing the Houſes, and taking che Fruits that were now ripe, they cgrried all to Maſſa- 
da: and lo they waſted all the Villages and whole Country round about them, many 
wicked perſons daily flocking unto them,and joining with them : and by their example, 
other Thieves that a while had been quiet, now robbed again, and ſpoiled in every 
part of Fudea, Andasin a body, ifthe principal member thereof be ſick, all other 
parts of it are aftiited ; fo Feruſalem being filled with tumults and diſcord, thoſe J"ghter an 
that were without the City found licence to rob and ſpoil : and all thoſe that had thorow F.rie- 

' C their Towns deſtroyed where they were wont to inhabit, went into the Wilderneſs; - 
where aſſembling and uniting themſelves together, not ſo many as an Army, yet 
more than a Company of Thieves, they broke into the Towns and Temples ; and, 
as in Warit cometh to paſs, the Country people purpoſed:to aſſault them, by whom 
they had ſuffered ſuch injury : but they were prevented ; for the Thieves underſtand- 
ing their coming, fled with the ſpoil they had gotten. And there was no part of 
Fudea, that did not ſuffer together with Jeruſalem their Mother-Ciry, Thoſe thar 
fled to the Romans, certified Veſpaſiaz hereof : for although the ſeditious perſons 
kept and obſerv'd all paſſages, and kill'd them that offered to fly, yet many ſecretly 
ſtole away from them, and beſought Yeſpaſiarn, both to help the oppreſſed City, and The Fugitives 

D to take compaſſion upon the reliques of their Nation : affirming, that many had been >**&*<>7/p4/ 
butchered for wiſhing well to the Romans; and many being yet alive, were yet in City, and pre 
great danger. Feſpaſiay moved to compaſhonate their calamities, came with his Ar- jon 
my. nearer Feruſalemz, as though he would have beſieged, it ( but indeed his intent was 
to deliver it from the oppreſſion of theſe wicked perſons, who in a manner kept it 
continually beſteg'd, ) hoping in the mean time to conquer that part of the Country 
that was yet untoucht, and ſo to leave nothing to hinder him when he ſhould begin 
the ſiege. Wherefore coming to Gadara;the ſtrongeſt of all the Cities beyond the River, 
he entred into it the tourth day of March : for theChiefeſt of the City, unknown to 
the ſedirious people, had ſent Embaſſadors to him to defire Peace ; and to ſave 

E their goods and lives, they promiſed him to yield the Town into his hands : for there 
were many rich men dwelling in Gadara : but their Enemies knew not of their Em- 
baſlage, till they ſaw Veſpaſian at the City Gates. And ſo deſpairing that they were 
able ro keep the City, by reaſon they had in the Town many Encmies more in num- 
ber and ſtronger than themſelves ; and moreover, ſecing Yeſpaſian even now almoſt 
at'the City : and thinking ſhame to flie, and not to be .revenged of their Enemies, 
they took Doleſus ( a Noble-man and chief of the City, and alſo the Author of that The Gadaten- 
Embaſſage ) and killed him ; and for anger beating him after he was dead, they fled —— 
out of the City. Now the Romans Army approaching near the City, the people of with joy and 
Gadara went forth and receivedVeſpaſiar joyfully,who allo confirmed a League betwixt *<mation. 

F themand him,and left chem a Company of Horſe and Foot to defend them againſt 
the incurſions of the Fugitives their Enemies : for they themſelves, before the Romans 
requeſted it, deſtroycd the City Walls;thart ſo they might ſhew their deſire of Peace ; 
becauſe having deſtroyed their Walls, if after they delired to rebel, they could nor, * 
Veſpafian then ſent Placidius with five hundred Horſemen, and three thouſand yr og 
Footmcn to purſue thoſe that were fled out of Gadara ; and he with the reſt of his Fugitives, 
Army returncd to .Geſarea, But the Fugitives perceiving themſelves to be purſued 
by Placidus, before he could overtake them, got into a Fown called Bethenabris : 
and finding there many young men, partly for rhatthey were willing, partly by force 
they compelled them to arm themſelves, and fo raſhly they came againſt Placidac, 
G Placidus and his Army ſeemed a little to give back, to the intent to draw them tur- 
ther from the Wall ; and chen having compaſſed them about 1n a fir place, _ 
woun 
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wounded them afar off with Darcs and Arrows, The Jews [ceking to flie, were 11 
prevented by che Horſemen : and they who offered to tight, were by the Romans 
Footmen all put tothe Sword, never ſhewing any fign of valour, For the jews af. 
> ſaulted the Romans, who were all covercd with their Shields as with a Wall; and 
they were flain by the Romans Darts : 
but their Darts could do the Romans no harm : and ſo like fierce and Savage Beaſts 
they wilfully ran upon their Enemies Swords, and all were cither flain, or diſperſ'd by 
the Horſemen, For Placic us was careful to intercept their paſſage to the Town ; and 

it, uſin 
his Darts, and kiliing thoſe that were next him ; till at laſt the ſtrongeſt acaokiph 
chem broke away,and got to the Town Walls. Thoſe that were within the City knew 
not what to do,tor they would not ſhut the Fugitives of Gadara out of the City, be- 
cauſe they defircd to let their own Citizens in ; and again they perceived that if 
they let theſe in, the other thereby would work the overthrow of the City, as it 
fell out indeed they did. For the Gates being ſet open for them to come in, the 
Roman Horſemen almoſt broke into the Town with them , yet the Gates were-ſhut 
before they could get in. "Then Placidxs with all his Souldiers aſſaulted the Town, 
and after a ſore fight which continued till the Evening, at laſt he got the Walls, and 
the Town, and flew the weaker ſort, for the ſtronger fled : ſo the Souldiers firſt 
ſacked the Houſes, and then fired the Town. They who. eſcaped thence, incited 
the whole Country to fly with them, reporting their Calamities with the moſt, and K 
affirming that all the Roman Army was at hand : and ſo they put all the Inhabitants 
there in greac fear, and having aſſembled a great multitude, they fled to Fericho , 
in which place they put their confidence, for that it was ſtrong and populous. 
Placidus having Horſemen, and incouraged with his former Viftory, purſued them 
to Fordan, and whomſcever he overtook he flew, andat the River he fought with all 
the multitude there gathered together ; becauſe that the River being grown deep- 
cr by abundance of Rain that had lately faln, they could not paſs over ir. 

Wherefore neceſſity forced them to fight, becauſe they could not flie : and placing 
themſelves along the Banks of the River, they there received the Horſemen, and 
warded their Darts. Many for fear fell into the River , and the Romans ſlew 'F 
there 13000 ; and the reſt not able to reſiſt, caſt themſelves into the River ; which 
were an infinite number : alſo the Romans took 2200 men alive, and a great boo- 
ry of Shezp, Afſcs, Camels, -and Oxen. This Slaughter though ic was no greater 
than the former, yer ir ſeemed to the Jews far greater, becauſe that many all over 
the Country flying were killed, and Jordan was fo filled with dead Carkaſſes, that 
none could paſs over it : and alſo the Lake Aſpha/tites, was full of dead bodies, 
brought thither out of divers Rivers. Placidus having ſo good ſucceſs, went to the 
Towns and Villages adjoyned, and took Abila, Julias, Beſemoth, and all the Towns 
even tv the Lake Aſphaltites, and placed in them Gariſons of the Jews that had fed 
to him : and afterward preparivg Ships and furniſhing them with Souldiers, he purſu- M 
ed them that were fled by Water , and overcome them. So all the Country beyond 
Fordan as tar as Macheron, was reduc'd under the Power of the Romans,

CHAP. IV 


How certain Towns were taken ; the Deſcription of Jericho. 


T this time came news of the troubles in Ga{ia ; and how that Vizdex, together N 

with theNvility of tharCountry had revolted from MNero;whereof we have made 
mention in another place. This news cauſed Yeſpaſian to be more earneſt to end the 
Wars of the Jews : tor even, then he foreſaw the Civil War that enſued,and the dan- 
ger of the whole Empire : and he thought that if he could before the beginning of 
thoſe troubles end the Wars in the Eaſt part of the World, that then Iraly was nor 
in ſo much danger, But Winter hindring him, he in the mean' time placed Gari- 
ſons in all Towns and Villages about the whole Country, and appointed Farr 
nd fir(t 


in every City, and repaired many places, which he had before deſtroyed. 

of all, he with his whole Army that was at Ceſarea marcht to Artipatris z and hav- 
ing ſetled the Eſtate of thac Ciry, afrer his abode there two dayes, the third day O 
he departed, ſpoiling and burning all the Country : as alſo all the Country abour

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A of Thamnia the Toparchy , and ſo went to Lyddz and Famnia. But ſeeing that thoſe ,S-= 
two places ſubmitted themſelves unto himyhe lett there ſuch Inhabitants as he chought a Ty 4 
good, and went thence to Ammars ; and placing himſelf in the way to Fern/alem, cr the Ne- 
he there entrenched his Camp, and leaving the fitth Legion there, with the reſt he hg UW 
went into the Toparchy of Berh/epro, firing ic and all places thereabour, as alſo the , >>> 
Borders of Idumca : but he reſerved certain Caſtles in fit places and fortified them. FEATY 
And having taken two Towns in the midit of Idymea, to wit, B-gabri, and Caphartopha, 
he ſlew there above ten thouſand men, and took almoſt a thouſand ; and driving out 
the reſt of the Inhabitants, he left a great part of his Army there, who made Incurlions, 
and waſted all the High Places thereabout': with th: reſt he returned to Famnia ; and 

B from thence by Samaria and Neapolis, called by the Inhabitants Nabortha. The ſecond 
day of June, he came to Corea; and pitching his Tent there, the next day he came to 
Fericho, where one of his Captains, named Trajazy, met him with the Souldiers he 
brought from beyond Jordan, which place he had conquered. Bur before the Romans 
came, many fled from Jericho into the high Country over againſt Jeruſalem ; and many 
that ſtayed behind were there flain. So he found the City deſolate, being ſcituate in a UP Fe 
Plain, under a great barren Mountain, which is of a huge length : for itreacheth on the r1<o. F 
North fide, to the Borders of Sythopolis, and on the South to the Borders of 
Sodom and the Lake of Aſphaltites. It is Rocky, and not inhabited, becauſe it beareth 
no fruit. Over againſt chis, near Fordzy, is ſituate another Mountain, beginning on the 

C_ North-ſide at F#{izs, and reaching to Baca on the Sourh, which is the Limits of Pe- 
tra, a City of Arabia, In this place is that Mountain which is caJled the Moun- 
tain of Iron, reaching tothe Country of the Moabites, | 

The Country between theſe two Mountains is called the Great Field, reachi 
from the Village Gennabara to the Lake of Aſphaltites, being in length two hundred The greac 
and thirty Furlongs, and in breadth a hundred and twenty ; in the midfſt it is divided Field. 
by the River Fordav. Theſe are alſo two Lakes of contrary natures, Aſphaltites, and 
Tiberias ; for one of them is Salt and hath no Fiſh, but that of Tzberias ſweet and 
abounds with Fiſh, This Plain in Summer time is burnt with the heat of the Sun, Two Lakes. 
and the Air is infected in all places thereabouts, ſave only abour Forda : and this 4/palires | 

D is the cauſe that the Palm-trees that grow about the River fidedo flouriſh moſt, and 37;7”* 
are more fertil than the reſt. Near Jericho there is a large great Fountain, which 
plentifully watereth the fields thereabout, and riſeth with a great ſtream our of the 
ground near the old City : which Foſþ«s the Son of Nux, General of the Hebrews, took 
by War, the firſt of all that he took in the Land of Canaay. It is reported that in the 
beginning, the Waters of this Fountain deſtroy'd all Fruits of the Earth, and alſo 
made Women be delivered before their time, and infected all places with diſeaſes, a lage Foun: 
and the plague ; but afterward by Elſba, the ſucceſſour of Elias, was made ſweet and *3in ner Feri- 
good for conception; which happened in this manner : That admirable perſon being 
once courteouſly entertained by the Inhabitants of Jericho,did thus reward them, and 

E all the Country for that their kindneſs , and going unto the Fountain, he caſt 
a Pitcher full of Salt into the Water z and lifting up hys hands to Heaven, and 
tempering with this Fountain-Water certain ſweet Waters, he prayed God to a- 
mend the 1ll qualities thereof, and to make it flow with more ſweet Streams : which , ... .. 
both might cauſe plenty of Fruits, and alſo of Children, to the Inhabitants : and wrought by Z- 
that the Water might have the vertue to make Women Fruitful, ſo long as they © 
perſiſted in piety. Theſe prayers had the Power to alter the Fountain : and from 
that time, this Fountain which before was the cauſe of Famine and Sterility, became 
the cauſe of Plenty and Fertility. And ſo it watereth the ground, that where a lit- 

_ tle of it cometh, it doth more good than all other waters which lie long upon it : 

F and ſo they that water their grounds but a little wit it, receive much Fruit ; and 

* they that water their Grounds with it much, do not receive them in that mea- 
ſure; yet it watereth a greater compaſs of ground than other Fountains : and in 
length it runneth through a Plain ſeventy Furlongs long, and twenty broad. Here x,,;,@ aq 
arc moſt pleaſant and goodly Orchards, and many ſorts of Palm-trees growing by pleaſant Gar- 
brooks ſides, which are divers in the taſte of their Fruits ; the fatteſt whereof being (© 20 Je- 
preſſed, yield a juice like Honey, nothing inferiour to other Honey : yet there is great 
{tore of Honey in the Country, and the juice of Balm, which is more precious than 
all other Fruits whatſoever. Here grow alſo Cypreſs-Trees and Myrabolans : fo 
that one may juſtly ſay that this parc of the Earth hath ſomething Divine, where 

G what Fruit ſocver is moſt dear and precious, is in moſt abundance. Alſo in all o- 
ther Fruits it ſurpaſſeth all Countries in the World : for all things multiply and in- 

creaſe 
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TUG the creaſe ſooner there. The cauſc hereof I judge to be theſe pleaſant Waters, and the 
world, 4532- Warm nouriſhing Air, which gently inviteth all things to ſpring up, and then encrea(- 
cho eth them : as the moiſture cauſeth all things to take firm root, and alſo detendeth 
__ 9% them from drought in Summer time, when the Country is vexed with ſuch intollera- 
—N> ble heats, that all things are ſcorched, ſo that nothing then will grow ; yet if they 
The cauſe why be watered with Water drawn before Sun-riſe, by the blowing of a mild and rempe- 
the ground. rate wind, it is refreſhed, and it receives a contrary nature : In Winter-time it js 
ur Fericho 1s R , : , 
fruitful. almoſt luke-warm and temperate to them that go into it. The Air here is ſo tem- 
The Air rom. PErate, that when it ſnoweth in other parts of '7dea, and is extreme cold, the In- 
perate and habitants in this place only wear a linen Garment, This Country is diſtant from I 
WW Feruſalem a hundred and fifty "___ and threeſcore from Jordan ; and all the 
ground betwixt it and Feruſalem is deſart and ſtony, and ſo likewiſe between it and 
Fordan and Aſphaltites, though it be lower ground than the other, Thus we have

C H A P . V, 
The Deſcription of the Lake Aſphaltites. 


An admirable JT is worth the labour to deſcribe the Lake Aſphaltites, which is Salt and uncapa- A 
owes Se - Ide of feeding Fiſh, yet what ever is caſt into it, how weighty ſoever it be,itſwimmeth 
Lak: 7 above the Water : ſo that one, though he would on purpoſe, cannot fink to the bot- 
tom. Peſpaſian coming thither to ſee it, took men who could nor ſwim, and cauſ'd 
their hands to be bound behind them, and caſt them into the midſt thereof, and all 
of them came up to the Top of the Water, as if ſome Wind had forc'd them from 
the bottom. Moreover, it is admirable, how this Lake thrice in every day changeth 
colour, and ſhineth diverſly , according as the beams of the Sun ſundry ways fall 
. upon it. Andin many places it caſteth up pieces of black Bizumer,in greatneſs and 
ſhape like a Bull without a head ; and theſe float above the Water, They that get [, 
their living upon this Water by gathering this Brammer, draw it to their Boats, 
andirt is ſo tough and clammy, that having filled their Boats herewith, it is not eafie 
for them to get them away, but their Boat is as it were faſtened, and hangeth upon 
thereſt of that maſs of bituminous matter, till it be ſeparated from it by the terms 
or urine of a Woman. This bitumenous matter 1s good to cloſe the rifts of Ships, and 
alſo to cure many diſeaſes. This Lake is five hundred and eighty Furlongs long, 
The Land of extending to Zoar which is in Arabia ; and it is a hundred and fifty Furlongs broad. 
092” be Lake Near this Lake is the Land of Sodom and Gomorrah, ſometime both tertil and rich: 
Aſphaliites. now all burnt, having been for the impiety of the Inhabitants conſumed with light- 
ning and thunder, To be ſhort, one may here behold as it were the reliques of that 
fire that by Gods appoingment deſtroyed the place : for one may yet ſee ſome re- 
mainders of thoſe five Cities, and Trees and Fruits ſpringing up in the aſhes : which 
fruit to the Eye ſeemeth like other fruits ; but if you Lo them, they fall into aſh- 
Hi _ _ es and ſmoak. And ſo the Hiſtory of the deſtruction of Sodews is verifi'd to the Eye 
TO of them that behold it.

The Princes of IAwnea underſtanding this, preſently aſſembled five and twenty thou- 
fand armed men : and leaving at home ſufficient Garifons to defend their Country 
againſt the Sicarir, who held the Fortreſs of Maſſads, they accompanied with theſe 
Forces, went out and expected Simms coming into the borders of their Country, where 
having met him they joyned battle, and fought a whole day ; yer it appeared not which 
part got the Victory, Then Szmoz returned to Nin, and the Idameans home, Not 

long after Simon with a greater Army than before, aſſaulted the borders of their Coun- 
rry, and pitching his Tents in a Village called Thecwe, he ſent one of his Companions, [, 
named Eleazar, to them that kept the Caſtle Heyodi/um, not far ftom that place, to ſol- 
licite' them to yield it to him. The Gariſon there preſently received him into the 
Caſtle, not knowing the cauſe of his coming. But ſo ſoon as he'began to perſwade 
them to Treaſon, they drew their Swords to kill him # and he not having any place to 
flie to, caſt himſelf from off the Caſtle Wall into the Yalley underneath, and ſo died.

Fey 
though they had taken Sim20z himſelf. For they perſwaded themſelves, that Sim 
would preſently lay down Arms, and come in humble manner to entreat them to re- 

p fſtorehimhis Wife. But Si-zoz was not moved with compaſſion for the loſs of his Wife, 
but with fury : and coming to the Walls of Feruſalem , like a cruel Beaſt that had 
been wounded, and could not come to them that hurt him, he killed all he met.- And 
taking them that went out of the City to gather Herbs and Wood, he cauſed them to 
be whipt tro death, whether they were young or old : This cruelty ſeemed only want- 
ing in him, that he did nor cat the fleſh of the dead Bodies. Alfo he took many and 
cut off their hands, and ſo ſent them into the City, thereby to terrifie his Enemies, and 
to cauſe the People to abandon the Zealots : and be bad them tell the Citizens, that 
except they preſently reſtored his Wife to him, he ſwore by God who governed all, 
that he would break down their Walls, and uſe all he found in the City after that 

c faſhion, and thathe would ſpare no age, nor reſpe& the innocent more than the guilty. ,,_, 
Theſe his threats did not only terrifie the People, but alſo the Zealots, infomuch that fend back 5s; 
they ſent him his Wite again ; and ſo his anger being ſomewhat aſſwaged, he ceaſed a 7 Wite. 
while from his Murders.

ain in the midſt of Roxe ; after whom Ortho was created Emperour, and fought + en 


againſt Yrcellins, who affeted the Empire, being choſen Emperour by the German Legi- Empire. 
ons. The Batcel was fought near Bebrias, a Town in  Galtia Giſalpina , the firſt day, 
Orho got the Victory againſt Valens and Cecinna, the Generals of Virellius his Army. 
Bur the day foltowing x overcame Otho: and ſo many being ſlain on both parts, and © 
news being brought that YVizellius his Army had gotten the Victory, Orho being at Br:x- . 
els flew himſelf, when he had held the Empire three Months and two days. Otho's 
Souldiers turned to Fitcllius his Captains, and joyned with them, and ſo Vitelizs cane 
to Rome with his Army. In the mean time Yeſpaſiap the fifth day of Fuze departed Yepfan once 
© from Ceſarea, and went to thoſe parts of Fudea, which were yet unconquered : and firſt ng 

of all he went into the high Countrys, and ſubdued the two Toparchies of Acrabatenas 
and Gophritis, and after them two Towns called Bethe! and Ephrem, and placed Ga- 
rifons in them, and ſo went to Jeruſalem, killing many that he tound in the way, and 
taking many Caprtives. 

One of his Captains, called Cerealis, with a party of Horſe and Foot, waſted all the 
higher Idamea: and in the way ashe went, he took Caphetra a Caſtle, and burnr it, and ,,,,... c... 
belieged another called Capharts, encloſed with a ſtrong Wall : by reaſon of which he mitts ro Cores- 
deemed he ſhould have made long abode there : but contrary to his expectation, the 

#: Inhabitants opened the Gates to him, and yielded themſelves, beſeechicg him to be ,,,..,;... 

good to them. When he had overcome them he went to Hebrop, an antient City, and eth the ancient 
ſet it on fire ; this Hebroy, as I have already ſaid, was ſcituated upon the Mountains, © *#<r-» 
and near Fer»ſalem : and breaking into it by force, he flew all them that he found 
there, and fired the Ciry. And having ſubdued all places, ſave only three Caſtles, to

CP. I 
Of Simons Acts againſt the Zealots, 


Fter Simon had recovered his Wife from the Zealots, he went into Idumea, to 
rob and ſpoil that which was lett : and chaſing the Inhabitans up and down, at 
laſt he forced them to flie to Jeruſaleyz, and he himſelf purſued them thither ; and at 
the foot of the Walls, he killed all the People he took, that returned out of the fields 
from their labour. Thus S:im-0» without the City, was more terrible 'to the People x 
than the Romans, and the Zealots within the City crueller than them both, being in- 
couraged and incited thereto by the counſel of the Galz/eavs. For they had put Fohr 
in Authority : and Fohz in reward thereof permitted all things to be done as they re- 
queſted, - There was no end of robbing and ſpoiling rich mens Houſes, and of flaugh- 
tering both of Men and Women, and to kill Men and Women was but a Paſtime. And 
having with blood bedew'd their prey, and without all fear gotten what they liked, they 
now began to luſt afrer Women: yea they became effeminate and laſcivious, they curl 
their Hair, and clothed themſelves in Womens Apparel, and anointed themſelves with 
ſwect Ointments, that their beauty might be pleaſing and alluring ; they now not only 
imitate the Attire of Proſtitutes, but alſo their impudency, and became ſo ſhameleſs, 
that they thirſted after unnatural pleaſures, as though Feruſalem were become a Stews, 
and ſo profaned the whole City with their execrable impurities. Yet though they ef- 
feminared their Faces, their Hands were prone to blood-ſhed ; and though they lived in 
ignominious manner, as People given over to pleaſure, yet could they quickly become 
Warriors, and in the habits of Women, drawing their Swords they killed whomſoever 
they met. Whoſvever eſcaped Fohzs hands, Sim the more cruel murthered, and 
whoſover eſcaped the Tyrant within the City, was flain by the Tyrant without ; and 
there was no way ta flie to the Romans. | 
Furthermore, the, Army of Foh# began to, be divided, for all the Idumeans ſeparated 
themſelves from the other People, and there roſe a mutiny againſt the Tyrant, partly T, 
throughenvy of his Power, partly through hatred of his Cruelty. . And ſo aſſaulting 
him, they flew many of the Zealots, and compelled the reſt to fly into the Kings houſe, 
built by Grapza, Father of Izaz, King of Adzabena, The Idumears alſo broke in thither 
with them, and drave them from thence into the Temple, and ſeized upon Fohns Trea- 
ſare : for Fohzlived in the Palace, and had carried thither all his Spoils. Then thoſe 
:Zealots that were diſperſed in the City, came to thoſe that were in the Temple, and 
Fobp purpoſed to ſend them againſt the Townſmen and the Iaymeans, But they feared 
pgt. [0 much their Forces(although they knew them to be: the better Warriors,) as they 
.4didl, leſt now being deſperate, rhey ſhould ſteal out of the Temple in the night, and fo 
flay, thew, and fire the City. Wherefore aſſembling themſelves, they deliberated with 14 
the Prieſts how to avoid their aſſaults : but it pleaſed God.to. turn their own Counſel 
ro their deſtruction, and that they ſhould provide a Remedy of ſatety, far worſe than 
Deach itſelf. For to depoſe Fohr, they deviſed to introduce Son, andas it were to 
1otreat another to Tyrannize over them. This counſel was thought beſt ; and Matthi- 
as the Prieſt was ſent to Sizo (of whom betore they ſtood in great fear ) torequeſt 
him to come into the City. With him alſo came ſuch as had fled from Jersſalem for 
fear of. the Zealots, intreating him in like manner, becauſe they deſired to return to 
their Wives and Families, So he entred into the City proudly, promiſing them to be 
their Deliverer ; and all the People made Acclamations as he entered into the City, 
tchache was their Preſerver. Simon being now within the City, preſently” deliberated 
wich thoſe about him, to eſtabliſh his Dominion, thinking as well choſe that called him 
intothe City, as thoſe againſt whom he was called, his Enemies, Fohn.and the Zea- 
}ts with him finding no way to come out of the Temple,and having loſt all that he had 
in the Ciry ( for $70 and his Followers, at their entrance, took all that belongedto 
kim) began now to deſpair of his ſakety. And So, being aſſiſted by the Citizens, 
afaulted the Temple, and che Zealots placing themſelves upon the Porches, andin 
Towers of Detence , made refiſtance, and hurt many of Simozs followers, For the 
Lcalots were upon the higher ground on the right hand, and ſo had the advantage. 
againſt Simon, And although by reaſon of the place wherein they were, they prevail- 
ed againſt Simon, yet they raiſed four high Towers,that from hence they might ſhoot Q

T this time Rozze alſo ſuffered the Evils of Civil War ; for Vitellizs was now arti- 7-1 En- 
ved ont of Germany with his Army, bringing beſides them an infinite multitude 7 gl 
with him; fo that his Army was ſo great, that the places appointed for quan his 
Souldiers could not contain it : inſomuch that his Army occupied all the whole City, 
C andgevery Houſe was filled with Souldiers. And they beholding the Romans wealth 
greater than ever they ſaw any, andadmiring their abundance of Gold and Silver, not 
able to contain themſelves, began to rob and kill every one that ſought to hinder them. 
And this was the eſtate of che affairs in Izaly. Veſpafian having waſted all about Fer#- 
ſalem, returned to Czſares, where he underſtood thetroubles at Rowe,and how Vitellizs 
was Emperour, Hereat, though he knew as well to'obey, as to be obeyed ; yet he was ,,z..» 
moved with indignation, and difdained to call him Lord, who had invaded the Empire knewboth = 
being deſtitute of a Ruler. And much grieved herear, he' could riot conceal his grief, 12710890" 
nor follow the Wars againſt Strangers whilſt his own Country was ſo endangered. But obey, 
the diſtance between himand Rowe did as much repreſs him,>gs anger incited him to 
D ſeek revenge : 'for he conſidered that Fortune might cauſe many alterations before he 
could ger to Rome, eſpecially, it being Winter : and fo he ſought to bridle his wrath 
which yet daily increaſed. But his Officers and Souldiers began openly to conſult of a Th aprains 
Change, and with Indignation exclaimed againſt the Souldiers at Rome, who lived in the Souldicrs 
pleaſure, and never heard ſo muchas the report of War ; and norwithſtanding took up- 9 <3 
on them to create whom they pleaſed Emperour, and inhope'of gain diſpoſed of the © ** 
Common-wealth at their own pleaſure : whereas they' on the contrary after ſo many 
labours and dangers, ſtill continued in Arms till they became old and gray-headed, and 
ſuffered the Authority due to themſelves, to be enjoyed by others ; when notwithſtand- 
ing they had amongſt them one who deſerved the Einpire more than any other; and 
E what recompence could they ever after make him 2 Or what occafion could they find 
hereafter.to! ſhew themſelves grateful to him forthe benefits from him received, if they 
now omitted this occaſion? . And they thought that YVeſpſian was ſo much more worthy | , _ , 
of the Empirethan Fzrellzzs, by how much they who created 7;tellizs Emperor, were in py 
very manyreſpects much inferiour to themſelves. For' ( ſaid they) we have endured no and modeſty, 
leſs.tojl than thoſe that: came out of Gertrany t neither are we leſs Valiant than they, who bring 
a Tyrant with them out of Germany. Aud that no body world refiff Veſpaſian : For the 
Senate, and the People of Rome would '#ot rather endure *Vutellins his unſatiable Lult, than 
Neſpaktan's Chaſtity and Temper awce ;'-wor a cruel Tyrant rather than a good and courteous 
' Emperonr, whnſe Son alſo was of extraordinary Merit, and dt: ſerved the Empire. For truc 
F Valoar in an Emperoar ts agreat defence of Peace. Therefore if the Empire were due to aged 
Experzence, they had Veſpaſian ; if to Valiant Youth, they had amnngdh them Titus : that 
they might reap commudity by both their Ages: and that they would not only af/ift him with the 
Forces of the Empire, having there three Legions, befides the Auxiliary Troops of the King; 
bag alſo all the Kaſt part of 'Euxope-was ont'-of fear of Vitellius. Moreover, they had i17 The cauſcs 
Italy ſome that would aſſiſt Veſpalian, to wit, his Brothor and his Son, wheredf the one (they raya" 
hoped ) would get many young men to follow him, and the other was Prefett of the City, an cl& Feaſian 
Office very conſiderable, eſpecially in the beginniug of ſuch an Enterpriſe.

41xazdris Souldiers Reſolution : and how that ſeeing he could not avoid it, but was forced to 
and Ey/8- take. upon him the Empire, he now requeſted him to help him what he could, A4lexan- 
aer receiving Yeſpaſians Letters, agreed willingly thereto , and preſently cauſed his 
Army and che People alſo to ſwear to Veſpaſian : which they all did willingly, having 
underſtood YVeſpaſians Yutue, by reaſon that he Governed ſo near them, And ſo 4lex- 
auder having now engaged himſelf, prepared all things neceſſary for the reception of

T is incredible how quickly the news was carried into all parts of the World, that Piſpoſeen by 
Veſpaſian was declared Emperor in the Eaſt ; and how all the Cities rejoyced and bag 65 | 
made Triumphs, and offered Sacrifices for his fortunate ſucceſs. Moreover, the tcd Emyerour, 
Legions in Mzſi and Pannonia, who not long before revolted from [itellins, by rea- 34 Crovncd: 
ſon of his cruelty, now willingly ſwore obedience to Veſpaſian. El afian returned by 
| Berytum to Ceſarea ; where many Embaſſadours came to him, offering him Crowns, . 

B and Tae lon rejoycing at his good fortune ; they came out of Syria, and all 
other places thereabout, Thither came alſo Mutianys, Governour of Syria, who 
brought tidings how joyfully all the People received him for their Emperour, and had 
ſworn obedience to him, So all things falling out proſperouſly on Veſpaſians fide, and 
Fortune ſeconding what he defired, he began to think with himſelf it was God's 
providence that he was made Emperour, and brought to that eſtate. And ſo he cal- 
led to mind all tokens and figns ( as there had hapned many, which foretold that he 
ſhould be Emperor ) and among the reſt, he remembred that which Foſeph had told 
him, and though Aero was yet alive, preſumed to call him Emperour ; and he ad- 
mired the man, who was.yet in hold. But calling My#:azus and the reſt of his friends , , 

C together, firſt of all he told themhow Valiant Feſeph had been, and what difficulty he 61. %im 198” 
had to win Fotapata, only becauſe of his Valour ; and then his Prophecies, which ES 
at that time he eſteemed only Fables, fained for fear ; but now time and event had © nk Y 
proved them true. Wherefore it ſeemed an unreaſonable thing, that he, who had 
been the foreteller of his Exaltation,and a Meſſenger to him from God, jhould till 
continue in bonds like a Captive, and be left in adverſity. So calling for Joſeph, he 
commanded him to be ſet at liberty, This fa&t of his made the Captains under him 
hope for great reward at his hands, ſeeing he had been ſo kind to a ſtranger. Tits 
being there preſent, ſaid ; It :zs meer, O Father, that as you acquit Joſeph from Cap- 
tivity, ſo you alſo take away the ſhame of that which he hath already endured, For if we 

D ot only unty his Chains , but alſo break them in ſunder, he ſhall-be as though he had ne- 
ver been in bondage : for this is the manner uſed for redreſs, when any one being guiltleſs is 
commited to bouds, Veſpaſian hereto agrecd : and ſo one came with an Axe, and hew- 
ed his Chains in pieces. Thus was Joſeph rewarded for his Prophecy \ and thencefor- 
ward he was eſteemed worthy to be believed.

" V Hen Veſpaſiaz had anſwered the Embaſſadors,and diſpoſed of all the Commands 
of his Army according to every ones merit, he went to Aztioch, and there de- 
liberated whither to go firſt ; and it ſeemed beſt to himto go to Rowe, rather than to 4- .,g.,6.. ve 
lexandria:for he knew that Al-zxandria was quiet & firm, but Rowe was held by Vitellzys, thinks himſelf 
Wherefore he ſent Mutianus into Italy, with many Troops of Foot and Horſe : who Je. * 
fearing to go by Sea, yent thorow Cappadocia and Phrygza ; for it was Winter-time. 
Antonius Primus, who was Governour ot Mzjia, brought from thence the third Legion 
remaining there, and march'd againſt Vztelius, Vitellizs ſent Cecinna to meet him with a 
oreat Army:who departing from Rome,met with Antonius at Cremona,a Town ofLombar- 
F 4),ſituate upon the confines of Izaly z burbeholding the diſcipline & order of his Forces, 
he durſt not fight with them : and thinking it very dangerous to flie,deſign'd to revolt , 
and ſo calling to him the Centurions and Tribunes ofhis Army, he perſwaded them to 
oo and joyn with Antonius, after he had extenuated F7ire/livs his Power, and extolled 
that of Veſpaſiar : affirming the firſt to have only the barename ofthe Emperour ; and [ecinns pete 
the laſt to have alſo all Vertues meet for an Emperour. Moreover, that it would be $,11qivrs 
better for them.to do that of their own accord, which otherwiſe they ſhould be compelled forſake 7714. 
to ; and ſeeing themſelves already ſurpaſſed in number, it was Prudence to prevent all ,z,; r+bg 
danger, For Veſpaſian was able without their aſſiſtance to ſubdue all the reſt: but V7rellins an: 
was not able with their help to keep that he had. And ſpeaking to this effeR, he perſwad- 
G ed them to all that he would have done, And ſo with his whole Army joyn'd with Antonin, 
The ſame night, the Souldiers repenting themſelves of what they had done, and al- 
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mar ſo leſt fearing Vizellius ſhould get the upper hand, who ſent them againſt Aztonins,drew H 
weld, 4033. their Swords,and would have ſlain Ceczzna, And they had done it, had not the Tribunes 
«fter rhe 4: come and entreated them to the contrary : wheretore they did not kill him,but kept him 
6d EW bound, meaning to ſend him to Vitellins as a Traitor, Primus Antonius hearing this, went 
LN SN with his Army and afſaulted them who revolted trom him, and they a while reſiſted; yet 
vret ended for at laſt forced to retire,they fled to Cremona, and Primus accompanied with Horſemen, 
Treaſon. prevented their eſcape, and ſo flew moſt of them betore they got into the City; and af- 
terward ſetting upon it, he gave his Souldiers the ſpoil of it.

being moſt in number,got the Capitol Hill. Domitian with many brave Noblemen, as it K 
were by Gods providence, eſcaped fate; the reſt of the multitude were there ſlain, Sa- 
bings was carried to Vitellius, and by his commandment inſtantly put to death and the 
Souldiers taking away all the gifts and treaſure in the Temple,ſer it one fire, The day 
after Antonius arrived, and Vitellins his Souldiers met him ; there was fighting in three 
ſeveral places of the City,the forces of Vztellius were all defeated: whereupon Titellius 
came out of his Palace drunk and full gorged with delicate meat ; he was imediately 
ſeiz'd vpon,and drawn thorow the midit of the ſtreets,and after many contumelieslain, 
having reigned Eight months , and five days: if he had lived longer, the whole Em- 
pire had ſcarce been ſufficient to have maintained hisGluttony. There were ſlain above 
50000 of other people. And this was done the third day of Otfober. The day after, 
Mutianns with his Army entred Rome, and reprefſed the Souldiers of Antonins,who ſtill 
ſought about in every place fur Vzzellins's Souldiers,and many of his favourites,and flew 
bd mag * whom they thought good,not examining any matter, by reaſon of their fury: and bring- 
claim Y<ſp-ſ- ing out Domitian, he declared to the people that he was to govern the City till has

CHAP. L 


"8p Of the three ſorts of Sedition in Jeruſalem. 


Its being thus come out of £yypr by the Defſart into Syria, he de- 
parted for Ceſarea, purpoling there to ſet his Army in order, And 
whilſt he was with his Father Veſpaſian at Alexandria, diſpoſing of 
the Empires that God had given him,it happened that the Sedition at 
Feruſalem divided into three parts, and fought one againſt another : 
and well it was they were ſo equally divided. 

We have already ſufficiently declared who were the Authors of the Faftion of the A threefold 
Lealots, whoſe tyranny over the City was the ruine thereof : and this may be ſaid to pwr; Toy 
FE be a Sedition out of a Sedition ; which, like a hungry wild Beaſt, wanting his prey, ; 
turned his cruelty againſt his own bowels. So Eleazar the Son of Simon, s. was the 
firſt that in the Temple divided the Zealots from the People, faining himſelf to be diſ- 
pleaſed with that which John every day did ; yet in Truth, for that he envied that a 
oreater Tyrant than himſelf ſhould be Ruler, deſirous to be Chief, and make himſelf 
Mighty, he revolted from the reſt : and with him Jud the Son of Chelcias, and Simon 
the Son of Ezr0z, two of the moſt porent amongſt them. Beſides them, was alſo Exze- 
chizs the SHn of:Ghobarus,a Nobleman, all of which had many of the Zealors following 
them : and poſſeſſing themſelves of the inner part of the Temple, they ſer a Guard in 
the catrance, and inthe ſacred Gates, preſuming apon the ftulneſs of their Stores : for 
there was great quantity of ſacred Proviſion, which they thought it no impiety to make 
G ule of ; yet fearing their ſmall number, they permitted many of the Company that were 
killed, to remainin the places where they were ſlain, Fohn was ſuperiour iri number, 
but 
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but inferiour in the quality of the place : for having his Enemies above his head, he H 
could not without danger make incurſions ; yet his Rage would not ſuffer him to tor- 
bear infeſting his Enemies, though thereby his party had more harm than thoſe of Ele- 
azars, and he till aſſaulted them to his own coſt : Thus many Aflaults were continu- 
ally made, and many Darts caſt, and the Temple was prophaned with murders. S:mor 
the Son of G7oya ( incited by the People to be their Leader, in hope he would have affiſt- 
ed them, having in his hands both the higher part of the City, and greater part of the 
lower ) did now more boldly than before aſſault Fohz and his followers, becauſe they 
were aſſailed by thoſe above : yet he being as ir were beneath Johr and his party,

aults from below were cafily repulſed, and it was 
not a little miſchief he did thoſe who gaul'd him with their Darts trom above, by cer- 
tain Engines that he invented, by which he caſt Stones and Darts among them, and flew 
ſeveral both of their Souldiers and Prieſts, as they were offering Sacrifice to their God. 
For though they were generally too prone to all manner of wickedneſs, yet thoſe that 
would were permitted to offer Sacrifice, watching and diligently guarding thoſe of 
their Nation. For Strangers which came thither for devotion, were not miſtruſted : 
But after theſe wicked People had permitted them to Sacrifice, when they had finiſhed 
For Darts 
and other ſhot with force of the Engines came into the Temple and Altar, and ſlew the K 
Prieſts at the Altar. And many whocame from the uttermoſt parts of the World unto 
that holy place, were ſlain as they offered ſacrifice, and imbrued the Altar with their 
blood, which all the Greeks and barbarous People did reverence : The ſtrangers and 
Prieſts were forced to remain promiſcuouſly among the dead Bodies, and the place 
about the Altar was tull of Blood, O miſerable City ! What didſt thou ſuffer at the Ro- 
mans hands, to be compared to this, although hey ſet thee on fire to purge thee from Iniquity ? 
Now thou wert ſeparate from the ſervice of God, and coulaſt not ſubſiſt long, being made a Se- 
pulchre of thine own Inhabitants, and thy Temple by thy Civil Wars become a Grave of dead 
Bodies. Nevertheleſs, It is not impoſſible but thou mayſt be reſtored to thy former Eſtate, if 
firſt thou appeaſe Gods wrath that hath made thee deſolate, But I muſt not give place unto ſor- T, 
row, and write a Lamentation of my miſerable Country, ſeeing I have undertaken to write a 
Hiſtory of all things that paſt there, Wherefore I will recount the reſt of the Impieties of theſe 
Seditions, 

The ſeditious People being divided into three Companies ; Eleazar and his followers 
who had the keeping of the holy firſt-fruits, and all the ſacred Oblations, came againſt 
John when they were drunk. And they who followed Fohz ſpoiling the People, > x 
ed Simon, who was ſuccoured by the City. . Wherefore when Fohx was aſſaulted on 
both ſides, he turned ſome of his Souldiers againſt $70, and the reſt againſt Eleazar : 
againſt S;mor he uſed Darts to caſt from the Porches of the Temple ; and againſt Elc- 
azar he uſed Engines for ſhot. And alwayes, ſo often as they above his head ceaſed (as 4 
often they did, being either weary or drunken) he fierccly afſaulted S;»20n and his men. 
Alſo as far as hedrave them into the City, ſo far did he fire all, and burnt Houſes tull 
of Corn and other Neceſlaries ; and that which he left unburned, Sims at his return 
( when Fohz was gone into the Temple ) ſet on fire : as if on purpoſe to give the Ro- 
mans an advantage, they had conſumed all their Proviſions for the Siege. 

Tobe ſhort, all was conſumed with fire about the Temple, and the City was levelled 


. - and madeplain ground to fight in, and the Corn burnt that might have ſufficed for ma- 


ny years; by which means they were reduced by a Famine of their own making, which 
could not have been brought upon them had they not cauſed it themſelves. The Citi- 
zens were in every place a prey to thoſe that were Seditious on one fide, and to them jy 
that beſieged them on the other ; and like a great Body torn in pieces betwen theſe two. 
The old Men and Women aſtoniſhed with theſe Calamities, prayed for the good ſuc- 
ceſs of the Romans, and delired their forreign Enemy might deliver them | a0 their 
Civil Diſſentions. 

This was the occaſion of great fear and terrour among them all ; and the more, be- 
caulc it was no time now to conſult, and no hope lefc of accommodation, or flight to 
them that deſired it. For all places were kept, and the Rebels within Kkill'd whoever 
they perceived well-wiſhers to the Romans, or did endeayour to fly to them, as common 
Enemies. However theſe wicked perſons agreed in this, to put the juſt Men to death, 
who belt deſerved to live, Day and night nothing could be heard but the noiſe of them O 
that fought one againſt another ; yer the condition of them that lived in perpetual 
car 
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A fear was far more miſerable, who every day had new cauſes and occaſions of Torrow —— 
given them ; yet durſt they not publickly lament, for fear ; and not daring to eh 
thew their grief, they ſecretly ſorrowed: no man obſerved any reverence to them che Na- 
that were alive amongſt them, nor took any care to bury the dead. The cauſe ans 
both which was, that eyery man deſpaired of himſeif, For whoſoever were not joyn- VI 
ed with the Seditious, grew to be careleſs of all things, as making account preſently and mourning 
ro die a thouſand deaths, But the Seditious gathering rhe dead bodies upon heaps, 2 Fereſoem 
continued their fighting, and trod upon them, and as it were encouraging themſelves 
by the dead under their feet, they became more cruel, ſtill devifing new ſtratagems 
one againſt another, and immediatly executing whatſoever they devifed without any 7\*.cucy of 
B . commiſeration ; _— no kind of Murther, and leaving no cruelty unpractiſed : is Fer»/alew. 
ſo that Joh prophan'd the holy things of the Temple,and made them Engins of War. | 
For formerly the Prieſts and People had determined to underprop the Temple;and build 
it twenty Cubits higher, and King Agrippa, with great labour and expence, had 
ſent them in Timber tor that, purpoſe from Mount Liban%. Which being put off 
by the Wars, John took the Timber and made uſe of it : for that delign he ereted a 7-4» made uſe 
Tower to tight againſt thoſe char aſſaulted him from off the Temple z, and this Tower that was 12 : 
he built along the Wall over againſt the Chapter-houſe that ſtandeth on the Weſt tor boly uſes, 1 
fide of the Temple for he could build it in no other place ſo conveniently. And == ; 
having thus impiouſly furniſhed himſelf with Engines, he hoped hereby to have de- 
C ſtroyd' his Enemies. Burt God made his labour in vain, and before he could pre- 
vail againſt them, 6 the Romans againſt the City. 

For after that Tz##s had gathered together part of his Army, and ordered the reſt Ti 0% 
to meet him at Feruſalem, he departed from Ceſarea , having three Legions that TY 
lately under the conduct of his Father Yeſpaſian had waſted all Fades, and the twelfth 
Legion that ſometime under Geſtz@' were overcothe, and put to flight by the Jews : 
who being valiant enough of themſelves,were impatient to be impioy'd again againſt the 
Jews, to revenge themſelves of their former diſgrace.Tirms commanded the fi thLegion - 
to meet him at Feruſalem, and to march by Emmaus, and the tenth Legion by 
Fericho : the reſthe took with himſelf, accompanied with rhe Kings forces that came 

D to help him, having been reinforced with conſiderable Supplys out of Syria, Titus 
alſo broughe forces with him to ſupply the number that was wanting, which forces 
were ſent by Veſpafian under Matianas into Itay:for he brought two thouſand ſele& men 
fram the Legions at Alexandria, and three X 9 hep followed him from Euphrates, 
together with Tzberius Alexander his cheifeſt friend, and one next him in Authority, 
who before was Governour of Egypr, and thought a fit man to be Governour of the 
Army ; for that he was the firſt that entertain'd the Emperour being new elected, 
and joyn'd faithfully with him before he knew what ſucceſs he ſhould have : he was 
preſent with him in all his affairs as his chiefeſt Counſellor, and was renowned both

Tit ſeeing that he had only bis own valour to truſt to, turn- 
ed his Horſe againſt his Enemies, and with a loud voice exhorted his followers to do 
Tus fighteth the like, and fo he brake violently into the midſt of them, haſting to get unto his 
valantly with Company, 1t was evident at that time that God giveth the Vidory, and hath a K 
_ Oy particular care of Kings, Princes and Emperours. For notwithſtanding that an 
infinite number of Darts and Arrows were fthot at Titxs, and he had no' Armour at 
all ( for as we have already ſaid, he came to view, not to fight ) yet had he not one 
wound; but all paſt him; as though purpoſely every one had ftriven to miſs him. 
But Tirvs with his Sword made way, cut down riany that oppoſed themſelves againſt 
him, and with his' Horſe paſt over them. The Jews ſecing Titzs his valour, cried 
Ti putteth Gp and exhorted one another to ſet upon him; but whitherſoever he turned, the 
he homies Jews fled, and would not abide by it : likewiſe thoſe Souldiers that were with him, 
runs in ſafety encompaſſed hitn round, Forevery mans hope lay in charging through with Tits, 
olis -3?: before they were cloſed in and oppreſſed, Two of the moſt valiant aniongſt them L 
were {lain, the Horſe of the one was kilted with his maſter, but the others Horſe was 
taken by the Jews. But Tiras and the teſt came ſafe into the Camp. And thus 
the Jews being ſuccesful at firſt, were mightily encouraged, and that encouragement 
being of moment, made theni confident, or racher raſh, a long time after.

The Roman Souldiers were highly threatned by their Captains, and (ſar accoſted 
them with this ſpeech : The Fews led only with deſperation, do all things with advice and Cſos ſar 
counſel, deviſing deceits : and fortune p aca their praitices becauſe they are orderly, Sradate, 
and true one ta another, But the Romans ( whomfor their Obedience and Diſcipline fortune 
was wont formerly to favour ) do contrariwiſe offend herein, and for their raſh and unadvi- 
ſed fighting, are overcome : and which is worſt of all, in Caſars preſence offering to fight 
without Qrders, uy to military Law and Diſcipline ; which I am ſure my Father will be 
unſatisfied to hear. For he mo few his infancy, hath been trained up in Arms, never 
offsnded in this fort ; and what ſbalt we ſay to owr Law that paniſbeth the leaſt diſobedience 
with death, when our whole Army diſobey the Emperours command © But( ſaith he)they who 
ſo arrogautly have diſobezed our command, ſhall preſently underſtand, that among the Re- 
mans, Viktory againſt the Generals command, is but infamy, Titus having ſpoken in an- 
ger, declared what he would do, and how he purpoſed to puniſh them. Which ſtrook

Whereupon CGeſer was pacified, partly thinking it moſt profirable, partly ro gratife "OO 
the reſt ; for he'purpoſed to puniſh one man only, but to rebuke all, and ſiguifie his 
diſpleaſue, and ſo he was reconciled to his Souldiers ; ſtrigly charging them to be 
wiſer for the future: after which he deviſed how he might be revenged on the Jews.

B nother Tower, diſtinguiſhed into goodly Rooms and ſumpruous Barhs, rhat it ſhould 
not want any thing neceſlary for a Prince : on the Top it was beautified with Tur- 
rets and Pinacles, ſo that all its height was almoſt fourſcore and ten Cubits : And I 
it reſembled che Tower Pharws at Alexandria, wherein continual light is kept to guide 2 
the Seamen that ſail thither, but this was of greater circumference, In this houſe ar 
that time S;m0z lodged, and tyrannized over the people. The third Tower was, ac 
cording to the Queens Name, called Mariamme, the my Herod, twenty Cu- 5 inmmed, 
bits high, all ſolid, and other twenty Cubits broad, having more magnificent and 55. Cibirs 
beautiful Houſes and Lodgings than the reſt. For the King thought it mect, that 
the Tower called by his Wives name, ſhould be more beautitul rhan the other wlo only 
' C bare the names of men, but they were ſtronger chan this that bare the name of a Wo- 
man. This Tower was in all fifty five Cubits high. 
Theſe threeTowers were of great height,yet by reaſon of their ſituation they ſeemed 
far higher ; for the old Wall whereupon they were built was placed upon high ground, 
and the top ot the Hill whereupon they ſtood was above thirty Cubirs high, whereby 
their height was much increaſed. The richneſs alſo was admirable , for it was nor 
ordinary ſtone, but all White Marble, every ſtone being twenty Cubirs long, ten 
Cubitrs broad, five Cubits thick, and all ſo ingenioufly contrived, that every tone 
by it ſelf ſeemed a Tower ; and every Tower ſeemed to be but one Stone, Theſe 
were placed on the North fide of the City ; and adjoyning to them within the City 
D was the Kings Palace, ſurpaſſing all that can be ſpoken of it : being for greatneſs 
andexcellent work to be compared to the richeſt buildings in the World, Ir was 
compaſled about with a Wall thirty Cubirs high, - adorned with goodly Towers round 
about, every one of like diſtance from other, beautified with dwclling Houſes. and. 
Lodgings for a hundred of the Nobilicy, The variety of the Marble it was built with- = 
al was admirable, for there was no ſort, how rare or coſtly ſoever, but was there, The 
Ceiling of the Rooms for the length of the Beams and the beauty thereof,paſſed all cre- 
dit ; and then their number; and richneſs of their furniture was extraordinary. In every 
x80m there were many Veſſels of gold and filver,and many Porches round abour,one an- 
ſwerable unto another, and Pillars in every one, There were many pleaſantWalks wich 
E divers Trees, and many Allies with Fountains and Waters-works, and Ciſterns adorn- 
ed with Brazen Images,from which ran out Water, and about the Water many Dove- 
houſes full of tame Pigeons. But it is .impoſſible ſufficiently to declare the riches 
and beauty of the Kings Palace, and a grief to think what goodly things, and how 
rich, the Theives did there ſet on fire : for theſe things were not burnt by the Ro- 
mans, but by the Seditious Thieves ( as is before ſaid, ) ar the beginning of this Re. 309 
bellion, who conſumed all with fire, even from the Caſtle Aztor:a from whence the by the Thei. cs 
fire came, and deſtroyed the Kings Palace, and the Covers and Tops of the three 
Towers. The Temple was, as is before ſaid, built upon a hard Mountain, and at 
the firſt, the Plain upon the top thereof was ſcarcely big enough to contain it and the The T-mpic 
p Temple-yard, the Hill being very ſteep. But when Ke Solomon, who alſo built the ions 
Temple, had compaſſed the Eaſt part thereof with a 


all, he alſo placed a Porch Hill. 
upon the Rampire,and ſo for many ages after, it lay unfenced on other parts : where- 
fore the People every day bringing earth thither, at laſt made it plain and large &- 
nough : and breaking down the North Wall, they took in all that ſpace which the 
Temple had formerly raken up : and the Hill being now incloſed with a rhreetold 
Wall, it was a work beyond all imagination. In the finiſhing whereot many Ages - 
were ſpent, and all the holy Treaſure offered to, God, even irom all parts of che 2 hp facred 
World, was employed therein, as well in the Buildings of the higher, as of the lows (year jnrhe 
er part of the Temple ; the foundations whereof were Jaid three hund:cd Cubirs deep, twig 5 
G and in many places more : yet could not all the Foundations be ſcen, being buried EP 
in Valleys, that were filled up to make them equal with the ftrait ſtreets of rhe City.

were built of double, and every one was ſupported by Pillars, cach of them being five and twenty 
hana "rig Cubitrs high, and all of one piece, and of white Marble : the top whereot was all of Ce- 
by Pillars. dar, whole natural beauty, for the good joyning of the wood and poliſhing thereof, did 

aſtoniſh all that beheld it, being adorned neither with painting nor carved works. 


Theſe Porches were thirty Cubits broad; and the compaſs of them altogether, with 


the Fort of Antonia, was {ix Furlongs. The Court was curiouſly wrought and paved I 


with all ſorts of ſtones. The way to the Second Temple was incloſed with ſtones of 
Lattice-work, which were three Cubits high, and moſt beautifplly wrought : in which 

were placed certain Pillars equally diſtant one from another,to ſhew the Law of purifi- 
cation ; ſume being written upon in Latine letters,others in Greek, forbidding all ſtran- 

-» gers to enter into the Holy-place: for the ſecond Temple is called the Holy-place, To 
' _ gounto the ſecond from the firſt, we muſt paſs fourteen ſtairs, and it was fourſquare a- 
loft, andencloſed with a Wall by itſelf ; whoſe outſide being forty Cubits high, was 

all covered with ſtairs to aſcend up into it ; and within it was five and twenty Cu- 

bits high : for all the part of the inner fide was unſeen, becauſe it was built on the 


deſcent of a Hill. After the fourteen Stairs, there was a Plain made level with the x © 


Wall of three hundred Cubits : from thence paſſed on five other Stairs which lead to 
the Gates , whereof on the Notth-ſide and the South there were eight, four on each 
Avecutiax fide, andtwo on the Eaſt. For it was neceſſary that there ſhould be a peculiar place 
»lacedeſtina- for Women to exerciſe their devotion in, which alſo was encloſed with a Wall. And

fake. oppoſite unto it, one Gate on the North-ſide, and another on the South, both ſepara- 
ted fromthe reſt, whereby we entred the Womens appartment, for it was not law- 
ful for any to paſs by any other Gate unto the Women, neither could they go beyond 

their own door, becauſe of the Wall : for that place was common both to the Women 

of that Nation, and all ſtrange Women that came for Religion ſake, There was no 

Gate on the Weſt part, but a Wall that reacheth along in that place. Between 

the Gates were Porches oppoſite one againſt another, macs a fromthe Wall unto the 
Treaſare-houſe, ſupported with great and goodly Pillars, being as plain, and as big 

$=otrhe AS they below. The Gates were covered with Gold and Silver, as alfo the poſts 
Gates were of and foreparts thereof were, one only excepted that was covered with Corinthian 
Gold, fomeof Braſs, far ſurpaſſing in beauty the other that were covered with Silver and Gold.

_ eveof Corin- In every Gate there were two doors, each one thirty Cubits high, and fifteen Cu-

thian Braſs. bjts broad : and after the entrance where they were made larger, every one had ons 


each fide Seats thirty Cubits long, and large like a Tower, and fourty Cubits high, 
each one ſupported with two Pillars twelve Cubits thick. All the other Gates were 
of the like greatneſs, but that which was covered with Corinthian Braſs, which 
was the entrance into the place allotted for the Women , and opened into the 
Eaſt Gate of the Temple, doubtleſs was bigger than the reſt : for it was fifty Cubits 
high ( the Gates whereof were fourty Cubits ) and was more richly adorned than 
the reſt : for the cover of Gold and Silver was thicker than it was in the reſt, which 
Alexander Tiberins his Father had melted, to cover all the nine Gates. And there were 
fitteen Stairs, that went from the Wall that ſeparated the Women, unto the great 


Gate of the Temple : for theſe Stairs were ſhorter by five ſteps than thoſe that went 


ro the other Gates. The Temple it ſelf was ſituated in the midſt of all, to wit, the 
cz Poly Sanctuary, and had twelve Stairs to go unto it. The Front whereof wzs in 
cantuary, Height and breadth a hundr@FCubits : and behind, it was fourty Cubits : and be- 
forc it, was as it were two ſhoulders on each fide rifing up in height twenty Cubits. 
The firſt Gate hereof was ſeventy Cubits high, and twenty five wide, and had no 
door :. for it ſignified that Heaven was ſpread over all, and might be ſeen in every 
place : and all the foreparts were guilded with Gold, and all the firſt building did ap- 
pear and might be ſeen without, and all that was within and about the Gate gliſtered 
with Gold. The inner part thereof was divided into two Rooms, whereof only the 
firſt Room might be ſeen; which was in height fourſcore and ten Cubits,and in length

In this Tapeſtry work wes curiouſly wrought, and deci. ofthe Vail 
phered all the Speculations of the Heavens,only the Celeſtial Signs excepted. Being 
entred within, you come into a lower place of the Temple, which was ſixty Cubits 
high,and as many in length,and 20 in breadth, Which place was divided into tio parts, 
whereof firſt contained fourty- Cubirs , having in it three moſt admirable things, Three 10mi; a. 
famous throughout the World, to wit, 'a Candleſtick, a Table, and the Altar of 1n- ble works : 
cenſe. Upon the Candelſtick ſeven Lamps were placed, fgnifying the ſeven Planets, (3 <anaee, 
( for ſo many did there come all out of one ſtem of the Candelftick), Upon the Ta- and Cenfer. 
ble were ſtanding twelve loaves of Bread, ſignifying the twelve Celeſtial Signs, and 
Revolution of the Year. By the Altar of Incenſe ( out ot which proccedeth thirteen 
Odours, coming partly from the Sea whichis uohabicable, and partly from the Earth 
which is inhabited ) is ſignified that all things arein the hands of God, and owe him 
obedience. The inner part of the Temple contained 20 Cubits, which alſo was 
ſeparated from the other part by a Vail, and nothing was within it : this place was the 
Holy of Holies, and no man might enter, look into it, nor violate the ſame. On each 
ſide of the lowerTemple there were many Lodgings and Doors to paſs into, every one 
of them having three roots one above another;and there was a Gate which led unto both 
fides of the Temple, and unto theſe Rooms : but the higher part of the Temple had 
not the like Rooms on each fide, and therefore it was made ſo much narrower than the 
other, yet was it higher than it by 40 Cubits, neicher was ic ſo ſumptuous as the 
lower. For the whole height was 100 Cubits, and the ground thereof 60. The logon 
outermoſt part was-ſo curious and richly wrought, it was impoſſible to imagine any Tewple cove- 
D workmanſhip that it wanted : for it was all covered with a Mafhie Plate of pure Gold, ({" maily 
which ſhined far brighter than the Morning Sun, fo that it dazled the Eyes of the be- Gold. 
holders, as doth the Sun when it is gazed upon. And afar off it ſeemed to ſtrangers - 
that came thither, like a white Mountain : for where the Temple was not guilded 
with Gold, there was it Milk-white, The top hereof was all ſet tull ot R.ods of Gold, 
very ſharp at the uper end like Pikes, leſt the Birds ſhould come and fit thereon, and 
ſo defile it : ſeveral of the Stones wherewith it was Built, were fourty-five Cubits 
large, five Cubits in length,and fix Cubits broad. Before the Temple there {tood an 
Altar fittcen Cubits high, being fourty Cubits broad, and as many long, and four- 
ſquare, having Corners made like Homs. The way to this Altar was on the South 
fide, where by little and little it aſcended from below to the Altar. This Altar was 
buil: without any Iron, and never Iron did touch it. The Temple and the Altar were 
encloſed with Stone-work very beautiful, which was a Cubit high, and ſeparated the 
People from the Prieſts. Thoſe that were troubled with flux of Seed, or Leproſy, 
were cxpulſed the City; Women alſo having their monthly courſes ; but thoſe rhat 
were not unclean, might paſs this foreſaid limit, Likewiſe men that were not pu- 
rified, were not permitted to come within the inner Temple ; and thoſe that were, 
might not come among the Prieſts : thoſe alſo that deſcended from the line of the 
Prieſts, and for blindnets did not adminiſter their funQtion,were notwithſtanding admit- 
ted into the place appointed for the reſt of the Priefts that were ſound, and had ſhare as

crowned with Hyacinth : and aloft of it was another Crown of Gold, wherein was 
engraven ſacred Letters, to wit, the four Vowels, The Garment that he commonly 
wore was not altogether ſo glorious ; this he uſed only when he centred into the Sanctu- 
ary, which was but once a year, and that alone, the whole Nation obſerving a 
Solemn Faſt that day. But we will hereafter ſpeak more at large of the City and 
Temple, the Laws, Cuſtoms, Ordinances and Obſervations, tor theſe things cannot be 
briefly declared. The Caſtle Aztoxia was fituate between the two Porches of the firſt 
Temple, which looked unto: the Weſt, and the North : and was built upon a Rock 


of Stone of fifty Cubits high, on every fide was inacceſſible : it was built by Kin 


Herod, to ſhew the greatneſs and magniticence of his mind, For firſt of all the Rock K- 
at the foot thereof was covered with thin and ſlender Stones like Slates. Which was 
both an ornament to it, and a ſecurity. Before the Battlements of the Fort there was 
a Wall three Cubits high, within which the Caſtle Az#02ia was built fourty Cubits 
high, being within richly furniſhed, and contrived like the Palace ofa King, with all 
kind of Offices and other neceſſary Rooms, For there were Porches, Baths, and large 
Halls to place Tents in : ſo that in reſpec of the number and convenience of the 


Antonia not Rooms it ſeemed to be a City, and for the magnificence thereof a Kings Palace. The

Model of it was like a Tower invironed with tour other Towers, at every Corner one, 
whereof they that were on the South and FEaſt-fide were ſeventy Cubirs high, the o- 
ther two were but fifty, So that out of the two higheſt, there was a perfect view of 7. 
the whole Temple. Where it joyned to the Porches of the Temple, there was on 
either hide a pair of Stairs for the Souldiers to come down out of it into the Temple, 
For always the Roman Souldiers lodged there,and guarded theTemple in their Armsup- 
on feſtival days,leſt the people ſhould attempt'any Rebellion, For the Temple was as a 
Check upon the Town, and the Caſtle 4»tozia commanded the Temple : and had its 
Guards likewiſe, as there were alſo in Herods Palace, which commanded the higher 
part of the City. The Hill Bezetha was divided from the City, as is before mention- 
ed ; and being the higheſt part of all, was joyned to part of the new City, which 
hindred the proſpe&of the Temple on the North-{ide. And thus I have ſpoken ſuffi- 


ciently of the City, and the Wall inchis place, becauſe we mean hereafter to deſcribe yy 
them more at large. 


CHAP. VII. 
How the Fews refuſed to yeild, and ſallyed out upon the Romans. 


He moſt warlike of the people joyned with-S;o, being in number ten thouſand, 
belide the [dumears : and thoſe ten thouſand had fifty Captains, all ſubje& unto N 

Simon, The Idumeans that took his part were five thouſand, and had ten Captains, 
the Chief of whom were Jacob the Son of Soſas, and Simon the Son of Cathla. 
Fohn, who kept the Temple, had fix thouſand Armed men, over whom were twenty 
Captaſhs : to theſe there joyned two thouſand of the Zealots ; and four hundred, who 
before had followed Eleazar, and Simeon the Son of Fairus. So that warring one a- 
o4inſt another, the people was their booty, and the multicude that was not ſo Sediti- 
ous as they, was their prey, Sor kept the upper part of the City, and the great- 


acainſt Fob, ET Wall as far as Cedroz , and all that part of the old Wall which is between S:/oa,and 


the Palace of Mozobazrus, who was King of Adiabena, that lieth beyond the River 
Euphrates : he alſo kept all the Hill Acra ( which is the lower part of the City ) un- O 
to Helenas Palace, who was Monobazus his Mother. But Fohs kept all the Tem- 


ple 
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A ple and the ſpace about it, Oph/a, and the valley of Cedroz : and that which was be- A.

tween theſe two places which Sim and Jobz kept, was conſumed with fire, and 74: 5,115, 
made a place to fight in. For although the Romans Tents were pitched near unto 4934-4/ter rhe 
the Walls of the City, yet did not this Sedition ceaſe ; for being fleſh'd with their wn 4d 
ſucceſs at the Romans firſt coming, they returned preſently to their former animoſity, & VV 
And dividing themſelves again,every man fought for his own intereſt, doing all the Ro- 

mans could have wilh'd to be done. The Romans did them leſs harm than they: did 
themſelves : for by them the City ſuffered no new calamity,but indured far more miſe- 

ry before it was taken and deſtroyed by the Romans than it did at that time. The 

Romans by deſtroying it,did rather end than increaſe their miſery. For the Seditivus The $-giriou« 
did cake the City, and the Romans did overcome and take the Scditious, and the City tookthe Ciry 
was far ſtronger than the Walls : ſo that all their miſeries may be aſcribed to their 3700 Rv- 
own Nation, and nothing but Equity and Juſtice imputed to the Romans, as every came and rok 
one ſhall clearly ſee by that which enſued, IE 

The City being in this eſtate, Titus with a ſele& body of Horſe went up and 7, circuir- 

down without it, to eſpie where he might moſt eafily aſſault the Walls. And being in iv wall, 
doubt a long time what to do,tor that by the Valley his Foot could not poſſible get up; ts he ork 
and the Walls were not poſſible to be battered with Engines : at laſt he determined/tcmpr his 
to aſſault it on that part where was the Monument of Fohz the High Prieſt, for td 
there the firſt Wall was lower than in other places ; and not fortified with a ſecond 
C Wall, becauſe that thoſe parts of the new City were but little inhabited ; ſo that from 

this place the Wall might eaſily be aſſaulted : whereby Titus was perſwaded that the 

higher City, and the Temple, and Aztonia, might eafily be taken. As he was thus 

viewing the place, one of his friends, called Nicany, came unto him ; being ſhot in v;c..;-i5 
the left ſhoulder with an Arrow,as he attempted to come near Joſeph, who went thither payne with 
of purpoſe to perſwade the Jews which were upon the Wall to yield : for Nicanoy was We 1 ond 
very eloquent, Ceſar perceiving their minds, by their violence rohim who perſwaded dr. 

them to that which was moſt expedient for them, was moved, and began with more 

eagerneſs to _ them : wherefore he permitted his' Souldiers to demoliſh the Sub- 

urbs, and to gather all the Rubbiſh, Stores, ind Wood, and other matter tope- 
ther,and make therewith a Mount. Then dividing his Army ito three parts, he or- 

dered what each of them ſhould do, and in the midſt. upon the Mounts he diſpoſed 

his Archers, - and before them Engines for ſhot, wherewith he hindred the Salleys of 

his Enemies, leſt they ſhould annoy the Work, and bear thoſe off from the Wall, 
who made any reſiſtance from thence. After which all the Trees being cut down, 

the Suburbs appeared naked. The Romans having gathered the Wood together, 

were bulted in the Work, and the Jews were not idle : For the people being tired 

with Murthers and Robberies, did hope to have an end of their miſery, the Seditious 

people being buficd againit their Enemies : and they now hoped that if the Rumans did 
overcome, rhey mighr berevenged upon them. Fohy ſtill kept where he was, fearing S7- 

20n, yet were his tollowers very earneſt to aſſault the Romans, But S:mop being next 

unto the ſiege, did not reſt, but placed all along that part of the Wall, men with Darts, 

which before were taken from Sefteis Governour of the Ramans, and found in the Ca- 

ſtle of Antozia, But the Darts did the Jews ſmall pleaſure,by reaſon that few of them The darts did 
knew how to uſe them; only ſome who were taught by ſome of the Fugitive Romans 17 re 
uſcd them a little. Nevertheleſs they aſſaulted the Roman Souldiers that were build- they werenot 
ing the Mounts with Arrows and Stones, made Salleys upon them by companies, and *P**in vis 
gave them diſturbance : But the Roman Pioncers were defended by Hurdles, that were 

ot purpoſe ſet before them : and every Legion had ſtrange and admirable Engines 

againſt the excurſions of their Enemy, and eſpecially the Engines that the tenth 

Legion had tocaſt Darts, and others that caſt Stones ; which did not only repulſe them 

by whom they were aſſaulted, but alſo thoſe that ſtood upon the Wall : for every 

Stone though a Talent weight,was ſhot more than a Furlong,and flew not only thoſe 

that were firſt ſtruck, but alſo many that were ſtriken with the rebound. But the 

Jews always ſaw the Stones before they fell ( for they were white ) and avoided 

them : and they were not only deſcryed by the noiſe they made in fiying, but they 

might ealily be perceived : by which means the watchmen in the Towers gave war- 

ning always when theſe Engines were ſhot off, and when the Stones came, crying in 

their Country language, The Stone cometh : ſo the Jews upon the Walls knowing 

what they meant, avoided the Stones, and received no harm. Then the Romans de- 

viſed to black the Stones with Ink, that they might not be ſeen as they flew, and do 

the more Execution.

And ſeeing themſelves all in the ſame danger, they deter- 
mined to joyn unanimouſ]y together againſt the Romans : the Seditious upbraiding 
one another that they rather aſſiſted the Enemy, than reſiſted them : and therefore 
exhorted one another mutually, at leaſt tor that time, to unite and make reſiſtance a- 
...  gainſt the Romans. And Siwmozx ſent an Officer unto the Temple, to proclaim leave 
bono for all ſuch as would, to come unto the Walls : which alſo Fohz did permit, not- 
their hatred withſtanding he miſtruſted Sims : ſo forgetting their old quarrel , they joyned all to- 
and diſcards | : ; © 1 
<yninong.  ZELNEr againſt the Romans, and placcing themſelves upon the Walls, they caſt fire up- 
; on the Engines of the Romans, and thoſe who manag'd them ; throwing Darts againſt 
them wichour intermiſſion, whilſt the braveſt amongſt them in- great companies leapt 
down, and deſtroyed that wherewith the Engines were covered, and aſlaulted thoſe 
that ſtood to detend them; by which means they did the Romans much harm, and 
more by their deſperate boldneſs than their skill. 
TS ARON But Tits was ſtill at hand to ſuccor them that ſtood in need : and placing Horſemen 
haketha cor- and Archers about the Engines, he repulſed the Jews who come to caſt Fire, beat off 
ner ota Tow- them that caſt Darts and thot Arrows from the Towers, and ſo gave the Rams time 
: and opportunity to play ; yet theſe Rams did no great execution, only a corner ofa 
Tower was ſhattered by the Ram of the fift Legion. But without any detriment to 
the Wall: for the Tower being much higher than the Wall, when the Tower tumbled, 
it fell over theWall, and carried nothing along with it. The Jews being repulſed, and 
for ſome time diſcontinuing their Sallys, perceived the Romans were grown ſecure, 
and diſperſed carleſly over their Camp, as preſuming their late ill fortune would diſ- 
courage the Jews from any new attack,but they were miſtaken in their account : for the 
Jews Sallied privately at the Gate by the Tower of Hzppicos, threw fire into their Tren- 
ches among their Engines, and aſſaulted them bravely when they had done. But the 
Romans being quickly ſenſible of their danger, got immediatly rogether, and with the 
excellence of theirDiſcipline,repelled not only the firſt inſult and tury of the Jews,but 
bear back all their ſupplys. So there began a grievous Battle about the Engines ; 
the Jews ſtriving to fire, and the Romans to hinder rhem ; great noiſe and clamour 
there was, and many in the Front wereflain on both fides. At firſt the Jews had the 
Tir purtech ÞEEtCr ; and their fire did ſome miſchief upon the Engines : and all had been quite 
the Jews to conſumed, had not the Souldiers from Alexandria hindred it, who tor the opinion that M 
flighran® = they had of themſelves, did fight ſtoutly ( being accounted the moſt valiant of all in 
che Ciry. this Battle ) cill ſuch time as the Emperour with certain ſelect Horſemen fell violently 
upon the Enemies : and himſelf flew 12 men,ftor whoſe deaths the reſt tearing,fled, and 
were forced to retire into the City,and ſo the Engines were ſaved. It chanced that one 
7» Captain Of the Jews was taken alive, and Tit commanded that he ſhould be crucified before 
of the Idume- the Wall, that perhaps thereſt being terrified, might yield, Aiter Ceſar was reti- 
ans, by nc red, Fohn theCaprain of the Idumeans talking upon theWall with one of his friends, be- 
thar wounds jng ſtriken in the breaſt with an Arrow by an Arabian Souldier, preſently died :

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The fall of the Tower, and how the two Walls were taken. $f 


f H E night following, there was a great tumult among the Romans : For Tit«s 
the Emperour had commanded to build three Towers, 50 Cubits high a-piece, 
each one upon a ſeveral Mount, that from thence he might the more eafily beat the 
Enemies from the Walls : But one of theſe Towers in the midſt of the night fell down 
B without any aſſault, And making a great noiſe with the fall, fear tell upon the whole 
Army ; who ſuſpeCting it a Stratagem of the Jews, every one ran to his Arms, and fo 
there was a great tumult in the Camp : and becauſe no man could tell what it was a 
long time, they ſtood amazed, every one asking his fellow what had hapned. But ſee- 
ing no Enemy come, they began to apprehend Treaſon amongſt themſelves ; till ſuch 
time as Tits underſtanding the matter, cauſed the truth thereot to be preſently pro- 
claimed throughout the Camp ; and the Tumult ( with much ado ) was appeaſed. 
The Jews bore up couragiouſly againſt all other dangers, but were much gauled from 
theſe Towers which Tits had ereed ; for they were ſlain and wounded trom thence 
with ſinall Shot, Darts and Arrows, for they could build nothing to defend themſelves 


C ſo high, nor had they any hope to deſtroy them : for neither could they be thrown down 


for their weight, nor fired, being covered with Iron : therefore flying from the reach of 
the ſhot, they could not hinder the Ram from battering their Walls ; which never ceaſ- 
ing, at laſt prevailed ſomewhat. So the great Ram, which the Jews called N:con, be- vicon, that is 
cauſe it overcame all, ar laſt battered the Wall ; and the Jews being weary with fight- {2 {9 Vitor, 
ing, having watched all night before, out of ſleepineſs, or becauſe they perſwaded them great Ram, 
ſelves that the Wall was ſuperfluous, they having two more beſide ic, they all forſook 
their quarters, and retired to the ſecond Wall; and the Romans entred the firſt, that 
the Ram called Nicon had battered. Then the Romans that had paſſed and entered he ,,, _... 
fiſt Wall, went and opened the Gates, and let inthe whole Army. Having thus got- ger the fr 
ten the Wall the ſeventh day of Miy, they deſtroyed the greateſt part thereof; and alſo W# 
the North-fide of the City which before Ceſtizs had waſted. 
Titus removed his Camp from thence, and went unto the place called the Aſſyrian; 
Camp, and ſeized upon all betwen that and Cedroz ; and being without ſhot of an Ar- 
row from the ſecond Wall, he began again to aſſault it, Then the Jews dividing the 
Wall betwixt them to defend a others part,reſiſted moſt valiantly :Fohy and his par- 
takers defended all Antozia,and the North part of the Temple from Alexanders Tomb : 
and Simon defended all from Fohns Tomb unto the Gate by the Tower Hippicos, And The Jews con« 
many times iſſuing out of the Gates, they fought hand to hand with the Enemy, but al- {\% with the 
wayes repulſed by the diſcipline of the Romans, only for want of knowledge in War- 
E like affairs ; yet in all fights upon the Wall, the Jews had the Beſt ; for though the TheTews bold. 
Romans had the advantage in fortune and knowledge, yet the Jews being deſperate, ne: 
attaqued them without fear ; for they are very couragious in Adverfity, Moreover, 
the Jews were neceſſitated to fight to ſave- their own lives, and the Romans were as 
haſty ro conquer, Neither party was weary, neither party deſiſted in their aſſaulting 
of one another : In theday time the Jews'in Commanded-Parties made their Salleys 
upon the Romans, who omitted no kind of fight from Sun-ſet, all the night long ; which 
was more terrible to them both, than all the ſervice of the day before : The Jews feared, 
leſt the Romans ſhould get the Wall; and the Romans apprehendedleſt the Jews ſhould 
have Sallied out upon their Camp, Thus all night long they ſtood tro their Arms, 
and ear]y in the morning they were at it again. The eu ſtrove one with anotker 
who ſhould undergo the moſt danger, and moſt deſerve his Captains favour. Simong 
followers were ſo much at his beck, that if he ſhould have commanded any of themto 
have killed himſelf, he would preſently have done it. The Romans were encouraged 74. cutom of 
to fight, by their diſcipline and ſucceſs, as having never been uſed to be overcome, the Romans 
Again; their frequent Wars,continual Exerciſes, and large Dominions gave them great ** <2" 
Courage, eſpecially Tits their General being preſent to provoke them ; for it was 
thought a heinous crime to be a Cowardin the preſence of ſuch a Captain as Ceſar was. 
Cezſzr himſelf beholding and looking on, was a witneſs of their deeds that behaved them- 
ſelves valiantly, and rewarded every man as he behaved himſelf : It was an advantage 
to be known unto the Prince for a Valiant man -: ſo that many of chem ſhewed their 
alactity was far greaterthan their ſtrength, mY Eg 
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At this time Loxginus one of the Horſemen coming out of the Roman Army, preſ- H 


ſed into the midſt of the Jews Forces, and caſting them down thar ſtood in his way, by 
violence flew two of the ſtrongeſt of the Enemies, ſtriking one of them over the Face, 
and ſlaying another with his own Dart which he took from him : who for this deed was 
= AD greatly honoured, having broken through a ſtrong Body of the Jews that were placed be- 
breaketh into fore the Walls, and caſt Darts at him on cither {1de, Many of the Romans by this his 


Example were inticed to do the like, 

The Jews now regarded not what they ſuffered, but only deviſed which way to harm 
their Enemies ; not reguarding death, ſo that they might kill any of the Romans. But 
Titus had z5 much care to preſerye his Souldiers, as he had to get the Victory, attribure- 
ing theſe raſh Sallyes to the deſperation of the Jews, and accounting that only Virtue [ 
which was done warily and with diſcretion. | 


CHAP. IX. 
How Caſtor the Few derided the Romans. 


þ hip; Titus commanded the Ram to be ſet up againft the Tower on the North part 
KL of the City, wherein a crafty and politick Jew with ten men had hid himſelt, all K 


Caſter a ſubtle the reſt being fled : this Jew was named Caſtor. Theſe men having lain ſtill a while 


in their Arms, at laſt being afraid, and the Tower beginning to ſhake, they lept up,and 
Caftor ſtrerching forth his hand, did as it were humbly crave tavour at Czſars hands, and 
with a lamentable voice beſought him to ſpare hum. Tzt#s ſeeing the,mans ſimplicity, 
as he thought, and prebrncing himſelf that the [ews did now repent of their Obſtinacy, 
he cauſed the Ram to ceaſe from battery, and the Archers to hold their hands ; and per- 
mitred Caſtor to ſpeak his pleaſure. Caſtor ſaid, That he deſired to treat, and make a 
League of Peace | 

And Titzs anſwered, That he would grant ir, if all the reſt would be concluded, and 
that he would preſently confirm a League of Peace between him and the City, Five L 
of Caſtors fellows ſeemed to be willing, but the other five ſeemed to oppoſe it ; Cry- 
ing out aloud, That they would xevey be flaves to the Romans, whilſt they could die inliber- 
ty. Whilſt Caffor and his fellows were debating the matter, the battery ceaſed. In 
the mean time Caſtor privily ſent word unto: So, willing him whilſt the Bactery was 
ſtopt, to think of ſome expedient to be done in this neceſlity : for, for a while he would 
undertake to delude the Roman Emperour, *and hold him in ſuſpence. In the mean 
time he ſcemed to cxhort his Companions, to accept the kind offcr of Trt#s : and they 
as it were angry thereat, drew their Swords and ſtruck upon their Corſlets, and fell 
down, as though they had been ſlain. Tiz#s and his Souldiers were amazed at their 
obſtinacy, for being on the lower ground, they could not well perceive what was done; 
they wondred cxcecdingly at their deſperation, and pitticd their calamity. At the ſame 
time one ſtruck Gaftor in the Buttock with a Dart, and CaFtor pulling it out of his fleſh, 
ſhewed ir unto the Emperour, and complained of it, as a breach of the Truce, Titus 
with ſharp words corrected him that ſhot it, and forthwith would have ſent Foſeph to 
promiſe Caſtor pardon and peace. But Foſeph denyed to go, affirming that Caſtor only 
diſſembled, and hindred his friends that would have gone. Ar laſt-one Zzeas, who 
had fled unto the Romans, offered himſelf to go. Cafter invited him, as though he 
would give him ſomething to ſecure him of his true meaning. eas opened the skirt 
of his garment, thinking Caſtor would have caſt him down ſomething of worth; and 
when he came underneath the Tower, Caſtor took a great ſtone and threw it down upon N 
him, yct hurt him nor, becauſe he was aware of it, and avoided the ſtone ; but it wound- 
cd another Souldier ſtanding by, Then Ceſar conſidering this deceir, began to think 
that Pitty and Mercy in War was hurtful, and that Cruelty was not ſo cafily deceived; 
and being very angry at this deceit, he cauſed the Wall to be beaten with the Ram 
more than before. Caſtor and his fellows perceiving the Tower to ſhake, they ſet ir on 
fire, and ſo paſſed thorow the flame, and conveyed themſelves into a mine of the Tower; 
giving the Romans freſh occaſion to admire their Courage, in paſſing thorow the 
Flames. | 
- Tit45 aſſaulting the Wall on his part, took it five dayes after, and forcing the Jews 
from thence, He, accompanicd with a thouſand choice men, entred where the Wool- © 
mey, Copper->miths, and Merchant-Taylors dwelt, which place was the new HY, 
Wit 
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A with narrow and ſtrait ways to go to the Wall. And had he preſently beaten down G,- 
a great part of the Wall, or, as he might have done by the Law of Arms, deſtroyed the World, 
what he had gotten, he had obtained rhe Victory without any loſs on his fide, Yet þ 4-50; 
hoping the Jews would yield, when they, were in his power, he gave them more liberty of chrifs oy 
to retire ; for he did not think thar they whoſe good he ſought, would have been Traitors YN 
unto him who came to relieve them. | 
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CHAP. X. 


| How the Romans did twice take the ſecond Wall. 
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TJ nnbofog entred the City, ſuffered none of them that were taken, to be ſlain, 

nor the Houſes to be burned, but permicted the Seditious ( if they were ſo mind- 

cd ) to fight, and that without prejudice to the People: he alſo promiſed the People to 

reſtore unto them all their Goods. For many beſought him to ſpare the City forthem 74. jnterprer 
and the Temple for the City. The People were glad hereof: and many of the warlike varlike T;:»-'s 
Jews though the humanity of Titus to proceed from cowardize ; and judged that Titus, amy if 
tor that he deſpaired co win the reſt of the City, did now Coward-like propound theſe 

C conditions. * They likewiſe threatned the People, that whoſoever ſhould ſpeak one 

word concerning Peace, and yielding unto the Romans, ſhould preſently dic : and ſome, 
of them did reſiſt the Romans from out of their houſes, others in the nurrow ways : and are driven our 
others going out ar the higher Gates renewed the fight, wherewith the Watchmen be- 7 *J<v5: 
ing troubled, fled from the Wall, and forſaking the Towers, retircd themſelves into the 

Camp, The Roman Souldiers within the City cryed out, becauſe they were incloſed 

with Enemies, the Gates, being ſhut, and aſſaulted without, by thoſe who apprehended 

their Companions to be in great danger. The number of che Jews encreaiing, and 
prevailing, for that they knew the ways and turnings of rhe Streets , many of the Ro- 

mans were {lain and violently born down, when they offered co reſiſt in that neceſſity ; 

D for a multitude together could not flie, by reaſon of the narrowneſs of the Streets thar 

went unto the Wall : and all that entred into the City had been ſlain, had not Tztus 
ſuccoured them. For placing at the end of every Street Archers, and himſelt being 

where moſt need was, he repulſed the Jews with Darts and Arrows, with the help 

of Domitius Sabinus,who in that nght proved himſelf a ſtout Warriour , and continued 

fighting with the Jews ti!l all his fellow- Souldiers were got off. 

Thus the Romans having got the ſecond Wall, were beaten from ic again ; and the ,,, "RP I 
Citizens ſo encouraged, they were as it were drunk with their good fortune, thinking rage eacreaf-. 
the Romans durſt no more attempt upon the City, and that they rhemſelves were in- *: 

. vincible, when they were prepared to fight. God, becauſe of their Iniquity, had dark- 

ned their underſtanding, ſo that they never conſidered the Roman Forces were far great- 
er than thoſe they had encountred, and the Famine that hung over their heads ; - as 
yet they lived upon the deſtruction of the People, and drank the blood of a City : but The (jv; pag 
the good People did even ſuffer Famine already, and many of them periſhed for want ED 
of food ; yct the Seditious did rejoyce at the death of the Citizens, as though thereby huager. 
they were caſcd of a great burthen, only defiring they might live that bear rebellious 
minds, and would joyn with them againſt the Roxwans, rejoycing at the death of the reſt; 
and this was the affection they bare unto their Citizens. In this manner they armed 
themſelves and reſiſted the Romans, who now again did attempt to enter the Breach : 
whilſt the Jews threw down Stones and part of the Wall upon them as they came up, _ 
drave them back again, and valiantly ſuſtained them for three dayes. But the fourth wore «cnc: 
day being unable to withſtand Tirzs his aſſault, they were forced to retire as before : 4% #-cond v4: 
and he having gotten the Wall, deſtroyed all the North part thereof, and placed a Gar- 
riſon in the Towers and Fortrefles of the South part. 
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WY Of the Mounts raiſed to batter the third Wall. A. long Oration of Jeſephus to 
perſwade the People to yield : and of the Famine in the City, - 


ITHS now determined to batter the third Wall, conceiving the Siege would be 
now but ſhort : He thought it convenient to give the Seditious ſome time to be- 
think themſelves, to ſee that if either by the taking of the ſecond Wall, or terrified 
with Famine, they would repent, For there was little or nothing left in the City to I 
ſupply them, and he was poſted as he defired. And the time being come, for every 
714 Twcea> Roman Souldier to receive his proportion of Vidtuals, Tits cauſed them to be led eve- 
copmanderh TY ONE in order into a place, where the Jews in the City might behold them; he cauſed 
many to be his Captains to diſtribute money to every one , and the Souldiers ( as their Cuſtom is ) 
211 bis Soul- All armed, and drawing their Swords out of their ſheaths, marched along, the Horſe- 
diets. men leading their Horſes in great Pomp, and a great part of the Suburbs gliftered 
with gold and filver. This ſpeacle was grateful to their own Souldiers,and terrible to 
the Fews: for all the old Walls, and the North part of the City, and many Houſes were 
filled with the multitude of them who came to view this fight ; and there was no part 

of the City that was not filled with People to behold it. This SpeRacle ſtruck a great K 
fear upon the very boldeſt among the Jews, and perhaps would have cauſed the Sedi- 
tious People to have relented, had they not deſpaired ro have found mercy and pardon 
at the Romans hands for their offences committed ; wherefore they thought it better 
to be ſlain fighting,than to be put to death ſhamefully, if they defiſted from fight, That 
Deſtiny baa Deſtiny hindred this reſolution, it being decreed that the innocent ſhould periſh with the 
—_— wer and the City with the Seditious : hereupon for four dayes ſpace they diſtri- 
ſhould "periſh buted neceſſaries to the Souldiers; and on the fifth day, Titrzs perceiving the Jews were 
vith theno- ſtill obſtinate,divided his Army into two parts,and about Fehxzs Tomb he began to raiſe 
City with the Mounts, and againſt Aztonia, hoping by them to take the higher part of the City ; and 
Seditiou. by Antonia to ſeize the Temple ; which except he could effec, he could not ſafely take L 
the City ; Againſt cither of theſe places he raiſed two Mounts, each Legion making 

one. 


The Romars "The Fews and Simoys followers oppoſed the work that was begun before Fohns Tomb, 
—_— and John likewiſe with a great number of the Zealots hindred them that made the 
the Fey-. Mounts over againſt Atonia : who not only fought with the advantage of the higher 
ground, but had learned alſo the uſe of Engines' : for continual uſe by little and little 

made them skilful : and they had 30o Engines called Baliſtzes; and 40 Engines tocaſt 

Stones, wherewith they greatly annoyed the Romans, and obſtructed them in their 

work. 

MEAD TP Titus foreſeeing that Fortune would favour him, and that the City would be taken, M 
towards the Preſſed it what he could, never ceaſing to perſwade the Fews to yield : adding many 
Jews. Arguments to his importunity, for he knew that many times words prevail more than 
violence, wherefore he exhorted them to ſave themſelves, and yield the City unto him, 

referring them to Foſeph, who ſhould make a ſpeech tothem in their own Language, and 

he hoped they would hear their own Country-man. 
7eſephsOrati- Then Foſeph kceping himſelf out of the danger of their ſhot,called out unto them to com- 
on to te F®* m7jſerate themſelves, the City, the Temple, the People, and not be more hard-hearted unto 
them than ſtrangers. For the Romans had a reverence for the Holy-places, notwithſtand- 
ing they had no ſociety or portion in them, That till that very day they had abftained from 

violating of them : whereas they who were bronght up among them, and might ſave them, N 

did wilfully cauſe their deſtruttion, He adviſed them to conſider, that their ſtrongeſt Walls 

were battered down +, and only the weaker remaining unbattered : He willed them to confider 

kow they were not able to withſtand the Roman Forces ; and that it was no novelty to the 
Fews to be ſubject to the Romans. For although it be a good and commendable thing to fight 
for Liberty, yet that was to have been done in the beginning : for he that was once ſalief and 
rebell'd, having a long time lived under the obedience of the Romans, ſeemed rather to be de- 
rrous of a ſhameful Death, than an honourable Liberty. Moreover, he reproached them that 
they ſhould chooſe rather to be ſubject to a baſe People, than to them whom the whole World 
obeyed. For ( ſaith he ) What habitable place is it that the Romans have not Conquered 
They themſelves may perceive, how Fortune has ſtill favoured them : and that God had 0 
ſetled the Univerſal Monarchy inltaly, - That by the Law of Nature, and the Example of

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A Beaſts as well as men we are taught to give place unto them that are ſtrouger than our ſelves, AKT) 
and be contented to ſubmit to their Victory that are valianteſt in Arms. This (ſaidhe ) = nas 
was the cauſe that your Anceſtors (who were far more ſtrong aad politick than 01s, and had 4934. after 
better meang to reſiſt ) did ſubmit themſelves untothe Romans : which if God had not been if cnitng. 
pleaſed withal, he would never have permitted, And how could they hope to reſiſt, ſeeing \S W NJ 
the City was as it were already taken, and the Citizens, whilft their Wat, were whole, 

moſt of them deſtroyed * For the Romans well knew the Famine that was among them, 

how it every day waſted the people, and would in (hort time devour their Souldiers, For CR in the 


ſuppoſe ( ſaid he ) the Romans would deſiſt, withdraw their Siege, and offer no violence s 7 


there is a Civil War within the City,. which you cannot overcome, or avert ; unleſs you 


*B could fight againſt Hunger, and the adverſity of Fortune, He added, That it was beſt, before 


intolerable Calamities befell them, to change their opinion, and whilſt they had time, tobe 

connſelled by good advice, That the Romans would not puniſh them for what was already paſt, 3 
except they perſiſted in their _ For they are (ſaid he ) Kind, Courteons, Gentle 

to their Subjeits, and prefer their Commodity before Revenge, They thought it their in- 

tereſt to have the City in their Power, and theCountry about it; and therefore the Emperour 
propoſed to make a league of Peace with them : but if he took the Gity by force, he would ſpare 
none,ſecing they were admoniſh'd ſo kindly before,and in their greateſt neceſſity refuſed to obey 

him, He told them alſo,that the thirdWall would in a ſhort time be taken,as they might per- 

ceive by the other two : and though the City were inexpugnable,zet the Famine would force 

C 7t to yeild in deſpite of its Strength. 

As Foſeph did thus adviſe them, thoſe upon the Walls rail'd at him, upbraided him, " 
and ſhot at him. Foſeph ſeeing he could not avert them from their imminent cala- 
mities, recounted unto them out of their own Hiſtories whatever made for his purpoſe.. 
' O wretches ( ſaith he ) andungrateful to your Friends. You refift the Romans, and conti- op 

; peror

Yet confider how faryour Generals are inferiour to that 
King, and your ſelves to the people of thoſe times. For Jeremy acclaring to the City,

Are we ignorant 
of the end of Antigonus the Son of Ariſtobulus, who invaded the Kingdom, and brought 
our Nation again into ſubjeition ; God laying this bondage upon them being provoked by 
the iniquity of our Nation 7 Herod the Son of Antipater, brought Solius and the Roman 
Army, and beſieged the City ſix months : and at laſt, for th: greatneſs of our iniquity, it 
was, taken ana puniſbed, and ſacked by the Enemies. Thus you evidently ſee that our Na- 
tion never prevail'd by force. of Arms. And aſſure your ſelves that even now the City

Famine of the City, and the deſperation of the Thieves increaſed alike every day ; and Darcy eee 
when no more Corn was to be found, the Seditious perſons brake into the houſes, City. 
and ſearched every Corner to find Corn ; it in their ſearch they found any, they beat 
the owners thereof for denying it at firit : if chey found none;they tortured them for ha- 
ving hidden ic. Whoſoever was ſtrong of Body, and in good liking they killed ; upon The argument 
preſumption that he had ſome ſecret ſtores, or elſe he could not have been in ſo good © ſtore of meat 
plight and tar as he was. They thatwere pined with Famine, were lain; becauſe they 
thought it no offence to kill them, who in a ſhort time would die of themſelves, 
Many gave all they had for one buſhel of Corn,andſhytting themſelves up privately in 
their houſes,eat their Corn as it was unground : others made bread thereof as ne- 
ceſlity and fearrequired, Noman in the whole City fate down to eat his meat at the 
Table, bur ſnatch'd it greedily from the fire, and deyoured it half raw and half 
roalt, | LS 

Moſt miſerable was this manner of living.,and a ſpectacle which none without Tears eyes 
was able to behold ; the ſtrongeſt ſtill gor the moſt, and the weakeſt bewailed their mi- and a ipectacle 
ſery': for now Famine was their greateſt calamiry. And nothing doth arm men more _—_ wand 
than ſhame ; during this Famine, n9 reverence was had towards any man : Wives 
took the meat out of their Husbands mouths.Children from their Parents, and Mothers 
from their Infants, which was the ſaddeſt ſpectacle of all. No body had now any 
compaſſion, neither did they ſpare their deareſt Infants, but ſuffered them ro periſh in 
their Arms, by taking from them the very drops of Life. Yet could they nor eat in 
ſuch ſecrecy, but fome or other ſtill came to take away from them thar whereapon 
they Fed. For if in any place they ſaw a door ſhut, they conjectured that they who 

vere in the houſe were eating meat, and forthwith breaking down the Doors, they came En 

in,got them by the throat, and took the meat halfe-chewed out of their mouths as it was 290 WONs 
ready to be {allowed down. The old men were driven away, and not permitted to ſs, and take 
keep and defend their food : the Women weredrawn up and down by the hair of the Em n- « 
head, for that they hid between their hands ſome part of their meat, and would not he Citizens 
forgo it. No pity remained either toold age or infancy ; They took the young Babes, MOEN. 
their mourhs tull ofmear, and daſhed them agairft the ground, If any had prevented 
theſe Thieves, and eaten their meat before they could get atrhem, they were more cru-

CHAP, XI. 


Of the Fews that were crucified, and the burning of the Rampires. 


Tre poor peo- He Mounts and Rampires that Tzzus built, did greatly advantage him : Yet his 4 
Flcs miſery. Souldiers endured fome loſs by the Jews from the Wall, to recompence it what 
he could, upon tatelligence that their rapine and plunder in the Town being not ſuffici- 
cut to ſupply their neceſlities, the Jews were forc'd to ſeek out into tie Valleys for 
food, he diſpoſed certain parties of Horſe, and other fſele& men in Ambuſh to inter- 
cept them 3 for though their exigences were very great, yet beirg for the moſt part 
poor people with Families in the City they durſt not run over to the Romans, leſt 
their Wives and Children ſhould be murderedin their abſence, wherefore they were for- 
c*d to make private excurſions in the night to conceal themſelves from the Enemy, and 
having fallen unexpectedly into this Ambuſcade, they fought ic couragiouſly, as know- 
ing it too late to expect mercy after ſuch untractable obſtinacy, but they were defeat- N 
ed, many of them taken, and tortur'd, and afterwards crucified before the Walls of 
Tir ecin he City. Tus looked upon their condition as very deplorable, fer ſcarce a day paſt 
eth many in Which there were not 500 Jews taken and ſerved in that manner by thoſe partys of 
Jos 19  Horle, yet he thought it inexpedient to remove thems becauſe rhey were a great ſecu-

Hereupon Tits cut off many of- the Captives hands, and ſent them into the City 
to Simon andFohn,that theirCalamity might teſtifie them to beCaptives,and not ſuch as 
had fled voluntarily to the Romans, willing them to admoniſh their Friends to yield, 
and not compel him to deſtroy the City : and to affure them that in ſodoing, they 
might ſtill ſave their lives, their Country, and Temple, which had not the like in the 
whole World : and he continually went about the Rampires haſtning the workmen 
in thcir buſineſs, as though he preſently meant to cffect that in deeds, which in words * 
he had ſpoken, The Jews that ſtood upon the Walls, reviled both him and his Fa- The Jews 
ther, afhrming that they contemned Death ; and would chuſe rather to die, than be- py 
come flaves : That whileſt they lived, they would to their power defend themſelves a- Father. 
£2inſt the Romans, without any care either of themſclves or their Country ; which 
Ceſar {cnt them word were both in imminent danger., Morcover, they ſaid that 
the whole World was a Temple dedicated to God, far more. excellent than theirs, 
which notwithſtanding ſhould be conſerved by him that'dwelt in it ; whoſe help they 
hoped to enjoy, and did therefore deride all his threatnings, as things that could never 
come to paſs without his divine permifſhon, Thus did they opprobrioufly abuſe the 
clemency of the Romans. | 
Ar this time arrived alſo Antiochus Epiphanes, and with him a conſiderable ſupply of 
Men, among which there was a compuny called the Macedonians, of equal years, and 
little older than young wen, all trainedup in Martial Diſcipline, and armed after the 
Macedonian manner, from whence they took their name: yet tor the moſt part they did 
not anſwer the expectation that men had ot the Macedonians. For the King of Comagre 
was the moſt forcunate aud happy of all Kings that were ſubject to the Roman Ems 


Þ Pire, wil ſuch time as he telr the irown of Fortune ; who in his old age proved that none 


ought to be accounted happy before his death : whileſt Comagze was in proſperity,

The Romans the twelfth day of May began to build their Ram- 4c gomans 
pires: and labouring ſeventeen whole days, with much ado they ended them the nine i» ſerenteen 
and twentierh of rhe ſazd Month. For they builded four vaſt Rampircs, one of them {5 ary WY 
over 2g4inſt Antonia, which was built by the fitth Legion oppoſit to the midi(t of the watts: 
Strurhian Waters : another was built by the twelfth Legion, twenty Cubitrs diſtant 
from the other. But the tenth Legion, which was of more account than the two for- 
mer, erected a Mount oppolit to the Pond called Amygdaton on the North-fide: and the 
fifceenth Legion made the fourth, thirty Cubits diſtant from the other, over againſt the 
Monument of the High Prieſt Joh. 

The Mounts b-ing thus finiſhed, -Fohz undermined that which was over againſt Az- 
zonin, and underpropped it with poſts of Wood, and filling the Mine with Wood, 
Pirumen and Pitch, he fired it: fo the poſts that held it up, being burnt,the Mine fell, 
and tne Mount alſo with a hideous noiſe fell into it : and tirit of all there aroſe a grear 
ſmoak and auſt, for the Mines covered the flame : at laſt the fire having conſumed 
the matter that covercd 1t, the flame appeared. The Romans at this ſudden and un- 
expected exploit were much amazed and diſordered : ſo that thereby thoſe who be- 
tore made account of the victery as certain, began now to diſpair. Two days after 
Simon and his ailoctates ſet upon the other Rampires : for thercon were plant- 
cd Rams, wherewith the Romans began to beat the Walls. Amongſt the reſt, a

World, 4034. the Engines, and there was none found in all the Roman Army more valiant than theſe 
4ſter theN4'- men, nor more terrible : for they ran amidit the throng of their Enemies ſo boldly, as 
TE MIATA though they had gone amongſt their Friends, and never made any ſtay, but breaking 
CFI/I- through the midit of their Enemies, they fired their Engires : and notwithſtanding 
invironcd that on every fide they were aflaulced with Darts and Arrows ; yer did they not 
g's 6b give back, nor ſeek to avoid the danger, till ſuch time as the fire had taken hold of the 
they had built Engines. The flame mounting on high, the Romans came running out their Camp to 
ſaccour their fellows : and the Jews upon the Wall with Darts and Arrows hindred 
them that ſought ro quench the flame, expoſing their own Bodies. The Romans en- 
deavoured to draw off the Rams: And the Jews were as earneſt to hinder them : I 
however the Romans preſerved their Rams. From thence the fire caught hold of the 
Rampires, thoſe that oppoſed themſelves were burned : and the fire increaſed, ſo that 
it could not be extinguiſhed 5 ſo the Romans invironed with the flame, and deſpairing 
to reſcue their Works, retired into their Camp, and left them on fire, But the 
Jews were ſo much the more earneſt, their number ſtill encreafing by new ſupplies 
A moſt bitter gut of the City : and ſo encouraged by their Victory, they raſhly adventured unto 
i RnorS the Romans Camp and afſaulred the Guard there, Which guard was a Company pla- 
againſt thoſe ced round before the Camp in Armour ; with orders not to leave their ground upon 
rar oor pain of death. And thele men efteeming it better to die glorioufly, than ignomin iouſly 
to ſuffer, reſiſted very valiantly : ſo that many that had fled retired themſelves, K 
back again to fight, both for ſhame that they had forſaken their place, and for fear 
of puniſhment thereof : and placing new Engines upon the Rampire of their Camp, 
they ſtopt the Jews from Sallying any more : tor they came out unarmed, without any 
Arms ot defence, For the Jews without any conſideration came raſhly upon their 
Enemies Pikes, and aſſaulted chem with their fifts. So that the Jews prevailed more 
by their couzage, chan their Arms : and the Romans fled more for the Jews boldneſs 
than any harm they ſuſtained by them, 
Tiras accuſed Titus repairing with all ſpeed from Antonza,where he had been viewing a place for ano. 
his Soutciers ther Rampire, blamed the Souldiers exceedingly; who having gotten the Enemies Walls, 
ts did notwith(tandipg ſuffer themſelves to be repeld;and were torced to abide thatywhich L 
firſt the Jews did ſuffer being now as it were broken out of Priſon ; and fo he with cer- 
zain choſen men aſſaulted the Enemies on one ſide 3 who though deſperately overpow- 
ered, yet ſtoutly reſiſted him : and ſo joyning the Battle, the duſt was ſo thick, that 
none could ſee one another. nor hear what was ſaid, for the cries and noiſe were fo 
great, No man could diſcern his friends from his foes, The Jews perſiſted ftill in the 
Battle, not tor that they truſted to their force, or thereby prevailed, but becauſe they 
were deſperate, The Romans on the other part took courage, and foaght ſtoutly 
The Jewsre- for ſhame, and for thar.Ce/ar himſelf was in danger amongſt them, So that Ichink, that 
tire withiu the had not the Jews retired into the City, the fury of the Romans had then conſumed the 
od whole multitude. The Romans were now ſorrowtul for the loſs of their Rampires, 
who in one hours time had loſt that, which with ſuch labour they ſo long had been mak- 
ivg : and many of their Engines being now diſplaced, they diſpaired to take the City. 


CHAP, All. 


Of the Wall which the Roman Army built about Jeruſalem tn three days ſpace. 


Itus deliberated with his Captains what was to be done ; and they that were moſt 
bd es _- torward among(t them,thought it beſt with the whole Army to aflault the Walls: 
Captain. for that as yet the Jews had only tought with a part, and were not able to withſtand the 

force of the whole Army, but would be all conſumed with Darts and Arrows. The 
. wiſer ſort perſwaded Tztus to repair his Rampires : but others counſelled the coutrary, 
co hold then:ſelves quiet there, and only to keep all places about, that no food ſhould 
be conveyed into the City, and fo famiſh it without fighting, For that the Jews being 
now deſperate, and defirous tobe flain, would not be overcome by force. But Titus 
thought it diſhonourable to lie idle with fo huge an Army, and do nothing 3 yet be 
deemed it ſuperfluous to fight with chem who would willingly fight to be flain : and 
he could not make any Mounts, becauſe he wanted Materials, and it was moſt difficult 
of all to guard every place about the City, that none could go forth, for that it could 0 
not be beleaguered round onevery fide, by reaſon of the difficult places and great co ” 
paſs

up, and the Jews ſeeing no hope of ſafety, ſhould be compelled eitherto yield the Ci- (Frho indole 
ty, of to be conſumed with Famine. Nor by any ocher means cold be ſecure, a Wall,” 

but by erecting Mounts 5 having that Wall to defend them, And it any one think 

that work difficult, and not to be atchieved, let him conſider tlat it did not become 

the Romans to make a baſe and ſlender piece of work : and that no man inthe World 

could without labour effe& any great matter, but God only. Having with theſe ſpeech- 

es encouraged his Captains, he cauſed them to lead the Souldiers, and diſpoſe them 

all about theſe bulinefles. The Souldiers had as it were ſome divine vigour and cou- 

rage faln upon them : for not only the Captains, parting the circuit amongſt them, 

but che Souldiers alſo firove who ſhould firſt effec their part 3 and every SoulGicr la- 

boured to pleaſe his Decurio, the Decurio to content the Centurion, and Centurion the Romans 
the Tribune, and the Tribune to pleaſe the chief Commander, and he to pleaſe Ceſar, with _ 
who every day went round about and beheld the Work : and fo beginning at the place —_— : 
called the Afyrians Camp, where he was eucamped, he drew a Wall allabout, even to 

the new City 3 and from thence by (edron and Mount Oliver 3 and fo turned toward 

the South, and encloſed the Mountain with the Rock called Periſtereonos, and the Hill 

next adjoyning thereunto which hangeth over $7/oa : and from thence bending his 

Work to the Welt, he brought it down all along che Valley of the Fountain : trom 

whence aſcending to rhe Monument of Ananzs the High-Prieft, where Pompy pitched 

his Tents, he brought it about by the North fide of the City , and coming along to the 

Village called Erebenthonicus, he compaſſed the Monument of Herod towards the Eaſt, 

and ſo joyned the Wall to his Camp, where he began. This Wall was nine and thirty 0c wat of 
furlongs about, Without this Wall he built alſo thirteen Forts, every one ten furlongs 39 Stounds, 
in compaſs. Andall this whole work was finiſhed in three days ſpace, which yet requi- thro one 
red Months to have been built in : fo thatthe celerity in che building thereof makes ic Furlongs or 
ſcarcely credible, The City being thus encompaſſed with a Wall, and Gaurds placed peat 
in every Fort, Tztus himſeli continued to go round the firft Watch, to ſee all things in plant cheir 
good order : the ſecond Watch he allotted to Alexander 3 and the third to the Cap- xg ts _ 
tains of the Legions,aud the Warchmen appointed every one his turn to ſleep : and fo files.

way many Oy of the gifts that had been offer'd to God inthe Temple, and of the Sacred Veflels K 
agar ge appointed for Divine Service, as Cups, Plates, Tables, and the Cuets of Gold that 
mY Auguſius and his Wite had ſent thicher, Thus a Jew robbed and ſpoiled the Tem- 
le- of thoſe rokens of reſpe&, wherewith the Roman Emperours aud other Nations 
Mad honoured it : and he had the boldneſs to affirm to his Aſſociates, that without fear 
they might uſe the Holy things of the Temple, ſeeing they fought for God and the 
Temple.” Moreover, he dar'd to ſhare amongſt them the Holy Wine and Oyl, which 
the Prieſts kept for Divive Sacrifice in the inner part of the Temple. 1 will nor 
ceaſe to ſpeak that which griet compelleth me: I verily think, that bad the Romans 
forborn to have puniſhed ſo great Criminals, either the Earth would have ſwallowed the 
City up, or ſome deluge have drowned it, orelſe the Thunder and Lightning which L 
conſumed Sedoz,would have light upon it : for the people of the City were far more 
impious than the Sodomites. In brief, their wickedneſs and impiety were the cauſe 
that the whole Nation was extinguiſhed, What need I recount every particular mi- 
ſery.? Mann2us the. Son of Lazarus, flying to Titus out of the Gate that was commit- 
ed to his cuſtody, and yielding himſelt to him, related to Titus, that from the time 
that the Roman Army encamped near the. City, from the fourteenth day of April un- 
til the firſt of Zuly were carried out of that Gate he kept,a hundred and fifteen thouſand 
eight hundred and fourſcore dead bodies 3 and nevertheleſs, he had reckoned only 
thoſe, the oumber of whom he was obliged'to know by reaſon of a PublickDiftribution, 
ofwhich he had the charge. For others were buried by their Parents ; and this was their M 
<&. arc Purial, to carry them out of the City, and there let them lie. And certain Noble- 
\ouſard dead MED Dying to Titus after him, reported that there were dead in the City fix hundred 
wage yo wy thouſand poor people which were caſt out of the Gates ; and that the others that died 
5. wercinnumerable : andthat when ſo many died that they were not able to bury them, 
that then they gathered the Bodies together in the greateſt houſes adjoyning, and there 
ſhur themup, And chata buſhel of Corn was ſold fora Talent, which is fix hundred 
Crowns : and that fince the City was compaſled with a Wall by the befiegers they 
could not go our to gather any more herbs, ſothat many were driven to that neceſlicy, 
that they rakedSinks and privies to find old dung of Oxen to eats and even the dung that 
Con ong was loathſome to behold, was their meat, The Romans hearivg this, were moved N 
od oe. to compaſſion ; yet the Seditiovs wichin the City, who beheld this miſerable fight, 
weri'ic were nothing moved, nor repented, but ſuffered chem to brought to this Calamity : 
Jew» ood: tor their hearts were fo blirded by God, that they perceivd pot the precipice into 
wich they were going to fall with all this miſerable City.

Titus ſecing that this fell out, deemed ( as indeed it was ) that his mens Horſes were 
ftoln rather by their negligence, than their Enemies valour : wherefore he thought 
by the ſevere puniſhment of one, to make others look better to their Horſes, And fo 
he put to death one of the Souldiers that had loſt his Horſe : by whoſe puniſhment the 
reſt of the Souldiers being terrified, kept their Horſes betters For after that, when 
they went about any buſineſs, they never lefttheir Horſes in the paſtures, but kepr al- 
ways with them. Thus the Romans aſſaulted the Temple, and built their Mounts, The 
day following, certain of the Seditious, who now could get no more booties in the Ciry, M 
and alſo began to be pinch'd with hunger, affaulced the Romans that were placed to- 
wards Mount Oliver, about the eleventh hour of the day : for they hoped to take 
them unawares, as being at dinner, But the Romans perceiving their intent, came out 
of their places, and reſifted them who attempted voilently to break in upon tnem over 

the fighe of © Wall:ſo that there was a hot fight;and many other deeds were done on either party, 
the Jews and theRomans having both courage & skill in warlike affairs. The Jews were led wich de- 
the Romare 5 ſperate fury: and neceſfity and ſhame forced the Romans to fight, For the Romans ac- 
Mount Elo. counted it a ſhame not to overcome the Jews 5 and the Jews thought it the only way to 
fave their own lives,to break down the Wall by force.

Ccrong and ex- oye of his Enemies, being heavy of body, and armed all over; andrakiog him by the an- 
dn aca kle,he carried him violently away(thereby ſhewing the ſtrength of his arm & his sKkilful 
Horſemanſhip)and ſo brought the Captive to Ceſar,as a preſent. Titus amiring Pedanius 
his ſtrength, and puniſhing theCaptive for having attempted to aflault the Wall,he haſted 
I_ to afſail the Temple,and commanded the workmen quickly to difpatch the Mounts, In 
the mean timethe Jews being ill handled in the former encounters,which till increafing 
to the overthrow of the Temple,they did,as the cuſtom is in a putrified body, prevent che 
Plague from going any furcher, by cutting off the corrupted members.

Preſently the rc- 
port of this heinous Crime was bruited all aboutthe City,and every man, having before 
his Eyes this execrable fa&,trembled as though himſelf had done 1t. And now all that 
were vexed with this Famine, wiſhed their. own deaths ; and he was accounted happy 
that died before he felt this Famine. This unnatural fa& was ſoon after recounted:to the The calamity 
Romans; ſome of them would not believe it, others pitticd them within the City ; and 50nted ts 
many hereat encreaſed their hatred towards the Nation. 
T:tas, to juſtifie himſelf before Almighty God, proteſted, That he was not the cauſe 
of this miſery ; having offered the Jews Peace, General Pardon and Oblivion for all 


C their Offences paſt; but they rather choſe War than Peace, Sedition than Quietneſs, 


Famine than Wealth and Plenty, having with their own hands begun to ſet on fire the 
Temple, which he had preſerved for them , that therefore ſuch like meat was fit for 
them, and that he would bury this abominable Crime of eating their own Children in the 
Ruines of their Country, and that he would not in any part of the World ſuffer the Sun 
to ſhine upon ſuch a City, wherein Mothers eat their own Children, and where the , ze. c. .-:: 
Fathers were no leſs culpable than the Mothers, becauſe, for all their miſcries, they | 9-< 4 
would not yet ceaſe from Arms. Having thus ſpoken, he conſidered the Deſperation 
of the Enemies,and that they would not recall themſelves, who had already endured all 
ſuch Calamities,which might, if it had been poſlible, have alrered their Opinions, rather

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CHAP. IX. 


How the Wall was taken, and the Temple burnt, 


HE Eighth day of Azguft, two of the Roman Legions having finiſhed their Mounts, 
© began to place their Rams againſt the Eaſt-Galleries without the Temple, having 


pq fixdays together without intermifſionalready beaten the Wall with their ſtrongeſt Rams, 


and nothing prevailed, the Stones being ſo ſtrong, that the Rams could not move thetn, 
Others of the Romans laboured to dig up the Foundations of the Porch,'that was on 
the North fide ; and after much toyl, they only could pull away the outward Stones 3 
but the inner Stones ſtill ſupported the Porch, Ar laſt the Romans ſeeing they could 
yot prevail by their Javelins and other Inſtruments, ſet up Ladders to aſcend into the 
Galleries. The Jews did not greatly labour to hinder them from getting up: but when 
they were within the Galleries, then they came and fought with them, and caſt ſome of - 
themdown headlong, forcing them to retire ; others they flew that ſtood init ; and 
_.others that were upon the Ladders going down, before they could defend themſelves 
F with their Shields,were with Swords fixucken down -they alſo thruſt down'fome Ladders 
full of armed men. So that there was agreat Maſſacre of the Romans, who fought moſt Th pores 
to recover theirEnfigns,which the Jews had taken from them, eſteeming the loſs there- mans,andſcize 
of a great ſhame to them. Art laſt the Jews kept their Enſignes, and flew thoſe that tir Eoligns 
bore them ; and the reſt terrified with their deaths, went down again ; although not 
one of the Romans died, who before he was {lain did not ſome valiant a. Beſides thoſe 
Seditious perſons, who in the former Battels had ſhew'd themſelves valiant, Eleazar, 
Son to the Brother of S:imox, one of the two Tyrants, got great honour, Then Titus 
perceiving that he ſpared the Temple of the Jews to his loſs, and with the death of his 
Souldiers, commanded fire to be put to the Porches of the Temple; whereupon Ananus

Temple. ed Tiths, to ſave it, if ſo be the Fews abandon'd ir, and ceaſed to defend it ; but if they 
fought for it, then to burn it : for it. was to be conſidered as a Caſtle,not a Temple: and 
if any man were offended hereat, it would not be imputed 'to the Romans or to their 
Gericral, but to the Jews who conſtrained:them to doit; and he ſhould not offend, they 
- forcing him to fire it. - But 7z#as affirmed, that although the Jews made uſe of their 
Temple as of a Fortreſs, yet.it ſhould notbe deſtroyed : for he would not ſo be reveng'd 
upon inanimate things, neither-would he ever fire ſo goodly a building; forit would re- 
dound to the'diſhonour of the Romans , as. on the contrary. it would be a credit unto 
: them,:if it were leit remaining; Whereupon Alexander Fronto, and Cerealis perceiving 
PILE Ceſar's mind became of his opinion; and ſo he diſmiſſed che Council, and commanded L 
the Souldiers and Captains to reſt, that they might be the more able to fight when need 
required-: and-preſently he-appointed certain choſen men to make the Ways even and 
ealze tor the Army to paſs by the Ruines, commanding them to quench the fire, and 
that day the Jews being fearful and weary,made norefittance. The day following take-

Hen a certain Souldier, who expected no Command, nor feared to do fo execra- 
' Þ ble a Fac, moved with ſome divine tury, and lifted up by one of his fellows,took A Souldier. 
in his hand a flaming Firebrand, and caſt it into the golden window, which entredinto 67,51 
the buildings on the North part of the Temple, and the flame preſcntly aroſe ; which bnrned the 
B cauſed a great cry amongſt the Jews, expreſling their calamity ; and every one haſted 1?*: 
to extinguiſh the fire ; neither accounting of their lives nor forces, it they loſt that for 
which they had fought ſo long. News hereof was preſently brought by one who came 
from the fight to T:tus, who then was reſting in his Tent, and ke preiently aroſe, 
and ran to the Temple to hinder the fire, and all the Captains «fter him; whereupon 
the Souldiers followed in great contution, and there aroſe a great cry and tumult in the 
Army being diſordered. Ceſar both with his voice and hand made a fign to the Soul- 
diers that were fighting, to quench the fire. But they did noc hear him, there was ſo. 
great a noiſe z neither did they perceive the ſ1gn he made unto them with his hand, be- by He hs," 
cauſe ſome were diſtracted with tear, and others with anger : and the Souldiers iſſucd Grez flavgh- 
C in, notreſtrained either by commands or threatnings, but every one went whither his — wat 
* fury carricd him :and thronging together at the entrance, many preſſed one another to 
death; and many being amongſt the fiery ruines of the Galleries periſhed as miſerably 
as thoſe that were overcome, When they came to the Temple every one feigned not 
to hear Ceſars command, and ſo exhorced his fellows that were betore him to fire the 
Temple, The Seditious now had no hope to withſtand them, but eirher fled or were 
ſlain : and many unarmed and unable people, whereſvever they were found, were lain: 
ſo that about the Altar were an innumerable company of dead bodizs heaped together, 
and their blood flowed down the Temple ſtairs ; and their Bodies were rouled down, 
Ceſar,ſceing he could not reſtrain the Fury of the Souldiers, and that the fire enc: eaſed, 
entered into the Sanctuary, with his chief Officers, and beheld all the holy chiogs chere, 
and found itsmagnificence and riches far ſurpaſſing all report which ſtrangers had gi- 
ven of it, and equal to that of the Jews themſelves. The flame not having y*t pierced 
into the inner part of the Temple, nor conſumed the Houſes and Roomes abour it, he 7/7 five 
deemed that as yer it might be preſerved ; wherefore himſelf went, and intreated rhe ward Temple, 
Souldiers to extinguiſh the fire, and commanded Liberalis, the Centurion of his Guard, 
to beat thoſe with a Trunchion that would not be obedient, and to drive them away. 
But their fury, and the hatred they bare againſt the Jews, rendred them deaf to Ceſars 
- commands, and regardleſs of puniſhment, many were carried on with the hope of ſome 
booty, thinking that all the Temple within was full of money, becauſe they ſaw the 
£ Gatcs covered with plates of Gold. Moreover, a certain Souldier, when Ceſar ſought 
' toquench the flame, fired the Poſts about the doors : and preſently the flame appearing 
within, Ceſar and the Captains departed out; and ſo every one ſtood looking upon it, 
and no man ſought to extinguiſh it, Thus the Temple was burnt againſt Titus his will. 
And although every man will judgeit a lamentable caſe, in ſuch a Building ſurpaſſing 
all that ever was ſeen or heard of, both for greatneſs, workmanſhip, coſtlineſs and plen- 
ty of all things ; yet in this we may. comfort our ſelves, that Providence had ſo deter- 
mined, For neither living Creatures, nor Places, nor Buildings, can avoid their Deſti- 
ny. One may alſo admire the exact »nd juſt revolution of rime, for it was now de- nw rathd o

Wy the Temple was thus conſumed with fire, whatſoever the Souldiers found 
there, they carried away, and put all to the Sword that were in it, which were 
an infinite number : they ſhewed pity neither to old age, nor infants : but old, young, 
Prieſts and common People, all were {ain without reſpe&,and all ſorts of perſons taſted ] 
the calamity of War, whether they reſiſted, or entreated for mercy. And now the 
flame increaſing grieved even thoſe that were yielding up the Ghoſt : and by reaſon of 
the height of the Hill, and the Building togerher, one would have thought the whole 
CT City had been on fire, Then a moſt lamentable cry was raiſed betwen the Roman Le- 
murthered Slons, and the Seditious now invironed with fire and ſword, and the people that were 
Jews. * taken in the higher part of the City,and had fled to the Romans, lamenting their calami- 
ty. They of the City anſwered the cryes and tears of thoſe in the Hill, and many, whoſe 
Eyes death by Famine had almoſt cloſed, took ſtrength a while ro bewail the Temple, 
which they now beheld on fire.

The Romans thought it in vain to ſpare the Buildings about the Temple, ſecing the 
Temple was already conſumed , and ſo they ſet fire on them all, the Porches, Galleries, 
and Gates ; two only excepted, one on the Eaſt-ſide, and the other on the South-fide ; 
both which afterwards they razed to the ground. They alſo put fire to the Treaſury, 
which was full of an incredible quantity of Riches, as well in money as in rich clothing, 
and other things of great price, and indeed all the Jews treaſures for the richeſt of the 
City had brought all their wealth thither. There came into the Porch that was jy 
left ſtanding, many Men, Women, and Children, to the number of fix thouſand : And 
Six \bouſn0" before Ceſar and the Captains determined any thing what ſhould be done with them, 
ſumed by fue. the Furious Souldiers fired the Porch wherein they were, and fo they all periſhed in the 
flames, ſave a few, who leaping down to avoid the fire, were ſlain in the fall ; ſo that not 
one eſcaped of all that multitude. A certain falſe Prophet was cauſe of their deatiis, 
who the ſame day preached in the City, and commanded them to go into the Temple, 
where he aſſured them they ſhould that day receive the effe&ts of Succour from God, 
Falſe prophets. for many falſe Prophets were then ſuborned by the Tyrants,to perſwade them to expect 
ſoornd Gods help, thereby to hinder them from flying to the Romans, and to cauſe the Souldiers 
to fight more valiautly to defend their City, Men eafily believe, and are credulous in N 
adverſity ; ſo that if any deceitful perſon promiſe deliverance out of Calamity, he that

CHAP. XII. Th 
How Titus was made Emperour : and of the Death of the Prieſts. 


* A Fter the Seditious were fled into the City, whilſt allthe Temple and places there K 
abour were ſtill on fire, the Romans placing their Engines over againſt the Eaſt- 
gate of the Temple, and there offering ſacrifice to God, with great ſhouts they declared 
Titus Emperor, The Romans got much Spoil and Booty, ſo that they fold Gold in Sy- 
714 tor half the value. And among thoſe Prieſts that kept on the Wall, a Child being 
thirſty, deſired drink ofthe Roman Watchmen, ſaying, that he was thirſty, They, pity- 
ing both his years and his need, gave him their hands that he ſhould have no harm, and 
then he came down-and drunk, and filled a bottle which he brought with him : and 
wien he had done, he ran up again to his fellows, and none of the watchmen were able to 
Thecraft of Overtake him z and they could only upbraid him with falſhood.

B Father cam? into your Country, not to puniſh you for your Revolt againſt Ceſtius, but by good 
counſel and gentleneſs to reduce you to goodorder, And whereas if he had come to deſtroy your 
Nation, he ought firſt to have cut down the very Root, to have come to this City and deſtroyed 
it with the Inhabitants : he rather choſe firſt to enter Galilee, and the places adjoyning, 
that inthe mean time you might repent you, and conſider of your Eſtate. But this his mercy 
towards you was held for cowaralineſs and weakneſs in him, and by our long-ſuffering you were 
emboldned againſt us : and when Nero was dead, you did as treacherous ſubjects are wont to

So this great multitude was aſſembled together from otherplaces,:and was there by the 
providence of God ſhut up as it were in a Priſon. Andthe City being filled with men 
+ of War, was belieged ; ſo that the number of thoſe that were ſlain ſurpaſled all that 
ever periſhed, either by any Plague ſent from God, or by the.magans of men 5 they were 
partly openly flain, partly taken by the Romans : who ſearching the Vaults, and open- The Romats 
ing the Sepulchres, ſpared none they met with. There alſo were found more than two feuding ute 
thouſand, whereof ſome flew themſelves with their own hands, others were kill'd by TR 00g 
others, the reſt periſhed by Famine. The ſtink ot dead bodies was ſo great, that much tteafure; 
E many minding to ſearch the foreſaid places, and being entred into them, were forced 
to retire : yet others for lucre ſake treading on the dead Carcaſes, ſearched the dead 
Bodies, if they could find any thing ; for great Riches were hid in the Vaults ; and 
covetouſneſs omitted no way to gain. | 


Moreover, many were taken out from thence, whom the Tyrants, who even in their Fobia and 57: 


extremity ceaſed not to tyrannize, kept Priſoners : yet God plagued them both ac- wo» appreheii: 


cording to their deſerts : for Johz being almoſt famiſhed with his Brechren in a Vault, > ola 
beſought the Romans to ſave his Life, And Simoz, having long ſtriven with neceſſity,as ; 
we ſhall hereafter relate, at laſt yielded himſelf, and was kept for the Triumph, but 
John was condewned to perpetual priſon.

Tos fee rites Hus was Fervſale: taken in the ſecond year of Veſpaſiax's Reign on the eighth day 
ſpoil.-d, was at of September, It had been formerly five times taken, and was now finally deſtroy- 
i ed, Firſt, Aſocheus King of A£gypt; after him, Antiochus, then Pompey and after 
. them, Herod with Soſias took the City, and yet deſtroyed it not : But before them Na- 
buchodonoſor King of Babyloz deſtroyed it, when he had enjoyed the ſame, a thouſand x 
three hundred.and threeſcore years, eight moneths and fix dayes after it was firſt built. 
He that firſt built it, was one of the Princes of the Camaanites, ſurnamed the Fuſt, by 
reaſon of his Piety, He firſt conſecrated this City to God, by building a Temple to 
him, and changed the Name Solyma, into that of Feruſalem : But David the King of 
the Jews having driven out the Canaazites, gave it to his own People to be inhabited : 
and after four bandred threeſcore and four years and three moneths, it was deſtroyed 
by the Baby/oniaps, From King David, who was the firſt Few that reigned there, till 
the time that T:##s deſtroyed ir, were a thouſand one hundred ſeventy and nine years ; 
and from the time that it was firſt erected, until it was by him deſtroyed, were two 
thouſand one hundred and ſeventy feven years: yet neither the Antiquity, nor Riches, 
nor the Fame thereof, now ſpreadall over the World, nor the Glory of Religion did any 
thing profit or hinder it from being deſtroyed, Such was the end of the Siege of Feruſa- 
lem, When there was none left to killy nor any thing remaining for the Souldiers to get 
to exerciſe their outrage againſt ( for they would have ſpared nothing that they could 
The Romans ſpoile ) Ceſar commanded them t& deſtroy the City and Temple, leaving only ſtand- 
o_ 2 here ing certain Towers, that were more'beautiful and ſtrong than the reſt, to wit,, Phaſelus, 
and the Tem- Zjppicos, and Mariammes and the Wall that was on the Weſt fide ; meaning there to 
Fs keep a Garriſon, and that they ſhould be Monuments of the Valour of the Romans, 
who had maftered a City ſo wall fortified as by theſe it appeared to have been. All 
the reſt of. the City they ſo-ptained, that thoſe who had not ſeen it before could not x 
believe that it had ever been inhabited. This was the cnd of their madneſs, who were 
alwayes.givento Sedition in:Feruſalem, 2 moſt beautiful City and famous amongſt all

1 A T the ſame time the Jews who liv'd at Ant:ocb were in great miſery 3 for 
the whole City was inciced againſt them, both for ſome new crimes laid to their 
charge, and for certain offences before committed 3 which neceſſarily I muſt recount 
before I proceed. The Nation of the Jews was mixed amongft almoſt all Nations of the 

' . World; and eſpecially amongſt the Sy7:ans, by reaſon of their vicinity ; and man 
uo} cuny * of them were at Anttochia, becauſe it wasa great City: and the Kings that ſucceeded 
termixed a- Antiochus permitted them freely to inhabit there, and to injoy allthe liberties of theCity. 
"ps ro FF For Anttochus, firnamed Epriphanes, deſtroyed Jerzſalem and ſacked the Temple ; but L 
World. his Succeffors reſtored all the Braſs veſſels that were taken from the Temple to the Jews, 
TY... uſed in their Synagogue at Artzoch, and permitted them to have the ſame liber- 
Tersin <9 Lies inthe City, that the Greeks enjoyed 3 and the other Kings alſo of latter times uſed 
och. them after the like ſort : ſo that cheir number greatly encreafed, and they enlarged

day 3 and he fo urged them hereto, that within ſhort time the ſeventh day was not

Fter Tzitus had received: Letters from his Father, that he was arrived in /taly, and The City of 
that all the Cities where he came welcomed him very joyfully, and that eſpecially #o-* enter- 
Rome had entertained him with great pomp and triumph, he was eaſed of the Care ſtan with ah 
he had before, and very joyful-for his Fathers welfare, and'good fortune. For all the NO 
people of 7taly reverenc'd'Yeſpaſian, though abſent, as though he had been preſent wich OP 
them, defiring to ſee his arrival, whoſe coming they: ſo heartily wiſhed for; The Se- 
nate, remembring what calamities had betaln the City in the change of Princes, deſi- 
red to receive their Emperour honorable for his old age, and martial renown, whoſe 
preſence alone would be to his ſubjeQs advantageand tatety. Aud the vulgar fort alſo 
croubled before with civil Wars, long expected his arrival, aff--ring the:n(elves thereby 
to have an end of their calamity, and ro recover again their wonted «fluence. Eſpe- 
cially he was expected by the Souldiers, who knowing his skill in martial aff-irs, by 
that which himſelf had already done, aud finding'their other .Emperours iguorant and 
upskilful, much wiſhed his coming g in hope thereby.co be delivered trom the dil- 
grace wherein they lived, and to be both honoured, .and preſerved trom danger. The 
Nobility ſeeing him ſo beloved of all men, could no longer wait his coming, but went The Romans

and raſh nature prone to fight having bur very little hope of ſucceſs, together with the 
hatred of the Romans, who they knew alone could by force bring them into ſubjection; 
and they were chiefly thereunto encouraged by the preſent opportunity. For ſeeing the 
Empire greatly afflicted with civil Wars, by reaſon of the often changing of Emperours, 
and knowing that all theWorld under their dominion was now in ſuſpence,the y thoughe 
that by reaſon of cheir troubles and Civil Wars, fit opportunity was offered them to re- 
cover their freedom ; and they were hereunto perſwaded by Caſſius and Gtilir, two 
of the moſt potent amonyſt them, who long betore deſired alteration, and now find- 
ing opportunity, ſhewed what minds they bare, Whereupon taking courage they 
made tryal what the common people thought of this point, and the greateſt part of 
them manifeſtly condeſcended hereunto, and perhaps the reſt were not unwilling, At 
this time, as it were by Gods providence, Yeſpaſian ſent Letters to Petilius Certalis 
( who before had been Governqur of Germany ) and declared him Conſul, command- 
ing him to go into 'Britain and take the Rule of the Country. He forthwith obey- 
ed Yeſþaſians cominand ': and heariog that the Germans had revolted, he went againſt 
them, they having now levied an Army , and gave them a great overthrow, kil- 
ling many of them, and forcing them to return to their obedience. to' the Romans, 
Notwithftanding , it he had not come. thither, not long after they had afluredly been 
puniſhed for their offence: For ſo ſoon as news of their Rebellion was brought to Rowe, 
(eſar Domitianus, Yeſpaſian s Son (who although very young underſtood matters of 
War beyond his age ) hearing of it, and being led by the courage which was heredi- 
tary to him, undertook the Expedition . to go and conquer them : The Barba- 
rians terrified with the report of his coming, ſubmitted ro him , thereby gainin 
this, that without bloodſhed they were brought under ſubjeCtion as before. Aud 
all things in Gali being:well diſpoſed of, ſo that it was not eafie for them, although 
they would, to rebel any more , Domzitian returned again to Rome, having gain'd 
great Credit to his Age and Country, 

At the ſame time alſo the Scythians rebelled; and aſſembling in great multicudes, 
paſſed over the River 1fer, and with great violence and cruelty coming unexpecteds 


ſlew many Roman Garifons, whom they found in firong holds : and Fonteius A- M 
grippa Lieutenant-General, who had been Conſul, meeting them, gave them Bat- 


cel, and was flain : which done, they went all over the Countries adjoyning, waſt- 
ing, robbing, and ſpoiling them, When Yeſpaſian heard thereof , and how Meſa 
was all waſted , he ſent Rubrius Gallus to chaſtiſe them z he having flain many 
of them in fight , forced the reſt to retire into their own Country, This Gene- 
ral having thus ended that War, provided to prevent them it hereafter they at- 
rempted the like 5 for he built far ftronger Forts than were before , ſo that the 
Enemy could no way paſs out of their own Country ; by which means the Wars in 
Maia were quickly ended.

77tus tarried'not The Praver 

at Antioch; but paſſed from thence to Zeugma towards Euphrates, where the Ambaſſa- fro orgy 

dors of Vologeſus Ring of the Parthians came ro him,and preſented him a Golden Crown ; Hong 

for his Conqueſt of the Jews : which he receiving, teaſted the Ambaſſadors, and ſo 

returned to Antiech,where the Senate and people beſought him to come into the Thea- 

te:,all the people being aſſembled chere expeCting him, and he accorded ſo to do : 

and again they beſought him ro expel the Jews our of their City ; but he anſwered, 

that their Country, whereunco he might have baniſhed chem, was now deſtroyed, and 

there was no place that would recive them. The Autiochians, ſeeing they could not 

obtain (heir firſt petition, requeſted another thing of him, to wit, that he would take 

away the Brazen Tables, wierein. were engraven the Jews priviledges, But Titus 

woul] not grant thatb ic leaving cheJews ia the ſameEtta.e he found then, he departed 

trom thence into Eyypt, And as in the:way he paſt by F-ruſalem,” comparing the de-

carried into /taly, in order-to uſe them in his triumph,' When he arcived at Rome, as pres pore 
he defired, the people were affe&ted towards him, as it he had been their Father, ard goodly Jews 
went out to ineet him, Yeſpaſian alſo honoured his Son Titus, meeting him in his own agar _ 
perſon wich great joy : all the Citizens likewiſe received him with exceeding joy, ſee- ſent unto 4r4- 
ing that now the Father and his two Sons were met, Within a few days after they pur- 7: 
poſed to make butone Triumph tor both, though the Senate had decreed to each a pe- 
culiac Trizmph for their valiant deeds ; and in the day prefixed for the ſame no man 
in all the Ciry remained ar home,b tr every one got a placeto ſtand in, that they might 
ſee the E nperours, leaving only Room between them for their paſſage, ' All the 
Souldiers b-%6-2 day-light with their Captains in the head of the Companies came and 
expeded the Emperour, nor at the Palace Gare, but near the Temple of 1/r, where 
the Emyerou:s thac night lodged : and - day break Yeſpaſian and [its came forth; 
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both crowned wich Lawrel, and in Purple Garments made after their Country faſhion ; px 


and they went to Ofavan's walks, where the Senate, Nobles and Roman Knights 


expeQed their coming, Before the Porch was raiſed a Tribunal, and in it were pla- 
ced Seats of Ivory, on which they aſcending ſat down, and preſently all the Souldiers 
with a loud voice ſhouted forth their praiſes, The Emperours were unarmed, and 


cloathed in Silk, and crowned with Lawrel, Ye{afian having received their praiſes, 


as they offer'd ſtill to ſpeak more in his commendations, he beckned with his hand, and 
made a ſign to them to be ſilent ; which done, he roſe up, and covering the greateſt 
part of his head with his Garment, he made the accuſtomed prayers and vows 3 and 
Titus alſo did the like, Then Yeſpaſtan ſpoke to them all in general, but in few words, 
and fo diſmiſſed the Souldiers to go to dinner, which,according to the cuſtome,the Em- [ 
perour was to provide for them:himſelt departed from them to the triumphantGate,ſo- 
called for that all Triumphs paſſed that way ; and after they had eat there, they put 
on triumphant Robes, and offered Sacrifices to the Gods, whoſe Images were placed by 
the Gate, and ſo went in triumph all alopg the places deſigned tor publick Shews, to the 
end that all people might have a better view of their magnificence, But the ſpectacles 
there exhibited, both for number, variety, and coſilineſs, cannot be deſcribed ſufh- 
ciently, being excellent in all things, which any man could deviſe, boch workmanſhip, 
Riches, Variety, and Novelty, For almoſt all things that ever were in any place a- 
mongſt men that lived in felicity, either Richor Glorious, and pleaſant to behold, all 
were that day ſhewed and ſeen in this Triumph, as a Teſtimony of the grandeur of x 
the Roman Empire. For there was {uch ftore of works of Gold, Silver, and Ivory, that 
one would not have deemedthem to have been made only for the pomp of that day, but 
to have been ſo plentiful,as it they had flowed all about the City : ſome carried fine Ta- 
peſtry made of all ſorts of Purplez8& curiouſly wrought with Pictures& Babylonian work; 
and there was ſo many Geins and precious Stones.ſome ſet in Crowns of Gold,ſfome in 0- 
ther works,that it appear'd that without reaſon we judged them to be rare and ſcarce. 
Moreover, thePiures of their Gods'were Carried with them, which were admirable both 
for greatneſs & workmanſhip,and all of precious matter. Moreover divers forts of living 
cieatureswere there to be ſeen,all adorned with ſome attire agreeing and alluding unto 
their nature, There was alſo an ivfivite multicude of men in PurpleGarments wrought x 
wichGold, who carried all thete things 3 and all thoſe that were deſigned to ſerve for this 
pomp, were attired in fuch Garments, than which nothing could be more Glorious, 
Even the Cap-ives were not without gorgeous attire; but the variety and beauty of the 
Garments made che Sadneſs of their countenances leſs remarkable, The Pageants, 
that were born io cheTri.imph,were of admirable bigneſs,fo chat the people tha: beheld 
them, wondred how it was poſlible that men ſhould carry them : tor many were built 
with three or four lofts one aboye another, ſurpaſſing all thac can be imagined for work 
and coſt ; ſome of them being hang d about with Tapeſtry of Gold ; and all things an- 
vexed unto them, whereon they were carried, were made of wrought Gold or lvory: 
Wherein was Curiouſly repreſented the manner of War,and ali Stratagems, and Arts of jg 
fighcing, that could be deviſed ; ſome in one part of tie Pageant, ſome in another, 
There might one have beheld moſt moſt ſertil and fortunate Countries deſtroyed 
whole Troops of Enemies ſlain, fome flying, others taken Priſoners 5 ſtrong and huge 
Walls battered down with Rams; Caſtles and Fortreſes deftroyed; great and populous 
Cities aſſaulted, and a whole Army entring the Breach; all places filled wich maſſacred 
men3 and how thoſe that were not able to fight, yielding themſelves, asked mercy 5 
the Temples ſet one fire 5 and after all elſe was waſted, the houſes thrown down upon 
their owners heads; and a River not flowing, as it was wont, into tilled places, and to 
ſerve for the uſe of Man and Cattel to drink, but carrying Streames of blood to quench 
part of the flames,which conſum'd the City to aſhes ; all which che Jews in their War 
endured. Theſe things were ſo artificially repreſented to the view of thoſe that had not 
ſeen them, as though they were now a-doing, Upon every Pageant ſtood the Gover- 
nour of the City, repreſenting the manner how it was taken, After all theſe followed 
many Ships: and in every place were carried the ſpoils taken in War : amongſt which 
thoſe that were taken in the Temple of Ferufalem were moſt remarkable : for there 
was a Golden Table weighing many Talents, and likewiſe a Golden Candelſtick, the 
uſe whereof was now not ſuch as we were wont to putit to ; for in the midſt of the 
ſtem thereof was fixed a Baſe, and our of it proceeded many ſmall branches, framed 
like a three-forked ſpear, every one beipg at the top made like a Lamp, which were 7 
io number, ſhewing che honour of tlie ſeventh day, which is called the Sabbath amongſt © 
the Jews.

How Herodium and Machzron were taken by Baſſus, 


{ Y#ſ/ar ſent Lucius Baſſus intoFudearo be Lieutenant General there, who receiving 
'D che Army of (erealts Vetilianus, took the Caſtle and Gartilon of Herodium by 
compoſition. After this, gatheripg together all his Troops wh.ch were diſperſed in 
divers places of the Country with the tenth Legion he purpoled to War againſt 
Matheron ; for he thought it neceſſary to deſtroy char Caſtle, leſt its ftre g:h might 
move many to rebel : for by ceaſon of the ficuation of the place, they chat werein ic 
had great affurance of fafery 3 and thoſe that ſought'to aſſa.lt ir, were in great 
danger: For it was built upon a Rock that was exceeding high, and which made 
it almoſt inexpuguable ; and nature had fo deviſed, that it was hard to cone to it 
being environed round about with Valleys of incredible depth and very difficule to 
aſs over : for that wich is on the Welt part is threeſcore Furlongs large, and endeth 
ar the Lake A/ſphaliztes 3 on which fide Macheron hath a very high Proſpect : and 
ic is environed on the North and South with Valleys of the like depth 3 whereby 
it is impoſflible to win the Caſtle ; but that Valley which is on the Ealt fide, 
is at leaſt a hundred Cubi:s deep, and endeth upon a Mountain near Macheron, 
Alexander King of the Jews ſeeing the Nature of the place, chere built a Caſtle, which 
afterward Gabtnins in the War againſt Ariſtobulus deſtroyed, But Herod when he 
was King, j:dged this place worthy to be fortified, as a Principal defence ,,,,,, ,,;.., 
apainſt the Neighbouring Arabians, For it was aptly ſituate upon a Moun- neth 2cache- 
tain , whence one might behold their borders.

Then one 
Ryſus all Atgyptian , one of the Roman Army, ſpying this opportuvi:y ran upon 
him fo ſuudenily, that he unawares took him all unarined as he was , 
and they upon the Walls ood amazed, whilſt Rufus led him into the Rowan Cawp, N 
Then che General of the Romans cauſed him to be led into a place, where they in 
the City night ſee him, and there to have all his Cloaths taken off, and to be 
whipp'd : the misfortune of this young man greatly diſcouraged the Jews , ſo 
thar all theCity was melted intoTears for the calamity of this one man. Baſſus ſeeing this

Ceſar, from the Romans, together with his Son Epiphanes ; that he had made a League with I 


the King of the Parthians ; and that therctore it was neceſſary to prevent them in time, 
leſt if they firſt began to revolt openly, they might trouble all the Romy Empire with 
War. Ceſar did not neglect this news, tor that the nearneſs of both the Kings Countries 
one to another ſcemed to require that they ſhould be quickly prevented : for Sawoſata 
the greatclt City of Crmagena s ſituate upon Euphrates,and ſo might both eafily reccive 
the Parthians, and be a ſtrong Hold for them ; and alſo there they might eaſily paſs 
over the River, Wherefore Veſpaſian ſent word to Petus, That he permitted him to do 
what he thought expedient : and he forthwith, Aptzochus thinking nothing, ſuddenly 
entred into Comagera with the fixth Legion, and certain other Companies of Foot,and 
ſome Troops of Horſe, accompanicd with Ariſfobrlus King of Chalcis, and Sohemns Kin 
of Emeſa, who came to aſſiſt him, They entred the Country without any fights tor 
4ntiachwis none of the inhabitants offered to reſiſt. Antiochus though ſurpriſed with this unexpe- 
rye Fog Ag cd news, yet did not ſo much as think of any War againſt the Romars ; but determined 
__ to leave the whole Kingdom in. that eſtate chat then it was in, and with his Wife and 
Children to depart trom thence, hoping hereby to clear himſclf ro the Romars, from 
that which they ſuſpected of him : and going almoſt a hundred and thirty furlongs from 
the City into a Plain,thcre heencamped. Petus ſent men to Samoſata to take it, as they 
eaſily did,and were left to keep the City, whilſt he with the reſt of the Souldiers purpoſe 
to go againſt Antiochus :* But the King, though by neceſſity urged thereto, yet would 
not fight 2gainſt the Romans ; but bewailing his misfortune,endured patiently all what- 
ſocycr : But his two Sons- being luſty ſtrong young men, and skiltull in martial affairs, 
could not eafily abſtain from fight in this their diſtreſs, Wherefore they had recourſe 
to their forces, and in a great fight that endured a whole day, they ſhewed their Valour, 
and came off with little loſs. Yet Aztzochus aiter this tight would not any longer abide 
TM his Country, but taking his Witc and Daughters he fled into Cilicia, and thereby 
cepart our of diſcouraged his Souldiers, who diſpairing to keep the Kingdom for him, revolted to the 
his Country; Romans. But Epiphanes and the reſt were forced to ſeck to ſave themſelves, before 
and Chilcn, ſuch time as they were left deſtitute, and ſo accompanied with ten Horſemen, they paſ-

Bf dying in Judza, Flavims Sylva ſucceeded in his place z who perceiving that all | 
the Country elſe were Conquered ſave one only Caſtle, he with all the forces he 
could make went againſt it. This Caſtle is called Maſſads. The Captain of the Sicari- 
ans, named Eleazar, who commanded in it, was a very ftrong and valiant man, of the 
Tribe of Fuaz, who petſwaded a great many Fews, as is beforeſaid, nor to enrol them- 


C ſelves when Cy7ex245 was Cenſor, and ſent to tax Fudea. For at that time the S7cari-

aus trad conſpired againſt thoſe that obeyed the Romans, and in all things uſed them 
like Enemies, taking and driving away their Goods, and firing their Houſes, affirming 
that they nothing differed from ſtrangers, who betrayed the libetty of their Country, 
rather than they would fight for it, and that they had rather they were on the Ro- 
»1ans de. But this was only an excuſe tohide their avarice and injurious dealing, as 
the proof made manifeſt ; for they themſelves revolted and bore Arms againſt the Ro- 
ans, and their enterpriſes againſt the Romans were worſe than the reſt ; and when 
their firft forged pretence was known and confuted, they taged more than before 
againft thoſe that upbraided them with ir. BH, | | 
For at that time'the Jews abounded with all manner of Iniquity,ſo that none was left The om , 
uncommitted, yea, though one endeavoured to invent ſome new Villanies, yet could he m_— 
deviſe none that was not then practiſed : All laboured with this malady, both in parti- fruitful in all 
cular, and in common ; and every one ſtrove with other to ſurpaſs his fellow in impiety = 
againſt God, and injuſtice towards his Neighbour. The mighty vexed the weaker ſort ; 
and the meaner ſort deſtroyed the Potentates, and took their riches away from them 
thoſe gaped after rule and dominion, theſe after miſchief. | 
The Sicarians were the firſt that were ſo cruel and injurious againſt their neighbours : 704» 61alz; 
for not provoked thereunto, either by deed or word, they flew and injured all men with- 
out cauſe; but in compariſon of Fohz they were very moderate. For he did not only 
fay all that counſelled that which was good and profitable, as his greateſt Enemies, 
eſpecially the Citizens ; but alſo he many wayes injured his Country, like one who 
impiouſly contemned God himſelf, For he did eat forbidden meats, and violated the 
purity of his Countries Cuſtomes : ſo that it was no wonder to ſee him obſerve no 
Juſtice nor fidelity towards men, who had now infringed the Laws of God. Again, what 
Villanies did Sim Gora leave undone 2 Or what injury did he abſtain ttom offering 
to their Bodies, who had choſen him for their Ruler 2 What did kindred and friendſhip 
then avail any man 2 Yea, it occaſioned them to be more cruelly uſed, and more ty- 
rannouſly butchered, than otherwiſe. For they thought it a pittiful offence to abuſe 
Strangers, but a glory to exerciſe cruelty upon their moſt familiar Friends: | 
The Idumeans were followers of this Ges who kill'd the high Prieſts; and lefc not a- The 74,mes# 
ny one of note in the City, by whom God might be honoured ; and induced all in- 
juſtice poſſible, wherein the Zealous excelled. For they committed all miſchief, leaving 51 zatus, 
nothing unattempted, that had eyer before that time been practiſed : yet they took their 
Name from thoſe that practiſe good and godlineſs; but in truth it was to mock and 
flout thoſe that did well (ſo ſavage and cruel was their nature ) orelſe accounting the 
greateſt impiety to be goodneſs, But their end was as they deſerved ; God puniſhed The end of the 
their impieties with his juſt vengeance : For even till the end of their lives, they cndu- Jews ae 
red all the miſeries that is poſſible for mans nature to abide, undergoing all ſorts of tor- jj;es.

OY This done, Sylva attempted the Caſtle ; wherein it was requiſite for him to uſe both 
of Mafa/s. Art and labour, by reaſon of the ſtrength of the Caſtle, which is thus ſituate. It is in- 
vironed round with a huge Rock very high on every {ide ; and the Valley underneathis 
ſo deep, that one can ſcarce ſee the bottom, all rocky and inacceſſible to all Animals; 
ſaving only that in two places there is a difficult paſſage to it, one from the Lake 4ſ- 
pap cd a Snake ; taking its name of the ſtraitneſs and crooked turnings ; for the Rock that 
cad the is eminent, ſeemeth as it were broken in ſander, and by little and little often returneth 
again into it ſelf, and is by degrees extended in length, ſo that he that gocth that. way, 
can make no haſt, but muſt ſtep with one toot firſt upon them, and the other upon ano- 
ther, and muſt ſtand upon one foot while he removeth the other, and he that falleth is 
ſure to be killed in the fall : for there is ſuch a hollow place on either ſide between the 
Rocks, that it is able to terrifie the boldeſt man alive. When one hath gone thirty 
furlongs by this way,one comes to the top ofthe Hill, which is nor ſteep, but hath a Plain 
upon it, Fonathan the high Pricſt was the firſt that built a Caſtle in this place, and called 
it Maſſada: and Herod aiter him beſtowed great labour and coſt in fortifying it, for he in- 
vitoned it with a Wall of ſeven furlongs Circuit, all of white ſtone, twelve Cubits high, 
and eight Cubits broad ; and placed in it twenty ſeven Towers that were fifty Cubits 
high,by which men paſſed into the houſes that were round about che Wall within.

fxrte: foil than ſoil than any ground elſe,ſo that if at any time they within theCaſtle wanted proviſion, 
pray: ,._. yet they might not be famiſhed, having this ground to furniſh them. He alſo built in 
"this place a Palace for himſelf, the way.to which was on the Weſt fide within the 
Caſtle wall , whoſe proſpect was towards the Notth ; and he invironed the ſame with a 
very ſtrong Wal), and in the Corners thereof he built four very firm Towers threeſcore 
Cubits high, and very ſumptuous within, having divers Rocmes, Galleries and Baths, 
ſupported in every place with Pillars, every one of which was one only ſtone : The 
Walls thereof were of ſolid ſtone of divers colours : and to every houſe, and in the top 
of the Hill, and round about the Palace, he hewed certain Ciſterns out of the Rock to 
hold water ; ſo that by this means water was as plentiful, as though they had had Foun- 
tains within the Caſtle, There was a way to the Caſtle under ground from the Kings 
Palace, which they that were without could not perceive; but the way above ground 
was inacceſſible ; tor as we have already ſaid, by the way on the Eaft fide no man could 
paſs, and as for that on the Weſt, it was ſtopt up with a Tower built in the ſtrait there- 
a To :"- Of diſtant athouſand Cubits from the Caſtle, by which ir was impoſlible to paſs ; and ir 
the welt-ſide, Was not eafic to get it by force; and the moreleiſurely one went, the greater was the

But not only F#udea was deſtroyed through the continuance of the War, 
but many of that Nation, though far diſtant from it, taſted of its troubles ; for it ſo fell 
I out, that afterwards many Jews periſhed in Egypt at Alexandria, Thoſe Sicarians 
who had eſcaped thither, were not content to be ſafe and free from danger, but there 
alſo they attempted alteration, and to recover their Liberty againſt the Romans eſteem- 
ing themſelves nothing inferiour to them, and that only God was their Lord, And 
{ome of the nobler race of the Jews, ſecking to withſtand this Enterprize, were by theſe 
_— ſlain 5 which was no ſooner done, but they incited the People to re- 
voit. | | 
The better ſort of the Jews ſeeing this,and that they could not repreſs them without 7"* Jevs at- 
danger,they aſſembled all the Jewstogether,and declared to them the temerity of theſe conſulr abut 
Sicarians, accuſing themas the Authors of all the miſery that had befallen the Jews, **<murtherers 
K and that if they thought it ſufficient to force them to fly, yet they were not certain of 
their lives ; becauſe the deſign being known to the Romans, they would puniſh them 
for it, though no partakers of their wickedneſs. Wherefore they admoniſhed the mul- 
titude to beware, leſt they drew themſelves into the ſame danger, wherein the S:carians 
were, and to provide for their own ſafety by delivering ſuch people to the Romans. 
The Jews were perſwaded by theſe ſpeeches : and foreſeeing the danger that might en- 
ſue, they furiouſly aſſaulted the Sicarians, and took of them fix hundred : and ſhortly 
after thoſe who fled into Egypt and Thebes were taken and brought back again ; whoſe 
hard-hearted obſtinacy was ſo great,that none can without admiration hear of it. For 
notwithſtanding that all torments and tortures,that could be deviſed, were inflicted up- Divers ſors of 
L them, only to force them to confeſs that Ceſar was their Lord ; yet not one of them ,Qmene and. 
would ſay ſo, or make any ſhew thereof ; but all perſevered in their former opinion, as «d onthem who 
though the Body tormented had been dead and not alive, Moreover, the incredible "oat vgy 
obſtinacy of their Children was moſt to be admired, for not one of them could be con- : 
ſtrained to call Ceſar Lord, So much did their Reſolution oyercome the Torments in- 
flicted upon their Bodies.

M CHAP. XXX. 
How the Temple of Onias at Alexandria was ſhut up. 


' A T That time Lupms was Governour of Alexandria, and with all ſpeed by Let- 
A ters gave Ceſar notice of theſe troubles, The Emperour, ſecingthat it was ne- 
ceſſary to beware of the Jews, who were naturally inclined to ſedition and unquietneſs, 
fearing alſo that they would once again gather themſelves together, and cauſe ſome to 
joyn with them,he commanded Lypxs to deſtroy the Temple, which they had in the City 
N O»4oz, which was built and ſo named upon this occaſion : Ozias the Son of Simon, one 0.;4 by Pro- 
' ofthe high Prieſts, being driven out of Feruſalem, when 4ntiochus King of Syria war- {oc conſent 
ed againſt the Jews, he came to Alexaxdris, and was courteouſly entertained by Prolo- ty and Temple 
7144s, who was then alſo Enemy to Artiochas, affirming, that he would draw into his i £27 
Country the People of the Jews, if he would agree to that which he required. The 
King according to all that could be granted, he requeſted him to permit him to build a 
Temple in ſome place of his Country, wherein he might worſhip God according to the 
cuſtom of their Country : for ſo the Jews would hate Antiochus the more, who had de- 
ſtroyed their Temple at Feruſalem, and be friendly to him z and many of them would 
flie to him ſor Religion's ſake. 
Ptolomens agreed ſo to do,'and gave him a piece of ground for that purpoſe a hun- - 
O dred and fourſcore furlongs from Memphis, in that place which was called the Coun- __ _-- 
_ tryof Heliopolis : where Onias building a Caftle, erefted alſo a Temple, not equal to po 
” MVP that 
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AL that of Feruſalem ; but yet with a Tower like that of Feruſalem, with very great ſtones, H 
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Wil! as. and threeſcore Cubits long ; and he built an Altar afrer the faſhion of that of his Coun- 
afier ihe N4-try, and adorned it with all manner of gifts (ſave only a Cancleſtick) which had in 
= i exd thereof a Lamp to give light, which he cauſed to be hung before the Altar in a 
LY VL golden Chain ; and he invironed all the Temple with a wall made of Brick, and the 
Gates he made of Stone; and the King qr to it great revenues of money and 
ground, to the intent that the Prieſts might have plenty of all things which they re- 
uired, 
. But Ozias did not this with a good Conſcience, but for that he was at variance with 
the Jews of Jeruſalem, who had forced him to flie : and he perſwaded himſelf that by 
the building of this Temple, he might withdraw all men from Feruſalem thither ; and 1 
of this there was a Prophecy nine hundred and ſeventy years before, and Iſazas had fore- 
told that a certain Jew ſhould build a Temple in Egypr. | 
Thus that Temple was built, and Lupus having received the Emperors Letters, 
L«pz; ſhuts went to the Temple,and taking away certain gifts from it,he (hut it up : and after him 
the Jes Oe, © £1775 WRO ſuceeded in his ſtead, left not one gift there ( for he threatned the Prieſts 
* if they did not bring forth all ) and permitted not any,that came thither to ſacrifice, to 
come near it ; but ſhutting up the Gate thereof, he left no fign of divine Service there ; 


and from the time it was built, till the time it was ſhut up, were three hundred thirty 
and three yeares, 


CHAP. XXXI, 


Of the Maſſacre of the Fews at Cyrene. 


H E Boldneſs of the Sicarians, like ſome infeftious diſeaſe, ſpread over all the L 
Towns about Cyrene, For one Fonathan a Weaver, anda wicked man, havin 
eſcaped, perſ[waded many ſimple people to follow him, and led them intothe Wilderneſs 
promiting to ſhew them ſigns and viſions, and ſo he deceived the fimpleſt ſort of rhe 
Apartof 5% Jews : but the nobleſt of them of Cyrere, underſtanding his deceit, gave Catmllus notice 
panions were Of his preparation and departure, who was then Governour of Lybia; who ſending 
_—_ _ ſome Horſe and Foot, eaſily ſurprized them being unarmed, and the moſt part of 
captive alive, them were ſlain; yet ſome were taken alive and brought to Cazullus, But their Leader 
and brovght  F0#atha# at that time eſcaped : yet being diligently laid and ſought for over all thoſe _ 
Countries, he was at laſt taken ; and being brought to Catullus, he ſought to delay his 
own punithment by offering an occaſion of Cruelty to Catullus : For he accuſed the M 
richeſt among the Jews to have-been his adviſers to this matcer. 
Catullus was glad of theſe accuſations, and exaggerated them very much with Tra- 
gical terms, ſo that he might have a pretext of War againſt the Jews, and not content 
Threethouland tg credit whatſoever was malicioufly ſpoken, be himſelt inſtructed the Sicariansto frame 
in -wog 7 ſcandalous accuſations - and commanding them to nominate one Alexander a Jew, 
whom he had long hated, *and his Wife Berxice,. he put them firſt of all to death ; and 
after them all that were rich, who amounted to the number of three thouſand. And 
this he thought he did without controul, 'becauſe he confiſcated their Poſſeſſions to 
Ceſar. 
4 5 abc - leſt any Jew living in any other place, [ſhould complain of his injuſtice, he ex- N 
fonts accuſed tended his malicious lies againſt others further off; and perſwaded Jonathan, and cer- 
by Jon«1-47- tain others that were raken with him, to accuſe the moſt cruſty and faithful Jews both 
at Rome and Alexandria : one of thoſe who were thus falſely accuſed was Joſeph, who 
wrote this Hiſtory, But this proceeding of Gatmllus had not ſuch ſucceſs as he hoped : 
tor he came to Rome, and brought Fonathaz and the reſt, bound with him, thinking that 
no more inquiry would be made of the falſe accuſations invented by himſelf. But 
Veſpafian, ſuſpe&ing the matter, made diligent inquiry to know the truth : and finding 
Tmithan ke. FOE{e crimes injuriouſly impoſed upon thoſe men, ar the interceſſion of Titus, he acquit- 
ing firſt bearen ted them, and puniſhed Foxathay according to his deſert ; who being firſt whipt, was 
bs burat ali'e: afterward burnt alive, O 
Catullus at that time, by reaſon of the mildneſs of the Emperour, had nothing ſaid 


to 
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A tohim : but not long after he tell into a grievous Diſeaſe, and was cruelly tormented (NAL:) 
not only in Body but alſo in mind. For he was greatly terri/icd, and continually Wort, T- 
imagined to ſee the Ghoſts of thoſe whom he had ſo unjuſtly ſlain ready to kill him ; fy 4" 1hexare- 
that he cried out, and not able to contain himſelf, leaptout of his Bcd,as though he kad 4 a6 
been tortured with torments and fire. Aud this Diſeaſe daily increating, his Guts and WW 
Bowels rotting, and iſſuing out of him, at laſt he died in this manner, leaving behind 
him an evident argument, that the Divine Juſtice puniſheth impious Malefators.,

cient than Homers Poem, which, as is moſt manifeſt, was compos'd fince the time of the ing a hong 
fiege of Troy. And yet it is reported,that he left no part of that his Poem in wricing,but 57,7, Poems 


that it was compoſed of divers Songs, and only ſung by roat; by which means it came 
to paſs, that there are ſo many contradictions in the ſame. 

And as for thoſe who have undertaken to write Hiſtories among them, I mean Cad- 
mus the Mileſian, and Acufilaus the Argive, and others, They lived but very little time 
before the paſſage of the Perſians into Greete. | 

Furthermore, they who among the Greeks were the firſt that introduced Philoſophy 
and the knowledge of Celeſtial and Divine things, namely Pherecydes the Syrian, Py- 
thagoras and Thales, all of them confeſs with one accord, that they were inſtructed by 
the Egyptians and Chalaees ; and they publiſhed ſome few writings,which are ſuppoſed 
to be the moſt ancient among the Greeks, and it is hardly believed alſo that they were 
written by them. What reaſon therefore have the Greeks to be ſo proud, as if there 
were none, but themſelves only, who knew the affaires of Antiquity, and could exactly 
write the truth thereof £ Or who cannot eaſily conjecture by their own Writers them- 
ſelves, that their Writings wete founded only upon hearſay and ſuppoſition, and that 
they followed only vain conjectures © Hence it commeth to paſs, that in their Books 
D they cavil and reprove one another, and make no conſcience to maintain and write con- 
tradictions about one and the ſame thing, 

But it may be ſaid, that I ſhould oblige my ſelf to a fruitleſs labour, if I ſhould 20 
about to inform thoſe who are better experienced than my ſelf; in how many points 
Helicanus differeth from Acuſilaus touching the Genealogies , in how many places Acu- 
ſilans hath corrected Herodotus, or how Ephorus hath proved that Helicauus was a liat 
in the greater part of that which he hath recited. Ephorus hath been reproved by Ti- 
ns; and in general; all have taxed Herodotus, Neither hath T:meus vouchſafed to 
accord with Aztiochas, or Philiſtus or Callias, in the Hiſtories of Sicily. Neither do 
thoſe, who have writ the Hiſtories of Athens and Argos, agree better together. 

What need I reckon up the differences amongſt thoſe, who in particular have treated 
of Cities, or of leſs matters , ſince in the Relation of the Perſfiaz War, and the ex- 


ploits performed therein, thoſe of greateſt authotiry are moſt ar odds  Thucydides is rhucydite 


accuſed by ſome for. a liar in divers places; notwithſtanding that he ſeemeth to have prom 
written the Hiſtory of his time moſt exa&tly. But the Cauſes of this diſcord are divers; his time. © | 


as they who ſhall narrowly pry into them ſhall find; For my own part,thoſe two which [Þ> oe peril 


ſhall here ſet down, in my opinion are of greateſt weight, the Jews; 


The firſt, andin my judgement the chiefeſt is, that amongſt the Greeks frotn the be- 
poong they have not been induſtrious to keep publick Regiſters of ſuch matters as 
appened in any time or place: which hath occafton'd them to erre;and given thoſe a pris 
viledge to lye, who afterwards went about to write any thing of ſuch matters as were 
acted long fince, Neither are only other People of Greece to be accuſed of negligence 
tor not making account of ſuch Regiſters; but amongſt the Athenians alſo ( who glo- 


ry in the antiquity of their Country, and who are moſt exerciſed in Sciences) there . 


is no mention of them. For it is ſaid, that the moſt ancient and publick Writings which 
they have are thoſe Capital Laws which were ſet down by their Law-maker Draco, who 
lived but a little time before Piſtratus the Tyrant. 

What need we ſpeak-of the A4rcadians, who vaunt themſelves of their Antiquity 2 
for who knows not;that they have learned the uſe of Letters long atter thoſe before men- 
tioned: Whereas therefore there was not any Writing publiſhed betore that time, which 
G might inftru& thoſe that would learn,or reprehend thoſe that diſguiſ'd the Truth : from 
thence iris, that ſo many differences have-happened among Hittorians, 
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A ſecond cauſe is, for that they, who addicted themſelves to compoſe Hiſtories, did H 
not buſte themſelves about the inquifition of the Truth ( notwithſtanding that all of 


<©rd, corded them ordinar ly promiſed no leſs ) but they laboured to ſhew how eloquent they were ,

and fixcd their whole ſtudy thereon, as the only means whereby they hoped to obtain 
reputation above others, | 

Some of them thercfore applyed their Stile to Fables ; others by flattering praiſes 
thought to curry favour with Kings and Cities. The reſt employed thei ſtudies to ac- 
caſc and calumniate the wotks of other Writers; in hope to build their own reputation 
upon the ruine of others, | | 

In eff-& they have followed that courſe in compoſing their Hiſtory, that was every 
way different from the true nature thereof, For the aſſured fign of a perfe& and true [ 
Hiſtory is, when all men accord in ſetting down the ſame thing : whereas theſe Wri- 
ters have endeavoured to make men believe that they were rhe trueſt of all the reſt, be- 
cauſe they contradicted them. We ought indeed to grant the Superiority to the Gre- 
ciazs in all that concerneth Eloquence and the Ornament of Language, but not in that 
which appertainerh to Antiquity or Truchof Hiſtory, and eſpecially in what concerneth 
the truth of ancient Hiſtory, and what hath paſſed in every Country. 

Wherefore as the Egyptians and Babylonians long ſince uſed all diligence in writing, 
becauſe their Pricſts were hereunto enjoyned, who did moſt curiouſly treat of all ſuch 
matters;the ſame alſo did the Chaldees amongſt the Babylonians,and the Phenicians alſo 
(inhabiting amongſt the Greeks) taught them to uſe Regiſters both concerning publick K 
and private affairs, which becauſe all men conteſs, I -w1i}l omit to ſpeak off. 

1 let paſs alſo to recount what care our Nation hath had of this point (no doubt great- 
er than thoſe Nations above mentioned had) charging our High Prieſts and Prophets 
to exccute this Office z which Cuſtom hath been obſerved even until this Ape, and (it I 
may preſume ſo far) will be obſerved in all ſucceeding Ages, as by my enſuing diſcourſe 
I will endeavour to make manifeſt. For our Nation did not only depute this Office to 
the moſt virtuous and religious men amongk them in the beginning,and to ſuch as were 
conſecrated to the Service of God; but they alſo provided to preſerve the Line and De- 
ſcent of Prieſts from all impurity, and from being intermingled with others. For no 


\ man amongſt us can be a Prieſt, who is not born of a Woman deſcended from the ſame I.

one regiſtred, from exerciſing any Prieſtly function, So that in the Writings of ſuch men,

Line. Neither in this caſe is any reſpe& made either of Riches or Honours : but the 
party who claimeth the dignity of Prieſthood, muſt by many Witneſſes prove his Gene- 
alogy, and that he is deſcended from Prieſts, 

This Cuſtom is not only of force in Fadea, but whereſoeyer elſe any of our Nation 
inhabit; as in Egypr and Babyloz, and in any vuther place, where continually the Prieſts 
in their Marriages have this reſpect, not to marry with any Woman that is not of their 
own Line; & they ſend to Fersſalem the Name and Pedigree of the Woman whom they 
have married, and all the Teſtimony hereof which they can deduce from her Anceſtors. 

Now if War moleſt our Nation ( as often it hath in the time of Aztiochws firnamed 
Epiphanes, of Pompey the Great, Duintilits V arus, and eſpecially in this our Age )then M 
thoſe Ptieſts who ſurvive, make new Genealogies and Pedigrees out of the ancient 
Regiſters for thoſe that remain of the Sacerdotal Race, And they marry none that have 
been Captives,for fear they may have had commerce with ſtrangers, What more evident 
roken can there be of the Prieſts integrity,than that every Pricſt during the revolution of 
two thouſand years isRegiſtred together with theNames of their Fathers? and if any one 
doerreor talfify any of the things before-ſaid, he is then interdicted from the Altar,and

otbeir Earhers Muſt of neceſſity be true and as they ought to be ; for that neicher all men are permit-

nor yet any diſſonance and diſagreement is found in their Wrirings, For 
ſuch things as paſt in ancient times beyond the memory of men, were only written by N 
our Prophets, who had the knowledge thereof by inſpiration from God himſelf : bur 
other things of latter time are only recorded by thoſe who lived in the Age, wherein the 
things they writ of were done. 

The Books amonglt us, containing the Hiſtories of all Ages, are neither infinite, nor

Five of theſe Books were written by Moſes, comprehending Genealogies, and the be- 
ginning of mankind, with ſuch notable events as hapned even fronrthe beginning of the 
«World til his death; which is little leſs than three thouſand years. 
After the death of Moſes, till the time wherein Artaxerxes lived, who was King of the 0 
Perſians, and Son to Nerxes,:very one of the Prophets of our Nation wrote the F_ 
| 0 
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A of his time wherein be lived, ſo that of theſe mens Writings we have thirteen Books : 

the four other Books, which make up the Number already mentioned, are known to 

contain holy Hymns made to the praiſe of God, and wholſome Precepts for mans life 

and converſation, All things which from Artaxerxes until our time have hapned, are 

alſo ſer down in writing : yet the Books wherein they are regiſtred, do not deſerve ſo 

much credit as the former of ancient times, for that there was no certain ſucceſſion of 

Prophets in that Age, Moreover, it is evident, that to the former works, we give as 

oreat credit as to things which we our ſelves write ; and notwithiianding they have 

been ſo long written, yet in all that time no man durſt preſume either to alter or to blot 

out any thing therein contained, For all Jews even from their Cradle do believe theſe 
B Books to be ſacred and divine, and theretore give all credit poſſible unto them , yea, 

and would willingly ſuffer death, rather than do the contrary. | 

Many Captives of our Nation have been cruelly tormented, and divers ways put 

to death in open Theaters, only for that they would not commit any thing either in The Fews and 

word or deed againlt their Laws, nor violate the writings of their fore-fathers. Now (ooired wo- 

who amongſt the Greeks did ever ſuſtain the like £ Nay, they are to far from doing it, gether- 

that none can be. found among them, who would ſuffer any loſs in his goods or fortunes, 

to preſerve all the writungs of their Nation from deſtruction : and the reaſon hereof is, 

becauſe every one eſteemeth the verity of their Hiſtories to depend upon the will of the 

Writer, And this they do alſo concerning their moſt ancient Hiſtorians; and not 
C without cauſe: for they every day ſee men of their own times writing Hiſtories of mat- 

ters long before paſt in former ages, wherein neither themſelves were preſent, neither Someothers 

yet do they vouchſafe to credic the writings of ſuch as were then eye-witnefles f.jv was of 
thereof; yea, ſome among them have divulged Hiſtories of ſuch things, as of late be- the Jew-- 
fel our Nation,when themſelves never have been in the place where ſuch matters paſt as 
they writ of, nor have lived in any neighbour place, where they might have probable 
report how matters paſt, but only compiling a few broken ſtories, they moſt impudent- 
ly arrogate to their patchr ſtuff the name ofa Hiſtory. 

I my ſelf have compoſed a'moſt true Hiſtory ot. the laſt War, and ofevery particular F/#% was | 
thing there done, as well 1 might, having been preſent in all thoſe affairs, For I was the Wars Fo 
Captain of the Gali/eazs amongſt our Nation, ſo long as any refiftance could be made F*»* 
againſt the Rowans: and rhen it ſo tell out, that I was taken by the Romaxs, and being 
Priſoner to Titus and Feſpafian, they cauſed me to be an eye-witneſs of all things that 
paſt, Firſt, -In bonds and frecters, and afterward freed from them, I was broughc from 
Alexandria with Titus, when he went to the Seige of Feruſalemm, So that nothing could 
then paſs whereof I had not notice, For beholding the Rowan Army, I committed to 
writing all things with all poſſible diligence, My jelt did only manage all matters diſ- 
cloſed to the Kowans by ſuch as yielded themſelves, for that I only did perfely under- > - angie on 
Rand them. Laſtly, Being at Rowe, and having leiſure, after all buſineſs was paſt, F nou re ” 
uſed the help of ſome Friends (tor the skill of the Greek tongue) and ſo I publithed a being at ome. 
E Hiſtory of all that had hapned in the foreſaid War : which Hiſtory of mine is ſo true, 

that I tear not ro call Veſpaſfax and Titus the chief Commanders in that War to witneſs 

for them, T firſt gave a Copy of that Book to them, and afterwards to many noble 

Romans, who alſo were preſent in the War. I fold alſo many ot them to our own Na- 

tion, to ſuch as underſtood the Greek language, amongſt whom were Fulius, Archelaus, 

Herd, a Man of great vertue, and to the moſt worthy King Agrippa, who all do teſti g_., 

fy, that my Hiſtory containeth nothing but truth, and who would not have been filent, gate from F«- 

if either for ignorance or flattery I had changed or omitted any particular, Yet not-/*2** Hiltery- 

withſtanding allthis, ſome ill diſpoſed Perſons endeavour to diſcredit my Hiſtory, as 

though they were diſpyting pro and coxtra amongſt children in ſchools, never conſidering 
F that he who promiſeth other men a rrue Relation of things paſt, muſt either be privy to 

them by his own knowledg, as having been preſent in the affairs, orelſe have that 
which he ſpeaketh from other mens mouths, by report of thoſe who know them: both 
which I have done. Por I gathered my other Books of Antiquity out of holy Scrip- 

rure, being my ſelf a Prieſt, and skilful in our Law; and the Hiſtory of our War I 

have written, my ſelf being an Agent in many matters therein contained, and an eye- 

wirneſs of the reſt ; ſo that nothing was ſaid or done whereof Ihad not notice, How 

then can any one excuſe them from impudency and malice, who labour againſt me to 

prove my Relation falſe 2 Perhaps they alledge, that they have read the Commentaries 

of Veſpafian and Titus, yet tor all this, they were not preſent in any action, repug- 

G nant to that, which my Hiſtory recounteth,. 


: Thus 
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Thus (as I chought neceſſary) I have made a digrefſion, to ſhew how they are able to H 
pcrtorm their word, who diſcrediting my Hiſtory, promiſe to ſet down the truth in 
wilting, I have alſo ſufficiently (as I think) demonſtrated, that the regiſtring of things 
1S more ancient amongſt other Nations, than amongſt the Greeks, I will now firſt of 
all diſpute againſt thoſe, who labour to prove our Nation of no Antiquity, becauſe (as 

Two things they ſay) no Greek Writer maketh any mention of it, This done,I will bring forth proof 
wm NY” and teſtmony of the Antiquity thereof out of other Writers ; and ſo I will ſhew that 
their malice, who ſcek to diſcredit our Nation. Firſt therefore, our Nation neither 
inhabitech a Country bordering upon the Sea, nor are wedelighted in merchandiſe, 
The Tews care 1 for this cauſe wearied with pilgrimages from place to place. But our Cities lye far 
to bring up from the Sea, in a moſt fertile ſoil, which we cultivate with all induſtry; and our L 
their Cnaren. whole endeavours are how to get food for our Children, and to keep our country Laws, 
Few: had no andto leave to our poſterity the know] of Piety z in which work we think all our 
need to nt Age ought tobe employed. Beſide all this, we have a form of living, different from 
Greciane, All other Nations, All which concurring together, we had no need to traffick with 
the Greeks, as the Egyptians and the Phenicians do, who give themſelves to bargaining 
and merchandiſe only for the covetouſneſs of money, Neither were our Anceſtors 
delighted in thefts and robberies , nor did our Fathers make war upon any Nation, for 
deſire of larger poſſeſſions : notwithſtanding our Country was furniſhed with many 
thouſands of ſtrong warlike men, Wheretore the Phenicians ſailing to the Greeks to 
traffick with them, they were thus made known to them ; and by them the Egyptians, K 
and all other Nations, ſailing upon the Seas, brought Merchandiſe into Greece. The 
Medes alſo and Perſianswere known to them, after ſuch time as they reigned over 
Aſia, and the Perſians brought war even into Europe. 

Moreover, the Greeks knew the Thracians, becauſe they were their Neighbours ; 
and the Scythians, by ſailing to Poxtus ; and finally, all that were diſpoſed to write, 
knew all the Nations bordering either upon the Eaſtern and Weſtern Seas ; but ſuch 
as dwelt far from the Sea-coaſt, were long time unknown ; as alſo appears in Europe : 
For neither Thucidides nor Herodotus, nor any other of that time, make any mention 
of Rome ; notwithſtanding that ſo long ſince it was mighty, and made ſo great Wars : 

The Romans becauſe it was but lately that the Greeks heard of it, Yea, their moſt exa&t Writers, L 
were late'y je and Particularly Ephorus, were ſo ignorant of the French and Spaniards, that they 
Greets, thought the Spamraras to be a People only denominated from one City, wherein they 
Certain Ti- inhabited 5 whereas the whole World now knoweth them to inhabit a vaſt Country, 
report $p44nro and 2 great part of the Weſtern World, Likewiſe the ſaid Greek Writers relate the 
ec only on? manners of the foreſaid People to be ſuch, as neither are, nor were ever uſed among 
x them. And the only cauſe why they were ignorant of the Truth, was the diſtance of 
place; and theſe Writers would ſeem to tell ſomething, which others of former time 
had not ſpoken of. No marvel therefore though our —_ was unknown, and none 
of them in their Writings made any mention of us, being both ſo far from the Sea, and 

living after a different manner. M 

Suppoſe therefore I ſhould deny the Greeks to be of any antiquity ; and to prove my 

aſſertion ſhould conclude their Nation to be modern, becauſe our Hiſtories make no 
Arcuments to PEntion of them; would they not laugh at this reaſon, and uſe the Teſtimony of their 
ove the Neighbour Nations to proye their Antiquity £ 1I therefore may argue in like manner, 
Few: of more and uſe the Teſtimony of the Egyptians and Phenicians, whoſe Record the Greeks can- 
the Greets, not deny. For all the Egyprians in general are our Enemies ; and among the Phe- 
nicians they eſpecially ot Tyre ; which I cannot juſtly ſay ofthe Chaldees, who having 
been Princes over our Nation, and becauſe of their affinity and alliance with our 
Countrymen, have in their Chronicles made mention of the Fews, When I have 
proved what I now aver, and refeld the flanderous reports againſt us, I will then alſo N 
ſhew who amongſt the Gyeeks have ſpoken of us, that ſo the Greeks may alſo be deprived 
of this ſhift andrefuge, to excuſe their malicious lies falfly forged againſt our Nation. 
And firſt of all I will begin with the Writings of the Egyprians, who, as they well know, 
Manethon an . : wiper. : 
Ee1n4s do nothing at all favour us. Mayxethon, an Egyptian born, skilful in the Greek tongue, 
Writer , as by his Works appears (for he yrit in Greek) compiling a Hiſtory of the Cuſtoms and 
Religion of his tore-Fathers, colle&ted (as himſelf reporteth) out of the Egyptian holy 
Writings, often reprehendeth Herodotus of falſhood, through ignorance inthe affairs 
of the Egyptians, This Mazethon, in his ſecond Book of the Egyptian Cuſtoms, ſaith 
thus (I will ſet down his own Words, becaufe I uſe them as a witneſs, ) We have 4 
King (ſaith he) named Timzus , inwhoſe Reign God being angry with us, contrary to all (y 
expeitation, an obſcure People took courage, came from the Ea, and pitching their Tents 
in 
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A in our Country, over-ran it, and nm man refiſted them; and committing our Princes to 
bonds, they burnt our Cities, and deſtroyed the Temples of our gods, and behaved themſelves 
moſt cruelly agarnſt the Inhabitans, kulliag many of them, and making Slaves of the reſt, 
with their Wrues and Children : Finally, they choſe a King of their own, and gave him the 
Government of our Country; his Name was Saltis, who coming to Memphis made the 


higher and lower Provinces Tributaries, leaving Garriſons in the ſtrong holas, aud ſortif5-: 


ing certain places inthe Faſt: And weighing with himſelf that the Aſſyrians were more potent 
than he, and would in probability invade his Country, he found out in this Province an an- 
cient City called Saite fit for his purpoſe, as being ſcttuate on the Eaſt fide of the River Bu- 
baſtis, which by an ancient Divine was called Avaris ; he repaired this City, compaſſed it 

B with vaſt Walls, and put a Gariſon in it of two hundred thouſand armed men, vSaltis 
made this incurſion in harveſt time, 10 the intent that he might both pay his Souldiers, and 
be a terrour unto other people, and after he had reigued nineteen years, he dicd, 

After him ſucceeded another King called Beoz, who reigned four and forty years : 
next ro him Aphinas, who reighned thirty fix years and ſeven months : then Aphoſer, 
who reigned threeſcore and one years : and then laxdas, who reigned fifty years and 
one month : after them alſo reigned A!fis nine and forty years and two months , and 
theſe ſix were the firſt Kings amongſt them, ever deſtroying and warring upon the E-

gyptians, and labouring to extinguiſh their race, This Nation was called Hizſos, which Avg $95; 


Hgnitieth Kings ſhepherds: For Hzc in the ſacred Tongue, ſignifieth a King, and Svs 
C a Shepherd or ſhepherds, according to the common ſpeech, and Hicſos is a compound 
word, Some fay thele People were Arabians: but in other Copies I find that Hzrcſos 
is not interpreted Kings ſhepherds, but ſhepherds that were Caprives: For Hic, and 
Hac alſo when it is pronounced, doth in the Egyptian tongue lignify a Captive ; and 
this latter expoſition ſeemeth to me to be the trueſt, for it is more agreeable with the 
Hiſtory, Wherefore Maxethon reporteth theſe ſorclaid Kings and Shepherds to have 
ruled Egypt five hundred and eleven years : and aiter theſe the King of Thebes, and the 
King of the Refdue of Egypt, uniting their forces, invaded the ſaid Shepherds, had 
preat and long Wars with them, and that the ſaid Shepherds were overcome by the King 
 Alisfragumthoſis ;chat then they loſt all Egypr which had been in their power, 8 that they 
D were ſhut up in a place called 4varus containing ten thouſand acres of ground, which, 
as Manethon reporteth, theſe Shepherds enviropved round about with a huge Wall, to 
the end that their whole Proviſion might be within their Fortifications, and the prey, 
which they got, ina condition to be defended. That Themeſis Son of the ſaid Alisfra- 
gumthoſis endeavoured by forceto ſubdue them, and for this cauſe beſieged them with 
tour hundred and 80000 men: That atlaſt deſpairing to take them by force, he ca- 
pitulated with them that they ſhould ſately depart out of Egypr whither they would ; 
and that rhey upon theſe Conditions together with all their Families and Goods, and 
Cattel, departed out of Epgypr into the Wilderneſs, and fo into Syria, being in num- 
ber two hundred and forty thouſand, and that fearing the puiſſance of the Aſſyrians, 
E whoat that timereigned in Afia, they builded a City in the Country now called Jadea, 
which they made fo large, that itmight receive them all, and this City they called 
Feruſalem, Further, the ſaid Manethon in another Book of the Egyptian Afﬀairs 
ſaith, That 3x the holy Writings , he finaeth the fereſaid Shepherds called Captives, where- 
in he ſaith true. For our Anceſtors were wont to feed cattel, and ſo leading a paſto- 
ral life, were called Shepherds, neither are they unjuſtly called Captives : For ous fore- 
Father Joſeph told the King of Egypt that he was a Captive ; and long time after called 
his Brethren into Egypr by the Kings Command ; but we will hereafter examin this 
point more ſtraitly : I will now cite the Teſtimony of the Egyptians concerning this 
point. , and relate the words of Marethoz touching the time whea this befel, who ſaich 

F as followeth, 

After that the Nation of Shepherds were departed out of Egypt unto Feruſalem, King 
Themofis who drave them out of the Land, reigned twenty five years aud four months; 
and then died: And his Son Chebroz ſucceeded him, who reigned rhirte-n years, and 
after him Amernophis twenty years and ſeven months, next, his Siſter Amcſſes one and 
twenty years and nine months, then reigned Mephios.twelve years andnine months, 
and Mephamuthoſis ewenty five years and ten months, Thewofis nine years and eight 
months, Amerophis thirty years and ten months, Orus thirty fix years and five months;

-+»:4 Go. ther Armais, inveſting him with ſoveraign Authority, only he forbad him to wear the 
«nr Crown, and to oppre!s the Queen who was Mother to his Children, commanding him 
; alſo to abſtain from his Concubines. After which Serhoſis himſelt went to Cyprus and 
Phenicia againſt the Aſſyrians and Medes, and ſubdued them, partly by the ſword, 

partly by the fear of his power and greatneſs : and being tranſported with his ſucceſs, 

he advanced againſt the Eaſtern Country, and deſtroyed with fire and ſword the Cities 

and Provinces of that place: and ſpending much time in theſe Wars, his brother Ar- 

mais whom he left in Feypt,did without tear commit all that he forbad himto do: for he 

oppreſſed the Queen violently,and daily lay withthe reſt ot che Kings Concubines, and I 

being counſelled by his friends he put a Crown upon his head, and rebelled againſt his 
Brothei:of which he who was then Chief of the Egyptians holyCuſtoms,ſentLetters unto 

9thoſis, containing all that had happened, and how 4z»2ais had rebelled againſt him : 

Wherevpon: Thar S$zthofis returning to Peluſia, recovered his own Kingdom, and by his name it was

Thus tar Mazerhop ; from whom it is evident by computation of the foreſaid times, 
that our Nation was delivered out of Ezype three hundred ninexy and three years be- 
fore Dazans. and inhabited this Country of Fadea ſo long before Danars came unto 
Argos : notwithſtanding the Inhabitants of Argos boaſt their City is moſt ancient. K 
Mmethen  Wheretore Maxcthoz recountcth two things for us out of the Egyptian letters : firſt, 
——_— That we'came from another place to them, afterwards went out of their Country again, 
ino 7g4;e andthatſo long ago, as it was almoſt a thouſand years before the Trojay Wars. Touch- 
ve: engh ing choſe things which Mancrhor profeſſeth himſelf to have gathered elſewhere than 
; out of the Writings of the Egyptians, who wrote down whatever was reported, I will 
thew, with how little reaſon they are alleadged. For I will once again leave theſe, 
and refer to the teſtimony of the Phexicians concerning our Nation. The Tyrians there- 
fore have Chronicles of very great Antiquity, which they have kept withall dilligence, 
concerning that which hath been done among them, and indeed they are worthy of me- 
mory. 
$:lexe buils Amongſt theſe Records it is written, That King So/omon built a Temple at Feruſalem, 
a temple in a hundred fourty three years and cight moneths betore the Tyriams erected Carthage. So

as alſo he did in many things elſe ; and even until this day, many of the Epittles ſent 
one to another arc kept among the Tyrianus, But not depending wholly upon the 
Authority of the Tyriazs, I will prove by the Teſtimony of Dizs (a man who by 
common conſent hath faithfully written the Phexician Hiſtory ) who writeth as fol- 
loweth, | | 
After the death of Abibalus, Hircanus his ſon reigned in his ſtead, who encreaſed the 
number of his Eaſtern Cities, and inlarged Fernſalem ; he alſo joyned the Temple of 
Jupiter Olympins, ſcituate in an Iſland, unto it ( filling up the water with Earth ) and 
adorned it with gold, 
Afﬀeer this aſceading into Libanus,he cut down the Wood to build Temples ; and the N 
King of Feruſalens named Solomon ſent unto him certain Riddles to be expounded, and 
he again the like unto him, covenanting together, that he who could not tell the meaning 
of one anothers Riddles, ſhould pay unto the other a ſum of money, and that Hircarnus, 
confeſſing he could not expound Solomons Riddles, did pay unto him much mo- 
ney. 
Laſtly, that one Abdemonns a Tyrian did expound the ſaid Riddles, and writ more 
unto Solomon, which if Solomon could not interpret, he ſhould pay unto Hrcanns a 
ſun of money ; and this teſtimony Dzas beareth us concerning the forcſaid matter.

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A Hyramus, ſaith thus of him , Abibalus dying there ſucceeded in the KR :gdom his Son FOR 

Hyramus, who lived 34 years : and this King with a Rampire comjoyucd Furichorns, | in 
and erected there a Pillar of Gold in Fupiters Temple, and wenc into the Woods, 
and cut down the Cedars of Libanus to make coverings tor the Temples ; with which 
( pulling down the old ) he erefted new, and dedicated Temples to ' FZercules and 4/- 
tartus 3 Bit that to Hercules in the Month of Peritius, and the other to Ajtar!ius,when he 
with an Army went againſt the Tyrians,who pai'd him no tribute,aud when he had ſub- 
dued them, he returned again. 

At this time lived Abdemonus a ſervant unto the King, whoſe buſineſs it was to ex- 
pound the parables, which King Soloxzon of F:ruſalem ſent unto King Hyramus : and 
how long it was from this Kings time till the building of Carthage, we may thus calcu- 
late. Aﬀter the death of Hyramws, his Son Beleaſtartus ſucceeded him, lived forty 
and three years, and reigned ſeven : after him his Son Abdaſtartus, who lived twenty 
years, and reigned nine ; but this King was treacherouſly flain by the four Sons of 
his Nurſe, the eldeſt of which reigned twelve years. Next ſucceeded A/tartus the 
Son of Beleaftartus, who lived fifty and four years, and reigned twelve : after him his 
Brother Aſtarimus, who lived fifcy and four years, and Governed nine: then he was 
flain of his brother Phelletes, who reigned eight months, and lived filty years, and 
was flain by a Prieft of 4Farta named /thobalus, who lived threeſcore and eight, and 
reigned thirty two years : he was ſucceeded by his Son Badezorus, who lived torty five 
C years, and reigned fix years : to him ſucceeded his Son Mettinns, wio lived 
thirty two years, and reigned nine: After him P:gmalion who lived fifcy fix years, and 
reigned forty : in the ſeventh year of whoſe reign, his Siſter Dido builded a City in Carrhge built 
Africa, and named it Carthage : fo that from the time of King Hyramus unto the build- po 2 4 
ing of Carthape, is by this computation a hundred fifty five years, and two Months ; tows Siler. 
and for as much as the Temple of Feruſalem was builc in the twelth year of Hyramus 
his reign, the compuration of the tive fince that year until the building of (artbage, is 
a hundred forty three years and eight Monhts. What need we more beſide this te- 
ſtimony of the Phoenicians ? The truth is now ſufficiently made manifeſt ; for our An- 
ceſtors muſt needs have come into this Country we inhabit before ſuch time as they 
D built a Templein ir, as I have alſo proy'd in my Books of Antiquity, colle&ed our of 
our Holy Scripture. 

I will now ſpeak of that which the Chaldees writ of us ip their Hiſtories, which do zi. 
much agree in all other Matters with thoſe of our Nation, And firſt let Berofus be my Noricgrapher 
witneſs who was a Chaldean born, a man famous and known unto all that loyelearning, * 
for he in the Greek tongue wiit Aftronomy,and the Philoſophy of the Chaldeans. Bero- 
ſus imitating the moſt ancientHiſtories writeth of theDeluge, & how mankind was there- 
in extinguiſhed, and he in all things imitateth Moſes. He alſo ſpeaketh of che Ark 
wherein our forefather was preſerved, and affirmeth that it was carried into the tops 
of the Mountains in Armenta : after this he proſecuteth the Genealogy of all that reign- 
ed from Noe, until Nabulaſſarus King of the Babylonians and Chaldeans, He hke- wtf eras 
wiſe ſetteth down how long every one —_— and in proſecuting the deeds of this TOES Netw 
King, herecounteh how he ſeat his Son Nabuchodoneſor into Egypt, & our Country with the "cunt.

F ſelf not being able to rake ſuch pains, commitred his Afﬀairs unto his his Son Nabacho- 

donofor, gave him a part of his Army ( for that he was in the flower of his age ) and 

ſent him againſt him : Nabuchodonoſor fighting with the ſaid Subſtitute, overthrew 

him, and ſubdued the Country which ot old belonged unto them, and at the ſame 

time his Father Nabulaſſarus fell ſick in Babylon, and died, having Reigned twenty Ne =», 
nine years, But Nabuchodonoſor long afcer underſtanding his Fathers death, diſpoſed'iavis pac. - 
of Epypt and other Provinces as he thought good, and taking the Captives of Fudea, Kingdom.

did not build This he relateth of the forementioned King, and many things more in his Book of 
B44. the affairs of the Chaldeans, wherein he reproveth the Greek Writers,who fally affirme 
that Sem:rams the Aſſyrian Queen built Babylon, and that they falſly report thoſe 
wondertul works about Babylon to have been by her made and finiſhed, We muſt 
needs think,that the Chaldean Hiſtory is true, ſeeing it agreeth with that of the Phoe- 
nicians, which Beroſus writ of hy King of Babylon, who ſubverted both Phenicia and x 
all Syria : with them alſo accordeth Phzloſtratus in his Hiſtory of the fiege of Tyria ; 

: and Megaſtbenes alſo in his fourth Book of the affairs of India; where he laboureth to 
_ prove, that the ſaid King excelled Hercules in ſtrength and valour, affirming that he 
led Hercvles ſubdued the greateſt part of Africk and Spain, and that the 'Temple of Fernſalem was 
in firerg!n burnt by the Babylonians, and again re-edified by Cyrus 5 and we may prove it out of 
Lorous deeds Beroſus, WHO in his third book faith as followeth : Nabuchodoneſor, having begun the 

third Wall, fell fick and died, when he had reigned forty three years, and his Son 
Evelmeradochus ſucceed him, who for his iniquity and licenciouſneſs was treacherouſly 

ſlain by his Siſters Husband, named Nirzgliſſoroor, after he had reigned two years. 

He being dead, the Traytor Nzr:gliſſoroor ulurped the Kingdom, and reigned four years, L 

whoſe Son then a child was made King, called by vrame Laboroſardochus, and heteign- 

ed nine months 3 who for corruptneſs of his manners was flain by his own Friends :

ſuch as believe the Writings of other Nations of little or no Authority, and will give 
credit to nothing but what is tranſmitted from the Greeks, 1 ſhall produce Teitimony 
from ſuch of them as have been acquainted, and writ of our Laws. 

Pythagoras, a Samian born (a perſon of great Antiquity and Reputation above the 
reſt of the Philoſophers for Wiſdom and Holineſs of Lite ) was not only converſant in 
our Laws, but obſerved them in many things, as is teſtified particularly by Hermippns 
an eminent and exact Hiſtorian, who in his firſt Book of Pythaporas gives us an account, je,inmines; 
That a Crotonian called Calliphon (a great friend of Pythagoras) being dead, his Soul ac- ng _ 
companied Pythagoras night and day, inculcating and purſuing him wich Inſtructions, p,;hag5ra:. 
and among the reſt, That he would be careful how he paſſed by a place where his Afs 
had ſtumbled ; Thar he would drink none but pure Water, and that he would be cauti- * 
ous of ſpeaking ill of any Body, following therein the Cuſtomes of the Greeks and 
Thracians : and what that Author ſaid is moſt true, for it is certain, a great part of 
his Phyloſophy was deduc'd from the Laws of the Fews. 

Our Nation in times paſt was well known to divers Cities, ſo that many of them do 
now obſerve our Cuſtoms, and others eſteem them worth the imitation, as Theopbraſtus 


C doth witneſs in his Book intituled De Legibas : tor he ſaith that the Tyrian Laws forbid

Herodotus of Halicarnaſſus knew our Nation alſo, and in a manner maketh mention Heradet»: the 
of it : for ſpeaking of the Colchians, he ſaith thus in his ſecond Book : The Colchians, vhng rag mn 
Egyptians aud Ethiopians ozly amongſt all other Nations did uſe Circumcifion of old : for Jews Circom- 
the Phoenicians and Syrians living iz Paleſtina do confeſs themſelves to have learned this cifion, 
Cuſtom from theEgyptians;and the Syrians living near unto Thermodoontes and the River 
Parthenius, aud their Neighbours the Macronians,are reported but lately to have learnt it of 
the Colchians:and theſe are they only that uſe Gircumciſion,and they do like unto the Evypti- 
ans ; but I am not able to ſay whether the Egyptians or Ethiopians learn it of the other. 
Herodotus thetefore affirmeth the Syrians in Paleſtina did uſe Circumciſion, and ir is 
manifeſt, that of all the Inhabitants of Pa/eſtina the Jews only uſe it, which he knowing 
writeth ſoof them. : : 

Cherilus alſo an ancient Poet maketh mention of our Nation, and affirmeth that our ny _ - 
Country-men watred under Xerxes againſt the Greeks, and cnumerating the Nations his Talmoay 
which followed him, at laſt he ſpeakes thus of ours, of the Jews: 


A People ftrange followed this Royal throng, 

Their Language was th'unknown Phoenician tongue :

But Hecateus Abderita a Philoſopher, and one brought-up with King Alexander,and 
dwelling with ;Ptolomeus Lagus, did not only briefly make mention of us, but alſo 
writ a whole Book of our Natiqn the Jews, out of which I will briefly note ſome few 
points that occur; but firſt I-will ſhew of what Antiquity he is: For he recordeth the I 
time when Ptolomens near unto Gaza fought with Demetrius, which happened the ele- 
venth.ycar after Alexanders death, in.the hundred and ſeventeenth Olympiad, as Caftor 


writeth : who ſpeaking of this Olympiad faith, That 42 this time Ptolomeus Lagus 


overcame Demetrius the ſor of Antigonus at Gaza i# fight : which Demetrius was called 
Poliorcetes: azd all men confeſs, that Alexander died-in the hunared and fourteenth Olympt- 
ad : So that it is evident that at the time wherein Alexander lived, our Nation flour- 
;ſhed. 

And Hecateus ſaith, That after that battel faught at Gaza, Ptolomeus was made Loyd 
of the places bordering about >yria, and that manymen hearing of the Clemency of Ptolomeus, 


followed him into Egypt, and converſed with him : amongft the which one was called Eze- K 


kias,the Fews high Prieſt, a man about threeſcore and ſix years old, and of chief notice and 
digni!y of all bis Natias: and moſt prudent and eloquent, one alſo who is all affairs had more 
experience than any man elſe, He likewiſe reporteth, That the number of the Fews Prieſts, 
who. received their tenths, and rale all in general, is a thouſand and five hunared or there- 
about. 


And again making-mention of the ſame Ezetizs, he ſaith, This mar being in reputa- + 
tion and honour, and converſing with us, by the help of ſome about him, declared all things | 
wherein we and this Natios differ, and ſhewed unto us the place of his dwelling, and the man» 
ner of bis converſation, which he had in writing. 

Atter this, Hecatens ſheweth what manner of Pevple we are, and how religious in our L 
Laws, and how rhat we will rather endure all torments and death it ſelf, than violate 
them in any thing, and that we account it a worthy thing ſo to do. : adding moreover, 
That being mych. hated of our ncighbours, and having ſuffered all Contumelies both ar 
the hands of the Perſsan Kings, and their Officers, yet we could not be torced to change 
our Opinions, but-that we are continually exerciſed to give a reaſon thereof, He allo 
recorderh an example of.the conſtancy of our mindes : For Alexander ( quoth he) being 
at Babylon, and purpoſing to re-edifie the Temple of Bell, commanded all his Souldiers to car- 
ry Timber to the building thereof ;, and the Jews only aiſobeying bis command, endured many 
ſtripes and torments, till ſuch time as the King freed them from it : And they (ſaith he ) re- 
turning to their own Country, deſtroyed all the Temples and Altars that they found there, and M 
ſome of them were by the Officers therefore puniſhed, others eſcaped free : Adding, That we 
may juſtly be admired for theſe things, aud that our Nation is exceeding populous. He ſhews 
likewiſe that many of us were carried Gaptives into Babylon, azd there ſerved the Periians. 
And that many more were diſperft into Egypt after Alexanders death for a tumult begun in 
Syria. 

y alſo recordeth the greatneſs of our Country, and the fertility thereof, They inha- 
bit (faith he) a Country that hath almoſt thirty hundred thouſand acres of moſt fertile ground ; 
ity Kounds (for Fury 18 of this largeneſs) and that in times paſt we tnhabited 4 large and very great 
are almoſt fix >_ : ] hp © 
Gcrman miles. Gzty, which was very populous ; ne ſpeaketh alſo of the building of our Temple in this 
manner : The Jews have many other Towns and Villages in every Province , but they have N 
one moſt ſtrong City, the compaſs of whoſe Walls :s fifty furlongs, and in it inhabit a hundred 
and fifty thouſand men ;, aud this Gity they called Jeruſalem ; in the midſt thereof is a building 
of ftoze with four Porches a hundred cubits about, it hath alſo double Gates, wherein is a four- 
ſquared Altar made of unhewn ſtones joyned together ; and it is twenty cubits ſquare every 
way, and ten cubits bigh ; and about it ts a moſt huge Building, wherein is an Altar and 4 
Candleſtick both of gold, weighing two Talents ; and there is kept a continual Light wight aud 
day which ncver goeth forth : But in it there is wo Image, nor Grove about it, as about other 
The P.iefts & 1 £91ples. It is inhabited by the Prieſts, who ſpend their time there in great comtinence both 
dwell in the pjght and day, abſtcining from all manner of Wine.

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A As I went ( ſaith he) to the Red Sea, a certain Jew, one of the Horſemen that condu7- 
ed us, named Molollamus, « couragious man, and one who excelled all Archers elſe, both Greeks 
and other Nations ; This Few ( every one haſting on forward of his journey, and being will d 
by a Soothſayer to ſtand) arked, for what cauſe the multitude ſtayed and went not forward : 
Preſently the Suothſayer ſhewed him a Bird, which he diligently viewed, and told the Jew 
that if that Bird did ſtand ſtill in the place, then it was expedient for them to ſland, and if the 
Bird did mount up and flie, that then they ought to march on forward , but if it flew towards 
the- place from whence they came, that then it was wiſdom to retire. The Few hereat was 
filent, yet drawing his Bow he ſhit an arrow and killed the Bird ; whereat the Soothſayer 
and certain others were offended, and curſed him, But he taking the unhappy Bird in his hand 

B ſaid unto them ; Are ye ſo mad as to think that this Bird, not having the foreſight to preſerve 
her ſelf f; ons this death, is able to direct us in the ſucceſs of our journcy * Had this Bird fore- 
known future events, ſhe would have eſchewed this place for dread that Moſollamus a Few 
ſhould have ftrucken h:r with an arrow, . But we will now leave the ceſtimony of Hecatexs, 
for every one that liſt may read his Book; and there underſtand. it more at large. | 

| will not omit the Teſtimony of Agatarchides, a man of no evil in his own opinion, Ag-t-rchides 
yet indeed one who hath uſed detraction to our Nation. This man ſpeaking of Stra- _— ; qc 
tonice, how leaving her husband Demetrixs, ſhe came into Syria, and how Seleucizs would 
not marry her as the hoped (who having an Army at Babylon, warred againſt Antioch, 
and had caken the City ) and tnat ſhe fled into Selucia, whereas ſhe might have made a 
C ſ;cedier eſcape bywater (but was forewarned to the contrary in a ſleep ) and that ſtie was 
there taken and died, c>c. Agatarchiaes, having uſed this Preface, and inveighed againit 
Stratonices (uperſticion, uſeth an Examyle of our Nation on this manner : The P.ople 
that are called Fews, inhabit a moſt ſtrong Gity, which they call Jeruſalem z theſe People are 
wort to reſt upon the ſeventh day, and do neither bear Arms, nor till their Grounds, wor any... _ 7 
other buſin:ſs on that day, but their cuſtom is to remain in their Temple, and there with "IEEE 
retched out armes continu? in prayer till night. Aud ſoupon a time, they perſevering in that 
foolery, whilſt they ſhould have defended their City, Ptolomeus Lagus entred it with a great 
Army, and greatly tyrannized over them, inſtrutting them by experience, that the ſolemnity 
appointed by th:ir Law, was prejudicial unto them. Such like Churches as this did teach 

D them and all Nations elſe to flie unto dreams, which their Law teacheth, neither conſiaering 
that humane policy cannot prevail againſt that which muſs neceſſarily happen. Agatarchiaes 
thought this which he reports of us to be ridiculous ; but they that weigh it with indif- 
ferency, ſhall perceive that it is greater commendation to our Nation, who rather ſuffer 
their Country and ſafety to be loſt and endamaged, than to violate the Laws of God, — _ 

I think Lam thus able to ſhew, that many Writers omitted to make mention of our V7 tain 
Nation, not for thar they knew us not, but for envy. For Jerom writ a Bcok of the to ſpeak ofthe 
Sacceſlors in the ſame time that Hecateus lived, and being a friend to King Antigonus, I" 
and Preſident of Syria, never mentioneth us in all his Hiſtory; notwithſtanding he was 
brought up almoſt in our Country z whereas Hecatews writ an entire Book of us ; ſo 

E different are the minds of men: for one of them thought our Nation worthy to be dili- 
gently recorded, the other through malice was hindred from ſpeaking the truth : yet the 
Hiſtories of the Chaldeans, Egyptians and Phenicians, may ſuffice to prove our Antiqui- 
ty, together with the Greek Writers : for belides thoſe before mentioned, Theephraſtus 
alſo, Theodotus, Manaſeas, Ariphanes, Hermogenes, Euemeus, Conon, Zepyrion, and many 
others no doubt ( for I have not peruſed all mens Books ) have maniteſtly teſtified of us. 
For many of the foreſaid men were blinded with errors, as not having read our holy 
Scriptures ; yet they all joyntly teſtify our Antiquity, for which 1 now alledge them. 
Truly Demetrius Phalerius, Philoathe elder, and Eupolemus did not much erte trom the 
truth, and thereforc reaſon it is they ſhould be born withal : for they were not ſo skilful 

F asto teach our Writings with ſo much curioſity, | 

Being come thus far, it reſteth that I now preſent one point more, whereof I made = 
mention in the beginning of this Book , to wit, that I declare the detractions and flan- Thelaſt pat, 
derous reports of divers concerning our Nation to be falſe and void of truth z and I will rn ag 
uſe the Teſtimony of thoſe Writers who record, that the lying Hiſtorigraphers, at ſuch and flanders, 

time as they committed to writing the foreſaid detraRions, did alſo even againſt them- 
ſelves regilter ſuch like {landers, as they did againſt us, And I doubt not but that all 
thoſe, whoare converſant in Hiſtories, can teſtifie, that the like hath been done by moſt 
Writers upon private hatred, or ſuch like reſpe&ts : For ſome of the Gentiles have ar- 
tempted to deface the honour and reputation of the moſt renowned Cities, and todefame 
G the manners of their Inhabitants. Thus did Theopompus to Athens, and Ptolicrates to 
Lacedemon ; and the Author that writ Tripoliticum ( tor it was not Theopomps as ſome

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ſuppoſe ) uſed the City Thebes very hardly, And Timeus in his Hiſtories of the fore- H 
ſad places, doth many times detra&t both them and others. And this they do, 
calumniating the moſt excellent that are, in ſomething or other ; ſome for envy and ma- 
fice, others, that their fond babling may make them. famous, and ſo indeed it-doth 
among fools, that are known to have no ſound judgment, but wiſe men will condemn

The cavſe. of  Tobe ſhort, this is the cauſe of ſo many flanderous reports forged againſt our Nation: 
veecn the E- Tome to gratify the Egyptians have attempted to deprave the truth, and ſo have neither 
£yptians and reported the Circumſtances concerning our Anceſtors coming into Egype, nor touching 
their departure from thence, and they have had many cauſes of malice and. envy. urging 
them hereto : And chiefly for that our Progenitors in their Country waxed mighty, x

The Egyptians Secondly, the diverſity of our two Religions made great diſcord and variance amongſt 
07 us, our Religion'ſo far excelling theirs in piety, as the divine Eſſence GOD excellcth 
unreaſonable Creatures : ( for they commonly worſhip ſuch bruit beaſts for gods, and 
every one worſhipeth divers kinds.) vain and fooliſh men, who from the beginning have 
been accuſtomed to ſuch ſottiih opinions, as would not permit them to imitate us in our 
divine Religion, and conformableto Reaſon : and yet ſceing many favour and follow 
our Religion, they were hercby incited co ſuch hatred, rhat to derogate from us, they 
fearcd not to falfify their own ancient Records, not coniidering that in ſo doing they 
were led through a blind paſſion, to write againſt themſelves. Moreover, I will prove K 
Xazethes an all I have ſpoken to be true, by one mans words, whom a little before { being a famous 
Egyriian Hi Hiſtorigrapher) we have produced as a witnels of our Antiquity, 
HE Manethon therefore ( who confeſſeth himſelf to have gathered the Egyptian Hiſtory 
out of their holy Writings ) having by way of Preface recounted how our Predeceſſours 
| - 'carne into Egypt with many thouſands, and there conquered the Inhabitants, atterward 
21ereben; i2- confeſſeth, that loſing all their Poſlefſions in Egypt, they got the Country whichis now 
of the Exyori- Called Fary, and in it builded a City named Feruſalems, and a Temple ; and thus far 
an Lepers: he followeth ancient Writers. And then uſurping to himſelf authority to lye, pra- 
eſting that he will inſertinco his Hiſtory certain reports divulged amongſt the common 
People, he reports things of the Jews altogether incredible, intending to mix with our [, 
Nation the -Lepers of the Egyptians, and other ſick people of other Countries, who 
(as he'ſaith) being abominable ro the Egyptians, fled to us ; affirming alſothar they 
b3da King named' Amexzophis, which being a feigned name, he durſt not preſume to 
; ſpeak determinately of the time of his Reign ; though he ſpeaketh exactly of the Reign 
of all other Kings. Hereupon allo he adds certain Fables, forgetting hunſelf that he 
; reported the Shepherds depatcure out of Egypt to Feruſalem, to have been almoſt five 
hundred and eighteen years before his time : For it was in the fourth year of the reign 
of Thermofis, when they departed outot Egypt, and his Succeſlors continued inthe Go- 
vernment three hundred andninety three years, till the time of the two Brethren Se- yy 
thin and Hermeas, the fixt'of which was called Egyptian, the other Danans, who fu / 
planted Serhon, and reign'd alone fifty nine years, after whom his eldeſt Son Ramſes 
reign'd threeſcore and fix years, Having therefore confeſſed our Anceſtors to have 
departed out of Ezype ſo many. years betore ; at length he addeth Amemphis to the 
wamber of their Kings, He teils us that the ſaid Prince ( as Oras one of his 
-Predeceſſours had done before ) had an ardent defire to have a ſight of the Gods, and 
that a Prieſt of cheir Law named Amerophis (as he was) and Son of Papius, whoſe 
wiſdom in prediction was ſo admirable, that he ſcem'd to be inſpir'd, told him his de- 
fire ſhould be accompliſhed, it he would drive out of his Kingdom all ſuch as were Le- 
prous, and any other way infeated. The King according to his direQions aſlembled N 
of them to the number of Eighty thouſand, and ſent them with other Egyptians to 
work in the Quarries on the Eaſt-fide of the Aze, among whom there were certain 
Prieſts who were likewiſe infeCed. 
"M:nethox adds, That the Prieſt Amenophis,apprehending leſt the Gods thould puniſh 
him for having given the King that counſel,& the King for having followcd it fo ſtrictly, 
- and finding by divination that to recompence the ſufferings of thoſe poor People, they 
would conquerand govern in Egypt for the ſpace of thirteen years, he was afraid to 
tel! it toche King himſelf, but having committed his Revelation to writing, he kill d 
himſelf to the great terrour of the King. ; 
| This done, he ſpeaks as followeth: So the King being requeſted for their quietncls 
and defence to aſſign them a City to inhabit, appointed unto them a deſolate place 9 
called 4varis, which had been the Shepherds City (his City the ancient Divines call 
= Triphon) 
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A Triphon ) but they, having got the poſſeſſion of this place fit for Rebellion, made 
choice of one of the Prieſts of Heliopolis to be their Captain, whoſe name was Oſar/iphis, 
and bound themſelves with an Oath to obey him in all things : and he preſently made Cine 
a Law, That they ſhould neicher worſhip the Gods of the Egyptians, nor abſtain from var: 
thoſe Beaſts which the Egyptians count holy , and that they ſhould marry with none 
but ſuch as they judged to be their Friends, and of their own perſwaſion. 
Having ordained this and many thingselfſe contrary to the Religion of the Egypti- 
ans, he commanded them to build a Wall about the City, to fortify it well, and pre- 
pare to make War upon King Amenophis, Having taken ſome others of the Pricſt- 
hood into his Cabal, they ſent Ambaſſadors to Feruſalem to the Shepherds, which were 
p driven out of Egypt by King Themuſis, toinform them of what had paſſed, and requeſt 
them to a Contederacy, and that uniting their forces, they might jointly make War The war ofthe 
upon Egypt, He promiſed toreceive them into Avaris ( which had been of old the poſ- Þvilhe? a: 
ſeſſion of their Anceſſors) and ſupply them with what ever was neceſſary, and aſſured £yprians. 
them their opportunity was ſuch, that without great difficulty they might conquer 
that Kingdome. That the Inhabircants of Jeruſa/em embracing the motion, raiſ'd an 
Army, and advanced to Avaris with 200000 men. 
That Amenophis, King of Egypt, hearing of their invaſion, and remembring what 
Amenophis the Son of the Prieſt Papius had leit in writing, was in great fear, and pre- 
ſently aſſembling together the people of Egypr, and conſulting with the Princes of his 
C Country, he ſent away all the holy Bealts, and all that the Prieſts eſteemed, giving 
them eſpecial charge to hide their Idols : He put his Son Serhon( who alſo by his Fa- 
ther Rawpſes was called Rhameſſes) and but five years old, into the cuſtody ofa Friend 
of his; and then with three hundred thouſand fighting men, he marched againft his The *gjptian 
Enemies, but would not fight with them, leſt he ſhould fight againſt the pleaſure of the po. Jcgn = @- 
Gods ; and ſohe retired himſelf to Memphis , and taking Aprs and the reſt of the E- was by the E- 
oyptian Gods along with him, he, and his Troops of Egyptians took Ship, and fled into TSS 
thiopia, That the King of £th1opia having a great honour for him, received him very enxertained. 
nobly, aſſigning his People Towns and Villages for rheir reſidence and ſubſiſtence du- 
ring their thirteen years exile, keeping conſtant Guards upon his Frontiers, for the 
D ſecurity of Amenphis. That m the mean time the Auxiliaries from' Jeruſalem did 
much more miſchief, than thoſe who had invited them. That there was nothing of 
cruelty or impiety that they ſcrupled or omitted. That not contenting themſelves 
with the demoliſhment and burning of Towns, they added ſacriledg to their ſins, brake 
their 1dols in pieces, {lew their conſecrated Cattel, forced the Prieſts and Prophets to 
kill their own Beaſts, and drave them naked out of their Country when they had done, 9/p% was 
To which he adds, That they had for their Law-giver a Prieſt of Heliopolis call'd Oſar- callg Meir. 
fiph, from Oftris, which was the God that was worſhipped in that City, and that that 
Prieſt having chang'd his Religion, chang'd likewiſe his Name, and called himſelf 
Moſes, | 
i the Egyptians report of the Jews, and many things elſe, which for btevity 
ſake I omit, Mazethon further writech; that afterward Amenophis the King came 
with a great power out o Azhiopia, and his Son Rampſes with him accompanied with 
a great Army ; and that joyning Battel with che Shepherds and polluted perſons, he 
gave them an overthrow, and purſued themi unto the Borders of Syria, And this is 
Manethox's report ; but foraſinuch as he writeth old wives tales, dotages, and lies, I 
will by manifeſt reaſon convince him , Firſt diſtinguiſhing that whereof I am to ſpeak 
hereafter. He of his own accord granteth and confeſſeth, that our Anceſtors at firſt 
were not Egyptians, bur Strangers that came thither from another place, and con- {7m 
quered the Country, and again departed from thence. I will now out of his own futed. 
x writings endeayour to ſhew, that the weak people of Egypt were not mixed with us, 
and that Moſes, who indeed was our Conductor out of Egypr, and lived many ages 
betore, was no Leper. 
He therefore firſt of all ſetteth down a ridiculous cauſe of this forementioned ficti- 
on, which was, that King Amenophis was defirous to ſee the Gods : What Gods do you 
think 2 He could already ſee the Ox, the Goat, the Crocodile, and the Munky, but 
the God of Heaven how could he ſee 2 And why had Amerophis this defire  Forſocth 
becauſe a certain King one of his Predeceſſors had ſeen them ; he therefore knowing by 
him what things they were, and how he came to the _ of them, needed no new de- 
vice to accompliſh his defire : But perhaps the forelaid Prophet was a Man of great 1 
wiſdom, by whom the King had confidence to attain his defire ; if ſo he had been, how =. 
chanceth it that he was ſo unwiſe not to perceive, that it was an impoſſible thing to ſa-

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tisfie the Kings deſtre ? tor that wich he promiſed was not b:ought to paſs, Or what H 
reaſon moved him to think that the Gods were inviſible, becauſe of the Leprofie and 
inticrity of the people? The Gods ate offended with mens impleries, not with the defects 
of ti:eir bodies. And how was it poſſible that at one inftant ſo many thouſand Lepers 
and infirm perſons ſhould be gathered together ? or wherein did not the King obey the 
Prophet « He commanded that the Lepers and infirme perſons ſhould be exiled the 
Country, and the King did not baniſh thein the Country, but ſent them co hew Stones, 
as though he had needed workmen, ard not purpoſed to cleanſe the Country from Le- 
pers, Laſlly,Le faith,that the Prophet foreſecing that Egype was to ſuffer,and fearing the 
wrath of tie Gods, killed himſelf, and left his mind 1n a Book written unto the King, 
How chanced it then that theProphet didnot at firſt foreſee his own death,and fo oppole I 
imfelt to the Kings defire to ſee the Gods? Or wheretore did he fear ſuch calamities as 
were not to fall in his life or what great miſery hanged over his head, which might 
worthily cauſe him to kill kimſelt to preyent it? But ler us hear that which followeth, 
more ſottiſh than all the reſt. 
Mantthon's The King { ſaith he ) heariug this, and ſtriken with fear, did not however expel 
words 1epeat- thoſe Lepers he ought to have exiled , bur at their requeſt gave them ( as he faith 
" a City, wherein before time the Shepherds did inhabit, called Avarisz whereinto 
being com2, they made a Prieſt of Hel:opolis their Princes who deviſed Laws for 
them : commanding them neither to adore the Gods, nor to abſtain, from offering vi- 
olence to ſuch bets as amongſt the Egyptians are ſacred, bur that they ſhould kill and 
ſpoil all things, that they ſhould marry with none but ſuch as were their confederates, 
that he bouud the people with an oath ro keep thoſe Laws, and that they fortified Ava- + 
775 to fight againit the King, Adding moreover, that he ſent to Feruſale: for help, 
promiling to yield Awaris unto them, being a place ſometime poſlefled by their An- 
ceſtors, and that they from that place leading their Forces, might eaſily ſubdue all Z- 
gypt : he then faith, that che Egyptian King Amenophy came againſt them wich 300000; 
and yet,for that he would not ſtrive againſt the decree of theGods, he fled into Zthropia, 
and carried with him Apz and other Holy Beaſts, and that the inhabitants of Jeruſalem: 
coming dowa invaded the Land,fired the Towns and Cities,flew their Nobles, uſed all 
ſorts of cruelty poſſible, and that the Prieſts name, who made Laws and Statutes for [, 
them to live under, was one of Heltopelis, Oſarſiphus by name, deriving the ſame from 
Oſiris, the God of Heliopoels : and that this man, changing his vame, was afterward 
called Moſes, 

Moreover, that Amenophis, having lived in baniſhment thirty years, came with a 
ſtrong power out of /:h70pra, and fighting with the ſhepherds and polluted, he flew 
many of them, and pur the reſt co flight, purſuing them unto the borders of Syria, 
M-me:bon remembreth not, that here again hetelleth a very unlikely tale : for although 
the Lepers and impotent perſons were offended with the King for appointing them to 
hew Stones; yet 1c is to be thought that receiving their own defire at the Kings hands 
afterwards, to wit, a City to dwell in, that then they again became the Kings well-wil- 
lers, Suppoling alſo their hatred ſtill continued towards him, they rather ſhould have M 
attempted revenge by treaſon againſt him, than towards all their Nation, wherein they 
had many dear friends and alliance. And although they had purpoſed ro War againft 
theſe men,yer would they not have been ſo impious as to have rebelled againſt theGods, 
and to have violated the Laws where in they were brought up, |

poſſeſſon meerly by conqueſt, would not ( upon the firſt alarine of Amenophis's march 
have block d up the paſſages, and ſecured the Avenues on chat fide towards Aithzope, 
which they might ealily have done, and drawn together what forces they had pleaſed 
to defend chem? And is it not as improbable when he ſays, that that Prince made not

apart by themſelves , To be cloathed in different Garments,and declared that whoſo-

Hrice honoured and beloved Epaphroditus, I have in my former Books, 
ſo far forth as I was warranted by truth, proved the Antiquity of 
our Nation out of the Writings of the Phenicians, Chaldees, and 
Egyptians: And for the further confirmation thereof, I have pro- 
duced the Teſtimony of divers Greek Authors, Furthermore, I have 
oppoſed my ſelf againſt Mazethor, and Cheremox, and divers others, 

It remains now that I convince thoſe who defied me more particularly, and givean 
Appin wrote anſwer to Appion, though indeed I am ſcarce ſatisfied that he deſerves it. For as touch- 
—_. ing part of what he hath written, it ſeemeth to be one 8 the ſame with that which the 
'" reſt have written ; Andas touching the reſt, itis very cold and barren, The greateſt 
part thereof is ſtuffed with follies and detraftions, and betrayeth his ignorance, ſhew- 
ing him to bea Man both looſe in condition, and turbulent in his life, And foraſmuch 
as divers men are ſo weak in theirjudgments, that they rather ſuffer themſelves to be 
won by theſe follies, than to be wrought upon by that which is written with betcer 
conlideration, vainly. doting on detractions, and growing diſcontent to giye ear to 
other mens well deſerved praiſes : I have thought it neceſſary to examine his Labours, 
the rather, for that he hath written againſt us, as if he intended to accuſe us before a 
Tribunal, and convict us by publick trial. Forl ſee that it is an ordinary courſe for 
the moſt part of men, to hug and take pleaſure, though perhaps he that beginneth to 
blame another man, is himſelf convicted and found guilty of thoſe defaults, which he 
imputeth and obje&eth againſt his Adverſary. 

The Diſcourſe of this Appzon is ſo difficult and perplexed, that 'tis no eaſy matter to 
underſtand what he means: For troubled and confuſ'd with the incoherencies of his 
ſtories, ſorretimes herelates the departure of our Anceſtors out of Egypt according to 
the deſcription of thoſe, whom I have confuted before. Sometimes he calumniates rhe 
Jewsof Alexanaria, and ſometimes condemnes the ceremonies of our Temple, and 
our whole DoGirine and Religion. 

Now that our Predeceſſors have not taken their original out of Egypr, neitherhave 
445i: con- beendriven {rom theace for any infirmity, or deformity of their Bodies, or for any 
cening 219% Wound, Ulcer, or Pollution, I ſuppoſe that I have nor only ſufficiently proved, but 
_—— produced far more Arguments than was requilite. Iwill therefore briefly report 

and repeat that which Approz alledgeth : For in the third Book of his Egyptian Hiſto- 
ry, he writes thus : Moſes, asT have heard it from moſt ancient Egyptians, was born 
at Heliopolis, and being inſtructed in the faihions of his Country, ſuch Prayers as were 
wont to be ſaid in open places and abroad, he cauſed to be ſaid in private within che 
City, and crdained that in praying they ſhould turn themſelves towards che riting Sun, 
(fortuch is the {ituation of the City Heltopolis) and inſtead of Obeliſques or Pyramides, Q 
he erc&ed certain Pillars, under which there were certain ingrayen Baſons, on "mo | 
tne 
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A the ſhadow hapning to fall ( the place wherein they ſtood being uncovered and in open 
air ) they obſerved the ſame courſe that the Sun doth in the Firmament, See here what 
eloquence this learned Man uſed. 

Now this lye of his needeth no words to refute it, ſecing it is clearly refelled by the 
effects. For when Moſes firſt built that Tabernacle in honour of God, he had no ſuch

And after this when as $o/omoz builded the Temple in Feruſalem, he never thought of 
any ſuch curioſity as Appion forgeth, He ſaith that he hath been informed by thoſe of 
Antiquity, that Moſes was a Heliopolitan: for you muſt nnderſtand that Approz him- 
ſelf was young, and believed the relation of the aged fort of his acquaintance, which 
converſed familiarly with him , 
mer was born, neither from what Country Pythagoras came, although in reſpec; they 
lived but yeſterday : And as touching Moſes, who lived ſo many ages, and ſo great a 
number of years before them, he decideth the matter ſo cafily, and giveth credit to the 
reports of Antiquity ſo lightly, that ic appeareth moſt manifeſt, that he is buc a lyar, 
As touching the time wherein he ſaith that Moſes led away the Blind, Leprous, and 
Lame, this diligent Author accordeth very willingly with that which he himſelf hath 
ſaid, For Marethon ſaith, that the Jews departed out of Egypt about the Reign of

Now hath he purpoſe- 
ly made mention of Carthage in this place, as an infallible argument of the truth of his 
Allegation, not conſidering that he draweth an argument againit bimſelt, by which 
himſelf may be convinced, For, if we may give credit to the Phornician Chroniclers 
as touching this Colony, it appeareth by them, that King Hyram lived more than one 
hundred and fifty years before the foundation of Carthage.

ſelf ? for being born at Oafis, a Town in Egypt, he forſweareth his Country and Na- 
tion, and counterfeiting himſelf to be an Alexanarian,ratifieth his Nations wickedneſs, 
No marvel then, though he tearm them Egyptians,whom he hated and railed againſt; for 
if he had not been perſivaded that the Egyptians were wicked baſe people, he would ne- 
ver have denied himſelf to be their Country-man : for ſuch as proudly boaſt of their 
famous Country, eſteem it a credit to bear the denomination thereof, and reprehend 
ſuch, as without juſt cauſe make themſelves of their Nation. Wherefore the Egyptians 


- are one of theſe two ways affeted towards us Fews, either they claim us to be their 


Country-men, as glorying in us and their Country ; or elſe they and their Country be- 
ing infamous, they deſire that we ſhould be partakers of their ignominy. But indeed I 
this worthy Appion ſecmeth ſo to inveigh againſt us, as thereby rewarding the Alcxandri- 
ans forbeſtowing their Cities upon him : and knowing them to be at variance with the 
Jews at Alexandria, he as it were caſteth a bone between them, railethnot only on the 
Jews of that City, but on all whereſoever : and belieth both of rthem moſt impudently, 

But let us examine thoſe heinous and enormous matters (and as he faith) ſuch as are 
not to be ſuffered, of which he accuſeth the Alexandrian Fews. Coming ( quothhe ) 
out of Syria, they ſeated themſelves near the Sea coaſt in a place where,though the Sea came 
up, there was no Harbour, 

Now if this place which they inhabited were ignominious, yet it followeth not thar 
the Jews own Country was ſoalſo : yea herein Appioz raileth againſt A/exandria, which K 
he maketh his own Country : For the Sea-coaſt 1s part of Alexandria, and, as all men 
judge,the beſt place to dwell in, Now if the Jews by force of Arms ſo vanquiſhed this 
place, that they could never fince be driven out of it, it is no diſcredit to them, but 
rather an argument of their valour, But Alexander gave them that place to inhabit, 
and the Macedonians did allot them as great Priviledges as the Alexandrians had. I 
know not what Appioz would have ſaid, if the Jews had dwelt about Necropolis, their 
Tribes being cven at this time called Macedonians, It therefore Appion have read the 
E piltles of King Alexander, and Prolomens Lagus, or others their Succeſſors Kings of E- 
£ypt, or ſeen the Pillars that are erected in A/exaxaria, containing the priviledges that 
Ceſar the Great granted unto the Jews : if (I ſay) he knew of theſe, and yet did pre- L 
ſume to write the contrary, then he was partial and not to be believed, and it he was 
ignorant hereof, he was then unlearned and as incredible on the other fide. 

The like ignorance alſo diſcoyereth he, where he wondereth that the Jews in Alexan- 
aria were called Alexanzdrians: For an entire Colony, though of differertt Nations, 
do all bear the name of their founder ; and;that I may ſhun prolixity, the Jews of 4z- 
tioch arecalled Antiochians 5 Selucens the Founder having made themalſo Citizens : the 
like may be ſaid of the Jews of Epheſ#s, and of the other of Iz, who by the Kings 
Gifts enjoy the ſame priviledges with the reſt of the Citizens, 

The Romans alſo of their Clemency have granted the name of their Nation, which 
is n0 ſmall gifr, not only to private perſons, but to great Nations in general. M 

To be ſhort, the ancient Spaniards, the Tyrrhenes and Sabixes are called Romans , 
or if Appioz will take away this denomination of the City wherein men inhabit, let him 
ceaſe to call himſclfan Alexandrian; for he being born in the heart of Egype, can in 
no wiſe be an Alexazdrian if the priviledge of the City be taken away from him, as 
l:e would have it from us. 

And the Lords of the whole World, the Romans, have amongſt all other Nations on- 
ly prohibited the Egyptians from having the priviledges of any City : and ſo this 
Gentleman bcing himſelf incapable of dignity, endeavoureth likewiſe to hinder them 
from it who have true right unto it. 

For 4/cxandey labouring with all diligence to build that City, did not make choice N 
of us tor want of Pcople to furniſh the ſame withal ; but for that he beſtowed the liberty 
thereot upon us as a reward and teſtimony of our virtue and fidelity, endeayouring 
indeed to honour and credit our Nation thereby : For Hecatens reporteth that Alex- 
ander, for the Fews good ſervice and fidelity, beſtowed upon them the Country of 
Samaria, and freed them from paying tribute for it, 

The ſame good affection towards the Jews of Alexandria, Prolomens Lagus continued 
after him, for he delivered into their hands the ſtrong holds of Egype ( judging that their 
valour and fidelity would keep them ) and intending! to make himſelt Lord of Cyrexe 
and other places in Lyb/4, he ſent certain Jews to inhabit the ſame.

Atter him Prolomens Philadelphns did not only releaſe and ſet free all Captives of our O 


Pbila.e;, b:5. Nation in his Country, but alſo did many times remit. their payments of money, and 
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A ( which was the principal point of all) he detired to be inſtructed in our Laws and holy 
Scriptures, and for this cauſe ſent unto us, requeſting that we wouid ſend him ſore Iv Oe 
learned men to interpret them unto him : and that this might be performed with more = Ew 
diligence, he committed the care hereof to Demerrirys Phalereus, Andreas and Ariſtens, 
Demetreus being the only mirrour of learning in his Age, and the other two Elquires 
of his own Body. : neither would he ever have delired to have bcen inſtructed in our 
Laws and Cuſtomes,if he had deſpiſed us, and not rather admired us. But Appion knew 
that almoſt all the Macedonian Kings, his Succeſlors in order, did peculiatly atfect our 
Nation. | ; 

For Ptolomecns the third, which was alſo called Energetes, conquering Syria by force. , r:vlowewr 

B did no ſacrifice unto the gods of Egypt for his Victory, but came to Jeraſalem, and there £*%2#e*. 
after our manner ſacrificed unto our God, and to him dedicated gifts worthy of ſuch a 
Victory. 

Ptolomens alſo, firnamed Philometor, and his Wife Cleopatra committed the Rule of 4 Proenene 
his whole Kingdom unto the Fews, and Ozias and Doſitheus, both Jews, were Generals © ls 
of his Army, from whoſe credit Approz derracts ; whereas he rather ought to have ad- 
mired them, and have thanked them tor delivering Alexandria, whereot he maketh him- 
ſelf a Citizen. 

' For when there was a Rebellion in Cleypatra's Kingdom, and all was in peril to be 
deſtroyed, theſe two men delivered Alexandria from Civil War : Bur Appion ſaith, thar 

C after this Ozzas came and brought a little Army into the City,at ſuch time as Terms the 
Roman Embaſſadour was there preſent. True it is, and that Fact of his was moſt 
juſt. 

: For Ptolomens Phyſcon aiter the death of his Father Prolomens Philometor, coming out 5, 719omenr | 
of Cyrexe, endeavoured to expel Queen Cleopatra and the Kings Sons, to the end that ar aig 
he {contrary to all juftice ) might poſſeſs the Kingdom : and this was the cauſe why th< Jovs: 
Oznias took Armes againſt him in Cleopatra's behalf, not forſaking his fidelity 

unto Kings in the time of neceſſity : yet God himſelf did manifeſtly witneſs his juſtice 

in this action : For when Ptolomens Phyſcon preſumed to fight againſt Ozi2s his Army, 

and tuok all the Jews, their Wives and Children that were in the City, and bound them, 

D and ſtripping them naked caſt them before Elephants ro be deſtroyed (and to the intent 
that the Elephants might the rather tread upon them, made the ſaid Beaſts drunken ) 
all which fell out contrary to his expectation : for the Elephants forſaking the Jews 
which were caſt before them, fell upon Pzolomeus h's fricnds that tovod by, and flew 
many of them : which done, there appearcd unto Pro/o».cus a moſt horrible Viſion for- 
bidding him to harm the Jews ; and his chiefeſt and beſt beloved Concubine alſo 
( whom ſome call Ithaca, others Hereze ) came unto him, and beſoughr him to abſtain 
from ſuch impiety : whereupon he being ſcrry, did penance for that he had already 
committed, and that which he thought to commit : So that the Jews of Alexandria 
cclebrate this day in remembrance, that upon it God did manifeſtly deliver rhem ; 

'E yct Appion ( who ſpeaketh well of no man ) accuſeth the Jews of impiety for bear- 

ing Arms againſt Phyſcoz, whereas indeed he ought rather ro have commended them 
for it, | | 
But Appion extolleth Cleopatra the laſt Queen of Alexandria, cnly for that ſhe was Of «coin 
unjuſt and ingrateful unto us ; when he rather ought to have reproved her, in whom *b*\it Queen 
all Impiety and wickedneſs reigned,both concerning her own kindred and her husbands © 
who loved her, andalſo generally againſt all the Romans, and the Emperours his Bene- 
factors, She kilP'd her own fiſter Arſexoe in the Temple, who had not any ways offend- 
ed her ; ſhe alſo treacherouſly flew her own Brother, and deſtroycd her Anceltors gods 
and ſepulchres ; and receiving the Kingdom from the firſt Ceſars gitt, ſhe ingratetully 
F rebelled againſt his Son and Succeſſor; and inftefting Antony with her poyſoned drinks 
and amarous inchantments, ſhe made him rebel againſt his Country, and to be uncon- 
ſtant unto his own friends, depriving ſome of Kingly dignity, and compelling others to

And we call great Ceſar himſelf ro witneſs of our 
fidelity, and the ſervice we did him againſt the Egyptians, the Senate alſo and their De- 
crees, and the Writings of Augn/tus Ceſar, wherein our deſerts are teſtifiid, Theſe 
Letters Appiok ought to have read, and to have examined all Teſtimonies of us, which 
were lett hit by Alexander, and then by all the Prolomies, and what the Senate of Rome 
decreed, and the mighty Emperours. And if ſo be Germanicus could not get corn to 
ſuffice all the Inhabitants of Alexandria, that was a token of ſcarcity and dearth, and 
not the Jews fault.

For whilſt the Greeks and Ma- 
cedonians held Alexandria, they and we lived peaceably together, and they permitted us 
1c anfof Quictly to uſe our own Solemnities : but when the number of Egyprians encreaſed, by 
Jew 4iCord, Confuſion of time, Sedition alſo by their means encreaſed : But our Nation remained 
| _ _.,_unmixed. They therefore were Authors of thoſe troubles, not having the Government 
py hero boeug of the Macedonians, not the wiſdom of the Greeks; bur uſing their Egyptian manners, 
Ie Jews hoe and ren:-wing their old hatred againſt us, and that wherewithal they hit vs in the teeth, 
ynore ee betalleth them : for moſt of them not having the priviledges of the City themſelves, call L 
<:,4i>cor- us ſtrangers that have them, For none ot. the ancient Kings beſtowed the liberty of 
eds the City upon the Egyptians, neither have any of the Emperors of Rome beſtowed the 
priviledpc. But Alexander himſelf brought us into the City ; rhe Kings after him en- 
creaſed more priviledges ; and it hath pleaſed the Roman Emperour to ratifie and con- 
firm them. 
But Appion upbraids us for not ereRing Statues to the Emperours, as though the 
The Romans Emperours knew not hereof, or that they needed Appiox to ſpeak for them : whereas 
magnaniy he thould rather admire the Roman magnanimity, and modeſty, who compel not their 
Jews. Subjects to violate their ancient Laws and Religion, but content themſelves with ſuch 
honours as the giver may with piety and equity give them, For they account not of for- M 
ced honours which come of compullion, 
The Greeks and divers others think it not amiſs to erect Statues ; for they delight 
to have the Pictures of their Anceſtors, Wives; and Children, and ſome of their beloved 
Servants alſo : what marvel then if they accord to yield the like honour to Princes and 
The Jews ma Emperors i . oo , . 
ode But our excellent Law-maker forbad all kind of Images, as well of inanimate as ani- 
mate Creatures ( not having at that time the leaſt thought or proſpect of the Roman Em- 
pire) becauſe our God being incorporeal and ſpiritua}, could not be reduced to humane 
HoEmmors TCPreſentation, without great inconvenience ; nevertheleſs he did not forbid us from 
andM:gilra:es Paying honour and reſpect to ſuch great perſons, as being next in their places, may de- N 
oven ro. ſcrvethe next honour to what is due to the Gods : and ſuch is the reverence that we pay 
to the Emperours and People of Rome ; and, as a teſtimony of it, a day doth not paſs,in 
which we do not offer up Sacrifice (at our own expence ) for their ſafety and proſpe- 
rity ; whichis more than we do for any other Prince or Nation in the World. 
And let this ſuffice to anſwer that which Appzon alledgeth againſt the Fews of Alexan- 
aria : yet can I not but admire at them, who gave him this occaſion, namely Poſidonins

B misfortunes as well as other Cities, and has been taken by Antioch, Pompey, Craſſus, 
and arlenpth by Titus, and our Temple been in the poſicfſion of all oft them : yet what 
is it they ever found there but great piety and deyotion © Upon which ſubje& 1 do not 
think it neceſſary to enlarge in this place. 

Andas touching Aztiochus, many Writers of good credit report that he never had any 
juſt cauſe to ſpoil! our Temple, but that he was drawn unto this t.& for want of money ; 

Not that he was our Enemy, but for that as from his friends and fellows he ſought ſup- 

ply, and found nothing in that place that was worthy of derifion : and thus do Pohbi- 
us M-gapolitanus,Strabo the Cappadvcian, Nicholas Damaſcene, Timagenes Caſtor the Clo.

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This Fable is not only full of all tragical cruelty, but alſo mingled with cruel im- H 
pudency : yet for all this, the firſt deviſers hereof do nor tree Antzochus from Sacriledge, 
as they hoped hereby to do, who write it purpoſely to flatter him, For that which 
they report of the Greek found in a bed, did not m.ove him to come and ſack our 
Temple, he not knowing of it before he came and found it fo ( as they ſay. ) Anziochus 

RY theretore was moſt impious,and not affiſted by Gods fayour in that.enterprize, ( what- 
ſoever thoſe lyes mutter ) as it is eaſfie to learn by the fact he committed. For we do 
not only differ from the Greeks in Religion, but a great deal more from the Egyptians, 
and other Nations; and what Nation in the World is there, that ſometime doth not 
travel chrough our Country ? Is it then probable thar we only renew that Conſpiracy 
apainſt theGreeks?Or how is it poſſible that ſo many thouſand people as are of our own 
Nation, ſhould all eat of the entrals of ove man, as Appron reporteth > Or why did he 
not name this man, wioſoever he was ? Or why did not the King carry him with Trum- 
pets before him into his Country ? ſeeing that in ſo doing he might have been eſteem- 
ed full of piety, and a great favourer of the Greeks, and greatly ſtrengthen himſelf a- 
gainſt the hatred of the Jews by their aid ? But I omit to ſpeak more of this : for in- 
ſenſible people void of all reaſon, mt not be reprehended in words, but by deeds :

C eſpecially the Egyptians, and ſo his former lyes and theſe ſhould have better correſpond- 
ed, if our Anceſtors had been expelled ( by theit Predeceffors ) out of, Egypt,not for 
cheir wickedneſs, but for their calamity, But we are fo far from the Greekss that 
we ſcarcely ever think of them : ſo that no man can ſay that there is any emnity be- 
tween us and the Greeks, * But coutrariwiſe, many of them have embraced our Reli- 
gion, and ſome of them therein perſevered : others again have forſaken it ; yet none 
of them will {ay that he heard this oath ſpoken of among us : but it ſhould ſeem that 
only Appion heard of it, in that he himſelf forged it. Truly his wiſdom and great 
providence is worthy to be admired ( as ſhall hereafter appear : ) for he, ro prove 
theſe his lyes to be irue, faith, that it1s a Certain teſtimony, that the Laws we obſerve 

D are moſt unjuit, and that we worſhip not God as we ought to do, in that we are ſub- 
ject to divers Nations , and our City endured many calamities : Whereas couching 5. pe he 
themſelves they are of a City that flouriſheth in abſolute Authority, accuſtomed to go- my vn 
vern trom the foundation thereof, and not to ſerve the Romans, In effet, who can 
refit their valour  Truely no man but Appior would ever have flouted us herewith, 
ſceing that few Cities ſo flouriſh and reign over other, that they again at no one time 
have been brought into ſubjeQion 5 for many Nations are ſubje&to others : only the 
Egyprians are treed from the Captivity of ſuch as rele Europe and 4fa, for that ( as they 
{xy ) the gods fleeing into their Country , were faved by entring into the bodies of 
Beaſts, Yer have they not indeed had one days liberty ſince the beginning of 

E the World, neither under the Government of their own Princes , nor under ftrans 

IS, 

I will rot ſtand to reckon how often the Perſians have waſted their City, deſtroy- 
ed their Temples, and {lain their ſuppoſed Gods. For it is not decent that I ſhould 
imitate herein Appzons fooliſhneſs ; neither am I calling to memory what befel the 
Arhentans and Lacedemonians, the laſt of which are recorded to have been moſt vas 
ant, andthe firſt ro have been moſt deyout and Religious : neither will I reckon, up 
thoſe moſt godly Kings, amongſt whom Crxf;zs was one, who notwithſtanding fell in- 
to great calamities, Moreover, I will natrecount how the Caſtle of 4:hens was ſet on 
fire, and the Temples of Epheſus and Delphos likewiſe, and many others. There is now 

Þ one App7on, anew accuſer of the Jews, who upbraideth them with their calamities, 
forgetting the miſcry' that hath befallen his Country-men the Egyptians : but he was 
blinded with the fable of Szſo/tris ( whom he ſaith to have been King of Egypt, ) We 
conld report and boaſt of our Kings, Davzd and Solomon, who ſubdued many Nations BOAT 0.

But were all men fo mad as the Egyptians, it would indeed be deſolate of men, and 
filied with cruel Beaſts, which they ( ſuppoſing them to be gods ) do diligently nouriſh, 
It any man ſhall ask of Appzon, whom ot all the Egyptians he judged to be a wiſe man, 
and molt retigious towards their gods; no doubt he would anſwer the Prieſts, For K 
ag. naw they ſay, that heir firtt Kings in the beginning gave them theſe two commandements 
cifed, and cat in charge 3 firſt roſeek wiſdom 3 and next, to worſhip the gods : they alſo are all of 
no Swines © them circumciſed, and abſtain from Swines fleſh, and no other Egyptian Sacrifi- 
c2th with them unto their gods, Appzon therefore was ſurely blind , when, inſtead of 
detracting us, he ſpeaketh ill of them, to gratihe whom he took all this pains. - For

do teach others to circumciſe themſelves, as Herodotus reporteth, So that I verily

and flandered and belted ours, And chis was Apptons end : and herealſo ſhould end 
ths Book, but that Appollonins, Molon and Lyſimacbus, and certainothers, partly tor 
Ignorance y partly for madneſs , have molt injuriouſly belied our Law-maker Mo- 
{es and the Laws he made, detracting him as a deceitful Magician, and Author of 
all the malice and impiety amongſt. us ; and for ſuch as teacheth no vertue nor good- 
neſs at all, 
I will therefore, as far as in me lieth, declare both our Converſation in gene- 
ral, and in particular : For if my Judgment be any thing, our Laws are moſt forcible 
both to piety, and to all humanity in general, as alſo to Juſtice , pains-taking , 
and contempt of death, I only requeft this favour of the Reader, that he will 
not witha prejudicate or malicious opinion, peruſe theſe Writings : for I do not 
write this as a praiſe and vain oftentation of our Nation, but as a juſt Apology, refuting 
A the flanderous reports that ſome have uſed againſt us, | 
loureaccafeth —Appollonius doth not continually inveigh againſt us as Appron doth, but only here 
the Jews and there 3 ſometimes affirming us to be hated both of God and man, ſometimes 
to be Cowards, ſometimes contrariwiſe complaining of our Nations Boldneſs. Say- - 
ing Moreover , that we are more ſottiſh than any barbatous Nation ; and that there- 
fore we only have had none of our Nation founders of Arts or Sciences, which 
are proficable tor mans life ; all which objections are eaſily refuted, if we ſhew 
the contrary to all theſe by him reported ; both that we haye obeyed our Laws, 
The lovers of and lived in all integrity, 
order and. It cherefore I be forced to ſhew that other Nations have made contrary Laws , 
conn" NOT 1, but they are to be blamed, who comparing ours with them of other Nations, 
in m-cknefs affirm ours to be the worſe : neither of which can charge us, eitheir chat theſe 
Pu 1eiue: Laws, which I will briefly ſer down, are not ours,or elſe that we have not perſiſted in 
them as we ought, Making therefore this beginning , I affirm, that they who 
have framed themſclves to live together under certain Rules and Ordinances, and 
kept them inviolate, and were the firſt founders of them, were more to be com- 5 
menced for humanity and yertue , than they who live under no Rule nor Ordi- 
Nance 
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A nance art &all : and every Law-maker endeavoureth fo to att!t5'ite Autjqi:ity ro 
cheir own Ordinances, as that they may nor' be thought to 1mitate others, by: to be 
themſelves the firſt Au:hors thereof, and guides to direct other mens lives, Winct; 
being fo, it Is the duty of a good Law-maker to make choice of oat waich is beſt, 
and moit convenient for them, who are to obey their Laws, and to fatisfic thein ag 
much as may be, in proving their Laws to be good audright, and both in wealthand a7ſes more 
wo, calamity and felicity, to remain in them, never changing nor altering chem, 05 | 
I therefore aver, that our Law-maker is more aacient than any Law maker mentioned, makers. = 
For Lycuryus, and Solon, and Seleuchus of Locris, and thoſe the Greeks admire , N#Q- 
are modern, aud of late times in in reſpe& of him, as is well known, For the Greeks 1, VS .. 

B themſelves confels, that in times paſt they wanted the name of Law, This Homer can #w-. 
witneſs, who in his whole Works never mentioneth this word, Law, for the people 
of thoſe times were no: governed by Laws, but by indefinite ſentences, and the 
Princes pleature, uſing cultoms but not written, and altering and changing them alſo as 
OCcalion ſerved, 

But our Law-maker being very ancient (for this is every way maniief, even by our 
adverſaries own conteſhons ) ſhewed himſelt both a good Prince and Couniellor 
unto his people : for making Laws to dire& and govern mens lives, he perſwa- 
ded them voluntarily ro imbrace them , and firmly co perfilt in chem with all wif 
dom. 

C And firſt. of all , let us confider the works of his greatneſs, For he underta- 
king the conduct of many thouſand of our fore-Fathers our of Eyyp: into our 
own Country , delivered them trom many czelamities almoſt impofhble ro be a- 
voided : for they being to paſs through a place wherein was no Water. and a 
very ſandy ground , being alſo! to War, and preſerve their Wives aud Ciildren , 
and goods from the variable event of Wars , he in all theſe ſhewed himſelf a 
moſt wiſe and prudent Counſelor, and a true Patron and Guide unto thein all. 
For he made all the multitude fo to depend upon him, that he might perlwade _, 
them to what he pleaſed, aud yet in none of all cheſe did he uſurp any Autho- OV 
rity over them : and 1n that rime and place wherein all men of Authority affume and Counſel . 
power unto themſelves , and exerciſe tyrauny , at ſuch time as the ptopie do of- © 

D teniimes offend , and live in all manner of impiety 3 at the fame time he being in 

Authority did contrartwiſe uſe all lenity and mildneſs, to the inten: that he nigh 

be a pattern of vertue andjuſtice to all the reſt, giving all cnoſe that willingly followed 

him molt affured ſatery, uſing in all accidents moſt ſtrange works. For which caufe 

he rightly deemed God to. be his Captain and Counſellor : aod firſt examining 

:imſelt , and finding all the Laws he bad fet down were agreeable to the will aud 

pleaſure of God, the chiefeſt care he had was, how to periwade his people co the 

ſame, which he himſelf now kuew : for they who direct their Lives according 

to the will of God, avoid all fins as our Law-maker did, being neither Magician 

nor deceiver , as his Enemies injuriouſly report, bur ſuch a one as the Greeks do, ..

11. con, What meats we were to abſtain, and what to eat , and what ought to be our or- 
mandcth alt Qinary diet, as allo when we ought to labour, and when to ceaſe from work 3 
the Jews ro fo that we, as it were under the government of a Father or Maſter, might nei- 
hear the Law. Cr fla willingly, nor for ignorance : for he did rot apoint puniſhment tor them 
that were ignorant of it, but by Law enacted a moſt neceflary and mild chaftiſe- 
ment for the voluntary offenders : and for this cauſe he did not only will , that T, 
we thould once or twice or oftener hear the Laws , but that once every week we 
ail, omitting other buſineſs, ſhould come to hear the Laws, and fo learn them 
pertealy 5 which things all other Law-makers , as it is well known , omitted : 
All wich laudable cuſtoms all other Law-makers have negleted , and the moſt 
part of menare fo farfrom living according to their own laws, that they are altogether 
ignorant of them 3 and having cftended their laws through ignorance, they then learn 
by other mens means, that they have made breach ot their laws ; yea, the chieft- 
eſt and moſt eminent men amongſt them do profeſs herein, that they are ignorant, 
cauſing thoſe that are learned and s$kilſul in their Laws to fit as itwere in commil]i- M 
on with them to direct them, 

Whereas every one of our Nation being demanded of our Laws can anſwer as 
readily, as he can tell his own name : for every one of us learning them, as it were, ſo 
{oon as we come to the uſe of reaſon, we have them, as it were, written and printed 
in our minds, and by this means both we offend more ſeldom, and when we offend, 
we are ſure to be puniſhed, 

And this eſpecially is that, which hath cauſed ſuch an unity and concord amongſt 
us. For to worſhip one God after the ſame manner without any difference in man- 
ners and converſation is the only way to eſtabliſh amity and concord in a Common- 
wealth, N 

67 Seo Amongſt us no man ſhall hear any different ſpeechs and opinions concerning 

Reiyjov. God, whereas amonglt all other Nations ic is moſt frequent and ordinary : for amongtt 
them not only cveiy one of the common people doth ſpeak his pleaſure in this 
point , bit divers Philoſophers alſo preſume to do it, ſome of them with their 
blaſphemous ſpeeches altogether deſtroying the nature of God , and others with 
the like impudency denying him to have any care of men 3 neither is there any 
difference amongtt ns of affairs pertaining to mans life , but all men with us fol- 
low one common expreſs labour , and we all joyntly affirm the Son of God, and 
that be hat% care of humane affairs, and all our aQions and exerciſes : yea, any

A Hence it groweth that ſome detract our Nation, for that amongſt us were no men 
Inventers of new matters and Arts, To whom we will thus anſwer ; That other Nati- 
ons account it a glory nor to perkiſt in any thing that their forefathers uſed, and ho!4 
them of moſt account who can beſt tranſgre{s thcir forefathers wiſdom. But we con- 
trariwiſe do account it the chiefeſt point of wiſdom and virtue, neither to do nor think 
any thing contrary to that which our Anceſtors have decreed ; which is a token that our 
Law was eſtabliſhed by as good advice as was poſſible, For thoſe Laws that in all 
points are not as they ought to be, are often by experience found faulty. But amongſt 
us who believe, that our Law was firſt eſtabliſhed by the will and pleaſure of Almighty 
God, nothing is pious and virtuous which may any wiſe impugn the ſame. For who 
can take away any tittle thereof, or add better in their ſtead ? Or who is he that can 
B transfer and carry us tromthe obſervance of them, and ordain for us better Laws to 90- 
vern our Common-wealth £ Or what Law can be more juſt and better, than that which 
the Wiſdom of God (who is Lord of all things) hath eſtabliſhed 2 He firſt of all permit- 
ted the diſpoling ot all principal affairs to the Pricſts in general, and moſt witely con- 
ſtitured a high Prieſt as their head : neither were they choſen to this dignity by our 
Law-maker, who cither excelled in nobility of birth, or riches ; but he appointed ſuch 
to ſacrifice unto God, who were known to excel others in wiſdom and ſanctity; theſe do

all Women from concealing their Children bcing born, or otherwiſe to deſtroy them, 
for ſo ſhe ſhould be a Child- killer, deſtroy Souls, and mankind : Whoſo therefore uſerh 
The purificati- Carnal copulation and corruption is unclean by our Laws, and Women after lawful co- 
on for the vody pulation muſt waſh themſelves, judging that a pzrt of their Soul was by this a de- 
filed, and ſhe being puffed up was wounded in her body, and theretore our Law ordain- 
ed watcr of purification for them. Neither is it lawful for them to feaſt and banquet at 
their Child birth, whereby an occakion of drunkenneſs may grow, but that their be- 
ginning ſhould be tempetate : they are likewiſe commanded to train up their Children 
1n learning, that they may learn the Law, and ations of their fore-fathers, and imitate K 
them; that ſo being trained up inthe Law, they may not ſin nor tranſgreſs them by 
19norance. 
Of the funerals Our Law hath alſo providcd for the burial of the dead, that our Funerals ſhould nei- 
: thexiead. rhorbe pompous, nor our Sepulchr £3 SOIgeOous, commanding every Houſhold to perform 
all neceſſaries touching the burial of their dead, permitting all men at any ones death to 
aſſemble themſelves together, and bewail the dead : Ir alſo commandeth every one (yea 
even the dead mans own family ) to purify themſelves after the burial, and to go afar 
off, as ſceming to be unclean. 

[t alſo appointeth puniſhment for them that have committed murder, either willfully 
or againlt their will, 

It bindeth every man to obey his parents next after God, and commandeth that thoſe 

Yhchonowe Children that do not ſhew themſelves grateful unto them, or in any thing do grieve 
duc to Parents them, that they ſhould be ſtoned to death : It alſo commandeth all young men to re- 
verence old Men, becauſe God is Elder to us all. 

It permitteth not friends to conceal any impiety ; for God is not their friend who 
duth not diſcloſe them : And if friends fall out that do know one anothers ſecrets ; yer 
they are commanded not to bewray them, 

| If any Judge take a bribe, he 1s. to be punithcd with dearh for omitting Juſtice, and 
Avgainſt theft : : h : 
and fury, Aafſitting the guilty. No man muſt take any thing away that he himſelf placed not, 
and no man mult take that which is not his own, No man for lending mult take uſury ; 4 
and many ſuch like things our Law commandeth, concerning cauſe of Communion be- 
tween us and others. | 

It is alſo not amiſs to recount how our Law-maker provided for the entertaining of 
ſtrangers amongſt us : For he ſeemeth ſo to have provided, .that to our knowledge we 
ncither corrupt our own Laws, nor deny to impart them to others : but he entertaineth 
all liberally, that will come and live under our Laws, judging the community of mans 
life, not ſo much to conſiſt in the Nation whereof we come, as in the unity of our minds 
and converſation. He forbiddeth others that are ſtrangers, and come not with that in- 
tent to be admitted to our ſolemnities : yet he commanded us to exhibit unto them all 
other things necellary : and that we ſhould give unto all inen fire, water, mear, and bu- N 
ry them being dead. He hath alſo moſt mildly determined how we ought to deal with 
our Encmies, that we neither deſtroy their Country with fire, nor cut down their Fiuit- 
frees. 

We are alſo forbidden to rob and ſpoil thoſe that are flain in fight, and deal injuri- 

How we cup Oufly with our Captives ; and eſpecially, it they be Women : yea, he ſo endeayourcd 
rouſ-o:'r to teach us humanity and miJdneſs, that he provided, that we uſe even unreaſonable 
boca. beaſts courteoully, and only employ them to ſerve our lawful need, and no further : for 
he forbiddeth us to kill any tame thing bred in houſes, and that we ſhould not kill che 
old birds and their young together ; and becauſe many wild Beaſts, enemies to mankind, 

do affiſt us in our labours, he commanded to ſpare them alſo. And in every point he © 
eſtabliſhed humanity and mildneſs amongſt us, uſing ( as is betforeſaid ) Laws to direct 
1 
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A us therein,enaQting alſo other, how they who infringe the forclaid Laws, may be with all 
' ſeverity puniſhed : For the puniihment allotted to the viclaters hereof is tor che moſt 
part death. As if any man commit Alultery, raviſh a Virgin, uſc the fin againſt nature 
with another. or ſuffer himſelf to be ſo abuſed, 

We alſo have Laws concerning our Servants, and our Meaſures, and Weights, and 
unlawful bargains and ſales,or deceit, if either one take any thing that 1s another mans, Þ'©*ition pe 
or which is not his own; all theſe are to be puniſhed, not as other Nations punith them, 2 oa 
but much more grievouſly. - But whoſoever either injurcth his Parents, or commirterh 
impicty againſt God, he ſhall preſently be deſtroyed. But they that obſerve this Law 
are rewarded, not with gold or filver, nor with a Crown beſet with precious ſtone ; but 

B every one having his Conſcience to witneſs, doth greatly profit, and gain Eternity ; as 
both our Law-maker prophelieth, and God himſelt duth moſt aſfuredly promiſe to them 
that obſerve them. And if 1t chance thar we be forced to ſuffer death tor them, yet do Therevard of 
we joyfully go to execution, nothing doubting bur that we ſhall ſo exchange this Life \ 45 
for a better. | 

I ſhould be loth to report this, if our deeds did not make it manifeſt ; for many of 
our forefathers, only for that they refuſed to ſpeak againſt our Laws, or otherwiſe than 
our Laws perinitted, have moſt manfully and conſtantly endured all toxments and death 
it ſelf, | | 

If our Nation were unknown to all the world,and that this our voluntary obſervation 
C of our Laws were not maniteſt to all the people,if any man ihould reporr unto the Greeks, 
that cither he had read this which I bave declared, or elſe that he had found People in a 
ſtrange Land, ſuch as we be, having ſo pious and honeſt opinions concerning Ged, and 
who had for many ages perſevered therein ; I doubt not but they would all admire and 

- wonder hereat, conſidering the great mutability amongſt chemſelves. 

To be ſhort, there are ſome, who ſtick not to deride them, who have lately written The conminy: 
of the Government of Common-wealths and Laws, as thougi they had wruren things 5» <cofthe 
fabulous and altogether impoſſible. And (to ſpeak nothing of other Philoſophers, who mh 
have written of this Argument) that divine P/ato amongit the Greeks, a man who in 
honeſt life, virtuous ſpeech, and ſound Philoſophy excelled all others, this man is 21s admired 

D almoſt continually ſcoffed at by them,who in their own conceit are skiltal in civil affairs, pmngit ie 
and brought in to their Comedies. Whereas, whoſoever conſidereth his Writings SN 
with diligence, ſhall often and eaſily find matter agreeable with moſt mens manners : 
yea this Plato himſelf confeſſeth, that he dare not by reaſon of the common peoples ig- 
norance ſet down the true opinion of God, | 

But many think P/ato's words full of vanity, and licentiouſneſs, and admire Lycurges Lxcareny the 
and the City of Sparta, for that it ſo long time perſevercd in his Laws. It is therefore mgngy _—_— 
an evident demon{\tration of Virtue to remain in their | aws.' But it thoſe who ſo adinire cedemonians. 
the Lacedemozians do compare them with us, and the time during the which their Laws 
were in force, with the time of our Common-wealth ; they ſhall find that ours hath 

E continued more than two thouſand years. They ſhall alſo find that the Lacedemonians 
did only perfe&ly obſerve their Laws, during ſuch time as they were in proſperity and 
liberty, and thar when their Fortune changed, they then became unmindful of their 
Laws. 

But we, who have felt many thouſand miſ-haps, by reaſon of the often change of 
Princes in Afia, have not in theſe our laſt miſeries and evils forſaken our Law, Neither 
can any man ſay, that liberty and licentious Lite is the cauſe why we ſo diligently ob- 
ſerve them, ſeeing that whoſo pleaſe may ſee ſufficient proof, that they tye us to more The Jes ---: 
ſtrict Lite and laborious, than thoſe of the Lacedemonians did them, For they neither pee” © 
tilled che Earth,nor uſed any handy-craft,but ceaſing from all labours and pains-taking, ans. 

F lived in their City, fat and in fair liking, having both their meat and all other neceſſy- 
ries provided and prepared for them by others, and eſteemed thatonly their felicity to do 
and endure any thing, ſo that they might prevail againſt choſe againſt whom they en- 
rerprized Wars : And that they failed alſo herein, I omit to rehearſe. For not only 
one or two of them at once; bur oftentimes whole Companies of them, torgetting their 
own Laws, yielded themſelves to their Enemies. And can any one rell of (I ſay nor 
many) but of one or two of us that ever was treacherous to his own Laws, or that feared 
todye forthem? 1 mean not a common death, ſuch as Souldiers are ſubject unto, but 
ſuch a death as is effeted by all rorments and tortures that can be deviſed, Which 1 
think choſe that prevail againſt us, impoſed upon us not for hatred, but that they de- 

G fired to ſee ſo admirable 2 matter ; and to ſee we being but men, and ſuch who eſteem- 
elit the greateſt impiety poſſible to do it, could be compelled by them to ſpeak or do

The [1ictLaws any thing contrary to our Laws, Yetit is no-wonder that we for our Law dodye with px 

&! ww. jn% ſuch conſtancy, rather than any other Nation : For other Nations cannot abide to en- 
dure that which we account a trifle, to wit, labour and f1wple fare, abſtinence from our 
Wives,and obſervation of our days of reſt,and we are always careful that when we fight 
againſt our Enemies, we obferve our Laws concerning our Meats. And thus we take 
pleaſure to obſerve and keep our Laws, and to exerciſe fortitude in obeying them. 

Let now Lyſ'machrs or Melons paſs, and all ſuch as they be, wicked lying Writers, 
and Sophiſters, deceivers of young men, and detracters of our Nation, as though we 
were the wickedeſt Pcople living. As for me, I will not examine the Laws of other 

aroſe; forbid. Nations : for it is our Cuſtom to keep and obſerve our own,not to detract others ; yea, 
thro corive and our Law-maker openly prohibited us from blaſpheming ſuch, as other Nations 
fale gods, only hold for gods, only tor the Name of God attributed unto them : yet may we not leave 
Cod imomes the Objections of our accuſers unauſvered, ſeeing that which we are to ſpeak againſt 
untothem. them is.not our own device, but many before us have ſpoken ir. Who then of all che 
wiſe Greeks will not condemn the moſt famous Poets, and eſpecially the Law-makers, 
The number of VP9 at firſt brought and ſetled ſuch vain opinions of the gods among the common People * 
gods amongſt afhrming the number of them to be as many as they thought good, and that they were 
he Gents born at divers times, allotting to every one his proper place, as unto other living Crea- 
tures : ſome to be under the Earth, others in the Sea, and the ancienteſt amongſt them in 
Hell, fettered and bound : and thoſe whom they place in Heaven, in words they do 
term him a Father, but in deeds they ſhew him to be a Tyrant; and for this cauſe they g 
report that his Wife, his Brother, and his Daughter,whom they affirm to have been born 
of his Brain, conſpired againſt him to bind him and hang him, as they report him alſo 
the Fable of to have dealt by his Father. Againſt theſe vanities all excellent and wiſe men do 
7-prrand worthily inveigh, who beſide this already rehearſed in derifion add, how ſome of the 
: gods are young, ſome are old, ſome infants, others are gods of Arts and Sciences, and 
one is a Smith, another a Weaver, another a Pilgrim, and at variance with mortal men, 
ethers dclight in Mufick, others in Shooting : Moreover that they are at variance one 
with another amongſt themſelves,and that they fall out one with another in mens behalf, 
and that not only oneof them layeth violent hands upon the other, but that alſo they 
arc wounded by mortal men, and ſorrow, and grive for the wounds ; and that which 7 
is moſt abominable of all, do uſe carnal Copulation with mankind, and that moſt un- 
decently, that their unbridled luſt is extended both to men and women. Then that 
their chief god, whom they call Father, contemned and drowned certain women,whom 
be himſelf had deceived and gotten with Child, and that he could not deliver the Chil- 
dren born of theſe Women from calamity, tor that deſtiny had obliged him, nor ſee their 
deaths without tears. 

This is all good ſtuff,as alſo is that which followeth, to wit, Adulteries committed in 
Heavenſo openly and impudently among the gods,that ſome profeſs themſelves to envy 
their fellow gods and goddeſſes tied together in ſuch filthineſs. And what ſhould the 
reſt of them do, when as their King, the moſt antient among(t them, could not refrain 4 
his luſtful licentiouſneſs and debauchery 2 Moreover, Some of them became ſervants 
unto men, ſome built houſes for money, and others became Shepherds, others like ma- 
lefactors were chained in Hell, What man then, that ever was accounted wiſe, would 
not bluſh at theſe follies, and reprove the inventors hereof, and the fooliſh believers al- 
ſo 2 Others made them ſubject to terrour and fear, and madneſs, and ſuch fimplicity, 
as that they might be deceived, and all other naughty paſſions to be found in the nature 
of their gods, and have perſwaded whole Cities to offer ſacrifice to the moſt noble a- 
mongſt them. And they are in great perplexity, thinking that ſome of the gods are the 
givers of all good things, others again to be their enemies, and ſo ſcek to pleaſe them 
with gifts as they would do wicked men ; and they are verily perſwaded, that they ſhall N 
ſuſtain great dammage by their means, except they do daily pacify their wrath by irc- 
quent gifts, | ; 

White te What is the cauſe of this ſhameful ignorance, and erroneous iniquity concerning 
cauſe offuch God 2 Truly I am perſwaded, For that their firſt Law-makers were themſelves herein 
eiror.concern= tc ſeek, and ignorant of the nature of God, or elſe that they did not faichfully deliver 

- unto their Common-wealth, ſo much as themſelves knew concerning this point ; bur as 
though it had been a thing of leaſt moment, did willfully let ir pals, giving licence to 
Pocts, and permitting them to deifie and make gods whom they pleaſed, and that the 
Orators ſhould write of the Common-wealths affairs, and tell what them liked of ſtrange 

ods, 
; Morcover, the Painters and Image-makers amongſt the Greeks had a great og in 
making 
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A making ot gods, it being Jawtul tor them every one to frame what ſhape he liſt, and how Poets and 
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he lit, fome of Earth, others of Colours and the chiefe{t god-makers amongſt them ;j. mat:icude 
uled Ivory and Gold to make their god of ; a true argument of their mutable no- of gods: 
velty. 

And then the ancient gods, whom at firſt they honoured and reverenced, as much as 
they could poſlibly deviſe, being now withered with Age, are out of credit, and other 
youngſters poſſeſs their places and honours : their Temples alſo, ſome are deſolate, 
others newly crected, as men pleaſe. Whereas contrariwiſe, they ought molt con- 
ſtantly to keep their opinion ot God, and his Religion, | 

Apollontzs Moloz was one of theſe proud Fools, but thoſe Grecians that followed the 
true Philoſophy were not ignorant of what I have ſaid of the Nature and Eſſcnce of 
God, but agreed with us in our Opinions, and laughed art theſe ridiculous Fictions, | 
Which Plato well ſeeing, afhirmeth that Poets are not to be permitred in a Common- Hurd 2 : 
wealth, and ſendeth Homer away very bonourably crowned and anointed, leſt that he ſboul4 b- per- 
with his Fables ſhould deſtroy or deprave the true opinion of God. For Plato of all urn 
others eſpecially imitated our Law-maker, as he did herein alſo, commanding his Citi- weak: 
zcns, that all of them thould pertc&ly learn his Laws, and that for no caſualty any 
ſtrange torrcign Cuſtom thould be admitted into their City, but that their Common- 


' weaith ſhould be pure, and they perliſt in the obſervation of their Laws. But Apoloni-

zs Moloa not reſpecting this, inveighcth againſt us, for not receiving into our ſociety 
men of ſtrange opinions in Religion, whereas not only we do ſo, but commonly all 
Greeks, yea and the moſt prudent amongſt them... 

The Lacedemonians expelled all ftrangers, and did not permit their Citizens to tra- hone 
vel 1ato other Countries, tearing that both wayes their Laws might be corrupted. They OG ol = 
cheretore arc to be fpoken againſt rather than we, ſeeing they neither admir itrangers ſtrangers. 
to converſe with them, nor to inhabit amongſt them, nor imparr their Religion unto 
them; but we, though not deſirous to learn the Religion of other Nations, yet do we 
not deny to impart ours to ſtrangers;who delire to embrace it : which, if | be not de- 
ceived, is a token of magnanimity, and clemency ins : but this ſhall ſuffice concerning 
the Lacedemonians. Yn '' : 

Apollonins was ignorant how matters ſtood with the Athenians, who boaſt that their Ci- Ihe Arhenians 
ty was free to all Nations : But they did moſt ſeverely and without all mercy punich Tee: 

thoſe that did but ſpeak any word againſt their God. For what was the cauſe « t So- 
crates his death 2 he neither betrayed the City to Encmies, nor deſtroyed their Tem- 
ples, but only ſwore by a ſtrange Oath, which as he ſaid ( whether in jelt or in earncit ) 
a Devil taught him, and for this offence he was put to death by drinking Hemlock : his 
Acculers alledging, that he corrupted young men, and contemned the Laws and Relig. 
on of his Country. And this Socrates ſuſtained being a Citizen of Arhens. ot hone 

Anaxagoras was of Clazomenia : and for that he afhrmed the Sun, which the Athenians 4244895. 
worſhipped for God, to be a fiery ſtone, he was by the ſentence of ſome few condemned 
to dye. They alſo proclaimed that whoſoever would kill Dzagoras of Mclus, ſhouid be 

rewarded with a talent for his labour, only for that this D:agoras was 1aid to deride A talent is | 
their myſteries: Protagoras alſo had been by them taken and pur to death, had he not ©** SO 
eſcaped, only for that they ſuppoſed him to have written certain doubts of the 4theni- 
au gods, And what wonder is it that they uſed their men at this rate, when they 
practiſed the ſame cruelty upon their Women,one of their the Prieſts being put to death 
for worthiping a ſtrange God ; their Laws appointing that who ever brought a ſtrange 
God into theirCity ſhould be puniſhed with death Ir is therefore evident, that they 
who enacted ſuch ſtrait Laws, believed not the gods of other Nations; tor had they 
believed in them, they would not have deprived themſelves of the benefir of many 
gods, | 

The very Scythians ( who delighted in man {laughter ſo much, that they very little 
differed from bruit Beaſts ) yer did they rhink themſelves bound to maintain their own 
Laws, as bcſt, ſo thatthey ſlew Azacharſis a famous Greek, that came unto them, only 
tor thar he ſeemed to attribute too much unto the Grecian gods ; yea, thou maycit find 
many among the Perſians, who for this cauſe have becn tortured, And it is evident 
that Apollozins approved the Perſian Laws: tor when the Greeks admired their tortirude 4. pg... 
end concord of opinions concerning God, I mean thc fortitude they ſhewed at the burn» wanners.

Yea not content to do ſo themſclves, they alſo aſcribed the like unto their gods to be 
done by them (which the Greets alſo now of late have done) and tor this cauſe they ] 
refuſed to marry with their own Women, judging their ſatisfaction to be contrary to 
The ivjuſtice the preſcripr of Nature : But I will ſpeak no more of puniſhment, neither how great 
i Law.makers maletaCtors thoſe firit Law-makers freed trom puniſhmenc, being bribed with money, 
| and how unjuſt they were in the Laws appertaining to Wedlock. lt is long to examine 
what great occaſions of Impiety they gave, For many have already long ago forſaken 
the Jews rice DEI Laws : which cannot be ſaid of us, who for our Laws have ſuffered loſs of our 
obſervation of CitiCS, Fortunes, and Lives, we keeping and perfiiiing in our Laws cven unto death ; 
the Lav. andit any Jcw be in a ſtrange Country, where there 1s a Tyrant King, yet doth not he 
ſo fear him, that he would for his command in any ot tranſgreſs our Laws, If 
therefore we do valorouſly endure thus much for our Laws, all men muſt needs K 
orant our Laws to be very good - But it they ſay we ſufter all theſe Calamities 
to maintain wicked or naughty Laws,' what puniſhment are they not worthy of, who 
having ( as they ſay ) better Laws than we, do ſo ealily forſake them, whereas we do 
TheJews T.aws Maintain ours even with our Lives ? Bur ſceing the Antiquity of Laws is the greateſt 
arcotgreat Argument to prove their goodneſs, I will ſet down of whar Antiquity our Laws are, 
PIT rogcther with our Law-makers optnzon of the.Deity ; it theretore any one compare our 
Laws with the Laws of all Nations, he ſhall find that ours are of more Antiquity than 
theirs by many Ages. For our Laws cftabliſhed amongſt us have been wmitatcd of all 
other Nations : For though the firſt Greeks did pretendedly oblerve their own Laws, 
yet all their Philoſophers did imitate ours, and our Opinions of God, and taught others [, 
the ſame manners and converſation :. yea, the common people did long lince imitate 
our Piety. Neither is there any Nation, either Greek or Barbarian, who have not at- 
ter ſome manner obſerved a Sabbath as we do, and faſting days, and Lamps, all which 
they learned of us; yea many do alſo obſerve our Cuſtoms concerning their meats, and. 
our unity and concord, whcrein we cxcel all other Nations, our community alſo and in- 
duſtry in Arts and Labours, and ſufterance for our Laws. And which is moſt to be ad- 
ROE EIe mired, our Law,not having any to force us to obſerve it,hath ſo obliged our hearts, that 
oi this Bock, AS God is of all the world honoured without compullion, ſo are our Laws among{t us 
without any violence or force : And whoſoever doth diligently conſider his own Na- 
tion and Family, ſhall find that which I have reported to be true. - 1 will now generally M 
reprehend the voluntary malice of all men: for cither they mean, that we having theſe 
700d Laws do yet little eſteem them, and follow worſe, or it they do not ſo mcan, lec 
them hold their malicious tongue from any turther Calumniation. For 1 do not take up- 
on me the detence of this cauſe, for that I bear any hatred to any man, but for that I 
The cauſe why and all the Jews do honour and reverence our Law-maker, and believe that whatſoever 
#oſeps writ he propheſied, proceeded from God : yea, although our ſelves did not know the good- 
again{t 4:09. neſs of our Laws, yet the multitude of them that imitate them were a ſufficient motive 
E to induce us thereunto, But I have at large, and with all ſincerity diſcourſed of our 
. Abit) Laws and Common-wealth in my Books of our Antiquity. And now again I have made 
EF / aboxcſaid, mention of them neither in contumely of other Nations, nor in praiſe of our own, but N 
only to reprove ſuch as have moſt malitiouſly and impudently belted us contrary to the 
known truth : And I think I havealready fully performed that which I have promiſed. 
Th: intention For I have ſhewed our Nation ( contrary to their affirmations ) to be molt ancient, which 
ot the Jews 1 have proved by the teſtimony of many ancient Writers, who in their Works have 
= mentioned us. | 
Our Adverſarics affirm us to have come of Egyptians : I have ſhewed that 
our fore-fathers came into Egypt out of ſome other place. They alledge that we 
were expelled Egypt, for that we were infected with diſcaſcs ; I have proved that our 
Predecelſors cawe from thence to their own Country by means of their own proweſs 
and force of their own accord.

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It is not needful to ſpeak more largely of our Laws : tor they by themſelves appear 
pious and good, and ſuch as do not 1nvite or incite us to the hatred of other Nations; 
but rather to communion and friendihip, being both enemies to Iniquity, and comman- 
ders of Juſtice, baniſhers of Luxuriouſneſs, and teachers of Frugalicy and Labour, for- 
bidding all Wars enterprized for Avarice, and preparing the people to ſhew Fortitude 
in them, and for them, inflicting inevitable puniſhment upon their tranſgreſſors, nor 
ealily to be deceived by glozing ſpeeches, and executing in action all that they in word 
command : yet amonglt us the execution of them and obſervation is more ready than 
the words of them. | 

I therefore confidently affirm, that we do teach more pious and virtuous ttanners,than 
other Nations do, For what can be better than inviolate Piety 2 What more juſt than 
toobey the Law 2 What more profitable and commodious, than to be at Unity and 
Peace amongſt our ſelves? and neither to forſake one another in calamity, nor injure 
one another in proſperity, to contemn and deſpiſe death in time of War, and in Peace to 
labour and till our Grounds, and to uſe other Arts and Works, and always to think 
and believe, that God beholdeth all our actions, and ruleth and diſpoſerh all things ? 
If this be either written or obſerved by any one before this time, we are then to thank 
them as being their Scholars: but if they were never extant before,then we are known to 
be the firſtAuthors,8 Inventers of it. Let theretore App:ioz and Moor periſh, and all others 
that with them are convicted of lying and ſlandering us. This Book is written to thee

MACCABEES: 


Am at the inſtant requeſt of Po/ibius of Mepalopolis to put in writing the 

conſtant Sufferings of the Maccabees worthy all admiration, not in a Rheto- 

rical and pleaſing ſtile, but rather after our own country faſhion, thereby to 

exhort our Nation to patience in their Calamities. But firſt of all, it is ne- reaſon hath 
ceſſary to ſpeak fomething of Reaſon, and aſſign unto it the power and virtue {ominion over 
to deliberate. For he who hath once fully determined to ſuffer all miſery for © 
D Gods ſake, is in my opinion already a Martyr : Ir is therefore great merit to have ſo 
determined ; and therefore (as above-ſaid ) Reaſon goyerneth our inferiour paſſions , 

and though deſtiny deny us opportunity to ſuffer, yer have we ſuffered all in purpoſing 

to ſuffer all. | 

Whoſo therefore will renounce the World, and aſpire only to Cceleſtial things, 
muſt exerciſe Sobriety, baniſh Gluttony, Laſciviouſneſs, and all other ſuch Vices as 
may poſleſs and captivate the mind : He muſt likewiſe mount up to the top of Virtues 
Tower, that from thence he may reſiſt and impugn the Vices of his Body, Grief and 
Fear. 

There are many examples of the Valiant Souldiers of God, which I could produce, 

* but the brave perſons deſcended from one ſingle Woman ( not at one;but ſeveral births) 
may ſuffice. 

And firſt I will fpeak of Elcazay and ſeven Brethren, and relate what Tortures and -,,.,.., - 
Torments their Mother endured : yet cannot man,but only God determine,who amongſt the ſeven bre- 
them was firſt, and who laſt in this noble agony. They therefore, being all of one opi- \ 441066 
nion, reſembling one another more in mind than in body, duely conſidered the frailty ; 
of this Life, and neither delighted in the flatteries of the World, nor the alluring en- 
chantments thereof, They valued not torments, fetters, nor any other ſort of tortures 
impoſed upon them : To return, they reſolved upon patience, and to endure whatſo- 
ever the Judges cruelty could deviſe. I will therefore praiſe the fortitude of theſe Bre- 
thren, or rather with all truth rehearſe the noble conflicts of theſe holy men ; and ſetting 
' all adulation apart, proſecute with a bare Hiſtorical narration, the manner of their Mar- 
tyrdome., 

But before I begin to declare the death of theſe braye men, I will a little treat of 
Reaſon, which, as 1 have affirmed, is no ſmall motive to Martyrdom. Reaſon ir 1s EI 
that maketh us obſerve Faſts, and Abſtinence ; Reaſon makes us deſpiſe Money, by ir [hou 2g 
we are taught not to account of Dignities and Honours, which all men generally aim at, v4 Wiſdom. 
yea Reaſons pitt it is,that we do rehiſt the heat of luſtful deſires. Hence cometh it, that 
having once overcome ſuch things as the fleſh delights in, we find our ſelves a little able 
to reſiſt, we alſo learn to deſpiſe pains and torments, and by degrees reſolve to ſuffer 

all things that ſhall be impoſed upon us. 

W hich that it may more plainly appear , ler us ſearch out the cauſe of this order, and

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wee ſhall knd wildoo ro be the cauſe hereof, For no man can determine and diſtin- 
guſh good from evil, that is not endued with wiſdom 5 this wiſdom is always

es,and killeth the hear of all corrupt and hurttul hamours, only leaving that which may 
ſame way be profitable to us, 

Thus reaſon corrects our paſſion, encourages us to ſuffer, and ſupports us in our 
ſufferings, Who is not defirous to eat the fleſh of wild Beatts and Fiſhes ? And who 
|: ſterh not to eat of feathered Fouls ? nay, do not the dainty diſhes either from Sea 
or Land invice us to eat-them 2. What then cauſeth us to abſtain from them ? what makes 

1s all defire them, and yet none of us eat them ? even reaſon , by which the 
mind is taught to overcome it felt in delightful objects and pleafue, thac when occa-

{ure forget our accuſtomed virtue,

Reaſon ſo worketh with ſound advice and mature counſel, thar it again recovereth loft 

friendſhip, gaiverh new, and ſafferethno cruelty to be commicted, Of this we have 
alſo the example of Moſes, who had he not had juſt occaſion to be angry againſt Dathan 
and Abiram, reaſon ( no doubt ) would have cauſed him to have ſmothered iis paſ- 
fiov. Did not our father Jacob with great vehemency reprove his Sons Szmzem and 
Levi, who without rezſon had uſed ſuch cruelty, ſaying, Curſed be your anger £ Which 
anger had jc been bridled with reaſon, neither had they been curſed, nor the other I, 
had periſhed, For this cauſe, God the maker of mankind, when he taſhioned us 
and 0:17 manners, having finfſhed che lineaments of our body, he placed the mind in 
it, to rule 1; with certain concomitant precepts, to wit, temperance, purſuance of that 
which is good, cleaving to juſtice, by which rules we might be able to bridle our 
paſſions, and obſerve the precepts of God, 
Bur ſome will ask me, why we commit wickedneſs, feerng that reaſon ruleth our 
p3ſfion * But it is ridiculous to think that reaſon hath ſo perfect a dominion: for reaſons 
rule cannot hinder the appetice from deſire, but only corre it ſo far, that ir ſuffer 
with patience the loſs or abſtinence from ſuch things as it deſired. For example fake, 
Reaſon cannot hinder thee from being angry» bur it can ſo work; that thou commit no 
impiety when thou art angry : in like manner, it cannot hinder thee from deficing filthy M 
pleaſure, yer can it cauſe thee nor to yield unto ic. TI, : DO 

An inftance o Reaſon therefor cannot eradicate vice, but only bridle it, Witneſs in this the ex- 

D.v4/s thirſt. ample of holy David, who fighting againft Strangers with great ſucceſs, and being 
at Evening weary and faint, retiring into his Tent, that was guarded by Souldiers, he 
found them all at meat : yer himſelt being thirſty would not drink, notwithſtandin 

2 $422. 2. 18. Water was hard by, becauſe his Religion diflwaded him,for he had vowed not to drink 
but from a Fountain in the Camp of the Enemy. 

Whilſt rhus his thirft encreafed, three luily young men armed themſelves, and 
taking with them a veſſel, they- went unto their Enemies Camp, and affaulted tie 
watchmen, who for fear of death fled, and fo they paft through the Camp, till ſach N 

time as they came where the Water was, and filling their pot, they brought it to the 
oe eS ing King, Bur holy David ſo bridled his appetite, that his reafon quenched his defie, and 
ro drink the ſhewed an excellent roken of patience, reaching kow the fear of God was to be pre- 
61d iv ferred before all things. For taking the Water he had ſo much wiſhed for, and which 
ode had been gotten with fuch danger, he preſently poured ic on the ground,as a ſacrifice to 
God, chufing rather to die for thirſt, chan to offend the divine Majeſty : yet rea- 
{on is not fo torcible,chat it is able without due conſideration to repreſs the inordinate 
motions of the mind, and mitigate the grief of the body. Bur it is now time to 
come to our Hiſtory, ye: is nor this former diſcourſe to be thought impertinent, for 0 
that it 1s ſomewhat previous to the matter enſuing. Such was the wiſdom and Ny 
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A of our forefathers, that Seleucus King of 4fa enriched our Priejis, and bcinga man 
of another Religion, aſcribed all his actions and worthy decds to the Rei yion aud 
Faith of our Anceſtors, But wicked mens madneſs could not herew:ch be ſatisfied.

guard of armed men entred into the holy Temple, there appeared certain Angels on jg. at.” 
Horſeback with weapons 1n their hands, and ſhining with a fiery flame about them, ning with fiery 
C and they daunted the courage of this infidel Apolonizs, who preſently tell down flat up- OS 
on his face , and lying fo a great while, at laft he came a little to himſelf : and ri- 
fing up, he leaned upon his ſhoulder who kept the Temple, not beiog able ro ſtand a- 
lone, he was fo terrified with the viſton he had ſeen, When by degrees he recolleed 
and found ſome little hope of recovery, he i{tretched both his hands towardsHeat en, 
and deſpairing to obrain pardon by his own prayers for his offence commirred, he be- 
ſought the Hebrews ( wi:oſe Temple he came to ſpoil) to make interceſſion for him, 
himſelf with Tears craving pardon for his offence,and not only acknowledging his fault, 
but confeſfing himſelt ro have deſerved death, and all puniſhment poffible. Holy 0- 0:;, by pray- 
nias ſeeing this,and feariag alſo, that if Apallonmus ſhould then dye, the Hebrews would © ovrainzrh 
D be ſuſpeRed to have made him away , made prayers to God for him, and obrained his i; pr 
Enemies life, Apollontus preſently hafted to Seleucus to ler him underftard what bad 
havned : but when he came he tound Seleucus dead,” and Antiochmns reigujng in his 
ſtead, a man of Tyrannous nature, who bare an. ancient grudge to 0n45 the high 
Prieſt: and therefore made Faſon his Brother high-Prieſt in his ſtead, Faſor promiſing 42/5 his 
Antiochus in recompence to pay him 3660 Talents of Silver every year, 45A 
aſon being made high-Prieſt, and Chief amongſt all the Nation of the Jews, pre- 
ſently forced all the people to impiety, and to forſake their Religion z ſo thar ro build 
baths, he hindred the defence and compleating ofthe Temple, and many of our Nati- 
on conſpired with him in this iniquity, But hereat God was preſently wroth: and bein 
E diſpleaſed, it was not needfyvll to ſeek forreign Enemies, for Antzochus himſelt was in- 
cited againft them, who warring againſt Peolomeus King of Egypt, had heardit reported, 
chat the Jews eſteem d him to be dead, yer was he very nobly entertained by the inha- 
bicants of Feruſalem : and preſently after the fight, he made an edi, that who fo amon 
the Jews refuſed to offer Sacrifice to the Gods, ſhould preſently dy upon the wheel. - 
But the godly-minded of our Nation did little eſteem this edi; yea the Women 
circumeiſing their infants ( as our Law requireth ) did afterwards caſt themſelves 
down headlong, to the end that they might ſo obtain a preſent death without longer 
delay. 
Antiechus perceiviug that the ſeverity of his edit could not compel the Hebrews to 
F forſake their Religion, but that men voluntarily did chuſe death , he fitting in an emi- 
nent place from whence all the Jews might behold him, calling all of them together, 
cauſed Swines fleſh to be ſacrificed upon the Alcar, and to be offered roevery Hebrew 
to Cat, 
Among this whole multitude aſſembled from all places was one Eleazar a Prieſt, 
well inftruted in learning and the fear of G O D, a man aged in reſpec of his years, 
of a very reverend countenance,one that was known to all men, & famous tor his vertue, aa is 
To this man Antchus ſaid thus : prewr, -ia _

Eleazar was permitted to ſpeak, and replyed to Antiochus, who exhorted and preſſed 
him to the breach of his Laws, Ie, Antiochus, do not follow vain report, but obſerve 
the werity of Religion which our Fathers kept, andſear of torments cannot make us embrace 
another Religion, and forſake our own : yea, ſuppoſe our Religion deltvered to us by our 
Fathers bad no firm grounds, yet would [ not be compelled by torments to forſake it, Do 
not efleem it a ſmall matter to eat impure meat, and taſt of that which is ſacrificed to Idols, for 
tt 75 profane to touch things that are profane, Our Law condenmeth your Philoſophy, wherein 
be ts moſt ignorant that thinketh himſelf moſt wiſe. 

IVe are taught to embrace ſobriety, to ſubdue our inordinate appetites, to keep our bodies 


chal, to ſuffer with patience whatſoever for Geds ſake ts inflifted upon us, and not to deny the 


Truth, Juſtice, Piety, or God, who alone is true: and therefore I refuſe thu profane meat,

never will I believe any thing to bejuſt, which 1s repugnant to that witch thou haſt taupht me : 
I will not loſe the merit of ſo many years, nor relinquiſh the faith I have hitherto embraced, 
The chaſt, pure; and devout Company of Fathers ſhall recetue me into their number, where I 
/hall not fear ( O 1mpious King ) thy threats, But thou haſt changed the name of King to Ty 
rant, yet thou ſhalt never alledge againſt me my deed, my conſent, my word, 

Whilſt Eleazar, full of conſtancy and liberty, ſpake thus, the Souldiers that ſtood 
thereabour haled him to be tortured; &ſtripping him naked,they hang'd kim up, 8 whip- 
ped him, and whilſt on either fide he was beaten, a Crier with an impious voice ſtill 
cried unto him, Obey the Kings pleaſure and command, Bur worthy Eleazar was 
not overcome by rorment, but ſuffered all with greac patience,and lifting up his vene- 
rable Eyes to Heaven, he knew in whom he belie.ed, and ro whom he ſacrificed 
his Soul ; after which obſerving his fleſh to be wounded and cut on each fide of his 
body, and che blood guſhing out in great abundance, he admired his own patience, 
and thanked God, who was the Author thereof. Ar laſt his body being unable to hang 
longer upon the rack, he fell down flat upon his face, till gloritying God, as he did 
before his fall. Then one of the Souldiers, to gratifie the King, like a mad man ſpurn- 
ed and ttod upon him to increaſe his torments. But Eleazar, ftrong in body and 
mind, like a right Champion of the true G O D, never ſhrunk at thoſe pains, bur

the good old man by patience overcame the cruelty of his torturers, and put his very yy 


rorturers into admiration of his conſtancy. Then the Kings Officers coming unto him 
faid , 

Hew lono,Eleazar, wilt thou negle@ theK:n9s commands ,and refuſe to free thy ſelf from tor- 
ments * eat Swines fleſh, and ihou redeemeſt thy ſelf from all thou endureſi. Eleazar, al- 
though in the beight of his tortures he had been ſilent, could not without anſwering endure to 
hear ſo profane counſel, but as tormented with this ſpeech, he cried out 3 We Sons of the He- 
orews are not ſo effeminate as to forſake the way of our Salvation, wherein we have walked 
even until our old Age, neither are we taugbt for the avoiding of torment, which will not long 
continue, to give others example and occaſion to ſin, It is but awhile that this life canlaſt : 
ſo that we loſe but a ſmall moment for that whichis eternal. Far then be it from me to prolong 
the ſmall remainder of my life by ſo puſillantmous an ation: or expoſe my ſelf by my Cowar- 
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A dice to the contempt of the World, you your ſelf would d-iviſe me, and upbraid my inconſtan-

cy : let.us dy therefore conrayuſly , and our Souls take their flight into Abrahams bo- 
ſome, 

The Souldiers ſcemg his conſtancy» by the Kings command caft him into the fire, 
and poured ſtinking and loathſom liquors into his nottrils. Which the reverend old man 
moſt patiently ſuffered till ar length he was conſumed with the flame : when he found 
himſelt departing and giving up che Ghoſt, he ſpake after this nzanner, lifting up his 
dazled Eyes to Heaven :

for them all, and beſtow them all upow me, And amidſt th: ſe Speeches be Joyfully expi- 
red, | 

It is moſt true therefore, which we at firſt affirmed,that Reaſon regulates our paſſions, 
and diſpoſeth us to ſuffer chearfully:which once we having determined anqreſolved the 
aDpuiſh of our ſuffering is abated, and our reſolution and conſtancy confirmed; 

If therefore reaſon and the inferio::r powers be at variance, we mult ſubject them 
to Reaſon if we will make a perfect Victory, With this guide our Father Eleazar was 
molt ſately dire&ed neither to yeild or fink under his pains, nor give place to unlawtul 
inticements and allurements ; he ſaved the Ship of his body from the ſhipwrack that 
might ariſe by the tempeſtuous ſtorms of vanity, and ſuffered not himſelf by 
contrary Winds to be driven from the right courſe : yea, though it was toffed up- 
on the Waves of Tyranny, yet did ir remaia ſound and unbroken, and keeping a di- 
re coarſe, arrived in the haven of Salvation. * Never any man did ſeek ſo valiantly to 
defend his Ciry from an Enemy, as this holy old man did his Soul, who amongſt ſtripes, 
croſſes, and flames was ſtill the ſame man, For as the top of a high Rock ſtandeth 
ſafe, and refifteth the Wave without any dammage unto it ſelf ; even fo did the Rock 
of Reaſon in this man beat back the rage of thoſe tempeſtuous Waves that daſhed a- 
oainſt his body, nor permitting chem to break in, and pierce the Celeſtial and Divine 
power of the Soul, l 

O happy old man, more bleſſed than all of thy Age! O Prieſt more ſacred than all 
otherPrieſts! who didſt not pollute thy ſacred lips with profane meats; impiety found no 
entrance that way, from whence ſo many prayers to God had proceeded. The 1y- 
rants cruelty could not prevail againſt thee ; Thou therefore art made an example tor 
all Pc:efts of God to imitate. SuCh a one behoved it a Prieft to be, more ſtrong than cor- 
ments, more able to ſuffer than the torturers ro inflict puniſhment, more foicible then 
Princes commands, yea, and more potent than the fire, wherein thou didft periſh : and 
finally, thou waft ordained to be crowned with the Laurel of Martyrdom tor thy ſut- 
feraace, Thou haſt ſurpaſſed all Antiquiry, thou ſhalt be an example to all poſteriry, 
It then feeble old Age, wherein all ftrength and hear of body was extinguiſhed, grown 
unfit for torments ( as being already broken with Age ) could by the firength ot Rea. 
ſon endure fo many miſeries, who dare deny Reaſon to bethe chief cauſe of our (uf- 
ferance ? We have ſeen tne higheſt cruelty hath been overcome by a firme determina- 
tion to perſiſt in the Service and fear of God : yer many athrme, that every man, who 
hath the uſe ot Reaſon, is not able to undergo ſuch Agonies 5 but their aſſertion is vain 
and of no force : for moſt evident it is, that he only is overcome by pain, whom wis- 
don hath not armed with patience, And no marvel if he whe raſlily enterpriſech ſo 
weighty a matter,and without due copfideration,do at lait forſake aid repent himſelt of 
that waich he ſo unadviſedly undercook, But if we with due advice and deliberation 
arm our felves,it is not aneafie matter to remoie us by any misfortune from our deterint- 
tion 3 when we foreſee and preconſider the diſtreſles that may betall us, when they 
do happen we are not ſo much ſurprized or diſmayed, becauſe we expected then 
before. 

He therefore that is wiſe is reſolute and able to conquer his paſſions, for that he 
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doth well delibera:e, and when he cometh to tryall, can pur his determination in cxe- cauſeth ven 


cution, Neither is the wiſdom of this old man fo much ro be admired, ſeeing Chil-

d:en, and as it were Infants, have deſerved the ſame commendations,and wrought alto- ze; and 


niſhmenr in the:r tormentors 3 for the indignation and cruelty of Antzochus ( though

G by w cked counſel he cauſed ſeven young Gentlemen of the Hebrews to be brought * **© 7 


uno Antzicch out of their Caltle Soſandrum, wno being tender in years, and as he 
| thougit 
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though weak and unable to ſuffer torments, his hope was that either by perſwafions, H 
or terrours, or tortures , he. might force tl;em to renounce their Religion, He 
therefore commanded theſe ſeven together, with their Mother Salomana, who now 
grew antient, to be brought before him : ſo they according to his command were 
b:ought being very gracetul in their perſons and every way worthy of ſo vertnous a 
Mother ; yea, they retembled Angels, their Faces ſhining like the clear light of the Sun; 
their Eyes ſparkled in molt comely and decent manner, as teſtifying, that they ſurpaſl- 
ſed in vertue all other of humane race and condition. The Mother was deſcended of 
nolt vertuous and noble parentage, and ſo ſhe her ſelf had continued and lived 5 but 
that excellent feature of body and nobility of blood was much dignified by her ver- 
rue and fortitude, in which ſhee paſſed all that could be ſaid in her commendation. I 
The Tyrant beholding them and their mother together, with a counterſeit ſmile he 
accolted the Children in this manner, | 
The Kings ex- 41 wifh your good ( O admirable young men : for ſo both your beauty of body and noble 
ok ay 'o Parentage perſwade me) : do not thereforo like mad men relift my command: avoid not only 
thre,  Porments but death alſo, For I deſire not only to exalt you unto honour, , but alſo to 
encreaſe your riches and poſſeſſions , contemn the ſuperſtitious and ſuperfluous belief of 
your own (cuntry-men, and embrace our Religion : Which if you refuſe to do ( as I hope 
you will not ) 1 will deviſe ſuch torments, as that 1 mayby a lingring and painful death be 
able to conſume you, 

And to tertifie them the more, he commanded the inſtruments of their torments to x 
be preſcnted unto their view. And accordingly W heels, Rods, Hooks, Rakes, Racks, 
Cauldrons, Cages, Gridirons were brought torth ; and Engines to torment the 
fingers and hands, Gauntlets, Aules, Bellows, brazen Pots, and Frying-pans : for 
theſe arethe names which we find. That which I term Bellows, was a thin plate of 
1ron to kindle or blow the fire with, like a Fan ; and far more horrible devices of tor- 
ments were ſhewed unto them,too long to rehearſe : whereof they' haviog had a ſighr, 
Antiochus ſaid : 

Conſent unto me , O prudent young men * for if that I command you to commit aſm 3 

Thevouns Y£t do not you offend in doing it, ſeeing you commit 1t only npon compulficn. But the young 

mens con- Youths ivflamed with a diviue Spirit and Senſe, contemned ſo many kinds of tor- [, 

ltancy. ments, and deſpiſed the Tyrants threats and flatteries 3 and their conftancy ( for they 
gave himnojualt occaſion ) put the Tyrant into a great rage. 

By this it is evident, how much Reaſon is maſter over Paſſion: for if any flothful man 
not betore trained up to it ſhould of a ſudden come to ſuch a puſh, atthe very ſight of 
ſuch torments his mind would be troubled, & his countenance appalled, his Legs under 
him would have trembled, and he with fear have been confounded : ſo that he would 
preſently have retrated,and profeſſed himſelf unable to bear up agaivſt ſo many and fo 
e1tevous torments,faying : | 

My {elf being unwiſe, what ſhould I bave made choice of ? Whether to endure theſe tor- 
ments, or accept of their promiſed benefits > Whether I ſhould have been moved to pity mine 1g 
wn ape, or to compaſſionate my mother ; God would not have demed pardon for thus deed, 1 
being forced thereunto : and by doing it though againſt my will, I fhall get the Kings fa- 
vour, 

But where Reaſon and advice taketh place, and hath well trained the mind to perſefion, 
the other conſequently followeth : As by the example of theſe brethren 1 will declare, who as 
it were all with one voice denied to eat the ſacrificed S wines fleſh, as they were commanded. 

The ſeven = Therefore ( ſaid they) O Tyrant doſt thou perſecute us that are innocent ? We both de- 
ply to .4nr10- ſire and wiſh to die, and will, until ſuch time as death expelleth life, firmly keep that which 
chue. God commanded, and Moſes taught us. And thou, Tyrant, do not ſeek to ſeduce us by pre- 
tending love towards us : thou lover of injuſttce, maſter of cruelty, deviſer of iniquity, the N 
pardon which thou doeft offer s to us more painful than puniſhment : we contemn death, and 
eſteem not thy words, as being by our late maſter Blcazar taught to deſpiſe them. IWhy then 
doeft th1u ſuppoſe ſuch puſillanimity to be in us young men, ſeetn7 of late t50s foundeſi ſuch cou- 
rayein an old man? IWe follow him : thou canſt not try and know our minds, except by 
tearing our bodies thou ſearch them out : We will ſafely and ſecurely ſuffer for our God 
any thing , and leaving this Earth , we ſhall be entertained into Heaven : and thox 
for ſo Tyranmzing moſt cruelly upon innocent Souls, ſhalt be reſerved to eternal fire. 
EE The Tyrant enraged, that he could neither prevail by fair promiſes, nor by thieat- 
commanded Nings, Cauſed them to be beaten with Bulls pizzles : and firſt ofall he commanded 
Maccabi 0 Afaccabens, the eldeſt of the ſeven brethren, to be ſtript, and ſtretched our upon a 


be 14% Rack, and his hands to be boand behind him, and then to be moſt cruelly ,

D After him the ſecond brothers called Aber, was haled by the Souldiers : 
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This done, he was put upon a wheel, and a weight hanged at his feet, and {v ftrerc!:c 
: yet being 
overcome with pain, his mouth was not for all chis ſtopped, or hindred from calli;- 
upon God, who beheld all ; and reproving the Tyraic tor deviſing thoſe torme:::; 
tor the Innocent, he took ſtrength , and is ſaid to haye cried out after this 11212- 
ner, | 

Bloody Tyrant, who perſecuteſt the Majeſty of Gods I whom thou thus tornenteſt, am 7:1 


Waitch,nor one who have murthered and kuled another man, but one who dits for juſtice , vi - 


ſerving the Law, and for (harity. 

Then when the torturers { overcome with compaſſion ) per{ſwaded him to ſubmit w 
the Kings pleaſure, he anſwered : LE 

O ye wicked miniſters of Tyranny! your wheels are not ſo ſparp and cruel, that I there- 
by will be forced to forſake Heaven, whereon my mind is fixed : tcar my fiſh 5 yea, 
if you ſo pleaſe, roſt it at the fire : torture and torment each parcel of my body with 
ſeveral cruelty 5 you fhall for all this ſind your ſelves unable to force us your men to 
empiety. 

As he thus ſpake, a fire was kindled, aud he, as he was upon the Wheel r:cked, 
was ſo thrown into the fire : and thus he was by flames and torments fo burned, that 
his bowels appeared 3 his mind nothing moved, wlien his fleſh yielded tothe tortures, 
who amidft his pangs cryed thus unto his brer ren, O beliwed brethren, learn of me an 
example of vertue: conſider the ſtrength of an inumcoble courage: contemn and deſpiſe the al- 
luring baits of this world, and rather obey God tan this Tyrant, who can if he pleaſe hum: 
ble the proud and mighty, and exalt the lowly and dejected, 

As thus he ſpake, he was raken our of tlie flame, and flaid alive ; his tongue was 
pulled out of his mouth, and he put into a frying pan and ſo he departed out of 
this life, to the-great admiration of all that beheld him, and the joy of his brethren 
and mother 3 and went before them co Heaven, there to prepare a Kingdom tor him- 
ſelf and them, 


fore the Tyrant asked him whether he would relent, he cauſed all thoſc rorments to be 
ſhewed him, thereby to terrifie him : but he nothing thereat moved, aud dei.yiug to 
eat of that toreſaid Sacrifice, his hands were bouid with Iron chains, and h+ bcjn 
hanged up by them, the skin of his body was flaia off trom the Crowa of his bead unto 
his knees : ſo that the entrails in his breſt appeared naked ; yer in ſuch manner as he 
might abide greater -torments, For he was caft before a cruel Libard, thirſting moſt 
extremely after blood, to the inrenc that he might devour with his teeth the reit 
of his body ; but the beaſt ſmelling of him ( no doubt by the great handy work 
of Almighty God) torgot his cruelty, and turning away his face, did nojurt to the 
Martyr, 

But hereat the Tyrants rage increaſed ; and the Martyr by ſuffering ſuch corments, 
was made more conſtant, crying aloud : | | 

O how pleaſant u that death unto me,which u cauſed by all ſorts of torments for Gods ſake! 


yea, ſo much the more pleaſant, for that 1 aſſurealy hope to find reward for it in heaven. 


Let theſe torments inflitied upon me ( O Tyrant ) ſatisfie thy cruelty ; for my pa n 15 not by 
thy tortures increaſed, but rather my pleaſure, as thou ſhalt find by my patience m thu Agony, 
More willing am I to ſuffer than thou to puniſh 5 yet my pain m ſuffering ts leſs than thine 
by inflifting the ſame upon me, I am tormented for vertue and obſerving the Law; and the 


Juſtice of God ſhall baniſh thee from thy Regal ſeat : Thou by tormenting art tormented, and 


almoſt conſumed: thy wrath and fury being almoſt ſpent upon me in vain, thou ſhalt nat eſcape 
the day of judgment : eternal torments are there prepared for thee,which neither thy profane 
mind ts able to endure, nor thy great power to decline, thy ſinful Soul being condemned to eter- 
nal puniſhments, Thus, remaming conſtant in his faith, and animated by his brothers ex- 
ample, be departed to Heaven. 


Then Machzr, the third ſon, was brought, whom all men now pitied for the Cath of {4 


his two brethren, and many exhorted him by his Brothers examples to detft from his is 
Opinion, and ſo avoid puniſhinent : but he being angry hereat, ieplyes 3 One Father 
bepot us, one Mother bare us, one Maſter inſtrutted us, we are all of one mind, and all like 
affetted; do therefore no longer prolong the time in vain, 1 came hither to ſujfer, and not ta 
G ſpeak: nſe all your tyranny poſſible againſt this bidy : for you have ny porver at all over my 
Joul, ; 
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Lne 1yrant hereat moved to ſee this third nothing relent by his brochers death, de- H 
viſed wore cruelty than humane wit alone could inveat, Wherefore he commanded a 
Globe to be brought, and ryed the holy Martyr abourit in fuch fort, that all his bones 
were fer ot of joyvt and diſplaced : whereat the holy Martyr was nothing diſmai'd. 
Tic skin alſo ot his head avd face was pull'd oft,and then he was put on the Wheel : bur 
he could not be rackt any worle, for that his boues were all diſplaced, and did hang one 
ſeparated from another 10 molt pitiful manner : and when the blood iſſued from him 
ab.undautly, he was deprived of the uſe of his hands and feer; but perceiving his life 
to be fpe1:r, he fpake thus and dyed : WWe,0 Tyrant, endure this Torment for the love of 
Gd, and thou ih? Author of ſuch unjuſt cruelry fhalt ſuffer everlaſting pain. 

Tien his tongue being cut out of his mouth, he was put into a frying pan, and ſo I 
a;id{t thoſe torments yielded up the Ghoit, 

Next after followed Fudas, the fourth brother, whom all the people perſwaded 
J=/n 1h: 4. and entreared to obey the King : but he contemnipg their prayers and exhorcations, 
Pak Þ aid thus withall conſtancy:Your fire ſhall neither ſeparate nor ſever me from theLaw of God; 

: nor from my brethern, who inſtead of thus mortal life, enjoy life everlaſting. 1 denounce unto 

ther, O Tyrant, deſtruttion and overthrow ; but to ſuch as believe, ſalvatim : make tryal 
ef me therefure, thou cruel wretch , and ſee if God wall forſake me, who bath with open and 
{rrerched out Armes recetved my three brethren which are gone before me, and whom the womb 

ef {9 holy a Mother at ſeveral times brought forth unto glory. | 

The cr:el Tyrant kearing this, was much moved, and from his Chair leapt down to K 
orment this Martyr himſelt,and in his firy commanded his rongue to becut forth: but 

he hereat not terrified, ſaid to Antzochus : 

This cruelly will nothing avail thee, netther ſhalt thou hereby, Tyrant, as thou ſuppoſeſt 

conquer me. Our God needs not by voice to be awakned, but rather by ſecret copttation to 
be praved wmto to help his ſervants : he provideth for them that hold therr peace, and heareth 
the prayers of ſuch as do call npon bim, if they deſerve to be heard, and only requireth purity 
of Soul, For cur G.d knoweth all things before we ack, and before we our ſelves enter ints 
cogitation thereaf,, he underſtandeth our neceſſity : cut out my tongue, thou canſt not cut out my 
mind while my 1:% remaineth, Chaſe prayers which by 1t I have uttered to Alymghty God, have 
taught it ro fuſfer ; would God thou wouldſt ſo ſanitifie all parts of my body by puniſhing thems [, 
for thou therein i uflifteſt puniſhment on thy felf, and reward upon me; and think not that thou 
ſhalt thus ejcape long unpun: ſhed, 
When he had tlus ſpoken, his tongue was Cut out of his mouth, and he bound to 
a ſtake, and there he was beaten with ropes ends, and he did patienily endure this, 
rotw:thſtanding the colour of his face became dead and wan, Beiog looſed from thence, 
=. death of BE Was putupon the wheel : and then praying for his Country-nien, he by death went 
he 4. brothzr UNtO the reſt of his brethren, 
o_ * 5 On Achas, the fifth brother, betore he was haled to torments, ſpake in this 
ſ-»roth hin- IMALNET 3 Behold ( thou Tyraut ) I come to be puniſhed before thou command me, hope not 
{cltrotot- therefore any jot to alter his mindywho as thou ſeeſt dejireth to be tormented, The blood of my M 
gs 4,7 four innocent brethren, which thou haſt ſhed, hath condemned thee to Hell-jire : I am to make 
then up the number of five, that by it thy pains may be encreaſed. Tell me ( bloody wretch ) 
for what offence by us committed doeſt thou thus puniſh us? for what tmpuety aveſt thou ſo 
perſecute us 2 what villany have we commited ? what wickeaneſs ? what naughtineſs hate we 
attempted ? This is all that thou canſt alledge againſt us, that we honour God our (reator, and 
live j"ſtly in obedience of his Laws, and therefore do not efteem thy puniſhments : but they are 
to us bonour and Salvation, and mt pumſhment : we ſhall be greatly rewarded by God, if no 
part of us be left free from torment, 

Whileſt thus he ſpake,his executioners by the Kings command took him, and caſt him 
into a brazen pot,and he was preſt down in it, his head to his feet : ard afterward he ſut- 
tered all ocher torments, which his brethren had endured 3; yet not arnzid herear, he 
ſ.ddenty faried up, and thus birterly inveighed againſt che Tyra : Cruel Tyrant, how 
great 6: nefits deſk thou againſt thy will beſtow upon us ! yea, the more (ho1 17 36001211 anatnſt 
us, the ware accevtoble to God ſhalt thou make us : yea, 1 ſhould ve jorry :fthon (hewdeſt 
mercy upon me. This ſhort affliction paineth us life everlaſting 5 if this 71-2yoral Vrath ſhould 
nat betice me, everlafing life could not befall me, And thus he finiſht his Agony, and 
dyed, : 

Then the tormencers laid hands upon the ſixth brother, who was called Areth, to 
whom the Tyrant made offer either of honour or puniſhment: but he diſdainirg his offer, 
ſaid : Altho»pb { Tyrant) 1 be younger tn years than my martyred brethren, yet my con- 
{tancy of mind! to theirs ts not inferiour ; for we were all nounſht up together, all o 
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A ftrufted,and we will all dy together in the fear of God, Haſten therefore your torments, and that 
time which thou wouldeſt ſpend in exhorting me, ſpend it in deviſing tortures ſor me. 
Antiochus hereat confounded commanded him to be bound to a Villar with his head 
hanging down,in ſuch wiſe as the defluxion of humours might cauſe ach:aud this done, L ig rg M 
he cauſed a fire to be made ſo far off him, that it could not burn him, but rouſt him, ther. © 
He alſo commanded him,as he hung, to be pricked with awls, that fo the heat might 
pierce into the holes they made in his fleſh, Whilſt thus he was tormented, much blood 
like froth gathered about his head and face, and he then ſpake in this manner. 0 
woble ſight ! O valiant War ! Oftrife between piety and impiety ! Theſe men have paſt their 
3 Agonies, whoſe Crown of Martyrdom # the puniſhment of their perſecutors:1 do moſt willingly 
follow my brethren,that as by blood I amconjoyned unto them 5 ſo by death I may not be ſepa- 
rated from them, Deviſe,O Tyrant, ſome new Torment, for theſe I have already overcome. 
O maſter of cruelty, Enemy of piety, perſecuter of juſtice ! we ſix Brethren have conquere d 
the Kings power, and what bis Kingdom or the whole world could afford, Thy fire # cold 
and heateth not, and the Kings weapons are bended and blunted in our bodies ; our God pt- The 6th bro: 
veth us more courage to ſuffer, than thou haſt to puniſh : and ſo the precept of Gud remaineth ber ſharply 


: reproves An- 
firmin us, tiochus, 


And as he thus ſpake, one took hold of his tongue with a hot pair of tongs, and ſo 
with the ſame torments,thar his brethren had ſuffered, being fryed in a pan he gave up 
the Ghoſt. 

C Six ofthe Brethren being now dead by diverſity of torments, only one of the ſeven 
remained alive with his mother, named Faceb, younger in years ( but not in con- 
Nancy of mind ) than thereſt of his brethren. He preſenting himſelf before the Ty- 
rant, moved him to compaſſion, both for that he was left alone, and the laſt of his 
brethren, and alſo that he was to periſh : wherefore he called the child unto him , 
and into a place where no inftruments of torments were, and taking him by the l.anc, 
he ſaid thus unto him, hoping to win him by fair ſpeeches : By thy brethrexs calanicy 
thou now well haſt learned,what u prepared for thee, if thou ariſobey me: deliver thy ſelf ther e- rormeucs. 
fore from theſe torments, and I will grve thee what honour my kingdon. can afford : thou ſhalt 
be a Magiſtrate, and General of my Army, and one of my (ounſellors, 

D But perceiving himſelf not to prevail, he cauſed the young man's Mother to be called 
unto him : who comirg and ſtanding near her Son, the Tyrant faid thus unto her 
Where are now, O worthy woman, all thy Children ? Behold of ſuch a number, if thou pleaſe, 
the deſtiny affords thee one : adviſe therefore thy Child, and mullifie his obſtinate mind by 
wholſom counſel, 

The Mother having heard what the King ſaid, made her reverence to the King : 
which done, that the King might not underftand her, ſhe ſpake in Hebrew co her Child 
as followeth : | 

Pitty thy Mother,O ſon,and comfort iby ſorrowfull Mother , who bare thee nine months in my 
web, and gave thee ſuck three years, and with great mauſtry bave brought thee up to this 

E age, { pray thee, dear ſon, conſider the Heaven and Eartb, and all that in them u, and 
know, that God created them all of nothing, who alſo of nothing created Mankind. Fear 
not thu Ethnick's pains and torments, but tmmate thy brethren, and contemn death, that in 
the day of mercy 1 may receive thee and thy brethen again in Heaven, 

As his mother thus admoniſhed him, he in the Hebrew tongue requeſted to be un- 
bound,for that he had a ſecret to diſcloſe to the King:who being unfertered he preſent- 
ly ran to the torments prepared : for there was a ___ red hot, that was prepa- 
red for ſuch as were to ſuffer : unto the which che Child coming, remembring his bre- 
thren,and beholding alſothe King, he ſaid unto him 3 (ruel tyrant, I now know thee 
not only to have been cruel againſs my brethren, but even cruelty it ſelf. Wretch that thou 

F art, who gave thee this purple > and who exalted thee to this Kingdom and dignity * even he, 
whom thou in us doſt perſecute, whoſe ſervants and worſhippers thou killeſt and tormenteſt, 
for which thy wickedneſs thy ſelf ſhall ſuffer eternal fire and torments which ſhall have no end. 
Thou art of higher dipnity and authority in this world than other men, yet be that made o- 
ther men, made thee alſo of the ſame nature that they are : for all men are born and muſt die 
alike, He that kills another, ſheweth that he himſelf may be killed : thou teareſt and torment- 
elt thy own piflure and image in vain : thou in thy fury killeft him,whom not long ſince God 
created like thy ſelf, and according to the ſame law thou thinkeft all lawful, which thy King- 
ly pawer can command : thou pulleſt out our tongues,and teareſt our bodtes with fleſh-books, 
and conſumeſt with fire : but they, who have already ſuffered this, bave recerved everlaſt-

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CHAP. L. 


The incredible Felicity of the firſt ſeven Months of the Reign of the 
Emperour Caius Caligula, 


FFhe Emperour Caizs Caligulz is anEminent example of what I have ſaid:Neyer was 
there ſeen a greater tranquillity, than that which was injoyd by all the Provinces 
both by Sea and Land, when he was advanced to the Empire after the death of Tiberizs: 
The Eaſt, the Weſt, the North and South were all in protound peace: The Greeks had 
no difference with the Barbarians : The Souldiers and Citizens lived quietly 
and in good intelligence together, So great a felicity ſeemed to be incredible : 8& 
it could not be ſufficiently admired, that ſo young aPrince mounting the throne 
he ſhould be attended with ſo much proſperity, thar his defires could not exceed his in- 
joyments: His Riches were immence, his Forces both by Land & Sea great and formida- 
ble, his Revenues prodigious flowing, into his Exchequer ( as from an inexhauſtible 
Stream )from all parts of the habitable World : For his Empire extended to the Rhine, 
and the Euphrates, the firſt ſeparating it from Germany and other vild Nations, and the 
other bounding it from the Parthians, Sarmatians, Scythians and other people no leſs 
© Þarbarous than the Germans. So that it might be ſaid, from the rifing to the ſetting 
of the Sun, not only upon the continent, bur in the F/es, and even in the parts on 
the other fide of the Sea,all was in peace and felicity : The people of Rowezall Iraly,and 
all the Provinces both in Earope and Aja lived in a perpetual feaſt: For it was never 
ſeen before under the Reign of any of their Emperours,that every man by the bleſſing 
of God injoy'd his eſtate in that quietneſs, and bare ſo great a ſhare in the publick fe- 
licity, that there was nothing wanting to his deſires. In all the Towns there was no- 
thing to be ſeen but Altars, and Victims, and Sacrifices, and Prieſts in their white 
Robes, with Garlands of flowers upon their head, Ali places were full ofChearfulneſs, 
Feaſting, Playing, Muſick, Running of Horſes, Banqueting, Dancing to the Flute; 
and the Harp and all ocher Divertiſments unaginable. No difference to be diſcerned 
in the contentment of either Rich or Poor, Common Perſons, or Perſons of Quality 
Maſters and Servants, or Creditor and Dcbtar, The felicity of that time was equal 
to all conditions, and what was verified then, made it almoſt credible, what the Poets 
had ſaid formerly in their tables of the age of S4turz. And in this manner they paſſed 
ſcven compleat Months, |

his old way of living ſoberly and temperately, which preſerves people in health, 

and was the way he took, whilſt Tiberims was alive, he plunged himſelf into Intempe- 

rance and Luxury : He drank much Wine, eat to exceſs, bath'd unſeaſonably, 

cram'd himſelf,till he could not keep what he had taken down, and when he had diſgor- 

ged, crammed himſelf again : He gave himſelf up wholly toWomen, and to pleaſures 

x more unnacurally criminal ; in ſhort he abandoned himſelf to all other diſorders that 

were moſt likely to alter that Temperament andHarmony of body and mind, which Tem- 

perance maintains in health and vigour; whereas Intemperance weakens It, and ex+ 
poſes it to Diſtempers,that arc moſt commonly mortal, _— Cs 

It was then about the beginning of Autumn, which is the laſtSeaſon in the year that is 

proper for Navigation, and the time in which thoſe, who traffick in forreign parts, rc- 

turn home. By this means the news of his ſickneſs was in a moment carried all oyet 

the World, and changed their joy into ſadneſs. The Towns, and the houſes were ge- 

nerally full of mourning and affiition; and the Emperours {ickneſs became the diſtem- 

per of all the Provinces; aud theirs was the greateſt, becauſe his infirmity was only in 

G his body, bur theirs in their minds, apprehending to looſe with their peace the injoy- 

mznt of all thoſe good things, which were concomitant with it; and having _—_— 
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the death of their Emperors attended commonly with Famine and other calamities,that H 
are the conſequents of War, they could not ſee any thing ſo likely ro excmpt them, 
as the health of their Prince. | 

His ſickneſs beginning to abate,the news was immediatcly ſpread abroad, and carried 
joy to the very ends of the Earth ; For nothing is more nimble than fame; and every 
body expected the news of his recovery with incredible patience; and when it arrived 
every body believed himſelf recovered with him, and reſtored to his former {elicity. 
It is not remembred, that any joy was ever ſo general, all people ſeeming to have paſ- 
ſed,as it wereina Moment,from a ſavage and ruſtick, to a ſoft and a ſociablelite ; from 
Deſarts to Towns ; from Diſorder to Order; and all by their nappineſs in being un- 
der the condu of a bountitul and legitimate Prince. 


CHAP. II 


The Emperor Caius abandons himſelf toall forts of Debanchery, and with horrid ingratitude, 


and terrible cruelty obliges young T ibecius,the Emperor's Grand: ſon, to kill himſelf. 


UT it was quickly diſcernable, that the Spirit of man is blind in its imaginati- 

ons ; that he is ignorant of what is moſt for his advantage, and that he takes the x 
ſhadow many times for rhe ſubſtance, For this Prince,who was conſider'd as an admi- 
rable Benefx&tor, and one whoſe Munificence and Favours were ſpread all over Europe 
and Afia,became a Monſter for cruelty, or to ſpeak more properly, he diſcovered that 
humour, which though born with him, he had difſembled till that time. The Emperour 
Tiberius had by his Son Drnſwus ( who dyed before him) this young Tiberins : and by 


' his Nephew Germazicas he had Gains C aligula,yhom he preferred to Tiberizs in the Suc- 


ceflion of the Empire upon condition, that he ſhould acknowledg the greatneſs of the 
benefit by the manner of his comportment with his Grand-Child : But Caizs,inſtead of 
being concernd for having received that by Adoption, which belonged -o young Tibe- 
rius by Succeſſion, proy'd ingratfull, and carried it to that exceſs of Inhumanity, that 7, 
not contented to have defeated him of his Empire, he cauſed him to be put to death 
upon pretence of practices againſt him , as if a perſon of his age had been capable of ſo 
great adeſign ; but many people are of opinion, thatif young Tzherivs had had ſome 
tew years more over his head, his Grandfather would doubtleſs have made him his Suc- 
ccſlor, and laid aſide Caizzs,of whom he began already to be jealous. 

And this was the way which Caizs took to execute his deteſtable Reſolution upon a 
Perſon, with whom 1n juſtice he ought to have parted the Soveraignty, He cauſed the 
young Tiberizs to appear before him, aſſembled his friends, and told them, Tlove T;- 
berizs,not only as my Kinſman,but as mv Brother, and I wiſh with all my heart, it was 
in my power to take him preſently as a partner into the Governmient, that I might 15 
thereby fulfil the laſt will and Teſtament of his Grand Father : But you ſee the ten- 
derneſs of his years, and that he is fitter ro have a Governor, than to be a Governor 
himſelf, Were it not for that, what joy,what eaſe would it be to me to have diſcharge 
my ſclt of part of fo great a burden,as it is to manage and conduct ſo many ſeveral 
Nations? Seeing then the affection which I bear him obliges me to ic,I think good to de- 
clare toyou,that I am reſolved to ſerve and take care of him,not only as a Governour, 
but as a Father z by which name I defire{he may call me, and T ſhall call him Son for 
the future, 

When Caizs by this Artifice had deluded all that were preſent, and by his counter- 
teic Adoption rather rob'd,than conter'd upon the poor Prince that part of the Empire, yy 
to which he might lawfully have pretended, there was nothing left, that might obſtruct 
his falling into that Snare, which he had laid for him: forthe Laws of the Romans do 
give the Parents an abſolute power over their Children, and then the Supream degrec: 
of authority in which he was eſtabliſhed, left no man in a Capacity to queſtion any 
thing he did. So that looking upon this young Prince as an Enemy, he treated him 


accordingly without reſpect to his age, or any conſideration,that he had been brought 
up by the Emperor with hopes of ſucceeding him in the Government: for after his 


Father Druſus was dead, the Emperour took him into his tuition, and uſed bim rather 
like tus Son than his Grand-Child, | 
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A Iris reported, that Caizs commanded him to kill himſelf in the preſence of ſeveral 
Tribunes and Captains, forbidding them ſtrictly to give him any aſſiſtance, becauſe 
( forſooth) it was not decent,that the deſcendents of an Emperour ſhould die by any 
inferiour hands : For he would needs paſs for a ſtrict obſerver of the Laws, at the very 
time when he broke them, and a Bigot in Religion, when he was committing ſo great a 
Crime, without the leaſt compunCtion or remoſe for making a Stalking-Horſe ot the 
truth by ſo ſtrange an hypocriſie. 

The poor Prince, who had never ſeen any murders before, nor been accuſtomed to 
thoſe counterfeit Combats; in which young Princes are uſually exerciſed in time of 
Peace, preſented his Throat to the perſon who ſtood next him; but he and all the reſt 

B refuſing to diſpatch him,he took the Dagger himſelf, ask'd them where he was to ſtrike, 
and they in their great Civility having inſtructed him, he ſtab'd himſelf immediatly; 
and that with many blows, tillby a lamentable and unmerciful! compulſion he had 
murder'd himſelf, 


CHAP. 1IIl. 


Cains puts to death Macro Colonel of his Pretorian bands, to whom he «ras oblig'd 
C | both for his lite and his Empire. 


VV HEN Caius had finiſhed that bufineſs, which of all his affairs was of the 
| reateſt importance, there being no body left chat could pretend to the Em 
pire, or to ſs any turbulent perſons could in prudence apply, he turn'd his indig- 
nation \. 5 Macro,reſolving, that he alſo ſhould feel the effects of his Cruclty and 1n- 
ratitude, : | 
, This Macro had not only ſerv'd him faithfully ſince his advancement to the Throne, 
( which would have been no extraordinary thing, becauſe Princes who are fortnnate 
ſhall never want flatterers ) but he hid been a gieat means, that Tiberizs had choſen him 
D for his Succeſſor : For beſides that there never was Prince of greater Sagacity and 
Penetration than T7berizz, the experience, which his years had given him, gave him ſo 
large an inſight into the ſecreteft Cogitations of *Man, that he began to be jealous of 
| Caius £ he ſuſpected him an Enemy in his heart to the whole family of theG/audiz ; and 
that if he had any natural affe@ion at all, it was only for his Relations by the Mothers 
fide, ſo that Tiberins began to be'apprehen(tve for his Grand-Child, if he ſhould leave 
hima Minor, Again he looked upon: Gazzs as uncapable of the Government of ſo 
oreat am Empire, by reaſon of the weakneſs and levity of his parts, which ſeem'd 
| rather inclining to folly than otherwiſe: ſo little Solidity was there to be obſerved ci- 
ther in his word or his ations: 'But-there was no Stone that Macro left unturned to 
E diſcuſfe theſe ſuſpitions, ahd eſpecitlly his apprehenſion for his Grand-Child: He 
aſſured the Emperour,that Caias Yah extreme reſpe for him,& ſo great an affeci- 
on for hisCouſin,that he would willingly leave the Empire to him,& that it was nothing 
but his retention and modeſty, that made people think him weak in his intelleQuals, 
When' Macro found theſe Reaſons would not work, he feared not to offer himſelf in 
Caution : and the Emperour had no reaſon to ſuſpe& his Sincerity after the Teſtimo- 
ny, which he had given of it not only in diſcovering, but defeating the Conſpiracy of 
Sejanus,” \ In ſhort, he was always commending Caius, ( if it may be called commend- 
ing to undertake his juſtification againſt all uncertain ſurmiſes, and undetermined ac- 
cuſations ) and carried himſelf ſo towards him, that, if Cairs had been his Brother or 
17 his Son, he could not have done more : Several have atcributed the Cauſe to there- 
ſpets, which Caine always ſhew'd ro Macro, but more to the £009 offices of his Wife, 
who tor ſome private Reaſons was always crying him up, and magnifying him to her 
Husband, and every one knows the influence of Women, eſpecially it they be immo- 
deſt, for then no Art nor Flattery can eſcape then, that may conceal their tranſgreſ- 
ſi6ns frolitheir Husband, Macro,being ignorant of ſome paſſages in his houſe, inter- 
preted thefe” artifices for affetion;& the greateſt of hisEnemies paſſed in his thoughts 
for the trucſt of his friends, Thar he had preferved Cai in fo many dangers, and 
could not imagine, that he would ever be ingrateful, gave him the confidence to ad- 
moniſh Vith With'grear liberty upon ati apprehenſion, that he would either ruin himſelf, 
G' or be corrupted By other.people, He. was like a good workman, jealous of his own 
manufaQure; and could not endure it ſhould be ſpoil'd, Caizs talling afleep one day 
| at 
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at the Table, Macro was bold to wake and admoniſh him, that it was neither decent nor H 
ſecuresfor he in thar condition might eaſily be ſlain, When Cars was looking upon his 
Dancers or Mimicks with ſuch extraordinary pleaſure and attention, that he could 
not contain from imitating their Geſtures 5 when not conrenting himſelf to ſmile,or be 
pleaſ'd, he brake out into a loudLaughter among the Comedians or Buffoons 3 or when 
he ſung or play'd aworg the Mulitians, he jog'd him Gently, it he was with in reach, 
to the end he might give over, and told himin his Ear, what nobody elſe durſt have 
ventur'd to have ſaid. | 
You are not, S1R, to abandon your ſelf to the pleaſures of your ſence like other men, but are 
rather to ſurpaſs them in gravity and prudence, as much as you tranſcend them in dignity and 
extraction. How ſlvange will it appear, for the Monarch of the World, to be unable to 
mederate himſelf in ſuch ſlight and contemptble things ? The great honour, that invirons yous 
obliges you to do nothing unſuitable to the Majeſty of ſo great and ſo redoubted an Emperour: 
I/hen you are in the Theatre, or Circus, or mn the place of any publick exerciſe, you are not 
fo conſider the ſhow or ſþeftacle fo much, as the pains and care, which thoſe perſons, who pre- 
ſent it, have taken to do it to your content;and are to argue thus with your ſelfs If theſe perſons 
have taken ſo much pains in things that are uſeleſs to the life of man, and only ſerviceable 
to the pleaſures of the ſpeftators,that thereby they may merit thetr applauſes & acclamation,what 
z5 there incumbent upon a Prince, who profeſſes an art infinitely more eſtimable ? Do you not 
know,that there is nothing equal to governing well, ſeeing it cauſes plenty in all places capa- 
ble of Cultivation, and ſecures Navigation, by which all the Provinces have (ommerce, and x; 
communicate their reſpeftive Commodities > Enuy and Fealoufie, to fruſtrate thu bappy 
Communtcatin,havelike poiſon infected ſome perſons, and ſome Towns : But ſince your Au- 
guft Family bas been advanced to the Sovereignty and Supreme power which extends it ſelf as 
well over the Seas as Lands of the whole Earth, it bgs repelled theſe monſters into the moſt re- 
cluſe and obſcnre Solitudes., To you alone zt 15 that this ſupreme Authority # committed. | 
Providence bas plac d you,as a judicious Pilot, to manage the Flelm, It us your office to look 
zo the good condutt of thu incomparable veſſel fraughteq with the welfare of all mankind; and 
as ſo noble an office 15 aboue all eſtimation, you ought not to take pleaſure in any thing ſo 
much,as in rendring ſo many Nations,as are under your daminion, bappy by your benefits.” Tis 
true they may be oblig d by particular perſons, but tt is frqm their Prince, only they are to ex- |, 
pett thu excellent conduf, by which be ſhawrs down his bounty upon thews with full, hands, re- 
ſerving only ſuch things ,as in prudence are neceſſary for the remedying of ſuch accidents ,as can- 
not be foreſeen, - CD ons | g 122 
Thus it was, that this unfortunate, Cousſellor adviſ'd Ca:us with defigne to have 
made ;him better ; But his wicked nature farned his remedies into poiſon, made: a 
mock of his counſel, and became much worſe ; in fo much as, when Macro came to- 
wards himone time, he ſaid to thoſe who were then about him.z Do you ſee thet zmper- 
tinent Scboolmaſter, that ridiculous Pedagopgue?be would take upon him to ive inflrudtons, 
not only to a Child, but to a perſon wiſer than bimſelf..,,. He prates,as if a [ibjef was: ts com- 
mand an Emperour, and an Emperour, that s not qgnorant in the art of Governing, and be 14 
believes himſelf excellent in that ſcience, But 1 would fan knom,where be learned it,, For my © 
part,1 was brought up to it frommy Cradle, receiving continual inſtruttons from my, Father 
Brothers, Uncles, Couſins, Grand-Father, Great-Grand- Father, and many other great 
Princes, from whom 1 am deſcended bath by the Father and Mother. without ſo much as men- 
tioning the ſeeds of vertue, which Nature mngles with the blood of thoſe, ſhe deſigns ſhall com- 
mand : For by the ſame reaſon, as (bildren are obſerved to reſemble their Parents ,not only in 
the lineaments of their face, and the qualities of their mind, but, in their very geſturer, in- 
clination 5 and afttons, by the ſame reaſon thoſe, wha proceed from a Race accuſtomed to da- 
minion,ao recerve with their exiſtence a diſpoſition, that makes them capable of all the impreſſions 
neceſſary for the formation of a great Prince.

The Emperour is of my making, and has no leſs obligation to me, than co theſe who hrought 
bim into the World, Three times by my prayers and contrivances bawe I reſeveah;m fromthe O, 
fury of Tiberius, who would have put bim to death; and when Tiberius, who: would have 
put 
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put him to death, and when Tiberius dyed, 1 cauſ d him to be declared Emperour by theGuaras, 
which were under my Command, remonſtrating and mculcating to them, that the only way 
to keep th? Empire entire was to pay obedience but to one perſon. 

Many people approved this diſcourſe in Macro, as knowing it was true, and not yet 
underſtanding the inconſtancy and diſfimulation of Cazus : But not many days after 
the unfortunate Macro and his wife were put to death 3 which was all the reconpence 
that the ingratitude of Cazzs afforded to the fidelity of his ſervant, tor having ſecur'd 
him againſt death, and advanc'd him to the Empire, Some ſay, Aacro was compelled 
to kill himſelf, and that his wife did the ſame, though it was more than luſpe&ted (ati- 
45 nad been kinder to her formerly, But what is more unconſtant than love, by reaſon 
of the frequent exceptions and diſguſts that happen, where the affeCtion is irregular 2 
Nay fo inſatiable was the cruelty of Caius, that he pur to death the whole family of Ma- 
cro, leaving not ſo much as one of his Servants alive |

petitor in the Empire, and of a perſon co whom he ought both his auchority 
and life, there was a third defiga that remained to be execured, to 
the perpetration of which he imploy'd his utmoſt addreſs, His Father in 
Law Marcus Syllanus ( who was a perſon of great Generoſity, and of illuſtrious ex- 
craQion ) after the death of his Daughter who died very young ) continued to Carus 
the affection of an own Father rather than of a Father in Law, believing that, though the 
Princeſs was dead, he could not but have the ſame ſentiments for him. Upon this 
{core he ſpake to him with great liberty about the meaſures , which he was to take 
by his ations to anſwer the hopes which were conceived of him : Bur Catus, beiug ſo 
vain anOpiniaſter,that inſtead of owning or mending his faults,he flattered himſelf wich 
aFancy, that he was excellent in all Kinds of virtues, & look'd upon thoſe as hisEnemies, 
who gave him good counſel,he perverted the good Counſel ofSy/lanus,reputed it an in- 
ſolence, grew inſupportable towards him, and could not endure any longer to have 
him an impediment to the irregularity of his paffions, After this he baniſh'd as well 
out of his thoughts as his heart the remembrance of his wite, and by more than barba- 
rous Cruelty cauſed him to be put to death for Treaſon, from whom ſhe had received 
life, and who ought to have been reſpected by him as an own Facher. The noiſe of 
this murder,which was followed by the execution of ſeveral others the moſt conſiderable 
in the Empire, was ſpred all over the World : every body ſpake of ic with horrour,but in 
private, their fear obſtructing the publication of their reſentment, Neverthe- 
leſs the people being eafily deluded, and not withour difficulty to be perſwaded, tha a 
Prince, who had appeared fo good and fo gentle, ſhould be fo ſuddenly changed, it 
was ſaid in his excuſe. That, as to the death of the young Tiberius, the S overaign power 
could not admit of a Partner : That he was only prevented by Caius; for if bis age would 
have permitted, he would have treated bim in the ſame manner: That it was perhaps by the 
Providence of Ged, and for the benefit of the whole IVorld, that Tiberius Loſt his life, to 
ſecure the Empire from Ctuil and Forreuagn Wars, which would have adevided into fatti- 
ons by the ſeveral great perſons, who would have eſpouſed the intereſt both of the one and the 
other: That nothing ts more diſirable than peace : That Peace cannot ſubſiſt but by good con- 
duft in the Prozinces 5 and that a Province canot be well pevern'd, unleſs the Government be 
in a ſingle perſon, whoſe authority maintains all things in quiet and repoſe : That, as to Ma- 
cro, be was grown ſo ſawcy and proud, that in appearance he had quite forgot that excellent 
direftion of the Oracle at Delphos, Nolſce teipſum, wh:ch is a thing ſo neceſſary, that with 
the knowledg of ones ſelf one cannot fail tobe happy, nor avoid being unhappy, when it is not 
attained : That it was inſupportable for Macro to ſet himſelf up above the Emperour,as if it 
was not his office to command, and the ſubjefts to obey : [nthis manner it nas that the 1yno- 
rant ether out of flattery ur folly interpreted the wholeſome counſels of Macro : and,as for 


wW HEN this perfideous Prince had in this manner quitted himſelfof his Com- 


G Syllanus, zt was ſatd, that it was ridicuculous in him to pretend to as 9:uch power over his 


Son in Law,as a Father bas over his ownSon,ſeeing thoſe Fathers wbo are but (uens,ds j10- 
mit 
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writ without trouble to their own (bildren, when they are advanced to any dignity or office,and H 
that it was imprudently done in him to imagine,that, being but his Father in Lawke ſhould have 
a right to interpoſe in publick affairs, without conſidering that by allyance with the Emperour 
was extinguiſhed by the death of his Daughter, Marriages betng but outward ligaments, 
which, though they joyn Families together at preſent, yet they are broken upon the death of 
either of the parties. : 

This was the diſcourſe, which was uſed in ſome of their afſemblys to excuſe the 
Emperour's cruelty ; for there having been none of his predeceffors, of whoſe meekneſs 
and bounty they had conceived a better opinion, they could not ( as I have ſaid ) ima- 
gine he ſhould be ſo changed in a Momenr, 


CHAP. VI. 


Caius requires the veneration of one of the Gear, 


Heſe horrid and criminal actions paſſed in the mind of Cazas for ſo many victories 
FT obtain'd againſt the moft conſiderable perſons of his Empire ; For his fury had 
extinguiſhed the luſtre of the ImperialFamily in the blood of hisCoufin youngTiberius, 
whom he ought in juſtice to have taken into the partnerſhip of the Government, His 
abominable inhumanity had exaſperated the Sena by the death of Sy/lanus his Father in 
Law, who was one of their greateft ornamevts: and his horrible ingratitude had taken a- 
way :the life of Macro a perion of the firſt Rank in his Court, and to whom he was 
oblig'd particularly for the Grandeur, to which he was advanc'd. 

Having perpetrated theſe great things, he believed, that, there being no body left, 
who durſt oppoſe himſelf againſt his pleaſure, he ought not to be ſatisfied with the 
greateſt honois, that could be confer'd upon man ; but that he might expe& and chal- 
leng what was given to the Gods 5 and it is reported, that to pexſwade himſelf to ſo 
range an extravagance his argument was thus : 

As thoſe, who conduFt and have the care of Heards of Cattel whether Oxen, or Sheep, or L 
Deer ,are neither Oxen,nor Sheep,norDeer themſelues,0ut men of anature infinitely more excel- 
lent, than the nature of thoſe animals : ſo they, who have the command of all the men and Crea- 
tures in the World, ought to be conſidered as more excellent than men, and receive reve- 
rence like Gods, 

Havirg admitted this ridiculous fancy into his head, and taken the boldneſs to pub- 
liſhit, he came by degrees to the effte&s : He began firſt to deſire to be reyerenced as 
one of the demy-Gods, ſuch as Bacchus, Hercules, (aftor and Pollux, Tryphon, Am: 
phtarus, Amphilocus and others 3 but he laugh attheir Oracles and Ceremonies,and ra- 
viſh'd them from them, chat they might be attributed to himſelf, 

He changed his habit and dreſs like a player, Sometimes to perſonat Hercules he wore yy 
a Lions skin about his ſhoulders,and a Club in his hand : ſometimes he wore a Hat like 
Caſtor and Pollux 3 and ſometimes in imitation of Bacchus he wore the skin of a young 
Hind, But in this point he differed from thoſe pretended deities, that, whereas they - 
were contented with their reſpeRive and particular Ceremonies without envying what 
was confer'd upon the reft, he required them all, thar he might. be accounted above 
them, | | 
Nevertheleſs that, which contracted the great throng of ſpeRators, was not that he had 
three bodies like Gerion, but becauſe he transformed himſelf into as many differenc 
ſhapes as Proteus, who, as Homer deſcribes, changed himſelf into ſeyeral Elements, 
Animals, and Plants. 

But, {azus, this vain reſembance wich theſe Demy-Gods was not the thing, you ought 
to have affected 3 you were rather to have imitated their aftions and virtue. Hercules by 
his glorious labours delivered both Land and Sea from ſuch Monſters, as troubled the - 
repoſe of mankind : Bacchus, who was the firſt that planted the Vine, brought a li- 
quor into the World ſo pleaſant and comfortable both ro the body and mind of man, 
that it made them forget their ſorrows, exhilarated and fortified their hearts in ſuch 
manner, that the effeAs of it are {till ſeen in the dances and feſtivities, not only of the 
moſt civiliz'd, but of the moſt barbarous Nations, As to Caſtor and Pollux, the two 
Sons of Fupiter, is it not ſaid,that one of them being immortal and the other mortal, he, 
who had the advantage of immortality, not being able to think that his brother ſhould 
die, would needs equal and debaſe himſelt to the condition of his Brother by commu- 
nicating 
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A nicating to him part of his immortality, and in ſome meaſure ſubjeQting himſelt co death, 
watch was the g:eareſt expreftion of kindneſs that could be imagined. Theſe Heros 
ten, was wer? the admiration of their own ages , and are ftill the wonder of 
0:15, were not adored and reverenc'd as Gods, but for their benefits and good ations 
to man, But, Carus, wiat haye you done in imitation, that may in courage vou to 
inch an exaction? To begin with (after and Pollax have you imitated the pertect iricud- 
i1p,that was between choie two Brothers, and made them ſo glorious ? youw'rl:- 
our Compz{iton to the youth and tenderneſs ot htin, who ought to have been to you as 
a B:other, and with whom you were in juſtice obliged to have ſhar'd the whole Em- 
pire, you { I fay ) have cruelly embrued your hands in his blood, and ſent his ſitters 
into Exile, to reign with the more ſecurity and quiet your felf, Have you imitated 
Bacchrs, and diffisd an univerſal joy and chearfulneſs over the whole Earth by any 
' admirable tnyention * you, who being to be conſidered no otherwiſe bur as a publick. 
Plagie, have found out nothing but new inventions to turn that joy into ſorrow, that 
chearfulneſs into ſadneſs, and make peoples lives a burden. : You,who in recompenco 
of the infinire-wealth and advantages, which flow in to you dayly from all parts ot the 
World, do with your iofatiable avarice cruſh aud depreſs your people with the weight 
of fo many new Tributes and Impoſirions, that you inforce them to abominate your horri- 
ble inhumanity. Do you iwitate Hercules in the nobleneſs of his :&tions,and in the Gith- 
culty of his Labours to introduce and eſtabliſh peace, [to diftribute juſtice and reſtore 
C Plenty both at Land and at Sea ? you, who on the contrary being moſt lazy and fear- 
tal of your ſex, have baniſhed all order, and quiet, and happineſs, ro introduce dil- 
order, and trouble, and all kind of miſery in their places. Is it then by theſe meaſures 
you think to paſs for a Demy-God ? and do you defire to be immortal, that jou may 
continue theſe afflictions eternally f Is it not more rational onthe other ſide to believe, 
that, if you were really one of the Gods, the odiousneſs of your conduct would degrade 
you,and tumble you down 2gain into the degree of a man,ſceing vice is as efficacious to 
make people mortal,as virtue to immortalize?Forbear then ro compare your iclt o Caftor 
and Pollux,who were ſo much Celebrated for their Brotherly love, atter you have been 
ſo cruel as to have murdered your own Brother 5 and do not petend to the honors, 
which are given to Hercules and Bacchus who fignalized themſclves by cheir good deeds, 
whilſt your crimes and iniquities are ſufficient to render them uſeleſs, 
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| The folly increaiing every day, he exafted the honour of ® God, and imitated Mercury, | 
; | Apollo, and Mars, 


honoured as a Demy God, and therefore pretended to be equal with the Gods, 
Ar firſt he would paſs for Mercury, and habited himfelt like him, wearing a Ca- 
ducers in his hand and winged Buſkins upon his Legs. To repreſent Apollo he appeared 
another time with a Crown upon his head gliſtering with Rays, a quiver at his back, 
with Arrows in his left hand, and with his right hand diſtributing Largeſles among the 
people, to ſhew that his bounty was greater than his exaCtion, ; | h 

Atter that he inſtitu:ed ſacred dances, in which ſongs were ſung in praiſe of this 
new God who before, wiilkt he peiſonated Bacchus, contented himſelt with the names of 
Evins, Lizus, and Liber, Many times alſo, when he repreſented Mars,he arm d him- 
ÞE ſelf with a head piece, a Cuirafſe, and a Buckler, ſhowing himſelf publickly with a 
naked Sword in his hand, accompanied with Bravo's and Hedtors ready for any mur- 
ders that he ſhould command them, aud ail to imitate the fury of that ceity,who breath'd 
nothing but ſlaughter and blood, So extraordinary a ſpeRacle fill'd with aftoniſhment 
the minds of his people, who could not ſufficiently adwire, that he ſhould pretend 
to any reſemblance with thoſe; having nothing of their virtue or good qualities to 1e- 
commend him, and that he ſhould affe& to rake upon him the marks of that good, 
which they had procured to mankind, - For what elle is ſignified by the Wivged Buſ- 
kiris of Mercury, but that-he was an Embaſſador of the Gods, and an Iuterpreter of 
their wills, the Greek name implying no otherwiſe, butthar he was the meſſenger of 

G happy news, waich be conveyed with expedition * And not only a God, but a man | 
woutd with great difficulty be perſwaced to be the meſſenger of bad, The Caduceus 
Bbbb what 
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W hat did it import, but that he was the Stickler, and Mediator in Treaties, and all mat- H 
ters of Peace; ſeeing men alſo uſed the ſame upon the like occaſtons, and otherwiſe 
there would have been no end of the ill conſequences of War? But that Cazzs put on 
his winged Brodequzns upon bis Ankles , was it to publiſh and fpread abroad thoroy all 
the Provinces the noiſe of his Crimes, which ought rather to have been buried in per- 
petual Oblivion? And why ſhould he give himſc1f ſo much trouble, when without ſtir- 
ing from his place, he committed ſuch an infinite number of impieties, which ſtreaming 
inceſſantly from that deteſtable ſource, overflow'd the whole world, and was a mote per- 
nicious Deluge than the former > And why ſhould he carry a Caduce, when there was 
nothing to be found either in his words or actions, that had the leaft appearance orten- 
dency to Peace 3 But on the contrary, there was not a Province or Towu in all Greece ] 
or Ba/bary,in which he was not the occaſion of diviſion and troubles ? Let our pretend- 
ed Mercury then quit that Name, which is ſo unſuitable for him. | 
Andas to Apollo, In what was it that he could pretend to reſemble him? Wasit in 
the glittering of his Crown, as if the Sun and the Day were more proper for the com- 
miſhon of Evil, than Darkneſs and Night ® There are none but actions that are vir- 
tuous, and worthy of praiſe, that are fit for the Day, whilſt actions that are wicked and 
{candalous ought to look our the thickeſt and moſt private obſcurities in Dens and 
Caves, | 
This counterfeit Apollo has no leſs overturned and perverted the Order of Phyſick ; 
For,whereas the true Apollo invented wholſome and ſalutiferous Remedies tor the Cure 
of Maladies, this made uſe of nothing but ſuch poyſons as were mortal and deſtructive. 
His infatiable avarice animated him principally againſt the greateſt and moſt opulent per- 
ſons of Italy, becauſe among them there was more Gold and Silver to be found, than in 
all che reſt of the World ; and had nor God Almighty delivered it, there had not been 
a place in the whole Empire, that his avarice, would not have pillaged, ruined, and de- 
ſtroyed, 
poll was celebrated likewiſe not only for his excellency in Phyſick, but for his Pre- 
ditions, which by bis Oracles he communicated for the good ot Mankind, that they 
might not fink under thoſe Calamities which hung over their heads, But the Oracles 
of Caius extended no further,than to the foretelling to the moſt Illuftrious, and beſt qua- T, 
lified perſons, Confiſcation, Exile and Death 3 the only favours, that were to be expect- 
ed from his oppreſſion, injuftice and tyranny, What ſimilicude was there then berwixt 
theſe tWo Apollo's > And what ſhame was it,that Songs ſhould be ſung equally in com- 
mendation of them both, as if it were a leſs crime to attribute to a vitious man the ho- 
nours, which were due only to a God, than to counterfeit Money, which carries bur the 
Image of a Prince 7 
But nothing was more ftrange, than to ſee a man, whoſe Mind and Body were fo noto- 
_ riouſly efleminate, arrogate to himſelf the force avd courage of Mars, and delude the 
Spectators by changing his Habit as frequently as a Player upon a Stage, For in whar 
was it that he might be ſaid to reſemble not only the fabulous Mars, which is bur a fifi- 1 
on, but the true one ( if there was ſuch a one ) which he deſired to reſemble, that has 
a Courage generous and beneficent, always ready to relieve the oppreflſed (as the Greet 
word fignites ) a Courage, that by juft and lawfull Wars was till tollowed with a happy | 
and an honourable Peace. For Mars hath two Names, One implying and repreſent- 
jog him a lover of ſuch Peace, as conduces to the tranquility of the Publick ; and the 
other deſcribing him, as a lover of War, which cannot be accompanied but with Ca- 
Jamity and Confaſion, 
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CHAP. VIIL 


Caius takes a prejudice againſt the Jews, becauſe they would not, like other People, 
Reverence him as a God, 


I Suppoſe I have clearly demonſtrated, that Caius had bur little reſemblance with the 
Demi-gods, and leſs with the Gods themſelves, Never Prince had more wicked 
inclinations. He embraced blindly and with an immoderate vehemence whatever came 
into his mind 5 his ambition was little better than madneſs ; his obſtinacy was invincible, 
and his irregular defires had no bounds in the abuſes and outrages -which he committed 
by his Power. | 

The Fews ( formerly happy enough) felt the deplorable effects of it : for he looked 
upon them as the only perſons capable of oppoſing his Deſigns, in reſpect that from 
their Infancy they had learned from their Parents by a conftant Tradition ( and it had 
been inculcated and confirmed to them by their ſacred Laws ) not to acknowledge any 
but the true God, the Creator of Heaven and Earth ; For all other Nations, though 
groaning under the burthen of his tyrannical domination, in flattery complied with his 
defire, and by that means augmented his preſumption and vanity. | 

Several Romans were not aſhamed likewiſe to proſtitute and diſhonour the Liberty of 
their City by introducing into /taly the ſame baſe conformity and ſubmiſſion, which the 
Barbarians uſed in their puſillanimous Adorations. But he koew that the Fews, on the 
contrary; rather than conſent to the leaſt violence or intrenchment upon their Laws, 
ran to death as to immortality, For as a Stone cannot be taken out ofa Building, but 
by little and little the whole Fabrick will cun to ruine; it is the ſame in matter of Reli- 
gion, to the deſtruRion of which nothing could contribute more, than ſuchan impious 
and audacious enterprize, as the pretending to change a mortal Man into an immortal 
God, which is far more difficult ,than that God ſhould be changed into a Man ; beſides 
that it would open a door to horrible infidelity, and dreadful ingratitude towards God 
Almighty, whoſe infinite Goodneſs is perpetually ſprinkliog and diſpenſing his Mercies 
and Favours upon all Creatures, 

This was the occaſion of that cruel war made upon our Nation: and what greater miſ- 
fortune can befal any Servants than to have cheir Maſter their enemy 2 But the Subjects 
of Emperors are Servants 5 and whereas the moderation of the Princes,which governed 
befere (aius,made their Dominion gentle and pleaſing to all People, his Government was 
inſupportable. Mercy was a Virtue unknown to himzand fo far was he from any remorſe, 
that he made it his boaſt, when he trampled upon the Laws and aboliſhed them; to make 
room for his own Violence and Tyranny, But the principal Obje& of his Fury were 
the Fews 5 It did not fatisfie him to uſe them as Servants, but he treated them as Slaves, 
and as the moſt vile and abject of Slaves : So that it may with too much verity be aftirm- 
ed, That they had in bim, in ſtead of a kind and indulgent Maſter, a cruel and unmerciful 
Tyrant. | 


CHAP. IX, 


The antient Inhabitants of Alexandria take occaſion of Caius by animiſity to the Jews, to do 
them all imaginable miſchief : They demoliſh moſt of their Oratortes, andereft Statues 
of Caius in their places 3 Indignities that were never practiſed under Auguſtus 
or Tiberius, The Praiſes of Auguſtus, 


VV H E N the Pique, which this Emperour had againſt the Fews,came firſt to the 
knowledge of the Inhabicants of Alexandria, who had had alwayes a mor- 
tal and inveterate quarrel againſt them, they thought they could never have a fairer op» 
portunity to revenge themſelves ; and therefore, as if they had received Orders to thar 
purpoſe from the Emperour, or, having overcome the Jews in Battel, the right of War 
had expoſed them to their fury, They fell upon them with irrefiſtable violence, forced 
their Houſes, turned their Families our of doors, ſack'd, plundred, and carried away all 
the beſt of their Goods, and that not in the night like Thieves, who were fearjul of 
puniſhment, but at noon day, expoſing and ſhewing what they had taken to every body 
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they met, as if they had been their own, and bought with their money 3 ſome of them, H 
by a deteſtable aſlociation in that impious action, ſbaring their plunder inthe Marker- 
place iu the preſence of thole very perſons which they had robb'd, and added mockery 
to their violence, 

But what is it to have brought ſuch People to indigence as were rich and ſplendid 
before ; to have forc'd them trom their Houſes, and expoſed them like Vagabonds to 
all the injuries of the Air? Theſe inhumane Alexanarians drove the Fews with their 
Wives and Children from all parts of the Town to coop them up like Beaſts in ſo cloſe a 
place,that nor having given them liberty to bring any thing with them, they doubted not 
bat that they would dye either with hunger, or the infeCtion of the Air; Free reſpirati- 
on being ſo neceſlary to the Life of Man, by reaſon of the heat of the Bowels, that it is [ 
like adding fuel to fire, inſtead of freſh and cool air to refrigerate the Lungs, to give 
thein nothing but the hot ſtifling Air of a great throng of People crow.JJed together ina 
Preſs. 

In this extremity theſe poor People, at leaſt to take Breath, diſperſed themſelves, 
ſome into the Deſarts, ſome along the Sea-Coaſt, and others into the Sepulchres 3 and 
i! in any place of the fayd Town any of the Jews appeared, as not knowing what had 
paſſed, the Alexandrians knocked them down, or lam'd them with ftunes or with 
Cudpels, and handled them in the ſame manner as they did thoſe who had eſcaped out 
of thac lictle place, where they had throng'd ſo great a multicude. 

Theſe cruel Perſecutors upon the Banks of the River way-laid the Few:zſs Merchants, 
who traffiqued to Alexandria, they rob'd them of their goods, and burat the Merchants 
alive; ſome in fires made of the wood of their own Veſlels ; others in the n:iddle of the 
City, and that in a way more cruel than the other 3 becauſe their fire, being made of a 
greencr and more moiſt wood, choak'd them with the ſzzoke, as well as tormented them 
with its flames ; others they drew wich Cords thorow the Strects and Market-places with 
ſuch tury and indignation, thar, their death beipg unable to ſatisfy.their rage, they trod 
their dead bodies under their feet, and tore them 1nto ſo many pieces,that had any body 
been ſo well difpoſed as to have buried them, he would not have found any thing re- 
maining that might have exerciſed his Charity. | 

When they perccived the Governour of the Province (who in a moment might have 
appeaſed a greater Commotion ) did not only connive, but incourage it, by pretending 
to be ignorant; they grew more inſolent and audacious 3 they atſembled in Troops, 
ran in great throngs to the Oratories of the Jews, ( which were many in all the quarters 
of the Town) cut down the Trees that were about them, demoliſhed ſome of them ur 
terly, burned others, and the flames of chem conſumed ſeveral of the neighbouring Hou- 
ſes;by which allo the guilt Bucklers, Statues and Inſcriptions, which the Rowan Empe- 
rours had ſet up in honour of the Courage or Virtue of ſeveral of the Jews, which ought 
to have been reverenced, were burned and conſumed. 

La ſhort, Nothing was able to reſtrain their madneſs 5 For in ſtead of apprehending 
puniſhment or CorreQuon, they underſtood the hatred which (as had conceived 
againſt the Few, and that nothing would pleaſe him better, chan to have then treated 
with that terrible Cruelty. 

Again, to Cajole the Spirit of this Prince by their new flatteries, to oppreſs and de- 
ſtroy us with more ſecurity, and invade and ſubvert our Laws without fear, they ſec up 
his Statues in ſuch Oratories, as they were not able to demoliſh by reafon of the great 
punber of Fews which gave them oppoſition 5 and that, which they ereQed in the prin- 
cipal of allthe Oratories, was placed in a Chariot drawn with four Horſes in Braſs, in 
which they were fo ardently zealous, that having no Horſes lately caft, they took them 
out of the place appropriated to their publick Exerciſes, lame and crippled as they were, 
and as was repoited, made antiently for Queen Cleopatra, the laſt of that Name : Which 
action of theirs ought rather to have offended Cazus than otherwiſe 3 For ſeeing he affet- 
ed ſuch extraordinary honours, though the Horſes had been new, yet having been made 
for a Woman, they were unworthy of him ; and though they were ſet up in favour of 
him, yer they were :oo much ſpoiled and imperfect to give him ſatisfation. Beſides they 
thought they ſhould merit very much by changing theſe Oratories into Temples, to 
augment the number of thoſe which were dedicated to him; which nevertheleſs they did 
not fo much in honour of him, as in hatred to uur Nation. And of this there needs no 
be:ter proof, than that for three hundred years together, during the reign of ten of their 
Kings, £:ey never conſecrated a Statue to any of them in their Chappels, though they 
placed their Kings in the rank of their Gods, and gave thac Title to ſome of them, And 0 
itis no wonder, that, though they knew they were but men, they ſhould __ their 
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{A Princes ike Gods, ſeeing they payed the ſame adoration to Doggs, Wolfs, Lyons, 
Crocodiles and ſeveral other amphibious Creatures,inſomuch as all Egypt is full ot Cems 
ples, Altars and Groves conſecrated co their honour, 

But as they were the greateſt flatterers in the World; and conſidered the Fortune more 
than the perſon of any Prince, they will anſwer perhaps, That the Roman Ex perors beiny 
more puiſſant and proſperous than their own Kings, it was but juſtice to prve them more honcur, 
What anſwer can be more ridiculous > For why then did tliey not give the tame hunowr 
to Tiberius, to whom Cairs was obliged for his Empire, fince that Prince reigned three 
and twenty years with ſuch prucence and felicity, thar he preſerved to h's dyiig day, 
not only the Greek Provinces, but the Barbarous in protound Peace, and the erjoyment 

B of all things > Was icthat in his Birth he was inferiour to Cazzs ? He excell'd him on 
both ſides, both by the Father and Mother, Was it that his Education or Learnivg was 
leſs * What perſon in his time was wiſer or more eloquent ? Was it that his years 
were not ſo many, and by conſequence his Experience not ſo great> What Emperor 
ever ended his days ina happier old Age ? Andeven in his Youth was not his capacity 
and judgement wonderful; which is not commonly acquired bur but by number ot years * 
yet you never thought him worthy of ſuch extraordinary honour. 

Whar ſhall I ſay Iikewiſe of that ineſtimable Prince, who ſeemed by the Eminence of 
his Virtues, to be raiſed above the condition of men ; and by the multitude of his 
good deeds, and the felicity of his Reign, was the firſt who mericed the glorious name 

C of Auguſtus, and having received it himſelf from no body, tranſmitted it to his poſterity? 
The Sea was in oppoſicion agaioſt the Land, and the Land againſt the Sea, Europe was 
in Armes againſt 4/a, and Afi againlt Europe, All the Grandees of the Empite divi- 
ded to determine who ſhould remain Maſler, and it may be ſaid, that the whole race of 
mankind was ready to periſh by this bloody and cruei war kind!ed at the ſame time in 
all parts of the world ; when in fo torribie a Tempeſt ti:1s great Prince took the R::d- 
der into his owa hand, reſtored Peace 'to the whole World, renewed Plenty and Trade, 
civiliz!d the Manvers of the moſt barbarous Nations, overwhelm d as ic were all the 
great Towns with ſo much happineſs, that chey might have paſs'd tor Free States, main- 
tain'd Peace, encouraged Juſtice, and forbore not unceſſantly to pour out his Faveurs 

D upon the People with full hands, even to the end of his days, 

This incomparable Emperour had Egype under his Dominion for three and furty 
years together ; yet you vever paid him that honour, which you ha! e done to Caius 3 you! 
ſer not up his Scatues in the Oratories of the Fews, though never Prince deſerved fo 
much reverence as he, not only as he was the Foundation of the Auguſt Imperial Fanuly 3 
Bur as he was the Unicer of that Soveraigu Power, which was divided before, and uſed ir 
with ſuch moderation, that thi2reby he procured the p..blick Felicity,there be:vg nothing 
more certain than thar ſaying ot the Antients, The Government by many 1 moſt danger ous 
In reſpet of the mſcbiefs which do follow therr diverſity of Fudgement, The Example like- 
wiſe ot other People ought ro have obliged you : for in all other places they payd him 

E divine honour , and conſecrated many rich Temples to him, ſuch as are uot to be 
ſeen ( eicher Ancient or Modern) in other Towns, and particularly in Alexandra : 
For what other is Comparable to that, which upon his account bears the rame of 
Sebaſttan , built near the Porr, and in ſuch eſteem with Marriners and Sea men ? Ir ts 
ſo ſpacious aad loity, it is viſible a far off, It is full of excellent PiQures, admirable 
Statues, and other rich Preſents both of Silver and Gold,that have been offered Ly great, 
Perſons 3 nothing is more Magnificent than its Portzeo's, its Qurre, its Gallertes, its Lt- 
brary, and its Grove, In fo general a Concuorſe of People, could any man of ſeuſe ſay, 
That this was not to pay Auguitits all the honour that was due to him, except putting up bis 
Statues in the Oratories of the Jews? No without doubt : But that which kincred it 

F then was, that they underftood that incomparable Prince took as much pleaſure to ſee 
every body live tegularly, and according to the Laws of their Country, as he C1d care to 
have the Roman Laws put in execution and if he received any Loncurs extraorGipary 
from the blindneſs of his adorers, it was not that he approved it himſeif, but that he 
thought it might conduce to elevate and enhance the Grandure and Mzjefiy of the Em- 

ire, For what can be a greater inſtance of his Moderation, ard that he would vor ſut- 
fer himſelt to be puffed up or dazled by the vanity or extravagance of cheir ref; es, 
than that he would never admit the Tittle either of a God or a Maſter? and indeed not 
only rejected that flattery, but expreſſed great approbation of the horror and detcitation 
of thoſe which declare for ſuch things ? Otherwiſe how could he have pgern:itted that the 

G Jews (the greateſt part of whomhave beenEniranchiſed by ſychMaſters as had taken them 
Priſoners in the Wars) ſhould be allowed to Jew in Rome 1o great a part of the Ci y 

Bbbb 3 | as

as lyes beyond the Tyber ? He was not ignorant that they had their Oratories, where x4 
they met for their Devotions, eſpecially on their Sabbath day 3 That they raiſed their 
Tenths to ſend them to Jeruſalem, and that they offered their Sacrifices there alſo. Yet 
he did not Baviſh them from Rome 3 and he was ſo far from aboliſhing their Religion, 
orſubverting their Laws and their Cuftoms, that he gave rich Preſents to our Temple, 
and ordained, that every day Sacrifice ſhould be made to God Almighty, which is ob- 
ſervedrto this day, and will be obſerved for cver, and remain an eterual Mark of che vir- 
rue of rhat incomparable Emperour. 

He ordered likewiſe that the Jews ſhould be compriſed in the publick diſtributions of 
Money and Corn,which were made among the People in certain Months ; and if it hap- 
vened thoſe Diſtributions were made upon their Sabbath-day, at wi1ich time it is not per- ] 
mitted among them to do or receive any thing, eſpecially for their own profit and advan- 
tage 3 he took care that their portions ſhould be reſerved, and delivered the next day 5 
which made the Jews ſo conſiderable among other Nations, thar, though naturally chey 
had no kindneſs tor them, yet they durſt mot moleſt them in the execcife of cheir Re- 
ligion, 

And Tiberius treated them in the ſame ſort, though Sejanus did what he could by his 
Calumnies to ruine thoſe who inhabited at Rome, becauſe he knew they could not be 
brought to joyn in his abominable Conſpiracy againſt his Maſter, And this Prince 
ſent aiterwards to all the Governors of Provinces, that, except ſome few who had been 
mecling in that Plot, all the reft of the Fews ſhould be well treated, and uot obliged to 
Change any thing of their Cuftoms 3 becauſe they were naturally peaceable, and had no- 


thing either in their Laws or Manners contrary or inconſiſtent with the Tranquillity of 
the Empire. | 
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CHAP, X. 


Caius being already inraged againſt the Jews of Alexandria, was much exaſperated by an 
Egyptian called Helico, who had been formerly a Slave, but was then L 
in very great favour, 


ATHS having paſſed to that degree of Vanity, as not only to pronounce, but to 
belie\ e himſelt a God, he found no People either among the Greeks or Barbarians 
more ready than the Alexandrians to humor him in his extravagant imagination : For 
there arc no People more ſubtile, more hypocritical, more flattering, nor greater lovers 
of Confuſion and trouble, than the Inhabitants of that Town. And ſo little is their re- 
ſpe@ for the Name of God, thar they make no difficulty to attribute itto 1bzs, and ſeveral 
other Creatures, And as they are very prodigal of that honour,they do eafily delude ſuch, 
as are uot acquainted with that impiety in the £gyptrans, whereas it is impoſſible to do ſo jj 
with thoſe, who do know and deteſt ir, 

Cains being ignorant of their cunning, ſuppoſed it was real and not pretended. that 
they chought him a God, becauſe they proclaim'd it publickly, and with all the forma- 
lity and acclamations, wherewith they were accuſtomed to declare their reſpe&s towards 
their Gods; befides he conſidered the ſacriledges they had committed upon ourOratories, 
as a great teſtimony of their Zeal; and there were no Poems or Hiſtories that he could 
read wich ſo much delight and pleaſure, as the Relations that were ſent him upon that 
Subjea. 

Thoſe who made it their buſineſs to applaud or decry what ever lik'd or diſpleaſed 
him, contributed muchto that humour, for moft of them were Egyptians, and untortu- NJ 
nate ſlaves, brought up from their infancy in that abominable error, which prompted 
them to pay divine Worſhip to Serpents and Crocodiles, The chiet of this abominable 
Band was a wicked fellow called Helico, who by his ill praQtices had wrought himſelf 
into the Co''rt, He had ſome ſmattering of Letters, and he, whoſe flave he was firſt, 

,, and hadtaught him his knowledge, preſented him to Tzberis : But that Prince had ne- 
 verauy grea: efteen for him, by reaſon that the manner, in whch he had been educated 
in his youth, had rendred him grave and ſevere, and made him deſpiſe every thing that 
was not ſerious, When after his death (atus ſucceeded to the Empire, this dangerous 
creature obſerving that there was nothing diffolute or volu ptuous,to which Caius was not 
inclined, faid thus to himſelf; Now ts the time, Helico, that muſt needs be favourable 

zo your acþipns 5 be ſure you do not nepleF to improve it to your advantage : You have a Maſter 
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A as you would deſire your ſclf. You have acceſs, and are acceptable to h wm ; yorr wit 7s plyable 
enough ; you have a facnlty in Drolliag ; and thoſe tricls and inventions which are ſo apt fo 
diſpoſe People to mirth, are your excellence and element ; you are verſed in the Liberal and all 
other Sciences ; you do not only know bow to pleaſe by your flatteries, but by expreſſims, whoſe 
cunning ( the more dangerous by how much it is more ſecret and occult ) excites |" ſpicion and 
indignation again#t them,whows you have a defien to prejudice, when your Maitor 11 in an hy. 
mour to hear you ; and that he is ready almo$t alwayes to do, ſo much is he diſpoſed to hear any 
thing of Calumny or Reproach ; you need not trouble your ſelf much ſor ſubj ect, for with that 
the Jews will abundantly ſupply you, you have no more to ao but to declaim against their Law's 
and their Cuztomes, and that you have learned from your Infancy, n:t only from particular 

B perſons,but from most of the inhabitants of Alexandria, Let as ſee then what you cat do.) 

Theſe things running in Helico's head, he ſtiired not trom Catz either night or day; 
and in the times of his pivate relaxations and divertiſements, he left no opportuniry of 
incenſing him againſt the Fews by his forgerics and ſuggeltions ; which were the more 
effectual by being {lyly and wittily delivered, for he would not profeſs himſelf their 

Enemy, but acted cunningly and ſubcilly , by which means he did them more miſchicf, 

than if he had openly declared himſelf, 

When the Embaſſadors of the Inhabitants of Alexandria, who had acted ſo cruclly 
againſt us, underſtood how much this wrerched man was {c rviccable to them, they gave 
him not only money, but hopes of procuring him great honours, as ſoon as rhe Empe- 

C ror ſhould come to Alexandria, where they did not queſtion, but he would ſuddeviy be $ 
and on the other fide there was nothing but he promiſ-d them, ſo much did he hugs 

himſelf in chehopes of receiving thoſe great hi nours in the preſence of the Embaſſadors, 

who would not fail to repair to ſo famous a City, from all parts of the World, to pay 
their Complements to ſo great a Prince, 

Having no knowledge that we had an Enemy ſo dangerous and conſiderable as He- 
lico, we aimed only to defend our ſcives againſt ſucl; as were proteſſed ; Bur when we 
found it we applyed all our Intereft and induſtry to ſweeten and take him off : No 
man did,or could do us more miſchict than h« ; for he was one it all Garnes, at all Re- 
creations, Feaſts and Debaucheries with Cazzs His Office of firſt Gen'!cman of the 
D Bed-Chamber ( which was one of he beit piaces about the Court } gave him the ad- 
vantage of his Ear when ever he detired, and nis Maſter rook great picaſurc in hear- 
ing him .: He laid afide all other deſigns, and intended norhing fo earneſtiy,as to ruine 
us by his Calumnies and Scandals, which he did wit!; ſo much arnifice, and iningled 
them with his Jokes in ſo pleaſant a manner, under pretence of entertaining ot Cars, 
rather than malice to us, that he made ſuch an impreiſion againſt us in the Empcrours 
mind, as we could never extinguiſh, 


- CHAP. XI. 


The Jews of” Alexandria appornt an Embaſſie to Caius to repreſent their Suffering? ; FIT 
which Embaſſie Philo is chief. Caius receives them kindly in appearance, but 
Philo found he was not to be truited, 


Fter we had tried all our skill to make Helico our Friend,finding it was but labour 

in vain, becauſe he was ſo inſolent and proud no body durſt come near him, and 

not knowing beſides whether it was from any perſonal or particular ſplcen againſt us, 
that he provoked and exaſperated the Emperour to our Deſtruction, we concluded to 
E ſteer another Courſe, and reſolved to preſent a Petition to the Emperour,which ſhould 
contein in ſhort what we had Remonſtrated not long before to King A4zrippa, when he 
was at Alcxandria, in his paſſage to $yr1a, to take poſleſſion of that Kingdom, which 
had been conferred upon him by Caius : Hereupon we departed for Rowe, ſecure, as 
we thought, of finding the Emperour an equitable Judge, whereas we could not have 
had a mortaller Enemy, He received us in the field of Mars, as he was coming out of 
his Morhers Gardens ; his Countenance was pleaſant and chearful,his Words obliging, 
he madea ſign with his hand that he would be our Friend, and ſent us word afterward 
by the Maſter of the Ceremonies called Homus, that he would hear our bufincls at lei- 
ſure : In ſo much as there was not one of thoſe who were preſent, nor indeed one of 
G our whole Nation { unleſs of more than ordinary ſagacity) that believed not our Em- 
baſſic would ſucceed to our defires, and every body came and Complemented us therc- 
upon: 
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upon : But my age and experience in Mundane affairs giving me a further proſpe&t H 
and penetration, that which tranſported other people became ſuſpected by me: tor I 
reaſoned thus with my felt : | 

How comes it to paſs that, Embaſſadors being here from all quarters of the World, we 
ſhould be the only perſons,to whom the Emperonr ſhould vouchſafe to ſend word, that he would 
give tus Audiences F or, do's not he know, that being jews we ſhould think our ſelves happy 
to be treated like other People ? Gan we without folly expect favour extraordinary from 4 
young Prince of anoth:r Nation, or believe that he has not greater inclination for the Alex- 
andrians. than fo ns. and makes ſuch haſte to determine owr buſineſs in obligation to them? 1 
wiſh to God that, in ſtead of being an equal Arbitrator, his ſentence be ot Arbitrary, and that 
he docs not prove himſ'lf our Enemy and their Pro:ector.

CHAP. XII. 


Philo azd his Collegnes diſcover, that Caius had commanded Petronius the Governour of 
Syria to ſet up hus Statue in the Temple of Hieruſalem, 


day, another misfortune that could nor be ftoreſcen, and portended not on- K 

ly the deſtruction of a part, bur of the whule Nation of the Jews, fell out to 

accomplith my trouble. We waited upon the Emperour to Pxteol;i ; to 
which place being retired along the River for diverſion, he entertain'd himſelf in the 
Houſes of Pleaſure,which are numerous,and very Magnificent, nor thinking in the leaſt 
of our Afaire, though he had ordercd us ro tollow the Court, and we were ready, ex- 
pecting every hour,when he ſhould have decided our Controverſie z when on a ſuddain 
a certain Perſon came to us, with his Eyes itaring, his Breath ſpent, and an univerſal 
diſcompoſure in his Looks ; he took ſome of us atidc, and ſaid, Have ye not heard the 
terrible News 7 He would have proceeded, but his Tears came ſo faſt upon him,that they 
ſtifled his Words ſo ſtrangely, that, do whac he could, it was not poſſible for him to go 
on. One may eaſily conceive our aſtoniſhnie' tand ſurprize, We conjur'd him to tell us 
the cauſe of hes affliction, ſecing it was nothing in appearance but for weeping before us ; and 
if the occaſion was worthy of ſo m.any tears, 11 was butt juif# (being accnſlomed to ſorrows as we 
had been \ that we ſhould conſent, and add our Compaſſion to his, He made a new effort, and 
told us with more fighs thau words, The Ruine of our Temple is decreed ; for the Emperour 
has ordered his Statue tob: ſct up in the Sanituary, and to give the Name of Jupiter to it 
as an Inſcription, The uncxpectedneſs of the news made us almoſt immoyable; and it 
was quickly confirmed to us by other People. We immediately retired, and ſhut our 
ſelves up in our Lodgings, to lament the general deſtruion of our Nation, and ſor- 
row being Eloquent, what was it that it did not prompt us to ſay ? 

Having in this manner expos'd our ſelves in the midſt of Winter to the perils of a 
dangerous Voyage in hopes to have foun'd ſome redreſs for our Sufferings, we met up- 
on the Land with a Tempeſt much more cruel, than thoſe which happen at Sea, becauſe 
they are natural, and by conſequence ſupportable ; whereas this was cauſed by a man, 
who had nothivg humane but nis ſhape, by a young Prince, who lov'd nothing but 
change and trouble, and wio ſeeing his Will and Pleaſure ſuſtained by the whole 
Power of rhe Empire , he ſuffered himſelf to be carried away without any reſtraint to all 
Licenriouſneſs and Tyranny ; which was an Evil the more great and deplorable, be- 
cauſc not capable of any viſible remedy, For who duiſt be fo bold as to repreſcnt to 
him,that it was not conſiſtent with his duty to violate the ſanity of the moſt Auguſt N 
Temple in the World ? Qr could one indeed without the loſs of his Liftc have remon- 
ſtrated «gainſt ſo great an impiety ? 

Lt us dye then ( ſaid we among our ſelves ) ſeeing nothing can be more honourable , 
than to liy downs our Lives in defence of our Liws. But our Death not being 
able to produce any good effect , and being Embaſſadors as we are, may it not be 10 
aigment the affiiition of thoſe who ſent us, and give advantage to ſuch of our own Nation, as 
hav? no friendſhip for us. to ſay. that to deliver our ſelves f;om ſome preſent inconvenience; 
we eeferted the Intereſt of the Pablick * though the leſſer Intereits are alwayes to gtve place 
zo the greater, and P:ivate to Publick, For in the ſubverfion of Government, all the Laws, 
by which its Gr aaure aud onfl atice was maintained, do for the moſl part ſafer the ſame (5 
Fate, and are abolifped with it, | 


Wu: theſe thoughts were in my head, and gave me no quiet cither night or

\fay it not be imputed to us likewiſe as a crime to abandon the jews in Alcxandria, by 
abandon ing an ajjair in which thety $ afety or Rume 1s involied, and the Jafety or Rune «f 
0u7 whoie Nation, and leave them in fear, that a Prince of hu Violence and Cruelty will en- 
tirely deſlroy them ? | 

It jt be 0bjetted, That ſeeing, which way ſo ever we reſolve, no Succeſs is to beex- 
peded ; why ſhould not we think of retiring in ſafety £ I Anſaer, 

That to do jo, we muſt bate either no hearts, or no knowledge in our drvine Laws, God 
perhaps nill make uſe of thts opportunity as a tryal of our Virtues, and to ſee how we are diſpoſed 
zo comport under afflithton : Kathe; ,in ſtead of placing our ſafety in the uncertain ſuccours of 

ſan, let us prt our whole conjdence in God with a firm Faith, that be will aſſiſt us, as he has 
aſſiſted formerly eur Fore-fatbers, when their Perils nere ( in appearance ) beyond all Remedy. 
1us it was we endeavoured to comfort eur ſelves winder ſo great and unexpetted a Calanaty, 
flattering our ſelves with hopes of ſeeing bappter times. : 

When we had remained filent for a time, we ſaid to him who brought us the fir(t 
ill News, I/by do you content your ſelf, by having thrown an unhappy word among us, to have 
kindled an univerſal trouble in eur minds, which as a ſingle Spark will prow to a Flame, and 
do not tell us,n hat 1t t5 that hath tranſported the F'mperour to ſo extravagant a reſolution 7 

Every body knows (replied the perſon) that he would be reverenced as a God : and be- 
cauſe he 18 perſwaded,that the Jews are the only perſons,who will not acknowledge him for ſuch, 
be believes he cannot any way affliit and puniſh them more , than by diſhonouring the Majeſty, 
and prefaning the fanitity of their T, emple, nhich he knows 1s the moſt beautiful in the World, 
drcorated and enriched with the Preſents of ſo many Ages, which no doubt, but his bolaneſs and 
wmpiety will tempt him to ſeize, | 

Capico, a (om miyſroner for the recept of the Tributes n Judea, has irritated him likewiſe 
avainſt us by Letters nhich be has writ, This Capito having little or no fortune before be 
was ſent into this Province, and having feathered his Neſt well by his exa#tion ſince be came, 
be bas a mind to prevent by his Calumnies the jult Complaints, which he apprehended the Jews 
would make againſt b1m, and he bas made uſe of the occaſion aforeſaid. 

Jamnia zs one of the moſt populous Towns in Judea, and all its Inhabitants are Jews, ex- 
cept ſome few Strangers, who ( unhappily for us) are come thither to acquaint themſelves with 
the neighbouring Provinces. Ther averſion for our Manners and Cuſtoms is fo great, that they 
ceaſe nit to do us all the miſchicf that they are ahle to do; and underſtanding that Caius was 
in/lamed with an idle paſſion to be worſhipped as a God, and that on that account he had con- 
cerved a mortal hatred againſt us, they thought they could never hope for a fairer opportunity 
#9 dejiroy us, Wherefore they ercited an Altar of Brick upon no other deſign, but becauſe they 
were ſure we would never ſuffer the Laws of our Anceſtors to be violated in that manner ; 
and their malice and cunning has bad the effett which was intended. For the Jews having pull d 
dn their Altar, they who ſet it up made complaint immediately to Capito, who was the con- 
trrver of the plot, on purpoſe to rune their fellow Citizens, This wicked man, tranſported as 
z& were to have ſucceeded ſo far, failed not to write to Caius, exaggerating every thing, and 
adding much tothe truth, to provoke ham the more. The wiolent and audacious Emperour no 


ſooner had the news, but he commanded, that in ftead of an Altar of Brick, they ſhould ſet up a 


Statue of bin as big as a Coloſſus, which was to be Guilt over with Gold, and placed in the 
Temple of Jeruſalem : mm which reſolution he bad two principal Councellors, Helico that noto- 
1ious Bujfoon, and Apelles the famous (omedian, who ( as ts reported) baving proſtituted 
himſelf, and expoſed his beauty for money when be was young, was now got upon the Theater in 
his eld age. and the modeſty of that profeſſion every man knows, By theſe excelient ounlities 
theſe two excellent perſons were got to be of Caius his (ommſel. With the one he conſulted in mat- 


ters of Ratlery and IWit , and with the other how ſuch a ſpeech was to be pronounced upen the 


Stage, not (o much as concerning himſelf with the Peace and Tranquility of the Empire, 
Helico, being an Egyptian, bit us like an Aſp 3 and Apelles being of Aſcalon was no kinder 
than be. | 

Every word, that this perſon ſpoke, was like a dagger at our hearts : but theſe two 
wicked Counſellors were not long without their Reward ; For (azus cauſed Apelles to 
be clapt in irons for other Crimes, and tortured him upon the Wheel, but with ſeveral 
intervals, to increaſe and ſpin our his puniſhment ; and Claudzus ſucceeding Catns in the 
Empire, he put Heltcoto death for other conſiderable Reaſons, 
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H 
CHAP. XIIL 


Petronius bzs great trouble about executing the Order which he had recerved from Caius, 
to ſet up hts Statue in the Temple of Jeruſalem, becauſe he was ſenſible of the 
injuſtice of it, and foreſaw the ill Conſequences, 


A 14S wrote then that his Statue ſhould be conſecrated, and ſet up in our Tem- 

ple, and omitted nothing, that might injoyn the Execution of that Order, He x 
Conmanded Petronins Governour of S yr1a, to take half the Army,which was diſpoſed * 
along the Zuphrates to deiend thoſe Countries againſt the Kings and People of the Eaft, 
and to Caufe them to attend the Statue 3 not that they were to add to the Solemnity of 
irs Conſecration, but to cut thoſe Fews in pieces, who ſhould have the boldneſs to op- 
poſe him, Is it fo then, moſt cruet Prince, that, fore-ſeeing theſe poor people will ſoon- 
er expole themſelves to death, than ſuffer rhe violation of their Laws, and the profana- 
Lion of their Temple, you declare War againſt them, and fend a formidable army to 
conſecrate your Statue by the blood of fo many innocent ViEtims, without ſparing either 
Women or Met ? 

This Order gave Petronzms much trouble, by reaſon that on the one fide he knew xg 
(115 Could not endure the leaft delay in his obedience, and on the other fide he ſaw 
the execution of his Commands very dittcult, becauſe the Jews would ſuffer a thouſand 
deaths rather,than ſuffer any violation of their Religion; For, though all other people 
are tender of their Laws, yet it comes far ſhort of the bigottry of the Jews, who look up- 
on theirs as Oracles given by God himſelf;They were brought up in it from their youths 
They have it ingraven in their hearts 3 They forbear not to admire it ; They receive in- 
tothe vumber of their Citizens ſuch Strangers as imbrace itz Look upon thoſe as Ene- 
mies who deſpiſe it ; And have ſo great a horror for every thing that contradicts it, that 
there is neither grandeur, nor fortune, nor any temporal felicity able to tempt chem to 
violate it ; Nor is there any greater evidence of their Reſpect and Veneration for their x] 
Temple, than that it is certain death for any of them to dare toenter into the SanQuarys 
But for the reſt entrance is free to all thoſe of their Nation, of what Province ſoever, 

Petronius revolving theſe things in his mind, found the Enterprize ſo dificult, that he 
made no haſt to put ic in executions and the more he conſidered this affair, the more he 
was perſwaded not to rouch upon our Religion, as well becauſe Juſtice and Piety ob- 
liged him to alter vothing therein, as becauſe of the danger he was like to encounter, 
not only from the Judgement of God, but trom the Reſiftance of the Jews, who by that 
ation would be driven to deſpair. He conſidered likewiſe the numerouſneſs of that Na- 
tions which is not like the reſt crowded up in one Province, but diſperſed in fo great 
nuinbers almoſt quite over the World both upon the Continent and in the Iſlands, that M 
they are well nigh equal in number to the Natives, And this gave him occaſion to ap- 
prehend) that atiembling together from all pats they ſhould kindle a War,that could not 
eaſily be exting1iſhed, ſeeing they were already very firong in Fudea, no leſs Politick 
than Valiant, and ready to dy with their Swords in their hands with invincibe Courage, 
rather than abandon the Laws of their Fathers ſo excellently Juft, though their Enemies 
would needs have thein to be Barbarous. 

This wiſe Governour was apprehenſive likewiſe of ſuch of that Nation as inhabited 
beyond the Euphrates, in Babylon and thole Provinces: for he knew for certain, as having 
{een it with his Eyes, that they ſent every year to the Temple, under the Title of Ferſt- 
fruits, the money which they called Holy 3 without conſidering the davger of the ways, N 
how great ſoever it was, and all becauſe prompted by a principle of Devotion, So that 
he believed, and not without reaſon, that as ſoon as the Jews ſhould have notice of the 
Couſlecration of this Statue,they would put themſelves initantly into che Field, and block 
him up on every fide, | 

Theſe thoughts detained him for ſome time; but it put his mind into great agitation 
and trouble, when he conſidered he had for his Maſter a young Prince, who knew no 
other Jufice than his Will z who could not endure to be diſobeyed, let his Commands 
be never fo unequal, and whoſe pride and preſumption tranſported him to that exceſs of 
rolly, that cauſing him to forget his Humanity, he would needs paſs for a God : So that 
hecould neither execute nor decline the execution of his Orders without manifeſt dan- © 
ger of his Lite ; only there was this difference, he might fave it perhaps in the - ar,

they had time to deliberate, whilſt the Satue was making : for there was none ſent our of

that there was no direction to take the har:fon-ſt and beft wrought that could be found 

C in Syr:a, ior without that the War had broke out fo ſuddainly, that no remedy could. 
have been found for ſo great a miſchier. 

Petrontus,having concluded to have a Statue mad= + 1-4 the ableſt Statuaries in Phe- 
nicia to be ſent for, furniſhed chem with mu erials. :' \. . pointed Yydon to be the place, 
as the moſt proper for ſucha buſineſs, Hawtryg doi (0, he nr for the Chiet Priefts and 
Magiſtrates of the Jews, declared co them the Emperor's Command, and exhorted them 
to ſubmit, aud not run themſelves into Calamity ar :; c-oubles weoic!. would be other- 
w.ſe unavoidable ; for the greateſt parc of ti.e Army i: \yria had Orders ro proceed with 
fire and ſword in caſe of diſobedience ; And Pe:r-nus did not doub., but it he couid 

' have prevail d with them, they could have periw:icd the reii ot rae People , but he 
D found himlelt miſtaken: for this diſcourſe weat fo vear them, that after tor a while 
they had ſtood (till as immovable, they brake ou: into Rivers of Tears, tore tr1eir beards 
and cheir hair,and cry'd out with a voice incerrupted with fighs. Have we then Irwued to this 
hour, to ſee what our Anceſtors never beheld ? But bow can we poſſibly ſee 1t, who mill chooſe 
rather to loſe our Eyes and our Life, than be ſpettators of ſo borrible an impiety ? | 

This report being ſpread abroad in Jeruſalem: and in all Fuaea, the Fews left their Hou- 
ſes and Fields,as it had been by conſent, and repaired to Pheniciato wait upon Perromus, 
Their innumerable multicude made thoſe People believe, who were ignoranr, how popu- 
lous a Country Fudea was that it was a great Army marching againit Petronzus, of which 
they gave him immediate advice 3 but they had no other Arms then their ſighs and their 

E cryes 3 which fall'd che Air with ſuch a noiſe, that ir ceaſed not, when they laid them by, 
and had recourſe to their Prayers, which the excels of their ſorrow put into their mouths, 
They were diſtributed into fix Clafles, three on the one fide, the Antient, the Young 
Men, and the Children 5 and three on the other, the old Women, the young Women, 
and the Maidens, 

When they were brought in to Petromius ( who was placed higher than the reſt ) they 
threw.themſelves before him upon the ground, beating their Breaſts, and ſobbing out 
ſo many fighs, thatnothing could be more pittiful 3 and though Petronius commanded 
them to rife and come nearer, they were ſcarce to be perſwaded : Ar length they ap- 
proached with aſhes upon their Heads, their Eyes ſwimming with teers, aud th-ir Hands 

F behind their Backszas if they had been going to Execution 5 and he, who was Spokeſman 
for chem all, delivered himſelt co Petronzzs in theſe Terms, SIR, lo remove all 
pretence of accufing us of any evil deſign, we are come not only without arms, but without 
any intention of making uſe of our hands, which are the Armes. that Nature has ptven to all 
mankind, and do therefore preſent our ſelves before you to be treated as you pleaſe, IWe have 
left our Houſes deſtitute, and brought our Wives and our Children along with us,to the end we 
may joyn ther inſtances with our own, and by your mediation ſupplicate the Emperour either to 
preſerve or extinguiſh us all together, We arenaturally locers of Peace, and are the more im- 
petuonſly inclined tot, becauſe, our preateſt pleaſure being to bring »p 917 Children in our own 
nay, therets notling that conduces more to it WhenCais was advanced to the E mptie, and 

G we unde: ſiood at by bis Letters to Vitellius ( who was then Governour in Jeruſalem, and wn 
whoſe place you have ſucceeded ) we pave him a teſtimony of our joy, and ſigned it by pub- 
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lifhing the gvod news thorow the reſt of the (ittes, Our Temple was the firſt place, where ſacri- H 
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frce 118 offered for the happineſs of his reron s Weld it be guft that it ſhould be the only lace, 
nice that Religion ſhould be aboliſhed, which had been obſerved there in all Ages? Ie will 
leave ww Ties, our Goods, and our Poſſeſſions to your Mercy : all we beg us that nothing be 
mntreduced into our Temple, but that tt may remain in the ſame condition,as it was lift to us by 
our Faihirs, If you will not grant us that favour, take away our lives, whith we can liſe 
n 17h much vivre ſatis fattien, than behold the violation of our bleſſed Laws, Weaye informed.

tain any ſuci wicked deſign : He may till us, and cut us inpreces,if he pleaſes without any ſuch 
danuer ; we intend nothing of defence ;, ne will be rather our own P+1eſts, and when ne have 
facrificed our Wives , and our (hilaren , and Relations , we will ſhed our own blood and 

unglc it with theirs, and expire in petitioning God Almighty,that he would not impute it tos 
as a Crime, ſeeing we do it not either for want of reſpect to the Experour on the one ſide, nor for 
non-obſervance of our Laws on the other, But before we are reduced to that ext; emity, our 
humble requeſt to you,Str, ts, That you would vouchſafe us but ſome time, till we can make our 
addreſſes to the Emperour : Tus poſſible we may obtain from him that he will not intrench up- 
on the IVorlh1þ, which we concetve due only to God, nor diſturb us tm the exerciſe of our Religt- 
on, and put us into a worſe condition, than other Nations, to whom be has indulg d their ancient 
Liberties and Cuſtoms, and confirmed the Decrees off Auguitus and Tiberius hzs Predeceſſors, 
who were ſo far from condemning our Conduit, or reprehending our manners, that they entirely 
approved them, Ft may be be may be mullified by our addreſſes : The anger of Princes ts not 
emmortal, nor are their wills alwayes the ſame. It ts only by Surmiſes and (alumnies that 
the Emperour is exaſperated againſt us, Permit us (if you pleaſe ) to juſtify our ſelves, and 
inform him of the Truth. And what could be moye ſevere, than that we ſhould be condemned 
without being heard ? If we can obtain nothing from him, who will binde7 him then from what 
he wonld do now 5 But do not, Sir, we beſeech you, by refuſing us the only hopes which remain 
zo ſo great amultitude, obſtruct our application, ſeetng we beg it out of a true ſentiment of Pie= 
ty, and not any { ntereſt, unleſs it be {aid ( as us true) that no Intereſt ts ſo great,os that which 
reſpetts Preſervation. 


CHAP, :XAV. 


Petronius affected with the Condition and Humility of the Jews, and believing it unſafe to run 
them into deſpair, writes to Caius n ſuch a manner as might gain time, Caius 
reſents it highly, but difſembles it in his anſwer to Perronius, 


H 15S Diſcourſe was accompanied with ſo many ſighs and tears, that ic wrought 
compaſſion in all that heard it, and particularly in Petronzus, who was naturally 
moderate, and merciful. For the requeſt made to him in the Name of the whole Na- 
tion of the Jews ſeem'd not unreaſonable, and nothing could be more deplorable, than 
the condition into which they were brought, | | 
Petronius propoſed and debated the buſineſs with his Councel, and was much pleaſed 
to find thoſe perſons, who were molt bitter and inveterate againſt them before, come a- 
bout and grow more gentle and mild, and others not atraid to declare, kow much they 
w=re Concerned for the Extreme affliction of that People ; ſo that though he was not 
ir30rant of the Cruelty of Catus, and that he never forgave any man, yet he ſeem'd to 
act by the motion of that Spirir, which the Piety of our Religion infuſes : Whether ic 
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was tat, being a learned Man, he had had ſome ſmattering of it before ; whether he had N

Petronius did not incourage the Jews to ſend their Deputies towards the Emperour, 
becauſe he thought itnot for their advantage to depend wholly upon the Capricio of a 
young Prince 3 yet he did not abſolutely forbid them, becauſe he ſaw there was danger 
both on the the one fide and the other. However, he wrote a Letter to Caius ( without 
mentioning the Application which the Jews had made to him ) imputing the Cauſe of 
the Delay on the Conſecration of the Statue to the Artiſts, who being to make it ex- 
cellent had required more time, that it might be done more ſuitableto the dignity of che 
perſon it was delign'd to repreſent, He thought by this trick to gain time, and ic was 
likely Cazus might comply, becauſe Harveſt was at hand, and he might very well appre- 
hend that the Jews ( being made deſperate, and not valuing their Lives, after the vio- 
lation of their Laws ) might burn their own Corn and deftoy all their fruit, which would 
be the more inconvenient, becauſe he was aſſured that (azur was upon a Voyage to Alex- 
andria; for it was not likely that he would expoſe himſelf wholly to the dangers of the 
Sea with ſo great a Train, but rather ftcer his Courſe along the Shore of ia and Syria, 
where he might imbark and diſimbarke as he pleaſed,and have the benefit of his Lovg- 
boats ( of which he had 200 in his fleet) to ſupply it with proviſions and forrage, which 
was requiſite ro' be prepared in great quantities in all the Towns in Syria, but eſpecially 
the Ports, by reaſon of the vaſt numbers which attended him as well from 7taly as from 
all other parts of the world. 

It was not doubted bur this Letter would have been Kindly received by Caius, and 
that he would have approved of the delay, not in conſideration of the Fews, but for the 
convenience of making ſuch proviſion of Victuals, and therefore it was written and 
diſparched. But the Choller of this Prince was fo inflamed at the reading of it, that his 
Eyes ſparkled with fury, and clapping his hands together in a great tranſport , he 
ſaid, | 

How Petronius ! Have not you yet learned to obey your Emperour ? Your preat imployments 
have puff 'd you up with pride, aud it ſeems you know nothing of Caius but his Name , but 
you ſhall know him better hereafter by your proper experience. You bave more conſideratioh 
of the Laws of the Jews ( who are my mortal Enemies ) than for my Commands who am 
your Prince, You apprehend their great numbers, asif you had not an Army as great, and ter- 


D r+ble to the King of Parthia, and the whole Eaft ; yet your compaſſion for that pitiful Nation

# fironger than your deſire to pleaſe and obey me, You pretend ( forſooth) the neceſſity of making 

provijon for my paſſage to Alexandria 5 as if 1 could not be accommodated from the neigh- 

bouring Provinces, and as if the plenty of other Countries were not able to ſupply the flerility of 
adea, 

: But why do IT protraft and ſpend time in unprofitable words * *Twu by the death of this im- 

prudent fellow that I muſt convince him of the greatneſs of his fault , and that mine anger never 

ceaſes, though my threatnings may. 

This furious Prince returned an Anſwer to Petronzus ; but being fearful of provo- 
kivg ſuch of his Governours as were capable of raifiog Rebellion; and particularly thoſe 
who commanded ſuch potent and large Provinces as that upon the Euphrates, and who 
had the command of ſuch Armies as that which was then in Syr:a, he dflembled his 
Choller ; applauded the deſcretion and prudence of Petronzus ; only adviſed him by the 
by not to protract the Conſecration of his Statue any longer, for ſeeing Harveſt was 

over, there could be no conſiderable reaſon to defer ir,

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CHAP, XVI. 


King Aprippa comer to Rome, and being told by Caius that be would have bu Statue 
erefled in the Temple of Jeruſalem, he falls into a ſwond ; having recollefted 
himſelf, he writes a Letter to Caius, 


O T lovg after King Agrippa arrived at the Emperors Court, knowing nothing 

of the Letter from Petrontus, nor of the Anſwer which Carus had returned : when 
Agrippa came to pay his duty to the Emperour, he eafily diſcovered by the manner x 
of his reception that he was highly offended, He conſidered with himſelt whether 
he had done any thing that might diſguſt him 5 but remembring nothing of that, he con- 
cluded ( as was true ) that his paſſion was againſt ſome Body elſe, Nevertheleſs obſer- 
ving that that agitation of Spirit appeared not in his Countenance, but when he caft 
his Eyes upon him, his fear continued, and it came often into his mind to take notice of 
it 10 him 3 but he forbore, leſt by an imprudent curioſity he ſhould pull the anger of his 
Prince, which was fixed vpon other People, upon himſelf, 

No man ſeeing farther into Peoples thoughts then Cazus, he quickly perceived that 
Agrippa was diſturbed, and told himg I will tell you what you are ſo deſirous to underfland, 
You knew me too well to be ignorant,that I ſpeak no leſs with my Eyes than with my Tongue: K 
Theſe boneſt men of your Nation are the only People who diſdatn to acknowledge me for a God ; 
and ao ſeem to run themſelwes deſperately into ruine, by refuſing their obedience to an order that 
1 hate given for the ſetting up a Statue of Jupiter in therr Temple. They have met together 
from all the Cittes and Countries to preſent a Petition, which in effeft ts nothing but to teſtify 
their contempt and diſreſpect to my (ommanasr, 

He would have proceeded, but Agrippa was ſurpriſed with ſo violent a ſorrow,that he 
fzinted before him, and had fallen down, had he not been ſuſtained by thoſe who were 
about him. He was carried off to his Lodgings, where he continued inſenſible for a con- 
ſiderable time, 

The concernment of this poor Prince augmented the hatred that (aus had concei- T, 
ved againft our Natiov, If Agrippa ( ſaid he) who has alwayes had an affefton for me, 
and has been obliged to me by ſo many favours, has ſo great a Paſſun fer the Laws 
of his Country, that be us not able to endure that I ſhould croſs them, or ſo much as mention it 
to bim, without hatred to bu Life, what am I to expett from the reſt of the Jews, who are not 
obliged by any (onſiderations of me to' abandon their ſentiments © 

All that day, and a good part of the next, Agrippa remain d in ſuch aſtoniſhment, 
that he could not recollect himſelf; at length about evening he began to lift up his head 3 
and opening his eyes with much trouble, he caſt them upon the People who were about 
him, but knew no body, and having done fo he fainted again, but with ſomething more 
freedom of breath, Not long after he opened his eyes again, and coming a little to hina- M 
ſelf, Where am I (ſaid he) with the Emperour ? and u be preſent © | 

Take courage Sir, ( ſaid ſome about him) You are in your own Loagings, and the Em- 
perour is not preſent, Yow have ſlept enough, awake now if you pleaſe, and try if you know 
us, Here are none but your Friends and your Servants, whom you love, and I am 

ſure they love you beyond their own Lives, 

Then the Prince opened his Eyes, recolleQed himſelf, and found by their counte- 
nances what an impreſſion his malady had made in their hearts, The Phyfitiavs cauſed 
the greateſt part of thoſe who were preſent to withdraw» that they might apply their re- 
medy, and give him to eat with more convenience, Upon their preſenting him ſome- 
thing to eat, he told them, 

Trouble me not with your Delicates; in the affliftion I am ing it us ſufficient to keep me from 
flarwing ; and indeed 1 ſhould not perſwade my ſelf to eat at all, bad 1 not ſome bopes of being 
able to aſſiſt my Comtry-men in ſo unfortunate an extremity, 

Thele words he delivered with Tears, and then took what was barely neceſſary, 
for the ſuſtenance of his Life, and would not ſuffer them ro mingle one drop of Wine 
with the Water which he dravk, After which he told them, have now recerved what 
I could not have refuſed without deſtruftion to my body, There remains nothing, but that 
T :mploy the utmſt of my endeavours nith the Emperour to divert the ſtorm that impenas : 
and thereupon calling tor materials, he writ this Letter to the Emperour,

*© of them have been Chiet Prieſts, and exulted more in that dignity, than the Crown ; 
c« being perſwaded, that as God was above Men , ſo the Prieſthood was above the 
< Throne ; Divine things being the Obje& of the one, and but Humane things of the 
&« other. | 

.  « Finding my ſelf ( Great Sir ) obliged by ſo many Ligaments to this Nation, this 
{© Intereſt, and this Temple, I could not refuſe them my Interceſſion to your Majeſty ; 
« Let me therefore with all humility beg, that you would not permit my poor Coun- 
« try-men toleſſen- their Zeal and Allegiance to you, of which no People in Europe or 
« {ſis have alwayes given greater teſtimony for your Auguſt Imperial Family, in what 
«ever their Religion and Laws would diſpence with. They have not only made Vows 
« and Sacrifices for the proſperity of your Empire upon publick Feaſts and Solemni-

© his Commands to remove the Bucklers to the Temple at Ceſayia, which was built in

« T could inſtance in ſeveral other things evincing his kindneſs to our Nation, but I 
cc ſhall content my ſelf with two, | 

« Being informed that chere was a neglect in bringing in our F:rf-Fruzzs, he ſent to 
« the Governours of the Provinces in Aſa, to permit only the Jews to afſemble toge- 
« ther, becauſe their meetings were not like the Baccharals, to drink and debauch; and 
« contrive againſt the Peace of the Publick ; but Academies of Virtue, where People 
< were inſtructed to love Juſtice and Temperance ; and as to their Firſf-Fruits, which 
<« were ſent annually to Feruſale, they were imployed only to offer Sacrifices to God 
<in the Temple. Wherefore this great Prince expreſly forbad every body for moleſt- 

E ing the Fews in what related to their Meetings and Firft- Fruits. It theſe were not 

«the very words, I am ſure it was the ſence, as your Majeſty may know by one of the 
c« [.etters of C, Norbanuns Flaccus,ot which I have brought you a Coppy. 

« C, Norbanus Flaccus to the Magiſtrates of Epheſus, Greeting. 1he Emperonr has 
«© writ to me, that in all places under my Government, where there are any Jews, I fhould 
« yermit them to aſſemble according to their ancient Cuſtoms, and to raiſe mony to be ſent to 
<« Jeruſalem : 1 do adviſe and require, that you give them no interruption, 

« Doth not the favour and affection of Auguſtas to the Fews appear clearly hereby, 
« ſeeing he permits the Jews to aſſemble publickly to collect cheir F:r/f-Fruits, and per- 
« form other ations of Piety and Devotion? 

FE © Twill give you another proof, and that no leſs conſiderable. He commanded that a 
« Bull and a Ram ſhould be offered every day at his charge 1n honour to our God, 
« which is obſerved to this day without any diſcontinuance ; yet he knew that there 
« was no Image permitted either within the Temple or without : and no perſon {urpaſ- 
« {ing him in knowledge, he thought it but reaſonable, that there ſhould be a Temple 
« peculiarly dedicated to the inviſible God, in which there ſhould be no Image, and 
< where men might utter their Prayers and Devotions with confidence of relief, 

«© The Empereſs Fla, your Majefties great Grand-mother, imitating the Piety of 
< her incomparable Husband, adorned our Temple with ſeveral ineſtimable Veſlels 
« of Gold, without any Image ingraved upon them, becauſe, though Women do not 

G © cafily comprehend inviſible things, yet her Wit and inclination to great matters had 

<« ſo elevated her in that ( as in other things) above rhe pitch of her {cx, that the un- 
: Cece3 derſtood 
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« derſtood intelleual things as well as ſenſible 3 and ſhe was perſwaded that the later H 
<« were but Types aud Shadows of the former, 
« Since then you have ſo many pregnant Examples at home of the great affeion of 
« your Predecefors to us 3 Continue, I beſeech you, what they, from whom your per- 
« ſon and ſucceſſion is derived, have ſo carefully preſerved. 
« They are Emperours, who intercede in the behalf of our Laws to an Emperour 3 
« 'They are great Princes, to a great Prince; They are Grand-fachers and Grandmo- 
. «© thers, to a Grand-child ; Several to one fingle Perſon. ; all of them admoniſhing as it 
<< were in theſe terms 3 Do not you aboliſh what we have eftabliſhed,and what has been 
««alwayes obſerved; but conſider,that though the ſubyerſion of this Order may poſtibly 
& produce no ill effes immediately, yet the uncertainty of future Events ought to make 
« the moſt hardy to fear, if they have not wholly renounced the fear of their Cre-

« Should I go about to recount all my Obligations to your Majeſty, the day would 
«< f1il me before I had finiſhed ; and yet it troubles me to paſs them over too ſoon 3; But 
*« ſo great benefits will publiſh themſelves, .You have beat off my Irons, bur thoſe Irons 
< incumbred but part of my Body, and the pain, that I now ſuffer, oppreſſes my Soul, 
& You have delivered me from the apprehenſion of Death, and afterwards reviv'd me, 
< when a greater apprehenſion had put me into ſuch a ftate, that I was lookt upon as 
<« dead, Preſerye then, I beſeech you, that Life, that you have reftored, and would 
c not doubtleſs have reftor'd to have prolong'd my misfortunes, K 
« Your Majeſty has advanced me tothe greateſt honour, that can be aſpired;you have 
c given Me a Kingdom, qud added ro hat Kingdom Trachonzty and Galilee. After ſuch 
6 extraordinary Favours, do not, I beſgech you, refuſe me another ſo neceſſary, that the 
< not granting of that will make the other pprofitables and when you have raid me to 
&« ſo glorious, ſo illuſtrious a condition, 8 not humble me down again into darkneſs 
« and ſorrow, DRE PR 
« I donot beg of you to continue mae in that high ſphere, where your fayour has plac'd 
«me. All that I beg is, That,you would not interfere with the Laws of my Country ; 
« and if you deny me that, what will my. Country-men , what will the whole World 
« think of my In:ereſt with you? Will not they have reaſon to believe, that I have either ,. 
<« betrayd my Country, or loft the honour of your favour, which are two the greateſt L 
« Fyils that I dread 2 Nevertheleſs 1 muſt of neceflity fall into one of them, ſeeing I 
« muſt either be Cowardly or Perfidious in deſerting an Intereſt, that ought to be ſo 
c« dearto 1E3 Grelſe I muſt haveloſt my Iptereſt in your Kindnefſs, if, imploring your 
c« Mercy for the preſervation of the Temple and my Country , you ſhould nor 
« think fit to uſe me with the ſame favour,that formerEmperours have ſhown to all ſuch, 
« as they did hovour with their kindneſs, 
« If I be ſo unfortunate as co be pleaſing to you no longer, do not caſt me into Bonds 
« as 7therius did, but put me in;mediatly to death 3 For why ſhould I deſire to live 


« having loſt your Majeſtics fayour, in which only I repoſ'd my greateft confidence and \ 
c« hopes? | 
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CHAP. XVII, 


Caius was wrought upon by Agrippa s Letter, and {ent to Petronius to do nothing in 
the Temple at Jeruſalem, But he repented preſently, and cauſed a Statue to © 
be made in Rome, which he e-acred to be ſent privately to Jeruſa- 
lem at the ſame time, when he ſhould goto Alexandria, whire 
be likewiſe reſolved to be acknowledged for 4 God, The 
B Injuſtice and Cruelty of that Prince, 


HEN King Agrippa had feal'd and diſpatch'd this Letter to Caius, heexpe&- 
edthe ſucceſs with all imaginable impatience, as judging, that not only 
the Conſervation or Ruine of Fadea was at' Stake, but the Intereſt of the 
whole Nation of the Jews ſpread abroad over the whole Earth, | 

This Letter produced great agication in the mind of {azvs. He could not with pati- 
ence behold his Pleaſure diſputed, and yer he could not but be touched with the Reaſons 
and importunity of Agripya, He blamd his affeQtion for them, who were the only Peo- 
ple, that durft withſtand the Conſecration of his Statue ; and yet he could not bur ap- 

DE prove the fincerity of that Prince, as proceeding from the nobleneſs and generoſity of his 
mind. At length his kindneſs for Agrippe prevailed againſt his Choller ; he was molli- 
fied by degrees, returned him a favourable anſwer, and graned him the higheſt of all 
favours, that he would defift from the aforeſaid Conſecration. Atter which he writ to 
Petronius to make no farther alceration in the Temple ; but he blended his grace with 
ſuch ſevere Conditions, as gave them always occaſion to tremble ; tor he added this 
Clauſe to his Letter, But if in any other Town beſide Jeruſalem any boay thinks fit to ereft 
any Statue or Altar to me or mine, and any one be found ſo audacious as to oppoſe tt, it us our 
pleaſure, that be be puniſhed upon the place, or ſent Priſoner to us, 
| Wasnotthis to revoke or cancel his favour at the ſame time when he granted it, ſeeing 

D thoſe words could not be confidered, but as ſeeds of Commotion and War > For who 
doubted but thoſe People, who were E!:emies to the Jews, would fill their Provinces 
with ſacriledge, and ſuch marks of honour, as are due only to God ( and that rather 
to deſtroy our Nation, than to oblige (a/4:) and then the Jews not beivg able to ſuffer 
ſuch ao outrage upon tiieir Laws, Catus, to puniſh heir reſiſtance, would de novo com- 
mand the Statue to beſet up and conſecrated in the Temple ? Nevertheleſs, by the ma- 
nifeſt proteion of God, none of the People adjacent to Fades gave them this occaſion 
of trouble, though there was ſo much cauſe to apprehend ir. Bur ſome will ſay, What 
advantage had they by it ? for though others ſate ſtill, Caius b:imſelf did not ; For he immedi- 
ately repented of the favour which he had granted, reaſsam'd his old reſolution, and ta- 

E king no notice of the Statue that was maKing at $:9or ( leſt ic ſhould beget a revolt ) he 
oave order for a new one to be made of gilt Brafs in Rome, with directions that it ſhould 


be ſent privately by Sea , and without notice ſet up in the Temple of Jer»/alem, when 
he went himſelf into Egypt. 


He omitred no Order in the preparation for his Voyage to Alexaniria, ſo great was 
his defireto ſee it ; and fo firm his reſolution to continue therein ſome time, becauſe no 
other place ſeem'd to him ſo convenient for the execution of his ridiculous defign of be- 
ing owned for a God, out of an opinion he hall, that the example of that great City ( by 
reaſon of its ſcituation, and the reſort thither from all parts of the world ) might induce 
other Towas leſs confiderable to give him,che ſame divine honour, as he was afſur'd 

F ofin Alexandria, Beſides, he was of fo light and inconftant a nature, he never did any. 
good thing, but he repented of it immedately, and found out ſome way to revoke it, and 
make things very much worſe than before , and of this I ſhall give you ſome proof, 

Having ſet certain Priſoners at liberty one day, he cauſed them about an hour after 
to be clapt up again without any hopes of ever being diſcharged any more, though 
they bad commicted nothing in the interim, that might move his diſpleaſure, 

Anorher time he ſent others into Exile, who had committed nothing at all, and he 
looked upon that ſentence as a favour, becauſe they, knowing his horrible inhamanity, 
expected, and had prepared themſelves for death, Accordingly they were ſent into the 
Ilands, where they were put to plough and cultivate the Earth, and they took their miſ- 

& fortune patiently. But on a {uddain, though they had given no new provocation, he ſent 


Souldiers, aud putthem ail to the ſword, which was a great affliction to ſeveral great 
Families in Rome,  ] 


_— 
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If he gave money at any time to ay body, he would be ſure to haye it again, not H 
by way of loan, or upon condition to pay them Intereſt, but by way of Authoriry and 
Violence ; and the poor people were not only glad to reſtore ir, but they ſcap'd well, if 
it did not colt them all their own, whether it was their Parrimony, or acquired by their 
own Induſtry and Labour, 

Thoſe, who thought themſelves higheſt io his favour, he ruin'd uncer pretence of af- 
fection ; obliging them to ſuch exceſſive expences in vain Feaſting and Entertainments, 
that ſometimes one ſivgle Treat was ſo magnificent and ſumptuous, that ic was ſufficient 
to undo a man utterly, and forced him to borrow, what he was never able to pay ; upon 
which ſcore ſome perſons were affraid of his friendſhip, becauſe it was not only uſcleſs, 
bur dangerous and co be eſteemed rather a ſnare, than an advantage. 

This was the humour of (aus, who hating no nation like the Fews , no Nation felt 
ſo much the effects of his hatred. He began in Alexandria to ſequeſter their Oratories, 
aud fillthem witch Statues, and no man durſt oppoſe ſo great a Violence, There was 
now only the Temple at Jer»/alem: unviolated ; and to compleat his Impiety, he would 
needs raviſhthat from God, and impropriate it to himſelf, with this Title ,

What do you intend, moſt preſumptuous and infatuated Prince © You are but a Man, 
and would uſurp upon God, Tis not enough for you to have dominion over ſo many 
People, that there is ſcarce a Nation or Climare, ro which your Empire does not extend |!

CHAP. XVIII. 


With what auflerity Caius treated Philo, and the other Ambaſſadors from Alexandria, 
and how he would not be perſwaded to hear what they could ſay. 


UT we muſt come now to the Paſſages in our Embaſſie, The day appointed M 
for our Audience being come, we were oo ſooner introduced, but we could eaſily 
perceive by his Mrne and his Geſture, that Catus was rather become a Party than a Judge, 
For it he wo-.ild have ated like a Judge, he ſhould have adviſed with his Counſel in an 
zflair of that importance, wherein all the Priviledges were in queſtion, that for four hun- 
dred years together had been enjoyed by ſo great a multitude of Jews, as lived in Alex- 
andria, without the leaſt intrenchment or moleſtation, He ought to have heard both 
ſides, debared the whole matter with his Counſel, and afterwards pronounced a juſt and 
equitable arreſt, Bur, inſtead of proceeding by thoſe methods of Juftice, the pitileſs 
Tyrant,bending his brows upon us with a furious Brutality, cauſed the two Intendants of 
the Gardens of Mecenas and Lamia ( which are near both the Town and his Palace) to N 
be ca!led to him ( for he had been retired thither for his recreation three or four days ) 
He commanded them to open the doors of the ſeveral Appartments, which opened into 
thoſe Gardens,for he was diſpoſed to walk, and gave Order that we ſhould follow. 

We threw our felves down at bis feet, and ſaluted him with the Titles of Experour 
and 4#uyuſt, The mauner in which he received our Salutation was fuch, that we quick- 
ly found, that we were to deſpair not only of ſucceſs in our Embaſlie, bur the ſafety 
of our Lives, For he :old us frowying, and with an angry kind of ſmile 3 Are not you 
the aeciared Enemies of the gods > Are not you they, who,when others acknowledge my Divi- 
nity, do refuſe and deſpife me 2 | 

Ana ſaying io, he litted up his hands towards Heayen uttering ſach expreſſions, that © 
I leard with too mich horror to repeat them again, --

We could perceive at thoſe horrid words our blood to freeze in our veins, In the 
mean time (airs paſſed from one appartment to another, finding fault where any thing 
was amiſs, and giving order how it ſhould be mended, We followed him, joft- 

C [ed and derided by our Adverfaries, who abus'd and mock'd uslike Mimicks on a Stage; 
and indeed our whole negotiation might have paſſed for a Comedy, having nothivg in 
it but appearance of Truth, For he, who ought to have been our Judge, was our Acculer; 
and our own party animated him againſt us, Having him therefore tor an Enemy, and 
ſuch an Enemy, what could we do but be filent > And being filent is a kind of de- 
fence, eſpecially where nothing can be ſaid, that would have been pleaſing to him, and 
the fear of his violence upon our Laws had ſhut up our mouths, © TE 

When he had given diretion about his buildings, he demanded ſeriouſly and with 
great gravity of us, IWhy we were ſo ſcrupulous 1n eating of Hogs-fleſh? Upon which our 
Adverſaries ( to Cajole him with their flatteries) fell out into fo immoderate and un- 

D decent a laughter,that ſome of the Prince's Officers, which were about him, could ſcarce 
brook ſo great a diſreſpe& ; and it was ſo much the greater,by how much his humor was 
ſuch, there was not any but his Privado's and Intimates, that could without danger take 
the liberty upon them of but ſmiling in his preſence, 

We replyed moſt humbly to the Einpefour, ; Thap the Cuſtoms of People were different, 
and that as among us there were ſome"things forbidden, fo there were others prohubited to other 
Nations, And one of our Company inſtancing in thoſe who eat no Lamb, the Emperour 
laught & reply d, They have no reaſon,for the fleſh is not good. Thele raileries augmented our 
trouble very much ; butat length; in ſome Kind of hear he asked us, upon what grounds 
we founded our freedom 2 We began to lay before him our grounds, and he fore- 

E ſeeing well that they would be reaſonable, and that we had many more to corroborate 
them, he roſe up on a ſuddain, and ran into a great Chamber, cauſing his ſervants to 
ſhut the Windows, whoſe glaſs was contrived ſo as to let inthe Light, but keep out the 
Wind ; and was as clear as Chryſtal, We followed, and he came to us again, and de- 
manded of us very moderately, what we had more to: fay.? We would have gone on 
with our Reaſons, butin ſtead of hearing them, he ran again in great ſpeed into another 
Hall, where he had commanded ſeveral ancient Piftutes to be brought for him to ſee ; ſo 
that finding our ſelves fo often interrupted in our affairs, and in ſuch different manner, 
ſuppoſing we were to expe nothing but death, we addreſſed our ſelves in our ex- 
tremity to the true, for protection againſt the counterfeit God : and ir pleas d himto 

F havecompatſfion on us, and by his infinite goodneſs to moderate the fury of Caius, who 
commanded us to withdraw, and went away himfelt, only ſaying to thofe who were next 
him, Theſe People are not ſo bad, as unfortunate and beſotted not to believe me to be of Divine 
natu;e. 

In this manner we departed not only from his Judgment, but from his Theater, and 
Priſon, for what was it but a Theater, where we were laughed ar and derided ? And the 
rigors of a Priſon are they comparable to the torments we endured from ſo many Bla(- 
phemies againſt God, and ſo many Menaces from an enraged Tyrant againſt us f Be- 
cauſe ours ( torſooth ) was the only Nation, that obſtructed his being owned for a 
God. | 

G Upon this we defiſted, and reſpited for a while, not our of love to our Lives, for could 
our death have been ſeryicable to the conſeryation of our Laws, we would have embrac'd 

; It 
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it with joy, as conduQting us to a happy Eternity. But becauſe beſides this it would H 
have been deſtrnRiye to our Lays, and offenſive to thoſe who ſent us, for as much as 
the management of ſuch things are uſually judged by their ſucceſs, we comforted our 
ſelves in ſome meaſure,that we had eſcaped ſuch a danger, yet not without continuing in 
great apprehenſfions, what judgment the Emperour would give, For how could he be 
informed of the Equity of our Cauſe, when he vouchſafed not ſo much as to hear us ? 
And what cauld be more cruel, than to ſee the ſafety of our whole Nation depend upon 
the manner, ater which we five (who were Embaſſadors) ſhould be treated? For if 
Caius ſhould declare in favour of the lexandrianr, what other Town would let the 
Jews livein quiet? What other Town would forbear them. ? What other would not de- 
Rroy their Oratories? What ather would not refuſe them the Exerciſe of their Religi- 1 
on ? So that the abolition of all their Priviledges, aud the. entire Ruine of the whole 
Nation. were before us, and the thoughts of them overwhelmed us with ſorrow ; and 
the more, becauſe ye could {ce no reſort nor refuge from our miſeries : For thoſe who 
before ſeemed to favour our Aﬀeairs, began now to deſpair of our ſafety, and retired not 
daripg to aflift us any farther, though we ſent to importune them 5 ſo little expetation 
had they of Bounty or Juſtice from a Map, who would make himſelf a God.
